I want to go on from here now 
with some harmony on _ this 
Council. It’s an exciting day 
today and I think the excitement 


should be centered around two 
things. I think the excitement 
should be centered around the 
tremendous victories that my 


colleagues have won, both in the 
re-election to City Council, as 
well as their overwhelming 
election to Council, especially 
our new Council Members. I also 
think it's a day that we recognize 
that we have some fundamental 
changes in City Hall, and its an 
exciting day for Tom Murphy and 
his family, and I look forward. 
and I think all of this Council 
looks forward, to an exciting 
level of cooperation as Tom Murphy 
meets the challenges that are 
necessary to carry on the issues 
that are confronting us here in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and I 
don’t think anybody can do that 
better than the Honorable Tom 
Murphy. 


At this time I would like to 
call on the respective Council 
Members, both newly re-elected and 
newly elected, for their 
presentation to their friends and 
families and supporters. At this 
time, by Council District, I would 
like to represent somebody who has 
served well in the position of 
Council Finance Chair. He was 
handily and overwhelmingly 
re-elected from Council District 
8, and that is the Honorable 
Councilman Dan Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Good Morning, everyone. 
Father Rick, Judge Folino, other 
members of the Judiciary who are 
here today, and members of the 
Clergy who are here today, 
soon-to-be Mayor Tom Murphy, my 
colleagues on Council, family and 








friends. I would first like to 
congratulate Jim Ferlo on his 
election as Council President. I 
look forward to working with him 
in his new position and also to 
working with our new colleagues on 
Council, Mr. Joe Cusick and Mr. 
Alan Hertzberg. 


I want to personally thank 
Mayor Masloff for her years of 
dedicated service to this City. 


As for our new Mayor, Tom 
Murphy, today is your day. You 
earned it through sheer energy and 
commitment to Pittsburgh--by 
knocking on thousands of doors in 
every neighborhood, and sharing 
your vision of Pittsburgh’s 
future. You never took anyone for 
granted Tom. Even when it was 
clear that your election was 
assured, you were out there 
fighting to enlist every 
Pittsburgher in your crusade. 
That is why today you can 
celebrate not just an election, 
but a mandate, and I know that you 
will use it well. . 


I am truly honored to be able 
to accept this oath of office for 
a second term on Pittsburgh City 
Council, I want to thank the many 
people who helped make this day 
possible. Many are here today. 
You are too numerous to mention, 
but too special to ever forget. 
My most loyal supporters: my wife 
Stacy, who by the way is pregnant 
with our first child, my parents 
Hannah and Norman Cohen, my mother 
and father-in-law Jerry and Lois 
Browdie, who came in from 
Greensburgh, are also here today. 


I especially want to thank my 
grandmother, Ida Mintz. My 
grandmother moved to Pittsburgh a 
half century ago. She has always 
been involved in her neighborhood, 





in her community, in Pittsburgh. 
As I take office today, I am proud 
to say that she is and has always 
been an inspiration. in three 
weeks, Grandma will be celebrating 
her 90th Birthday! So Grandma, I 
want to thank you and wish you a 
happy birthday. 


Most important, I want to 
thank the citizens of Bloomfield, 
Friendship, North Oakland, Point 
Breeze, Shadyside and Squirrel 
Hill for electing me to this 
second term. It is wonderful 
being elected the first time. But 
being re-elected on the basis of a 
record is a vote of confidence and 
is even better. I am also honored 
that three of the Ward Chairs from 
Council District 8 are here today, 
Mr. Auggie Carlino, Bonnie Booth, 
and Eric Maxchfein, and I want to 
thank them very much. 


During ‘the past four years, we 
have worked hard to improve the 
City of Pittsburgh and to confront 
our problems. This is a great 
City. I am absolutely convinced 
that this is the best place to 
live in the United States, but we 
can make it even better. 


We are in the midst of a crime 
wave that threatens to undermine 
our very way of life. Since 1990, 
the homicide rate in this City has 
more than doubied and homicides 
with firearms have tripled. For 
the first time, Pittsburghers 
don't necessarily feel safe on the 
streets or even in their homes. 


We have to send a clear 
message to those who are creating 
this climate of violence. We are 
going to strengthen law 
enforcement. We are not going to 
live in fear. We are not going to 
lose that sense of safety and 
security that has always been the 
hallmark of life in Pittsburgh. 
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But, of course, people are 
entitled to more than just 
physical security. They are also 
entitled to make a Living, and a 
good living. Young people, in 
particular, say that their biggest 
concern right now is finding a 
good job. 


But here too there are 
problems. America may be in the 
midst of an economic recovery~-but 
Pittsburgh is not. 


Since 1980, our job base has 
fallen faster than any other of 
the 25 largest cities in the 
nation. Last year, for the first 
time in a decade, we suffered a 
net loss in jobs. Young people 
who desperately want to stay in 
Pittsburgh--near their parents and 
grandparents--are being forced to 
leave because they cannot find a 
good job. They come home to 
Pittsburgh for the holidays, but 
then they leave and our lives are 
poorer because of it. This can't 
continue. 


On crime, on jobs, the old 
solutions have not worked. We 
must try new solutions and we have 
to pursue them with greater 
urgency. 


I know that we can do it, and 
the reason I know is that we've 
done it before. Thee is no other 
city in America that has remade 
itself the way Pittsburgh has. 
Pittsburgh didn't become a great 
City by accident. Our parents and 
our grandparents made it great 
through Renaissance TI and 
Renaissance Il. We know from 
experience that there is no Limit 
to what the people of this City 
can accomplish. Pittsburghers 
have an inner strength and a2 
tenacity that ne other city in 
America can match. Do we have 
problems? Yes, we have problems. 





But none of these problems in 
bigger than the people of 
Pittsburgh. With aggressive 
leadership, we can make this City, 
this great City, even greater, so 
together, let’s fight for 
Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 


Ladies and gentlemen. it’s a 
great honor that I introduce a 
good friend of mine. I see Mr. 
and Mrs. Cusick out there. I'm 
sort of the unofficial member of 
that family. At this time I’d 
like to introduce a dear friend 
and a hard worker, the Honorable 
Joseph Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Good morning! Before I bring 
my brief address to you, I would 
like to thank my many supporters 
and friends without whose help I 
would not be here today. i would 
also like to introduce my family 
members in the audience, my 
mother, my father, Bernard and 
Kathleen Cusick, my wife, Rita, 
and most important, two important 
things in my world, John and 
Katie, my mother-in-law, Kathleen 
Watson, all of my brothers and 
sister and I'd tell you every one 
of their names and their wives 
names, but we don’t have that much 
time. I thank you. I couldn’t 
have done it without you. 


It is with a deep sense of 
humility that I stand in front of 
you today. It is also with a 
great deal of excitement that I 
look forward to serving as the 
Councilman of the City of 
Pittsburgh in District 4. It is 
an opportunity that few people are 
given, and I will do my very best 
to represent my district with 
responsibility, energy and hard 
work. 





Growing up in my family, I was 
introduced at a young age to 
responsibilities that each of us 
have to society. My grandfather, 
Regis Cusick, the son or Irish 
immigrants, was very active in 
City and County government, and 
was a close associate of Allegheny 
County Commissioner John Kane. 
His willingness to work for the 
betterment of his community had a 
lasting influence on my father, 
Bernie, who spent many years 
working in local union politics 
with the Ironworkers to improve 
the lives and working conditions 
of his fellow workers. Much 
through their efforts I was taught 
that public service is a proud and 
lively career, one in which an 


individual can have a real 
influence on his or her 
community. 

With this opportunity, also 
comes a great deal of 
responsibility. The 


responsibility to maintain the 


highest standards of ethical 
conduct in carrying out the 
public's business. The 


responsibility to listen to all 
sides of all sides of an issue and 
then to make the best judgment 
based on the facts presented. The 
responsibility to put politics 
aside when needed, to make a 
decision which may not be popular 


with everyone. For we must 
remember that the basis of 
effective government is public 
confidence, and that confidence is 


endangered when elected officials 
refuse or falter in the acceptance 
of their responsibility. 


It is also with a great deal 
of excitement that I look forward 
to serving with a new Council.

The City of Pittsburgh is 
now presented with a great 
opportunity. I truly believe that 
a Council and an Administration 
working together can mean great 
possibilities for our City. This 
is not to say that Council should 
be a "Yes Man” for the 
Administration. Because I 
recognize the value of dissent, 
and I believe that healthy 
controversy leads to a healthy 
change. But I also have witnessed 
first hand through my four years 
of service on the U.S. Naval 
Aircraft Carrier Enterprise, that 
through teamwork the most is 
accomplished. 


With a new atmosphere of 
cooperation, City and County 
governments must work together to 
guarantee a brighter future for 
our City and Region. I have had 
the opportunity to work for both 
City and County government. I 
have witnessed how working 
together we can achieve much more 
for our citizens. The recently 
enacted Regional Assets Bill is 
the first example of our working 
together for the common good. In 
the future, many issues need to be 
taken on jointly. Issues such as 
riverboat gambling, development of 
our riverfronts and public safety 
need to be met head on so that our 
City and Region is a better place 
to live. 


Finally, I call on the 
citizens of Pittsburgh for their 
cooperation and help. To 
strengthen our economy, our 
efforts toward increased public 





safety and our image around the 
nation, we all need to be involved 
in our community. The efforts of 
the private citizen working along 
with local government will surely 
guarantee our success in days to 
come. 


Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Ladies and gentlemen, I am 


very honored to introduce my next 
colleague. He is somebody, quite 
frankly, who won a campaign the 
old fashioned way - door to door, 
person to person, in the 
trenches. He's a hard worker. 
He’s distinguished himself in his 


communities, especially working 
with young people. Iam very 
proud and very honored to 


introduce the new Councilman from 
District 2, the Honorable Alan 
Hertzberg. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Good morning! JI want to begin 
by introducing some people and 
also thanking some people, and I 
want to start where that begins 
and that's with my wife Karen 
Guzzo Hertzberg. Karen worked as 
hard as I did to make this all 
possible. My children have put up 
with a lot, with me working 
extensive hours and being away 
from them, and I thank them and my 
wife for being by my = side 
throughout this. I'd like to 
introduce my parents, Martin and 
Ruth Hertzberg. and thank them. 
My parents both hold Ph.D. Degrees 
and they're both college 
professors right now and they were 
invaluable assistants in getting 
me here also. I'm one of a family 
of five, unfortunately I don't see 
any of my siblings here today. My 
brother Eric was scheduled to be 
here; he lives down the street 
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from me in Good Will Plaza. He is 
confined to a wheelchair and must 
be having difficulty with the 
transportation here. I’m the 
third of five children. My oldest 
brother Larry is up in New York 
City. He’s an M.D. and a 
Pathologist up there. My brother 
Eric, who I thought would be here, 
is next, then myself, then my 
younger brother Russell is out in 
California right now where he is 
directing a computer company. and 
the youngest in our family, my 
sister Coralyn who is also an M.D. 
and Psychiatrist, and she's in the 
State of Washington, so none of 
them could be here right now. I'd 
also like to thank my wife's 
family, and they were of great 
assistance. My father-in-law is 
here, Salvy Guzzo, flowers by 
Salvy and Tom, thanks for the 
flowers. And also, from the other 
side of my wife’s family, the 
Brandy’s, and I hope the Brandy's 
will continue to multiply within 
Council District 2. They were a 
big heip. And I'd also like to 
thank and introduce my staff, I'm 
not sure they’re in here, but they 


are Ralph Rectenwald, Jolene 
Edwards, Flo Dickson and Caroline 
Kawl, will be my staff here on 


City Council. I’d also like to 
thank the people that I've worked 
with before today, and that is the 
people in my law firm, Alan 
Hertzberg and Associates and 
Priority Settlement Services, a 
settlement company that I’m with. 
And I'd like to thank most of all, 
all the supporters that got me 
here, and that includes all the 
Committee People, that includes 
the Ward Chairman, City Chairman 
Sam Tiglio from the 20th Ward, 
28th Ward Chairman Lefty Behr, it 
includes the Chairman of my 
campaign committee, Daniel Dixon, 
thank you Dan. I thank the people 
from the bottom to the top cause 
we did every little thing that 








could be done, from telephone 
calling to door knocking with me 
putting up signs. I had some 
great help! 


What can you expect from me on 


Council? You can expect brevity. 
I generally try to say what I can 
in as few words as possible, 
except for today, I’m going to be 
a little longer today. so bear 
with me. 12 think you can expect 
professionalism. I believe in 


being courteous and I’m going to 
endeavor to be courteous to people 
that come before Council, as well 
as fellow Members of Council. I'm 
going to endeavor to avoid 
personal attacks. You can also 
expect honesty from me. You can 
expect hard work. You can expect 
me to be attentive to the problems 
of City Council District 2. T 
will be out there trying to solve 
our problems. But you can also 
expect me to be attentive to the 
problems of the entire City. 


We've had a problem lately. 
It seems like we're loosing quite 
a few of our residents, and that 
occupies a high priority with me 
and it's something I've spoken 
about quite a bit before I got 
here. I think we need to send a 
message out that City living is 
the most affordable living in the 
Pittsburgh area. We also need to 
get the message out to the 
businesses that are here and the 
businesses that we hope to attract 
that this is a good place to do. 
And I'm looking forward very much 
to working with the Administration 
of Tom Murphy. - 1 think we share a 
lot in our interests in trying to 
get business in here and to keep 
the businesses we have. 


Finally, you can expect 
independence from me. Although I 
want to hear what everyone has to 
say, the ultimate decisions on the 
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votes and whatever matters come 
before me, will be made by me. 


Mayor Murphy, President Ferlo, 
Controller Flaherty, Councilperson 
Cohen, Councilperson Cusick, 
Councilperson Darkins, 
Councilperson O°*Connor, 
Councilperson Onorato, 
Councilperson Ricciardi and 
Councilperson Smith, I am looking 
forward very much to working with 
all of you over the next four 
years to make Pittsburgh a better 
place to live, work and play. And 
I thank you. 


The Chair: 


Now you know how he won that 
election. 


I am very honored at this time 
to introduce another friend, 
probably for at least ten years, 
but I have actually been friends 
with his dad even longer than 
that, back to the early days of 
model cities and Community Action 
Pittsburgh. That’s when I was 
lighter and didn’t have any gray 
hair. I am very honored at this 
time to introduce someone who has 
distinguished himself, not only in 
the community, but certainly on 
this Council, and that is the 
re-elected Council Member from 
District 6 the Honorable 
Christopher Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 
Good Morning everyone! 


I wrote mine down so that I 
would make sure that I was short. 


First of all, I am very proud 
to serve with such a distinguished 
group of individuals. Five of us 
share the Young Democrats in 
common and I have served with both 





of our new incoming Council 
Persons, so there's a number of 
years that we have known one 
another, and I look forward to 


working with you. 


I’d like to thank you to the 
esteemed Judiciary hiding behinds 
the plants, to the Clergy, the 
Mayor and now my new fellow 
elected officials, and especially 
those persons who placed their 
faith, efforts and loyal support 
to my candidacy that permits me to 
begin my second term on Pittsburgh 
City Council representing District 
6. 


We have many people who helped 
us get here. I would like to 
thank especially my parents who 
never waivered in their support, 
who gave not only their money and 
time but the encouragement and 
spirit to continue against all 
odds to bring fairness and justice 
to municipal government. I wish 
to thank the campaign workers who 
never said no. Their continuous 
commitment made this possible, and 
to you and each and every one who 
wrote a check, who made 2 phone 
call, who talked about me 
positively.

The Chair: 


Ladies and gentlemen, 
know there are eleven elected 
officials in the City of 
Pittsburgh, - nine Council Members 
and our distinguished Mayor, but 
we also have another distinguished 
gentlemen, and that is the City 
Controller, the Honorable Tom

Flaherty, and I'd like him to 
stand and just be recognized. 


Because of Tom's inauguration 
event which is going to be held 
very shortly, time does not permit 
me at this time to go through the 
audience and list a lot of very 
important people. Sufficed to 
say, all of my colleagues here 
today are very honored that many 
elected officials from Congress to 
the State Legislature to all up 
and down Grant Street and Ross 
Street at the County level. as 
well as members of the Judiciary, 
are here today. On behalf of my 
colleagues, I'd like to thank all 
of you for taking the time out of 
this very special day, not only 
for the new colleagues but for 
their family. friends and 
supporters. 


Before I introduce my next 
speaker, I want one personal 
moment of reflection and that is 
there is one very special person 
that could not be here today and 
quite frankly, that's my mother. 
She doesn’t live in the City of 
Pittsburgh and she’s 82 years 
old. She raised ten children; I 
happen to be one of them, and as 


you know, they’re all as difficult 
as I was, and I am, so that’s not 
an easy task. Her name is 


Isabella Delorata Spadafore Ferlo, 
and she's not here today but I 
want to say hello to her and maybe 
we'll send her the tape. So mom, 
thank you. 


At this time it's a profound 
privilege, and I mean that very 
sincerely, not only to introduce a 
friend and a future colleague. but 
to introduce the gentlemen who is 
going to lead this City into the 
next century, and that's the 
Honorable Mayor Tom Murphy. 
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Mr. Murphy: 

Thank you. I first want to 
honor all of you, not only those 
newly elected and elected 
officials, but all of you in the 
audience. You chose to 
participate. 

My wife and I had an 


opportunity to live in a country 
that didn't have democracy: it had 
a military dictatorship. And I 
say first hand what it means for 
people when they don’t have the 


power to vote. You chose to 
participate, you supported a 
candidate, and you are here today 


probably because your candidate 
won, and se you can congratulate 
yourselves. I'm here to say thank 
you for participating. 


Now tonight, as I look out the 
window, it seems to me that we are 
going to have our first test. If 
the streets aren’t cleaned and 
salted, we’re in trouble, aren’t 
we all. But, beyond salting the 
streets, and making sure the trash 
is picked up on time, and 
certainly if we don’t do that, we 
won’t be back here, there’s a 
bigger issue facing us. We're in 
the fight of our lives. We’re in 
a giobal economy. There are 
regions of this country and this 
world that are our competitors, 
and they understand one thing that 
we haven't understood very well 
that if you don’t work together 
you are going to fall. You won't 
succeed. 


Look at the litany over the 
last few years. City Council is 
suing the Mayor, and the Mayor is 
suing City Council. The County 
and the City is suing each other. 
The Pirates and the City suing 
each other, that has to stop. 
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This is about competing 
internationally. This is about 
moving forward together as a 
region. We can do it, but we, us 
ten and eleven, have to begin to 
do that first to send the signal. 
I’m prepared to go more than 502 
of the way, to build the kind of 
relationship that creates the 
respect and the confidence that we 
can move forward together. And 
then, shortly we need to reach 
out. We need to involve my good 
friend, Frank Gigliotti, and the 
other Legislators and Senators in 
this region, to be part of a team 
and a plan and a vision that 
shapes this region's future. We 
need to involve Bruno Delano and 
the other union leaders to be part 
of an unprecedented effort to 
build a labor-management climate 
that will go from being viewed as 
one of the worst to one of the 
best in the country, and we can do 


it. It’s like a jigsaw puzzle on 
the table; the pieces are all 
there. It’s a day to celebrate, 


and tomorrow is a day to begin. 
You made a big step today by being 
able to agree on a President of 
Council. 1 think that 
demonstrated great leadership on 
all of your parts, and in doing 
that I think we've taken a first 
step in beginning to build the 
confidence we need to move this 
region forward. I look forward to 
working with all of you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Thomas. 


At this time, the Chair wishes 
to announce the appointment of the 
Chairman of the various Standing 
Committees of Council as follows: 


I£ you would just permit me a 
sentence or two about each. First 
of all, a very important Committee 
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because it’s a Committee that 
meets as much as the Legislative 
Committee and that’s the Standing 
Committee of this body, we meet 
around that table and that's 
usually where you see the news 
flashes everyday, cause that’s 
where it gets hot and heavy 
sometimes because people are 
passionate about the issues. 
Councilman Cohen, in the past, has 
done an admirable job in that 
position, but apparently he’s 
going to be very busy this spring. 


I’m very pleased at this time 
to appoint a friend and a 
colleague and somebody I know who 
has the skills and leadership to 
keep the kind of vision that Tom 
Murphy has talked about, and 
that’s Councilman Dan Onorato to 
head up the Committee on Finance. 


I would also like to introduce 
a gentlemen who is up at 5:00 A.M. 
in the morning and probably unlike 
any of us even on this Council or 
maybe even in the audience except 
for those out in the field, this 
gentlemen is up early in the 
morning. And it’s not Atypical to 
see this gentleman having coffee 
or bringing donuts to City 
workers, and usually that's in the 


Department of Public Works and 
Environmental Services. He's 
somebody who has distinguished 


himself at the grassroots level. 
He is a hard worker. I want to 
renew my friendship after today 
with this gentleman, and I hope I 
am able to do that. I think we 
can. And that gentlemen is 
Councilman Duane Darkins to head 
up the Public Works Committee. 
And I just want to say that there 
are many people in Public Works 
over the last few years that have 
gone to Duane because they were in 
the jackpot, they were being 
treated unfairly, and Duane reaily 
came through and I respect. him for 
that. 





Another very important 
Committee, and our Mayor Tom 
Murphy will be making an 


announcement in the next few days 
about a very important position 
over at the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority Board. But this is a 
gentleman who has distinguished 
himself in even the brief time 
that he has been on this Council 
He's hard working. I feel he is 
the most articulate Member on this 
City Council. He knows the Zoning 


Code, he knows about planning, and 
he knows about development. I'd 
like to appoint Councilman 


Christopher Smith to serve as the 


Chairman of Planning, Housing & 
Development. 
The Chair: 

The next gentleman has 
distinguished himself on this 


Council with a no-nonsense 
business view. He's somebody that 
brings a lot of life experience, 
and quite frankly, professional 
and business experience, to this 
Legislative body. 


People think about the Finance 
Chair and all these other 
Committees, and not everybody is 
really that aware of the 
operations of City government. 
But the fact of the matter is, 
there’s one Committee called the 
Committee on General Services, 
that if you want to get all the 
money spent, be it lands and 
buildings, rents, fleet 
management, the operation utility 
bill, procurement, all of the 
contracts that are administered by 
every single department, the 
actual money goes to the Committee 
on General Services. 


I can think of no one better 
than Councilman Bob O'Connor to 
head up that Committee and give us 
new direction. We have precious 
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few city dollars but I am 
confident that Councilman Bob 
o’Connor will give this Committee 
a new sense of direction with 
Mayor Murphy’s leadership. 


The Chair: 


The next gentleman is a dear 
friend. He’s somebody who has 
been, as far as I am concerned. 
the consumer advocate on the Board 
of the Water and Sewer Authority. 
He is somebody who has made some 
fundamental proposals to the 
Murphy Administration about the 
whole water treatment system in 
this City and I think those ideas 
are going to be taking hold very 
shortly. We need him on this 
Committee, not only to remain on 
the Board of the Water and Sewer 
Authority to defend the interests 
of business and the consumers of 
this City, but we need him to 
Chair the Committee on Water here 
in City government because of the 
fundamental changes that he has 
talked about~--and that’s my 
friend, Councilman Gene Ricciardi, 
to head up this Committee. 


The Chair: 


I think you sensed from this 
gentleman’s speech earlier how 
hard-working he is. I first met 
him because he was going to bat 
for the last few years for a youth 


center in an area of the City, 
Sheraden, that quite frankly has 
been under served by City 


government, and I know he is going 
to change all that. I think he 
can distinguish himself and bring 
a lot of expertise and leadership 
to something that is affecting the 
most important group of people in 


this City, and that is our youth 
and our young people. We need 
him. We need his ideas, we need 


his energy, we need his vision, 
and we need his cooperation, and I 


(ed 





know we have it--and that’s 
Councilman Alan Hertzberg to head 
up the Committee on Parks and 
Recreation. 


The Chair: 


As I mentioned earlier, having 
me at the other end of the table 
when Councilman Cchen is trying to 
Chair the meeting is not always an 
easy thing, because every one of 
my colleagues is passionate about 
the issues. That's what makes 
City government what it is. He's 
done one heck of a job chairing 
for the last year and a half the 
Committee on Finance. He's going 
to be busy this spring. I've 
asked him, though, to take on what 


I feel is actually a more 
difficult assignment, and that is 
the area of Public Safety. I 


think everybody in this room knows 
‘that we are going through a crisis 
in this City. We have carnage on 
the streets of this City. Tom 
Murphy has some vision and some 
very bold initiatives that he will 
be talking about in the next 
hour. I've specifically asked, 
though, that Councilman Dan Cohen 
come forward and Chair the 
Committee the Public Safety at 
this time. 


The Chair: 


The Committee on Engineering & 
Construction. that basically means 
building and getting the job 
done. This is a gentleman that 
comes from a family of builders, 
or ironworkers. He’s somebody I 
know who has strong ties with the 
building and construction trades 
and he’s a working class hero as 


far as i am concerned. And at 
this time, I want to appoint 
somebody that I know has the 
expertise, the ability to work in 


a new fashion with labor and 
assist Tom Murphy in the kinds of 
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visions that he’s talked about 
earlier. I badly need him and I'm 
giad that Joe has accepted the 
appointment of Engineering and 
Construction--and that’s 
Councilman Joe Cusick. 


The Chair: 


As President of Council, 
will continue to Chair the 
Committee on the various public 
hearings that come before this 
Legislative Body. I’m also very 
pleased, and I haven't necessarily 
talked to each and every one of 
these individuals, but I am 
confident that they will accept. 
Part of the responsibility, also 
here today, is the appointment of 
Council Members to the Board of 
Trustees of the Carnegie Institute 
and the Library, including the 
beautiful new Carnegie Science 
Center. We've gone through the 
last few years on this Council 
struggling at the final hour of 
adopting a City budget under the 
leadership of these gentlemen to 
restore funding for the Library 
and the Institute, and they've 
come through solidly each time. 
At this time I would very 
privileged and honored if the four 
Council Members, Councilman Gene 
Ricciardi, Councilman Christopher 
Smith, Councilman Alan Hertzberg 
and Councilman Dan Onorato, would 
either join the Board or continue 
to serve in those capacities with 
the most important Institute that 
we have in this City, our Library 
system, and I want to thank them.

JI will have 
addresses very soon and I will 
turn them all over to the police 
and Councilman Ferlo, so I expect 
that that will be resolved within 
the next couple of days and you do 
have our promise that as soon as 
the weather is good, I have a 
chemist who is going to go out 
with some various solvents to try 
and find out how we can fix that 
wall and save as much of the mural 
as possible and the kid's are 
sharpening their paint brushes and 
ready to go out as soon as the 
weather is good and then it will 
be coated again with an 
anti-pgraffiti coat. So. I would 
like to introduce Pam Costanzo who 
is the head of the Art Department 
at Rogers Catholic. 


Pam Costanza: 


I just want to take a second 
to thank all of you and to let you 
know just briefly, this is the 
eighth mural that we have done in 
the community. I would have to 
say probably because of the high 
visibility of it that we've been 
able to have a lot of publicity 
for it but this is definitely a 
history that we have at Rogers 
School for working very closely 
with various community groups to 
help beautify the neighborhoods. 
We will be starting next month on 
a mural but it wili be an 
inny-mural so we won't be out in 
the snow and in the rain. One 
final word about the joy that all 
this brings cause it is an awful 
lot of effort on the students task

I first learned 
of the success of the wall when I 
was out of town coming back in 
from the Airport and a Cab Driver 
from Lawrenceville when he learned 


where I was going said “oh, did 
you see what's happened to the 
wall: I've been living in 


Lawrenceville for thirty years and 
I've been waiting for that to 
happen" so if we struck that 
individual we struck thousands of 
others. And the last note on the 
graffiti when I first heard about 
that it probably affected about 
10% of the wall I was disappointed 
and as 1 reflect on it maybe that 
isn’t such a bad lesson to learn. 
We take four steps forward and 
that's life. We're going to get 
knocked back one but you have 
strengthened the resolve of that 
community. I'm glad to hear that 
you kids are ready to get back out 
there and fix it. We certainly 
are. It's going to get back up to 
‘where it was originally. We thank 
you very much.

move. But I think whet Mayor 


Murphy is saying is. let's really 
focus our attention on the illegal 
activities of criminals and those 
juveniles and how they’re getting 
those guns, and I really want to 
take this moment to commend Tom 
Murphy for that position. Thank 
you. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. 

At this time. traditionally we 
do have Reports from Standing 
Committees, but this being a new 
session of Council as you know we 
disposed of all matters at the end 
of last year, so at this time 
there are no Reports from Standing 
Committees.

I would ask that both of you 
take the task at hand and help 
frame a letter that would be 
drafted by Mr. Perry that we can 
forward to the Administration and 
have a response by next week's 
meeting. Thank you very much. 


We have no reports from any 
special committees: however. I do 
have one request, and that is the 
Appointment of a special 
Sub-committee. This has to do with 
the City Council Chambers 
restoration. There are a number 
of concerns that have come te 
light about expenditures to date 
involving restoration activities 
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here in these Chambers. I would 
ask that at least there are 
probably three committees that in 
some way deal with this issue - 
General Services, Engineering & 
Construction, and Finance. 3 
would ask that councilman 
O'Connor. Councilman Cusick and 
Councilman Onorato be joined by 
two representatives from the 
Historical Review Commission 
making up a Sub-Committee. I'm 
not asking you to do a lot of work 
but I’m asking you to give the 
City Clerk and staff and 
ultimately this Council some 
direction on this issue of 
expenditures involving restoration 
activities here in these Chambers, 
be it tables, chairs, the walls, 
etc. And I would ask that Mr. 
O'Connor please accept the hosting 
of that Committee and we will 
forward a request to Mr. DeSanis 
and to Mike Eversmeyer from the 
HRC staff. We need a working 
committee to do the things that 1 
have just outlined and also I 


think we need to have some

Sergeant Burke: 

Thank you. A lot of the 
Council people know me from 
previous appearances here. I not 


only brought the Blue Light with 
the help of Helen Blakely from the 
FOP Auxiliary but the County 
Commissioner Larry Dunn helped 
launch this last fall and with 
Council approving the Blue Light 
Project we have been on the 
radio. We've been trying to push 
it to the public. We want the 
people not only to have a blue 
light in their window during the 
holiday season but since they have 
these welcome lights, it would 
only take the unscrewing of a 
white light and putting that blue 
light in there to let the officer 
that's out on the street know that 
you have support behind you. I 
know we have Council's support and 
I hope that the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny County 
show their support. not only for 
the officers whe made the supreme 
sacrifice by laying down their 
life, but the men and women 
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who are out there every day 
serving the public and doing what 
we think is one fine job. Thank 
you very much. 


Helen Blakely: 


When we started going out to 
the National Memorial up in 
Washington DC we were appalled at 
the number across the United 
States of officers that are killed 
in the line of duty and in a lot 
of the cases the criminals are 
still out on the street. Little 
children want to know why their 
daddy was killed, why their 
husband was killed, their sons 
were killed, and these people are 
still out on the streets, a lot of 
them. In 1991 166 officers of the 
United States were killed in the 
line of duty, mostly by guns. In 
1992 we have this booklet from 
national, 143 officers, and we 
don't have the final total this 
year. But we want to let these 
men know that we are behind them. 
We want to support them and I 
don’t believe there is an officer 
that goes out there and draws his 
gun with the intention of trying 
to kill someone. His life is on 
the line. He has to do that. 
Don’t tie his hands. Thank you.

I have a motion but before I 
bring it up I'd like to point out 
and explain the reasons. I owas 
very shocked and surprised to read 


Sunday’s paper in the Sports 
section...the headlines "Without 
Revenue Sharing We're Out of 
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Here." Well, I don’t know that 
Mr. Sauer can speak for the whole 
City of Pittsburgh and we 
certainly support the idea that 
revenue sharing would certainly 
solve all of our problems with the 
Pirates .and we hope and pray that 
it goes through, but he is 
speaking as an executive that’s 
probably been in this City mayhe 
two years, and I feel we should 
not take that as God’s word here. 
that we have to roll up our 
sleeves and react. 


Just to acquaint you with the 
Pirates I’m sure everybody on this 
Council and everybody in this City 
may not realize, but the Pirates 
generate almost 100 million 
dollars to the good of our 
economy, not only the jobs between 
the sports players and the ticket 
people, the concessionaires and 
all the people surrounding the 
ballpark, but the restaurant/hotel 
industry, cabs, bus drivers, the 
cops that direct the traffic. 
There’s just endless amounts of 
people that benefit from the 
Pirates being in town, and I think 
we cannot just sit by while one 
person, if one idea or one plan 
doesn’t go through, that we’re 
going to let them walk away. And 
I'm taking this as a wake-up call, 
and I don't want to interfere with 
anything. I know Mayor Murphy, 
I’ve talked to him off and on and 
I know he is very, very concerned 
about the Pirates and I'm sure he 
has a great staff and we're all 
impressed with the new people 
coming in, and I certainly don’t 
want to interfere with the 
negotiations that may be going on. 
But I think we've been held 
captive here, or hostage, by the 
Pirates before and 1 think it's 
time we look into long term 
solutions to the problem. We are 
a small market. We're not going

to double in populations and we're 
not going to double in T.V. We 
are going to have to come up with 
ideas to keep the Pirates here. 
What I'm suggesting in the way of 
a motion that we send -to the Mayor 
requesting that he institute a 
blue ribbon commission with City, 
County and State officials to look 
into the long range goal and how 
to keep the Pirates in this City. 
I know there has been a lot of 
work by the County Commissioners 
and the Mayor’s Office previously 
and is still going on. I don’t 
know if the Governor is involved 
enough. If you look at other 
cities that are just getting 
teams, imagine if this was a new 
team that we were trying, or a new 
business trying to come into this 
City. I'll bet you the Governor 
and his task force would be on 
them everyday laying out the red 
carpet to bring them into this 
City. I think it's a state issue 
because there's only two major 
league sports teams. On the east 
side we have Philadelphia and on 


the west side we have us. This is 
a very regional asset. much more 
than Allegheny County. I know 
people come fram Erie, Altoona, 


and take trips to visit our City 
because of the Pirates. We just 
can't leave any rocks unturned and 


I would request in a way of a 
motion, and I'll pass it out, that 
the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh direct the City Clerk 
to send a letter to the Mayor 
requesting that he establish a 
commission which would include 


representatives from the City of 


Pittsburgh, the County of 
Allegheny and the State of 
Pennsylvania. The purpose of this 
Commission would be to formulate 
for the express purpose of 
presenting a plan or plans of 
action which will further the 
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efforts and ensure that the 
Pittsburgh Pirate Baseball Club 
will remain in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 
The Chair: 

Is there a second to the 
motion. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Second on the motion. 


I support Councilman 
O’Connor’s motion and I'd just 
like to add, in support, that its 
time that this City Council, along 
with the Administration, get 
together end speak as one voice, 
also speaking with the County and 
with the State. 


Councilman O'Connor is 
absolutely right. If you look at 
some of the other cites, and I 


know two just off the top of my 
head. For example, Chicago, when 
the White Sox were ready to leave, 
these sports franchises are so 
important now for generating 
business and keeping your city a 
first class city, that they went 
to the State Legislature to build 
a new stadium. in Cleveland, they 
had an actual County tax. The 
County all pitched in to keep the 
Cleveland Indians there. So 
regardless of what your personal 
feeling is on using tax dollars to 
keep these franchise in your city, 
the fact is every city right now 
is licking their chops right now 
and is dying to get a major league 
baseball team in their city. 
There’s probably cities lined up 
right now hoping the Pirates would 
move. We have to face that 
reality and we have to recognize 
the benefits that come from having 
a major league baseball team in 
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this City. I don’t think there's 
any one here who would want to 
lose the Pirates--I'm sure of 
that, and I don't think anyone 
here would say that it’s just the 
City’s responsibility. It's time 
that we sit down and that we stop 
arguing amongst ourselves and the 
paper and on T.V. and on the media 
and that we get a plan together 
and we move forward speaking es 
one voice, recognizing that the 
Pirates are a a very important 
asset to this City. It keeps us a 
first rate city and that we move 
immediately. Therefore. I am in 
full support of Councilman 
o'Connor’s motion. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 1 
also support Mr. O'Connor's motion 
and obviously the thrust that we 
should do everything and anything 
in our power to keep the Pirates 
here. I think the first step is 
that we have to put down our dukes 
and sit down to discuss the future 
of the Pirates together, and not 
to have law suits between the 
Stadium Authority and the 
Pittsburgh Pirates or between the 
City and the Pirates or between 
City Council and the Mayor's 
Office, but rather to try to work 
together towards a solution. That 
having been said, 1 do think that 
Mr. Sauer’s comment in the paper 
was a reckless comment because it 
ignores the fact that we, together 
in Pittsburgh, the citizens of 
Pittsburgh, have done everything 
in the past to keep the Pirates 
here, and we'll do everything in 
the future. Mr. Sauer does not 
own the Pirates and therefore 1 
don't think speaks for the 
ownership of the Pirates. A lot 
of things are being done right now 
to make sure that, we continue to 
have a baseball franchise in this 
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City, including a brand new five 
million dollar score board which 
is going to be in place hopefully 
by opening day next year. There's 
going to be a whole new facelift 
on the Stadium, one that i think 
people will really enjoy. So a 
lot is being done the on Stadium 
side and I think that we need to 
have this type of Commission to 


move ahead to look at the 
financial possibilities for the 
Pirates. Apparently Mr. Baldwin 


is looking at a possible share of 
the Pirates and I’m sure there are 
ether potential investors out 
there. If revenue sharing doesn't 
go through, then we've got to look 
at Plan B to keep the Pirates 
here. I don’t think that it's a 
responsible thing to say that if 
at the national level they don’t 
have revenue sharing then we lose 
our baseball franchise. What 
happens at the national level is 
relevant, but not the ultimate 
determinant of what is going to 
happen to the Pirates, and if the 
other baseball owners decide not 
to have revenue sharing, we can't 
just throw up our hands and say 
goodbye Pirates. We've got to 
then do everything we can to keep 
them here. So I support Mr. 
O’Connor’s resolution and to have 
a blue xsibbon commission and to 
look at all the options if revenue 
sharing doesn’t go through. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 
After listening very carefully to 
Mr. O*’Connor, I believe his 
arguments on the importance and 
the need of the Pirates to remain 
here in the City of Pittsburgh are 
very sound. The only question 
that I have, obviously because of 
the dynamics of the process 
including what is going on now of 
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the baseball teams looking for 


revenue sharing and this 
Administration working very 
closely with the Pirate 


organization to hopefully stop any 


lawsuit. but the only question I 
have, Mr. O’Connor, is that your 
pill here, or your resolution, is 


requesting that the Administration 
set up a commission with certain 
individuals sitting on that 
commission. I would think before 
we vote today, if we would have 
the ability, Mr. O’Connor, or if 
you would have a chance. I know we 
just spoke fifteen minutes before 


this hearing, should we, before we 
pass this today. speak to the 
Administration and maybe you 


personally could speak to Mayor 
Murphy to see if this in any way 
is premature to the developments 
in the past, only because of the 
new spirit of cooperation that is 
going through the entire City of 
Pittsburgh initiated by Mayor Tom 
Murphy. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I think I've left it very 
open, and this is something I 
don't want to force on the Mayor. 
I think it's something when I 
highlight the three--I would like 


three representatives and it’s 
only a suggestion on my part. 
would be three City appointees, 


three County and three State. 1 
think I've left it. very broad that 
it. should be his commission and he 
should Chair it. He has new 
economic development people. Mr. 
Fox, Sal Sirabella. whe I am very 
impressed with that I think could 
lead this type of Commission. I 
don't want to put names down. I 
think that would be up to him. 
One of the quotes in here from Mr. 
Sauer’s is that “it is my job to 
prepare peuple for the bad." 
Well, even if he's right we're not 
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going to accept that and I think 
that hopefully the Mayor. besides 
his day to day workings with this. 
would look at an outside 
commission to advise him of long 
range plans of how to keep the 
Pirates here. I would suggest 
that he would put entrepreneurs on 
there. I’ve worked with 
entrepreneurs. So far, what we're 
hearing from CEO executives, well 
when entrepreneurs are in a 
comer, that’s when they do their 
best work. I think the answer 
that we're getting from the 
Pirates is one that we don't like 
and we can’t accept, and I would 
ask him, again he has time--I 
didn’t put deadlines on it, that 
he would have time to set this 
up. Hopefully at the end of the 
week we get a better answer from 
the National League that it will 
go to revenue sharing and that we 
wouldn't need this, but I think 
it's time that he and we get 
together and start really planning 
for our future, because if things 
don’t go right, he and us, the 
Mayor and Council, are sitting 
here holding the bag and I don't 
think we should wait till the last 
minute for it. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I guess Mr. O’Connor, we've 
been serving together I believe 
for two years, and I've supported 
I think 1002 of all of your 
initiatives. My only concern with 
this is that there’s so many 
players, and no pun intended, 
involved in this. We have the 
CEO'S as you have stated, we have 
the Pirate management team, we 
have the Mayor's Office, the 
County Commissioners, and as you 
mentioned even the Governor 
himself. My only concern is that 
we’re sending a letter almost in a 
vacuum without proper discussion 
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with either 
Commissioner 


Mayor Murphy. 
Foerster, Flaherty 
and Dunn, maybe the Governor's 
Office, and just sending this 
letter sort of almost shooting 
from the hip- Again, I've 
supported 1002 of your initiatives 
and 1 hope you do see what some of 
my concern is--passing a 
resolution of this sort without 
proper communication between all 
of the actors and all of the 
players involved and then passing 
the resolution. Hopefully you see 
my concern. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

This motion that I have in 
front of me, this written document 
from Councilman O'Connor is far 
different than what I read in this 
mornings Post Gazette and I had 
some serious concerns about any 


kind of a paid commission. I 
think we have people that are 
already paid in the City of 
Pittsburgh and the County of 


Allegheny and in the Commonwealth 


of PA to do this kind of work, and 
that includes support staff. I 
think we have a number of 


entrepreneurs so to speak that are 
very interested in keeping the 
Pirates and that make a 
substantial living off of things 
like the Pirates. But as it 
stands, this particular motion 
just requesting that the Mayor 
establish a commission is fairly 
innocuous as I see it and I'm in 
favor of the motion. 


The Chair: 


Let me just add a couple of 


comments. First of all, I think 
the first wake got call. and I 
certainly appreciate Mr. O'Connor 


taking the lead in bringing this 
issue te Council today. but I 
think all of us when we read the 
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paper over the weekend were 
certainly upset at Mr. Sauer's 
comments. iI was hoping that that 
was just posturing in recognition 
of a vote coming up on revenue 
sharing and baseball and that 
that’s part of his Public 
Relations campaign. I don't know 
if that's the case, it’s certainly 
my hope, but 1 think clearly the 
first wake-up call with the 
Pirates came a long time before 
Mr. Sauer's weekends comments. It 
came at least a few years ago when 
the City had to, what the City 
will probably spend about 16 
million dollars on the bond issue 
for the initial 21 million dollar 
bond issue that the City entered 


into in order to “save the 
Pirates" so there have been a 
number of wake-up calls in 


relation to wanting to preserve 
the Pirates here in Pittsburgh 


long before the weekend's 
comments. I think Mr. O’Connor is 
correct. He points out that the 


problems associated with keeping 
the Pirates here and just making 
baseball successful in this City 
are a lot deeper than just the 
issue of revenue sharing. There 
are a lot of other complicated 
issues that have to go into the 
economic viability of keeping the 
Pirates here. 


1 just have one reservation 


about the motion that's being 
made. I really think that what we 
need, rather than this notion of a 


commission at this time, is a face 
to face briefing by Mayor Murphy 
and his Administration as to what 
activities the Administration is 
involved in right now immediately 
in terms of re-opening a new line 
of communication with the Pirate 
organization. In addition, what 
steps will they take should the 
inevitability of some notion of 
the attempt to move this team out 
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of here. Again, I would remind 
Mr. Sauer that other colleagues 
have also and that is that we are 
a significant owner of that 
corporate organization. I think 
we have a new Mavor who has only 
been in office for a couple of 
weeks. I think clearly everything 
that he's been about, he's been 
about hitting the ground running 
from what I can see. He’s not 
coming from left field. So far 
the Mayor hasn't committed any 
errors and he hasn't even knocked 
any foul balls out of the 
ballpark. I think that rather 
than being in the grand stand 1 
think we need to be team players 
on this point. and I have no 
problem with the resolution but I 
think it's a little bit off 
centered in terms of really what 
we need to do right now. I really 
think we need to be briefed by the 
Mayor on his negotiations. He's 
alluding to a number of 
commitments to the Pirate 
organization in terms of the 
viability of the Stadium, things 
that the previous Administration 
failed to complete--construction 
projects. Mr. Cohen mentioned the 
commitment relative to the score 
board. I have no problem with the 
resolution but I think that it's 
sort of going off into a tangent 
rather than first being briefed 
and recognizing at some point that 
some of these negntiations need to 
be made by the Executives of City 
government, by the Mayor, 
attracting certain people who have 
certain financial resources. So, 
that's my one reservation about 
the resolution. I would prefer to 
see a briefing first before we 
concect any notion of a Standing 
Committee or a commission or what 
have you, but I appreciate that 
the issue is being brought to this 
body today. 
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“the summer and fall. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Perhaps a friendly amendment 
would be that we do that, that the 
motion be, this is just a 


suggestion for an amendment, Mr. 
O'Connor--you can accept it or 
not, but that we sit down with the 
Mayor's office in a Post Agenda 
and discuss matters relating to 
the future of the Pirates as well 
as the establishment of a 
commission. I think that that 
might well be an appropriate first 
step. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

I’ll accept that as a friendly 
amendment and I do think the Mayor 
has hit the ground running or 
skiing and he's got his hands full 
right now. I just want to clarify 
one of the comments in the paper 
stated a “paid commission." The 
question asked of me was, “would 
it be appropriate to pay anyone?" 
and I didn’t think it was 
necessary either, but the 
Governor's Task Force for Economic 
Development has paid staff and if 
we would need such a person the 
State has the funding to do this. 
One of the things I’m just 
throwing on the table, and again 
I’m certainly willing to meet with 
the Mayor about it, is this 
Commission or this group, and he 
probably already has it in place, 
is to visit other cities. We're 
not in this alone. One of the 
suggestions just talking to some 
friends came up with sharing the 
Pirates with a southern city. 
Bradonton has our spring training 
for six weeks. What if they would 
go to Tampa, St. Pete, for the 
month of April and part of May and 
maybe draw a million people and 
then come up here for the rest of 
imagine it 
would open up two T.V. markets 
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that would follow each one. 


It 
may be crazy or it may be 
ingenious, I don't know. But 


these are the types of things I 
would look for when I say 
representatives should be sitting 
down, outside entrepreneurs who 
know how to think up these types 
of ideas, and I don't think we 
should leave one rock unturned. 1 
certainly support everybody whose 
trying but the answer so far, we 
have not come up with the right 
answer for solving the problem. 


The Chair: 
But again, I just want to 
clarify. 1 respect what you have 


just outlined and I indicated my 
one reservation. I just don't 
want to be working at cross 
purposes and I think we are 
operating a little bit in a vacuum 
by not knowing what the Mayor and 
his staff have been involved in. 
I think first we should know that, 
see if it meets your mandate here 
of the kind of enthusiasm and the 
breath of energy of ideas that we 
need and at that point start 
talking about some other creation 
of some entity. I think we at 
least need to know from the new 
Administration what their 
activities and energies are to 
date. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

I think that's what Mr. Cohen 
has initiated here and I want to 


make sure I understand the 
resolution before us,, Mr. 
O'Connor. Basically, the 


resolution will now read that we 
are requesting a Post Agenda with 
Mayor Murphy and among the 
particulars to be discussed is the 
discussion to establish a 
commission. Was that the friendly 
amendment? So that changes it 
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from a mandate to establish a 
commission that that would be one 
of our discussions. Is that 
correct? 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I would accept that as a more 
positive working commission. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I thank you for that and again 
I thank Mr. O’Connor for his 
initiatives and I could support 
the motion before us today with 
that change. 


Mr. Cusick: 

I would just like to say that 
I applaud you, Mr. O'Connor, for 
bringing this motion to the 


table. I do feel that this is 
something that we all knew was 
coming up at some point and that 
it probably, a prior Council 
should have thought of these 
ideas, but I also agree with my 
colleagues Mr. Cohen, Mr. 
Ricciardi, as in the way we should 
put this commission together in 
sitting down with the 
Administration and talking about 
how this should be done. I think 
that's very important too. 


The Chair: 

Any other discussion on the 
motion?

Other issues under motions and 
resolutions? 
Mr. Smith: 
I have now got the address- 
It is 2851 Bedford Avenue, which 
is in the Hill District. above 
Herron Avenue, and I think that 
it’s extremely important that we 
use this forum to get the public. 
We passed many bills and lots of 
legislation. I think that it's 
time that the public start seeing 
how it actually affects their 
communities. 
Mr. Cohen: 
I attended that Cable Advisory 
Board Meeting last night and on 
the one hand 1 was very pleased 
that Mr. Philip Wasler was elected 
Chairman of the Board. He's a 
dedicated gentleman and also the 
husband of our Assistant City 
Clerk, Linda Johnson-Wasler, so 
that was a very good aspect of 
it. Beyond that, I have to teil 
you that I was not at all pleased 


by what I heard last night. 
Apparently, there has been 
communication back and forth 


between the City of Pittsburgh and 
TCI and on December 30th, TCI 
submitted a lot of documentation 
te the City of Fittsburgh as a 
result of a letter that our Law 
Department sent on December 21st- 
They asked that that information 
be concealed from the public. 
When our Law Department asked in 





another letter on January 7th 
exactly what documents they wanted 


to be concealed or to be held 
confidential, TCI wrote back 
twice. Once was on January 14th, 
a week later, saying we can’t tell 
you what we want to be held 


confidential because our lawyer is 
out of town. 4nd then a week 
later, on January 21st, they wrote 
a letter in response to our 
response saying, we still can't 
tell you because of the bad 
weather conditions. I certainly 
can appreciate that we had bad 
weather conditions but they were 
the ones that asked on December 
30th for us -to conceal the 
information without telling us 
what, information ought to be 
concealed. What that tells me is 
that TCL is still not cooperating 
with this regulatory process at 
all. They failed to give us the 
information that they were 
required to give us under the 
Federal Communications Regulations 
and then when they gave us some 
information, they asked that it be 
concealed from the public. 


TCL just doesn't get it. If 
they hadn't increased their rates 
by 148% for expanded basic and 
1002 for basic service between 
1984 and today, and if there was 
some meaningful competition in the 
cable industry, then we wouldn’t 
have to do this. But the fact is. 
they have raised their rates 
excessively and there is no 
meaningful competition and in fact 
TCL has abused its monopoly 
power. That bothers me that they 
are still not cooperating with the 
process. 


The cther thing that bethers 
me is I think that the City of 
Pittsburgh is dragging it's feet 
right now and they do not have a 
plan and I don’t think. they're 
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- it stronger, Mr. President, 


communicating well with City 
Council either. There’s no reason 
why I had to learn about this 
information by just going to the 
Cable Advisory Board. If you 


recall, it’s City Council, it's 
mot City Council even in 
conjunction with the Mayor's 


Office, that has the authority to 
regulate. That means’ the 
Solicitor’s Office should be 
communicating to us about this 
information. They are concealing 
this information from us, and I 
asked last night that that be 
changed and they said that they 
would. But I think we should make 
and I 
think we should send a letter both 
to the Mayor and to the Law 
Department saying that we want to 
be apprised of any communications 
between the City of Pittsburgh and 
TCI. including the documents that 
TCI has submitted, and I also want 
to get an opinion from the 
Solicitor on whether or not they 


have any right to have their 
information concealed from the 
public. “This is a public 
regulatory process. The public 
has a right to know, and if 
they're asking that their 
documents be concealed, then we 


need an answer from our Solicitor 
as to whether they have any legal 
right to that whatsoever. 


Beyond that. Mr. President, we 
still do not have a Head of the 
Cable Bureau. Brother Richard 
Emenecker knew more about Cable 
T.V. and the regulatory process 
than anybody in the City as far as 
I’m concerned and I think that 
there is a serious vacuum at that 
level. and what I would like to do 
is also ask that Bead of the 
Cable Bureau be appeinted as soon 
as possible and given that there 
seems to be a lack of direction, I 
would suggest to you that we also 


a 





have a cable sub-committee here on 
City Council, because it is City 
Council that is responsible for 
reaching a decision by April 1st. 
We have to have a decision whether 
to approve or reject their 
submissions. April-list is just a 
little bit more than two months 
away and I'm sure as we've 
discussed you want to have, and I 
want to have, a public discussion, 





public hearings--hear from the 
public on it. hear from 
experts--and as I see it right 


now, we don’t have a direction to 
be able to make that decision by 
April ist. So I would suggest 
that we at least have a 
sub-committee here on Council to 
be able to work on this issue. 


The Chair: 


If I could put you on the spot 
a little bit--if you could just 
recount for this Body the role of 
the Administration at the meeting 
last night in providing 
information and some direction. 


Mr. Cohen: 

The person who led the 
discussion yesterday was Ellen 
Claire who is the Regulation 


Manager at the Bureau of Cable 
Communications, and there really 
was no discussion by the 
Administration. Mr. Pollock of 
the Administration was there but 
we didn't get a sense. really. of 
what their direction was. It was 
led by Ellen Claire.

And that includes 
formal meeting? 


the 7:00 


p-m. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I went to both the 6:00 P.M. 
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informal meeting and the 7:00 P.M. 
Cable Advisory Meeting. 


The Chair: 


Thank you for bringing this to 
our attention. I think it is a 
little bit disheartening. My 
understanding was that Mr. Pollock 
was prepared to explain very 
clearly to that Advisory Board 
what steps need to be taken 
quickly over the next few weeks to 
comply with everybody wishes and 
that is to best represent 
residents and consumers on what 
many of us feel is an unfair 
request on the part of TCI, so I 
think we need to react and we need 
to react quickly. 


Mr. Cohen's specific motion is 
the communication to the Mayor. 
Is there is any discussion on 
that?..I have some other ideas, 
too. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Have you approached Mr. 


Pollock on this, Mr. Cohen?

I 
have confidence that the 
Administration is on top of this 
issue. Iam oa little bit 


disappointed that there seemed to 
be a jack of communication by the 
Administration representative to 
that Cable Board. At the same 
time, I think we have some very 
strong residents who sit on this 
Committee now and I think they’re 
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very qualified and very capable of 
moving very quickly to deal with 
the rate case. 


Relevant to Mr. Cohen's point, 
however, and that is the 
Administrative work that needs to 
be done in terms of complying with 
various mandates of the FCC, I 
would like to throw out one other 
suggestion which we can circulate 
this week and come up with a 
resolution next week, and that 
is--we have financial resources on 
Council if we want to hire someone 
to intervene on our behalf and 
represent us in more of a formal 
way and that’s something we can 
toss around this week, and that is 
not only relying on the 
Administration and our Cable 
Committee but we may want to have 
an individual or firm or group 
represent this Body on the 
complicated filing that’s involved 


with opposing the rate 
consideration. So that’s 
something that we can at least 


talk about this week. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I agree with what you said and 
I would reiterate, though, that I 
think we should have a 
sub-committee of this Council to 
be able to work with the 
Administration to move this 
regulatory process forward and 
also to make decisions Like the 
one you suggested.

In addition...most notably the 
home security program, the Hunger 
Trust Fund, the small grants 
program and the like, and we 
really need to have that Linkage 
with the agency.

They 
have a lot ta do with the Iced Tea

position on the Pittsburgh Water 
and Sewer Authority, I was always 
concerned with the number of 
emergency contracts that were 
given out to outside contractors 
to do work in the City of 
Pittsburgh, to repair a water or 
for example to repair a broken 
sewer line. The reason are 
obvious--when you go out to an 
emergency contracts at times you 
don't get the best deal and 
obviously there is an additional 
cost to the water rate payer or 
the City of Pittsburgh tax payer 
depending if there was a water 
line or sewer line. Over the past 
several months because of the cold 
weather and the thawing, we've had 
nearly one hundred water line 
breaks here in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and let me state now 
that not one time did we have to 
go out for an emergency contract, 
not one time did we have to go out 
for a contractor. That means all 
the work was done in-house by our 
employees and the Department of 
Water. I think all people need to 
be commended for that, and I hope 
that this Council will accept a 
motion that we send a letter to 
Mayor Tom Murphy, to Glenn Cannon, 
the Executive Director of the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority and to John Hanna, the 
Acting Director of the Water 
Department, and all the employees 
of the Water Department, and thank 
them for their hard work because 
they, in effect, saved the City of

Mr. Flaherty brings up a point 
that we will need to hire an 
additional 450 police officers by 
the end of 1995. In the 7°94 
budget the past Council provided 
approximately 3.4 million in 
funding for retired majority of 
officers in fFlaherty’s audit. 
Most of these officers are of 
higher positions, Lieutenant 
Commander's, etc. Council also 
appropriated 2.8 million to hire 
180 police officers at first-year 
cost. Mr. Flaherty also referred 
that the past Administration 
Council did not fill the positions 
it budgeted for. I’d like to make 
it clear that it is the Mayor's 
responsibility to fill those 
positions and not Council's. For 
the residents of district four and 
I think I can speak for the entire 
City of Pittsburgh, I believe it 
is imperative that these 180 
positions be filled as soon as 
possible. I also would like the 
Administration to inform us in 
some type of post agenda into how 
they plan to hire an additional 
180 officers and the rest of the 
officers by 1995. I think that 
this Council would like to send a 
message to the public that we are 
serious about the number of police 
officers that we have on our 
streets. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. 








Mr. Cohen: 


I want to thank Councilman 
Cusick for bringing this up and 
also Mr. Flaherty for deing this 
audit. I have spoken with Mr. 
Sarabella, also Kathy Kraus, who 
is the acting deputy, a director 
of the Public Safety Department 
and Chief Buford and we will be 
meeting with Pat McNamara about 
this issue and I agree that we 
need to have a conference with all 
of the key people including 
management, union and City Council 
to discuss police hiring for 
1994. I agree, of course, and 
Council certainly when Dan Onorato 
was public safety chair, took the 
lead in pushing for more police 
hiring in 1991 and 1992. That 
didn’t happen and it is certainly 
shown in the audit here. In 1993 
however, the City did hire 243 
police officers to get up to that 
number of 1275. In the 1994 
Budget, it also has 1275 in 
there. I think that we should all 
meet soon in a public hearing with 
Council to hear the 
Administration’s plan to make sure 
that we do not fall below that 
1275 police officers. At the same 
time we certainly have to make 
sure that the Police Bureau 
represents the City of Pittsburgh 
and those are really the two goals 
that we have to meet and it’s not 
going to be easy to meet them, but 
I do agree with Councilman Cusick 
that once the Administration is 
ready which I think will be pretty 
soon, we should all sit down and 
hear their plan and work together 
towards those two goals: one--the 
1275 police officers. andl 
two--making sure the palier 
represent the City ef Pittsburgh. 
If you recall out of those 1275 
police officers in the 1994 
budget, 27 of them are federal 
officers, of money that is

supposedly coming from the Federal 
Government fox those officers so 
we should also get an update on 
that because we have not gotten 
that funding yet and if we don’t 
that means we are going to have 
to, 1 think, I suspect that 
Council will agree, that we are 
going to have to divert funding 
from other sources to make sure 
that we stay at that 1275 level. 


The Chair: 
Thank you very much. 
Mr. Onorato: 


i was a little surprised by 
the report. I am glad it came out 
so we can talk about this issue. 
It’s my opinion that this Council 
put community oriented policing on 
the streets. Every one of our 
neighborhoods has officers, we 
have more police now than probably 
before any of us were on this 
body. It’s up to a large number 
and I’m not so concerned or 
worried about a deficient in 1996 
because we have two years now to 
hire 400 officers. We stated or I 
stated over and over again and I’m 
sure this body would agree that we 
are going to give this 
Administration whatever resources 
that are necessary to achieve that 
goal to hire 400 officers. I'm 
actually excited. We have the 
ability here to hire 400 
Pittsburghers with good paying 
jobs that qualify for these 


positions. I don’t see that many 
companies offering that many 
positions currently. It’s a 
unique opportunity to shape the 
police force for the “lst 
century. I think it is something 
we should be excited about. £ 


don’t think anyone should press a 
panic button here and the 
discussions are heaithy. If 








anything came out of that report 
that was really good is. that we 
are discussing it now. and that we 
put the tools in place and the 
money in place so that we have the 
officers ready to go within the 
two year period. 


One thing that the previous 
Administration always told this 
Council and the previous Public 
Safety Director said that for 
every retirement we would have a 
one for one switch, we would 
retire one and hire one, that we 
would not have a 200 hundred 
officer decrease at one time and I 
would hope that we would live up 
to that commitment with this 
current Administration and that 
the force will stay at that level, 
and I expect that they will do 
that and that the police force 
will be maintained at the proper 
levels.

Mr. Cohen presented: 


Bill No. 127 - WHEREAS, the Low

Program, or LIHEAP, is a federally

WHEREAS, the Clinton 
Administration has indicated that 
they plan to cut next year's 
funding for the LIHEAP program by 
502, from $1.475 billion to $737 
million nationally and _ for 
Pennsylvania, from $98.26 million 
to $49.13 million; and WHEREAS, 
LIHEAP in Pennsylvania already 
suffered drastic cuts during the 
1980's under the Reagan and Bush 
Administrations by more than 
one-third; and 
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WHEREAS, currently more than 
500,000 families in Pennsylvania 
depend upon LIHEAP to offset their 
heating costs, which represents 
only 25 percent of all eligible 
households; and 


WHEREAS, studies have shown that 
low-income families must spend 
nearly 15% of their income on 
energy costs, often making the 
choice between heat and food. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby strongly 
urge the Clinton Administration to 
reconsider its decision to cut 
funding for this desperately 
needed program, LIHEAP, which 
benefits lower-income families in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
does hereby strongly urge the 
United States Congress to restore 
full funding for LIHEAP to $1.475 
billion to benefit low income 
families in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


And on the motion of Mr. 
Cohen, the Resolution was adopted. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you members of Council. 
As you all know yesterday the 
Clinton Administration presented 
its proposed budget to the United 
States Congress and that's a tough 
budget. I think we all realize 
that we have to have balanced 
budgets right now and we have to 
make sure that we get our deficit 
under control, but this is not one 
of the programs that should be 
cut. 





I was a Clinton delegate and I 
very much support the Clinton 
administration but cutting LIHEAP, 
which is a program that helps low 
income people, senior citizens on 
fixed incomes with their heat, is 
not the program to cut, it is a 
misguided decision as far as I am 
concerned by the Clinton 
administration and it needs to be 
fully funded, particularly when we 
have one of the coldest winters in 
memory and we have people who rely 
on this program for their heat, 
which is one of the staples of 
life in the northeast and colder 
areas of our country, we can’t 
afford to have this program cut. 
So we have with us today Mr. Rob 
Jones who is the manager of local 
government issues for People’s Gas 
and all of you know Mr. Harold 
Mason who had that position prior 
to Rob Jones and did excellent job 
at it, and we also have Cindy 
Gaithus who is the Executive 
Director of the Dollar Energy 
Fund. There’s going to be a press 
conference at 11:00 a.m. tomorrow 
on this issue and I just can't 
thank Council enough for 
supporting this proclamation 
because we have to do everything 
possible to restore funding for 
this LIHEAP program. I’d like to 
ask Cindy Gaithus to come up and 
say a few words. 


Cindy Gaithus: 


It’s really amazing to me that 
each year we’re facing funding 
cuts with this program. This year 
we have not ask for any increase 
in funding knowing the budget 
restrictions the federal 
government is trying to stay 
within. All we ask for was level 
funding. We’re looking at a fifty 
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percent cut. The Dollar Energy 
Fund is going to see first hand 
what happens to people in 
Pennsylvania thet can't get energy 
assistance. Dollar Energy Fund is 
a non-profit charitable group that 
helps people pay their utility 
bills. We're in thirty-seven 
counties in Pennsylvania. We have 
eighty seven community based 
organizations that accept 
applications, so every time they a 
make a cut in leap funding, Dollar 
Energy Fund feels the burden. The 
only reason we're so successful is 
because of the generous people of 
Pennsylvania that add a buck on to 
their bills. This year when we 
saw the cuts in the leap funding 
what happened was we ended up with 
reduced income eligibility, 
shortened program dates, a smaller 
average grant. We are looking at 
$177 as an average grant for 
people whose bills are are a $1000 
to $1200 a year. Obviously it’s 
not making a big difference but we 
can’t afford to lose it. With a 
fifty percent cut we're looking at 
an even smaller program and it 
looks like we're going to have 
people facing a Pennsylvania 
winter without heat or light next 
year unless we all work together 
to try and support this finding 
level of 1.4. So I thank you for 
anything you can do. 


Rob Jones: 


On behalf of People Natural 
Gas Company and the other Gas 
utilities in the Pgh. and 
Allegheny area, 2% want to thank 
Council for moving so quickly to 
proclaim the importance of 
maintaining LEAP funding. No none 
should have to make the decision 
to heat or eat, and people are 





’ being forced to make that decision 


increasingly. We can little 
afford to lose the funding for '94 
- '95 program year. We hope that 
the things that are stated here 
today, the proclamation and the 
support of folks from here on out, 
will encourage the administration 
not to reduce the funding for the 
program. Thank you. 7 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you very much Mr. 
President and Members of Council. 
Just one last point on this. 
There are very few federal 
programs that benefit people 
directly as much as this one does 
and I realize that when you submit 
a budget it’s a matter of numbers 
and this particular program is 
going from $1.4 billion to $737 
million but that is $700 million 
dollars worth of people’s needs 
that are not going to be met 
because of this. As I said we had 
one of the coldest winters in 
memory this year, next year we 
don’t know how cold it’s going to 
be but that $700 and some million 
dollars worth of unmet needs and 
we just can't let that happened. 
So I thank you all for coming here 
this morning and thank Council for 
approving this resolution.

The Chair: 


I know the first thing you are 
going to tell us is the correct 
pronunciation. 


Temujin Ekumfeo: - 


The name is Temujin Ekumfeo 
but that’s not that much of a 
problem. I’ve been asked by the 
Councilman to tell a story this 
morning, so I am. 


A long time ago there was’ a 
farmer whose name was Joel. He 
had two sons named Aaron and Seth 
and Joel was a farmer. Now when 
his sons were young and the wheat 
was tall, his son would run in the 
wheat and hide, but they, like all 
children, have a bad habit, they 
ate and they grew and soon they 
were taller than the wheat and 
taller than the plow and taller 
than their father. And after some 
years of working on the farm they 
became young men who contributed 
well to the community. One day 
the two of them came into their 
father and said, “father you have 
raised us and now we stand strong 
and tall and we want you to take 
it easy. No longer need you work 
on the farm." And so they ran the 
farm and did everything that 
needed that needed to be done. 
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And years past. They both went on 
and developed families of their 
own and one day their father 
called them in and said "my sons 
the day will come soon that I will 
die and I want the two of you to 
promise me that you will not fight 
over this farm but divide it 
equally between you". And the sons 
said "we swear to you this promise 
that day that you leave us in 
death and we pray that it is a 
long way off, that we will have 
someone else come in and measure 
the farm and divide it equally 
between us”. 


Many years past and they were 
happy years but one day Joel's 
wife went in to get him for 
breakfast and Joel was gone. Oh, 
his body was still there, but that 
greater gift had gone back to the 
giver and the community was both 
sad and happy because he was a 
good man and had lived a rich and 
full life. After the funeral the 
son’s kept their word and they 
brought in another person who 
measured the farm and divided it 
equally between them. Aaron the 
oldest son stayed in the house 
that his father had built and his 
brother Seth moved off to the 
other side of the farm and set up 
housekeeping for himself. 

Now being a farmer is probably 
the most difficult job in the all 
the world because you do not 
control the means of production. 
No one can do anything about the 
weather except complain. 
Sometimes it's too hot, sometimes 
it's too cold, sometimes it rains 
too much. Sometimes it does not 
rain enough. In one year the rain 
came late and when they came, they 
came sparsely and there was Aaron 
sitting in the kitchen with his 





wife and he said, "you know I'm 
worried about my brother-he 
doesn’t have the children that we 
have and I’m afraid that he 
doesn’t have enough to eat. 
Tonight I’m going to sneak down 
and put a little wheat in his 
barn". And his wife said, "don’t 
sneak, you go and you give it to 
him.* He said, ‘no I know my 
brother, he’s too proud. If i 
offer it to him he'll lie and say 
he doesn’t need it but if I go and 
give it to him without his 
knowledge he’ll have it and I'll 
feel better." Well there was his 
brother and he was concerned 
because his brother having a 
larger family than he, he was 
afraid that they may not have 
enough. to eat. Knowing that his 
brother was proud he decided to 
sneak up during the night and put 
a little wheat in his brother's 
barn. So that night at different 
times during the night they went 
and did what they had planned, and 
when they. checked their own barns 
in the morning there was just 
about as much wheat as there had 
been the day before and they were 
confused. And then it dawned on 
them. They hag packed the donkeys 
in the dark and how are you going 
to know how much you put on the 
donkey if you are packing the 
donkeys in the dark. So they 
packed them that time during the 
day so they could see how much 
there was, took the wheat to each 
other's barns and in the morning 
when they checked their own barn 
just as much wheat was there that 
had been the day before- Now not 
only were they confused they were 
concerned so they called in their 
families and told the families 
they were going to help with the 
delivery of the wheat. They would 
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overload the donkey. They would 
carry wheat on their own back and 
that night when they left, they 
left at the same time and they met 
on the road that made the northern 
border of their farm right at the 
point where the farms were 
divided. And then they came to 
understand why it was that every 
morning there was just about as 
much wheat as there had been the 
day before. And they hugged each 
other and they cried and a voice 
was heard from every where and no 
where and that voice said, “How 
good it is for brothers to live 
and work together." 


Now there on that spot a 
village was formed, the village 
became a town, the town became a 
city and the city stands yet 
today. That city is Jerusalem and 
there in that place there was a 
king whose named was Solomon, 
famous for many things, but famous 
moreso for the thing that still 
stands, the temple that he built 
there in the City of Jerusalem 
And when that temple was new and 
the people went into it for the 
very first time to pray a voice 
was heard from every where and no 
where and that voice said, “How 
good it is for brothers to live 
and work together.” 


Now I've been telling this 
story for some years and when I 
conclude, it's always been 
something that I say that I would 
wish that this story be told in a 
legislative chamber such as this 
one, So that those men and women 
who come together to decide laws 
and regulations that govern the 
lives of other men, women and 
children, might hear this story 
and have it in their minds and in 


their hearts to be more concerned 
about whether or not their brother 
has enough wheat in their barn and 
spend less time on smart bombs and 
dumb-dumb bullets and all the 
other sorts of things that we 
waste our energy on. And maybe 
peace might break out in the 
world, what a wonderful thought 
and then that voice might be heard 
from every where and no where 
"How good it is for brothers to 
live and work together." 


I want to thank Council and I 
want to thank Reverend Darkins. 
It’s an honor and a pleasure for 
me, this young boy from the small 
town, to stand kere today and 
accept this honor. Thank you all 
very much. 


The Chair: 


I 
just want to say to the parents of 
young children, black and white, 
younger and older, if you want to 
do something different on a kid’s 
birthday than visit Chuck E 
Cheese-this gentlemen, I’ve seen 
him perform many times in our 
city’s parks.

Bill No. 132 -~- WHEREAS, more 
children in the United States are 
killed and injured in car crashes 
than from any other cause of 
injury; and 


WHEREAS, when used correctly, 
child safety seats are 71 percent 
effective in preventing 
fatalities, and. 67 percent 
effective in preventing serious 
injury; and 


WHEREAS, 268 children age four 
and under were saved in 1992 by 
child passenger, safety seats, and 
2,061 lives were saved by child 
restraint use from 1982 to 1992; 
and 


WHEREAS, if child safety seats 
were used by all children under 
age five, an estimated 50,000 
serious injuries would be 
prevented and 455 lives would be 
saved each year; and 


WHEREAS, all 50 ‘states, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, 
and the U.S. Territories have 
enacted laws requiring the use of 
child passenger protection 
systems; and 
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WHEREAS, many child safety 
seats are misused in some way, and 
correct placement and harnessing 
is critical to ensure adequate 
protection; and 


WHEREAS, death and injury may 
be significantly reduced through 
greater public awareness, 
information, education, and 
enforcement of child safety seat 
laws. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh recognizes and thanks 
the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, Allegheny General 
Hospital, and Midas Muffler and 
Brake Shops and its "Project Safe 
Baby" for their efforts in 
focusing attention on this 
important issue, and promoting 
injury prevention for ail 
children; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh in recognition of every 
child's right to adequate 
protection when being transported 
in a motor vehicle, does hereby 
proclaim the week of February 
13-19, 1994 as Child Passenger 
Safety Awareness Week in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


On the motion of Mr-.Onorato, 
the Resolution was adopted. 


Mr. Onorato: 


MaryAnn I want to thank you 
and Midas and Allegheny Hospital 
for this great cause. Having two 
little ones at home and how many 
times that I might be upset with 
fighting with these seats every 
where I have to go to put the kids 





in, it is is very important and 
it’s worth the extra two minutes 
to strap the kids in because a 
normal easy fender bender for an 
adult can be fatal to a child. So 
I do thank you for educating the 
public and at this point I would 
like for you to say a few words 
about the program. 


MaryAnn Miller: 


There's very little left for 
me to say. The Councilman said it 
very eloquently, but as he said, 
car seats automobile accidents are 
the number one killer of young 
children in our country and I 
think it’s very <important that 
everyone is aware that 
Pennslyvania’s car seat safety law 
has been updated as of last year 
that every child under the age of 
four must be in a car seat. 
Depending on their weight will 
need to be in a car seat and a 
booster seat up to the age of six 
possibly. Again it is very 
important and I would like to 
thank Council very much for taking 
the time to recognize this very 
important effort and for the 
recognizing the efforts of Midas 
Muffler "Project Safe Baby" for 
Allegheny General Hospital and 
their tremendous support and for 
the support of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics locally here 
in Pittsburgh.

Mr. Ricciardi: 


This time I would like to ask 
Father Hebda and our honored 
guests to please come forward and 
while they’re coming colleagues I 
am very honored and privileged to 
read this resolution today 
honoring the passion play 
"Veronica's Veil" on it’s diamond 
anniversary. Throughout my school 
days one through twelve we had an 
opportunity to view the passion 
play during school time and most 
of us in the southside and 
surrounding neighborhoods view it 
on their own time. 


Mr. Ricciardi presented: 


Bill No. 2133 - WHEREAS, the 
tradition of the Passion Play, a 
dramatic re-creation of the 
passion and death of Jesus Christ, 
has been a teaching tradition in 
Christian societies for centuries; 
and, 


WHEREAS, in 1910, Father 
Bernardine Dusch, C.P. and Father 
Conrad Eiben, C.P., two Priests of 
the Passionist Congregation 
serving as parish priests at St. 
Michael’s Church on the South 
Side, wrote a Passion Play about 
the tradition of a pious woman, 
Veronica, who used her veil to 
wipe the sweat and blood from 
Christ's bruised face. The veil 
took the impression of Christ's 
face and later became a religious 
icon at St. Peter's Cathedral in 
Rome: and, 


WHEREAS, people from locations 
throughout the Tri-State area 
including Wheeling. Erie, 
Youngstown, Steubenville, 
Cleveland, and as far away as 








Philadeiphia “have traveled to 
Pittsburgh to view "Veronica’s 
Veil’’; and 


WHEREAS, since the first 
performance of "“Veronica’s Veil" 
more than 3000 volunteer players 
together with directors, stage 
hands, costume staff, reception 
committee, parking staff, 
usherettes, utility workers, food 
preparers, public relations staff, 
and office staff have presented 
this play to over one million 
people of all religious beliets. 
Many of the workers carry the 
tradition into the second and 
third generation; and, 

WHEREAS, 1994 marks the 75th 
Anniversary of the first 
performance of “Veronica's Veil". 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh hereby 
recognizes the Passion Play 
"Veronica's Veil" on its Diamond 
Anniversary and commends the

Mr.Ricciardi: 


Thank you colleagues. At this 
time I'd like to ask Father Hebga 
who is one of our parish priests 
on the coordinating team for the 
Prince of Peace on the Southside. 
Please come forward and Father 
Hebga if you could also introduce 
your guests. 
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Father Hebga: 


Councilman Ricciardi, members 
of Council, we are in deed honored 
by this proclamation and I’m very 
delighted to be here today with 
people who have been involved in 
this Passion play, in this labor 
of love for many years. It's 
indeed an effort thet brings 
together not only the church but 
also the community, involving 
young people middle age people and 
older people. 


We have with us today Mr. Tony 
Toledo who has been a member of 
the cast for forty years despite 
his very young appearance. He’s 
been a member for forty years; a 
Mr. Dennis Bumbskins has been 
involved for approximately for 
fifteen years; Mr. Joe Guzinski 
since 1968 and Miss Carrol Krauss 
for nearly thirty years.

Mr. Ricciardi: 
This Resolution has been 


co-sponsored by all members of 
Pittsburgh City Council: 





Bill No. 134 - _|WHEREAS, many. 
long-time property owners in the 
City of Pittsburgh have recently 
suffered dramatic increases in 
their real estate tax obligations 
due to increased property 
assessments; and, 


WHEREAS, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania has enacted Act 146 
of 1988, known as the 
Gentrification Law, which permits 
local political subdivisions to 
protect long-time resident-owners 
from increased assessments due to 
changes in the neighborhoods where 
the long-standing owners reside; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Act 146 caps the 
allowable increase in annual 
assessment of home owners who have 
owned their homes for ten years or 
more at not more than 52 per year; 
and, 


WHEREAS, in 1991, the County 
of Allegheny created a process for 
tax assessment limitation due to 
gentrification which has provided 
relief to hundreds of residents in 
the City of Pittsburgh; and, 


WHEREAS, after approving the 
Gentrification Ordinance of 1993, 
the City of Pittsburgh has begun a 
similar process to provide a 
limitation on assessments for 
long-time owner-residents; and, 


WHEREAS, in approving tax 
exemptions to 10-year plus owners, 
the City eschewed the option to 
grant tax deferrals, citing the 
stunting effect on future property 
values, sales and development; 
and, : 


WHEREAS, despite the scarcity 
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of public resources, the revenue 
loss to the City of Pittsburgh due 
to the gentrification cap is less 
than $20,000 per year or about one 
twentieth of one percent of the 
annual City budget; and, 


WHEREAS, the School District 
of the City of Pittsburgh is the 
only taxing body in Pittsburgh 
which does not yet grant similar 
gentrification relief to long-time 
resident-owners; and, 


WHEREAS, even after the recent 
282 §aincrease in property tax 
rates, the revenue loss to the 


School District from an assessment 
cap program identical to the City 
of Pittsburgh and the County of 
Allegheny would be approximately 
$17,000 annually. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
THAT the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh strongly urges the 
School District of the City of 
Pittsburgh to immediately adopt a 
Gentrification Program for the 
year 1994 in accordance with the 
provisions of Act 146 of 1988.

The Chair: 


Is there a motion to approve? 
Seconded? Discussion on the 
motion Mr. Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you Mr. President. I°11 
be very brief. I'm sure a few of 


our colleague would like to have a 
statement on this. 





In early 1993 this Body passed 
the Gentrification Act and that 
would limit tax assessment 
increases in the city of 
Pittsburgh and cap them at five 
percent. We were finding out that 
throughout the City of Pittsburgh. 
people were receiving dramatic 


increases in their assessment 
because of surrounding 
development. So we were offering 


tax relief and we were able to do 


“that because of Act 146 of the 


State; and we followed suit from 
the Allegheny County. At that 
time I believe in April of 1993 
the City Council passed a motion 
and a letter was sent to all 
members of the scheol board asking 
them to pass a similar act. Also 
with the permission of this body I 
represented this body on April 19, 


1993 requesting. Unfortunately 
the school board has not taken 
action, however, last night at 


their meeting they stated that 
they might vote on “2 
Gentrification Act on December 
23rd meeting so this is the 
reason we passed this today and 
it will be in the mail today. 1 
must excuse myself, I.am catching 
a cold here, so hopefully Tf 


described that properly, thank 
you. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you Mr. President. I am 


in favor of this resolution but I 
do have some reservations and that 
is it probably doesn’t go far 
enough in what we should ask for 
from our school board. We also 
should ask them to cut the wage 
tax that the schools are charging 
to the same level that the city is 
charging. The City has been 
trying to cut and cut and cut to 
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live within our means and can not 
increase taxes. I don’t think we 
can say the same thing for the 
schools. In fact while the 
enrollment over approximately the 
past decade or so has been cut in 
half, the administrative expenses 
that the school pays have 
doubled. I think it doesn’t go 
far enough but at least we're 
asking them to do something and I 
am in favor of it. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much, Mr. 
Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I agree one hundred percent 
with what Councilman Hertzberg 
just seid. Dealing with this 
resolution I’m sort of 
disappointment because a year ago 
we sat in these chambers and I 
remember Councilman Ricciardi 
bringing this up and we needed a 
letter to be sent to the school. 
Well twelve months later there's 
still no action. This body took 
action to comply with the state 
act or utilize an act that was put 
in the law to give our senior 
citizens or long standing 
residents a opportunity to control 
the increases in taxes. I know 
last week I just received a 382 
increase on our property, my wife 
and I, for the second year in a 
row. If you take that 382 
increase and you look at the tax 


increase that the city's school 


board implemented last year, 
you're looking close to almost 60% 
increase just on my property. Now 
I don't qualify for this because 1 
haven't been there ten years in my 
home but a lot of senior citizens 











who are on fixed income, how could 
they possibly absorb a 60Z tax 
increase. It’s out of control, 
it’s ridiculous. We need tax 
reform in Harrisburg to take the 
burden away from property taxes 
but I think it is very unfortunate 
and unheard of that the school 
board did not give this 
opportunity to the senior citizens 
and to residents who have been in 
their homes over ten years, 
especially since they enacted that 
tax increase last year. I would 
hope they would act immediately on 
this resolution. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you Mr. President. I 
just want to commend Councilman 
Ricciardi for taking the lead on 
this resolution but also taking 
the lead in general on property 
tax issues. It was his bill, his 
initiative, that got City Council 
in the City of Pittsburgh to pass 
a Gentrification Law and I think 
he is the appropriate person to 
bring this up because there 
clearly a gap in that the school 
district has not done the same. I 
agree that increased assessment 
really are back door tax increases 
and with the huge assessment 
changes that have occurred over 
the last couple of months action 
has to be taken and this is only 
the first step toward the action 
that needs to be taken. One 
bright spot was that the State 
Senate I believe yesterday passed 
a law that will allow local 
governments to have a five percent 
across the board cap and I hope 
that that passes the entire 
legislature, but we've got to 
take action. If you are going to 
have a tax increase you should do 
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it open and honestly and not have 
it done through the back door the 
way the increase assessment are. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


I fully support Mr. Ricciardi 
and what everyone said but Mr. 
Onorato brings up an interesting 
point. I think you’ve been in 
your home a couple of years. 
Where is the protection of young 
couples, young families who may, 
even though they’re making 2&8 
salary, with a couple of kids face 
a very tough time, and if they're 
in a home two or three years and 
all of a sudden their tax sky 
rockets, you know usually when you 
buy a house you probably stretch 
your ability to begin with and 
then a first or second child comes 
along and all of a sudden you are 
strapped, really strapped, and° 
then to be hit with a 50 or 602 
increase. I’m curious why it 
always seems to be the ten year. 
It helps me, I've been in my home 
for twenty years, but what happens 
with a young family. Where is the 
protection for them? I can see 
maybe when you first buy a home if 
there is an increase in value for 
the two year but that should be up 
front so that that couple knows 
what their payments are going to 
be. What I’m asking maybe is for 
Council, can we send a letter and 
get some guidelines and what would 
happen if we. why not include 
everyone who buys a home within 
the two-three years once the value 
is there so that they know up 
front what they are facing? 








Mr. Ricciardi: 


Our taxing mandates are 
actually given to us, the 
authority, by the state and when 
the state passed their act that 
was one of the particulars that 
they pointed out - a ten year 
residency, so even though I agree 
with Mr. O'Connor our statements 
need to be directed toward the 
state legislature and not either 
to the school board or ourself. 
Obviously if we do it here, i'm 
sure most of us would say well it 
doesn’t matter if it’s either one 
year or ten years or twenty years, 
but the reason we passed the 
Gentrification bill in the City of 
Pittsburgh as written for the ten 
year residency is because we had 
to parallel Act 146 of the state. 
Mr. O’Connor raises an excellent 
point, by the way. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


My understanding of what went 
on in the State Senate yesterday 
and it was only in a particular 
committee was for that type of 
legislation, that there was no 
authorization except, at least the 
ball has started rolling . Where 
it will go though we don’t know 
how far it will get, whether that 
will end up being approved 
ultimately we don’t know. In the 
meantime if the school board would 
at least take this small step 
which is all they can take until 
the state acts, I think this is an 
appropriate motion for resolution. 


The Chair: 
I support the resolution. 


Let’s be clear, the state action, 
if it is finally approved by the 
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governor and its not clear yet 
necessarily what his position 
would be, would basically instruct 
or obligate all taxing 
municipalities be they school 
board or other local 
municipalities, the other 129 
outside of the city that did not 
take this action that Mr. 
Ricciardi led a couple of years 
ago when the state legislature 
initially provided us with this 
option as Mr. Onorato talked 
about. We should be clear that we 
made this call to the school board 
a considerable time ago, and Mr. 
Ricciardi himself appeared in 
those chambers at the school board 
to speak about this issue and I 
think Mr. Hertzberg’s point is 
well taken notwithstanding what 
the final action will be, if any, 
by our illustrious legislature and 
the governor who are calling on 
the school board to match the 
commitment of this council in 
regards to this legislation. We 
can get off and talk about a lot 
of other issues, about the 
inequity of the Assessment System 
itself and a lot of other issues. 
I do want to state, I’m sure all 
council members as well as myself, 
repeatedly get calls from city 
residents regarding the assessment 
issue and I want to make it clear 
to the listening audience that 
city government has nothing to do 
with the reassessment mechanism, 
and administrative procedures that 
are in place. We receive at the 
end of the year notification from 
the county as to what our annual 
assessment wealth or obligations 
are. We do not have any 
administrative or legal function 
as city government to do anything 
with the assessment. We live with 
it along with the other 








municipalities. I do want to make 
one footnote, that part of the 
concern I have is that the city, 
for a long time, city residents 
regardless of the income level of 
our neighborhoods, have 
disproportionately borne the 
burden of the re-assessment 
revenues. We have consistently 
peen reassessed in the city 
throughout everyone of our 
eighty-eight neighborhoods year 
after year after year. I’m glad 
now that finally the reassessment 
officers have gotten out to the 
bedroom communities and all of a 
sudden now it’s become a hot, 
political issue so I applaud 
them. But I would-think that many 
of those communities that are 
upset, again we’re talking about 
fair market value of a property, 
its objective observation, it’s an 
objective means by ascertaining 
what the responsibility is of a 
property owner. We've been paying 
that burden in the city. Now all 
of a sudden it’s out in the 
suburban communities and finally 
it’s getting out and making people 
who have spent and created wealth 
and value to their property $250, 
$350, $400,000 they're finally now 
starting to pay their fair share. 
Notwithstanding the issue that we 
need to be reasonable on how great 
that increase is each year. It 
just want to add that as an 
editorial footnote. 

Mr. Onorato: 

‘You make a very good point, 
Mr. President, that historically 
the reassessment and the 
assessment of the properties have 
been lagging and what has happened 
is the city, the school board and 
the county all have these millage 
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rates based on this lag in 
assessments. If we are going to 
all of a sudden catch up on 


assessments in a matter of a three 
year period, their mileages should 
reflect that, cause they’re 
currently reflecting a lag time so 
if we are catching up. we do have 
some authority here to review the 
mileage, both the school board, 
City Council and at the county 
level if we are going to all of a 
sudden now have assessments that 
reflect true market value. They 
currently have no reflection on 
that. 


The Chair: 


I only want to make the point 
politically, since the media is 
listening and the public, that 
part of the focus, and I don't 
want to get off on a tangent, on 
some of our smaller communities 
out in the suburbs. They need to 
look at the issue of their local 
school boards who have basically 
reaped disproportionally large sum 
of revenues because of the 
inequity in the reassessment 
system. Now they have large sums 
of money. For those communities 
that are protesting our concerned 
should re-focus their energies as 
you have stated. on local 
municipalities, governing boards 
and local school boards and give 
them a corresponding decrease in 
the amount of taxation on their 
mileage. So again, any other 
comments on Mr. Ricciardi's motion 
to the school board. 


Mr. O*Connor: 
I just had a constituent call 


me the other day and they'll all, 
I’m sure we are getting all the 








calls and confusion and he said my 
property values may be going up. 
and he said my pension and social 
security checks hasn't gone up. 
It’s really hurting a lot of 
people but, also the confusion I 
just filled out my form for the 
county and now I have to do a city 
and a state while we're trying to 
work with the city and county, 
there may be a way to have one 
form for Gentrification to make it 
more simpler. .You almost need an 
attorney to fill all these things 
out and where they all go so it’s 
very hard on a lot of people. 


The Chair: 

That issue is not addressed in 
Mr. Gamble’s legislation. As you 
know, each one of us has a 
separate taxing authority, school 
board, city government and the 
county so unfortunately there is 
not an easy mechanism to do that. 
I would suggest people contact 
their finance department here in 
the City of Pittsburgh, the main 
city number 255-2100 and ask for 
the finance department for the 
appropriate form. What we could 
do in addition, to supporting Mr. 
Ricciardi’s proclamation to the 
school board is send a note to the 
appropriate individuals on this 
issue of coordinating the forms so 
people can benefit from the 
Gentrification issue. 


The Chair: 


All in favor. Motion 
carries. We will communicate that 
to all members of our elected 
school board.

You’ve heard the reading and 
title of the bills, is there any 
discussion? 











Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. President, I would like to 
speak today on bills 82, 83 and 
84. Today I introduced 
legislation that will help prevent 
members of Council from being kept 
in the dark as many of my 
colleagues have by the past 
administration. In the short time 
I've been on Council I' had the 
opportunity to witness first hand 
and taken heat on contracts that 


Council should have been made 
aware of before they were 
executed. Some of these contracts 
include the repair of Council 


chairs in Council Chambers, the 
repair of sidewalks on the City 
County Building. Also some of 
them that we have in front of us 
today are on the fire station on 
the Northside. I think its very 
important that we have our 
comments brought forward, at least 
I would like to have my comments 
brought from Wednesday’s 
meeting. We should have the 
opportunity before a bid goes out 
to ask the city employees why they 
feel they could do the job 
in-house. My intent is simply to 
keep us inform before the facts on 
contracts relating to City affairs 
so we may vote intelligently on 
them when they appear on the 
agenda and before the work has 
been done. My intent is not to 
tie the hands of the director by 
asking for authorization. We 
simply want to be informed before 
hand in writing on letting the 
substantially sized contracts of 
$25,000.00 or more. I feel that 
between this legislation and the 
Murphy Administration we can keep 
in light and feed on some of the 
truth on the letting of contracts. 
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REFER TO END OF TRANSCRIPT FOR 
COUNCILMAN CUSICK’S COMMENTS ON 
BILL NOS. 81, 82 and 83. 


The Chair: 


Thank you Mr. Cusick. Any 
other comments? 


Mr. Onorato: 


Bill 84 says affirmatively 
recommended. What was the vote? 
This is a warrant and I think it 
needs 6 votes? 


The Chair: 


The bill did not have the 
Necessary numbers of votes to be 
approved as a warrant which 
requires 6 votes. 


Mr. Onorato: 


But Bills 82 and 83 did? Is 
that correct? : 


The Chair: 


Yes. There’s really no bone 
of contention on the substantive 
issue involved with these other 
two bills. There was a lot of 
question and debate and I hope 
that this Council will not approve 
the warrant on Bill 84 regarding 
Golden Triangle Property. 


Mr. Onorato: 


It pets a 
recommendation? 


negative 


The Chair: 
No, because of the way the 


committee voted. Technically it 
got approved, but would not 





necessarily have the necessary 
votes to be approved by warrant. 
The issue today is that I would 
hope that Council if 1 could take 
back the floor, would continue to 
vote no on Bill 84 hoping to table 
this bill until such time that we 
could sit down with the 
administration and discuss the 
issue further. Mr. Ricciardi had 
his hand up I believe? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


We can take that action or I 
mentioned to the finance chair Mr. 
Onorato we should have this bill 
re-submitted. There were 
questions that I had asked, plus I 
had asked the director to please 
call my office so I could visit 
the site of the sidewalk to see 
why there was a difference between 
what the initial contractor laid 
in relationship to the inches that 
were required when we laid the 
sidewalk. So we can take one of 
two actions, that is to defeat the 
bill all this week since it only 
receive four votes last time or 
have it recommitted I'm going to 
leave that as the discretion of 
the Finance Chair. 


The Chair: 


One suggestion just in terms 
of the time table and the 
schedule, of this this council, we 
always get in this bind of 
recommitting bills only to have 
them not answer questions. I 
would suggest we vote no and in 
effect tabie the bill, give us an 
opportunity through the chairman 
of that committee to sit down with 
the administration, review some 
additional information. We always 
have the option to bring the bill

back up once we feel comfortable. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. President, I would ask 
that this Council vote to pay 
these three bills, and for one 
reason. I think that we brought 
up some very good and valid points 
at our last Wednesday’s meeting. 
The work was done. We have a 
responsibility to pay these. We 
do have the word of our director 
that this will not happen in the 
future and I think that again, my 
bill takes care of that. They 
will be notifying us on or before 


they execute any contract 
regarding “emergency or 
maintenance. 

Mr. Smith: 


I believe that we owe the 
money to the individuals. It is 
our process and procedure that 
permitted this to occur and I 
think that we should pay our 
obligation not hold them hostage 
for the policy and practice that 
was done by the last 
administration. We do need to 
address the issue for the future 
and may I just tell you that the B 
contract was just let for 
$343,000.00 for sealing cracks in 
the City and I'm sure it’s not 
anything near the prevailing wage 
or MBE-WBE'S, so it's our process 
and procedure that we continually 
have a problem with. and we should 
not hold them hostage for what we 
did. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


The problem with voting yes for 
this bill is we lose our 








leverage. Everyone knows who 
served here for a few years that 
once, if we approve this bill, the 
answers will not be forth coming. 
but we’ve seen this’ through ea 
track record in the past with any 
and alli directors or any and all 
administrations and its not going 
to change. I would hope my 
colleagues vote no on this bill so 
we have the leverage for the 
additional week or two to get the 
information that we requested. 


The Chair: 


Just in response to Mr. Smith, 
I appreciate what you are saying 
Councilman, but -I want to be 
clear. Unless you signed 
something, I signed no such 
interim approval last year in 


regards to this contract 
activity. I don’t know if you did 
or if other colleagues did. I 


don’t know if interim approval was 
requested or signed by “a 


majority. I don’t think that is 
the case so I just want to be 
clear that there is a clear 
violation of the even the 
established procedures on this 
issue. % 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you Mr. President. I 


thought I might suggest a 
compromise here and that would be 
to recommit the bill. Obviously 
there are other outstanding 
questions on the bill that Mr. 
Ricciardi and other people have™ 
and we should give them the 
opportunity to ask those 
questions. 
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The Chair: 


The Chair is waiting for a 
motion to be made. 


Mr. Cohen: 

I'm not finished yet. 
The Chair: 

I’m not cutting you off today. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Let me just say that this and 
Councilman Cusick, Smith and 
others made this very clear last 
Wednesday, but I don’t think we 
can--it bears repeating, and that 
is that Council did not get 
advance approval of this. It was 
not properly bid; it was not 
competitively bid; it did not have 
prevailing wage; it did not have 
minority participation; everything 
was wrong with this. At the same 
time somebody did the work and 
somebody needs to get paid. So I 
think that we should recommit the 
bill but at the same time, put E & 
C and any other department on 
notice that if they try to do this 
again it's not going to be 
approved. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Darkins is next and 
we'll let Mr. Cusick have the last 
word since he is Engineering and 
Construction. 


Mr. Darkins: 
Mr. President I'm for putting 


a motion on the floor to recommit 
this bill. 





The Chair: 

Okay we are going to vote on 
this very shortly. Mr. Hertzberg 
has one brief comment. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


There are two bills here that 
I’d like to speak about. 


The Chair: 


Let's just concentrate on Bill 
84 and then we'll go through the 
motion of recommitting and then 
we’ll go to the other bills. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. I’m in agreement 
with Mr. Smith relative to 84. 
I'm satisfied that the work was 
done and that the price that we're 
being requested to pay is an 
appropriate amount.

Mr. Cusick: 


I would just like to say that 
1 really believe that we should 
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vote in the affirmative for this. 
Again, if my colleagues are not 
aware of the bill that I did 
introduce today and if I may just 
read it briefly, "Notification to 
Council of emergency and 
maintenance contract prior to the 
request of bids on all emergency 
and maintenance contracts 
exceeding $25,000.00 or prior to 
authorizing work to be performed 
using the existing B contract 
exceeding $25,000.00. Council 
shall be notified in writing by 
the Department Director requesting 
services of the specific 
projects. Council shail also be 
provided with a list of names and 
addresses of all bidders by the 
Director of General Services on 
contracts exceeding $25,000.00. 
Again Mr. President,.what happened 
on last year's Council, and whats 
happening this year, this will 
never happen again. 


The Chair: 

The motion for recommitment is 
made because of additional 
questions and concerns that 
Council Members have. If you are 
opposed to recommitting this and 


you want to vote in the 
affirmative, then I would suggest 
that you vote No on the 
recommittal.

is another concern, Mr. Onorato, I 
would call at this time for the

The Chair: 
You have heard the reading and 
title of the bill.

Mr. Smith this is your Council 
district. 


Mr. Smith: 
Yes, this is presently in my 
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Council district and I would just 
like to say to my colleagues that 
there are changes that occur and 
people always fight change. We 
are attempting to change the image 
of our downtown area. We have the 
legal right to deny the use of 
this sign. I would trust that for 
the overall and future generations 
of the City of Pittsburgh, for the 
economic and aesthetic development 
of downtown, that you would vote 
against this bill. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Other discussion? 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


If this is a bill that relates 
to a sign at 529 Liberty Avenue, I 
again will vote in favor of this. 
I think the Director of Public 
Works satisfactorily explained to 
everyone here the legality of the 
proposed use. I’m not sure what 
Mr. Smith knows about it that TI 
don’t know, but Mr. Kraszewski., 
in his opinion, saw everything as 
being done in the appropriate 
manner with this sign. If we vote 
no on this sign I think we're 
sending the wrong message to 
Downtown Pittsburgh and the 
merchants that are in Downtown 
Pittsburgh. We should be thankful 
for everyone of them that we have, 
we don't have enough of them.

I hope everyone will 
send a message to the merchants in 
Downtown Pittsburgh that we 
appreciate you and we're not going 
to give you a hard time on things 
like this. 


The Chair: 


Just in response, this has 
nothing to do with legality or 
sending a message to Downtown 
merchants--it has everything to do 
with one particular property owner 
trying to get over and get around 
an established system regarding 
zoning laws. This is an attempt 


to circumvent the Board of 
Adjustments. This sign is not 
permitted and it’s not an 


allowable sign and I think this 


process is circumventing the 
zoning code enforcement 
procedure. I don’t think we need 
to go out of our way in the 
Downtown corridor to promote 
alcohol and spirits. This 
building and this retailer, the 
liquor store, LCB, has two 


prominent signs that are faced on 
that building and I question the 
aesthetics, the validity and the 
process on the circumvention and 
final approval that is being 
sought by this body of the 
overhead hanging sign in a 
corridor that this Council and 
previous Mayors and 
Administrations have. spent 
millions of dollars in terms of 
upgrading and given its historic 
character in the quality of the 
cultural district. 


Any other comments or concerns 
on this issue? 
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This bill is up for final action 
all in favor of the passage of the 
bill will vote Aye when your name 
is called, if you are opposed to 
the bill, please vote No. 


Mr. Smith you have your hand 
up. 


Mr. Smith 


Does the fact that there is a 
negative recommendation change the 
vote . What I’m asking is Aye 
means you are in favor and No is 
against? 


The Chair: 


If you vote Aye you are in 
favor of giving the approval. If 
you vote No you continue to vote 
in opposition to the approval. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I agree with Mr. Hertzberg. 
It will hurt the property value 
there and I do think it sends the 
wrong message to Downtown 
businessmen and women. One of 
choices might be, because that's 
been there seventy-five maybe a 
hundred years, that sign--one of 
the choices we may have is that 
the sign will sit with no glass or 
plastic inside. So I don't know 
if we talked to the owner of the 
property but I think he would have 
the right. I don't think we could 
remove the sign. and I would hate 
te see it sit there with an empty 
face because the old fast food 
restaurant had one. JI would like 
you to think about that and I 
support it because I think it's-- 
although I realize your point is 
well taken about liquor--liquor is 





legal -and it’s selling and it’s 
not inappropriate. It’s a a very 
well run establishment and its in 
the open. I think it sends a 
negative message to business by 
forcing to take down existing 
signs that have been there for 


over seventy years. 
The Chair: 


Again, just to clarify this 
signage. This sign has not been 
there for seventy-five years, it 
is a recently and newer 
constructed sign. 


Mr. Smith: 

I just find it very 
interesting that I've lost so many 
colleagues between Wednesday's 
vote and today’s vote and I think 
that you need to be careful that 
we're doing something for the city 
as a whole. It is not against a 
liquor store, it is against a sign 
that no longer conforms to the 
style that we want in Downtown. 
We talk about taking away their 
right. They have a double-faced 
sign facing both directions. The 
third sign has been empty. We 
also had signs along this street 
that announced Girls! Girls! 
Girls! and Massage! Massage! 
Massage!. Are you telling me that 
these signs were appropriate 
hanging out over the streets? 
Undoubtedly, someone felt they 
weren't, as we brought them up and 
removed these signs. So please, 
let us not confuse the issue and I 
hope that we can defeat this 
today. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Just in closing colleagues, we 
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have legislated signage in the 
past through the Pittsburgh Code 
which has a signage ordinance into 
it and I would just like to say, 
Placement of signage, including 
the dimensions of signage, is so 
important to a flourishing 
business corridor and that has 
been proven by the Southside 
corridor. So I can see why there 
is opposition to this sign and I 
definitely support Mr. Smith’s 
position on it who represents that 
community. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Obviously there is a debate 
here and I don't want this to turn 
into a pro-business or 
anti-business: What I would 
recommend, especially if this bill 
gets voted down, that we have the 
Directors of Public Works and 
maybe City Planning, send a letter 
to the owner of this property 
explaining what is allowed and to 
cooperate with this owner to try 
to get him a sign that fits within 
the district and that will 
compliment the area as opposed to 
just saying no, that's it, cause 
there are signs that are permitted 
and that way we’ll will show that 
we are going to stand by the law, 
we're going to promote the 
aesthetics Downtown, but at the 
same time, here's what you can 
do. I think that we should send 
that letter. 


The Chair: 


t agree with you and I think 
further I would ask that the 
property owner meet with the 
Council District Member involved 
in this issue as I think that we 
would want that same courtesy 





extended to any of us as District 
Council Members.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chair: 


Under motions and resolutions, 
I don’t have a paper out here but 
we will pretend the paper is 
here. I would ask that a motion 
be entertained and seconded for 
the appointment of JoAnn Osborne 
as the Cable Communication 
Advisory Committee Member from 
District 1, Mr. Onorato’s 
district. This is an individual 
that replaces another individual 
that had to come off due to a 
conflict. She attended the 
meeting last night. We gave 
interim approval and accordingly I 
would entertain a motion. It’s 
been moved and seconded. All in 
favor? Thank you very much. The 
appointment is approved. We need 
a motion before we move on to 
motions and resolutions just to 
approve the minutes. Motion 
seconded? Motion carries. Other 
issues or concerns under motions 
or resolutions? 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you Mr. President. af 
have three issues, one longer and 
two very short ones. The longer 
one is that I’d like to talk about 
the criminal bail law. The Sean 
Rosemond case I think brought 
attention to a serious problem in 
our criminal justice system and 
that problem is when criminal 
defendants in violent homicide 
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cases, after arrest, commit new 
homicides when they're out on 
bail, and that particular case, 
Shawn Rosemond on May 5 allegedly 
killed Jerome Harrison. He was 
arrested, had a preliminary 
hearing, was set for trial and 
bail was set at $50,000. When he 
was out on bail he allegedly, on 
January 27, killed Shawn Greg, age 
19, in a drive-by shooting and on 
January 31, allegedly killed 
Edward Wallace and wounded Melanie 
Watkins with a firearm. As I 
said, this really brought a lot of 
attention to a gap in our criminal 
justice system and that is that 
federal judges have the ability to 
deny bond to criminal defendants 
that they deem to be a danger to 
community, but state judges do 
not. That case was not unusual 
according to the study by Michael 
Fuko and Mark Belco of the 
Post-Gazette this week. Of the 
sixty-one people that were charged 
with homicide in Allegheny County 
last year, fifteen of them or 
twenty-five percent are free on 
bond. As I said, federal judges 
have the power to deny bond to 
defendants that they deem to be a 
danger to the community. I 
believe that judges should have 
the ability to deny bond. Now it 
shouldn't be mandatory of course 
and we have to be careful here 
because the primary purpose of 
setting bail is to ensure that 
criminal defendants appear for 
trial. But I do believe there are 
exceptional cases when in violent 
homicide cases where bonds should 
be denied. I do believe that 
state judges should have the same 
right as federal judges have. 
Senator Fisher does have a bill 
that is before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee right now that 





gives state judges the power to 
deny bond to criminal defendants 
they deem to be a danger to the 
community. The President Judge of 
Allegheny County, Court of Common 
Pleas, Judge Robert Dauer, 
supports it, the District Attorney 
Robert Colville supports it and I 
do believe it merits our support 
as well. Again it would not be 
mandatory, Le would be 
discretionary on the part of the 
judge, but I do think the judge 
should have that power so that we 
can prevent future killings after 
arrest. I would like to make a 
motion to ask that Council support 
that bill and that we send our 
support fo the members of the 
State Senate and member of the 
House of Representatives and also 
to the Governor. 


The Chair: 


Motion has been made and 
seconded. 7 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I have practiced pretty 
extensively in the area of 
criminal law over the past ten 
years. I've practiced both in the 
Courts of Common Pleas of this 
county and other counties; I've 
also practiced before the United 
States District Court of the 
Western District of Pennsylvania; 
represented defendants in numerous 
jury trials and non jury trials. 


I'm not in favor of this 
motion by Mr. Cohen and there are 
numerous reasons and I’ve given 
great thoughts to this. I have 
read and observed what is going on 
with this particular individual. 
I don’t think the public is fully 
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aware of the entire situation. I 
don't think the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania tied 
the hands of any judge in this 
matter or in any other matter. I 
think what you did not hear about 
was how many times a Court of 
Common Pleas judge has been 
reversed when they set a high bail 
for a homicide case. I think what 
you need to think about is the 
fact that the bail was set at 
$500,000 for the two individuals 
charged with the murder of the 
pizza delivery man. In fact, in 
this particular case, this 
individual was on bond for another 
charge, and it might have been 
entirely appropriate to deny bond 
under those facts in this case. 
For that reason and a lot of 
reasons I’m against this motion 
and I've also seen in the federal 
court system where judges do have 
the power to deny bail some abuses 
of that process. in my opinion, a 
defendant in jail is at a severe 
disadvantage to a defendant who is 
not in jail, and if that 
particular defendant is innocent 
and they are incarcerated it makes 
it that much harder for them to 
prevail a trail and believe me, as 
many guilty people as we have been 
able to prevail in these cases, 
there are a few innocent ones that 
don't prevail and that is a much 
larger injustice. 


Mr. Onorato: 


While Councilman Hertzberg 
brings up some very good points 
and you always want to air on the 
side of the innocent, I support 
Councilman Cohen. As a matter of 
fact this is one of the issues I 
want to talk about today, so I 
definitely want my name on that 








letter with Councilman Cohen. Let 
me state why- I think this is 
another example of laws that might 
be outdated in this Commonwealth, 
just like I’ feel a lot of the 
juvenile laws are outdated. 


I don’t have a problem giving 
the judges discretion because as 
everyone who has been accused and 
its only alleged that they’ve 
committed a crime, there are 
different facts that come in front 
of a judge and we have to rely on 
their discretion. We already have 
the discretion at the federal 
level. If we give it at the state 
level which oversees murder cases, 
I don’t think there’s a problem 
there and there will be recourse 
if a mistake is made and there are 
recourses available to 
individuals, but in this 
particular case I think that it 
shows the flaws in the system. 
What we're asking here is that we 
just have another requirement that 
a judge can look at. One is the 
current one, that if we feel that 
the person will flee, the judge 
has the discretion to do it, or if 
the judge feels that the person is 
a threat to society. What could 
possibly happen here if we don’t 
give this discretion is that 
judge’s could possibly make the 
argument they’re a threat to flee 
just because they think they are a 
threat and make an argument that 
they are a threat to flee. I 
think at this time and the types 
of problems that we're having, the 
types of crimes that we're seeing, 
times have changed. This is 1994 
and I think I would rather give 
some discretion to the judge at 
this point because it appears’ the 
balance of justice is tilted in 
the wrong direction and that 
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everything we do and every law 
that we passed is a balance of the 
right of the individual against 
the right of everyone. I think at 
this point, that giving a judge a 
discretion recognizes that we want 
to keep that balance and right now 
I don’t think the balance is 
intact. 


Now granted, there are 
probably hundreds and hundreds of 
cases where accused defendants get 
out on bail and this doesn’t 
happen and this one case, which 
hits the headlines and goes across 
every t.v. station and is in every 
paper, everyone knows about it, 
but I think that’s good, in fact, 
that everyone now is educated in 
how the law works for the state 
versus the federal. At both 
levels it’s an individual sitting 
on the bench and I don’t think 
there should be a difference 
between federal and the state. I 
think these individuals, once 
they're a judge, should have that 
discretion and let the system work 
from there, because we do have to 
protect society at the same time 
we protect individuals and this is 
a good balancing tool and I 
wholeheartedly support Senator 
Fisher's bill and I would hope 
that this body would vote in the 
affirmative to send our support 
behind that bill. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I’m in full support of Mr. 
Cohen's motion today. I believe 
we should give judges all the 
additional tools and this tool to 
deny bail. There have been 
studies that show, especially in 
the truth and sentencing studies, 
that at times violent acts are 





committed repeatedly by the same 
person and judges need the ability 
to say no, you are a threat to 
society and we sre not going to 
set any type of bond, and I think 
that’s what Mr. Cohen is bringing 
forward. He's not in any way 
trying to take away the rights of 
individuals or their freedom to 
defend themselves in terms of 
court proceedings or what not, but 
what we’re saying is, if we 
believe you’re going to be a 
threat on society, we don’t want 
you on the streets in the City of 
Pittsburgh or in the streets of 
Allegheny County and that's what I 
believe he’s put forward, unless I 
misunderstood, Mr. Cohen? 


Mr. Cohen: 
That’s correct. 
The Chair: 


We've heard from all the 
Attorneys on Council. 


Mr. Cohen: 


If I may say very briefly, I 
respect Mr. Hertzberg’s point of 
view. At the same time I want to 
clarify this. It is not a motion 
to tie the judge’s hands. It's a 
motion to give the same right to 
state judges that the federal 
judges have, to have an option to 
deny bond if they see somebody in 
front of them that they believe 
would be a danger to their 
community. This would be in rare 
cases but it would be in cases 
that involved violent homicides 
and if it were an option in that 
particular case, the Sean Rosemond 
case, there’s a possibility that 
two lives could have been saved. 
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The Chair: 


I'm going to abstain on this 
issue. One, because I still don’t 
know other than reading the 
newspaper all the facts behind 
Judge Manning’s action. I know 
Judge Manning, he’s not only hard 
working, dedicated, qualified, but 
of all the judges he seems to be 
one that you can not get over easy 
on, if I know his behavior in 
criminal court. I understand from 
his comments in the paper that he 
made the point that he did not 
have certain discretion in terms 
of making a judgment on this bail, 
the consideration of whether or 
not an individual is a threat to 
the community. Obviously it's a 
political year so Senator Fisher 
is quick on his feet to introduce 
a measure. 


I think the whole problem in 
this issue is a symptom to a 
larger problem. We've spoken in 
these chambers. We continue to 
have inactivity on the part of law 
enforcement in this county at the 
U.S. Attorney's Office. I’m still 
perplexed with the knowledge that 


we have in the Pittsburgh 
community. Mr. Cohen, we know the 
names of several hundred young 


people who are involved in drugs 


and criminal activity, be they 
part of gangs or want to be 
gangs. I'm still perplexed as to 


why we have not had the convening 
of a prand jury to initiate 
prosecution of these individuals 


who are involved, clearly in a 
conspiracy, not only creating 
carnage on the streets of the- 
city, but are involved in a 
lucrative business of drug 
proliferation. We have yet to see 
that. We've seen rico action 














used, an operation rescue. 
Obviously I had my own view about 
whether or not people should be 
picketing clinics but using that 
as a parallel issue we've yet to 
see rico being used against 
individuals who are involved in 
drugs here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


I don’t want to side step the 
issue. I think there needs to be 
more discussion about this issue. 
The one concern and reservation I 
have, and maybe Mr. Cohen and 
others can speak to it, being 
attorneys, but I’m a little bit 
concerned about the issue of 
race. Disproportionately, young 
black men, the African American 
community, is burdened by 
incarceration and is victimized by 
the so called war on drugs. I am 
concerned about the issue of what 
the judicial system locally will 
respond to if we give this 
additional discretion. Will there 
be a disproportionate likelihood 
that individuals of a particular 
racial group will be considered a 
so-called threat to the community 
as one standard versus other 
members of the, community. I have 
significant problems about that in 
terms of yet adding another level 
of discretion on the part of the 
criminal court. My reservation 
may be unfounded, but I do have 
that reservation. That is why at 
this point I am abstaining on the 
notion because I don't fully 
understand some of these issues. 
I don't know if you want to 
respond to that. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


1 share your concerns with the 
issue of race and bail. I thought 
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the study conducted by the 
Post-Gazette was very thorough 
with that exception. I don’t 
believe, at least what was printed 
in the paper, reflected an 
analysis of the race of the 
accused and the race of the 
victims in each case relative to 
the amount of bail set. I think 
they might be surprised at what 
they find. 


The Chair: 


I guess my point is, an 
individual from Fox Chapel who is 
involved in the actual importing 
of cocaine comes before the local 
judge and given his or her class, 
position, his or her color, his or 
her "status" in the community, is 
that same standard going to be 
applied evenly and equally to 
other individuals. Again I’m not 
making excuses for envbody. I 
just don't want iv see a 
discriminatory practice enhanced 
within the local Court of Common 
Pleas. 


Mr. Onorato: 


In response," like you 
mentioned that you're not even 
sure if this is founded, 1 think 
at this point the issue of race 
shouldn’t be brought up just for 
the fact that currently judges 
have discretion on a lot of issues 
and if what you’re saying is true, 
it's something that should be 
addressed across the board. 


We're talking about one 
particular tool to give a judge 
discretion. If what you've said 
happened to be true and every 
judge’s discretion shows some 
systematic result to a certain 





race, it’s going to come across 
the board on every decision they 
make with all their discretion. 
We're just talking now about 
giving a judge discretion in 
another criteria you have to look 
at, another tool he could use. So 
I don’t think that that is 
relevant to this particular bill, 
that’s my opinion. 


The Chair: 


Final comment if you could 
restate your motion, Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mrs President. I 
don't think it was appropriate to 
bring race up either. I do 


believe that it’s important to 
look and make sure in every case 
and across the board as Mr. 
Onorato said, that justice is not 
being disproportionately applied, 
absolutely, and its certainly’ a 
strong case that in death 
penalties that it is 
disproportionately applied, but 
the vast majority of victims in 
these cases are African Americans 
and certainly jin that particular 
case my understanding is that 
Jerome Harrison and Shawn Greg and 
Edward Wallace and Melanie Watson 
were African American.. So if you 
really want to bring up race in 
this, the race of the people who 
died and were wounded in that were 
African American. We should be 
color blind in our justice and 
just give the judges the option to 
be able to deny bail so that those 
people are not killed. If after 
we give them option the judges 
disproportionately applied it, 
then we take action and take that 
option away. 
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So the motion is to support 
Senator Fisher’s bill that is now 
before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee that gives State judges 
the power to deny bail when the 
criminal defendant is deemed to be 
a danger to the community. 


The Chair: 


You heard the motion; let’s 
not have any more discussion. Bf 
will call the question at this 
time. All in favor? We'll have 
a roll call vote on this, Mr. 
Cohen's resolution to communicate 
to the Legislature.

The motion carries and we will 
communicate the resolution to the 
appropriate body. 

Do you have other issues? 


Mr. Cohen: 


I do. Mr. President, if this 
is the appropriate time. I'll be 








very quick. One,.is that I’ve 
received a number of complaints 
from commercial owners recently 
about an alarm fee. As Council 
knows, the alarm fee for 
residential false burglar alarms 
is $30; for a commercial false 
burglar alarm it is $75; for a 
residential false alarm it is 
$150; for a commercial false fire 
alarm it is $500. I received 
complaints mostly from commercial 
owners saying that alarms that are 
deemed false by the public safety 
department are not in fact false. 
One example that I'll give you is 
a car dealership in my district 
where he believes that there are 
times when somebody jumps over his 
fence, he heard somebody come, 
maybe a police officer, jumps back 
over the fence without any 
property damage or threat and then 
the police department calls it a 
false alarm. Io know that 
Councilman Onorato brought this 
issue up before and he and 1 
discussed this yesterday. What 
I'd like to do, Mr. President, is 
to schedule a post agenda on this 
issue and have the public safety 
department there so we can finally 
resolved the alarm inconsistencies 
in our policy. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. Again, the 
Councilman has called for a Post 
Agenda. I applaud you on this. 
You've been struggling for the 
last several years on this issue, 
and I hope that we can look at it 
and actuaily come up with 
something meaningful by the end of 
the year in terms of next year's 
budget authorization. So you will 
be calling that post agenda? 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. 
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The Chair: 
Okay - Any other matters 
before the body? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. President. I'd like to 
make a motion to create a labor 
management task force to deal with 
specific issues of prevailing wage

improve labor management relations 
in the city. The labor management 
task force shall consist of four 


members of Council,

The ultimate goal will be to begin 
to draft a labor management for 
the city similar to Allegheny 
County. I would like at this time 
to ask Mr. Ferlo, Mr. Darkins and 
Mr. Onorato if they would kindly 
serve with me on this task force. 


The Chair: 


I have no problem with 
creating a special sub committee 
regarding labor management. 
You've outlined this with the 
members and you have discussed 
this, as well. I think you have a 
few folks in the community that 
you would like to have serve on 
this committee and that’s no 
problem. I'm going to ask that 
you share this sub committee on 
labor management in your capacity 


as Chair of Engineering and 
Construction. 
Mr. Cusick: 

Mr. President. 1 would also 
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ask the City Clerk’s Office if 
they would send a letter asking 
the Honorable Tom Murphy or Mr. 
Sirabella to sit on this committee 
along with Mr. Reginella, the 
department Director of Engineering 
and Construction; Mr. Flaherty, 
our Controller; Mr. Richie Cont, 
the Betty Place President; our 
business agent, Mr. Dave Homen: 
the President of the Buiiding 
Trade, Mr. Paul Stackhouse: the 
President of Allegheny County 
Labor Council’ Mr. Frank 
Gigliotti, State Representative: 
and Mr. Hubert Smith, the former 
City Labor Enforcement Supervisor 
and also the father of our Council 
Member from our District Six - 


At this time I also would like to 
request that a post agenda meeting 
for all Members of Council be 
scheduled in order to sit down and 
discuss with the Murphy 
Administration their position on 
the use of B Contracts in the 
state prevailing wage 
requirements. The post agenda can 
serve as the first meeting of the 


Labor Management Task Force. I 
would like Mr. Reginella, a

Mr. Cusick: 


Again Director, I think every time you come to the table 
with one of these bilis that I know I will be questioning him 
and I hope that my colleagues follow behind. Again, I have to 
question whether or not this was a true emergency or if we could 
have not gone out for rebidding. 


Dir. Reginella: 


It was not an emergency. I can tell you that in this case 
the prevailing wages were paid. 


This is the building that initially was intended to be a 
fire station, Woods Run Fire Station, and the City had begun 
construction with its own city forces. The Department of Public 
Safety was pursuing the construction of the building proper. 
That was because the previous administration had not been 
successful in obtaining Councilmatic approval to enter into 
contracts for the construction of the facility. At that point 
in time Members of Council went to court as I recall and the 
Court decided that the work should be stopped. So we had a 
situation where a portion of the building had been erected but 
the building remained incomplete. When it was suggested that 
the purpose of the building should be changed to a medic station 
in lieu of a fire station, Council approved that suggestion and 
then we were faced with having to proceed with the construction, 
completing construction. At that point in time we went back to 
the original contractors, the low bidders that had participated 
in the bidding process initially for mechanical, electrical and 
plumbing work and requested whether or not they would be willing 
to hold the price and they all agreed to do so. However, in the 
case of the general construction we couldn't do that because the 
building was practically 40 percent completed. At that point in 
time again because we wanted to have the building covered by the 
end of winter, we were faced with having to solicit construction 
services on an emergency basis if you will, and ‘so we issued a 
request to six construction firms. Three of them responded and 
the Thomson Company was the one that submitted a low bid for the 
completion of building proper. But inasmuch as we had initially 
bid the work, we had naturally requested consistent with the 
proper procedures requested prevailing wages and so the 
prevailing wages in this case do apply and are being paid by all 
contractors. 


Mr. Cusick: 


This is for a partial payment? 
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Dir. Reginella: 

Yes. The total amount of the proposal by Thomson was 
$205,000.00. So we can realistically expect to be back at this 
table with additional warrants a couple more times. 

Mr. Cusick: 

Is there sane way that your office can notify us when an 
emergency contract -- or you have to enter into an emergency 
contract with the contractor? 

Dir. Reginella: 
Certainly. As I stated earlier -- 
Mr. Cusick: 

~- so you don't have to go through this every time. 

Dir. Reginella: 


It's standard procedure for us to come to Council and 
obtain approval. 


Mr. Cusick: 

Was that being done when these projects were going on? 
Dir. Reginella: 

The previous regime did not want to go that route.

I think there's a lot of questions been asked this week on 
how we're entering into contracts and whether or not we have 
enough minority contractors involved in a project and this 
Tuesday I'll ask for a post-agenda regarding some of those 
topics.

Mr. Cusick: 


You have explained this to me and I do understand some of 
it. I believe you said PACT was involved in this. 


Dir. Reginelia: 


Yes. The steam company, PACT, Pittsburgh Allegheny County 
Thermal was in the process of rehabilitating their steam tunnel 
which parallels the building and it is located under the 
sidewalk between the building and the curb line on Forbes 
Avenue. Approximately 40 percent of the sidewalk had to be 
removed in order to do the repairs to the steam lines and the 
supports and what have you and naturally the steam company was 
in the process -~ would have been in the process of replacing 
the roof on the tunnel which is part and parcel of the sidewalk. 
We felt that it would be advantageous to the City to request 
their contractor to provide us with a quote to replace the 
balance of the sidewalk, the balance of 60 percent of the 
sidewalk. We felt that there would be a savings to the City 
because we will not have to incur the mobilization costs. 


Also, the County of Allegheny is in the process of 
replacing the sidewalk on the opposite side of the street along 
the Courthouse and it was felt that it would be good to have ail 
sidewalks on the block completed. 


The contractor was requested to provide us a quote and the 
quote was reviewed by our staff and the unit price that was 
proposed was well within the cost that we have experienced in 
doing other work throughout the Downtown area of this nature. 
Specifically, the average cost per square yard for the sidewalk 
was $111.00. ‘The going rate is about approximately $120.00, so 
we felt that it was a good price and it was guick way of getting 
some work done and so we took advantage of it. 


Mr. Cusick: 


You may know this answer or not. What is the agreement 
that we have with the County as far as this building goes and 
the property around this building? . 


Dir. Reginella: 


There is a general maintenance agreement with the County 
which stipulates that essentially the City and the County shared 
the cost on most of the improvements that are done to the 
building; that includes the sidewalk. We have a commitment from 
the County to pay for 50 percent of the cost of the sidewalk. 

So this figure of $117,000.00 represents total payment because 
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the work is completed and this is a one-time payment and the 
County will be picking up approximately one-half of that. 


Mr. Cusick: 

Again, I do want to direct this towards you for the future 
but I don't think that you were a part of this. Was there any 
prior authorization from Council? Did Council know of any of 
this going on? 

Dir. Reginella: 

No.

Again, "I think that the concern here on this body is that 
we know in the future when this is going on.

These are tremendous individuals, 
Bob Pitts, Grace Ware, Dorcas 
Turner, I know I’ve known them for 
many, many years here in the city 
of Pittsburgh and Annie Martin 
that I don’t know as well but I 
hope even though we will approve 
these proclamations today, we will 
rightfully get them back here for 
a formal ceremony. So at this 
time, I’ll entertain a motion to 
approve. 


And on the motion of Mr. Onorato, 
the Resolutions were approved. 


Mr.Onorato: 


At this time, I’d like to call up 
Danny Mitchell, dr., Danny 
Mitchell, Sr., Ronald Rose, Ed 
Rose, John Young and Luther 
McNeil. Please come forward. 


Colleagues, this is a great story 
and a great proclamation today for 
a great individual--a North Side 
success story and hopefully the 
beginning of many success stories 
coming out of the North Side area. 


Mr. Onorato presented: 


BILL NO. 174 - WHEREAS, Danny 
Mitchell, a sixth grade student at 
Allegheny Middle School started 
training at the Rose Athletic Club 
in the summer of 1993, and where 
his natural ability met with 
discipline under trainer Ron Rose; 
and : 
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WHEREAS, Danny’s father, Dan 
Mitchell, Sr. is a local 
professional, who is 100% behind 


the efforts of Danny’s trainers at 
the Rose Athletic Club; and 


the Rose Athletic Club is 
a non-profit, recreational 
facility for youth, located in the 
Brighton Heights area of 
Pittsburgh; and 


WHEREAS, 


WHEREAS, the primary goal of the 
club is to provide safe, 
structured and adult supervised 


activities that appeal to 
juveniles, as an alternative to 
destructive leisure time 
activities; and 

WHEREAS, Danny and his trainers 
rigorously prepared for a 
tournament invitation to the 
Silver Gloves National 
Championship in Lenexa, Kansas; 
and 

WHEREAS, on Saturday, January 22, 
1994, Danny, "the Bad Boy” 
Mitchell won the Silver Gloves 
Regional Championship in the 
eleven year old, 90 lb. weight 
class; and 

WHEREAS, Danny was the first 


native of Pittsburgh to compete at 
this level in seven years and has 
an opportunity to be placed on the 


U.S. Jr. Olympic Team with three 
wins; 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 


that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh congratulates Danny 
Mitchell for his victory at the 
Silver Gloves Regional 
Championship and commends the Rose 
Athletic Club for its efforts in 
working with the youth of the 
North Side 


And on the motion of Mr. Onorato, 
the Resolution was approved. 








Mr. Onorato: 


The Rose Athletic Club is fairly 
new. The Rose family decided to 
do something for the youth and to 
tap into the talent that’s in our 
schools and in our neighborhoods, 
talent that might go wasted and 
might be ignored because no one is 
there to foster the young talent 
that you see here in this eleven 
year old. This eleven year old is 
now a national champion that we 
could have lost that if we didn’t 
foster these types of groups. And 
once again, let me stress the 
point to every one in the room and 
every one watching, these are the 
types of groups that we like to 
fund. They operate on a shoe 
string budget. They’re at the 
basement of a church right now 
where they’re putting in their own 
dollars. If we can give them a 
few dollars to help these types of 
individuals come forward, it’s 
money well spent, because if we 
tried to staff this, it would be 
unbelievable, the cost. I want to 
personally thank the Rose family 
for putting in the time, and I 
mean hours and hours a week of 
their own time, to help these 
young people. At this point I’d 
like to have either one of the 
Rose’s come forward and then I 
want to hear from Danny the Bad 
Boy Mitchell. 


Luther McNeil: 


Thank you. I’m honored to have 
the opportunity to speak before 
you on behalf of the Rose’s. As 
someone who is associated with the 
Rose family, I would like to make 
sure that Council understands that 
Ron and Ed Rose are civil servants 
in Allegheny County. They're both 
police officers serving in various 
capacities for the City. But 
these gentlemen who already have a 
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rigorous schedule contribute their 
time to make sure that the young 
people who are on the North Side 
have an opportunity to explore 
whatever talent they have, be it 
athletics or be it any of the 
kinds of jobs or duties or 
responsibilities that would 
promote an athletic club. It's 
very very important that you 
understand that without such kinds 
of clubs, then we are, going to 
lose quite a few young people. We 
can pump money into all kinds of 
things, but some of the things 
that the club is going to be 
looking for would not necessarily 
be money. We do need your advice 
on a number of areas. We need 
surplus or obsolete equipment. If 
you have knowledge of where we 
could go to get these kinds of 
equipment, we would appreciate 
it. Thank you very much for your 
time. Thank you also for taking 
the time to recognize the efforts 
of Dan Mitchell and his trainers. 
I'd like to introduce you to them, 
if I may. This is Edward Rose, to 
my left, and to his left is Ron 
Rose. Thank You. 


Danny Mitchell: 


I want to thank everybody for 
supporting me when I went out of 
town. Everybody said that I 
wouldn't go cause we needed to 
raise money, but Ron and Eddie, 
they said, well, we can raise the 
money to go. They did their part 
and I did my part by winning, and 
that's all that counts. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I'll just end by saying to Mr. 
Mitchell, congratulations, you 
ought to be very proud of him. 
I’m sure you are very proud of 
your son. 





I just want to congratulate Danny, 
and Dan, while you're on 
television here, we have another 
boxer here, Joe Cusick thinks he 


can fight. Why don’t you go take 
a shot at him and see if you can 
knock him out in one punch. Go 
ahead. 


The Chair: 


Thank you all. Boxing is making a 
come back in many of our 
neighborhoods. I don't know if 
you know Jimmy McCale in 
Bloomfield, but he’s putting 
together an effort also, trying to 
take the leadership, and its 
really a great sport and I think 
it can really work with the young 
people around the City, so we just 
really appreciate your efforts. 
Thank you. We'll bring him back 
when he’s a golden glove in a 
couple of years. 


Next we have probably the longest 
proclamation ever read in 


Council. It's being co-sponsored 
by Mr. Smith who read the 
proclamation. Councilman Cusick, 


Mr. Darkins, Mr. Ferlo, Mr. 
Hertzberg, Mr. O’Connor and Mr. 
Onorato, and Mr. Cohen, all 
Members of Council. 


We have some friends from labor 
here this morning from the 
electrical and radio machine 
workers of America, U.E. and Mon 
Valley unemployed Committee and 
other representatives. 


Mr. Smith: 


And believe me, he was not kidding 
about the length of this. 


Mr. Smith and all Members present: 


Bill No. 175 - WHEREAS, the City 
of Pittsburgh and its residents 
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have suffered long enough from the 
devastating effects of the loss of 
thousands of jobs and are in need 
of a meaningful economic recovery 
which ensures the creation of 
jobs; and 


WHEREAS, on October 19, 1993 the 
City Council of Pittsburgh passed 
a resolution in opposition to 
NAFTA because of projections by 
the manufacturing Policy Project 
that more than 5.9 million U. S. 
manufacturing jobs, including 
approximately 350,000 jobs in 
Pennsylvania could be lost under 
NAFTA; and 


WHEREAS, that City Council 
resolution specifically noted that 
NAFTA contains no effective means 
to protect workers’ rights to 
organize and bargain collectively, 
does not provide effective 
enforcement provisions for other 
labor laws, and that weak, 
ineffective environmental laws in 
Mexico and the lack of enforcement 
may be further incentives for U.S. 
industries to relocate to Mexico; 
and 


WHEREAS, several Pittsburgh based 
corporations, including Heinz and 
PPG, have announced that they’ are 
considering expansion into Mexico; 
and 


WHEREAS, the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers of 
America (UE) is a labor union 
headquartered in Pittsburgh which 
has entered into a relationship 
with an independent labor 
federation in Mexico (Frente 
Autentico del Trabajo or FAT) with 
the specific objective of 
organizing U.S. manufacturing 
plants which have moved to Mexico; 
and 











WHEREAS, improvements in the 
standard of living in Mexico will 
both benefit Mexican Workers and 
help eliminate the incentives for 
U.S. manufacturing firms to 
relocate decent paying Pittsburgh 
jobs to Mexico because of the vast 
disparity in wages; and 


WHEREAS, the UE and the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters are sponsoring a ten day 
tour which includes two Mexican 
workers who have been fired by 
General Electric and Honeywell for 
trying to organize unions to 
improve wages and working 
conditions of Mexican employees at 
those plants; and 


WHEREAS, as part of that tour, the 
Fair Trade Campaign of 
Southwestern Pennsylvania is 
hosting a breakfast reception in 
Pittsburgh for Fernando Castro 
Hernandez, Ofelia Medrano Sanchez, 
Benedicto Martinez Orozco; and 


WHEREAS, a recent segment of the 
MacNeil/Lehrer News Hour focused 
on the organizing effort and the 
retaliatory firings at General 
Electric’s motor plant in Juarez, 
Mexico; and 


WHEREAS, it appears that 
significant labor and human rights 
violation may have been committed 
by major U.S. corporations 
operating in Mexico. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the 
city of Pittsburgh denounces the 
practice of U.S. based 
corporations to relocate decent 
paying, high quality manufacturing 
jobs to take advantage of the 
cheap wages and lax enforcement of 
labor and environmental standards 
in Mexico; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
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calls on U.S. corporation which 
operates overseas to conduct 
themselves as good corporate 
citizens and comply in full with 
the laws of the centuries in which 
they choose to operate, because 
failure to do so create a bad 
public image of the people and 
government of the United States; 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby calls upon all Western 
Pennsylvania Congress persons and 
Senator Wofford and Specter to 
conduct congressional 
investigations and/or hearings 
concerning the allegations of 
human and labor rights abuses in 
Mexico which may have occurred 
since the passage of NAFTA; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
that the week of February 14-20, 
1994 is hereby declared to be 
Labor Rights Week in the city of 
Pittsburgh and that Mexican 
workers Fernado Castro Hernandez 
and Ofelia Medrano Sanchez, and 
FAT national leader Benedicto 
Martinez Orozco, are warmly 
welcomed to the city of 
Pittsburgh;and 


BE If FURTHER RESOLVED that copies 
of this Resolution be sent to 
Senators Wofford and Specter and 
all U.S. Representatives from 
Western Pennsylvania. 


The Chair: 


I think that proclamation is as 
long as the NAFTA Treaty. 


Amy Noel: 


My name is Amy Noel and I’m 
Secretary Treasurer of the United 
Electrical Worker's Union. I'd 
Like to begin by introducing my 





colleagues, Linda Wombau who is 
organizing Director of the Service 
Employees Local 585 and Vice Chair 
of the Alliance for Progressive 
Action, Barnie Orsler of the Mon 
Valley Unemployed Committee; Carol 
Lambias with my union, the U.E.; 
Fred Bell with the International 
Association of Machinists, Lodge 
1050; Peter Gilmore and David 
Alexander in the back, also with 
the U.E. We want to thank the 
Council very much for this 
proclamation. I'd like to say 
that I think it represents a far 
sided vision of the path forward 
for working people because in 
light of NAFTA soon to be in light 
of GET, I suspect, and in light of 
the overall economic inauguration 
of the global economy, we believe 
there’s really two struggles that 
confront working people. One is 
the political struggle, the 
struggle that we as citizens need 
to wage to reclaim our right

That evidentuary hearing 
was cancelled after discussion 
with the Administration and 
Council President Ferlo and the 
lawyer assigned to work on this, 
and that is Mr. David Wormser. 
This was done after the FCC just 
recently issued a ruling that 
looks like it will affect the 
cable regulatory process and the 
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reason is that it appears as if, 
and again there is nothing 
difinitive from the FCC yet, but 
it appears as if they are 
reconsidering their bench marks. 
If you recall, we can only 
regulate cable as far as the cable 
rates are compared to the bench 
marks that are handed down by the 
FCC. If the cable rates are above 
those bench marks then we can take 
action and reject their rates. If 
there are below the bench marks or 
equal to then our hands are tied. 
A Lot of city’s, including the 
City of Pittsburgh, of course, 
have objected that the bench marks 
are too high and it looks as if 
the FCC is going to _ be 
reconsidering their bench marks 
and that’s the reason the hearing 
that was originally scheduled for 
last night was canceled and will 
be rescheduled. However, the 
hearing that has not been canceled 
and is very much on the schedule 
is a public hearing scheduled for 
a week from today at 7:00 P.M. on 
February 22nd here in City Council 
Chambers. That is a very, very 
important public hearing because 
it gives the public an opportunity 
to speak on cable rates, on cable 
equipment, and any other 
complaints or objections or maybe 
some people have positive comments 
about TCI, so this is an 
opportunity for the public to come 
down and speak about how they want 
their cable rates to be regulated 
and I would like to see as many 
people as possible come down for 
that hearing. It is of course an 
official council hearing. I want 
to thank President Ferlo for 
making it an evening hearing so 
that people can come down to it. 
The attorney that has been hired 
by Council, David Wormser, is 
going to be present at that 
meeting and people will have an 
opportunity to speak. So that’s 
the next step, and after that we 





will reschedule the evidentuary 
hearing and make sure that Council 
comes up with a responsible 
decision soon.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Under Motions and Resolutions, I 
do want to remind all of you that 
we do have a cablecast Post Agenda 
at the request of the 
Administration to educate Council 
in our involvement and as well the 
residents on the new directional 


signage program which is a 
massive, very expensive 
undertaking, but their are private 


funds involved: in this initiative 
and we will be meeting with 
representatives from the Mayor’s 
Office as well as Mr. Robert Ferth 
from a consulting group called 
Informing Design, as well as Mr. 
Glen Schultz, WTW Architect. 
Again, that will be immediately 
following this meeting. It will 
be cablecast and we do want to get 
community input on this massive 
undertaking. 


Before I talk about a few other 
issues, I'd like to call on 
Councilman O0’Connor who has a very 
important update to provide to 
this Council and to the public. 





Mr. O’Connor: 


Thank. you Mr. President. If you 
will bear with me just a few 
minutes, I’d like to update you on 
a big news report and 
investigation that we had a couple 
months back relating to parking 
tax revenue which I felt was being 
very under reported. I'll just 
briefly--I have a chart that I 
passed out to Members of Council. 
What I'd like to explain to you, 
after we had our press conference 
and the finance’ Department had 
seven investigators start putting 
pressure on these lot owners and 
we started auditing them much 
closer, as you see, for the first 
ten months of the year up until 
October the City collected $17 
million dollars in revenue. Last 
year at that time, we collected 16 
million, so it is roughly a $1.1 
million dollar increase, or 6.82%. 
After we put the pressure on, the 
months of November and December 
increased a total of $400,000 or 
14.3%, so that's more than doubled 
the increase percentage that we 
had been collecting all year. If 
we had been putting that pressure 
on all year, that would probably 
amount to about a million two, a 
million three additional revenues 
than we have already collected. I 
bring this out to thank the 
Finance Department and the 
inspectors for doing a good job on 
putting some pressure on, but what 
I am concerned about now is if the 
pressure gets off actually the 
payments might slack. The people 
who have been doing this have been 
breaking the law for several years 
and certainly don’t want to start 
paying the 26%. Now, we’re only 
talking about those who have been 
under reporting. There are a lot 
ef good, honest operators out 
there. We are looking at the ones 
who have not paid and this is a 
very good indication that there 
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are quite a few not paying. I'd 
also like to announce that I'm 
very pleased with the new 
Director, Paul Hennigan, and the 
Murphy Administration, who have 
taken this very seriously. I know 
they’re all new and just getting 
in office, but what we are working 
on with them, we are working on 
long term solutions. This is only 
a quick stop measure to get them 
to pay and when we don't watch I’m 
sure we are going to slack off 
So we’re addressing long term 
controls, implementing different 
collection systems to be put in 
sand study those, and then more 
audits, and also we will be 
introducing legislation to go 
after those who aren't paying, to 
stiffen the fines and take them to 
court. I am looking forward to 
working with the new 
Administration. I have a lot of 
faith in them. They have brought 
a lot of new ideas to the table 
and I look-at more or less as 
what's happening with years ago 
when people didn’t pay their 
parking tickets, where they really 
didn't pay attention, so we put 
the boot on them and everybody 
started waking up, so I feel 
that's in the direction we are 
going in and I wanted to update 
Council on the increased revenue 
that we have collected. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


1 appreciate your report, 
Councilman O'Connor, and I 
personally observed no great 
increase in the amount of parking 
in the City of Pittsburgh so that 
we can attribute this to increased 
enforcement and I know of no 
additional cost to the City to 
increase the enforcement as they 
have done, so I compliment 
everybody involved with this. 
It’s good to see this kind of 
increase in revenues just by 








checking things a little more 
carefully. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I also want to congratulate 
Councilman O’Connor for taking the 
lead on this. It's a matter of 
revenue for the City, but it’s 
also just a matter of fairness and 
I think that his efforts have 
proven themselves well here in the 
documents that he provided, and I 
want to thank him for his efforts. 


The Chair: 


I want to add my voice to that, 
Councilman. Thank you for your 
leadership. Last year, bringing 
this whole issue to the forefront, 
you are right we did add a few 
years ago, additional enforcement 
folks in the Finance Department 
and we obviously would like to see 
our new Finance Director earn his 
salary back this year and then 
some, and because of your 
initiative it looks like we will 
be able to do that. Not only did 
this Council project some 
addtional increases on the revenue 
side from the parking tax, but 
when we started talking about 
other initiatives downtown, 
housing and other things that you 
have talked about, that the Mayor. 
has talked about, we want to talk 
about parking provisions for new 
residents that may live in the 
downtown, and I think its part of 
your agenda also to look at ways 
to provide free and more 
convenient parking for shoppers 
and residents in the downtown 
corridor, so I hope we are keeping 
that in the back of our mind. 


I would ask, however, that you 
actually chair this sub-committee 
on this whole parking tax review. 
I think we need to, at least if 
not monthly, maybe quarterly, have 
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an update from you, especially 
going into the year-end budget 
deliberations, and I ’d like to 
ask you to Chair that and give us 
a formal sense when it is 
appropriate on an update and also 
what new measures we can look into 
to make sure we've got an accurate 
count on what you referred to once 
as the shoe box business. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I just want to add a “few 
comments. A lot of times things 
are said here and they get 
coverage and there’s no 
follow-up. I appreciate the 
follow-up, and one thing I 


remember that sticks in my mind 
when this issue came up two months 
ago with the previous 
administration, one of the 
officials said that there’s no way 
there’s more than $500,000 
involved here. If you look at 
these projections, Councilman 
o’Conneor is projecting that it 
could be at least a million 
dollars or over a million dollars 
just for the thread of enforcement 
and the increase in enforcement 
and it has been proven that he was 
correct, that there was a lot more 
money involved than anyone 
anticipated. I think it should be 
pointed out, too, that a 
percentage of this goes to the 
municipal employee retirement 
fund, and this is going to be 
increased revenue without raising 
taxes. This is just making sure 
that everyone pays their fair 
share and Councilman 0O’Connor 
should be applauded for following 
up and making sure that we realize 
that comments that are made in 
prior months should be corrected 
and to his credit, he was right. 
It's more than $500,000 and my 
guess is that it might get closer 
to the 2 million dollar mark after

Mr. Ricciardi: 


Ii’d like to echo the 
sentiments of my colleagues and 
really commend you for your 
determination and persistence in 
following up, because as Mr. 
Onorato has stated, many times 
issues are raised, however they 
fall by the way said. But I would 
also like to commend Mr. 0’Connor 
because during the last 
administration there were a few 
bureaucrats who contested those 
numbers, but even in the face of 
that, Mr. O’Connor had the courage 
to move forward to something that 
can be considered a very powerful 
industry, and I think he needs to 
be commended for that because 
obviously, as my colleagues have 
stated, he’s found additional 
revenues that can be used in our 
Treasury, and again, I'd like to 
thank you, Mr. O’Connor. 


Mr. O’Connor, 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Any other 
matter on this issue of the 
parking tax? 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

It's a different issue, Mr. 


President. I will be brief. 
Colleagues, because of the harsh 
elements of this winter, obviously 
we are experiencing much damage to 
our streets here in the City of 
Pittsburgh, damage in the form of 
pot holes and damage in the form 
our our streets are actually 
beginning to crack at certain 
place, such as Fifth Avenue on the 
side of the Burmingham Bridge. 


In the past, we’ve always paid out 
damages for pet holes. 
quarterly 


For the 


last report there 
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are damages paid in excess of 
hundreds of dollars, and that 
quarterly report does not cover 
the new year, and I expect those 
damages to come up. As a matter 
of fact, I received a call from 
the tax collector of Sewickley who 
will be filing a claim for over 
$400 to damage of his car. 
Obviously, putting the aesthetics 
aside, it's a hazard to the 
vehicles on the street and even 
pedestrians who are crossing our 
streets. I believe we need an 
ageressive action to fill these 
pot holes, either on a temporary 
basis ox on a long term basis. 
I've had some informal 
communication with Mayor Murphy 
himself, however, I'd like to put 
on this table is we could have a 
motion, and hopefully have a 
second, and passed by this City 
Council, asking the Director of 
Public Works and Mayor Murphy what 
action they plan on taking in the 
immediate future, either temporary 
or permanently fixing our streets 
here in the City of Pittsburgh, so 
we could have something in written 
form that we could review and 
hopefully make suggestions. 


The Chair: 


The motion has been moved and 
seconded. Discussion on the 
motion. 


My understanding from the 
Administration is that they will 
have a major announcement that 
they are reviewing regarding the 
issue on a longer range basis, and 
I hope that this motion will be 
sent over and we will quickly get 
a response, but it’s an 
appropriate motion and I applaud 
you for making it. 


All in favor of the motion? The 
motion carries. 








One brief point, as I mentioned 
earlier, we have many guests here 
for the Post Agenda which I spoke 
about earlier. This is very bad 
new and it’s great regret, not 
only to myself who represents the 
Council District, but as you know, 
some of the 177 workers that work 
at the City Pride Bakery live 
throughout the Council Districts, 
many from the North Side and other 
neighborhoods, and that is 
unfortunately news that came this 
morning and that is the pending 
closing this Friday of the City 
Pride Bakery. I know it’s going 
to break the hearts of a lot of 
people who worked very hard on 
this bakery and certainly it’s 
going to devastate some of the 
working people and their families 
at City Pride. There was a lot of 
hope and a lot of effort and a lot 
of struggle that went on to this 
Bakery. I do want to read for the 
public record a letter that the 
Mayor received yesterday from Mr. 
Ursherwood from City Pride. It 
reads as follows: 


"Dear Mayor: 


It is with great regret that I 
inform you today that the City 
Pride Bakery will close on or 
about February 18th." After 
several weeks of exhaustive yet 
ultimately unsuccessful efforts to 
secure refinancing and substantial 
new business, it has become 
financially impossible to continue 
operations. AS you are aware, we 
took over City Pride Bakery in 
March of last year. The company 
was strapped with huge debts and 
operating inefficiencies. It was 
our belief that new management and 
capital improvements could turn 
the bakery around. Unfortunately, 
despite new management and the 
infusion of large sums of money, 
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the losses continued to mount. We 
have strived in the past few 
months to keep the bakery afloat. 
However, despite the efforts of 
everyone involved, both short and 
long term projections show 
continued losses." 


He goes on to say that the 
problems of City Pride no way 
reflect on our workforce. “It is 
not a people problem, it is a 
combination of a narrow market for 
our products, antiquated 
equipment, and the realization 
that the premise of a private 
label wholesale bakery is 
flawed." In the release from the 
company, he states "our management 
group, the employees, the City of 
Pittsburgh, and Allegheny County 
officials that worked very hard 
for the past eleven months in 
attempting to rescue the bakery 
from extinction, said Michael 
Carlo. He is very disappointed 
and after spending millions of 
dollars he is unable to stem the 
loss and save the bakery from 
closing. He goes on further, Mr. 
Carlo, to state, “when working to 
turn around distressed companies, 
it’s difficult but it’s a fact 
that every effort won't be 
successful." City Pride 
management notified the employees 
union leaders, the state and local 
government officials yesterday, 
and the customers, I assume 
today. The company has waived the 
three years of service severance 
rule in the union contract, 
basically individuals will be 
considered at least working there 
for a full year with the 
appropriate severance pay and 
health care coverage will remain 
in effect until March. The Mayor 
quickly dealt with various city 
departments on this matter asking 
for a report from his Personnel & 
Civil Service staff and they are 











going to initiate some immediate 
workshops on making sure the 
individual workers and their 
families are aware of retraining 
and JTPA and other services that 
may be of need to families 
immediately facing unemployment. 
As well, Mr. Carlo to his credit, 
since he does operate Iron City 
Brewery, Clark Candy, and others, 
has given some first preference to 
those employees for possible 
employment in other parts of his 
companies. Obviously, this is 
very devastating news. This 
Council was one of the first 
groups to come to the aid of these 
workers when they lost their job 
at Braun Baking Company 
originally. It’s very 
disappointing, obviously we have 
referred to the Bakery as the 
Miracle on Thirty-Ninth Street in 
Lawrenceville. I’d still like to 
believe in miracles. I would hope 
additionally, I have been on the 
phone with Mayor and with Director 
Birru. I don’t know if it's 
realistic but I would like to at 
least see representatives of the 
work force regroup with the City’s 
URA and Mr. Cox and others from 
the Mayor’s Office and this 
Council to see what, if any, other 
strategies we can put into 
effect. It is a modern building. 
I’m not clear on Mr. Carlo’s 
comment about some of the 
equipment being antiquated. In 
fact, some of the production 
equipment is new and much more 
progressive than some of the other 
bakery facilities in the region so 
I would hope that we could meet 
quickly and regroup. The Union’s 
have -already called me this 
morning and I’1l keep Council 
informed and we need all of your 
input and ideas. on this. But 
again, we have a productive plant 
that has machinery and equipment 
as well as the new building, 
experienced work force. I don’t 
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know if another buyer or a larger 
buyer is realistic, somebody who 
only deals with bakery products as 
opposed to diversification that 
Mr. Carlo has, put that’s 
something we may want to look 
again, so again it’s very 
disappointing news and I just ask 
the working families to stay with 
it. We'll try to do whatever we 
can do, thanks to the Mayor, on 
ITPA and assisting you with 
unemployment benefits, but let’s 
not give up and let’s try to 
regroup and see if there's other 
avenues that we can look at. 


Any other comments today on any 
other matters? 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President, I just want to 
thank you for bringing up that 
news. That is devastating news 
for those 177 workers and their 
families and I'm sure that we 
would be very interested in 
hearing from Mayor Murphy as to 
what plans they may have with 
regard to any help that we can 
give those workers and their 
families. At the same time, I do 
think that they should be 
applauded for a heroic struggle, a 
struggle to build City Pride out 
of the ashes of Braun Bakery and 
for doing it for a long time, so 
at the same time that we are 
mourning a loss, I think we also 
should be applauded for a heroic 
struggle. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Something on the brighter side. 
I'd like to remind everyone, or if 
you haven't heard already, this is 
concerning a basketball game next 
Thursday. It's between the COPS, 
the community oriented police who 





have put together a basketball 
team, and they are going to play 
the Sheraden Youth Center 
Basketball Team and its for the 
benefit of the Sheraden Youth 
Center and its to show a spirit of 
harmonious relations between the 
COPS and the young people in the 
community. It will be next 
Thursday, the 24th, at 7:30, 
Langley High School Gym. The 
Mayor has promised to appear, the 
Pirate parrot is committed. WAMO 
is going to broadcast the game and 
hopefully we will have other 
people there, and we can also look 
forward to similar games in the 
other public safety zones, so 
we’re hoping we can make the first 
one a big event and everyone on 
Council is invited, everyone 
following this on T.V. and 
everyone in Council Chambers is 
invited, and I hope we can ail 
make it. 


The Chair:

We 
started this project in early May 
of this spring. After speaking to 
Make-A-Wish and discussing a few 
possible ideas we found out that 
if we did complete the project to 
become wish makers and that is to 
raise $3400, that we would become 
the first Pittsburgh Public School 
at any level to complete this 
project.

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Community Service probably would 
have never been started. He 
started this about two years ago 
and he's not getting the credit he 
deserves from the school and I'd 
just like to bring that up. 


Adam Conn: 


I'd Like to reconfirm what Mr. 
O'Connor said about Allderdice. 
It isn't really about what you 
read in the papers. There is a 
lot of good that comes out of it 
and I’m proud to be a part of it. 
Thank you. 


Eileen Swazuk: 


Good morning. My name is 
Eileen Swazuk and I am the 
Community Service Club sponsor. I 
am very proud to be the Community 
Service Club sponsor and work with 
this wonderful group of students. 
There are about fifty members; 
these are the officers, but a lot 
of people did a lot of hard work 
and the day that we gave the check 
to Chip Fogel was one of the 
proudest days of my career. Thank 
you. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Perhaps I missed it but can we 
hear a little bit about Chip 
Fogel? 


Jack Weiner: 


Chip is a thirteen year old 
from Allegheny County. He has 
been diagnosed with Ewing's 
Carcoma which is a form of 
cancer. His life long wish has 
been to meet Mickey Mouse. In 
approximately three or four weeks 
in the middle of March he, his 
brother, his mother and his father 
will all be going to Disney World 
in Florida for one week, all 














expenses paid, from the efforts of 
the members of the Community 
Service Club and the DECA 
Chapter. The limousine will pick 
them up at their home and drive 
them to the airport. They'll be 
flown down to Florida where 
they’1l have a house just for 
themselves instead of staying in a 
hotel, and all their 
transportation will be taken care 
of. They will be admitted to all 
the parks and get to meet all the 
characters which is what Chip has 
really wanted to do. So that is 
where the money is going to. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


We had an assembly at 
Allderdice last Thursday or Friday 
and I’ve gone to Allderdice, my 
kids, my daughter graduated from 
Allderdice and I am in there quite 
a lot and I was never so proud to 
be at an assembly. They had ali 
these kids that had raised the 
money and Chip was there and they 
presented a check for him. It was 
a very emotional day and a big day 
for him and I think even a bigger 
day for all of you. I hope you 
keep up the work and get out the 
message that this is really what 
the city schools are all about. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you Mr. O’Connor. At 
this time I’d like to call on 
Councilman Onorato who has a 
number of guests here from the 
F.O.P. 


Mr. Onorato: 


At this time I’d like to call 
Pat McNamara, Gabe Kocheras, 
Connie Knox, John McMahon and Andy 
Tapus. - I'd also like to have 
Councilman Cusick come forward who 
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is a personal life long friend of 
Mr. McMahon who will say a few 
words and is co-sponsoring this 
with me. 


Mr. Onorato and Mr. Cusick 
present: 
BILL NO. 223 - WHEREAS, 


Lieutenant John F. McMahon was 
hired and came onto the City of 
Pittsburgh's police force on 
August 3, 1942. Lieutenant 
McMahon is a dedicated and hard 
worker who always went beyond the 


call of duty. He was made 
Lieutenant on February 4, 1954; 
and 

WHEREAS, Lieutenant John F. 


McMahon’s retirement date from the 
force was January 9, 1981; and 


WHEREAS, Lieutenant McMahon 
was called to duty by the United 
States Army for World War II, but 
returned to his beat upon his safe 
arrival from war; and 


WHEREAS, Some of the day to 
day activities in the course of 
his service were: In 1950 he went 
undercover for 4 months and 
arrested a drug kingpin, stopped a 
man from committing suicide, and 
during a severe snow storm he 
helped a woman in labor to arrive 
at the hospital in time to give 
birth to her child; and 


WHEREAS, in addition to his 
remarkable service to the City, 
Lieutenant McMahon has always had 
time for his wife, Marion; his two 
sons, John Jr. and James; one 
grandson; four granddaughters; and 
one pgreat-granddaughter; and 


WHEREAS, in 1994 Lieutenant 
McMahon was inducted to the 
Pennsylvania Police Hall of Fame, 
making him one of only 43 members. 





NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh recognizes Lieutenant 
John F. McMahon for his 39 years 
of service and dedication to the 
City and the people he so proudly 
protected. 


FURTHER BE iT RESOLVED, that 


the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh declares Tuesday, 
February 22, 1994, John McMahon 


Day in the City of Pittsburgh. 


On the motion of Councilmen 
Cusick and Onorato, the Resolution 
was adopted. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Before I have Mi. McMahon say 
a few words there are some people 
here that would like to comment on 
his career and his friendship. 
Mr. McMahon is a Northsider. We 
are proud of him from the 
Northside but also he is a 
Pittsburgher and he has dedicated 
his life to service to the 
residents of Pittsburgh and I want 
to congratulate him and thank him 
today. I would like to have 
Councilman Cusick say a few 
words. He has known Mr. McMahon 
probably his entire life. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I’d just like to say that I’ve 
known John all of my life through 
the Knights of Equity which is an 
Irish-Catholic organization in the 
Northside of Pittsburgh. John 
taught me a lot about my irish 
background and definitely has 
played a big part in my life. I 
think it should be noted that John 
was the 1972 Irishman of the year 
and in 1991 he was the Harp Award 


winner, the only person ever to 
hold both awards in our 
organization. John was also a 
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national Worthy Sir Knight of the 
Knights of Equity which I feel is 
very prestigious if you know of 
the organization. 


We talked a lot about what 
John has done for Pittsburgh and 
the community. I figured it also 
should be noted what John has done 
for his Irish heritage, which is 
very important to all of us 
because Pittsburgh is made up of 
so many other ethnic backgrounds. 
John, I wish you well and I hope 
that Pittsburgh realizes how 
special John is to all of us. 
John, congratulations. 


Mr.Onorato: 


At this time I'd like Pat 
McNamara and/or Dave to say a few 
words. 


Pat McNamara: 


I thank the Council persons 
today for honoring John McMahon 
who is a long time police officer 
in the City of Pittsburgh. John 
McMahon retired back into 1981 but 
he still associates with all law 
enforcement officers. On that day 
it was a great honor to see him 
inducted into the Police Hall of 
Fame in the state of Pennsylvania 
for his long recognition of 
service. 


John, as some of you know, is 
the editor of our Pittsburgh 
Police News that goes after the 
Fort Pitt Lodge. He visited here 
this past year and because of his 
illness we are unable to get a 
newspaper out but it will be out 
shortly and you should see’ the 
many people approach me and ask 
where is our Fort Pitt News. He’s 
been great person, a great editor 
of our newspaper and he has done a 
tremendous amount of work for the 








FOP and the youth of this City. 
You can see from Councilman Cusick 
that he knew him since he was a 
child. And that is one of the 
problems I find today. If you ask 
our youth in our neighborhoods or 
the communities, can you name 
fifteen police officers, they 
cannot do so. When I was growing 
up you knew the police officer, 
they loafed in your community, 
they went to your gatherings and 
you associated with them and I 
find that missing today. But 
under John McMahon it was not 
missing and we have to get back to 
that. I’m proud today to have 
people with us in receiving this 
honor, John McMahon, our office 
manager Elaine Simms who is 
sitting back there and who is a 
very herd working person for 
police officers. The four 
gentlemen with me today Jay, my 
Vice President of the Fraternal 
Order of Police, and my delegates 
Connie Knox and Ann. Also with 
John today is his son John McMahon 
who is a tremendous sergeant who 
works in the ONI and works a lot 
in narcotics and knows the 
problems of our City today. I 
thank everybody for coming here, 
it’s a great honor for John, a 
great honor for the FOP and a 
great honor for all people in law 
enforcement and the youth of our 
City today. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Before I turn it over to Mr. 
McMahon, is there anyone else who 
would like to say a few words? 


Dave: 


After Pat McNamara hit the 
microphone I can only say two 
things. First of all I’m a 
lifetime Northsider and so is 
John. We graduated from the same 
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high school, Allegheny, High 
School. I worked with the 
gentleman when he was a lieutenant 
and I was a sergeant. We spent so 
many happy days together and I 
wish him ali the luck and 
success. Congratulations. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Colleagues, ladies and 
gentlemen, John McMahon. 


John McMahon: 


I don't know what to say to 
tell you the truth. But seeing 
all these people going out of here 
I think there can't be anybody 
left. I’ve got to tell you a 
story. I'm a product of the beat 
cop. That was the greatest public 
relations service we had on the 
police department, the beat cop. 
Before I go any further, my son 
Johnny and I have had a couple of 
affairs and policemen came up and 
said to me, I want to teli you 
something, "he’s a chip off the 
old block", and damn, boy I’m 
proud of that. I'm proud of him, 
he’s a chip off the old block, 
that means I must've been pretty 
good. But any way, our beat 
policeman--he knew the 
neighborhood, he knew the night 
watchman, he knew the mailman, the 
milk driver in the morning. We 
have lost that. We lost the fact 
that we had a corner man, a 
traffic man on the corner 
directing traffic. He was there 
everyday. When there was a bank 
holdup he was often times the 
first guy in the bank. JI remember 
I went into Mellon Bank one time 
and I beat everybody up there. 
One of our policeman was hurt at 
Mercy Hospital and I was visiting 
him and I would come down and 
Mellon Bank. was at Fifth and Pride 
I believe. And the alarm came in 








and I ran right in there. Now, 
about three or four days later 1 
had my check and I.was with Jim 
Bolger and I was going to get it 
cashed down at the Melion Bank at 
the corner of Sixth and Wood and 
it was a new building. Anyway, I 
go in and a guy won’t cash it for 
me. Now its written on their 
bank, its a City payroll check and 
its a Mellon Bank. Well anyway, I 
knew the people at the main branch 
at Fifth and Smithfield so I left 
there and I go up to Fifth and 
Smithfield and I knew one of the 
big guys down there and I wanted 
to see him but he was off. There 
was another man in his place and 
they put me on to him and I said, 
"I’m in a full uniform and they 
still won’t cash my check," and he 
said "oh anybody can get one of 
those uniforms," and I said "now 
wait a minute, I want to tell you 
something, they didn’t stop me at 
the door at the bank when I ran in 
when you thought you had a 
holdup. They didn’t ask me if I 
was a cop." But anyway, we've 
lost that and I understand that 
the City today and the FOP are 
coming together. I want you to 
visualize something, a cage 
enclosure wired with two donkeys 
in the middle. There is a barrel 
of hay here and there is a barrel 
of hay there and they are fighting 
one another to get that barrel of 
hay, but something dawns upon 
them. They turn around and change 
directions. They ate that barrel 
of hay and then when they were 
finished with the one barrel of 
hay they asked the other. I hope 
that’s what happens with the City 
of Pittsburgh and the FOP because 
we don’t want a fight. All we are 
doing is paying lawyers, losing 
time and hurting the citizens of 
Pittsburgh. I want to thank you, 
I didn’t think I would ever get 
this. I’m happy I will. be able to 
wear my hat. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. McMahon, you will be happy 
to know that we are putting beat 


officers back in every 
neighborhood and you are 
absolutely right. For my 


colleague who had to listen to me 
pound the table about beat 
officers for the last two years 
and several months on Council, you 
can see where it comes from. 
Northsiders are very supportive of 
the beat officers concept and I've 
learned from my past and I 
remember seeing you on the streets 
when I was growing up and I think 
it is the way to go, so we learned 
a hard lesson and we are going 
back to that concept and I 
congratulate you and thank you for 
your service to the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 
Lieutenant. 


Thank you 
Congratulations. 


At this time I see a number of 
guests in the audience. I'd like 
to call upon Councilman Chris 
Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 


Along with Councilman 
Hertzberg, I think what we do is 
we dwell on the negative and don't 
look at the positive and reinforce 
those who are willing to give of 
their time and effort for our 
youth, but here is a resolution

week program based on the ten 
principles of life and modeled

Teenage Program introduced 20

WHEREAS, this program is 
designed to build self-esteem in 
African-American male 
participants, ages 9 to 17 years 
of age. The program addresses the 
issues of crime, drugs and 
violence that affect the lives of 
many of today’s African American

WHEREAS, these participants 
will discuss with caring adults, 
Christian values, a belief in a 
higher power, ethics, sexuality 
and the pitfalls of fatherhood, 
drugs and disease, led by 
volunteers of various backgrounds;

WHEREAS, the program also 
addresses the need to provide 
African-American youths with 
knowledge of their rich heritage 
by providing weekly classes in 
African-American history; and 


WHEREAS, the program will 
conduct a talent competition 
segment as a means of teaching 
respect for one's God-given 
talents and the talents of others, 
and will consist of dancing, 
singing and acting; and 


WHEREAS, many African-American 
males from the community will 
participate in this program to 
gain the tools to act as positive 
role models to their peers, 
including: George Barron, Kunta 
Bradford, Brian Dallas, Demond 
Gowder, Trevor Gowder, Roger 
Graham, Jr., Brian Harris, Jr., 
Maurice Harvey, Andre Jennings, 
Andre Johnson, Jr., Dwayne Jordon, 
Abdul Martin, Devin Moore, Aaron 
Phinisee, Brandon Pitts, Louis 
Ranson, Terrance Walker, Thomas 
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West II, and Jerome Wiggins; and 


WHEREAS, the competition will 
be presented on Sunday, February 
27, 1994 at 5:00 P.M. at Soldiers 
and Sailors Memorial Hall in 
Oakland by Jean Bryant 
Productions. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh extends rave 
reviews to the Mister 
African-American competition, and 
declares February 27, 1994 Mister 
African-American Competition Day 
in the City of Pittsburgh. 


On the motion of Councilman 
Smith, the Resolution was adopted. 


Mr. Smith: 


Well Miss Bryant why don't you 
come up and start this off. 


Miss Bryant: 


President Ferlo, Councilman 
Smith and Council members, thank 
you for this honor and this 
opportunity. 


On February 27, I don’t know 
if you were counting on it or not, 
but, there will be 20 young men who 
will graduate from our program and 
join 26 others who graduated last 
year, so you can see this is an 
ongoing program and we intend that 
the City of Pittsburgh will have 
in the future a lot of positive 
African American males coming from 
this program and certainly 
enhancing the City of Pittsburgh. 
And at this time I would like to 
call Mr. Albert Hatley and after 
that Lamont Jones and some of our 
other volunteers. 








Mr. Albert Hatley: 


President Ferlo, Councilman 
Smith, Council Members, I'd like 
to thank you for this opportunity, 
recognizing the fact that there 
are positive things going on in 
Pittsburgh other than what we see 
and read. The good thing about 
these young people is the 
excitement that they bring to the 
program. Without them there would 
not be a need for Mr. African 
America. The one thing that they 
need to know is that there are 
options in life and we are about 
trying to provide them with 
choices and this is one choice 
that they have--to broaden their 
horizons about what can happen to 
them if they apply themselves. We 
give them the very basic and 
fundamental principles of life 
that center around the Ten 
Commandments. There is a higher 
believer and they believe in a 
higher being. So if there is 
anything that we can do that will 
provide them with a positive view 
on life, it is to provide role 
models by sharing with these young 
volunteers, reporters, attorneys, 
accountants, general lay people, 
laborers, from all walks of life, 
people come to hear or share their 
experiences.

The Chair: 


Thank you. 
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Lamont Jones: 


I'm 
just a little disappointed that 
more of the public is not here to 
see these young men. It would be 
a direct challenge, I think, to 
the stereotypes that we see so 
often in the media and I can say 
that because I am in the media. 
But these are young men who are 
the example of the majority of 
young people who are not in 
trouble out there, who are not out 
doing bad things, who are doing 
constructive things and I hope 
people tune in when this is on 
television to see them. Once 
again, this is a happy occasion. 
I'd like to thank City Council and 
I'd like to thank the City Council 


President for honoring this 
concept, this idea, and these 
young men. At this time I would 


like to introduce Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Michelle Guzman who is 
another volunteer with the 
program. 


Michelle Guzman: 


Well, I wasn't quite prepared 
to make any statement on behalf of 
Mr. African America but I would 
like to let you ‘know that I have 
been working with the program 
since its inception in February of 
1993. It's probably one of my 
prouder achievements, working with 
young people and helping them to 
go in the correct direction and 
hopefully helping them to follow 
my lead. I appreciate it when I 
get questions about my career and 
that I am able to answer those 
questions and direct them in a 
path that I found very rewarding 
myself. 


I would encourage all of you 


to attend the program on Sunday, 
this coming Sunday, February 








27th. This program has been an 
encouragement and a celebration of 
individuality and unity above all 
and I would encourage you all to 
come out and celebrate and 
encourage the individuality of 
each of the twenty boys, we only 
have a few of them here, but each 
of the twenty boys who are 
competing in this talent 
competition and have benefited 
from the personal growth 
experience that they have had 
during their seven weeks, and also 
to celebrate that individuality 


and unity. Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Thank You. 


Mr. Smith: 


The program is for the kids so 
I'm going to put somebody on the 
spot and I need a volunteer to 
step forward and say something. 


Speaker: 


Through the competition I’ve 
learned how to say stuff to 
others, how to get along with 
other people. It was a really 
interesting experience, one that 
I've never had the chance to 
experience before. 


I just would encourage all of 
you to come out and help us in our 
competition. It’s going to be a 
real different experience for all 
of us. Its going to be a lot of 
nervousness.

You've heard the reading and 
title of the bill. Is there any 
discussion? 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. On 
this bill, you're handing out at 
this moment the letter that I sent 
to Sal Sirabella on Friday, and 
I'd like to just read it. It’s a 
short letter if I may. 


"Dear Deputy Mayor Sirabella: 


With reference to the 
comprehensive playground safety 
audit and comprehensive playground 
safety program, I have outlined 
the work to be performed for the 
City of Pittsburgh by a 
consultant. This letter shall 
serve to define the scope of the 
work that we discussed during the 
Standing Committee Meeting on 
Wednesday, February 16, 1994. 


We seek assistance in three 
areas: 


i. To review, refine and 


amend as necessary the check lists 
that are prepared by the 





Department of Public Works based 
on ASTM and CPSP guidelines. 


2% Conduct training of 
approximately 12 city employees on 
those standards for playground 
safety and on how to conduct a 
field investigation of the one 
hundred sixty-six play areas in 
the City, and accompany and 
supervise City employees of the 
three initial test sites. 


3. After the investigation of 
all play areas is completed and 
the data compiled, assist in the 
creation of the comprehensive 
playground safety program based on 
the finding of the comprehensive 
audit." 


If you recall at the Wednesday 
meeting, Mr. Sirabella asked me to 
make a recommendation for the 
expert to do those three things 
and it says here in the letter my 
recommendation for a consultant to 
perform this work is Elizabeth 
Caesar, her address, phone number 
and a fax of her resume are 
attached. I would appreciate it 
if you would instruct the Law 
Department to enter into a 
contract as soon as possible. 
I've passed around Elizabeth 
Caesar’s resume and I think you 
can see she is very well 
qualified. She is a consultant in 
playground safety. She actually 
co-founded and is President of a 
group that designs and 
manufactures play equipment and 
she has conducted many, many 
seminars in this area. I think 
she is well qualified for this and 
we should move ahead as quickly as . 
possible to make sure that the 
audit and hazard analysis of all 
play areas in the City of 
Pittsburgh is completed as soon as 
possible and then to move forward 
with an actual comprehensive 
playground safety plan. 
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When all of this is through, 
Mr. President, I think we are 
going to be able to have a whole 
new definition of playground 
improvements and its going to be 
based not on politics or turf 
battles or any other reason but 
rather on safety which really 
should be the fundamental 
principle guiding improvements of 
our play areas. So what I would 
like to do is have my comments 
from the discussion with Mr. 
Sirabella from last Wednesday 
brought forward and I would 
appreciate it if we could move 
ahead with this bill. 


REFER TO ADDENDUM FOR COMMENTS

Thank you very much Mr. 
Cohen. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I'd just Like to commend 
Councilman Cohen for working with 
this council and this 
Administration. This bill started 
out at $40,000.00 and through a 
good deal of communicating with 
our Administration, with some of 
the schools in the area, Mr. Cohen 
has been able to bring it down to 
$10,000.00. I think he needs to 
be commended. I think it is a 
well needed program and we need 
this program in the City and I'd 
just like to thank you for your 
input on that.

You’ve heard the reading and 
titles of the bills.

Mr. Smith: 

Bill 153. It is not the 
project that I am against, it is 


the process of granting an 
exception to an ordinance that 
existed in the City. Are we 
sending a signal that the MBE/WBE 
requirements are not that 
important? This Administration 
has yet to fill positions in the 
monitoring division of the MBE/WBE 
and in fact, it is asking us to 
give people raises when there are 
two part-time positions that need 
to be two full-time positions. I 
am afraid that this Council is 
sending a signal to the 
Administration and to other 
organizations that if need be we 
can get around any of this 
MBE/WBE. My fear is also that it 
will go to many aspects such as 
union, prevailing wage, that we 
should not send a signal that if 
you are not complete in accordance 
we will forgive you. So 
therefore, I will be abstaining on 
153 based on process protest and 
not the actual construction of 
what is needed and wanted by the 
community. 


The Chair: 

Other discussion on this 
matter or other matters. 
Mr. Cusick: 

Yes Mr. President. I, too 


agree with Mr. Smith regarding the 
MBE/WBE policy. I think that your 
amendment at our last meeting and 
pending the submission of an 
MBE/WBE policy pursuant to the 
Pittsburgh Code, I believe that 
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covers that as long as they 
fulfill those requirements or 
goals that are set forth in the 
MBE /WBE. So I will be voting in 
favor. 


The Chair: 


In response, Mr. Smith's point 
is well taken. The amendment does 
explicitly legally bind the 
Administration prior to the 
execution of this agreement to 
confirm and verify the MBE/WBE 
participation, but I think 
Councilman Smith's concerns are 
well taken. 


We have a major proposal from 
the Administration on various 
changes to the budget, one of 
which does deal with the issue of 
the MBE staff, and I think before 
we let that issue go Wednesday we 
need some clarification from the 
Administration on exactly what the 
configuration and commitment is 
relative to staffing, and the 
authorization of this Council for 
the 1994 budget. That is true not 
only in this instance but the 
Parks and Recreation proposal that 
Mr. O'Connor offered. We want a 
clarification on that. Again, 
there’s an opportunity tomorrow to 
clear the air and resolve a number 
of issues relative to the 
Administration's request. I hope 
that we can zero in on that at the 
session tomorrow in the Standing 
Committee. 


Any other discussion on any 
other matter or on this bill? 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


On this bill, Mr. President. 
Z don’t want a message out there 
that I don’t think the 
participation of minorities -and 
women is important. That’s not 
the message that I want sent, but 





I am voting in favor.of this 
bill.

JI think 
the kind of message I want to send 
out to the community and to a 
community organization like this 
that is trying as hard as they can 
to expedite and improve within 
their community, is that we are 
going to try to work with you and 
if you miss the technical deadline 
we'll try to help you out.

Mr. President, I'd just Like 
to congratulate you again on this 
bill. I think it is very 
important, but not only that 
you’ve even gone one step further 
and that’s asking our County 
Controller for a complete audit of 
the Cable Bureau. JI don’t know if 
we've received an answer yet, but 
again I think it is a real 
important issue. I’d like to see 
this money go back into our public 
safety and I’m sure a lot of the 
colleagues here would also like to 
see that.

I believe on 
March 2nd, I know Mr. Onorato has 
been working on this, the Marshal 
Shadeland area at Bethel 
Assembly. There will be a meeting 
and all the evening meetings will 
be held at 6:30 March 16th is 
the Lawrenceville Community, both 
the 6th, 9th and the 10th Wards 
and I’ve asked them to look up the 
Teamster Temple. Knoxville, I 
believe Mr. Ricciardi is working 
on this with the Administration 
March 7; Overbrook, March 10th, 
possibly at Saint Norberts. Mr. 
Cusick has been helping on this 
point and in the Bluff area March 
15th, I believe is the tentative 
date and I would ask obviously 
that the Administration work with 
each respective Council member and 
I see Mr. Cohen’s hand going up. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President would you please 
provide us all with the list of 
those dates and I'm sure the East 
End is in there somewhere. 


The Chair: 


Yes. We have a few. I know I 
the Highland Park Community Club 
has asked that the meeting not 
take place until some time in 
April which I know the 
Administration will be honoring. 


If these meetings are to be 
productive I think some advance 
discussion by some of the 
leadership in these neighborhoods 
should happen and obviously 
Council members are very active in 
all these neighborhoods and I 
think we need to help formulate 
what some of ‘the priority areas 
are for City Government both on 
the operation side as well as 
future capital infrastructure 





consideration. Again we need to 
work in a cooperative spirit with 
the Administration on these and 1 
would ask the Clerk to formerly 
communicate to the Mayor thanking 
him for launching these 
neighborhoods meetings; however, 
reminding him to be in touch with 
each respective Council member as 
it relates to date, time, place 
and agenda of the various 
meetings. 


Are there any other issues on 
this matter?

Mr. O'Conner: 


Very briefly. I know we have 
a public hearing but I've been 
getting a lot of questions about 
the carbon monoxide legislation 
that I'm introducing tomorrow and 
it will come to the table next 
week. I just want to briefly 
within a few seconds cover the 
items. 


Carbon Monoxide intoxication 
accounts for almost half of the 
fatal poisons in the United 
States. Carbon monoxide is 
commonly misdiagnosed with 
flu-like syndromes and creates 
thousands of illnesses. Neither 
the City Building Code nor the 
BOCA national code has adopted 
anything to address the use of new 
carbon monoxide detectors whether 
it be residential, institutional 
or commercial. Especially during 
the severe winters we've had, 
there is quite a danger with poor 
heating systems, people tend to 
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use their stoves, kerosone 
heaters, and it has presented 
quite a danger to the public. 
What this legislation amounts to 
is to determine the adequacy of 
the building code with the regard 
to the prevention of carbon 
monoxide, and determine what 
preventive measures should be 
adopted by the City, if any. 
Also, that we present to Council 
within 60 days its findings and if 


appropriate, we would pass 
legislation for your 
consideration. 


What I would really like to 
achieve in this legislation, I 
feel it’s a health and safety 


issue that should be brought 
forward especially since it 
concerns children and senior 
citizens. There is a new 


technology that I think we should 
be taking advantage of. What I 
would request, Mr. President, for 
next Wednesday’s meeting, is that 
BBI, Dom Cimino would be there, 
Chief Kennedy from the Paramedics 
and Fire Chief Dickerson if they 
could be at the table to discuss 
the issue. 


The Chair: 


I have no objection to that. 
Traditionally, 
introduced like this as well as a 
zoning bill, it’s usually, 
immediately referred to the Board 
for a report and recommendation.

On one other matter briefly 
because it early in the year and I 
think we need to start talking 
about it now because we have a new 
Administration whose not 
necessarily been aware of past 
problems, but I happened to notice 
this flier at the elevator 
regarding a hundred summer jobs. 
These are part-time jobs relative 
to the summer life guards. 
Looking at this leaflet I’m very 
concerned because it looks like a 
repeat of the same old thing and 
this leaflet doesn't cut it. 
We're not going to achieve the 
directive of this Council which is 
to have all neighborhood pools 
open from late June through Labor 
day. The $6.00 per hour is still 
a concern, not assisting 
individuals with their 
certification is still a concern, 
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the issue of residency is still/a 
concern and this is not going to 
cut it. So I would = ask 
respectfully that Mr. Hertzberg is 
chairing this Committee Parks and 
Rescreation, please follow up on 
this matter and maybe you can give 
us a report at next week’s 
meeting. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I can give you a brief one 
right now. There has been quite a 
bit of work put into-trying to 
ensure that we staff the City’s 
swimming pools for the entire 


summer. Great efforts have been 
made and are continuing to be 
made. Something that you’re going 


to see coming up soon that I’m 
working on it, it may not resolve 
some problems this summer cause 
its going to take some time, but 
you're going to see a proposal to 
amend Pittsburgh’s Home Rule 
Charter to permit us to employ 
Pittsburgh Public school employees 
during the summer months. 
Currently the City’s Charter 
prohibits that and of course we 
have to get that on the ballot and 
I'm sure we don't have time to do 
it for this summer but that’s 
something for next summer. 


There's a whole variety of 
things we are doing this summer to 
get the word out and the 
applications are up and I think 
we're going to be fine. 


The Chair: 


Okay- Again if anyone is 
interested in a summer life guard 
position, forty hours a week pay, 
they can call 622-6917 in relation 
to this activity, but we do need a 
post agenda on this matter in the 
next few weeks and I’11 look to 
Mr. Hertzberg to deal with that 
issue.

{BEGINNING - MR. COREN'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 87, WEDNESDAY, 
FEBRUARY 2, 1994) 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr- Chairman. Just to bring us up to date on 
this. If you recall the playground safety legislation that this 
Council, passed calls for an audit and hazard analysis of every 
play area and piece of play equipment in the City of Pittsburch. 
Certainly because there have been injuries -- over 200,000 
injuries nationwide of children on play equipment and that is 
what gave rise to this legislation. In that it requires this 
analysis to be done. Last week the Adninistration presented us 
with a consultant to review and we decided to hold the bill for 
one week so that we could have a review of the consultants. 
Since then I have spoken with Mr. Sirabella and Mr. Kraszewski 
about this and I would like rather than to put words into your 
mouths, would like to hear what your proposal is this morning. 


alte Sirabella: 


I'm looking at this matter and this is a carryover from 
last year from one of my discussions I've heard you talk 
about -- this is a five-month process that hasn't come to 
finalization yet. 


Looking at this matter I simply asked the question can we 
do this in-house and I spoke to you about it Councilman Cohen, 
and we have since then looked to see if we can and the ultimate 
goal of this is not only to do this one-term study but to 
produce a type of sensitivity by all our employees to these type 
of problems. I would simply propose that we have and Director 
Kraszewski is going to speak next -- looked at this item and 
then also propose that we bring in a training element here where 
our individuals that work for us will be trained to look for 
these types of problems and if it takes someone to train a 
trainer who will train our employees on an ongoing basis then 
that's what I'm looking at. So I'm looking to restructure this 
thing and possibly save some money but more importantly keep the 
goal of safety in the parks so we need a little more time and in 
this past week Director Kraszewski has looked at the matter and 
has come back with a preliminary report and I have asked him to 
talk to you about that now. 


Dir. Kraszewski: 


After listening last week to all of Council's concerns and 
views, I digested the information and held a meeting following 
Council session and met with staff and made inquiries to other 
agencies within the city that could possibly support the 
in-house project versus going outside. We do have inquiries out 
to the local universities as well to see if we can get some 
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support staff there asking for free to start with and see what 
happens. 


It was determined and it was my view after assessing it 
personally that we did have in-house resources that were good. 
There's a good deal of expertise in the Department of 
Engineering and Construction which can be made available to us 
to oversee the management of this undertaking and I met with 
Parks staff and we're building a team to do this and we feel we 
can do it in-house and we think we can have a written report 
back to you within a week which will outline the type of format 
that we will use in the approach including the logging items 
that will be needed to determine what safety procedures we'll be 
checking and logging. So we think we can do it in-house we will 
get back to you on that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


As you know, I have not been happy at all with how long it 
has been taking to get this done. At the same time I do not 
blame this administration for it. You came in four months after 
the Playground Safety Ordinance was passed. 


My position is that it doesn't matter to me who does this 
study as long as there are certain principles that are complied 
with and if I can lay out those principles from my point of 
view. One is that there is a qualified trainer. Somebody who 
is expert in playground safety who can train whoever is going to 
be doing this hazard and audit analysis. The consultants that 
had been proposed in the past has a gentleman named Monte 
Christensen in there and he is somebody on that caliber who is 
really an expert in this area. 


Secondly, just that when it's done it's complied with the 
law that says that it has to be done in accordance with this 
booklet here. We have talked about this Mr. Kraszewski a lot 
but just for other people who are watching it's called 
"Evaluating And Improving Playground Safety" ~~ a playground 
inventory and assessment system that's done by really the two 
people that helped me draft the legislation. 





Third, is that it be done not on a part-time basis. I like 
the idea of city workers doing this because as Mr. Sirabella 
said for the future we're going to have to make sure that these 
pieces of equipment continue to be inspected and that city 
employees have the ability to do that but for the first hazard 
analysis I don't think it should be done on a part-time basis as 
something that's placed on top of their other duties because you 
and I know that would not work. : 


Lastly, that it be in a timely fashion. If those 


principles are complied with then I would be happy to have city 
employees do this. We would save money by doing it and have the 
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added benefit of having those city employees be able to maintain 
and inspect pieces of equipment now and through the future. If 
you recall another audit has to be done every five years. Of 
course you would want to maintain all the pieces of equipment 
during that five-year period so the next audit is a much better 
one. But from my point of view that is a fine direction to 
move in as long as we comply with those principles. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I have a question and maybe it's directed towards Mr. Cohen 
concerning city employees reviewing the equipment. Obviously 
city employees can look at the equipment itself and to see if 
it's well maintained or see in any way if something needs to be 
replaced such as a bolt. But Mr. Cohen, when you first 
explained this all to us and I believe you had a post-agenda, we 
talked about other things. For example, there’s a swing in the 
Southside where when people would jump off there's a wall. 1f 
mean, I though there were other things that say how high 
something should be or how far away something should be so when 
a child jumps off. Do city employees have those skills and 
knowledge of knowing those types of information? 


Mr. Cohen: 


They don't now as I don't now. I know certain pieces of 
equipment that I know to be dangerous from talking to these 
experts but at the same time I think if we had somebody with the 
right -- and this is what I believe you are prceposing -- if we 
had somebody with the right qualifications, we'd have to hire an 
outside expert but someone with the right qualifications to come 
in and train the city workers I do think they can be trained and 
after talking to Susan DeFrancesco who really co-wrote this book 
about this, she said absolutely and capable workers can be 
trained in this field so long as we have the right person 
training them. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


So we are going to have someone with expertise however and 
having some sort of training classes for our workers. 


Dir. Kraszewski: 


We do have city workers on staff; one person in E and C and 
one person in Public Works that do know the standards and the 
codes. They would have to help train the other employees to 
understand this and know how to gauge it and log it. That's the 
process which we are starting. I don't know if we're going to 
need additional help with training; we may, but our first 
endeavor is to identify the resources and strengths we have 
in-house and go on from there. That might be a part of the 
request but it is not right now. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


Do these two people that you just mentioned, do they have 
their training and expertise by just reading this material or do 
they have -- are they certified on this field or have they 
attended any type of seminars? 


Dir. Kraszewski: 


We're talking about a person in the Engineering Department 
that I can provide that background to you in a memo. A person 
that deals with these items every day and knows the codes by 
memory. The people in Public Works have already done some 
training on it although it was not successful which we talked 
about before. So there are several people with expertise but 
they will have to be trained without question to get the others 
on the team to understand what it is what they need to do. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


The reality of this thing is that we have city employees who 
have this background in their professional background that have 
these qualifications that possibly need to be strengthened. I 
would look at some sort of a training possibly through Community 
College. We have individuals that can probably lead the 
training and if we would need additional training I would ask 
Community College to put together a course for individuals and 
they will attend it and it would be done properly. Let's rely 
on the assets that we have which are two individuals that we 
found as part of their profession, have this standard of 
understanding of what the regulations are and it's simply not 
nuts and bolts. Nuts and bolts should be a daily routine check. 
It's the distances between swing sets, it's the walls, it's the 
ground, et cetera, so we have that and to spend this kind of 
money on this study which is going to be a planning study and 
all of the planners out there -- so to do that is not necessary, 
simply, and the future of it as we agree with Councilman Cohen 
and Councilman Darkins who's the Chairman of the Public Works 
Committee, that we need this element here to provide for future 
of our employees and it's part of Mayor Murphy's discussion that 
we have talked about in training our employees to help 
themselves do their job better and this is one way to do it and 
it was an instant analysis here in terms of spending this 
$40,000.00. I'm glad it's taken five months for you to get to 
not approving anything because we would not have had a shot 
about this last month. 


Mr. Smith: 


Motion to table.

Will they work with or contact community groups to identify 
their problems? 


Dir. Kraszewski: 


The in-house plan is being put together right now and that 
will be available for review before we start to make sure we 
meet all the components and criteria that Councilman Cohen and 
others have mentioned. The way we see it going, we were going 
to go out and use the standards and guidelines and merely survey 
it. It would not mean going to canmunity groups. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


I don't intend this to be a long process. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I don't either but if there are concerns from the community 
group can they be forwarded to you as Director? 
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Dir. Kraszewski: 


Absolutely and they may or may not be relevant to the 
guideline issues but we certainly would like to hear what the 
community's views are. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I think that the $70.00 for a consultant for I believe Monte 
Christensen and the small amount of time that he's spending here 
for his expertise -- his people may be good at that too but T 
hope that they're concerned about the communi ty's concerns. 


Dir. Kraszewski: 


Again, what we're talking about here today is an endeavor 
to do this project in-house with city resources and not to 
utilize outside resources. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Gentlemen, you're saying that you want to have a better 
plan that you can present to Council soon and that's what I'm 
hearing. 


Dir. Kraszewski: 
Correct. 
Mr. Cohen: 


You want to have a chance to develop a plan and bring it 
back to Council. What I would suggest Mr. Chairman since this 
is obviously a bill that we can talk about for the next hour is 
that we allow the Administration to do that. Come back to 
Council with a plan and either do that in a post-agenda format 
or at this table during the committee. I would like to ask if 
you would meet with myself and with Susan DeFrancesco who is 
from Pittsburgh and who's an expert in this area that can talk 
about this prior to that; is that all right? 


Dir. Kraszewski: 
That's fine with me. 
Mr. Ferloz 
Is it the Administration's intent not to engage a 


consultant but to do whatever you're going to do not involving a 
consultant. : 
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Mr. Sirabella: 


Our intention is not to involve a consultant to do the type 
of scope. We may very well use a consultant in a far lesser 
monetary role for training but not necessarily this group. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
Okay. 
Mr. Cohen: 


If I can raise one other issue and that is the legislation 
also calls for another thing to be done within that six-month 
period. Rubberized safety surfacing is very expensive and one 
of our of biggest problems with our playgrounds is that a few of 
them have rubberized safety surfaces. 


Dir. Kraszewski: 
About 50 of them have it and over 107 do not. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I do not mean that as a criticism. I realize it's 
expensive and it takes time to put rubberized safety surfacing 
in but what the legislation called for was also a position by 
the Administration and a study to look at other alternative 
forms of surfacing including; sand, wood chips, wood mulch et 
cetera. That also has to be done within six months and I think 
that it's very important for the City to do that because it's a 
lot cheaper and I think could be safer in the long run. 1f 
realize there are some challenges including the American with 
Disabilities Act but I'm sure that we can comply with the 
American with Disabilities Act by making sure that the walk and 
runways are not covered with this kind of surfacing but rather 
that under the slides and swings et cetera, we do have this. So 
just to remind to add that to add that to the study please. 


Ur. Sirabella: 


My understanding then in terms of the surfacing, you're 
talking six months and that is for us to determine -- the six 
months was when we passed the Playground Safety Ordinance for us 
to determine what kind of surfaces are needed, not actually to 
do the work. 


Mr. Cohen: 
That's correct. What's called for in the bill is that the 
Department of Public Works in consultation with the Department 


of Parks and Recreation and the Department of Engineering and 
Construction conduct a study calculating the feasibility and

cost effectiveness of installing loosefill surfacing. Not to do 
it but to have a study done so we can decide that issue on a 
policy basis. 
Dir. Kraszewski: 
AS part of an action plan to be implemented. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 
Call the question on the hold and how long is the hold? 
Mr. Smith: 

There is a motion and a second to table the bill. 
The Chair: 

Was there a second to table? 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I know it was seconded but the Administration is saying 
that they may still hire some type of a consultant so we might 
as well leave the bill active although clearly it will not be in 
this dollar amount. 

Mr. Sirabella:

Mr. Cohen: 


This is the bill for a consultant on playground safety. I 
want to tell you that I met with a number of city workers 
including Director Ralph Kraszewski and Jeff Roran and Mike 
Gable from Public Works and Bruce Paydoff and Tom Olivo from the 
Engineering and Construction Department and also Ron Mayers from 
Reverend Darkins office was there too and that was last 
Thursday. We had a long meeting on that and what I'd like to do 
is have Director Kraszewski summarize what the Administration's 
plan is on playground safety. 


Mr. Rraszewski: 


What the Department of Public Works is putting together is 
a team of employees from the Department of Public Works, Parks 
Bureau and also working with the Department of Engineering and 
Construction -- two engineers are a part of that team ~~ and 
that will comprise our in-house effort to put together an | 
analysis form to gather data collected in the field to then be 
put in a data base computerized -- as well with a pictorial 
computerized record of what's going on in the field, the layout 
of the particular playground sites. Our estimates right now 
show that within about three weeks we will be completed with 
the questionnaire form and be ready to undertake the in-field 
analysis with in-house forces. We feel that some support from 
professional services will be necessary and that support will be 
a lot less than this legislation originally intended. it 
certainly won't be anywhere near the $40,000.00 scope. The help 
area we'd be in will be finalizing and approving of the form 
that we have to ensure that it is collecting all the necessary 
data and primarily it would be in the area of training. The 
employees from Public Works and Parks bureaus who will be 
actually doing the study, conducting the data collection in the © 
field. Upon completion of this which would again start in 
mid-March, upon completion of the entire collection of data, we 
would be compiling a report which would be an analysis and 
conclusion and show recommended actions which would have 
budgetary impact as well as operational planning impact. 


Mr. Cohen: 


t have a few questions if I may. Let me take one step 
backwards and remind people that this was Council's bill on 
playground safety and that the first requirement really of the 
bill is to prepare an audit and hazard analysis of every play 
area and piece of play equipment in the City of Pittsburgh which 
I realize is no small task. There are 166 playgrounds and play 
areas in the City of Pittsburgh. The bill that is before us was 
really for a consultant to spend $49,000.00 for a consuitant to 
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do the work. The Administration proposed and I at least aareed 
that city workers can do the foot work on the audit and hazard 
analysis. I'm glad to hear you say that we do need a playground 
safety expert to be able to train our workers prior to them 
going out and doing the work. Do you have in mind yet who that 
playground safety expert would be? 


Mr. Kraszewski: 


We haven't singled it down to one individual. We are in 
contact with five or six different individuals as well as 
contacting playground services companies and the folks who have 
worked on preparing the standards to make sure we're doing a 
thorough search. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Let's talk about what the expert would do. My view that we 
discussed last Thursday is that the city workers would do all of 
the work and going out to the play areas and doing the audit, 
that we would though have an expert and to me I don't have 
anybody in particular in mind but I think there are three or 
four in this area who are particularly good. The expert would 
train the workers, would review the checklist prior to that 
checklist being finalized and also come in at the end of the 
process to help develop an action plan on the Comprehensive 
Playground Safety Program. Is that jibe with your thinking? 


Mr. Rraszewski: 


There would be four areas that would be of interest to us. 
One would be on the evaluation of the data collection form, as I 
said, to make sure that we have devised it properly and are 
doing what is required by ASTM standards. Two, to develop a 
rating system relative to the identifiable hazards. Three, to 
train the team to actually go out and do the work. We think 
this is a very important area. Four, to help in preparing the 
final report. This would help bring in an independent party and 
I think would add credibility to the report. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


I think we would agree to that but I'd like to move if we 
can in this process, is to let's decide on a person today. 
You've had experience with this whole program. Let's decide 
today, let’s name a person at your recommendation. You name a 
person right now today and let's get it started and get these 
people looking at the form. We have the form, this is the form 
here that we have reviewed. Can we approve a name today? f'11 
put in a budget number that is one fourth of what the original 
budget number is and if we need additional authorization later 
for additional moneys, let's go with that. 
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Mr. Kraszewski: 

We have several things going on. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Point of procedure. Obviously we don’t have to name the 
vendor the person, we can pass generic legislation with a number 
and Mr. Cohen who's taken the lead on this can work with Deputy 
Mayor Sal Sirabella and come up with a vendor. That does not 
have to come before us today. But we can approve the 
legislation and a number move forward with Mr. Cohen's 
leadership. 

Mr. Sirabella: 

Would that allow us to then start tanorrow? 
Mr. Cohen: 

Yes. I'm glad that you're asking that because it means 
we're moving forward with the greatest possible speed and I 
would suggest that we move along the lines suggested by Mr. 
Ricciardi. 

There have been three or four names suggested to me but I 
do think we should look at the resumes and make an informed 
decision on that and we can do that very quickly. 

Mr. Sirabella: 


We're going to allow that decision to be made by you. You 
make the decision, you tell us who and we'll go with it. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tt's a deal. And I think that having the legislation be 
one fourth of what the initial legislation is fine. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
Second to your amendment. 
The Chair: 


All in favor on the amendment? Opposed? The amendment 
passes 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I was trying to say, what was the amendment? I think we need 
to do a little bit more. 
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Mr. Cohen: 

I have other questions if I can. If I could. Director 
Kraszewski, you said it would take about three weeks to complete 
the checklist? 

Mr. Kraszewski: 

Yes. 

Mr. Cohen: 


If I recall you are going to have a pilot project to use 
that checklist on at least two or three playgrounds. 


Mr. Kraszewski: 
To ensure it works. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Will that be done in the same time frame? 
Mr. Kraszewski: 
Yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Could you have somebody do a brief memo to Council after 
it's completed to let us know how it's going? 


Mr. Kraszewski: 

Sure. 

Mr. Cohen: 

The second part is the audit part, the actual going out and 
checking on the play areas and my understanding is that there 
will be two four-person teams going on and checking the play 
areas? 

Mr. Kraszewski: 
That's correct. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Why do we need four people? 
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Mc. Kraszewski: 


The reason we're training four -- it's not essential to 
have four. We want to ensure that we have enough people trained 
to do this in the event that somebody would go to another job 
through else attrition and we want to train that many people. 
You can do this with six people but we want to do it as fast as 
possible. 


Mr. Cohen: 

You are going to hit two sites per team per day. 
Mr. Kraszewski: 

That is the projection but it’s going to vary. Some sites 
are going to go a lot quicker, some are going to take that long, 
depending on the complexity of the site 
Mr. Cohen: 

How long do you think the audit process will take? 

Mr. Rraszewski: 

It calculates out to very similar to what the consultant 
had originally predicted. They were saying about three months 
to collect the data and one month to compile it. The actual 
numbers are to be about two and one-half months but of course 
this is the contingent on weather conditions of actual working 
days. 

Mr. Sirabella: 

One of the things I want to add is that as we prepare the 
audit, we will be doing also repairs, not waiting for the whole 
report to come in. So as we are continuing to do the 
inspections, the ones we've inspected we're going to begin to do 
the work to get them corrected. 

Mr. Cohen: 
Ones where you find hazards. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


Exactly, it's an ongoing thing. So we will get together 
and wait for the project to come in and then we will make a 
decision. They will be repairing and inspecting done at the 
same time to move this process. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


Probably the hardest part of this is the safety surfacing 
where that is a financial decision probably more than any other 
decision and I take it that will be as a result of the report 
and a decision made on how the money will be spent in the out 
years as opposed to doing that immediately. 


Mr. Rraszewski: 
Yes, that would be a long-range project. 
Mr. Sirabella: 


I foresee that when it gets into the capital budget and 
then probably in the future year be a line item in the capital 
budget with playground safety repairs and we will prioritize 
those areas that need the immediate attention on the capital 
budget items and work a plan out in the next year or the year 
after or even the immediate year to see if we need some 
corrections to the long-term programs. So it will stand in 
front of the capital budget process. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Okay. Once the information is taken from this audit it 
will ail be compiled into a report; correct? 


Mr. Kraszewski: 

Yes, it will be data based as well. It will be compiled 
manually at first and we're designing a computer data base 
system in~house in Public Works and upon completion of that, 
that will take a month or so, we'll then put this manual 
information into a computerized data base and maintain it 
forever. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Who will prepare the written report? 
Mr. Rraszewski: 

The Department of Public Works. It will be under my 
jurisdiction and the people we're working with and the help of 
the professional. 

Mr. Cohen: 
And Sal, where do you see it going from there? Once this 


report is completed in the time frame that Mr. Kraszewski said 
then there has to be an action plan. 
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Mr. Sirabella: 


I think there's two steps. As I said, as we're inspecting 
we should also be repairing. Once we go through the immediate 
problems then at that point then the long term problems, the 
major structural problems that aren't immediate safety hazards 
will be addressed in the capital budget process. In other 
words, we'll go with these requests, prioritize them, go to the 
capital budget process, see if there's any immediate moneys in 
the 1994 Capital Budget and if not we will put it through the 
1995 process when we approve the budget at the end of the year 
and you will see the prioritization and we will give you every 
two months a report as to what we've done and what we have to 
do. 


Mr. Cohen: 


And you say once the report is actually prepared and before 
an actual plan sitting down with Council and with the expert and 
deciding on the future based on our finances. 


Mr. Sirabella: 


I think so. The idea of the consultant is to be as a 
trainer and a review of our plan. It's not necessarily an 
implementor but a trainer and a review of the plan and making 
sure that we take as much bureaucracy out of this thing as we 
can to.get the job done and that will be our intention and the 
Mayor's intention to do that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Okay. I think the plan makes sense. I'm glad that we're 
going to come up with an expert very quickly and I look forward 
to working with you on it and have the whole question of 
playground and playground equipment be decided on the base of 
safety and not on the basis of any other factors. I appreciate 
your cooperation. 


Mr. Sirabella: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Mr. Cohen, we might consider a further amendment because I 
think the way this currently sits it's for a consultant to 
review and assess the play areas and I think we have a new scope 


for our consultant involving the training of our personnel and 
the review of the paperwork that we're going to be using. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


I agree with Councilman Hertzberg and I think the language 
should be changed to reflect that.

I think there is a generation 
gap here, for me to come to these 
council chambers is an old thing, 
but to see so many young people 
who have a great future before 
them is another wonderful thing.

We could 
have done none of these things 
without the cooperation of City 
Council. As a matter of fact on 
the first Authority we had a 
member of City Council, not many 
people xemember William Elvis 
Stewart, who became a Federal 
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Judge and died untimely. But Dave 
Lawrence set a precedent at that 
time that a Member of Council 
should serve on the Board of the 
Authority. And for ‘the most part 
that has happened and recently we 
have had very good members such as 
the late Jake Milliones, who was a 
wonderful member of our board and 
Mark Pollock who was an 
imaginative and able member of our 
board. 


The other thing I think is 
true and I hope, in my years with 
the Authority as the Executive 
Director in the old days, and as 
Chairman in these recent days, 
1977, that’s a long time ago now. 
Nothing that the Redevelopment 
Authority has proposed has been in 
jeopardy or faced serious 
opposition in City Council. City 
Council has been a wonderful 
partner, and while its normal for 
the Chief Executive such as the 
Mayor, Governor or the President 
to get most of the credit for the 
good things that happen. We 
forget what the Legislators do and 
none of what we have been able to 
do in Pittsburgh could have been 
done without the help and 
cooperation of City Council. 


I want to thank you today. 
T’ll try to come in once and 
awhile just to reminisce, but for 
the first time in my life I’m 
unemployed and my unemployment 
compensation is very Limited, 
because they didn’t pay me as the 
Chairman. At any rate fortunately 
the Ford Foundation of the 
University of Pittsburgh built up 
an annuity for me on which I can 
survive reasonably comfortably, 
and I do hope that I have some 
years ahead. I won’t become a 
City crank; I’m going to come in 
and if I can be helpful... I want 
to thank all of you very much. 





I also want to say something 
to my friends from the Authority 
who are back there. They have 
been a wonderful staff and no 
board can function without a 
competent staff, I think that our 
Authority has been an outstanding 
one over these many years. We've 
spent literary I think billions of 
dollars, we've never been touched 
with scandal and we have always 
been able to produce what we were 
ask to produce, and that's a great 
achievement. Finally, we could 
have done none of this without the 
cooperation of City Council. To 
my successor I hope he has the 
same good luck. Thank you very 
very much. 


Mr. Smith: 


I just want to say quickly 
that we will be calling on you, 
because you are the wealth of 
information and networking that we 
as young people need to learn 
from. So we will definitely be 
dialing your phone number. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Before you leave Jack, first 
of all I would like to commend 
Councilman Smith for bringing this 
resolution before us today. I 
think it’s very rare that a person 
of such talent and vision steps 
into public service, and the City 
of Pittsburgh is the beneficiary 
of it. I won’t keep throwing more 
tributes on because I know you 
don’t like them, but just let me 
say you really are a legend in 
Pittsburgh, and that legend will 
not end it will continue, even 
though you are stepping down as 
the Chair of the URA. : 


We still need your vision of 
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the future of Pittsburgh, and I 
just want to congratulate you, not 
only have you done so much for the 
City, but your self deprecating 
humor and your humility really 
just adds to the appeal. Before 
you came up today, you said you 
hadn’t had a fight with a 
councilman since 1945, and that in 
itself is a terrific achievement 
and I want to know how you did 
it.

Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. President last week it was 
in the media and a lot of 
discussion was covered about this 
gang summit that’s scheduled for 
the Gity of Pittsburgh. I want to 
make a motion today, that this 
Council send a letter to the Mayor 
asking the Mayor to send a very 
polite letter, saying thanks but 
no thanks. 


I do not think this is an 
appropriate forum, I don’t think 
it should be in the City of 
Pittsburgh. If anything, what we 
should be having in the City of 
Pittsburgh if were going to have a 
summit, lets bring in the block 
watches, the tenant council, the 
neighborhood groups and the 
individuals that are fighting 
everyday in certain neighborhoods 
and areas where the gang activity 
is. 





I don’t think this is the 
right signal to be sent, and I 
don’t think we should legitimize 
any gang activity, as far as I am 
concerned this would do it. 


This reminds me of about a 
year ago, you might recall, there 
was actually a meeting held in 
Pittsburgh out in one of the 
neighborhoods, where they were 
interviewing gang members at a 
table with their faces covered. I 
thought that was wrong, if your 
going to be interviewed and talk 
and your afraid to show your face, 
then you shouldn't be put across 
the 6 o’clock news. It 
legitimized the activity going on, 
I don’t think the City needs that 
type of image. I’m making a 
motion right now that we have the 
Mayor send a letter to the 
appropriate group asking that this 
summit not be held here. 


The Chair: 


Motion has been made, is there 
a second for purposes of 
discussion. 


Mr. O’Connor seconded the 
motion. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Io strongly support Mr. 
Onorato, I think our young people 
need roll models, and this is 
certainly not the direction to 
take. The media attention it will 
bring is not what we want, I 
strongly support his ideas. Next 
will be having, or they will be 
asking for a parade permit to go 
down Fifth Avenue, and probably 
parade down in stolen cars and 
we'll all be watching. So I don’t 
think they should do it. 
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The Chair: 


i respect the motion that is 
being made, but I strongly 
disagree. From what I understand 
of the gathering 1 would hope that 
all Councilman will take the time 
to review all the information that 
was provided from the Thomas 
Merton Center and from the Peace 
and Justice Coalition group. 


Obviously I don’t think we 
should welcome this group with 
open arms, nor should we in any 
way condone any illegal activity 
of the part of any gang or gang 
related member or individual or 
groups of individuals. I think 
clearly were talking about the 
urban area of Pittsburgh or 
Philadelphia or a lot of other 
urban areas around Pennsylvania 
and around the Country. 


It’s quite obvious that we 
have a problem. I believe 
strongly and I respectfully 
disagree, although I certainly 
appreciate the intent and purpose 
of the motion being made. We can 
run from a problem but we can’t 
hide from the problem. We have a 
problem in the City of Pittsburgh. 


I think one of the areas that 
this Council has to consider is 
more creative ways to deal with 
the gang problem. Not so much the 
individuals that I have spoken 
about in the past in these 
chambers, that I think should be 
prosecuted by Grand Jury, that 
should be the focal point of the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, that 
should have been brought up on 
indictments relative to the Ricco 
Statue. Those organized elements 
that are under the guise of a 
gang, that we know are nothing 
more than drug thugs, and are 
participating in very clear 
illegal activities. 








I think however, we have to be 
more akin to this and I think we 
have to start debating about it. 
We have a lot of young people and 
we have a problem with our young 
people. Mr. Onorato himself as 
well as others have talked about 
the problems of our young people 
in the City of Pittsburgh, we 
talked about a carrot and stick 
approach. We talked about on one 
hand having a disciplined 
environment such as boots camps, 
we talked about other kinds of 
juvenile law changes that need to 
be made involving young people and 
the use of a gun. 


We talked about all the 
activities involving the 
inadequacies of the criminal 
justice system. We also talked 
about the caring, that we need to 
be more creative in offering 
programs, job opportunities, 
treatment for those young people 
who are involved in alcohol and 
drug problems, dependency problems 
and things of this sort. I 
support that. 


I am not thrilled obviously 
with the fact that Pittsburgh is 
hosting what I understand to be a 
series of these meetings around 
the country, several of which have 
already taken place in Chicago and 
out West. I just respectfully 
disagree with the motion because I 
think we have a iot of young 
people that are not in this 
category of being a hardened part 
of the drug trade. You can call 
them the gang wanna- bees or the 
people that have drifted towards 
this element. 


I don't think because we try 
to deal with more creative ways to 
deal with conflict resolution, try 
to mediate the problems, try to 
discourage involvement with these 
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so called gangs. I don’t think by 
allowing this forum and being a 
part of this discussion that we 
are necessary saying it’s all 
right to engage in this activity. 
I think it’s just something that’s 
happening, I think we have to be 
cognizant of it. 


I would rather see people 
looking at each other across the 
table and speaking and dealing 
with the problems, including our 
own law enforcement officials and 
other advocates locally, who I 
hope will be a part of this summit 
meeting. But I would rather see 
that kind of an activity then 
people out in the community with 
their 9 millimeter’s and drive by 
activities. So, again TI 
respectfully disagree, strongly 
disagree with the motion, I will 
be voting no. 


Mr. Smith: 


I can not be in support 
because I feel that for us to 
pretend that we do not have gangs 
or a gang problem does not go with 
the murder rate that we presently 
have. We must be honest with 
ourselves first, before we can 
ever convince anyone else to be a 
part of the greater good 
of government and society. We 
need the opportunity and we need 
to afford to young people the 
expression that we are interested, 
that we want to address their 
problems. It is in no way to 
encourage any kind of illegal 
activities, but to address the 
social issues that gangs seem to 
be fulfilling in many of our 
communities. 


We must reach out, we must be 


positive, we must give them the 
Opportunity to participate in our 





system. I think that we need to 
be careful as we view how people, 
what we perceive they are, and 
that we need to afford the 
opportunity in a constructive 
manner to dialogue, exchange, and 
find out what the problem is. 


I actually have gone to 
several gangs, or that consider 
themselves gangs, in my District. 
and some of the simplest things 
that they wanted in meeting with 
me, was a place to have 
recreation. They have since 
volunteered their time to work 
with younger kids in constructive 
recreation. Had I had the 
attitude or had their been a ban 
of meeting with them, I would not 
have been able to do something 
simple as giving a community a 
recreation center and an 
opportunity for them to reach into 
the community and actually do some 
public service. 


I think that it is extremely 
important that we don’t send the 
hard line, negative, but that we 
say that we are willing to learn 
from you, share with you what’s 
available, and do something 
positive together. IT cannot 
support a negative letter or any 
attempt to bring the young people 
into the fold of this great 
nation. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I will be opposing this motion 
as well, I fully support your 
remarks, and my personal view on 
gangs is that it’s not something 
terribly new in Pittsburgh. It’s 
not something: -terribly new. 
anywhere, the big change as I see 
it is the firearms that we are 
seeing young people carrying and 
using. Another big change is the 
glamour that is being attached to 
it. 
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Now is that the fault of the 
people who want to come here and 
have a meeting and try to help the 


problem. I don’t think that’s 
their fault. I mean, glamorizing 
these activities may sell 


newspapers and may seii TV time, 
and that may be why we're seeing 
it. But that’s what’s new, and I 
don't want to blame the people 
that want to try to help us 
resolve the problem. At the same 
time I don’t want to legitimize 
any gang activity by voting 
against this motion, that’s not my 
attention, I think we should try 
to do everything we can about the 
problems of young people and I 
don’t see a problem with the 
conference as long as it’s not 
looked upon, and I don’t look upon 
it, as legitimizing gangs or their 
activities. 


Mr. Cohen: 


With all due respect to the 
initiator of this motion, I also 
will be voting no, I believe that 
this new Council has been very 
tough on crime. We have added 243 
police officers last year, because 
of Mr. Onorato’s resolution we 
voted for boot camps, we've had 
resolutions on tougher sentencing, 


I proposed a resolution just 2 
weeks ago to deny bail to people 
who are considered dangerous even 
before they are met with formal 
charges. I think we have done 
everything we can to be tough on 
crime, but with the stick has to 
go a carrot, and that means that 
we have to be able to, at the same 
time, try to provide some hope to 
the people in our inner-city 
communities that have not yet 
become hardened criminals, who 
could go either way. Were going 
to make sure that they go in the 
positive direction. 











I think from what I know and I 
have to tell you, I do not have a 
lot of information on this gang 
summit, I wish I would have been 
given some information prior to 
this motion coming up, but from 
what I know about it, I understand 
that it’s lead by people who have 
renounced gang activity, and are 
trying to discourage gang 
activity, that's my 
understanding. If so I think that 
this could actually lead to a 
decrease in crime, and as Public 
Safety Chair anything that can 
lead to a decrease in crime and 
fewer people actually joining 
criminal gangs the better, and for 
that reason I can’t support the 
motion. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


First of all I would like to 
ask my colleagues to keep the 
motion in perspective, the motion 
that Mr. Onorato made was not to 
ask our young people who belong to 
any type of loosely or unloose 
gang here in the City of 
Pittsburgh to come together and 
meet. The motion was that we 
reject the City of Pittsburgh 
being used as the Host City for 
gangs throughout this nation to 
come here and have a conference. 
I think that does a number of 
things that legitimizes the gang 
conference, it’s something that 
should not be done. 


I would bring to this back and 
make this very personal to 
myself. Being of Italian 
heritage, my God, I am very 
embarrassed that Italian’s are 
involved in any type of organized 
crime, some people might call the 
Mafia. I would not accept the 


City of Pittsburgh being used as a 
conference for any type of illegal 
activity. 


Mr. Ferlo I am going to 














pinpoint you, your throwing your 
eyes up in the air. How 
embarrassed I would be, being a 
person of Italian heritage, if 
someone said that the City of 
Pittsburgh was going to be used 
for families of Italian heritage 
who are involved in organized 
crime to come together. 


Keep in mind that the Gang 
Peace Council is an unfounded 
quantity, I don’t know enough 
about this group to give them the 
support to hold a gang conference 
here in the City. 


They have already stated that 
one of their lead speakers is 
going to be Louis Farrakhan, in no 
way do I support his comments in 
the past or comments made by one 
of his supporters a few weeks 
ago. I wouldn’t be pleased at all 
to support, or even give some 
unfounded or behind the back door 
support to the Gang Peace Council 
whose going to bring Louis 
Farrakham here in the City of 
Pittsburgh as a lead speaker. 


I think we continue to reach 
out to young people, we reach out 
to them by having a_ solid 
education system, We reach out to 
them by spending tens of millions 
of dollars on our recreational 
department here in the City of 
Pittsburgh's Department of Parks 
and Recreation. And, we continue 
to reach out to them through our 
own meetings here in City Hall and 
through our Human Relations 
Commission. 


The question is, do the tax 
payers in the City of Pittsburgh 
wish that we in any way show any 
type of support for a gang 
conference here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I say the answer is 
no, I say we should let these 








peopie know, hopefully the word 
will get out throughout the nation 
and they will not come to the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


They are not welcome here, I 
do not welcome them, hopefully 
they will not be in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and hopefully they 
would not be spending anytime in 
my District, Council District 3. 
I don't want these gang members on 
Carson Street, I don’t want them 
on Arlington St-, I don’t want 
them on Warrington St., I don't 
want them in my District, and I 
don’t want them here in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Well Mr. President once again 
you showed your skill and mastery 
of twisting my motions, and your 
one of the best. Let me get back 
to what my motion was and try to 
bring it back to reality, and 
rebut some of the things you 
mentioned after I spoke. You 
talked about running from the 
problem, I don’t know where that 
came from, if anyone in this 
chamber recognized we have a 
problem I did. 


I wanted the anti drug and 
loitering law, I was very tough on 
crime, at the same time Councilman 
o’Connor wants to open up 
Gladstone and start recreational 
and educational programs at 
night. I was the first one to 
support him along with this body 
unanimously. We also put into the 
budget to do one in each council 
district to open up our schools to 
provide opportunities. 


So when someone comes to this 
table and wants to talk tough 
about gang activity, you and a few 
other people have a tendency to 
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say that we can’t ignore it. To 
say that we have to provide more 
opportunities, well we all agree 
with that, I don't think there is 
one person here that disagrees 
with what you said. I agree 1002 
with what you said, it has nothing 
to do with my motion. 


My motion has to do with the 
group that wants to bring a gang 
conference here, and if you would 
look at the gang conference that 
was held iast year, it was 
embraced by the Mayor. I'm not 
one to squash free speech, anyone 
can say want they want. I’m all 
for free speech. 


But, there is no reason why a 
City government has to embrace a 
conference, has to open up it’s 
arms, and has to say we want to 
have this here. My motion was to 
have a letter sent to the Mayor 
asking him to just state that we 
do not want this gang conference 
here. I don’t know if he can stop 
it legally, I was just saying that 
the City of Pittsburgh will not 
recognize it, and it’s not 
wanted. 


It's our view and my view that 
I want to submit to the Mayor. it 
has nothing to do with not 
providing opportunities to the 
youth of this town. Of course you 
want to do that, I have problems 
in my district, and I’m 
participating in those 
neighborhoods helping them. There 
is a lot of problems, everyone of 
our districts have them. This 
motion has nothing to do with the 
problems the City of Pittsburgh 
has. 


We all know we have a gang 
problem here, no one is denying 
that or running from the problem. 
I don’t even know why that came 





up, this has to do with a gang 
conference, that as far as I am 
concerned legitimizes that 
activity. The only reason they 
are having a conference, and the 
only reason their in the paper 
here, is because you have drive by 
shootings, you have thugs out 
there, they are destroying our 
neighborhoods, and we're saying if 
we can’t fight it lets bring them 
in and try to talk with them. No, 
I don’t think we should operate 
that way, we should say we don’t 
like what your doing, were going 
to fight you on this, and we are 
not going to sit down at the table 
and talk with you, we will not 
have open arms from this City to 
welcome you in here. I think it’s 
wrong. 


I stand by my motion, we have 
a second, were going to call this 
vote, and if it looses I'll do the 
letter myself to the Mayor, and 
get as many colleague as will sign 
it. 


Because I am moving forward 
with this, I am not backing down, 
not backing down to the gang 
activity, and not backing down to 
any rhetoric that comes out of 
here. If you build support by 
saying I'm against opportunity for 
the kids, that’s fine you can say 
that, but it’s not true. rip 
still fight for the opportunity 
for the kids in this City, at the 
same time I know there are a lot 
of good kids out there and a lot 
of groups that are fighting these 
problems everyday. 


I don’t see us open our arms 
for a convention for those types 
of individuals, and they are the 
block watches, tenant councils, 
the neighborhood groups, that’s 
the kind of conference you should 
be having. But, what do we do, 





because they don’t go around 
shooting and get on the six 
o’clock news, they don’t get the 
headlines and don’t get the 
respect in the City they deserve. 
That's who we should be helping. 


The Chair: 


First and now let’s clarify 
that your putting words in my 
mouth. I said nothing of the sort 
in terms of your comments 
categorizing my earlier comment 
refuting the initial motion. 


My comments about the role of 
this Council including yourself 
over the last few years has been 
the issues that I’ve outlined, 
both in terms of increased 
activity at the police and 
criminal justice level, as well as 
the various social policy reforms 
that this council has supported. 
So lets be clear on that. It’s 
not clear to me that city 
government in any way has 
acknowledged or formally expressed 
some interest or formal 
endorsement of this gang 
conference, unless your reading 
something or know something that I 
don’t know. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I don’t care what City 
participated in it, I just want to 
make sure our Mayor doesn't. That 
was why I made the resolution. 


The Chair: 


But there is a difference 
between condemning something and 
formally suggesting that city 
government somehow is embracing or 
supportive of it. 








Mr. Onorato: 


Well if the Mayor hosts it 
that's embracing it as far as I am 
concerned. The Mayor of Kansas 
City embraced this summit last 
year, I don’t want our Mayor to do 
that, that’s was my motion. 


The Chair: 


Lets just clarify, to my 
knowledge right now municipal 
government, at least in this 
council has in no way formally 
sent some communication or in no 
way formally endorsed or 
participated in this conference 
that happens to be taking place in 
the City of Pittsburgh. I just 
wanted to clarify that, unless you 
know something that I don't know. 


Mr. Onorato: 


No, I just want to make sure 
that doesn’t happen. 


The Chair: 


Okay, and as far as Mr. 
Ricciardi’s earlier comments, 
which completely threw me for the 
hoop and loop the issue of the 
Mafia or the organized crime or 
the syndicate. Organized crime 
meets everyday in the City of 
Pittsburgh, in restaurants, in 
board rooms and the like. So I'm 
not sure what that comment means. 


But I don’t want to get off 
into a tangent about that issue. 
The fact of the matter is and I 
would just again raise questions 
and opposition to the motion, I do 
think to some extent the motion 
says lets stick our head in the 
sand. I do think that’s the 
intent of the motion, and I think 
we do need to wake up about the 
problem we are facing in this 
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City. Also, the gangs are not 
these monolithic gangs the fact of 
the matter is you have a hierarchy 
and you have different people 
participating in gang or gang 
related activity and it’s not an 
all inclusive situation. 


There are organized elements 
that are involved in everything 
from homicide to criminal 
activity, as it relates to the 
drug market and they are in the 
leadership not only locally but 
throughout the Country in these 
gangs. You also have a large 
number of young people that 
participate in varying levels of 
gang activities that are not in 
that category. 


I think we need to speak to 
those people, I think we need to 
allow opportunities for those 
individuals to speak to themselves 
and I think we need to separate 
them out and deal with the problem 
realistically, to the extent that 
this conference may intend to do 
that. 


Obviously this conference 
being so public and being 
organized by some of the 
progressive elements within the 
African-American Community in 
particular who are trying to come 
to grips with a problem in the 
peer group. The elements behind 
this conference, the individuals 
helping to organize this 
conference including those who are 
being supported by the church 
community are those that are 
trying to wrestle individuals from 
the control of the initial group 
that I spoke about. 


Zi don’ think we should 
formally endorse it, but I don’t 
think we should reject it and give 
this traditional law and order 





speech that I always hear. I 
don’t think that's the issue. I 
would just ask that before you 
vote on it, and one of the reasons 
that I don’t support the motion is 
we have had carnage on the streets 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
it’s been carnage of primarily 
young people in the City, and it's 
been carnage of primarily 
African-American males. 


As far as I am concerned if 
any opportunity can come out of 
this discussion, where young 
people in some of the districts I 
deal with, Garfield included, will 
sit down and talk to each other 
and not be out killing each other 
then I’m in favor of allowing that 
opportunity to exist. Not by 
giving it official recognition, 
nor by shunning our heads and 
turning away from the problem. 


I ask before you vote on this, 
that you think about one issue. 1 
would ask you to think about the 
individual mother out there who 
has lost a child who supposedly 
was a gang member. I would ask 
that you think about that, and 
look at the eyes of the next 
mother that’s going to lose a 
young person in the city streets. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I resent you saying that, 
that’s wrong, you can rule me out 
of order, that is ridiculous I’m 
sorry to even bring that up. f am 
thinking of that and that’s why I 
put the motion on the floor. 


The Chair: 


I appreciate that, my only 
point is that if this in any way 
can allow young people to look at 
each other and talk about the 
problem, come to grips with the 
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problem, if it can save one young 
person from being shot, I think 
it's worth the discussion. a 
don’t know who is invited to the 
conference, and in no way am I 
suggesting that the Mayor and this 
City Council in any way give 
official sanction to this group. 
The fact of the matter is, that it 
is happening in this City, I don’t 
think we should run from it. 


I applaud any effort at 
mediation, at conflict resolution, 
at: young people, be they gang or 
wannabe gang members sitting down 
and talking to come to grips with 
the problem, as opposed to 
shooting it out on the streets. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Mr. President I have heard you 


say that this summit would 
denounce gangs, I’ve heard Mr. 
Onorato say it would glorify 
gangs, I think we need more 


information before any of us can 
vote on this. I would ask you to 
ask the administration to gather 
that information and bring it back 
and let us make an educated 
decision on how we should vote on 
this. I don’t think that we need 
ta be sitting here fighting 
amongst each other whether or not 
we've done enough for Public 
Safety. I am sure everyone of the 
Councilmembers feel very strongly 
about Public Safety, and if we 
could get that information. I'd 
like to make the motion that we 
hold this for one week. 


The Chair: 
We have a motion on the floor, 


I really would Like to defer to 
Mr. Onorato on this point. 





Mr. Onorato: 


With all due respect Mr. 
Cusick, I appreciate that, I guess 
I have my mind made up at this 
point. I would like that 
information, I’m still going to 
ask for a vote today, but the 
information you asked for I would 
ask that we do get that, 
regardless how this goes today. 
It would be helpful for a lot of 
individuals here I think. 


Mr. Cohen: 


A Councilmember has asked that 
this be held and it was responded 
by saying, vote first, learn 
latter. I don’t think that’s the 
way to do it. 


Mr. Onorato: 


That’s not what I said, 1 said 
I had my mind made up Mr. 
President. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I do agree with Mr. Cusick in 
the sense that I expressed my 
opinion based on what I know from 
the one article I can remember in 
the newspaper. I would like to 
know more about what this summit 
is, about who is sponsoring it, 
about what the message delivered 
there is. 


I agree with Councilman Cusick 
that we have a split in this 
Council, and I think a split is 
based on misinformation. I don’t 
think it's based on a difference 
in policy because some have said 
it glorifies gangs, that is not my 
impression at all. My 
understanding is that they 
actually renounce gang activity 
there, we need to find the 
answer. 
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The Chair: 


I think Mr. Cohen’s point is 
well taken, I am reacting to the 
one article I saw in the paper, I 
don’t know if any other 
information has been provided to 
this Council or if Mr. Onorato has 
any. additional information to 
share. We'll vote on the motion 
to hold, or we’ll continue to 
discuss it. 


1 don’t see this as a fight on 
Council, I think this is a healthy 
debate and dialogue on a policy 
issue that’s important to 
everybody in this room. I think 
this is an important discussion 
that we are having. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I think there is a lot of 
heaithy discussion, I think the 
key boils down to, again if a 
group in Garfield or as Mr. Smith 
noted a group in his neighborhood 
he helped. I think our big 
question is, is it going to help 
or hurt, and we do need more 
information. I think Mr. Cusick 
has a good suggestion that we 
should study it, see who’s coming 
in. I don’t personally think 
outsiders should come in and have 
a conference like this, but before 
we vote I think we should know who 
they are and what the intent is 
and that way were not voting in a 
vacuum. 


The Chair: 

If Mr. Onorato does not object 
I’d Like to suggest that we 
discuss the merits. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I'd like to suggest that I 
have a chance to respond, I have 








been waiting here and now we're 
going to change it. 


The Chair: 


I'm going to call on you Mr. 
Onorato. I’d like to suggest that 
we specifically discuss the hold 
motion that is on the floor. 


Mr. Onorato: 


Not until I respond to the 
other comments first. Well once 
again Mr. President we go around 
again, and you successfully 
twisted it again. I will go right 
back to your comments, I hope I 
keep them straight. You compared 
Councilman Ricciardi’s comments by 
saying that organized crime meets 
here daily in restaurants and at 
night. 


Well gangs meet in the City 
daily too, that’s not the issue 
here. Were not having an 
organized crime conference in the 
City of Pittsburgh, we are 
inviting everybody in and 
publicizing it and saying were 
meeting here. This is an 
organized summit that was 
scheduled in Pittsburgh, it wasn’t 
a discussion do they meet in the 
City. 


We’re not putting our heads in 
the sand, we know we have a 
problem, I’m admitting it, we know 
we have a gang problem here. We 
have an organized crime problem 
here that’s not sticking our head 
in the sand. This is about a 
summit that’s being held in 
Pittsburgh, people are coming in 
from other cities. That’s what 
this is about, not about sticking 
our heads in the sand. 


You sit there and ask me to 
think about a mother who lost a 
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son or a daughter, of course I’m 
thinking about that. No where did 
I hear anyone talking about a 
cease fire, lets talk about what's 
going on out there. Maybe that 
would change the whole ball of 
bread if we had a cease fire going 
down at this point. 


No one talks about that we 
have a shooting everyday in this 
city, therefore I think your 
comparing apple and oranges 
again. I think it’s ridicules we 
have a lot of people out there 
fighting a good cause and we're 
not recognizing them like 
recognizing this group. 


I will take Councilman 
Cusick’s suggestion if you want to 
hold this for a week. But this 
will come up in seven days, next 
Tuesday again, and I don’t care if 
I am the only one voting for it, 
it will come up again. 


Tf anyone wants more 
information that’s fine, and I'll 
do that, just out of respect for a 
colleague that wants more 
information, and I'll give him 
that respect for seven days. 
That’s the only reason, it will 
come up again, I'm not backing 
down, and I would hope that the 
person who seconded my motion 
would back me up, just out of 
respect to Councilman Cusick. In 
no way is this a back down, it 
will come back up in 7 days, 
because as far as I am concerned I 
have enough information, this is 
glorifying the gangs, it's wrong, 
I don't want it here. 


The Chair: 
Fine I respect that, and no 
one is asking you to hold back on 


moving the motion either today or 
next week. We're having a 





discussion on the impact of the 
motion that you presented. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I did second the motion and I 
will withdraw the second because 
the sponsor of the motion appears 
that out of courtesy to one of his 
colleague’s that he would like to 
withdraw the motion. However, 
before I withdraw my second, I’m 
going to take advantage of having 
the floor for a minute or two Mr. 
President. 


Again, BA have enough 
information on this, I have the 
information from the news media, 
and the chairman of the Gang Peace 
Council, his own voice over the 
air waves stating that the lead 
speaker will be Louis Farrakhan. 
I xemember before I came to this 
Pittsburgh City Council, I believe 
the year was 1988 or 89 and I 
listened very closely to 
Farrakhan’s speech, his words when 
he was at the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


This is a person of hate, this 
is a person that I will not, do 
not welcome in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and the Gang Peace 
Council believes that this is the 
person that they should have kick 
off this conference. Well I have 
a real problem, and I believe that 
this Council has ownership over 
this issue, and the reason for 
that ownership is that this 
Pittsburgh City Council has funded 
the Gang Peace Council through our 
Grants and Donations. 


I respect the colleague on 
this body who came forward to fund 
that Gang Peace Council for $5,000 
to do good work here in the City 
of Pittsburgh. Once they accepted 
that $5,000 grant, we now have 
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input into this organization. I 
am asking this organization not to 
sponsor a gang summit here in the 
City of Pittsburgh, because if 
they do, I will move to repeal 
that resolution granting them that 
grant. That’s with all due 
respect to any member here who 
sponsored that. 


Again we're losing track of 
the motion though colleague’s, the 
motion was not for our young 
people here in the City of 
Pittsburgh to come together and 
talk as they do at YMCA. The 
motion from Mr. Onorato was that 
we personally do not welcome them 
here, that we personally do not 
welcome gang members throughout 
this nation in the City. 


Sure because of the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights 
they have every right to come here 
to the City of Pittsburgh, but we 
could also pass a motion saying, 
you might be here but we don’t 
welcome you, and I don't see the 
problem with that motion that Mr. 
Onorato has put forward. 


Again, I think we have to 
separate our young people, and 
there are no wammabe gang members, 
once you have joined the Crypts, 
the Bloods and the Law, you have 
bought into what they believe in 
and you have bought into what they 
commit. Be it a drive by shooting 
or a drug sale, you’ve bought into 
that. Once you start wearing 
those colors as far as I’m 
concerned you bought into their 
activities. 


That’s what we're talking 
about here, we're not talking 
about young people or people at 
xisk coming here to the City of 
Pittsburgh and looking to 





communicate and looking for help. 
We’re talking about people who 
have joined gangs that have 
murdered, that have killed. 


Now because as I have done in 
the past, and this is not a 
reflection on Mr. Onorato. Before 
I've always brought up anything 
controversial before this board, 
I've stated my point of not asking 
for a vote, and because I do see 
there is some disagreement and 
this is such a good working 
council when it comes to issues, I 
will withdraw my second. 


I’m disappointed Mr. Onorato 
has asked to withdraw the motion, 
I’ll say that publicly to my 
friend and colleague Dan, very 
disappointed he’s withdrawing the 
motion. However, I will withdraw 
the second Mr. President. 


The Chair: 


I respect that, but again I 
think the request for a hold was 
specifically only to receive some 
additional information that was 
not contained in the initial 
newspaper article which is what I 
think prompted this initial 
response from Mr. Onorato. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I would ask my colleague's Mr. 
Onorato and Mr. Ricciardi to 
please provide me with this 
information that you're referring 
to, because until you spoke today, 
that wasn’t the information I was 
receiving. In fact my impression 
was that it would be similar to 
what’s going on at the YMCA. 


Your reference to the lead 
speaker has taken me totally by 
surprise Mr. Ricciardi, and it 
concerns me very much. I want 
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more information there’s no doubt 
about it, and I-might change my 
view dependent on the real truth 
of the matter. So I think that 
the need for more information is 
very clear. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Again, I'd like to just repeat 
what Mr. Hertzberg just said, and 
if you felt so strong, if certain 
councilmembers felt so strong, 
that they would have shared their 
information with us. I know when 
I feel as strong about an issue, 
before coming into Council, I will 
go and make sure I have the five 
votes and my colleagues have the 
information that they need to make 
an intelligent decision. At this 
time I would Like to ask the Chair 
to move on the motion to hold for 
one week. 


The Chair: 


I want to get a word in to Mr. 
Ricciardi. Io just want to 
clarify, as you know, you do have 
gang members in your Council 
District. If there is an 
opportunity through the course of 
this meeting for those individuals 
to be talking to each other I 
think that’s more constructive 
than other kind of activities that 
have gone on. 


Mr. Ricciardi. 


I'd like to respond obviously 
since my name was mentioned. 
Again we're loosing track of the 
motion, the motion was that not 
our young people or even gangs in 
our city speak, The motion was to 
send a message to Gang Peace 
Council not to host a summit of 
gangs throughout this nation. I 
don't want people here from L.A. 
from Detroit, people here from 








Miami, I don’t want leaders of 
gangs coming to this city. Can 
you imagine what could happen here 
in the city, these gangs, you 
think they are just going to be 
walking in here, looking to sit 
down to talk. 


Mr. Smith: 


I think that we need to look 
at the total issue, the name that 
has been thrown around as their 
lead speaker. I do not agree with 
much of the philosophy that he 
espouses, but I do know that he is 
anti gang, anti killing, anti 
participation in this drug world. 
I know that his view points on 
those particular issues match 
mine. 


We have forgotten that it’s 
called Gang Peace Summit, it is 
not gang lets get better 
organized, gang lets get together 
and figure how to get more 
weapons, it's the Gang Peace 
Summit. If they are willing to 
work together, I would like to us 
to at least leave them alone until 
we can see what comes out of it, 
as opposed to being negative from 
the start. 


The Chair: 


There’s a motion on the floor 
to hold for one week, and part of 
that hold motion is for additional 
information. I would ask Mr. 
Onorato as Chair of Public Safety 
that as part of that additional 
information we receive a report 
from Chief Buford as to what 
information he has relative to 
this. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President I will ask Chief 
Buford to supply us with any 
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information he has, I would also 
hope that Mr. Onorato and Mr. 
Ricciardi provide the rest of 
Council with information that they 
may have. Because there is 
information that’s come before us 
today that I did not know before I 
spoke, and I would like to see if 
what has come out today is in fact 
true. 


The Chair: 


I would also ask pursuant to 
the hold motion that the City 
Clerk on my signature communicate 
to this group and specifically ask 
what the itinerary is, whose 
speaking, what the plans are, and 
what the scope of participation is 
in this conference. 


Mr. Onorato: 


This is I guess to my 
colleague Mr. Cusick too, but many 
times, as I’m sure he’ll find out 
as he stays here longer, that a 
lot of motions come on this floor 
with no information given to any 
colleague. The reason I brought 
that motion up without giving any 
information to my colleague’s was 
because everyone had the same 
information that I did. Just what 
you read in the paper, it’s a 
personal thing, I feel very 
strongly about it. 


I personally don’t need any 
more information. If my 
colleague's do, that’s why as a 
courtesy I agreed to hold it. So 
in no way did I try to come in 
here with information that I had, 
that anyone here didn't have. 


The Chair: 
Motion on the floor to hold 
one week for some additional 


information as requested. 





All in favor of the motion? 
Those opposed? 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 


Mr. Cusick: 

This is on TCI and the hiring 
of Brother Emenecker. As of last 
Friday, I issued a statement in 
regards to the hiring of the 
former cable Director Brother 
Richard Emenecker by TCI of 
Pittsburgh. Although I feel there 
is at least the appearance of 
impropriety I have been 
discouraged of filing a formal 
compiaint with the City Ethics 
Commission by our City Solicitor. 
To say that Brother Emenecker had 
substantial participation with the 
Cable negotiations during the 
course of service with the City 
would be an understatement. Over 
his tenure in the Cable Bureau, 
Brother Emenecker single handedly 
developed the franchise agreement 
with Warner and TCI. As Director 
he gained an immense knowledge of 
the municipal communication 
industry, as well as the specific 
news of the City agreement. 


I would like to reiterate that 
I have no ill feelings against 
Brother Emenecker, nor do I wish 
to question his integrity. The 
more important issue is that TCI a 
cable monopoly has gained an 
unfair advantage over the 
negotiation process with the City 
by hiring Brother Emenecker. I 
feel without question that this is 
a determent of the City cable 
subscribers. 


Io may be without legal 
standing but I am sure that I am 
morally correct by issuing his 
hiring as a Finance and Community 
Affairs Director by, opposing his 
hiring by TCI. I will be watching 














very closely over the next several 
months, whether or not Brother 
Emenecker has any involvement with 
our franchise agreement. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


After we talked about some of 
the bad things going on in the 
City, I think my motion is very 
appropriate. It deals with the 
ideal of trying to market the City 
as a place to live, and to let 
people know about the benefits of 
living in the City of Pittsburgh. 
My wife and I did not grow up in 
the City of Pittsburgh, we grew up 
in Scott Township, but we chose to 
move to the City of Pittsburgh and 
we’re quite happy here. 


We feel that the cost of 
living in the City of Pittsburgh 
is quite reasonable, much more so 
that it would be if we were living 
where we grew up: I think the 
general public both within and 
without the City of Pittsburgh are 
under a number of misconceptions 
related to what it cost to live in 
the City of Pittsburgh and some of 
the other benefits. 


Neighborfair Pittsburgh, Inc. 
is a non-profit organization that 
we help fund, that is charged with 
the duty of getting this type of 
information out to the public. I 
met with Director Mina Gerall, I 
met with Judy Kelly of the Mayor’s 
Office and we spoke about this 
motion that I am now going to 
present. I circulated it to all 
members of Council, circulated it 
to the Mayor, to Neighborfair, to 
the Public Schools, and to the 
URA. 


It deals with setting up a 
marketing team, and my plan 
although it’s not in the motion, 











would be that this team would 
start holding its meetings in 
April this year. That would leave 
us with exactly nine months this 
year and exactly nine council 
members who can take one meeting a 
month. I will volunteer to take 
the first one, and of course to 
assist in any way that I can. The 
motion reads: 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh is 
a great place to live; and 


WHEREAS, many people in Western 
Pennsylvania, the rest of the 
state of Pennsylvania, the rest of 
the United States and the world, 
do not know the many benefits of 
living in the City of Pittsburgh; 
and 


WHEREAS, Tom Murphy, the Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh 
City Council, the Director’s of 
all Department of the City of 
Pittsburgh and Neighborfair 
Pittsburgh, Inc. want to use a 
team approach to better market the 
advantages of living within the 
City of Pittsburgh: 


NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved that 
the Pittsburgh City Council, with 
the explicit approval and support 
of Tom Murphy, Mayor and 
Neighborfair Pittsburgh, Inc., 
adopts and approves this Motion 
that; 


1. <A marketing team is hereby 
formed, consisting of, among 
others, all members of Pittsburgh 
City Council, Tom Murphy, Mayor of 
Pittsburgh, the Mayor’s Office 
Staff, the Directors of all City 
Department, Neighborfair 
Pittsburgh, Inc., Pittsburgh 
Public Schools Representatives, 
Representatives of private schools 
in the City of Pittsburgh and the 
Director of the City’s Urban 
Redevelopment Authority. 
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2. This team will hold 
seminars/meetings in the offices 
of Realtors, business relocation 
departments and other appropriate 
places to promote living within 
the City of Pittsburgh; also, this 
team will work together to create 
programs, activities and campaigns 
that enhance the City’s image 
locally, regionally and 
nationally. 


Mr. Onorato seconded the motion. 
Mr. Onorato: 


I want to congratulate 
Councilman Hertzberg, I agree 
100%, as you know Mr. President we 
talked about this over and over 
again. He's absolutely right, you 
talk with some people that do not 
live in the City, they'll tell you 
they think we still have a 4Z wage 
tax. We have to get this 
information out there, that’s been 
lowered twice in the last five 
years. 


I know that Neighborfair Inc. 
at the home show had an impressive 
display, where you could tell them 
to do a comparison, let’s say 
between Bellevue and North Side. 
They will run the numbers on real 
estate taxes, the overall tax 
structure, 802 of the time the net 
effect was that it was less 
expensive to live in the City, 
including our wage tax. 


Taxes you paid were less in 
the City than in the surrounding 
suburban areas and there's a lot 
of areas in the City that are 
thriving, a lot of areas that have 
had some hard times but are coming 
back, and this is the information 
that has to get out there. It's 
our job to educate the Realtors 
and as you know Neighborfair had 
that Realtor program. 








I back it 100Z, ZI think it’s 
something we just have to educate 
the public both in and outside of 


. the City, because there is even 


banks, Integra, PNC that have 
programs that have no income caps 
on it. But if you buy in certain 
sections of the City they’1ll give 
you a half of per-cent below the 
market with no points, and these 
are the kinds of programs that 
should be publicized out there and 
it’s not being done. I hope this 
achieves that goal, or at least 
it's a step in the right 
direction. 


The Chair: 


On the motion itself I applaud 
it, one of the problems however, 
in the past that has plagued the 
municipality and the efforts that 
you have outlined in your 
proposal, is the lack of 
coordination between various 
agencies that you have mentioned 
in the ‘motion itself. 


Obviously we have generated 
considerable amount of additional 
administrative resources that we 
have given to the Mayor in the 
operation of his office. That has 
a lot to do with better 
coordinating promotion and 
marketing in the future, 
specifically Ms. Kelly’s | 
position. 


I would ask that at the first 
meeting that Judy Kelly 
specifically be assigned to be the 
coordinator assigned to work with 
this group that you’ve outlined. 
In addition there may be some 
others that are involved in 
promotion and marketing that at 
some point should be also included 
and invited to participate in this 


body. 











Any other discussion on this 
motion. All in favor of the 
motion? Those opposed? 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


As part of that I would like 
to ask that group to consider one 
thing, and I was going to bring 
this up with TCI. We have the 
capability as you all know of the 
programming of the City Council, 
the Administration, the City Life 
shows all of the public awareness 
and information activities that go 
on, On TCI, city cable channels 
are only covered within the 
municipality. 


Given the satellite 
capabilities we could easily with 
TCL’s cooperation have these 
promotional shows aired in the 
other satellite TCI network areas 
outside of the City of 
Pittsburgh. So all those 
suburbanites who like to write 
letters to the Editor's about City 
government can have a little more 
visibility and say so. 


But it goes back to your 
marketing, as you know there are a 
lot of good shows that are put on 
involving our neighborhoods and 
programs that the City is 
offering. And I think that we 
should see wether or not we could 
expand the coverage of cable 
casting not only of Council and 
the Administrations activities, 
outside of just the municipality 
of the City, utilizing TCI's 
franchise outside the City. So 
I'm going to ask that committee 
maybe take that on and address 
that as possibly a marketing tool, 
and see what the costs are 
associated with that. 








Mr. O’Connor: 


I think that’s a wonderful 
idea, because I think we’re not 
only fighting the media but we’re 
fighting all the real estate 
agents throughout the suburbs, who 
as soon as you come into town say 
the taxes, the crime, etc. etc.. 
I want to applaud Allan for his 
initiative. 


I was on a brief appearance on a 
radio show and I pulled that 
computer on ten municipalities, 
like Monroeville, Fox Chapel, Mt. 
Lebanon. We compared exactly your 
income with your house and out of 
10 municipalities it was cheaper 
to live in the City of Pittsburgh 
except for one. So if we could 
get that word out, especially what 
you said on cable we should 
possibly even market it. I’m sure 
your committees will bring these 
ideas up, but if you can market it 
to the people who live outside the 
City what a wonderful and 
reasonable place it is to live, it 
would really help. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I would just like to thank 
you, Mr. Smith, Mr. Cohen, Mr. 
Reginella from the Department of 
Engineering and Construction, and 
Mr. Sal Sirabella the Deputy 
Mayor, for your honesty and 
commitment in regards to the labor 
management task force which held 
its first meeting yesterday in a 
post agenda form. 


We dealt with a lot of 
important issues, the letting of B 
contracts, maintenance contracts, 
emergency contracts. I would also 
like to thank the union 
representatives for their 
patience, their insight. 
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I believe that was the first 
step to drafting a labor 
management agreement similar to 
Allegheny County’s and I look 
forward to our next meeting. It 
should be in one month. 


The Chair: 


Two brief points. I'm going 
to ask that Councilmembers meet an 
half an hour earlier tomorrow 9:30 
start for the 10:00 meeting. We 
have budget amendments, and a 
number of councilmembers have 
approached me regarding personnel 
related amendments. I'd like to 
have some of that discussion prior 
to the formal meeting at 10:00 if 
it’s possible. So if you could 
possibly due that at 9:30 in the 
conference room. 


Secondly, and this is a very 
brief point, there have been a 
number of letters to the Editor 
involving the film office, and 
they seem to be a little bit 
organized, I don't know if the 
film office is trying to go 
through the back door and explain 
their financial situation right 
now. I would hope that we have 
the ability with the new 
Administration to have a sit down 
meeting with them and exactly know 
what’s up and what’s happening 
this year. 


But I have noticed a number of 
letters to the Editor going around 
the issue of some more permanent 
funding for the film office. I 
don't know that we want to get 
into the same predicament that we 
did in the past, were Council 
intervened and anted up some 
special funds that Mr. Cohen had 
introduced. So I’d like to ask 
the Clerk to send a letter to the 
film office and-to the Mayor and 
get an update on their financial 





situation, so we can maybe have 
some discussion on that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Just very briefly on that 
issue, I was going to suggest an 
initiative soon on that because I 
think you are exactly right that 
it is now almost a year later and 
we do not have a permanent funding 
source yet. 


I certainly support sending a 
letter over to Robert Curran, at 
the same time I think that this 
Council will have to come up with 
another initiative in cooperation 
of course with the Mayor’s Office 
to make it happen. 


The Chair: 


Let's start working on that 
now, so we're not surprised at the 
last minute. Including the fact 
that if we are approved and this 
is looking down the line, we have 
the additional revenue, sales tax 
activity that would move along. 


I think we need a 
clarification and it would be my 
hope certainly that the Film 
Office would be part of some 
permanent funding mechanism. If 
that money does start generating 
itself at the end of the year we 
could maybe pull from the 
operating account and then pay 
back later on what we did in 
previous years. So we need some 
clarification on that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I agree, I think we have to 
fish or cut bait on the issue on 
whether or not the Hotel room tax 
is going to fund them permanent. 
It should be, that was what the 
State Legislature intended, but if 


- 271 - 














it's not going to happen, then we 
should try to get. My view is we 
should try to get the Film Office 
under the Regional Asset District. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Hertzberg has introduced 
legislation which he’s waved Rule 
8, and it’s coming up tomorrow 
involving a proposed change to the 
Home Rule Charter. It’s a little 
bit problematical I support the 
measure because I think it begins 
to address the predicament of the 
life guard situation. I want to 
move it along, but we should all 
be cognizant that the Board of 
Elections has a 13 week 
requirement in terms of Council 
notifying them for any changes to 
the ballot for referendum 
questions. 


I believe Mr. Hertzberg, and I 
would like to have him speak to 
this, wants to move this along 
quickly, have final action and 
then at that point we forward it 
to the Board, if we are 
supportive. We then would 
probably have ‘to take some court 
action to appeal to the Court of 
Common Pleas to expedite, since we 
have not met the time constraint. 


Mr. Hertzberg do you want to 
explain a little bit, and I know 
you have a motion to recess this 
meeting. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I would first note that we 
have scheduled the Post Agenda on 
the swimming pool and life guard 
issue for a week from today. It 
is true, we are past the dead line 
to amend the Charter, and we will 
be petitioning the Court of Common 
Pleas as long as Council does pass 








this Ordinance and the Mayor signs 
it. 


I think our chances of having 
the Court of Common Pleas order 
the Department of Elections to 
place it on the ballot for May the 
10 of this year are increased if 
we do work quickly. The worst 
that can happen is, that it 
doesn’t get on the ballot May 
10th, and it goes on the next 
time. I think it’s worth while 
for us to give it a shot and get 
it on as fast as we can, and we 
can only I think help ourselves. 


I havn’t received anything 
negative on this Ordinance at 
all. I also communicated with the 
Solicitor of the School Board and 
it was greeted there, and from 
yourself. I mentioned people that 
have run into some problems with 
the Civil Service when we’ve had 
those situations. Which are 
pretty much harmless when your 
school’s are not in session, for 
your school employees to be 
helping out with the seasonal 
activities 
at our parks and pools. 


The Chair: 


I support the referendum, 
obviously I think it’s a good way 
to address some of the problems 
we're dealing with with summer 
help. I know in the past several 
people have come to me over the 
last few years and have lost their 
job with the City because of the 
summer situation with the School 
Board, and it’s been unfortunate. 
I think we need to show the court 
that we acted expeditiously and 
have actually moved this along 
very quickly so we can at least 
make a good argument when you 
appear. 
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The Chair: 


At this time I would like to 
entertain a motion to recess this 
meeting, and meet again directly 
following the working session 
tomorrow of the Standing 
Committee. I do see Mr. Smith's 
hand go up. 


Mr. Smith: 


Quickly on another issue 
before we recess this meeting. I 
passed out a copy of a memo that 
went through General Services. I 
was given it this morning. It has 
been interpreted by employees that 
they are not permitted to speak 
with us as elected officials. I 
think that we need a 
clarification, and interpretation 
of this memo, that mentions us 
specifically and a clarification 
to the employees as to what the 
intent of the memo is. 


I think that it is probably 
inappropriate that we have been 
singled out, but I think that what 
we need is a clarification for the 
employees that are now terrified 
that there would be some 
repercussion for talking. I have 
a number of employees in General 
Service who are also my 
constituents in my district, and 
they are extremely afraid of 
dealing with me now based on this 
memo. 


I would like us as a body to 
ask for clarification from the 
Legal Department and the Acting 
Director of the Department 
specifically what this means to 
those employees in General 
Services. 


Seconded by Mr. Cusick. 





The Chair: 


There have been a plethora of 
memo’s the Mayor's Office in the 
last week, and we need some 
clarification, needless to say 
we're having a problem of failing 
to communicate right now, which I 
know we are going to straighten 
out very quickly. I support the 
motion, and I think we need to 
meet with the Mayor and just 
explain how things are done in 
City government and with the 
legislative branch, and clarify 
things. I am sure we’re going to 
be able to come to an 
accommodation. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. Ferlo, this memorandum 
that Mr.-Smith circulated is not 
from the Mayor’s Office, but it 
does to me smack of a gag order 
and I do not think that is a good 
idea. It’s not good for 
communication or for moral for 
that matter, so I certainly 
support Mr. Smith’s motion. I 
don’t think there should be a memo 
from any Director saying that his 
employees can’t speak with 
Councilmembers . 


The Chair: 


Well three people in City Hall 
can keep a secret, if two of them 
are dead, so I don’t think there 
is going to be a problem with the 
information. 


We need a motion to approve 
the minutes and excuse the absent 
member. 


All in favor of that motion? 
Those opposed? 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
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The Chair: 


Motion to recess this meeting 
and meet directly following the 
Standing Committees Meeting 
tomorrow. 


All in favor of that motion?

COUNCIL’S RECESSED MEETING 
OF MARCH 1, 1994. 


The Chair: 


Council's Legislative session 
is now reconvened from our recess 
yesterday. We will dispense with 
the reading of the roll. We are 
specifically voting only on one 
bill to expedite legislation that 
Mr. Hertzberg introduced which 
requires a resolution being 
forwarded to the board of 
Elections and we need a deadline. 
At this time, I would ask the 
Clerk to please read Bill No. 245. 


The Clerk: 


Report of the Committee on 
Finance for March 2, 1994, with an 
Affirmative recommendation. 


Bill No. 245 - An Ordinance 
directing the Allegheny County 
Board of Elections to place before 
the qualified voters of the City 
of Pittsburgh a referendum 
question which would amend Section 
707 of the Home Rule Charter - 
Multiple Employment Prohibited. 





The Chair: 


You have heard the reading and 
the title of the Bill, is there 
any discussion on this matter. 
Hearing none the Bill is now up 
for final approval. 


All if favor of the proposed 
Ordinance will please signify by 
voting Aye. We will have a roll 
call, if you are opposed please 
vote no. Will the Clerk please 
cali the roll.

The Bill having received the 
legally required number of votes 
is passed finally. I will sign 
this quickly, we will get this 
over this afternoon to the Board 
once the Mayor receives the 
legislation. 


We have no other matters 
unless there is something urgent.

200, WEDNESDAY, 
FEBRUARY 23, 1994) 


Mr. Ferlo: 
Motion to approve for purposes of discussion. 
Mr. Smith: 
Second. 
Mr. Ferlo: 
And I will try to be brief because the hour is late. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


We have the Finance Director, who the resolution speaks 
about, but I want to ask that the Acting Director of the Water 
Department come forward, Mr. Hanna, also. It was not my intent 
to exclude any other director who had something to do with this 
issue, in writing this, and we can even amend it, I was just 
trying to direct it to some appropriate Administration staff. 


This actual bill came about as a result of Mr. Ricciardi 
and folks in his district. An elderly gentleman, Mr. 
DeAugustino, from Arlington Avenue, approached me at a 
neighborhood meeting up in Arlington a few days ago. The intent 
here is for individuals, be they elderly, or anybody else, 
obviously, on a voluntary basis, being able to have their 
quarterly bill, albeit Alcosan, and I recognize that it is an 
independent authority but I talked to them and they are willing 
to work with us on this, and/or the Water and Sewer Authority, 
in terms of the City, and/or other possible bills, including 
finance tax bills, but the general idea would be that if you, an 
individual, and oftentimes this may be an elderly person, who 
wants to have an automatically deducted direct pay for that bill 
with a better accounting system, a better accountability, in 
terms of their payments being made, we have continually -- in 
the five years that I have been here, it is frequently the case 
that people will dispute and come down here and spend hours down 
here arguing with somebody at the counter about the fact that a 
bill was paid; in fact, even this gentleman, who actually 
brought this to my attention, from Arlington Avenue, actually 
had a lien placed on his home by the City for an Alcosan bill 
that he already had paid and it took him forever to straighten 
this billing out with the counter downstairs. 





So, the intent here, obviously, is to facilitate it, make 
it more cost efficient, and I would hope that there would 
actually be a cost benefit because the City would realize its 
income on a quicker basis. It is 1994, whatever year it is, we 
should join the information age, we. should let the computer 
systems be used by the public, by the City Departments and 
Alcosan. I view this as a customer friendly approach. I do not 
know what financial burden we will bear, sometimes there is a 
fee associated with this, and that would have to be explored. 


So, I am asking that the directors involved, and I would 
like to amend this, obviously, and include the Water Department 
Director, that you take the charge and work with this committee, 
obviously I want to work on this issue, but I think it could be 
mutually beneficial and certainly i think for elderly people, 
they would find it helpful if on a quarterly basis, they do not 
even have to have postage, write a check, or be hassled, they 
can have direct pay on a voluntary basis. But, again, I would 
want this on a voluntary basis, they would have to opt into , 
this, and we would have to work with the banking community. So 
that in a nutshell is what this is proposing. 


The Chair: 
Councilman O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


I agree it is a good idea. Is this just for elderly or 
could it be anybody? 


Mr. Ferlo: 


No, it is for any individual who would like to do this. I 
think it would be most beneficial to many elderly people, 
especially those that get Social Security deducted, directly 
communicated to the bank, and things of this sort. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


_ I think it might be pointed out that, including myself, I 
never had direct pay and people always said, do it, and I never 
did it until about six months ago here, and my wife, I quess we 
are the old-fashioned way, you do not want to do it, but it is 
so much easier for everybody and the check is there the next day 
and the bills can be paid. So, I think you are in a good 
direction, especially when some of these pay quarterly and their 
having some problems, and I think it is in the best interest of 
the City of Pittsburgh. The residents, I do think, though, you 
will have a selling -- it is a hard sell, especially for the 
elderly, who have never done it and really may not trust it, but 
I think you should try to sell it as best you can do, on a 
voluntary basis, which you said.

Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair- One comment, then a brief question 
for Director Hanna. The comment is, I think it is a good bill, 
it is a good idea proposed by Council member Jim Ferlo, it 
offers convenience for our rate payers, and also a special 
thanks to a Mr. Paul DeAugustino from Arlington that provided 
Mr. Ferlo with some of this information.

The Chair: 


Members of Council and to the 
public, thank you. A long time 
ago I got involved with a group 
called the Concerned Mothers of 
Terrace Village, probably about 15 
or 18 years ago. Those ladies who 
worked very hard up in that 
community, actually were a- little 
bit ahead of their time, they had 
a school breakfast program and 
they fed a large number of young 
people within the public housing 
community. I think, thanks to the 
efforts of Just Harvest. 


It was not always the case 
that the local School Board was 
sympathetic and wanted to deal 
with maybe the bureaucracy of the 
breakfast program. But because of 
the work of Joanie and other from 
Just Harvest, they really went out 
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and advocated strenuously for the 
implementation of this program. 
The School Board and the City of 
Pittsburgh became involved and 
supportive, I think that helped 
lead the way for other school 
districts to become involved. 


It’s a very important program, 
and I think the Resolution speaks 
for itself. I was pleased to see 
Mayor Murphy yesterday at one of 
the local schools, helping to 
promote, I know the Commissioners 
have been supportive this week in 
the Hunger Week. Again, I want to 
commend Just Harvest and all the 
folks who are the implementation 
part of this effort. It a very 
important program. 


Joanie Rabinowitz: 


I think the resolution speaks 
for itself, and I think that most 
of us are aware and agree that 
breakfast it the most important 
meal of the day, and it’s really 
important for our children to have 
it before they start in school. 


When Just Harvest first began 
advocating for the breakfast 
program, only 12 school districts 
in Allegheny County had the 
breakfast program, and the 
Pittsburgh School District was not 
one of those. During the course 
of our work in the early years and 
up through now the Pittsburgh 
School District did begin to serve 
the program, and many more school 
districts in Allegheny County did, 
so that now 32 district in 
Allegheny County serve the 
breakfast program. I think they 
are serving about 15,000 children 
per day breakfast. 


We have here a number of 
administrators and children from 
some of the various schools in the 





Pittsburgh School District, and Tf 
wanted to introduce some of them. 
First we have here Lisa Scales who 
has been working for us at Just 
Harvest on promoting the program. 
We hope that in the next year or 
so to bring on several of the new 
districts in Allegheny County as 
well as increase the numbers of 
districts that are participating 
outside of Allegheny County. 


I now want to introduce Ms 
Dolores Ford, she is the school 
Food Service Director of the 
Pittsburgh School District. She 
will introduce her principal's and 
students. 


Ms. Dolores Ford: 


Good morning, I want to thank 
Councilman Ferlo, in fact I live 
in his district so I am very proud 
that he is the one sponsoring this 
resolution today. Most of all I 
think that we’re here today to 
show you what beautiful children 
we have in the School District of 
Pittsburgh. One of the reasons is 
because we feed them so well, and 
breakfast is one of the main 
reasons why we're here of course 
today. 


Breakfast is an investment in 
our future, as is lunch, this is 
the way we look at it. The School 
District of Pittsburgh is looking 
at the breakfast program as part 
of the educational system not 
divorced ‘from. We cannot teach 
hungry children, there is nothing 
very difficult to understand 
about that. So we are very proud 
today to be here, to have the 
children exposed to this wonderful 
opportunity, and eaiso I am very 
proud to have the opportunity to 
introduce some of the prime 
Principal’s from our City School's 
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who have taken their time to bring 
our children down, to show you 
that we actually have some 
beautiful children in the City. 


The first Principal I would 
like to introduce is from 
Brookline, she is representing the 
Principal, because the Principal 
had other commitments today, this 
is Mrs. Jones from Brookline 
School. 


Mrs. Jones: 


Thank you, and I would like to 
say thanks to Mrs. Ford and the 
Food Service Department for 
inviting us here from Brookline 
Elementary School. My name is 
Eleanor Jones and I am the 
Assistant Principal at Brookline. 
With me I have Vanessa Salter, 
Rashad Asque, Earl Braden, and 
Kimberly Ford.

Good morning everyone, would 
Dr. Bruce MacLeod and his family, 
and Bill Dougherty and his family, 
and all the firefighters please 
come up here now. 


Members of Council and members 
of the audience it’s really an 





honor to be able to deliver this 
proclamation today. I am sure 
everyone remembers that day about 
a month and a half ago, when a 
Port Authority Bus caught on fire 
in the Liberty Tubes. The day was 
January 19th, and the weather was 
frigid, it was something in the 
area of minus 32 degrees. 


That event of the bus catching 
on fire could have been a real 
‘tragedy to the City of 
Pittsburgh. One of the reason 
that it was not a serious tragedy, 
was because of the heroic efforts 
of two men, and those two men are 
Dr. Bruce MacLeod and Mr. Bill 
Dougherty. It is our opportunity 
this morning to praise them really 
for their heroism, because they 
were stuck in that tunnel too. 
Instead of thinking about their 
own personal safety, at a time 
when the tunnel was filled with 
smoke and fire, what they did, was 
they got out of their cars and led 
people out of the tunnel. 


Dr. Bruce MacLeod is the Chair 
of the Department of Emergency 
Medicine at Mercy Hospital, so he 
knows emergency situations quite 
well, and also the Fire Bureau's 
Physician Coordinator for the 
electronic defibulator program, he 
got out of his car, and yelled 
follow my voice, follow my voice, 
and people did. 


Luckily very luckily we had a 
firefighter, off duty firefighter 
in the tunnel at the time, Mr. 
Bill Dougherty, he got out of his 
car too, and he shepherded people 
out of the tunnel so that what 
could have been a tragedy and we 
could have lost lives at that 
event, became luckily a gratuitous 
event. I want to congratulate 
these two men. 
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We have with them today, Dr. 
Bruce MacLeod’s family including 
his wife Jan, and Ian who is 2 
years old, and his two daughters 
Megan and Emily. We also have 
Bill Dougherty’s family, and I 
should tell you that Mr. Dougherty 
is as I told you, a firefighter 
himself, but also his Father is a 
firefighter, his Grandfather was a 
firefighter, his Uncle and his 
Father-in-Law. So he comes from a 
long line of firefighters. We 
have his Mother Carmella, his wife 
Christine, his daughter Kathleen, 
his brothers Rob, Anthony, and 
Bernie, his neice Crystal, and his 
Uncle Richie. 


We also have Chief Dickinson, 
and Deputy Chief John Gourley, and 
of course, the President of the 
Firefighters Mr. Joey King, and 
Lt. Russell Young, Lt. Daniel 
Acklin, and all of you know 
Battilion Chief 
McNally, not only in his own 
right, but he is also the father 
of State Representative Chris 
McNally. 


That having been said, I would 
like to read the following: 


NO. 266 WHEREAS, on January 
19, 1994, during frigid 
temperatures, a PAT bus caught 
fire on the inbound portal of the 
Liberty Tunnel, during the height 
of the morning rush hour; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Bruce MacLeod and 
Mr. William B. Dougherty, were 
driving in separate cars in the 
tunnel; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. MacLeod, with no 
regard for his own safety in the 
deteriorating environment, 
directed people to a safe area by 
constantly shouting “follow my 
voice"; and ° 











WHEREAS, City of Pittsburgh 
firefighter William Dougherty, 
off-duty at the time, heard the 
voice of Dr. MacLeod and 
shepherded many people away from 
the fire and exposed himself to 
inordinate amounts of smoke; and 


WHEREAS, due to the heroism of 
these two men, lives were saved 
and serious injuries avoided. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE It 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh does hereby 
commend Dr. Bruce MacLeod and Mr. 
William B. Dougherty for their 
bravery and heroism; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh declares Tuesday, March 
8, 1994 Dr. Bruce MacLeod and Mr. 
William B. Dougherty Day in the 
City of Pittsburgh.

Thank you, I am very honored 
to receive this, I accept it 
somewhat sheepishly because one 
thing I believe is that many of 
the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh would have done the 
same thing I did. JI have a hard 
time talking about -the whole 
experience because I feel that it 
was just a natural progression of 
events that led me to do that. I 
also want to thank my wife, for 
hitting the snooze alarm that 
morning, that led me to be in that 
tunnel at that time. 


Finally, I have had the 
privilege of working with the 
Pittsburgh Bureau of Fire for 5 
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years now, and I can tell you with 
all certainty that Mr. Bill 
Dougherty represent the quality of 
person that’s involved in the 
Bureau of Fire, and I was not 
really surprised that it was 
indeed a firefighter that was 
shepherding those people in from 
that smoke. Thank you very much. 


Mr. Dougherty: 


Well first of all, a funny 
thing happened to me on the way in 
from South Hills this morning. As 
I was coming through the tubes I 
was sitting in traffic and 
thinking, wouldn’t it be ironic if 
we just sort of got stuck here, 
and didn’t make it here for this 
presentation. 


However, I would like to take 

this opportunity to thank Dan 
Cohen and the City of Pittsburgh, 
also to say it’s a privilege and 
honor to work in the fire service 
in the City of Pittsburgh. These 
firefighters that I work with can 
be counted along with the best in 
the Country. 
As compared to any of the large 
Cities, I think the bravery and 
courage and the dedication of the 
City of Pittsburgh Firefighters, 
is possibly the greatest or along 
with the greatest in the Country. 


Also, 1 think at the root of 
that dedication and the feeling 
that the people have for the job 
that they do here in the City, is 
Joe King and our Local Number 1, 
which has done so much work in the 
past, and all the other Union 
Presidents we’ve had in the past. 


Last but not least, my hat is 
off to Dr. MacLeod for doing what 
he did. Which sort of prompted me 
to go through and do the things 
that I did at that time. Thanks 
to everybody.

Quickly, because I know it’s 
been a long process this morning. 
What’s cight in this world is 
what’s been in this room this 
morning, and how quickly we forget 
with the seemingly endless tragic 
stories day after day. This room 
has been filled with happiness, 
and I can't tell you what an 
erroneous job not only did Dr. 
MacLeod and Firefighter Dougherty 


do that morning, but the 
firefighters on the scene. What a 
lot of you don’t know, that 


morning was under the command of 
Chief McNally. What we know in 
our business, is tunnel fires have 
a long history in the fire 
services as being tragic fires. 
But because of good fire ground 
attack and procedures, and a good 
fire ground effort of the 
firefighters that were there, and 
what we didn’t know was these two 
gentlemen were doing their part, 
it all turned out to be a 
successful story that morning. 


I couldn't be prouder of the 
Fire Bureau, the Firefighters, and 
particularly these two gentleman 
who didn’t know each other that 
morning, but have come here today 
to know one another. 


Mr. Joey King: 


I share the same 
all the speakers 


Thank you, 
sentiments of 
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here before me. It's been a 
pleasure working with Dr. MacLeod 
over the last 5 years. He fully 
understands the complexity and 
profession of a professional 
firefighter. 

Both of these gentlemen 


exemplify the true dedication, 
professionalisim of an emergency 
situation. With the hostile 
environment and the toxicity and 
smoke involved in this particular 


incident, neither one of them took 
concern of their own life and 
safety. They felt a need to get 


everybody else out. For that, as 
a President of a professional 
organization, Firefighters, I want 
to personally thank Dr. MacLeod, 
and will call it Doc day in the 
City of Pittsburgh, because 
they're both Doc’s.,that’s what we 
call them in the department.

Let me explain relative to 
this bill, this is the official 


municipal ordinance that we must 
pass if we are so interested, 
relative to the creation. I'd 
like to just read something very 
quickiy, from the Commissioners. 


On Thursday, February 21, 1994 
the Allegheny County Commissioners 
adopted a resolution as required 
under Act 77 of 1993. The 
Allegheny Regional Asset District 
Act, indicating the intent to 
create the Allegheny Regional 
Asset District. This statute 
provides the proceeds from the 
additional sales tax, to be levied 
under Act 77, should be made 
available to local municipalities 
which meet the following criteria. 


1. We impose an earned income 
tax at a rate equal to or greater 
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that 1/4 of 12 under the local tax 
enabling act and a real property 
tax, or 


2. Impose a real property tax 
equal to or not greater than 752% 
of the allowable general purpose 
mileage rate under the applicable 
municipal code, or in a Home Rule 
Community, the code that 
municipality was governed by 
before the adoption of a Home Rule 


Charter. 
Again, since the commissioners 
took the required action of 


February 24 of notifying the 
public of their intention to adopt 
the Regional Asset District 
Ordinance, a 60 day time period 
begins which any municipality in 
Allegheny County most in 
particular ours must act in order 
to become eligible for a portion 
of the proceeds of the tax 
revenue. This has begun. 


So pursuant to this 
I know 


initiation 
Councimembers have 
expressed varying levels of 
support. I’m certainly supportive 
of this initiative, I want to get 
it quickly on Council's agenda, 
get it voted or rejected up or 
down so we can move along quickly 
and meet the 60 day requirement. 


Accordingly, although it's not 
required, I am scheduling a Public 
Hearing for March 15th, at 
2:00P.M. I want the public to 
better understand what Council’s 
perogatives are, what this 
Regional Asset District is all 
about, why many of us on this 
Council and certainly with the 
leadership of Mayor Murphy have 
helped to bring this ability 
about. In terms of local tax 
reform and the needed revenues 
that we so badly are in need of 
for some of the Regional Asset 








that we have funded solely from 
the operating budget. I don’t 
want to miss any time frame, we 
want to move this along, and I do 
want to have a public hearing to 
allow for some community input. 


I’m a little tired of a lot of 
the radio talk show pundits, and 
others who have really confused 
the public about this whole 
issue. Lambasting a lot of 
elected officials, who I think had 
a lot of guts to step forward and 
speak frankly with the public 
about a the financial predicament 
that we in the City and other 
municipalities, and we in the 
County are being faced with. 


I'm looking forward to this 
public hearing, we will wildly 
circulate this information, so not 
only the folks that will benefit 
from the Asset District will be 
allowed to speak, but any others 
who stand in opposition. But 
again, I would Like the public to 
be fully informed as to what this 
1% Sales Tax actually means and 
what are the corresponding 
initiatives that we in City 
government will consider at the 
end of the year. Specifically the 
Amusement Tax, Personal Property 
Tax, and other issues that we will 
be deciding. 


T apologize for that 
interruption, but I wanted to get 
this on the agenda tomorrow, so we 
can move quickly to the March 15th 
2P.M. Public Hearing.

Mr. Cohen earlier on 
unfinished business I asked on TCL 
if we could come to some agreement 
shortly on a schedule with the 
evidence from your hearing with 
the joint meeting of Council and 
the Cable Communications Advisory 
Board.

I have had several 
discussion’s with David Wormser, 
our Consultant on this, and I’ve 
asked him to engage TCI in 
negotiation on precisely that 
point. Only dealing with the 
schedule, as you know the FCC has 
come down with a new press 
release, saying that there is 
going to be a 7% drop in the bench 
marks. That have not yet issued 
the regulations that go along with 
that announcement. 


Rather than have 2 hearings, I 
thought it would be best for all 
involved if we just had 1. But, 
and this is a big but, I feel that 
we should only do that if TCI is 
willing to agree that they will 
not implement their new rates 
until that whole process is over. 
That’s the negotiation that Mr. 
Wormser is now engaging in, he’s 
going to get back to us very soon 
on that. Assuming that is agreed 
upon, then we would have 30 days 
from the time the FCC issues its 
regulation to have a hearing, than 
another 30 days for him to present 
his report to us. I think will 
hear about whether that happened 
very soon.

The Chair: 


By way of clarification 
obviously Councilman Cusick would 
very much like this Council to be 
represented on ALCOSAN’s Board. I 
think he would be a star on that 
Board. More importantly a lot of 
the issues this council has 
struggled on in the last many 
years, especially the Saw Mill Run 
issue and others are in Mr. 
Cusick’s district. I think he 
needs to be there voting, as well 
as meeting with Mr. Onorato and 
others from the North Side 
relative to the problems in 
Brighton Heights and some of the 
issues that this Council has 
talked about. 
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The other gentleman is 
currently on the staff of the 
Mayor's Office, he is actually 
filling a void, as a general 
matter of policy, the Mayor in the 
past has recognized the 
recommendation of the local 
Citizens Council, in this case the 
Brighton Heights Federation, for a 
suggested appointment. I would 
ask that we please move on these 
today. 


I am personally a little upset 
at my former colleague Mr. Wagner, 
who is continuing to occupy the 
board seat, that rightfully should 
go to an elected member of this 
Council. I don’t think it’s fair 
and just want to publicly chastise 
him for not giving that seat up. 
He’s there by virtue of his 
elected position to this City 
Council, he’s not there by any 
other standard. 


If I left office I would no 
longer want to serve on the 
Housing Authority Board. It would 
be fair that a member of Council 
rightfully be the appointed 
representative. That’s causing a 
little bit of a problem, because 
there needs to be a full 
complement on that Board, not only 
from Brighton Heights Community 
but others who have expertise and 
a contribution to make, that the 
Mayor or the Commissioners could 
recommend. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I’m in full support of Mr. 
Cusick, It will be an honor to 
vote for him today. I do have a 
question regarding our other 
nominee, which was recommended by 
the community based organization 
of the North Side. I’m just 
curious if that recommendation was 
made before or after Mr. Ralph 








Horgan accepted employment with 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 


I called the President when I 
received the information from the 
Mayor's Office a week ago, I 
called the President of the 
Brighton Heights Federation, he 
made it clear that there was a 
selection committee of which Mr. 
Horgan and others actually went 
through an interview process. 
That approval was actually granted 
prior to Mr. Horgan comming on 
board and paid staff of the 
Mayor’s Office. They continue to 
request that Mr. Horgan sit on the 


board representing their 
Federation. 
Mr. Smith: 

Just quickly, it is my 
understanding that we have no 
authorization of the Mayor’s 
appointments to ALCOSAN, so I am 


asking the question? 

That he has the full right with no 
Council oversight from the way I 
understood the rules, for the 
formation of the Board. So is 
this just us giving a resolution 
of support, or do we believe we 
are actually authorizing their 
appointments to the Board. 


The Chair: 
I think we need a 


clarification on that, my motion 
is that the motion be made from 


the floor, that a motion to 
receive and file these 
appointments. 
Mr. Smith: 

Then we are not voting on 
saying Yea or Nay on either 
individual. What we are saying is 
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that this is the Mayor’s decision 
and we are going to file and so 
note in our records as to whom has 
been appointed. 

Correct? 


The Chair: 


I want these approved so these 
two gentlemen can quickly move ta 
take their seat on the ALCOSAN 
Board. It can be done under a 
motion to approve by resolution, 
it can be a motion to approve the 
read and adopted, whatever you 
like. 


Mr. Cusick: ' 


I just want to thank the other 
members of Council for their 
support. My district has for some 
time worked on the Saw Mill Run 
Creek and the new sewage system 
that’s going to happen. They just’ 
voted recently on a $30,000,000.00 
project out on Saw Mill Run. I 
look forward to getting involved 
and taking on other matters of the 
City as far as ALCOSAN goes. I 
thank you very much for your 
support today. 


The Chair: 

Any other discussion on this 
motion. All in favor of the 
motion? Those opposed? 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Mr. Onorato: 

As the continuation of last 

Tuesday's motion, first let me say 


that I want to thank everyone for 
writing or calling my office, both 


for and against the proposed 
resolution, that I put up last 
Tuesday. There have been 


interesting points made on both 
sides, I respect their view, I 





don’t agree with everything that 
was said, but I agree with some of 
it. 


I also want to make clear, 
that I think Lt hs very 
unfortunate, the Headline that I 
read in the Pittsburgh Courier, 
with my name and Councilman 
Rieciardi’s name, I think it’s 
very unfortunate because I was 
never called to even comment on 
what was said, yet there were all 
kind of accusations thrown against 
my name, by individuals who sent 
letters to my office and all our 
offices, and the paper. 1d. oF 
would ask for is at least fair 
coverage and I don't think that’s 
asking for too much. I was not 
contacted to respond, yet things 
in there that were said about me 
could have been easily cleared up 
or at least let me have a chance 
to respond if it was true or not. 


We didn’t have that, so I’m 
taking advantage of the situation 
I have today, to clarify my motion 
and my position again, 


In no way did I intend or do I 
believe that this is a racial 
issue. It’s an issue that faces 
all of us, and I would be first to 
say that the worst thing that 
could happen to the City is try to 
divide it along racial lines. 1 
would just put out an offer to the 
Pittsburgh Courier to call my 
office and, I would be more than 
happy to give them at least ten 
names in the African-American 
community that I deal with in my 
district. Let them talk to them 
and ask them what we're doing, 
because none of that was covered, 
particularily even with the Nation 
of Islam and when they patrol some 
of the areas. 


North Side is actually 
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Christopher Smith's district, but 
Brighton Place has former Nation 
of Islam individual’s, they 
changed the name a little bit now, 
but their down there patrolling 
the streets daily. Or Harriet 
Henson and the North Side Tenant 
Reorganization who are taking over 
several hundred units, and I was 
in full support of that. I stated 
that here in Council months ago, 
and Harriet is a good friend of 
mine, and I think it a great 
idea. If the Housing Authority 
can’t proper police certain areas, 
I think we have to think new ways. 


I think my colleagues know 
very well, I bring it up every 
budget time, and every time a big 
bill comes through with 
authorization going to the Housing 
Authority. The first thing I 
bring up and the first question I 
always ask is, where is the 
security component, and I don’t 
mean hiring Housing Authority 
police. J always offer should we 
get more creative, become more 
creative, and think about having 
the Tenant Organization’s, the 
Block Watches, Citizen Council’s, 
offer us ideas as to how to patrol 
these areas, and how to secure the 
investment that we make. 


Once again, none of that gets 
reported, people like to draw this 
down the racial lines and I think 
the newspapers and the Courier 
were just as guilty at flaring 
this up for not having fair 
coverage. c 


Stating that, my position on 
the Summit is still the same, I 
don't think we should be inviting 
the National leaders to this 
City. I received you packet Mr. 
President, and all the letters 
attached against my motion. But I 
also have letters here’ form 





Jacques Kahn, the downtown people 
who agree that it would be bad for 
the image and it’s just bad for 
the City of Pittsburgh to be 
hosting this kind of a summit. 


We could go back and forth on 
pros and cons, and we can ail come 
in with as many letters as we 
need. The only little change that 
I will make today, is that last 
week I asked this Council to 
support sending a letter to the 
Mayor asking him to not 
acknowledge or to participate. I 
don't know, we can pull the 
record, I don’t remember anyone 
here suggesting that we were going 
to block anyone from coming here. 
I remember specifically stating 
that everyone has a constitutional 
right to appear here, and to say 
whatever they like. We can’t 
legally block that and I said that 
last week, and that was not my 
motion. 


I read it everywhere in these 
articles that Onorato wants to 
block the group. That was not 
what I said. I said that I don’t 
think the City government should 
participate in these discussion’s 
and we should not greet them with 
open arms. That’s what I said 
last week, that’s what I say this 
week. The only difference here is 
that Mayor Murphy has already 
stated that he would prefer there 
were a different location, but he 
recognizes legally he can’t stop 
anyone and I agree with him. 


I'll just change my motion to 
reflect this Council body, that I 
am a member of, and I will make 
_the motion that we as a body 
representing the City do not 
recognize this type of a summit 
for whatever reason, if it be 
because you agree with me that we 
shouldn’t bring on the national 
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leaders from those cities, or if 
you have a problem with the guest 
list or guest speakers. I don’t 
think this is what we need and I 
would make a motion that we don’t 
support that. 


Additionaly, I would like to 
add that I’m in full support, and 
I think this Council should get 
behind it, and I think the Mayor 
should get behind it, of having a 
summit, but this type of summit, 
with the Block Watches, the 
Community Groups, the Tenant 
Council’s, which currently goes on 
with a lot of the representatives 
in this room. I know we go to 
these neighborhood meetings, and 
with the police and some of the 
local troubled kids. Now we 
stressed local, were not putting 
our head in the sand, we all know 
we have a problem here like other 
Cities. 


Let’s deal with our problem 

here head on, let’s sit down, 
let's open up discussion, but we 
do not have to turn Pittsburgh 
into the national centerpiece for 
the national debate on gang 
violence. Let’s deal with our 
problem here, we have a lot of 
good people fighting that. 
I would ask this Council’s support 
me on that motion that we do not 
participate or welcome the 
national summit here in 
Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Ricciardi seconded. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


First of ali my position 
remains clear, and has not 
changed. I am in full support of 
the motion put forth by Mr. 
Onorato. 








As I’ve stated last week and 
during the week with either 
constituents or the media. I 
obviously support the right for 
freedom of assembly and freedom of 
speech. Freedom of speech also 
gives us the ability to send our 
position. Our position should be 
and hopefully will be that the 
City of Pittsburgh in no way 
accepts or recognizes a summit of 
this sort. 


Do I deny that we have gang 
members and gang activities in the 
City of Pittsburgh, the answer is 
no. Do I believe we have to work 
with those gang members that have 
not broken the law, the answer is 
yes. Those gang members that have 
broken the law here in the City of 
Pittsburgh I think we have to 
tread very harshly through our 
judicial system. However, do I 
see it being beneficial or 
productive to have a gang summit 
here in the City of Pittsburgh, 
that is to invite gang members, 
not former gang members, I've also 
made my call to Kansas City, but 
to invite gang members from cities 
such as Los Angeles, Miami, 
Detroit here to the City. How 
would that benefit us, I don’t see 
the Crypts from the City of 
Pittsburgh fighting the Bloods 
from Detroit. I don't see how 
that in any way is going to put 
down the violence that is 
happening here. 


Also, let's look at the image 
it portrays here for the City, and 
can we protect the personal safety 
of our residents. Down here at 
the Y, between our own gang 
members we had great difficulty in 
quote, “having a peace meeting” 
and violence broke out. Can we 
control that type of setting, and 
am I willing to take that chance, 
the answer is no. 
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Let's look at the image that 
it portrays for the City of 
Pittsburgh. If your a family or 
if your a business and your 
thinking of relocating to the city 
of Pittsburgh, are you going to 
have second thoughts if you hear 
there is going to be a national 
gang summit. I believe the answer 
is yes, and it almost occurred. 


I was contacted by the 
chairperson of the National 
Association of Neonatal Nurses 
here in the City of Pittsburgh. 
They are having a conference in 
May, this is a good group of 
people, we know what the infant 
mortality rate is here in the City 
of Pittsburgh, especially among 
the African-American community. 
This group considered canceling 
their conference if it was on the 
same weekend of the National Gang 
Summit here in the City. 
Fortunately through a few phone 
calls, I was able to find out that 
it’s not on the same weekend. But 
we almost lost 300 professional 
nurses, coming here to the City 
with prominent speakers to discuss 
a nationwide problem, especially a 
problem that affects the City of 
Pittsburgh, in our very 
disgraceful high infant mortality 
rate. That would have been a 
disaster if we would have lost 
this group. 


So if this group was able to 
stand up and teli the truth and be 
honest, that they would cancel 
their conference if it were on the 
same weekend, I wonder if there 
are other groups, families or 
business's out there. If you read 
Jacques Kahn's letter he brings up 
a very good point. That is will 
this in any way hurt our image in 
terms of business locations and 


others coming to it. 





I in no way, no article, no 
paper, would ever get me to 
retreat from this position, and 
that is the lead speaker Minister 


Farrakhan. The question is, and 
especially this past week, I’ve 
read a lot of his things. Mayor 


Murphy and others have stated it, 
I don't believe this person brings 
people together. He divides 
people along race, he divides 
people along ethnic and also along 
religious grounds. If that is 
their keynote speaker, if that is 
going to be the direction they 
plan on going into, well I have a 


problem with .that. Obviously 
freedom of speech, Mr. Farrakhan 
can come to the City of 
Pittsburgh, but again, I support 


the courageous position of Mr. Dan 
Onorato and that is that the City 
of Pittsburgh in no way recognizes 
or takes part in this type of 
conference. 


Am I willing to work with the 
young people at risk, absolutely 
yes, am I willing to work with 
even gang members, to bring them 
together, absolutely, but let’s 
keep this in mind that if this 
type of conference in the City of 
Pittsburgh hurts our image in 
terms of bringing in new 
businesses, new families, or new 
conventions, who is going to be 
hurt. It's not going to be the 
gang members, they’re not paying 
taxes, it's going to be the law 
abiding tax payer here in the City 
of Pittsburgh that going to have 
to foot additional bills, or 
additional taxes because the tax 
base continues to erode. 


The bottom line is sure let's 
work with our people here. But in 
any way to reach out to a National 
Gang Summit, I think would be 
wrong, and I think we have to 
stand up and take that position. 
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I think the detractors can throw 
any types of names they want on 
Mr. Onorato or myself, it's no 
problem. Iam very very 
comfortable in my position, do I 
want these people here in the City 
of Pittsburgh, that are still gang 
members, the answer is no. 


If I heard there was a gang 
summit here I would think WOW what 
problems they must have. They 
have to have a national gang 
summit in the City of Pittsburgh. 
Bottom line, in brief, in summary, 
sure let’s work with our kids here 
in the City of Pittsburgh, even 
the gang members, but lets not in 
anyway reach out to the Crypts of 
Detroit, the Bloods of Los 
Angeles, to the Latino’s and 
Jamaican gangs of Miami and bring 
them in. 


I have spoken to _ police 
officers on this, and they are 
very concerned, what happens if a 
leader from a gang from Detroit, 
for any reason is beaten here in 
the City of Pittsburgh, or even 
worse, is slain here. Either from 
a person on the street, another 
gang member or justified homicide 
from the Police Department. This 
comes from a police officer, they 
are very concerned. Don’t you 
think these other gangs from the 
other cities would have to come to 
town, in order to save face, and 
for revenge. 


We’re getting ourselves into 
something we shouldn’t be in. I 
would feel more comfortable if we 
would support Mr. Onorato’s 
courageous position, and that is 
use our free speech and say Mayor 
Murphy please don’t recognize 
them, don’t take part in any of 
their activities. It’s a very 
simple motion put forth, and I 
thank my colleagues for their 
time.

I appreciate some of my 
colleagues who are concerned about 
the image of our City, and I think 
we are all concerned about that. 
But, I am also concerned about the 
carnage that goes on in this city 
everyday in neighborhoods 
throughout the city that we 
represent. 


I think the motion is not only 
shallow and suffers from myopia, 2 
think it obviously lacks any 
leadership and creativity. I 
guess I come directly from the 
opposite point of view. 


Last week I was trying to 
remain a little even tempered in 
the debate, discussion and 
dialogue, because I only knew a 
little bit about the motion in 
terms of the so called Gang Peace 
Summit meeting. 


In the week that has followed, 
I have attempted to learn a lot 
more about the dynamics of this 
summit meeting. Whose actually 
involved, what the genesis of this 
meeting is, and what the 
aspirations and the hopes of many 
of the progressive individual's 
that are behind and attempting to 
work and bring dialogue and 
discussion together. 


Quite frankly I think the 
motion is downright arrogant, I 
think it’s outrageous that this 
City Council, talk about being 
comfortable in our position, has 
the guile to tell individuals 
progressive within the community, 
especially in the African-American 
community who are living with the 
crisis and carnage everyday. They 
come forward and attempt to deal 
with leadership and creativity 
with the kind of crisis they see 
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daily on the streets and in their 
neighborhoods. 


Last week I was certainly not 
in support of Mr. Onorato’s 
motion, because of what I 
understood it to say, this week 
having understood a little bit 
more about what the intent of the 
conference is, I’m a little bid 
ashamed that this. City Council and 
local government is not a part or 
being in support of the Gang Peace 
Summit . 


I personally would be offering 
any support I have, as an elected 
official, to assist this group and 
this meeting, with this dialogue, 
and this discussion. I for one 
think we should be passing a 
motion in favor of the Gang Peace 
Summit, and what the aspiration's 
and hopes of the individuals are. 


I'm going to take a little 
time, because I want to read some 
letters, and get the discussion 
out. 


I received a letter from 
Connie Portis, I think it's 
important to read a couple of 
these and again we’re in no hurry 
to leave this room. 1 think we 
need to argue out this 
discussion. I think that the 
polarization that’s taken place in 
the community and the city and 
even in these chambers as I look 
out in the audience today, is very 
disappointing I think we should 
deal with it and come to grips 
with it. 


Mr. Onorato: 


It’s kind of unusual to have 
the President speak before 
everybody had a chance here, but 
that’s fine. I would ask one 





thing in my point of order. If 
your going to read the letters, I 
noticed you package did not 
include the Jacques Kahn letter 
which was given to your office. I 
would hope that you have fair play 
on your readings. 


Mr. Chair: 


I would hope that you take an 
opportunity to read that letter if 
you have it. 


To members of Council, and 
this is from Connie Portis from 
Renaissance Publication. It is 
not often that’ policy makers and 
citizens get the opportunity to 
share equally and simultaneously 
in finding the solutions to 
societal ilis that plague our 
communities. Generally one group 


approaches the other to make 
changes, to see a side of the 
issue. I find it appalling, 


shortsighted and racist that you 
have taken the position to insight 
hysteria surrounding the Gang 
Peace Council to be held here in 
Pittsburgh, instead of welcoming 
the opportunity to learn how to 
participate in the healing of a 
segment of society that is clearly 
reaching out for new meaningful 
direction to fully participate in 
this society. 


Whatever the consequences of 
this summit, I believe we have a 
duty to the citizens of our 
community, specifically the 
African-American community, to 
gain as much knowledge about the 
gang culture as possible. And, 
the Gang Peace Summit is perhaps 
our best opportunity to learn. 


If we do not only accept that 
this summit is coming here, and 
participate as much as is allowed 
by outsiders, then clearly yau 
have proven that there is a 
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dichotomy in your political 
behavior that reeks of racism and 
cowardice on one side, and talk of 


working together to find the 
solution on the other. 
I believe that the only 


limitation to find a solution on 
any problem should be a 
compromising of ones moral and 
religious beliefs. 

To be open to the summit is not a 
compromise, from your behavior and 
others in our communities, it 
seems as though we are morally 
against and effort to promote 
civilized discussion toward peace, 
and that our religious teachings 
promoted lofty position and 
purveyed us to walk among the 
people to help them. 


A letter from Paul Wahrhaftic 
who ZI have known for many years, 
very active with the Conflict 
Resolution Center, does a lot of 
crisis conflict, complaint 
mediation in neighborhoods. 


I am concerned about 
Councilmembers opposition to the 
upcoming Gang Peace Summit. They 
missed the essence about what this 
is all about when they omit the 
term Peace from the title. We 
heard the same fears a year ago 
when the first Gang Peace Summit, 
fully titled the Nation Urban 
Peace and Justice Summit, was held 
in Kansas City. 


The fear was understandable, 
society is rightfully frightened 
by gang violence and wants 
desperately to do something about 
it. In Kansas City they did do 
something about it. Gang leaders 
from across the nation came 
together in a carefully structured 


atmosphere, and an intense 
emotional atmosphere. In tears 
many threw down their colors, 








apologized to each other and their 
women, and began a peace movement 
which is now coming to 
pittsburgh. 


Since then regional summits 
have been held in Cleveland, 
Detroit, and Los Angeles. I am 
enclosing two background readings 
to help you understand this 
movement better. First is our own 
publication, Conflict Resolution 
Notes, with a first hand report on 
the Kansas summit, and my article 
putting that experience into an 
international content. Secondly, 
is a recent article on the 
Cleveland summit. 


So I am proud that Pittsburgh 
is being looked to, as a host for 
the Gang Peace Summit. As 
President of the Conflict 
Resolution Center, International, 


I am honored to serve of the 
steering committee for this 
meeting. Our center serves as a 
link between this peace on the 
streets movement, and the 
international experience in 
resolving threatening social 
conflicts. 


Will peace come over night, 
no, is the process smooth and risk 
free, no, Palestinians and 
Israelis show us the peace process 
is slow and torturous, ‘but the 
risk are lower than not if the 
authorities in making this work 
don’t participate. 


As a Jew participating on the 
steering committee, I have been 
pleased with the 
participation of Pittsburgh's 
nation of Islam representatives. 
They have go out of their way to 
demonstrate inclusiveness and 
respect for all participants 
regardless of race, gender or 
religion. I respect their 
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decision to invite Louis 
Farrakhan, for he is a leader the 
youth want to hear. I am 
confident that they will work with 
the rest of the committee to 
structure the summit, so that 
values and respect and 
reconciliation predominate. 


We at the Conflict Resolution 
Center are available to help find 
ways for the Gang Peace Council 
and the City of Pittsburgh to 


collaborate to reduce the gang 
problem here. 

IT heave many other letters, 
including one from the NAACP, 


which you have before you. I just 
want to state very clearly, the 
issue is not Louis Farrakhan, or 
Rev. Ben Chavis, who I know very 
well and who is a dynamic leader, 
been through a hell of a struggle 
in his life. He is now the 
President of the National NAACP, 
he has a lot to offer, he has an 
ability to speak to a lot of the 
young people who probably none of 
us in this room could begin to sit 
down with and have that kind of 
dialogue. 


Councilman Smith indicated 
last week that he has begun the 
process of trying to do some 
outreach and speak with some of 
these young people. I think we’ve 
got to do some soul searching and 
talk about this. Again, lets put 
this meeting in context, I think 
it was unfortunate, I think the 
NAACP is right in it calling a 
knee jerk reaction. I jokingly 
accused my colleague Mr. Onorato 
of having a, what I referred to as 
a, senatorial oratorical 
infectious disease, and that’s a 
disease that’s pre primary and I 
think it’s unfortunately affected 
his two colleagues to the right. 
I think it is important that we 





get out on the table all the 
issues. Let’s talk openly about 
the issue, let’s speak not only 
passionately about the values, 
let’s talk frankly about the 
issues that I think in the weeks 
past have tended, as Mr. Onorato 
himself says, have polarized us 
when we're not really talking 
about what the issues are at hand. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Just a Point of Order Mr. 
President, I can see the direction 
that this is going. Before this 
is over we're: going to need a 
Council Peace Summit. We need to 
respect each others point of view, 
and be able to have everybody make 
a statement here without any kind 
of polarization of this council, 
and I would appreciate it if that 
would happen, 


Mr. Onorato: 


I agree with everything 
Councilman Cohen said, until there 
is a personal attack to me, I will 
respond immediately and I will 
continue to. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I wasn’t responding to any 
particular Councilperson, I would 
just like to have a free flow 
here, and be able to all have a 
chance to state our position. 


Mr. President, let me begin by 
stating, that whatever decision 
this Council makes on this issue, 
it will have no effect whatsoever, 
on whether or not the Gang Peace 
Organization comes to the City of 
Pittsburgh. More over, it's a 
motion to tell the Mayor to do 
something that he has already said 
he will not do. . 
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Since this issue was raised in 
this Chamber last week, it has 
taken on a life of its own, and 
one that is polarizing our city 
along racial lines. We have got 
to stop dividing this city by 
race, and begin searching for 
meaningful solutions to 
Pittsburgh’s crisis of crime and 
gang activity. 


My number one concern as chair 
of the Public Safety Committee on 
Council, I have worked hard to put 
more police on the street and 
better policing in our 
neighborhoods. I strenuously 


. Oppose gangs and gang activity, 


but in my view, if you believe in 
law and order in the City of 
Pittsburgh, than you should not 
support this motion. From 
everything that I have read and 
learned in the past week, this 
Gang Peace Summit does not glorify 
gangs, it glorifies peace 


In every other City where it 
has been held it has resulted in a 
decrease in gang violence. Their 
agenda is to end the killing and 
rebuild our urban communities. 
Every session opens and closes 
with prayer. As one participant 
said when he stood up at the 
Kansas City meeting, we are tired 
of seeing our mothers come to the 
grave yard. 

I am totally confident in our 
Police and Police Bureau to insure 
that there is no threat to public 
safety while this gang peace 
meeting is taking place. But 
there is a chance that gang 
violence could decrease not just 
in the short term but in the long 
term. 


We have go to do everything we 
can to remove the attractiveness 


of joining a gang, by making it 





attractive to work hard, to study 
hard, to live by the rules, and to 
try to save this generation which 
is at risk. We need to give hope 
to the 13 and 14 year olds that 
have this romantic, but tragically 
mistaken idea that joining a gang 
is a way to success. We all know 
that joining a gang is a dead end, 
and we need to say to these 
youngsters that joining a gang may 
seem glamours, but it's a path 
with only two possible 
destinations, a jail cell or a 
funeral. 


Those gang leaders have the 
ears of these kids, like I wish 
that parents, clergy, teachers, 
and responsible adults did. I 
want to encourage these veteran 
gang members, if they are really 
serious about peace, to impress 
upon these kids who are on the 
edge, to stay in school, to stay 
away from drugs and gangs and 
become responsible members of our 
community. Some may cynically say 
Mr. President, whats the use, that 
there is no hope for these kids, 
but we can’t give up, we have to 
try everything that we can to 
provide hope. We owe it to 
ourselves, we owe it to our kids, 
and we owe to the future of 
Pittsburgh. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Obviously I think all of us 
support the idea of dialogue, I 
hope we aren’t dividing this 
Council and this City by what 
statements are being made here 
today. Obviously we have a 
problem, I show concern whether we 
need outside intervention to bring 
it to light. Obviously, we on 
Council over the last two years 
have initiated many programs, both 
education, sports, and we put a 
lot of police officers on the 
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streets, in both housing projects 
in my district and all over the 
City, 


The City does not, nor does it 
require the likes of Mr. Farrakhan 
anymore that it does David Duke 


coming into this city. He 
supports bigotry. hate and 
intolerance. Mr. Farrakahn’s 


ideas in regard to race relations 
are offensive to many of those who 
must come to the peace table. His 
views are contrary to those who 
have: struggied long and hard 
against racial issues and 
religious. He has on many 
occasion extremely been offensive 
to Catholics, which I am one, I 
represent and am married to a Jew, 
and he’s very offensive to the 
Jewish religion. I feel we do not 
need him in this City. We should 
not welcome Mr. Farrakhan in this 
City, he is not welcome by those 
who work hard for peace and 
justice. 


I want to make a motion 
requesting that Council adopt a 
resolution supporting this issue 
of not bringing Mr. Farrakhan 
here, I think when we do that then 
we might be able to move on to the 
next step. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Obviously with all due respect 
to Mr. O’Connor and as I think as 
you just stated, we do have a 
motion on the floor, and we have 
to take action on that motion, 
before other motions can be put 
forward. 


The Chair: 


I don't know if Mr. Onorato 
would consider that a friendly 
amendment, if not I’m going to 
rule that we -deal with Mr. 





o’Connor’s issue at a latter time, 
and that we stick to the initial 
motion that Mr. OQnorato has 
articulated earlier. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I am very appalled that we are 
even discussing this matter. 
Especially the amendments or 
motions of Mr. O’Connor. I don’t 
think and body or any person has 
the right to tell who can come 
into this City. I do not like 
what Mr. Farrakhan stands for, but 
he has a right as much as this 
Gang Peace Summit has to be in 
this City. I don’t think it is a 
matter that this Council should be 
dealing with, I am appalled to 
even be a part of this body. 


I will be there to work with 
them, and I hope the rest of the 
members in this Council will be 
there to work with them also. I 
spoke to Kansas City, I spoke to 
Cleveland, they said it was a 
positive experience in their 
City. Cleveland told me there was 
a drop in their gang related 
deaths. The tone and influence 
and message was outstanding, I 
just asked that Mr. Onorato remove 
his motion from this floor and we 
continue with the business of this 
City like we were elected to do. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


All right, I can hold my 
motion until the end of this 
discussion. I’1i be brief, I think 
I heard that were going to go back 
and forth, and make a lot of news 
media, which the old years ago 
Council was very good at. I think 
that this started possibly with 
some peoples emotions and 
beliefs. I think it’s time we 
take some leadership, and I'm 
asking you Mr. President, to take 
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that leadership which we elected 
you for, and we've seen in the 
past that you are capable of 
doing. 


I think you should call the 
Mayor today, we as a body or group 
should meet with the Mayor and see 
what direction this City is going 
own its own. We have a youth 
commission which you started over 
a year ago, and I know that you 
fought for and it went no where, I 
don’t know if it has a sense of 
direction right now. 


I think it’s time we get 
together and set a policy on what 
direction this city is going. 
Whether this 2 or 3 day gang 
summit does or doesn't come here 
is irregardless, we are here in 
the long term, I was born here, 
I'll die here, we have a lot of 
work to do. I suggest we get 
together with the Mayor, set the 
policy, bring in the proper 
people, there are a lot of good 
people in this city working for 
these causes. I noticed that Rick 
Cobbs is on the front page of 
yesterday’s paper. These are the 
type of people we should be 
bringing together to solve the 
problems of this city. 


I do question whether we 
should bring outsiders in, I’m not 
questioning outside legitimate 
speakers, educators, people who 
know how to deal with this 
situation. I don't know if we 
want to bring 29 members of gangs 
all over the city. But, I’m 
asking you, before this discussion 
goes much further, before it 
becomes a media event, that 
divides our city and our people, 
whether it be racial or religious 
lines, that you call a meeting 
today with the Mayor and let’s set 
some policy and what direction we 





want to go. Maybe we can support 
this, I have questions on it, we 
should make it clear and make sure 
that Pittsburghers do not have the 
L.A. and New York, Chicago gang 
problem. 


The good that can come out of 
this is that it is bringing to 
light the problems. I just went 
through it at Allderdice, I spent 
3 days in that school, there are 
tension and problems. -If you talk 
to the youth of this city, they 
know how to deal with the 
problems, black and white. 
They’re willing to sit down and 
talk, I think we better start 
right on our home base before we 
get to far gone here. 


I don’t know how far we want 
to go with this today, but please 
call the Mayor and set a policy, 
and set the city in the 
direction. For the last 2 years 
we've been floating, and I think 
we have all agreed to that. We as 
councilmembers have been going in 
different directions. I think 
with your leadership and the new 
administration we can set a good 
course to solve all the problems 
of the people of this city. 


The Chair: 


Thank you Mr. O’Connor. I 
think your plea is well taken, and 
on the mark, I will communicate 
with the Mayor today that we would 
like to meet quickly and review 
the issue of youth policy matter, 
and some of which you've spoken 
about. 


Mr. Smith: 
This issue has done exactly 


what I think was wanted. it has 
now taken 8 days of the public 
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attention away from the real 
issues. It is preying of the 
fears that are perpetuated by the 
media. This council took away 
Community Development Block Grant 
Funds, redirected them to a police 
empowered state, and we have seen 
a rise in murders. 


When the black community 
wishes to empower itself to come 
up with a solution, within their 
community, we are stepping in, we 
have never stepped into any 
convention that has ever been held 
in this City. To my one colleague 
who wishes to discuss the monetary 
change that he believes this would 
effect, these kids and adults and 
agencies are not going to come 
here for free, nor will they not 
be eating while they are in our 
City. Nor will they have free 
sleeping accomondations, they are 
a convention coming in to share 
information, and they will be 
leaving their dollars in this 
city. So if that’s Mr. Kahn’s 
fear, life's rough, because we do 
not issue anything about the other 
conventions. 


The other thing is I am proud 
that this City is taking the step 
to be progressive enough to reach 
out nationwide for a problem that 
affects the nation. Not burying 
my head in the sand and saying, 
I’ve got to keep it here at home. 
It's everywhere, it is everywhere 
and I am proud that we are 
reaching out. The thing that is 
most important, and I think we 
need to clear the air, is that 
this issue has a whole cloud of 
racism that should not be there, 
because we should not be about the 
business of issuing negative or 
even positive things that affect 
the lives of individuals in this 
city. 





It is our job as elected 
officials to give leadership, to 
follow behind people who have 
solutions when we don’t have 
them. This Council has not and 
neither has any governmental body 
yet to come up with a resolution 
of the gang problem, and it is 
time now for us to follow those 
who believe that they have the 
track. 


I am encouraging my colleagues 
to please let us not send the 
image that the Mason-Dixon Line is 
50 miles north of Pittsburgh, 
instead of 50 miles south of 
Pittsburgh. Let us continue 
working together as blacks and 
whites for a solution to the 
problems that don’t affect just 
black people or just white people, 
but all society. ‘Blacks were 
freed in 1872 have a right that 
has really not stayed with us from 
1872 and the issue now is can we 
bring ourselves into self 
empowerment with the support of 
the white establishment, not with 
any objections of the white 
establishment. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I have tried to take this in 
very carefully and give it great 
thought. I appreciate and I agree 
with the comments of every one of 
my colleagues, including your 
comments that you can run but you 
can't hide, I agree with you. I 
agree with Mr. Smith, we can’t 
bury our heads in the sand, I 
agree with some of the written 
commentary that some people are 
making statements that really have 
not been impacted by some of the 
violence. Personally I have not 
been impacted as bad as some of 
the other people in this city, 
although I have’ personally 
suffered injury myself. 
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I wasn’t quite sure what to 
do, particularly when I found out 
the Louis Farrakhan in fact was 
invited to be a speaker at this 
convention. And, in all likelihood 
will attend or at least wants to 
attend this meeting. 


We are all proud of our 
heritage I think, whether your of 
Italian, Irish, Africa, or Jewish 
Heritage. Although JI don't 
practice the Jewish religion, most 
of my ancestry is Jewish. I 
discussed Louis Farrakhan with my 
mother last night, and that is the 
only reason I will be voting with 
Mr. Onorato for his motion. That 
is because of Louis Farrakhan and 
because his invitation to this 
particular summit has not been 
explained to me in any 
satisfactory manner what so ever. 


I’m going to read the letter 
from the Conflict Resolution 
Center International relative to 
Louis Farrakhan. It says, "I 
respect their decision to invite 
Louis Farrakhan for he is a leader 
the youth want to hear." I have 
two young kids, they’d like to 
stay up every night, they'd like 
me to buy them a toy every time 
they go into the store. I’m sure 
every single youth that goes to 
this convention would like a 
thousand dollars, you can’t give 
them what they want all the time, 
explanation. I will be voting 
with Mr. Onorato. 


The Last thing I’d like to da, 
is challenge all my colleagues and 
challenge the members of the media 
that are here. Because 
immediately after this meeting 
when we adjourn, we're having a 
meeting on something positive, and 
that is something positive for the 
young people in this city and 
that’s our swimming pools and 








lifeguard situation. I would call 
on all of you to wait until we are 
done with that meeting before your 
engage in any discussion on this 
matter in front of us now. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I’m going to echo something 
Councilman Hertzberg said, first 
of all I agree with possibly 902 
of Councilman Smith's comments. f 
agree with a lot of your comment 
Mr. President, but obviously not 
all of them. I guess where we 
part ways is that this body has 
historically, and Mr. President 
you probably have more than anyone 
here, put controversial resolution 
in front us to vote on. We don’t 
always agree, they didn’t always 
pass, but we've had resolutions 
here from trying to accept and 
deal with Fidel Castro, to not 
wanting to see Casper Weinberg 
come to this city and speak. 


It was always here, so I 
disagree a little bit with 
Councilman Smith, this body has 
taken positions before on people 
or groups that come here and are 


controversial. So to portray it 
that way is unfair, because 
everyone here, except maybe the 
new members, can recall 


controversial votes we had to make 
on resolutions. That's what this 
body is for, its the discussion 
time, and I don’t think anyone’s 
resolution should be shot down 
because it happens to be 
controversial. 


I still think it is very 
unfortunate that this is being 
portrayed on a racial lines, Mr. 
President you said, adamantly said 
that the motion was arrogant, was 
shallow. I personally feel that 
your position is very very easy to 
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take today, after the seven days 
and after all the letters we 
received. It’s very easy to take 
the position you did today with 
the backing. 


Know what I would ask, I would 
agree with Councilman Smith, let’s 
rip the letter up from Jacques 
Kahn, let's rip the letter up from 
the NAACP, let’s rip it up from 
the Conflict Resolution, because 
you know why, those members, 
members in this body, we’re not 
the ones living in these 
neighborhoods. We all say we want 
to help and do things, you are 
probably right. Jacques Kahn 
might have some interest, NAACP, I 
would like to see where all the 
board members live there. But you 
can have people on both sides of 
this issue fighting it, and they 
are just as guilty as anyone here 
trying to make this a racial 
issue. 


My point from the very 
beginning was not to stop anyone 
from coming here, it was a 
personal position I am taking, and 
I brought it up on this floor for 
a vote. Is that I don’t think 
it’s a good idea to bring in 
mational gang leaders to a 
summit. I still feel very 
strongly about that, and no way 
do I look at that as a racial 
stance, or against the 
African-American community. 1 
stated at the beginning and I'll 
say it again, we can start or 
continue it, I should say, because 
we are doing it in this room, I 
know every member is doing it, is 
to continue dealing with the 
neighborhood reps and the people 
who live in these neighborhoods 
where the crime is a little out of 
control. To continue doing that 
right after this meeting, and I 
know we will do that. 











That wasn’t the issue in front 
of us, in no way would I support 
anyone trying to put a road block 
up from someone coming here to 
speak. That is illegal, it’s 
against the constitution, and I 
would never want to squash free 
speech regardless of how offensive 
it is to any one. I don’t support 
that, I believe in free speech, 
what my motion was, that I don't 
think a government body should 
participate in this type of a 
summit, because I don’t believe in 
the national leaders or any of the 
speakers who are being invited. I 
don’ think it’s productive, I'll 
go on record and this is just on 
my personal contact with the 
neighborhoods I represent. I 
think there is are a lot of 
individuals out there, I’m not 
going to read the letters here, 
I'm talking about residents, both 
white and black that are opposed 
to the national leaders coming 
here. 


For anyone here to think that 
the NAACP or the Conflict 
Resolution letter, that any group 
speaks for the entire 
African-American comnunity that's 
a hoax, because nobody speaks for 
one group. Just like no one 
speaks for the entire white 
population. There are different 
idea’s there are different 
philosophy and different ways of 
looking at things across the 
board. We have conservatives, we 
have liberals, we have different 
ideas across any ethnic 
background, across the racial 
backgrounds. 


I still feel committed and I 
feel very strong that this is 
wrong way to do it by bringing in 
the national gang leaders. nig Ins 
tell you what, it’s very difficult 
to take that position today than 
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it was seven days ago. It’s easy 
to sit up there and pound the 
table, and say how you think this 
is arrogant and shallow, because 
the letters come in, I see them 
here, and I could have easily come 
in today and said I’m changing my 
mind. I am not changing my mine. 
This isn’t against any particular 
ethnic or racial group, this is 
against bringing national gang 
leaders to speak in Pittsburgh. I 
don’t think it’s right, I don't 
think we should participate and 
welcome with open arms.

As you know we have a public 
hearing at 2:00 p-m. this 
afternoon, I don’t think there are 
many speakers signed up, in 
regards to our obligation to the 
public to be more aware here in 
the City, of the Regional Assets 
District, and the proposal for a 
1Z increase in the sales tax. We 
will get a brief overview, we will 
listen to the public, if any are 
coming down here this afternoon, 
either for or against the 
proposal. 


Most importantly we have a 
post agenda immediately following 
this, I think all of us are 
anxious to begin to talk about the 
budget situation as made aware and 
announced last week. Mr. O’Connor 
has helped to initiate this 
meeting, I know we are all anxious 
to get into that discussion. I 
have some comments regarding that 
but at this time I would like to 
turn to others to speak first. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chair: 


I just want to state very 
clearly the events of last week 
regarding the budget situation are 
unsettling to be at best. I was 
very disappointed, and I guess I 
could. characterize last 
Wednesday's events as the Ted Mack 
Original Amateur Hour. ‘I've been 
on Council for 5 years, it's 
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always been a situation where we 
have had good communication and at 
least clear sailing when we are 
letting out and engaging in a 
major activity, such as the 
bidding out of the $45 Million 
dollar Bond Issue. 


What happened last week was 
very disappointing, at least 
procedural, and I’m going to state 
it very publicly. TI think we have 
a new administration, I think they 
are well intentioned, they are 
working hard. God knows they have 
hit the ground running. But, I 
think they need to be clear in the 
future, because I don't want a 
repeat of what happened last 


It should never be the case 
when we are in the middle of a 
Council meeting that a note is 
handed to the Chairman to table 
the bill, and the administration 
leaves the room. JI mean, I don’t 
know how other Councilmembers 
felt, but I felt a little bit 
upset about that procedure. I 
think the public watching the 
meeting, and certainly following 
the discussion, was very unclear 
as to exactly what was happening. 


I was further very upset at 
the manner of which an 
announcement and an impromptu 
press conference was called by the 
Mayor and his administration. I 
did not attend that meeting, I had 
a meeting working with the City 
Pride folks on-the bakery. Had I 
been there, needless to say IL 
would have been a little bit hot 
under the collar. I don’t know 
how other Councilmembers took it, 
but I would have found it very 
awkward to .be standing there 
behind the Mayor and a microphone 
and all of a sudden to hear some 
cataclysmic comments about the 
fate of the City’s assets and the 





City’s budget in particular. 


Needless to say I am upset 
about the situation, I applaud the 
administration, as I stated last 
week that they went to a 
competitive bid instead of a 
negotiated bond. When we let out 
a bond issue it has always been 
the case that as part of the due 
diligence when we prepare that 
report that we have what is 
referred to as the comfort letter, 
as part of that document when we 
let out the information to the 
financial community. 


Apparently no such comfort 
letter was part of the package. 
If it was sought, it’s not clear 
to me that it was available, 
because our accountant’s here and 
their auditors would comment, Mr. 
Onorato, Mr. Hertzberg and others, 
it's always the case if an 
auditing firm, in this case our 
outside management consulting firm 
KPMG Peat Marwick, they would have 
indicated clearly that the only 
comfort letter that they could 
have signed off on would have been 
for the 1992 budget. As early on 
in the year, which is unusual, 
that a bond issue was sought it’s 
not clear at all that we could 
have got a signed letter from an 
auditing firm as to what the 
actual state of the City’s 
finances are. 


I think Lt is very 
irresponsible, the press 
conference and the pronouncements 
that were made last week, in fact 
have set off a series of reactions 
both from the public, from the 
finance community all the way over 
to the the Wall Street Journal of 
a miss impression regarding the 
actual fiduciary responsibility of 
this City Council as it relates to 
approving last years budget. 
There's a big difference from an 
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accounting point of view, to 
prepare financial numbers on 
actual expenditures, and what's 
really cash on hand, versus what 
appears to be the case in 
someone’s check book. 


The $21 Million or $27 Millon 
dollar deficit that was pronounced 
last week, again with no 
notification to this Council for 
some advanced dialogue, did not 
even include considerable amounts 
of money that is in our yearly 
trust funds. Whether it be the 
EMS Trust Fund of over $3 Million 
dollars, close to $6 million 
dollars in various trust funds 
that make up parts of the budget 
for Parks and Recreation. We know 
we have a trust fund for BBI 
because of the fees and other 
revenues we collect, that trust 
fund almost totally pays for the 
operating employees in that 
budget. The Liquid Fuel Tax 
Revenue which is a substantial 
amount of money of over $4 
million, none of that was computed 
inte this pronouncement that was 
made last week. 


It’s not to say obviously that 
we know this Council in approving 
the 1994 budget, I think it has 
always been clear that we are in a 
precarious financial situation, 
and that we have to be mindful not 
only of our spending and the 
expenditures from that budget, but 
we know in adopting that budget, 
that we very much need additional 
revenues. That's what has been 
the strategy, and to the credit of 
this administration we have set 
our sights in a number of hoped 
for revenue sources that may come 
in by the end of the year. 


But again, just in closing, I 
am very upset, I want to make it 
clear to the administration that's 
not the way we're going to do 





business in City Hall. That they 
have a requirement and 
responsibility to meet with this 
Council in advance, we need an 
opportunity to be a part of any 
interactions with the 
administration, whether is be from 
Peat Marwick, or as was the case 
yesterday with Barbara Hafer. 


I don’t know that any 
Councilmembers were made aware of 
part of that meeting, but I think 
even as a new President of the 
Pension Board, I was not on the 
Pension Board prior to January 
3rd, I think a number of 
individuals should have been a 
part of the Proceedings 
yesterday. So again, I want to 
send a clear message to the 
administration, we have to do 
business differently in the 
future. 


I think the actions of last 
week raise a lot of questions 
about the role that the outside 
Peat Marwick financial auditor has 
played, I think they have done a 
disservice if I understand the 
scenario correctly, I still think 
there a lot of questions and 
answers that need to be raised, 
and answered too, hopefully 
shortly, about how the Bond Issue 
was let out, this issue of the 
comfort letter. 


There's been some accusations 
and indication that an auditor 
from KPMG Peat Marwick may have 
done something unethical, I want 
to explore that issue and 
understand that issue fully and 
more clearly in terms of whether 
or not they were holding out to be 
a part of some future bond issue. 
There are a lot of issues that I 
think we need to begin to discuss 
at this meeting, but again in 
closing, we have te do business 
differently, and I hope the 
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administration will meet with 
Council, mot oanly today but 
continue to improve the manner in 
which we communicate. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I was going to discuss this, 
and will discuss it, at the post 
agenda that was called. But now 
that you brought it up I do think 
that is warrants a couple of 
statements on my part. 


I was also ‘disturbed by both 
the process and the substance of 
the announcement of last week. I 
think we all need to know how it 
happened, of course we will have 
representatives from Peat Marwick, 
the City Controller's Office and 
from the administration here at 
the post agenda. 


If you recall, I sent a letter 
over to Peat Marwick asking them 
for any and all of their 
worksheets that went into the 
determination that there is a $27 


Million dollar negative fund 
balance in the City of 
Pittsburgh. What I received back 


were these two sheets, these were 
all of their worksheets, according 
to Peat Marwick, that they used to 
determine that we had a $27 
Million dollar deficit. Now, I am 
mot saying necessarily that Peat 
Marwick is to blame for what 
happened here, because what did 
happen was the administration did 
not even have these two little 
sheets, with very very scant 
information on it. My 
understanding, and we can confirm 
it at the post agenda, is that the 
administration didn't even have 
those sheets. 


On the basis of a verbal, 
single phone call,. a $45 Million 
dollar Bond Issue was pulled, $15 
Million of which was going to 








repave our streets, which are in 
horrible condition. All Capital 
Projects were halted in the City 
of Pittsburgh, including the 
Public Safety Complex. JI think it 
put our City’s bond rating at 
risk, and sent a ripple of 
mervousness and fear throughout 
the City of Pittsburgh, that went 
all the way to Wall Street. 


I do think we need to explore 
the fact that this was done 
without very much information, and 
the information which it was 
relied upon is absolutely 
unreliable. We can no sooner say 
that the City’s budget deficit is 
$27 Million dollars than we can 
say it’s $12 Million dollars. 
It’s was based on a method of 
accounting called Generally 
Accepted Accounting Principals, 
Accounting, which is very very 
different, and we have to make 
this point Mr. President, because 
people at every community meeting 
Ihave gone to since last 
Wednesday when.this announcement 
was made, people have come up to 
me and said, how can we be $27 
Million dollars in the hole. 


They view it like you and I 
view it, like a check book, that 
we're $27 Million dollars in the 
hole. It is not the case, we are 
not $27 Million dollars in the 
hole, in terms of our cash, we do 
not owe creditors $27 Million 
dollars, we've got to explain to 
the public what this means, and it 
means a very very different 
accounting method, that means 
essentially that we shut the City 
down, moreover that $27 Million 
dollars is inaccurate and it's 
unreliable in my view. 


I know that our Budget 
Director will be making a 
presentation today that will show 
that, as you said Mr. President, 
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it only includes one fund, our 
General Fund, it does not include 
for example; our Public Safety 
revenue fund which was $5.26 
Million dollars in 1992, no 
mention of that whatsoever, it 
doesn’t include our Civic and 
Gultural revenue fund, $3.2 
Million dollars in 1992, our 
Liquid Fuels revenue fund $344,000 
dollars in 1992, so Mr. President, 
I think that these figures are 
inaccurate,. I think they are 
unreliable, and I think that 
announcement misled the public. 


We have taken tough measures 
in the last several years, we have 
done everything possible in my 
view. We laid off 250 workers 
over the last several years, 250 
workers, 712 positions, that is 
not easy to do, because all those 
workers have families. We merged 
departments, we've spun off 
facilities like the Zoo and Phipps 
Conservatory. 


Until we receive revenue from 
the Regional Assets Districts, we 
may have to take even tougher 
measures to keep this City afloat, 
but to say that this City has a 
budget deficit of $27 Million 
dollars misleads the public. 1 
think we are going to learn at 
this post agenda that it is an 
unreliable figure, that it fails 
to include many revenue sources, 
it based on a method of accounting 
that is very different from what 
we have used in the past. 


There is a significant cost to 
this action, because I do think it 
has sent a ripple of fear 
throughout the City and I think 
that it will have an effect on our 
bond rating, and I seriously 
seriously question whether all 
that was necessary. 


Do we have a tough financial 





situation, yes we have a very 
tough financial situation, and we 
have to get it on the table and 
set our priorities, and take 
action that we have to take. But 
EZ don’t think that was the way to 
go about it. 


Mr. Smith: 


Just quickly, first of all we 
are about to hold a post, and I'd 
like to ask specific questions to 
specific individuals so that we 
can get answers. More importantly 
even though we can show or prove, 
and accounting is a wonderful 
thing, that we are not $27 Million 
in the hole, what we should use 
this point for is a change in our 
accounting system that allows us 
to have a more accurate, 
consistent audit of our books so 
we know any day of the year where 
we are in the system. So I think 
we need to not get side tracked on 
the issues of $27 Million, but the 
process that is used not only for 
the annual audit but our daily 
accounting system. I think these 
are the issues that need to be 
addressed. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Smith, I appreciate your 
comments, but lets be clear, we 
didn't get side tracked over what 
happened last week, I don’t 
believe any Councilmember 
initiated the activities of last 
week. The administration took 
certain actions which I think we 
need to discuss more fully. 


The Consolidated Annual 
Financial Report which is actually 
the true indication of where; we 
are financially with revenue and 
expenditures, usually was received 
as late as September. Because of 
the leadership of this Council 
over the last 5 years, the 
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Controllers Office working with 
the outside auditor makes it 
available May 1st, that took many 
years to bring about as you are 
aware. It may be that we want to 
look in the future to an annual 
report with possibly some 
quarterly updates within the 
program year, and that’s something 
we can discuss. 


What I am upset about is it 
seems as though someone erred of a 
letting out of a Bond Issue so 
early in the year without this so 
called comfort. letter, which I 
believe has always been the case 
that we had that letter. Not 
having that, we get a memo or 
letter or some sort of work 
papers, which are shoddy at best. 
They basically are so preliminary 
and so general in nature, that 
they in no way can portray a true 
financial picture. I think it is 
irresponsible as to what happened 
last week. I think we need to 
move quickly to this post agenda, 
and begin to discuss some of these 
issues. 


Mr. Cusick: 


1 hope the administration is 

ready to address, because they 
brought it up, the Public Safety 
Complex and their plans to move on 
this project. 
After reading an article that 
Masarro Construction may sue the 
City. I think it is real important 
that they allow us to know what 
their plans are with the Public 
Safety Complex.

Members of Council, I would like to move the 
following resolution. 


THE CHAIR PRESENTS 


No. 310 WHEREAS, the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act (OSHA) embodies one of 
our nation's most important basic rights, the right 
of workers to a safe and healthy workplace; and 


WHEREAS, despite the enactment of 
OSHA over twenty years ago, workers throughout 
the country continue to toil in unsafe working 
conditions, forced to risk their lives and 
limbs to earn a days pay; and 


WHEREAS, 40 workers are killed on the 
job by safety hazards every day, 10,000 are killed 
every year, 6.6 million workers are injured 
on the job each year and 60,000 receive 
permanently disabling work injuries each 
year; and 


WHEREAS, catastrophic ~—- workplace 
tragedies continue to occur such as the fire that 
killed 25 workers behind locked doors in 
Hamlet, North Carolina, the explosion that 
killed 23 workers at Phillips Petroleum in 
Pasadena, Texas and the building collapse 
that killed 28 construction workers in 
Bridgeport, Connecticut; and 


WHEREAS, meaningful OSHA reform 
legislation has been introduced in both the House 
and Senate in the form of H.R. 1280 and S. 575, 
which would: extend OSHA's coverage to 
state and local public employees, 
incorporate the right to refuse unsafe work 
into law, protect workers from retaliation 
for exercising their health and safety 
rights, addresses the special hazards of the 
construction industry, and strengthen 
standards and enforcement under OSHA. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Council of the City of Pittsburgh hereby 
joins the Coalition for Safe Jobs and the Service 
Employees International Union in endorsing the 
Comprehensive Occupational Safety and Health 
Reform Act (S. 575, H.R. 1280) and urging its 
prompt passage; and 
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Council of the City of Pittsburgh that the City 
Clerk is hereby directed to transmit copies of this 
Resolution to Senators Wofford and Specter 
and Congressman Coyne, Santorum, Klink and 
Murphy.

The Chair: 


Thank you very much, it has been moved 
appropriately. 


Very quickly, I would like to call on Rose 
Trump, who is not only the International 


Vice President but, in fact, a Local 
President of the Service + Employees 
Intemational Union, Local 585; she is 
certainty no stranger to these Council 


Chambers. SCIU represents a lot of public 
employees in and around this building, and 


atypically of the U.S. Senate and the 
Congress, they themselves, as elected 
officials, have Health Care —_ Universal 


Coverage, if you are elected to the Senate 
and the House, they seem to have a problem 
extending that Universal Coverage and Health 
Care to the rest of America’s families. 


As typical with the Senate and the House, 
they pass EEO and Civil Rights Legislation and 
they exclude themselves from the legislation, and 
the same thing goes with 
OSHA, they excluded, the Congress, in fact, 
excluded public employees, which makes no 
sense whatsoever. 1 think we can see from 
our own municipal workforce, we have working 
people that work in job sites with hazardous 
materials and hazardous conditions, 
potentially unsafe conditions, and if it is 
good enough for the private sector, I 
believe OSHA should be extended clearly to 
public employees across this land. 


So, again, now is the time to strike while 
the iron is hot. We have hopefully a more 
sympathetic Congress and a White House. 
And, this bill, along with Senate Bill 55, 


which we know as the Striker Replacement its rightful responsibility of ensuring that 


Legislation, it is my hope this year that 
because of the actions of this Council and 
the movement within the labor community, 
that we can bring to fruition this long 
overdue reform. 


At this time I would like to call on 
Rosemary Trump and others to say a few 
words. 


Ms, Trump: 


Thank you,.President Ferlo. Let me, on 
behalf of all the labor movement here in 
Western Pennsylvania and the City of 
Pittsburgh, thank you for your interest in 
this area. We are. happy that you, as our 
elected representatives, understand _that 
every worker should have the right to go to 
work and assume that they will be able to 
eam their livelihood, that they will be 
able to work under safe, healthy conditions, 
so that they can function as a provider, 
whether male or female; that they will be 
able to eam their living, pay their taxes, 
contribute to the community, be a 
responsible father, mother, wife, husband, 
daughter, son, be a responsible taxpayer, 
not tax consumer as a result of an injury on 
the job; be able to contribute to the value 
of that company, the value of that employer, 
to make a contribution in a positive fashion 
and not be subjected to conditions where 
they may suffer personal injury, be maimed, 
or ultimately be potentially killed. 
Everyone suffers if that occurs. The 
employer suffers because his Worker 
Compensation costs are going to increase; 
from a monetary standpoint that is how, 
unfortunately, many issues are viewed in 
this society. lt suffers because of that 
productive individual contributing to the 
success of that employer, a trained 
employee, and needless to say, the family 
and the ftoved ones suffer through the loss 
of that individual, either through death or 
permanent disability. 


This resolution will do much to help us 
lobby our Congress persons, to, in fact, 
pass a strengthening bill before the federal 
government, so that there can be a clear 
understanding that the government is doing 
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business will operate, yes, in a profitable 

™manner but also in a safe manner. It is all 
too sad that currently the fish and wildlife 
and the environment appropriately receive 
over 8 billion dollars in funding to protect 
our natural resources and our natural 
animals but isn't on a contrasted basis. 
Currently while the fish and wildlife get 
over 8 billion dollars, under the current 
Tegulations and ‘funding for the OSHA 
operations, limited as they are, it is a 
mere 289 million dollars versus 8 billion 
dollars for protecting human needs and human 


values and human safety concems. This 
resolution will go far in righting that 
inequity. That certainly the enforcement 


and the protection of human life at the work 
site should be among our very highest 
priorities. 


We wish to thank you for your 
understanding in this regard and particularly 
because it has a sensitive, very sensitive provision, 
where it talks about having criminal 
Provisions for employers who knowingly, 
wantonly and irresponsibly understand that 
there are conditions that will kill their 
employees, that they will be subject to 
fines and possible jailings. 


Again, to show -the dichotomy in our 
society there is a law that is enforced that if a 
person is convicted of harassing a wild 
burrow on federal property that they can 
serve as much as 12 months or a year in 
jail, and there has been enforcement of that 
activity; however, if an individual, an 
employer, in fact, knowingly has conditions 
that will subject’ their employees to 
possible death, the maximum sentence that 
employer can be subjected to is a mere six 
months, while harassing a wild burrow, a 
year, killing a worker, six months. There 
is an inequity and that has to be — the 
employers have to understand that there are, 
in fact, strong penalties if they do not 
provide safe and healthy working conditions 
for the employees to work in. 


So, we applaud your courage, we applaud 
your convictions and we applaud the fact that you 
understand that all of our society will be better for 
it, both in terms of a monetary 





sense and in terms of a humane sense, by 
having strengthened OSHA Regulations. 


I would ask that the President of our 
Allegheny County Labor Council, Paul 
Stackhouse, receive your proclamation and 
also say a few words. Thank you. 


Mr. Stackhouse: 


Thank you very much. Mr. President 
Ferlo and members of Council, I am glad to be 
here for this resolution, because I was trying 
for many, many moons to have the public 
sector given the same kind of consideration 
as in the private, because much has 
escalated from the new processes that have 
been taking place, and certainly there is a 
lot of mental exhaustion, rather than the 
physical exhaustion, and recycling of 
papers, all of these things, make a big 
difference in the work place. 1 am not 
saying the work place is not bad, it is 
good, but we can always better whatever 
based on more stringent laws that will 
enhance our position. 


1 want to thank you primarily because 

what will emanate from here, | think, we will get 
the State Federation, the State Legislature, 
moving in this direction, and federally 
wise, because there has been a delay there, 
1 do not know where, who from, it couldn't 
be from the insurance companies because 
Workers’ Comp certainly pays them —_ 
There's got to be some other idea. 


But, I just don't want to prolong it, Rose 
said a lot, said it much nicer than me, but 
1 want to thank you very much to have 
Allegheny Labor Council, because this is 
very, very important. Safety and health, 
those committees ought to be put to work, so 
that they save you money and save lives. 
Thank you very much. 


Ms. Trump: 


I am going to ask that Rich DiNizo from 
the Building Trades, as well as Woody Gibbs from 
the Service Employees please join us here, and, as 
President Stackhouse indicated, one 
of the other enabling provisions of the bill 
is that public sector workers, including

firefighters, police, teachers, school 
workers, State, local and county 
governments, will be included for the very 
first time, and in addition to the public 
sector being represented here with us, the 
private sector is as well. I would ask that 

for the record that each representative of 
their Tabor organizations introduce 
themselves to you at this time, and if 
anybody else would like to add a few words, 
you are welcome to do so. 


So, beginning with Brother Donald 
Dorsey from the Firefighters Union, would you 
introduce yourself. 


Mr. Dorsey: 


My name is Donald Dorsey, Pittsburgh 
Firefighters, Local No. 1. I do not need 
any introduction to most of you members of 
Council, 1 have stood with you in fair times 
and foul, and J appreciate your indulgence. 


Just a small point I would like to make 
and Sister Trump would have brought it up if she 
would have thought about this, and that 
is ~ and in the sake of remaining 
mercifully brief -~ Sister Trump organized 
my mother in 1969. 1 had ‘eared trade 
unionism, 1 learned workers’ rights from 
Sister Trump, almost 30 years ago, and of 
course, next te John L. Lewis, her portrait 
ranks second in my household, and the third 
tenant I would introduce you to and that is 
that my mother raised me with the belief, 
and this is something that came, it is 
diluted at this point, but the saying was 
that they only close the mine for a mule, 
they won't close it for a human. Thank you 
very much. 


Ms. Houser: 

1 am Jackie Houser, | am the Political 
Director for Local 585, I am _ from 
Westmoreland County, and it is a pleasure to 
be before you today, and | thank you very 
much for your support, it is a very 
important step. 

“Ms. Trump: 


Very good. Rich DiNizo. 








Mr. DiNizo: 


J am Rich DiNizo, | am with the Building 


Trades Council of Pittsburgh. How is 
everybody this moming? 1 apologize for 
being late. 


One comment I want to make on this 
resolution, the legislation, the City of 
Pittsburgh is exempt from OSHA Regulations, 
and we are going to probably go into 
negotiations later on in the year and one of 
the big key things we are going to hear from 
the Administration is the cost of Workmens' 
Compensation. And, it strikes me as ironic 
that is going to probably come up, because 
Councilman Smith and myself one moming when 
they were painting the entrance out here, 
which, by the way, is very nice, I was 


watching the painters out here, who I 
represent, and they are walking around the 
scaffold, no handrails, no tied off, 
whatever, and ironically enough, the day 


before we had a drywall finisher that got 
really critically hurt by falling off a 
scaffold without a handrail where he cut off 
pretty much the better part of his ear. So, 
I had mentioned it to these guys out here, 
and I says, and, hey, don't you guys use 
handrails, don't you use safety lines, 
whatever? Hey, we're.exempt from OSHA. 

1 said, oh, good, when you hit the ground 
here, when you're the guy that hits this 
marble floor and we have to take you to the 
hospital, you tell me you're exempt from 
OSHA, 


But, what I am getting across to you, or 
what 1 am trying to get across to you is 
that, we have got these employees geared to 
the fact that they are exempt from safety 
regulations, and that is not good for you 
and it is not good for me and it is 
especially not good for them. So, any help 
you can give us, is appreciated. Thank you. 


Mr, Piscioneri: 


Hello. Joe Piscioneri with Local 23, Food 
and Commercial Workers. We are one of the 
largest unions in this end of the state. We 
have got 21,000 members. It is quite ironic 
that 20,000 of them are covered under OSHA 
Regulations, but the 1,000 members of the 
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Liquor Control Board, that J happen to 
Tepresent, are mot covered under OSHA 
Regulations. We would like to change that. 
Thank you. 


Mr. Manion: 


Hi, 1 am Bill Manion from the United 
Mine Workers, I am on staff at the Regional 
Office in Washington, PA, and we cover the 
North East United States, including 
Pennsylvania. 


The United Mine Workers has for years 
had safety as one of its concerns, the history 
is well known, and one of our problems is 
always getting the safety laws enforced, and 
Mine Safety Laws are much more stringent 
than Occupational Safety, when we have some 
places where we represent employees and that 
are under OSHA instead of IMSHA, and those 
places we are continually frustrated by the 
lack of ability to get the enforcers to 
enforce the law. So, we are glad that this 
bill is in Congress to put a little bit of 
teeth into OSHA, to ty to bring some extra 
sense of safety and some extra ability of 
those in the work place to control their own 
safety. Thank you. 


Mr. Mahoney: 


Jim Mahoney, | am a trustee with the Fire 

Department, Local 1. 1 would like to thank 
you for inviting me up here, and I notice 
that with the safety and the other 
Situations that we have on safety today that 
actually I love it, it is the greatest thing 
that ever come down, and I really enjoy it. 
With the manpower that we have now on our 
Tigs, our accidents are down, 1 would say, 
over 70 percent, and I really like it. 
Thank you very much for having me here, I 
appreciate it. 


Mr. Klingensmith: 


Jim Klingensmith, SCIU Local 585. I 
also worked for the County of Allegheny for 
approximately 17 years before I became a 
business rep. for 17 years. 1 know J have 
seen a lot of things over the years and one 
thing that has always bothered me, when we 
became unionized, the employees were always 


considered second class because they were 
political so called hacks. We are not 
Political hacks, they all raise families, 
they have all done and paid taxes and did a 
little bit more in their communities, 
normally, and this is why I say, they should 
not be considered second class citizens when 


it comes to safety, health and welfare, 
their ives are just as important as 
everybody else in the private sector, Thank 


you. 
Mr. Gibbs: 


My name is Woody Gibbs, I am with the 
Service Employees, Local 29 in Pittsburgh. 
1 would like to thank City Council on behalf 
of Local 29 for their support with the OSHA 
Reform, and I also would like to say that 
Labor Law Reform is very important, not just 
OSHA Reform, but changing some of the labor 
laws, looking at the Workmens’ Comp 
situation, it all costs us money, you people 
realize that, and we would like to thank you 
for your support. Thank you. 


Ms. Trump: 


In summary, we just come to work here, 
we don’t come to die. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President, thank you very much, I] 
will be brief because 1 know that everybody has 
to get back to their important jobs. But, 1 
just want to, first of all, thank you for 
your initiative, Councilman Ferlo, on this 
very important issue, and just to say, it is 
terrific to have such an impressive 
coalition led by Mr. Paul Stackhouse and 
Rosemary Trump, SCIU is really in the front 
lines of so many progressive issues in the 
labor movement, whether it be health care 
reform, OSHA Reform. | was at a breakfast 
meeting they had about a month ago for 
international reform of working conditions, 
and just to say that I think that OSHA was 
one of the most important acts that was ever 
passed by the United States Congress, but 
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there are some gaping holes, it is 
Tidiculous that it does not apply to state 
and local employees, here we are setting the 
laws for the City of Pittsburgh and we are 
not affected by the laws that are handed 
down from Washington. 


And, secondly, the enforcement, and we 
see that at this level, too, where we pass laws. 
and the enforcement of those laws does not 
follow through, clearly much, much more 
enforcement is necessary, because there is 
mo greater asset in this entire country than 
our workers and there is nothing more 
important than the health and safety of 
those workers, not wages even, not vacation, 
nothing more important than their health and 
safety. 


So, I just want to thank you all for coming 
here this morning. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. Cohen. Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


Just quickly. I want to say that as a part 
of organizing City workers while ] was an 
employee, we were forced to stay at our 
desks as they drilled through asbestos to 
put the fire alarm monitoring system in and 
could not get OSHA nor anyone else to allow 
us —~ we were told, if you walk off, you're 
fired, as they drilled seven holes in a room 
with 35 people to put in the fire alarm 
system, that we did not even meet our own 
City Code. So, I think that it is extremely 
important that this Council realize what we 
do and how it affects the long-term cost. 
It would have been simple to have removed us 
to another area for a day while they drilled 
through that but OSHA was noi extended to 
us, 1 had to breathe that for a two-day 
period and God knows what it will cost you 
down the line if there is damage to my lungs 
and 35 other people who have families that 
need to be supported, and we need to become 
pro-active on this Council at resolving the 
problems that face the daily worker because 
it saves us money in the long run. 





The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Smith, Any other 
comments? Thank you all and I appreciate the 
Labor Movement coming down this moming. 
Thank you. 


Members of Council and to the audience, 
thank you for your patience. At this time I would 
like to call on the honorable 
Councilman Cohen, who has some guests in the 
audience here today. And, we will wait a 
half of a minute for some of the labor folks 
to leave the room.

Could Martha Bell 
and Warren Mason come up please from the 
Alzheimer's Alliance. 


Members of Council, it is my honor and 
privilege to read the following proclamation 
regarding Alzheimer's and the Alzheimer's 
Alliance of Western Pennsylvania. 


MR. COHEN PRESENTS 


No. 311 WHEREAS, Alzheimer's Disease 
is thought to be the most prevalent type of senile 
dementia, affecting approximately 60% of the 
nearly 4,000,000 Americans diagnosed with senile 
dementia; and 


WHEREAS, The Alzheimer's Disease 
Alliance of Western Pennsylvania was formed in 
1978 and is one of the nation's oldest and most 
respected voluntary health organizations; 
and 


WHEREAS, The Alzheimer's Disease 
Alliance is devoted to helping victims of 
Alzheimer’s Disease and their families; and 


WHEREAS, The Alzheimer's Disease 
Alliance is in the process of building a model Care 
and Research Center devoted exclusively to the 
non-fragmented care of Alzheimer's Disease 
patients, the first Center of its type east 
of the Mississippi River; and 


WHEREAS, the Golden Gloves Boxing 
Tournament brings together young and old with 
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varying abilities, but with a common interest in 
amateur fighting; and 


WHEREAS, all proceeds from the 1994 
Pittsburgh Golden Gloves Boxing Tournament 


will be directed toward the Alzheimer's 
Disease Alliance; 
Now, THEREFORE, BE IT 


RESOLVED, that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby commend the Alzheimer's 
Disease Alliance and the Pittsburgh Golden Gloves 
for their good work; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh declares 
Wednesday, March 23, 1994 Pittsburgh Golden 
Gloves and Alzheimer's Disease Alliance Day.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you members of Council. The 
reason that we are declaring tomorrow Alzheimer's 
Disease Alliance Day is because that is the final 
day of the boxing tourament that is 
going to be held, and. everybody is invited, 
ii is at Al Monzo's Palace Inn in 
Monroeville, it starts at 7:30. 1 promised 
I would give that plug. And it is really a terrific 
organization, that the funds from this toumament 
are going to be devoted to, because as all of you 
know, Alzheimer’s is a very serious disability and 
one that affects many Pittsburghers, but the 
Alzheimer's Alliance of Western Pennsylvania is 
doing excellent, excellent work to work with the 
victims of Alzheimer's and to put together 
this model Care and Research Center and so 
many other services. 


So, 1 want to thank the two people who 
are here today and to introduce them, one is 
Martha Bell, who is President of the 
Alzheimers Disease Alliance of Western 
Pennsylvania, and the other gentleman who is 
here, who just got out of the hospital, so 
we are especially glad to have him here, is 


. Warren Mason, who is the Chairman of the 


Golden Gloves Toumament and also the 


. there 


Treasurer of the Alzheimer's Disease 


Alliance of Western Pennsylvania. 


So, I would fike to just thank you, 
commend you for all your good work, wish you 
luck in the tournament tomorrow and present you 
with this proclamation. Congratulations. 


Ms. Bell: 


Thank you Councilman Cohen and 
members of Council. It is indeed an honor to be 
here this moming accepting this award on behalf 
of the over 130,000 victims of Alzheimer's 


Disease and their families in Westen 
Pennsylvania. We have well over 12,000 
individuals just Tecently Statistics 


indicate within the City of Pittsburgh area 
who are suffering from Alzheimer’s Disease, 
and 25,000 within Allegheny County. So, we 
are looking at an enormous problem here. 


The organization, the Alzheimer's Disease 
Alliance, has over 30 support groups 
providing services to families, _ helpful 
suggestions, from coping with the problem, 
ways to be able to access to the latest 
diagnostic techniques and therapies, and 
obviously ways in which the patient can get 
the very best care. 


Our center, which we have been very long 
and hard at work at will provide jobs for over 200 
people in the area, which indeed will 
then be replicated in further jobs as 
various nursing homes begin to realize the 
need for well trained specialized care for 
this patient. 


The Golden Gloves event, which I would 
like Mr. Mason to address, has brought both our 
Organization and the members of the Golden 
Gloves Committee, as well as people who are fight 
enthusiasts, together for a very 
common reason: There were three individuals 
who died from Alzheimer's Disease, two from 


the Pittsburgh area, that Warren will 
Mention to you, and we, of course, are 
always interested in ways of tying to 


reduce the risks of Alzheimer's Disease or 
address the issue itself, because right now 
is no known cause or cure for the 
illness.

Warren, would you like to share your 
thoughts on this. 


Mr. Mason: 


Thank you, Councilman Cohen and 
Council members, thanks very much for allowing 
us to come before you and we appreciate the 
opportunity to tell you what we are attempting to 
do here in Allegheny County 
and close to the Pittsburgh area _ Tegarding 
Alzheimer’s. 


But, for your information, the 
Pennsylvania Boxing Association had came to us 
some time ago and asked us if we would Sponsor 
the Pittsburgh Golden Gloves, and after 
reviewing it and knowing that there were two 
very famous fighters right here from the Pittsburgh 
area, one of them Billy Conn, as you might know, 
the other one, Fritzy Sivic, and the other one, 
Sugar Ray Robinson, who was from California, 
they all died from Alzheimer's Disease, we chose 
that we would go ahead and sponsor this, maybe 
somewhere along the line we would leam 
something about boxing and Alzheimer's. 


As all of us know, Cashus Clay has been 
diagnosed as having Parkinson Disease, and we all 
know that is sort of related in that 
direction also, and we agreed then to go 
ahead and sponsor the Pittsburgh Golden 
Gloves, which is going to take place 
tomorrow night at 7:30 at Al Monzo's Palace 
in Monroeville. We are hoping to have a 
large tum out there, and we would 
appreciate any and all of you to come out, 
and with the understanding that all the 
proceeds does go towards the Alzheimer’s 
Disease Alliance and this Research Center 
that we are attempting to _ build. 
For further information, all of us are 
volunteers, none of us receive any wages 
and/or expenses.

Obviously I applaud the Administration 
for their tremendous effort at redoing many of 
the streets, close to 100 miles of streets 
this year as opposed to some 60 miles that 
have been done in the past, and certainly 
the quality of the re-paving will be more 
substantial than in the past, and I applaud 
that initiative and that reevaluation of the 
program. Where we part company is on the 
issue of one specific method and that is the 


crack sealant, I] do not want it in my 
streets in Council District 7, we will wait 
for the time when our streets can be 


properly done. I do not want it in District 
7. | am making an amendment to exclude it 
from the streets in District 7; if that 
won't fly, I am going to make a motion to 
remove the crack sealant activity of which 
about 50 to 60,000 in this bill is 
represented. 


And, I would like to know what the 
pleasure of the body is. Again, we did not receive 
that information at this meeting, it would 
be forwarded to us in the future. 1 do 
think, though, we should move quickly on 
this bill and not hold it up because we are 
approaching the season. So, whatever I can 
get out of this body 1 am going to get in 
terms of the crack sealant issue. 


And, at this time, the Chair is not really 
appropriately making a motion, but I would 
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ask that the motion 1 wrote up and on the 
table be entertained, and that is, one of 
the two motions. Mr. Cusick. ‘ 
Mr. Cusick: 

Yes. Your motion to amend the bill that 
read, the crack sealing method of street 
resurfacing should not be utilized, however, 
in Council District 7, I would like to ask 


you, Mr. Ferlo, to amend that to the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 

Well, there are two amendments on the 
table, and I would ask that you please make a 
motion on the second amendment, which is 
just to remove crack sealing from the 
legislation, which is the Amendment No. 2, 
that you have on your table there. 
Mr. Cusick:

Mr. Onorato: 


1 think everyone knows my feeling about 
crack sealant, and with all due respect to 
Councilman O'Connor, I feel that it has been 
tested, that North Side, and 1 guess Council 
District 7 has been the guinea pigs and 
those guinea pigs right now are covered with 


tar. I do not want the crack sealant 
either. I think that we should delete it, 
realizing that if they do improve it and 


they could somehow prove it to this bady, 
they could always come back up and be added 
back to the legislation, but at this point 1! 
do not think anyone here wants to hold up 
any street surfacing; therefore, 1 would 
recommend that we apply -- we remove it for 
the entire City and pass everything else and 
have them deal with the crack sealant issue 
separately with this body. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
Basically that was my intention. I am for 


taking it out right now and give them a 
chance to prove it. So -- 
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The Chair: 
Thave no problem with that. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


— let's take it out for the City, if they 
can come back and change our minds, then so 
be it.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


1am satisfied with our Director of Public 
Works, Mr. Kraszewski, and I repose my 
confidence in that gentleman and in his 
expertise, which is greater than mine; he 
has sat down with us and told us, in his 
opinion, that he will find a way to make 
this work or not work, and | will give him 
the discretion to make the decisions on this 
and the authority to use crack sealant if he 
deems it appropriate, and I would be voting 
against this motion. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. Mr. Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. My comments 
parallel those of my _ colleague, Mr. 
Hertzberg, I believe that this crack sealant, we did 
have problems with it in the 
past, however, I believe when people come 
before us from Public Works with the correct 
expertise and say that those problems have 
been rectified, that we can move on with 
crack sealant. 


Let me tell you my concerns, colleagues. 
Crack sealant, the way I understand it, is to help 
the longevity, the life of the 
street itself, to go on, to stop the cracks 
from either expanding or becoming potholed. 
My concern is that if Council members do not 


want crack sealant in their district and 
their streets begin to break up for any 
reason before the existence - or before 


they should have, that now some colleagues 


Tight say, well, now I need the street 
entirely resurfaced, and that would be, 
obviously, unfair to those who have accepied 
crack sealant. 


Again, my colleagues have their positions, 
however, crack sealant, I will accept it 
being used in District 3, but } am also 
going to be looking very closely at the 
record where streets are going to be 
completely reconstructed and what streets are 
going to be resurfaced and obviously my 
district is not going to suffer just because 
we used crack sealant and our roads were 
able to last a little Jonger. 


I remember one time I fought against, I 
believe, it was micro surfacing and at that 
time 1 was very opposed to it, however, I 
did concede to the expertise of the 
Department of Public Works and “they proved 
to be right. So, 1 dont feel comfortable 
removing crack sealant and removing a toll 
from the Public Works Department. 


The Chair: 


1 appreciate your comments. Again, I 
certainly disagree. Patt of the reason 
why crack sealant is used is because the 
City cosmetically addressed the street in 
the first place by not using enough asphalt 
and doing the street properly. I am saying 
tight now I do not want it in my Council 
district, Jet others take responsibility for 
it, it can be a next year's election issue, 
that is fine with me, I am running next 
year, somebody can campaign on that issue, 
they can vote against me. I do not want crack 
sealing in my Council district, it is 
a phony process, it is cosmetic, it causes 
havoc in our streets, in our driveways, on 
kid's shoes and it is not a reliable method. 
1 have no problem having it on the South 
Side, if that is the way you want it, but I 
would ask for your consideration on the 
amendment. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


No, I understand that, but just a point of 
order.

move on whatever ones we can at least agree on. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


The concern | have, Mr. President, is that 
these positions are very important, they are very 
important for communities, neighborhood stability, 
but they are also very important for the direction of 
this City, obviously, because of the issues we deal 
with. Personally, | have been before the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, many, many, many times

with all of your here, and 1 want to make sure, 
because we are talking about a complete change of 
the composition of the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and to be perfectly frank with you, 
Mr. President, I could receive the resumes this 
afternoon, does that give me enough time to 
interview these people tomorrow, I’m not sure. 


I would like to tell the Administration, 
and after this meeting 1 will be trying to meet with 
them on this, that, for example, Mr. Noonan and 
Mr. Fox, I have been before them many, many 
times, my batting average is probably just fair to 
good, I’ve lost many, but the ones I’ve lost, ] 
understood the reason I’ve lost, but these two 
people had been very fair, competent and effective 
for Council District 3, especially people know I 
have the amount of Zoning Board of Adjustment 
hearings that I have because of the change in the 
South Side community. So, 1 am very concerned 
that we are having a complete change in 
composition of the board. 


1 also would like to know if Mr. Fox and 
Mr. Noonan have resigned or have been asked to 
resign, and ] would like to say this to all of these 
three gentlemen that come before us tomorrow, 
and that is, come before us not to talk about their 
past community involvement, and I will send this 
out as a, quote, as a friendly gesture or warning to- 
the Administration, I hope they can talk about 
conditional use processes, I hope they know what a 
variance is, | hope they can talk to us about the 
entire Zoning Code, the Zoning sections in our 
Pittsburgh Code, concerning a difference I n a 
variance in a commercial district. 1 hope they 
come before us and they are able to intelligently 
talk to us about the Zoning Code, and I in no way 
mean to embarrass any of these individuals but I 
hope they have background in zoning, and because 
1 had such great respect for Mr. Noonan and Mr. 
Fox. . 


Let me also state that I have a concem 
that appears that ail three candidates are from the 
East End, no one from the North Side, and no one 
from south of the rivers, and I venture to say, if 
one looks at the Zoning Board hearings and the 
neighborhoods they are from, that a great deal — 
amount of them would come from the North Side 
and south of the rivers, and that is a concer of 
mine in this case, because the ability for Zoning 
Board of Adjustment to know the neighborhood is 
very, very important. 








So, again, Mr. President, | am willing and 
able to interview them tomorrow, but I do not want 
the resumes coming in a 4, 5, 6 o'clock today. If 

* we cannot have the resumes at a reasonable hour, I 
am not prepared to interview them tomorrow. 


The Chair:

With respect 
to the Housing Authority appointments, ] would be 
happy to go along with your suggestion. You do 
yourself serve on that board and are familiar with 
the situation there and J would defer to you on that. 
I would have no objection to moving that along. 


Relative to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, though, I have no problem 
interviewing these people right away, if that is your 
pleasure, but 1 would like a little more time on the 
final vote of approval. This Zoning Board of 
Adjustment situation is not something that just 
sprung up today, at least with respect to the 
Chairman, Mr. Zottola, was elected by a vote on 
November the 2nd, County-wide, for the Court of 
Common Pleas, so at that point in time we knew 
we would have to get a new chair for that 
particular position, and I kind of wonder after all 
the time that has gone by without a chairman this 
year, why we suddenly have to fly through this, 
and I share Mr. Ricciardi’s sentiments a hundred 
percent, that the other two members that are being 
replaced were good members of that Zoning 
Board. I have appeared there both as an attomey 
and as an interested party on many occasions, also, 
and I would also defer to Mr. Ricciardi as the 
person with a planning background on these 
tatters. so that ] would want to slow down a little 
bit on the Zoning Board, but the Housing 
Authority, that’s fine. 


The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. Mr. Cusick.

The current composition of the Housing 
Authority Board or the Board of Adjustment? 


Mr. Cusick: 
Board of Adjustment. 


have nothing in front of me in regards to 
the Housing Authority, nor have I seen anything. 


The Chair: 


I think all Council members received five 
appointments to the Housing Authority Board, 
which the Clerk just read into the record, if they 
are not on the table, I would ask someone from the 
Clerk’s Office to Xerox them. you would have 
received them earlier in the week, There was an 
initial memo which 1 had to get clarified. 
Council’s powers basically, according to State 
Statute on the Housing Authority, is to confirm the 
appointment of five of the seven members, and the 
Mayor at his discretion can appoint two. We have 
five before us at this point time for consideration. 


T think all of your points are well taken. 
The Chair’s desire to move this along is, one, to 
introduce the appointments, because I think all of 
us have felt that we need to have a full complement 
of all of these boards and was interested in trying 
to see who we could get here tomorrow, either 
Housing Authority appointments and/or board, and 
it is really a question of the pleasure of this body 
on final action on any of these appointments.

Mr. Smith: 


~ one of the appointees. My biggest 
concern matches with Mr. Ricciardi’s concern, and 
that is, we create staggered terms so that there is a 
continuity of all of these boards, and it appears to 
me that all of a sudden everybody is expired and 
here is a brand new board that there are expired 
terms, Are they three-year terms? We got no 
forewaming on this. I believe they are three-year 
appointments, as they rotate through. We are 
changing the entire board, 1 will interview 
tomorrow if I receive something, but 1 still have a 
problem with that process. 


And, as far as the Housing Authority 
Board, I have a problem with the explanation of 
who the residents are, because a resident to me 
would be an individual that is in a unit that the 
Housing Authority has day to day responsibility for 
and not subsidized passed through units to which 
the Housing Authority has no daily purview over 
the operation, maintenance, repair of those units. 
So, I have a problem, not with the individuals, but 
how they have been presented as resident — over 
resident board members to have input on how the 
Housing Authority operates on a daily manner for 
policy decisions. So, I have a problem with what I 
perceive in those appointments of the two 
individuals, I believe. 


The Chair: 


Well, Mr. Smith, I think your point is well 
taken. I have confidence that the Mayor, 
personally, as well as his deputies and staff, took a 
lot of time and deliberations on the individuals that 
they are suggesting be appointed to these various 
authorities; and, two, to recess this meeting, so that 
if we did successfully get any of them here to 
begin the interviewing process, recognizing that we 
have seven or eight different individuals, that we 
can at least move along those that we comfortably 
feel that we can support in terms of tomorrow. 
There is no way -- and there is no intention here to 
expedite for purposes of not having a full debate or 
discussion or review, it is just in recognition of the 
numbers of individuals. I would like to at least see 
whatever we can get to the agenda tomorrow, 
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tecognizing these people haven’t even yet been 


notified, as well as next week’s meeting. So, 
again, I want to clarify that. 
Secondly, in moving along the 


appointments, I want to make it clear, because I am 
friends with both the gentlemen, Mr. Noonan and 
Mr. Fox, my support for the appointments is not 
withstanding my pleasure and my suppor and my 
gtatitude to two gentlemen who have served the 
board and served the City well, and 1 hope we are - 
~ at least I personally want to make that clear. 


It is really up to the pleasure of the body, 1 
boards. Again, I am just trying to introduce and 
move along the process. And, as well, Mr. Smith, ] 
know in the past Mr. Ricciardi and others, when 
we have moved to interview individuals on the 
City Court, at times we have asked the Chief 
Magistrate to come forward to ask policy issues, it 
May be appropriate that we ask the Mayor, Deputy

I had to respond quickly 
that under the State Statute five must be nominated 
and approved by Council, two can be made. So, I 
am very unclear at this point. Legally | do not 
believe that we -- we have not received any official 
notification that other individuals, the remaining 
two seats have, indeed, been filled. So, I cannot 
really answer your question, unfortunately. 


But, even under the previous letter, it 
would have only been one that would have been 
nominated by the Mayor unilaterally, leaving at 
least one remaining seat open. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, my position is clear, and 1 support 
Councilman Smith and Councilman Darkins, who 
came before us today, and that is that at least one 
of the seats should really be held by a resident of 
Public Housing, and without — we must be very 
careful because 1 feel as though if we approve 
today’s without some sort of commitment from 
Mayor Murphy, we really cannot guarantee that a 
resident from Public Housing will sit on that board. 
Am I correct, Mr. Smith? 


Mr. Smith: 


That is correct. 





Mr. Ricciardi: 


And I really believe that a resident should 

"sit on the board. I in no way believe Mayor 

Murphy will not, let me state for the public, for the 

record, will not — 1 think he will appoint someone, 

a resident, to sit on that board, however, | feel as 

though today, that if I vote to approve both that — 

if it does not happen or occur, then I should take 
some responsibility or blame on that. 


Let me just say, Mr. Smith, because I 
missed your earlier comments, I was talking to a 
constituent outside. Was it your position that we 
should hold up on one or both of the appointments 
until we receive some sort of correspondence from 
Mayor Murphy? 


Mr. Smith: 


No, because I believe the contention that 
the Housing Authority needs a board ASAP, but I 
would trust that the pressure from my colleagues to 
get the Administration to make at least one of his 
appointments available an actual tenant that faces 
the day in, day out trials and tribulations of a 
mammoth organization, 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


So, your position is we can move today 
with these two and send a letter to Mayor Murphy 
stating our position that we should have someone 
‘an the board? 


Mr. Smith: 


Yes, and we have the President of our 
Council, who also sits on that board, and I think 
that he could probably do quite a bit to ensure that 
there is someone who faces the day in and day out 
life. 


The Chair: 


Just to clarify one thing. Again, 1 
apologize. Just so we are clear. We interviewed 
and are taking final action on two of the nominees, 
Marva Harris, Candice Henson. We approved 
yesterday in final action Mayor Murphy and 
myself, But, please remember that next week and 
already introduced is the nomination and Council's 
approval of Mr. Rudolph, who could not be here 
today, but we are already in receipt of his 
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nomination, he will be here, I believe, next 
Wednesday. So, that actually brings to six right 
now the legal board members. So, there would, in 
fact, only be a question right now of one potential 
vacancy, which hopefully would address Mr. 
Smith and other colleagues and community 
concerns that have been raised about tenant 
Tepresentation. 


So, I just wanted to clarify that so that 
there is no confusion. : 


Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


Yes, 1 want to clarify, I know Mr. 
Rudolph and I think he is an outstanding candidate, 
so I am hoping that by voting for these we are not 
bypassing him; he will still come next week? 


The Chair: 

No, we are in receipt of his nomination, 
he could not be here because of the short 
scheduling, h e is out of town, he will be here next 
Wednesday, and he apologizes for that. 

Mr. O’Connor: 

Presuming we can stil] put Rudolph in, 
then we would still have one opening to find the 
person we are looking for ~ 
The Chair: 

Well, we don’t find it. At that point — 
Mr. O’Connor: 

Well, the Mayor | mean. 

The Chair: 

~~ the Mayor would unilaterally have the 
seventh seat. I would hope that he would hear the 
concerns of this Council, and maybe as a 
suggestion we would forward to the Mayor a 


formal letter expressing this concer about tenant 
representation. 





Mr. Ricciardi: 


T have another point of clarification, when 
is your next scheduled Housing Authority Board 
meeting? 


The Chair: 
Tomorrow morning at 10 a.m. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


And there is business that must move 
forward. 


The Chair: 
There are two board meetings backed up. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


See my concem is, now, that we just ~ I 
thought that we had -- at least we had two seats out 
there, if Mayor Murphy had a commitment to 
someone who did not live within Housing 
Authority, it would be down to one, but it appears 
now there is only one because Mr. Rudolph is 
coming to the -- 


The Chair: 


Mr. Ricciardi, we have not acted finally 
on Mr. Rudolph’s appointment. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


That is correct, but I know the reality of 
appointments when they come to this body, and | 
voted many times against appointments on an 8-1, 
the reality is that when appointments come before 
this body, they usually, more than not, 99.9 
Percent, are confirmed. So that would only leave 
us with one seat available for Mayor Murphy to 
appoint a resident of Public Housing. 


Mr. Smith: 


Mr. Rudolph does not have to come 
before us, does he? 


The Chair: 


Yes. 
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Mr. Coben: 


Mr. Chair, what I would suggest is -- 
Mr. Smith: 

Well, then who was the unilateral? 
The Chair: 


Excuse me. We are going to have a hard 
time following this meeting. Mr. Smith has the 
floor and then Mr, Cohen. Mr. Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 


Who did he appoint unilaterally if we are 
approving our five? 


The Chair: 


As I stated earlier, let’s back up here, just 
to clarify. Initially Council members received and 
the Clerk’s Office received a communication from 
the memo early last week, I believe it was, 
unilaterally indicating his appointment of, I 
believe, seven members to the board, including 
myself and the Mayor. I reminded the Mayor 
quickly and the Law Department that under the 
State Statute, in fact, he has to forward five of the 
nominations to this Council for review and 
approval and two under the State Statute can be 
made unilaterally by the Mayor. The subsequent 
follow-up memo from the Mayor only indicated 
the names that we have received and have 
interviewed. Mr. Rudolph, who we will interview 
next week, Marva Harris, Candice Henson, who we 
have interviewed and will act on today, possibly, 
and we took action yesterday to approve myself 
and the Mayor, who we would have actually had to 
bring to the table but we chose not to do that, for 
obvious reasons. That technically leaves at this 
point, at least to the knowledge of this Council, one 
remaining vacancy. Now, whether or not he has 
filled that, or whether or not who that person will 
be, to be quite frank with you, I do not know at this 
time. There was an individual who was suggested 
initially, 1 do not know if it was re-submitted or if 
it is the Mayor’s intent, and } apologize for not 
remembering her name, but I believe it was a 
resident within the K. Leroy Irvis Towers, who 
had, for many years, lived in the Public Housing 
community and currently resides in a public non- 
profit corporation, high rise, known as K. Leroy 


Irvis Towers, which is not a building operated nor 
managed by the Housing Authority, as Mr. Smith 
certainly knows, since I think he serves on that 
board and is very instrumental in the construction 
of that high rise. 


So, I just wanted to try to clarify that, or 
maybe I have muddied the waters even further, I 
am not sure. 


Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. President, given that statement, I 
would suggest what we do is we vote on these two 
nominees right now, and at the same time send a 
letter to the Mayor respectfully asking, as Mr. 
Smith said, that he fill the one remaining vacancy 
with a person who is currently a tenant in Public 
Housing, and that we move on with this. 


The Chair: 


Obviously I 
discussion? 


concur. Any other 


Mr. Hertzberg:

{BEGINNING - MESSRS. FERLO AND COBEN'S COMMENTS ON BILLS NO. 271 
AND 272, WEDNESDAY, MARCE 16, 1994) 


Mr. Cohen: 


Motion to approve for purposes of discussion. Let me give 
a brief introduction. 


This is as I described in the last bill, the bill that will 
allow the City to receive the moneys that have been raised by 
the community and by particularly the members of the 
organization called PLAY. I reaily want to take an opportunity 
to commend them for their hard work. They have tried to 
overturn every stone to find money for this playground and as 
Councilman Ferlo said, it is a completely unsafe playground. 
Many children have gotten injured, luckily minor injuries but 
nevertheless injuries including broken bones, etc., on this 
playground, it's been around since 1974 and it has not been 
renovated at all since then and the play equipment that's there, 
it's wood so there are a lot of splinters and it's unsafe and 
it's high and as many of our playgrounds it has a concrete 
floor. 


As I said, they have raised money from many different 
sources including the School Board and the state legislators who 
represent the area and the way they did that I though was quite 
interesting because they tried to get matching grants from each 
legislator saying saying to one, "Well, if you put up $3,000.00 
we can get the other one to put up $3,000.00 and ultimately they 
raised about $17,000.00 from the state legislators and Shadyside 
Hospital is going to contribute $25,000.00 and the School Board 
$50,000.00 and the rest is going to come from the community at 
large and that is what this legislation is. Now, as far as the 
technical aspects of the legislation, I want to make absolutely 
sure especially since they are raising this money for this 
purposes that this just doesn't go into the City's General Fund 
and it goes back to Liberty School. 


One last thing and that is I do want to thank the Director 
of Engineering and Construction, Pred Reginella and particularly 
not only Fred but also Bruce Padoff Tom Olivio who have all 
spent significant time on this for your help. Now how do we 
ensure that this comes back to that school? 


Mr. Reginella: 


We need to submit one additional bill at some point in the 
future whereby we would restore the amount of moneys that we are 
using for Liberty School playground into the line item so that 
it can be reused and we do that by amending the budget to the 
tune of whatever that reimbursement is which is roughly 
$100,000.00. We did not want to do it at this point because we 
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want to wait until the money is returned to the City. Once we 
receive the reimbursement then we can trensfer that money back 
into the line item. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Can we not -- I realize we need to have a future bill but 
would you be opposed to amending this bill to at least 
explicitly say that this will be used for the purposes of 
renovating Liberty School Playground? 


Mr. Reginella: 


x don't have a problem with that provided it is legal for 
us te do that at this point. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


This bill as it's worded correctly states that this money 
will be used for Liberty School, so that's not the problem and 
I'm not raising that issue. 


Separate and apart from this action, at some point in the 
future we will actually have a need, at least it's my desire, to 
make sure that the moneys that we are putting into this project 
and we will be recouping some of those costs, that that money 
not going into E and C’s unrestricted cash account which means 
they could use it for anything. I want those replenishment funds 
to go back into a code account that would specifically increase 
the E and C's ability to do other parks. So later on we need 
from Mr. Keller or from the Department a budgetary amendment to 
the Capital Budget upping the figure to allow replenished funds 
to go back into other park use. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That's fine, I understand. Director, do you want to do 
that or shovld we? 


Mr. Reginella: 
We are obligated to do that. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Okay. 
Mr. Reginella: 
If we establish a trust fund for this endeavor then of 


course the moneys would have been returned to the trust fund but 
that's not the case. 
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Mr. Cohen: 

gnank you, Director and thanks to my colleagues as well. 
The chair: 

All in favor? Opposed? The ayes have it.

Mr. Cohen: 


-- Mr. Chair, please if I may. I think we should have a 
bill that pertains to the City of Pittsburgh as a whole. I 
don't think that is proper and Mr. Ferlo, I'm going to support 
your amendment but I do not think it's proper to say that 
certain city services should or should not be done in our 
Council districts. I really. don't think that's proper for a 
bill that clearly pertains to the city as a whole. I think the 
bill should be use it or don't use it but not use it Highland 
Park but don't use it in Homewood, I don’t think that's proper. 


The Chair: 


I will be more happy to have the amendment read to 
eliminate cracked sealing, that's fine with me. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Director Kraszewski, I'm very happy to see these bills 
because of the condition that our streets are in. We have 
undergone so many freeze/thaw cycles, not only this winter but 
but in the last winter as well and it has done very, very 
serious damage to our streets. JI can't recall our streets, at 
least in my section of the city and I think in the other 
sections that I've seen as well in as poor condition as they are 
today so I'm happy to see these bills. Let me ask you a few 
questions about them. One is the funding. There are two bills 
here, one for $5.4 million and the other for $3.4 million. How 

_ is that broken up? 


Mr. Kraszewski: 

The relationship is the $3.4 million is to increase the 
funding that was originally there, so the $5.4 million is the 
total aggregate which would provide for the in-house and outside 
procedures and the $3.4 million is inclusive in that. 

Mr. Cohen: 


The total amount that the Public Works Department wants to 
spend for asphalting, micro-surfacing, etc. is $5.4 million. 


Mr. Kraszewski: 
That's correct. 
Mr. Cohen: 


How does that compare to how much we spent last year? 
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Mr. Kraszewski: 


That will be done by a milling contractor and then 40 miles 
will be done of some of the thinner overlay processes be it the 
micro-surfacing, the nova chips and processes like this. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Public Works will be doing that? 
Mr. Kraszewski: 


No, that's all contracted out and then there's a concrete 
brick and blockstone portion of this which is not the asphalt 
products which allows for several miles to be done. Now if we 
get stuck for money later and it's not possible to get all of 
the funds that's desirable, there's an opportunity to go into 
some of those funds because whereas it will cost about $1 
million a mile to get concrete road restored, you're looking at 
anywhere from $50,000.00 to $80,000.00 for an asphalt street. 


Mr. Cohen: 

When will it start? 
Mr. Kraszewski: 

We hope to get it with your cooperation and approval if we 
can get that today, we would like to see bids go out next 
Wednesday and we would like to be in a position within two or 
three weeks to get the outside contract procedure started and we 
would like to start our in~house efforts early in April. We of 
course have the flexibility to do that weather permitting. So 
some work will begin the first week in April and most other 
processes will start between the second week to the fourth week 
in April. 

Mr. Cohen: 

I don't want to give the wrong impression to the residents 
of the city because there is micro-surfacing going on now is 
there not? 

Mr. Kraszewski: 

No. 

Mr. Cohen: 


There are certain services going on right now aren't there? 
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Mr. Kraszewski: 


Last year our program for asphalt products alone was 
structured at $4 million. This year we were intending to go 
about $4.6 million and this will increase it to that amount. 

Now when additional funds become available, there will be also 
money from other programs that can be used for in-house efforts. 
The total program for the streets for this year is supposed to 
be $6.9 million. It would be $4.6 million for asphalt products, 
hot mixes and other types of overlays and approximately $3 
million for concrete brick and block stone and "B" Street 
Program. The end result by the end of the year is this will be 
increased by $3.5 million and the program will be expanded by 60 
percent. Instead of 63 miles total, we'll be looking at near 
100 miles. total. 


Mr. Cohen: 


To finish the funding issue, so you expect to come back to 
Council some time in the midsummer for an additional $1.5 
million. If we're spending $5.4 million now you're going to go 
up to $6.9 million. 


Mr. Kraszewski: 


When bond money is available some time in June or July that 
we'll have to replenish some of the funding in the other 
portions of our entire streets program that are going to be 
delayed.as a result of this. 


, 
Mr. Cohen: 


This is certainly a large step in the right direction, the 
$5.4 million. You said about 100 miles of city streets will 
be ~~ the Public Works Department will be doing some type of 
service on. 


Mr. RKraszewski: 

Yes, the 100 miles will be distributed as follows: 
Approximately 40 miles of hot asphalt done by two Public Works 
crews during the season of 1994; approximately 20 miles will be 
done of hot asphalt by an outside contractor; a lot of milling 
will be done on both portions of the city and approximately 85 
to 90 percent of the streets will be milled and the old surface 
will be removed to allow for not an increase in.the elevation ~- 
Mr. Cohen: 


-- who will perform that service? 
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Mr. Kraszewski: 


There is cold patching going on and right now we're getting 
into the milder weather, not today and tomorrow but later this 
week where we will be putting hot patch in the potholes and 
that's all done inside. 


Mr. Cohen: 


And that's done by the Public Works employees without having 
to contract that out, so the worst potholes will be done prior 
to the season starting. 


Mr. Kraszewski: 


Yes. We should make a big dent in that over the next two 
or three weeks. Also, we're kind of pitching in on the state 
roads where we're trying to work closely with the state but 
we're taking care of some of the monsters on those roads too. 


Mr. Cohen: 


tI want to say that I very much support this and I'd like to 
see it happen as quickly as possible and for us not to hold it 
up of course and right now in many of our city streets it’s like 
driving an obstacle course and hopefully when this program gets 
under way that will be remedied so thank you.

The Chair: 

Would you like to say a few words? 
Ms. Harris: 

Do I worry about this microphone? 
The Chair: 

You are okay, just speak into the mike. 
Ms. Barris: 

Frankly, I was not prepared to make a statement, but I 
guess generally what you would like to know is maybe a little 
elaboration on my background. 

I work for PNC Bank, where I manage the bank's lending to 
low and moderate income communities. We have an ll-county 
market throughout Western Pennsylvania and I have the 
responsibility for that area. JI am a native Pittsburgher, I 


currently live in the City. I am prepared to answer your 
questions. 
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The Chair: 


Well, thank you, we will go around the table. Councilman 
Cusick, do you have any questions? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Only on your residency and that question was answered, 
because of -- you are using a business address as a mailing 
address, more or less? 


Ms. Harris: 
Right. 
Mr. Cusick: 
Very good. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Do you have any ideas or any view on ownership by Housing 
Authority current tenants? I mean I -- 


Ms. Harris: 


Let me give you a historical perspective on that one. As I 
said, I grew up in the City. I used to ride a bus to Frick 
School that went through Burrows and Wadsworth and around 
Robinson Court and on down. I have watched some very 
significant changes in terms of what is happening in public 
housing. Many of my friends who lived there in those days went 
on to college and professional careers and for their families it 
was transitional housing. It appears at this point that many 
families find themselves locked in, for a host of different 
reasons, not assigning blame or pointing any fingers there. 


In my role at the bank one of the things that I -- where I 
Played a critical role was in helping low and moderate income 
families become homeowners and I think that option should be 
open to residents of public housing as it is to anyone else. 
Oftentimes the idea of home ownership evolves because’ you have 
seen other people do it, you realize that it is possible for you 
and you attempt to follow suit. I do not think public housing 
residents perhaps have the opportunity to see that happening 
enous ie realize that it is an option for them but certainly it 
shou: es 


I do not know if that answers your question or not. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


yes, that is the direction, because I have always felt that 
it is certainly worth a try having more ownership in publi 
housing, I think it is part of the idea of pride in your ae 
particular place if you would own it, and I think the ren a at 
are being paid, if you would look at a 30-year mortgage, I do 
net know that -- and the value of these places, I dc not know 
that it is terribly different. 


Ms. Barris: 

Well, in many cases the rent, it probably would exceed what 
a mortgage payment would be, where a family is then acquiring an 
egg to nest, yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Ricciardi, we were going around the table, and 
since you have joined, if you have any questions, we can start 
from the beginning? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I just want to congratulate you on your nomination, wish 
you the best of luck. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Darkins. 
Mr. Darkins: 


Well, Marva, we are long lifetime friends and as I sat in 
the Heritage place yesterday and watched Council and then when 
they brought your name up, I had to come. I got a pass today so 
I could come down here, and I want it known publicly, there is 
nothing personally that I have against you, you have done so 
much in the City of Pittsburgh but I cannot understand why Tom 
Murphy has thrown you to the pits, I cannot understand it, 
sweetheart. I cannot understand, with the Stadium Authority, a 
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woman of your background, a woman that has made such a great 
contribution to the City of Pittsburgh and our President, our 
President of Council, said yesterday that -— and along with 
Christopher Smith, I was watching you guys ~~ said yesterday 
that you are not the person for that appointment, they said that 
we should have another Mrs. Contrail or one of those type of 
people from Housing, we need someone like Evelyn Patterson, that 
knows about it, not that you have not lived in that area, not 
that you do not know about that, but I just think, with all your 
expertise, you are one of our outstanding African-American 
women. I do not know why Tom Murphy threw you to the pits, I do 
not understand it, I do not understand it.

The Chair: 

Excuse me, excuse me, Councilman -~ 
Mr. Darkins: 

I am saying what I want to say. 
The Chair: 


I am sorry, but she is not appointed to the Stadium 
Authority, this is -- 


Mr. Darkins: 

I know that, I am talking about the Housing Authority. 
The Chairs : 

Okay. I am sorry. 

Mr. Darkins: 

Let me get through now. 
The Chair: 

You have the floor. 

Mr. Darkins: 

And, Marva, you are a beautiful person, honey, so I want 
you to know my objectives. I think that you can serve us in 
government in this City in a better position than in Housing 
Authority. The Housing Authority needs a lot help. My 
co-sponsor, Jimmy Ferlo,.Gene Ricciardi, you are looking at the 


guy that takes those Senior Citizens to Harrisburg, you are 
looking at the man, on this coming Friday, a week from now, as 
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sick as I am, I am going to bring those people, 2 thousand 
Senior Citizens, to 550 North Homewood Avenue, I am going to 
feed them for Easter, get them ready. You are looking at the 
man that takes care of that crowd, not only Senior Citizens, not 
only Senior Citizens but Mr. Ferlo's people from Garfield, that 
High Rise group up there. I just think they could have placed 
you in a better position. I hope by the time -- if they give me 
another pass I am going to be here Tuesday. I am going to send 
a letter to the Mayor and tell him I am sending your name back 
and I want him to re-appoint you to another board. I just do 
not think -- yes, you helped us, you helped us, honey. Marva, 
you understand where I am coming from, do you understand Duane 
Darkins now? You helped us. PNC would not be what it was if it 
had not been for you, sweetheart. You helped us, you helped us 
get homes, you helped us with mortgaging, you helped us, but I 
do not think they need you there on that Housing Authority 
Board, they need one of those Senior Citizens and that is what 
they are failing to do, to appoint -- to re-appoint. We had 
this fight with Sophie, I want to talk about it. I had this 
fight with Sophie because she was going to move those other 
women off that .board, and she sent James Sims to their house to 
see them and I told him to go home, and I went and told Sophie, 
don't do that, I said, you haven't seen an outrage in this City, 
and I know the real feelings. 


So, I just want you to know I am not against you. You and 
your husband are fine people, your brother, the whole family, 
but I am opposed to the appointment because you should be at 
another level, that is sending you to the pig pen and I do not 
want you there.

Mr. Smith: 


Yes. Ms. Harris, what are your opinions on tenant 
management? 


Ms. Barris: 


Well, I guess the one example of tenant Management that I 
have seen in the City has been actually in Section B Housing on 
the North Side. I have been working with the NTR organization 
since probably 1988, and that is where I guess I have seen 
tenant management realized to its full potential in terms of 
watching people take charge of their own destiny, watching the 
empowerment that occurred there and so forth. 


I have not honestly, Mr- Smith, seen evidence of a lot of 


tenant management activity within public housing, of course, I 
am limited to what I read in the media, for the most part there. 
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Mr. Smith: 


Well, I guess what my concern is, is that are you open 
minded enough that if the concept was tried, would you be 
supportive of tenant management? All I am looking for -~ I do 
not need to know everybody's point by point opinion, I need to 
know if you are open minded -enough to give an opportunity toa 
group of people who have never had the opportunity. And, yes, 
it is scary, yes, it is experimental. Would you be as a board 
member open minded to have tenant management based on the whole 
area if we could do the training and operate a program, would 
you be supportive? 


Ms. Harris: 


Well, let me answer you this way. I am sitting here, 
first, as a minority, and secondly, as a woman, I think anybody 
sitting in a seat where they have any kind of authority would be 
very presumptuous to think that you know better what other 
people need than they know for themselves, in many cases. The 
whole concept of empowerment and working things from a grass 
roots level is about the only thing that is going to save our 
society, and that includes public housing. 


Mr. Smith: 
Well, you have answered my question. Thank you. 


The next thing ise you have been packaging loans and 
dealing with housing as a profession for low, moderate and so 
forth, what I do not see in here, and I am very disappointed is 
that -- the finer point is that you have actually worked with 
community groups, and I think that it is very important that 
people understand your grass roots level, you may come from PNC 
but you have been out here on the front lines, and may I say, 
volunteering your time. 


So, I have no more questions for you, and I appreciate you 
coming down for us to ask our questions. 


The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Good morning, Mr. Chairman, members of Council. First of 
all to my Colleague, Mr. Darkins, welcome back, I know you are 
going through tremendous struggle right now and I know all of us 
here wish you speedy recovery. 


I want to try to refrain and rephrase some of the issues 
that have been raised here. I think there is a little bit of a 
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debate going on within the public housing community: especially 
with Metropolitan Tenants Organization leadership on the issue 
and their appeal to the Mayor on the issue of the overall 
appointments, and I think there was 4 request for a. woke 
representative of MTO representing the tenant council activities 
within the public housing communities for consideration to the 
poard, that is an issue between the neighborhood organizations 
and Mayor Murphy- This Council is being asked to review and 
give consideration and ultimately approve for appointments that 
we have right now, MI- Rudolph, who will not be able to be here 
today but hopefully he will be here next week, and yourself, 
Marva Harris, obviously needs no introduction, Candice Henson. 
All of these appointments, as far as I am concerned, being a 
past board member of the Housing Authority, would be tremendous 
assets to what I hope will be setting some new directions at the 
Housing Authority. 


But, in particular, yourself, Marva, I have known you for 
many years andy quite frankly, your work and your activities in 
the community, not only professionally within the area of 
housing, within the area of finance and within the area of 
management and business but equally important your stature in 
the community working with non-profit organizations and working 
with community development organizations, specifically in the 
area of housing, to me would be a tremendous asset to the board 
as a board that needs to begin to grabble with some long range 
policy changes that have to be dealt with at the Housing 
Authority. 


So, I want to applaud you personally for -- if anything I 
want to say to you, thank you for agreeing to accept the 
appointment because I know how busy you are, I know you juggle a 
lot of priorities, but I hope and I recognize in your acceptance 
of this appointment that you obviously have now made the 
decision to re-arrange your commitments and schedules and I know 
with you coming on the board that with that comes a tremendous 
commitment on your part to really apply yourself and give then 
the kind of leadership that I know you have to give to this 
important agency. 


So, again, I may want to clarify a little bit of same of 
the earlier comments, the issue around a representative of MTO, 
and/or tenant councils, to me is a separate issue and this 
Council being asked to review and hopefully approve for 
tremendous assets. And I am sitting as a member to the Housing 
Authority, I just want to say, thank you and I know given your 
knowledge of the housing community and public housing, in 
particular, I think yourself and the others that will come to 
oe table today will really be an asset to the Authority at this 

‘ime. 


So, if anything I want to saye thank you. I do not really 
have any questions because I know your background and I know you 
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are going to dig in and really be objective and I know some of 
the philosophical commitment you have about tenant empowerment 
and about individuals within the community making a better 
quality of life for themselves, and that is where I think we 
need to focus the attention and make the Housing Authority 
something that it is not right now. 


The Chair: 

Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you, Mr. Onorato. 


Ms. Barris, I do not know your however, many people say 
many complimentary things about you. Obviously this board is 
very important to the City of Pittsburgh but also to me 
personally because there are two housing communities in the 
district that I represent, Arlington Heights and St. Clair 
Village, and I apologize that we did not have a chance to meet 
before this; however, I have many concerns and concerns that are 
shared by my colleagues, I am sure & concern of yours, and that 
is security and safety of the residents in all the housing 
communities across the City, and, in this case, I am 
specifically talking about the two housing communities in my 
district. A smal] segment of the housing communities, or small 
numbers, from both within and without, have totally terrorized 
St. Clair Village, and to a small extent Arlington Heights, 
where law abiding citizens cannot come outside of their units, 
and where children are not able to play freely. Again, I do not 
know your background, but can you give me some of your thought 
or ideas on the safety and security of those in public housing 
that not only expect it but demand it and have a right to it? 


Ms. Harris: 


Well, Mr. Ricciardi, I am not prepared to respond to your 
question explicitly, I mean I do not know the problems chapter 
and verse, presumably that would come with more knowledge of the 
Housing Authority, but when it comes to issues of safety and 
security, it is as I responded to Mr. Smith and to Mr. 
Hertzbergr I do not see why the considerations for public 
housing residents should be different from the considerations 
for anybody else, we all want safety, good schools, nice 
neighbors, the opportunity to increase -- to have a better life, 
wherever we are, we want to move ahead. I do not see why that 
should be any different for anyone living in public housing than 
it is for any of the rest of us. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


I agree with you, and it should not be different, however 
the reality is it is different. I am not sure if it is 
different because of the Administration's Or Council's 
viewpoints or how we allocate resources, I am not sure if it is 
different concerning how the Housing Authority manages their 
units, because in a way when you think about it, since it is a 
private complex almost unto itself, even though it should be 
considered a neighborhood, it is different. So, since it is 
different, then that must be dealt with, and I am asking you, 
have you had an opportunity to either speak to the police or the 
Administration to see why it is different? Because I will take 
you on a tour, and this Zs not a challenge, but this is 
something I would like to do today, I would like to take you to 
St. Clair Village and Arlington Heights and show you that it is 
Gifferent. So, if it is different it is something that you 
specifically have to deal with and get back to hopefully this 
Council and this Administration. It is sanething that I have 
become very frustrated at because it is something that I have 
worked so Closely and so hard with not to make it different, but 
it is, MS. Harris, and I do not think we can run from that. 


When I first ran in 1989, one of my platforms, Ms- Barris, 
was that I thought it was my responsibility to make all the 
neighborhoods in District 3 part of Pittsburgh's future, and 
unfortunately that has not happened with St. Clair Village and 
Arlington Heights, and I am just looking for new direction from 
the Housing Authority Board, and I think you are going to give 
this from what I am able to see from your resume and talked to 
some of my colleagues. 


And, I missed some of your introductory remarks, but can 
you, please, back up and tell me, what iGeas, or what fresh 
approach, or how do you see you serving on the board, and how 
are vou acing to improve the lot of the Housing Authority 

enants? 


And, with all due respect, this is a very serious subject 
and Z de not find this amusing at all, but what are some of your 
ideas? 


Ms. Harris: 


T am not taking it lightly, my smile, I guess, is more 
frustration than anything else. 


. When public housing was built in this City, it was built in 
isolation, communities were essentially self-contained, it was 
almost like, let's build these communities, set them over here 
and set them in operation, and the problems that you are 
identifying are not problems that have arisen recently or 
quickly, and I do not think they can be resolved quickly or 


i i i d tel) 
easily. And, again, I do not presume to sit here today ar 

you have answers. I have come because I have been asked bed 
serve, I have compassion, I have 2 certain managerial expertise. 
As a minority, I think I have an Uncommon affinity. Even though 
J way be separated from other people economically, I am black 
and when I walk out that door I am not viewed any differently 
from anybody else who is black, does not matter, take away my 
title, I am still just another black person, and I have never 
lost sight of that. That is what I bring. I do not have 
solutions. 


You mentioned St. Clair Village. I through my bank have 
from time to time seen that we were supporting efforts from 
Frankie Mae Jeters group up there, and I have worked with Ron 
Suber. I have not -- but I do not come to you, and I think it 
would be presumptuous and naive to say I sit here with 
solutions, I do not, I am simply willing to serve and try to 
help identify solutions, and if that is not gcod enough then I 
say, don't vote for me. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


No, I think that is good enough. I think the part you said 
concerning the compassion is very important. 


Do you see my frustration in having two Housing Authorities 
in my district and seeing no progress made since 1989, or very 
little progress made by both the Housing Authority and the City, 
and I will take some responsibility of that, obviously, serving 
on this Council? 


What I tried to do and it became somewhat successful but I 
received no support. AS you know we have a program called JTPA, 
Job Training Partnership Act, and what I did on a very small 
level was to have small community meetings in St. Clair Village 
and try to get people into the JTPA program, and it worked toa 
certain degree, but I received no support from the past 
Administration and very little support from the Housing 
Authority, and I was always confused why I did not receive that 
support. I wonld think that the Housing Authority and this City 
Hall would stand up and say, yes, it is important that we 
disseminate that information; yes, it is important that we 
either somehow bring people out who work with the Tenant 
Organization to get people into that program. Because, 
obviously -- and I am sure you know much about the program, it 
is a free program, could really train people to escape from 
housing, public housing, because that was always supposed to be 
almost like a rest stop. 


What became very frustrating to me was, about a year ago 
there was a fire in our Knoxville-Beltzhoover section and the 
woman was in need of emergency housing, so obviously I contactec 
one of the Housing Authorities, and she stated that she did not 
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want to bring her children to the projects, as she had said, 
because she Sid not think it was safe, and that really touched 
me, because I thought, if she did not think it was safe and she 
aid not think it was safe for her children, someone was doing 
something wrong and soanething that definitely needed to be 
changed. And, Mr. Onorato has raised this, when we talked about 
bricks and mortar and how important bricks and mortar is, but 
Mr. Onorato had stated how important safety was, and Mr. Ferlo 
stated it when he said, well, bricks and mortar are important 
but we should look into social service aspects, and I think we 
have made some of those changes, Or sone of those amendments to 
the bill. 


Again, I think you are going to do a very good job because 
of your remarks to me and especially the remarks about you 
having the compassion, I believe you do. Hopefully you see my 
frustration. And I would hope that either today or sometime 
this week, we can set up an appointment at your convenience, I 
am very flexible, and if you would visit both communities with 
me and meet with some of the people that I have been working 
with, and maybe we can go from there. Would that be okay? 


Ms. Barris: 

That is fine. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Great. Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Ms. Harris, I just want to state that I think you are an 
excellent choice for the board. I am very excited that we are 
having a total shake-up on the board, not including my colleague 
here, who has been trying a lot to shake the board up but has 
been a minority over there, and I am excited to see someone like 
you be appointed, because obviously I know the work you have 
been doing with PNC on the North Side, I have seen you around a 
lot of projects, and I am very thankful that PNC has taken steps 
to recognize that there is an urban center and they are a key 
player and they should participate, and they have been doing 
that along with several other of the banks in this area. 


What I am looking forward to, and I hope you keep an open 
mind to it, is that, as the new board gets up and running, and I 
felt that I did not have this with the old board as much as I 
would like to have with the new board, is that, make an offer to 
you that you utilize the nine of us in our districts in 
cooperation with you and let's work as a team in a lot of these 
areas as opposed to thinking that the Housing Authority is 
totally separate from the City, because we are in this together, 
and I think you recognize that, and I heard that in your 
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comments today in answering the questions, and I appreciate 
that. 


I wish you well, and I think the procedure will be that 
when we recess the meeting later this after, if there are no 
objections from the floor here, you will probably be approved ; 
later this afternoon; if not, unless somebody has a guestion, it 
might take another week, but hopefully it will be today. I 
think you are an excellent selection. Thank you. 


Any other questions? ~° 
Mr. Cohen: 
: Congratulations. 
The Chair: 
Ms. Harris, thank you very much. 


We will now move to Candice Henson, also nominated to be a 
member of the Housing Authority Board. Is Candice here today? 


Good morning, Candice. At this time, if you would like, 
you have a few minutes to say a few words to the Council, the 
body, before we ask you questions. 


Ms. Henson: 


Candice Henson

pittsburgh, PA 15212 


Good morning. My name is Candice Henson. I live in the 
City of Pittsbureh. I have two small children, ages 6 and 9. 
They are straight "A" students at John Marm. I am 27 years old. 
I am resident of North Side Properties. I have been a resident 
for seven years, and I am the President of the North Side Tenant 
Reorganization. 


Under Ms. Henson's leadership as President of the NTR, the 
NTR completed the 4.5 million dollar, 34 unit Brighton Place 
deal. ‘The NTR is managing general partners and Brighton Place 
Associates and also the owner of the community laundromat. 


Ms. Henson has been an NTR board member since 1987. While 
on the board Ms. Henson was one of many residence that 
participated and graduated from both Phase 1 and Phase 2 of the 
Leadership, Development and Resident Management Training. 


Ms. Henson also has, traveled with the NTR graduates to 


Camden, Philadelphia, Chicago and St. Louis to witness and 
observe firsthand resident tenant management in full swing. 
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All the above-mentioned sites have gone into Resident 
Tenant Management Training under the leadership of MS. Bertha 
Gilkey. Ms. Gilkey has trained the NIR since 1989 and continued 
to train the members of the NTR. 


I am a member of Alan Chapel A.M.E. Church in Manchester, 
and I received my G-E.D. from Connelley Skilled Learning center 


in 1992. 


The Chair: 

We will open up for questions. I will make sure we take it 
easy on you, since you are a fellow North Sider, I will make 
sure they have sane nice questions here. We will go around the 
table. Councilman Cusick. 

Mr. Cusick: 

yes, I was just talking with Mr. Ricciardi, and the 
program, I think it is -- what is it, North Side Properties, or 
North Side Tenants? 

Ms. Henson: 
What program? 
Mr. Cusick: 
That you are involved in. 
Ms. Henson: 
North Side Tenants Reorganization. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Can you tell me a little bit about it and how you started 
its< 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Candice, you have to use the microphone. 
Mr. Cusick: 

-- and what you have done? 

I think it is a credit, I think the public should know that 
we have outstanding individuals in our neighborhoods, such as 


yourself, that do a lot of hard work and do it because that you 
care about the neighborhoods that you grew up in. 
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Ms. Henson: 


What NTR has did, we had purchased in our community, which 
is Brighton Place, we purchased 34 vacant units, we went in ang 
renovated them, we had them cleaned out, now we are renting 
them. We have opened a -- 2 grand opening for our community 
laundromat is today. 

Mr. Cusick: 


1 want to thank you for your dedication and your service to 
your neighborhood, and I think that Mr. Murphy made a wise 
choice with your nomination. 
Ms. Henson: 

Thanks. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg, any questions? 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Yes, thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

What part of town did you grow up in? 
Ms. Henson: 

The north side of Pittsburgh. North Side. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Did you go to school around there, or where did you go? 
Ms. Henson: 

Yes, I went to Oliver High School. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

This Brighton Place, the deal that you just talked about, 
where you acquired, I guess, a few units, as the tenants 
reorganization, is that done? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Does that include renovation of the units? 
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Ms. Henson: 
Yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

When did that get completed? 
Ms. Henson: 

December 31st of 1992. 1993. ‘This is 1994. Excuse me. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

I cannot hear you. Are they all rented out now? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes, they are all rented. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

It is going pretty well? 
Ms. Henson: 

It is going great. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, that is all the questions I have for you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chair. 

I want to congratulate you on your appointment, and I do 
not have questions, I just want to say to you that I am familiar 
with NTR and all that you have been doing over there, and I had 
an experience that I will never forget involving the Leadership 
Development and Training Course that vou had under Ms. Bertha 
Gilkey, and I was fortunate enough to attend the graduation 
ceremonies that took place there on the North Side and to hear 
Bertha Gilkey talk about the need for empowerment, the need for 
tenant management of our public housing communities and I was 


very, very inspired by her, and I assume that you were, too, and 
I think that if you are able to take those lessons that she has 
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been conveying, and what she did in St. Louis, was it, or is it 
Kansas City, do you remember? 


Ms. Henson: 
St. Louis. 


Mr. Cohen: 


It was in St. Louis. To be able to empower the residents 
to take some control over the management of those public housing 
communities, if you can take same of those principles and bring 
them with you on the Housing Authority Board of the City of 
Pittsburgh, then I think that would be absolutely terrific, and 
I just want to hear your thoughts about that. Is that where you 
come from in terms of your background and training? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. and, I would just urge you to push those principles 
when you get on the Housing Authority Board. 


Ms. Henson: 
I sure will. 
Mr. Cohen: 
. Because I think that is so very, very important. 
Ms. Henson: 
It is. 
Mr. Cohen: 
And I wish you the best of luck. 
Ms. Henson: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Darkins, any questions? 
Mr. Darkins: 


Yes. 


1 would like to commend you for the work that you have 
done -- 


Ms. Henson: 
Thank. you. 
Mr. Darkins: 


-- as a young African-American woman, and you have been 
very courageous and, of course, your work is on the North Side. 
ft visit the North Side often, Perry Plaza, all up and down 
there. I go to all those personal care homes. There is one 
thing about Duane Darkins, I am not a phony, I visit those 
places. Right down there on Sheffield Street, the High Rise, I 
have been there, I put my own money out, supported them in 
parties for those Senior Citizens, I have done that thing, and I 
can honestly elaborate, Councilman Ferlo has been my backup, 
along with Gene Ricciardi, when we carry Senior Citizens to 
Harrisburg fighting for the Mom Bill, various bills we fought 
for, and we won because we are concerned about those elderly 


people. 

Your project that you have erected, is in focus, speaks 
very well for itself. I got a concern about you now. You are a 
very nice looking lady. 

Ms. Henson: 

Thanks. 
Mr. Darkins: 

I want to know, are you going to be the rubber stamp on 
that Housing Authority Board, are you going to be one that when 
Ferlo looks at you and smiles and winks his eyes and squeeze 
your hand and you shouldn't be going that way, you going to go 
that way, are you going to be that kind of lady? 

Ms. Henson: 
No, I am not. 
Mr. Darkins: 

We do not need that stuff. 

Ms. Henson: 


No, I am not. 


Mr. Darkins: 


We got enough of that around Pittsburgh in government right 
now, the new Administration coming in. See today I am afforded 
the opportunity to come. When they brought on the directors and 
things I was sick, almost in a cama and I could not get here, 
but they were So kind to me out there at the home to let me have 
a pass to come down here today because these are the things, and 
as you heard me talk about Marva Harris, I love that woman. 

But, oh, you are going there now, don't you let me down, you 


stand up and speak -- 
Ms. Henson: 
I will. 
Mr. Darkins: 
-- for our people. 
Ms. Henson: 
Por our people. I am. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


The reverend stole one of my questions, do you ever get 
angry- You just seem so complaisant. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Don't be fooled. 
Mr. Smith: 

There is a problem on the table right now, and that is no 
one has truly said -- we talked about your scattered site 
housing, the 34 new units, what are they? 

Ms. Henson: 
What are -- 
Mr. Smith: 
In terms of how they are -- subsidized? 


Ms. Benson: 


They are low to moderate income housing. 
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Mr. Smith: 

Through a particular program? 
Ms. Henson: 

We were funded, yes. 
Mr. Smith: 

But these are Section 8 ~- 
Ms. Henson: 

No, I live in a Section 8. 
Mr. Smith: 

You live in Section 8? 
Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 
Mr. Smith: 

Very good. 


No one has ever been on the Housing Authority Board, to my 
knowledge, who has lived in Section 8 Housing. 


Ms. Henson: 
Not to my knowledge neither. 
Mr. Smith: 


What do you believe -- do you believe that it is Section 8 
Housing has -- because the Housing Authority is a pass through 
for this, there has never been representation; do you have a set 
and series of problems you have seen experienced as a resident 
of Section 8 that you believe need to be addressed? 


Ms. Henson: 


Well, with the problems, I feel that there are things that 
public housing residents get that Section 8 tenants do not get, 
and I feel that by me representing my Section 8, that if there 
is something out there for my people and my community for 
Section 8, I want to be the one to take it back and give it to 
the community and try to help others. 
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Mr. Smith: 


So, where you live the Housing Authority does not have day 
in, day out maintenance and operation; you do not dial a Housing 
Authority number to get 2 solution? 


Ms. Henson: 
No. 


Mr. Smith: 


I ask you this question and I ask it backwards because I 
have a general problem, colleagues, with what I perceive as 
there is not -- and, now, this is absolutely wonderful that we 
have taken the first step to put a major program that the 
Housing Authority has had purview over, for the first time in 
history we are putting an individual to represent that style of 
public subsidized housing, which is Section 8, and I think that 
Ms. Henson, being so quiet, probably has quite a temper behind 
there and will stand up and defend the rights of Section 8. My 
problem, colleagues, is that this board does not -- as it has 
been presented to us now -~ does not have a tenant who is in 
housing in housing that has day in, day out, operational, 
managerial experience for the housing. So, I applaud you being 
here, but my problem is not Section 8 or yourself, it is the 
fact that we are creating a board that does not have a Housing 
Authority tenant on board. I support you, I have seen what you 
have done, I think that you will represent well Section 8, I am 
happy to know you and have you here, but my argument is a 
greater issue and that is the board -- the total board we are 
creating. We need people like Ms. Harris, who can bring in the 
business sector. We need people who have faced the day in, day 
out problems created by organizations with tons of money, lots 
of staff and they do not live there. 


So, I agree with your appointment and will support you 
wholeheartedly. My next issue is just going to be the fact that 
there is not a tenant and the maintenance and operational. So, 
as I jump up and down, I appreciate you time. Thank you. 

Ms. Henson: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Yes. First of all, good morning, and once again, 
congratulations. My comments for Marva are also included for 
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the other board members, including Dr. Reed. 1 think all of you 
have a tremendous track record and bring a lot of expertise and 


I just want to put Something back into Perspective. The 
five individuals that Counci) by statute must naminate ~- must 
2pprove by way of the nominations offered by the Mayor, that 
Still leaves the Mayor two board members to appoint 
unilaterally. 1 think Mr. Smith's concern is appropriate, it is 
a@ concern that MTO and other tenant organizations within the 
Public housing communities irectly affected by the management 
and staff and board of the public housing agency. There is 
still an Opportunity and T would expect that Mayor Murphy will 
be hearing those concerns and will respond accordingly. I would 
hope that all of US Support on Ms, Henson here today as well as 
the other Nominees. And, whether or not she has a temper, I do 
not know, but I know what she does have and that is an 
Organization, 


And, I think something fundamental is happening here by the 
Mayor's actions that has not happened on the part of City 
government for an awful long time. Basically there has been 


Several decades ang Several political administrations that have 


Previous Councils, not this Council, Previous Councils, Previous 
Mayors, had Pretty much operated that the Public housing 
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your role in the North side community and I think what you will 
bring to the board. So, I see you as a tremendous asset. 


Just to clarify one thing. One of the reforms that has 
happened is the North Side Tenants Re-organization itself is the 
administrator and handles the contract for inspection Services 


So, again, I applaud you, but hope we are looking at the 
bigger picture here in terms of hopefully some of tne changes 
that are going to happen as established by the Housing Authority 
Board of Directors. 


The Chairs 
Councilman Ricciardi. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

MS. Harris, I am Sure you had an opportunity to hear them. I 

realize that everyone's schedules are very hectic, but if after 

the meeting if I could have a chance to speak to you and Maybe 

Ms. Harris so we could arrange -- are You also willing Maybe 


Some time this week -- not maybe but some time this week take a 
tour of the two housing Communities that 1 represent? 


Pretty busy? 
Mr. Ricciardi: 
That will be fine, yes. That will be fine, It does not 


really if it is next week or the week after, but especially once 
You are on the Housing Authority Board, I really would like to 


MS. Henson: 


You are welcome. 


The Chair: 


Ms. Henson, let me just congratulate you on your 
nomination. I think that you as well as the NTR represent 
everything that is good about public housing and about the 
Section 8 Housing. We all know the problems that exist there, 
however, I am excited to see you nominated because you have a 
successful track record, and you know the downsides and the 
upsides of trying to take same of these units private and to 
have a group to operate them privately- I think it is the way 
of the future. As you know as weli as I do, you just do not do 
that overnight, it takes a lot of training to manage properties. 
Let me just say that I am extremely proud to have you as a 
fellow North Sider sitting on that board and I look forward to 
you serving on there. Thank you. Have a good day. 


Ms. Henson: 
Thanks. Thank you. 
The Chair: 
No other questions, we are going to move on. 


Mr. Jesse Fife, Jr., been nominated to be a member of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. Mr. Fife. There he is. Good 
morning, Mr. Fife. Like everyone else, you have an opportunity 
to address this body. If you could sit down and speak into the 
mike, and then we will open up for questions, but the floor is 
yours. 


Mr. Fife: 


Jesse W. Fife, Jr.

Good morning. Thank you. 


Pirst of all, I would like to thank Council for having me 
here this morning. I am pretty sure most of you have ny 
background sheet. Currently I am the Vice President of Bidwell 
Training Center, which is an institution that is located on the 
North Side and has been around for 25 years. It is the biggest 
501(c)3 non-profit in Pennsylvania that provides vocational 
training. i have been involved with the overall management of 
that institution for over 20 years. I am basically the man that 
nancies the day to day operations, and we can proceed from 

ere. 


The Chair: 


Any questions from the floor? Councilman Ricciardi. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


ghank you. Mr. Fife, if you could just tell me how you see 
the Zoning goard of Adjust. their role and responsibilities in 
the City of Pittsburgh? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, the way I understand the Zoning Board, the board is 
initially set up to review decisions that might be made by the 
Administrator or the Superintendent, to see if there is same 
sort of variance or so forth that can be given to owners and/or 
owners in relationship to development. It is -- more or less I 
view it as a -~ more or less like a magistrate. I mean it isa 
situation where an owner might be upset because he cannot build 
or he cannot extend his porch or he cannot build this building 
or he cannot build this building, he cannot expand it, so, 
therefore, he wants to appeal that and see if there is some sort 
of decision that can be made by the board, the Zoning Board, 
that can give him an opportunity to get the vaive of his 
property, or the owner's property. It is a situation where I 
view it as an overseer to the City of Planning Department. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


And I agree with that concerning the expansion of one's 
property, but it also is the use of one's property. I believe 
that is correct? 


Mr. Fife: 


Yes, the use of one's property, and the protection of City 
property, to encourage development, both public and private. 


The Zoning Board has an important opportunity to make sure 
that the City moves forward in terms of preserving the stability 
of the land, encouraging, again, the development of the land and 
buildings, and I see the Zoning Board as then being that 
important. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I notice several times you have mentioned encouraging the 
development, and I think you mentioned that three times. 
Obviously at the other end of that, and sometimes it does 
parallel that. is also, however, the -protection of the 
neighborhood in terms of the guality of life and livability. 

For example, tomorrow at the Zoning Board of Adjustment there is 
a -- and I am not going to talk about the case because you might 
be there tomorrow, but at times, restaurants and bars decide 
that they would like to expand their special exception in terms 
of serving alcohol. When it comes to special exceptions, what 


goes into your thought process in either granting or denying a 
special exception? 


Mr. Pife: 


Well, I think it is important that one understands the 
Zoning Code and the toning Ordinances. I think it is important 
that we take into consideration the welfare of the communities, 
so that development, that expansion, or SO forth, will not hurt 
same of the issues that are affecting the community. It is the 
board's decision along with the colleagues that I will be 
working with to attempt to look at the issues and deal with as 
many facts as possible, as much information as possible, for 
them to make the decision that is fair, both to the community 
and to the persons and/or owners, who are wishing to do 
development or expansion. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Mr. Fife, you have a very impressive resume, very 
impressive background, many accomplishments, and I really salute 
you for that. 


1 did see, however, their appeared to be a lack of either 
book knowledge, or even street knowledge, when it came to land 
use and zoning. For example, as you know in the Pittsburgh Code 
we do have a section considered Zoning, and we talk about the 
different zoning districts and zoning text ang variances and 
special exceptions. Can you just tell me why we would vote for 
you? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, I think in any decision making process it is the 
ability for a person to think and make logical decisions. Being 
involved with the institution that I am involved with involved 
me interpreting federal, state and local regulations and 
applying those regulations to the growth of our institution, and 
that is what I have been doing for 25 years. I mean if you take 
a look at the volumes of regulations that I have to deal with I 
think you would agree that I do have that proven ability and 
that is what is needed as a Zoning Board member, I mean you have 
to be able to take the Zoning Codes and the Zoning Ordinances, 
apply those Zoning Ordinances to any situation that you are 
going to be making a decision on, and I have that strength, I 
have that proven ability, I have 25 years in managerial. I mean 
IT am a proven leader, I am a proven problem solver, and I think 
that is important. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. 
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Mr. Fife: 
You are welcome. 


(MR. ONORATO LEAVES THE MEETING, MR. FERLO ASSUMES THE CHAIR) 


The Chair: 
Mr. Hertzberg. We will go right up the table now. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
Thank you, Mr. President, Chairman. 


I take it then you really have not had as mich experience 
or involvement with the Zoning Board? 


Mr. Fife: 
No, I have not. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


But you correct me if I am wrong. I mean you seem to feel 
comfortable that you can learn new things? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, as I said, I am a worker bee, and I do whatever the 
job takes. If that means for me to sit and learn what I need to 
learn to make the proper decision, then that is what I will do. 
I do not take any job haphazardly. JI think my 25 years at the 
institution that has been built there on the North Side, I do 
not know if many of you have been over there, again, it is one 
of the premier institutions in terms of vocational training, 
that takes a lot of hard work, that takes a lot of dedication, 
and that is what I do, I am dedicated. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I have a pretty decent background in zoning law as a lawyer 
practicing. I would agree that if you put your mind to it you 
should have no problem learning the whole thing. 


One of the things that I noticed with the Zoning Board over 
the years, is kind of troublesome to me, was the speed at which 
things were done, and when you start talking about development, 
speed or lack of speed can make or break a project, and I mean 
whether you are going to decide yes or no.a lot of times on 
projects, the speed at which that decision is made can have a 
great deal of impact on the parties and on the entire area. So, 
that is all that I would ask you to keep in mind, and I believe 
you will be appointed and I would ask you to keep that in mind. 
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Mr. Fife: 


I agree. Well, what I would say is that I hope myself and 
my colleagues on the board will work as expeditiously a5 ences 
possible to deal with issues that affect the development cs} is 
City, and I think that is important, and I think that is one of 
the reasons why the Mayor has felt that I coulé do a very good 
job for him, because I am a paper pusher, I am a very detailed 
person and I like to see things done. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Fife: 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. 
(MR. ONORATO RESUMES THE CHAIR) 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. Good morning, Mr. Fife. 
Congratulations on your nomination. 


Mr. Fife: 
Good morning. Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I would like to just pursue a couple of questions with you. 
First of all, let me just say that I very much admire and 
respect what Bidwell Training Center is doing on the North Side, 
and I think that you have really made your mark in being able to 
train workers and retrain them. So, I am very impresses with 
Bidwell. This,.of course, is a very different appointment that 
you are up for, and that is the Zoning Board of Adjustment, and 
given that you do not have the firsthand background in zoning 
issues that the other naninees have, let me just ask you, 
generally, why you want to be on the Zoning Board and maybe a 
little bit of your background with respect to neighborhood 
groups. 


Let-me start with the first one first, and that is, why do 
you want to be on this Board? 
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Mr. Fife: 


Because the Mayor of Pittsburgh has asked me. Again, my 
abilities, my proven abilities, ny strengths, my leadership 
abilities, my abilities to analyze situations, my ability to 
interpret regulations and laws, ny ability to justifying 
Problems and come up with solutions. I think I want to apply 
that elsewhere now, because, again, I have been at the F 
institution for over 20 years and it has grown, and now I think 
I need to take those abilities that I have and put them 
somewhere else, that is the reason why I want to be on it. 


regulations and apply them fairly in whatever situation comes in 
front of them. I am confident, I know I can do the job, there 
is no doubt about it. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. Do you have involvement, specific involvement 
with neighborhood groups ~- I just do not know enough about you 
or your backsround -~ on the North Side or elsewhere in the City 
of Pittsburgh? 


Mr. Pife: 


Well, I would say, with Bidwell Training Center, not 
specifically neighborhood groups, but specifically Participants 
who have come from a variety of neighborhoods, from the South 
Side, to the East End, to the -- East Liberty, I have seen then 
all, I have talked to most of all of them. i mean I understand 
problems in the community, it might not be related to 
development or zoning issues, but just overall knowing what it 
takes for an individual to survive, and if an individual wishes 


always been there, their Problems are always handled there. 
And, again, I think that it is time for me to apply some of the 
skills that I do have to help other City departments. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Adjustment, what weight would you give to a neighborhood group 
that came in, say, and opposed a Project, whether that be an 


expansion of a development or whether it be a bar, a special 
exception for a bar, but let's say a neighborhood group came in 
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after a vote of their membership to oppose a particular special 
exception or a variance, what weight would you give to that 
representation? 


Mr. Fife: 


With owners and/or community groups that Oppose Zoning 
Ordinances, again I would like to have all the facts in front of 


be -- 
Mr. Cohen: 


No. 


Mr. Fife: 


~~ I have to look at the issue, I have to look at how the 
laws and the ordinances apply to that issue and make a 
determination that I think might be fair. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes, and I am not asking you to take sides, because I do 
not think that would be appropriate. : 


But, I do want to follow-up on Mr. Ricciardi's questioning 
a little bit. you dig mention in your opening statement a 


IT will give you an example from my district. ‘There are at 
least four commercial business districts in my neighborhood and 
they are all very healthy business districts an@ I am happy 
about that, Liberty Avenue in Bloomfield, Walnut Street in 
Shadyside, Forbes Avenue in Squirrel Hill, Craig Street in the 
Oakland area. All of them are commercia} districts, except for 
the Walnut Street area —- commercial in terms Of zoning. Walnut 
Street is an "Al" district, and Maybe we can get into that a 
little bit, but each of them involves @ business district 


Mr. Fife: 


I understand. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


And, when you say you want to encourage development, we are 
all in favor certainly of jobs and development for the City of 
Pittsburgh, particularly here in the Downtown area, but I need 
to explore a little bit what you mean by encouraging development 
in your position on the Zoning Board, especially with respect to 
the surrounding neighborhoods? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, one of the things that I have read with the preamble 
and the Zoning Ordinances, the Pittsburgh Zoning Codes is that 
the Zoning Board should encourage public and Private development 
in conjunction with assuring that the morals and the welfare of 
the community groups are taken into consideration when they do 
that. But, again, I know all neighborhoods, rather they be on 
the South Side, North Side, Fast Liberty, do want sane sort of 
development, commercial development in their areas, they want to 
be able to go to a community store and feel safe doing that, 
that is not there, they want it there and the owner wants to put 
it there, if an ordinance says that we cannot be there, then we 
need to take a look at that. I think it has to be a situation 
where you develop relationships with community groups and 
relationships with building owners and people who wish to 
develop and you have to -- there is a fine line there and -- but 
I am for development, I am for creating jobs, as you know, 
coming from a job training background, I want jobs and sanetimes 
those jobs are locally in the community. So, why stop any kind 
of development if there is a congenial relationship between both 
groups. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Yes, but there never is. And, you kno that, too. I wish 
that were the case, but usually the case -~ well, I shouldn't 
say there never is, there are sometimes. But usually the hard 
cases are before the Zoning Board, and that is why, obviously, 
the Mayor nominated you, for those hard cases. 

_When what exists is, an expansion of a development or 
Placing sane development in a neighborhood and the neighborhood 
group opposes it because they feel it undermines the special 
Quality of the neighborhood —- 

Mr. Fife: 

I understand that, yes. 

Mr. Cohen: 


-~ what do you do in those cases? 
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Mr. Pife: 


Look at the facts, Councilman Cohen, and, again, along with 
my colleagues attempt to make a decision that is fair to both 
parties. 


Mr. Cohen: 
That is very fair. 


There are kind of two opportunities here when we have 
nominees that come before City Council, one of them is for us to 
hear from you and your background and qualifications for the 
job. There is one other, and that is our chance to make a 
little pitch. So, I would like to make a very brief pitch, and 
that is that in the Zoning Code the major decisions that are 
made by the Zoning Board involve special exceptions or 
variances, and one thing I think is often lost is that these are 
exactly what they say, they are a variance from the law, the law 
that is established way back to protect the neighborhoods in the 
City of Pittsburgh, or a special exception from the law. And, I 
think that it is important to make that point, because the 
presumption in my view should be in favor of the law as it is 
written and that if somebody comes in and wants to expand their 
development or put in a bar, a late night bar -- for example, 
Councilman Ferio and I are involved in one on Negley Avenue near 
Penn, that we are opposing, they are seeking an exception to the 
law, a variance from the law, and I think that it is very 
important to look deeply into how that variance or exception 
would affect the general health of the neighborhood. Under a 
variance it makes it very, very specific that it is only in 
cases of hardship that you can grant a variance, a hardship that 
would actually deprive the owner of any reasonable use of the 
property. That is a very, very difficult standard to meet. 

And, under special exception, that no special exception can be 
granted if the establishment location or operation will endanger 
the publics health, safety, morals or general welfare or will be 
injurious to the enjoyment of the neighbor's property. 


The reason I read that is, there are cases, cases that I 
have been personally familiar with and, frankly, personally 
disappointed with from the Zoning Board where that was ignored, 
absolutely ignored, in my view; some cases they were not but 
some cases they were, and I think that it is important to weigh, 
not only the developmental interest but also the very, very 
legitimate neighborhood interest, to say, this is a City of 
neighborhoods, we live here, we care about our neighborhood, we 
want to raise our families here, and this parking lot, or this 
late night bar is going to hurt us in living a good life here in 
our neighborhoods. And that is why I think the requirements of 
the Zoning Board are very, very strict, and I would ask that you 
look at them in a strict way. 








Mr. Pife: 


Well, that is your preamble in terms of that, and, again, 
as a Zoning Board member, if I am confirmed, is to stay at the 
spirit of that preamble, that is for the Zoning Board, and that 
is what it specifically says. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Pifes 

You are welcome. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


Yes. Good morning. I have some problems that I hope you 
can address. It may just be the style or the format of the 
resume, but in terms of community involvement, because this is 
the only paying board that the City of Pittsburgh has, there 
will be cash remuneration for your service. I am looking to see 
some sort of concept of. where.you have. put your efforts for free 
in our community, not your employment, which is extremely 
impressive, but where you have put your efforts, it gives me an 
opportunity to decide, do I think you willbe fair, will you be 
lenient with business, or will you lean towards community. 


So, if you could respond. 
Mr. Pife: 


Well, basically I had previously been on a lot of boards 
that are not on my resume, since then I have resigned from those 
boards. The reason why I have resigned from those boards is, 
one is ~- again, I have to talk about the institution that I 
currently work for, I mean it is not an eight-hour a day job, it 
is more than eight hours, it is like 14 to 15 hours a day. 

Those remaining hours I am going to spend with my family. 


But, I have the involvement. The fact that I have been 25 
years with that institution that provides a change for 
individuals to retrain or upgrade their training and get back 
into the work community, I think is a big commitment, and I have 
made that commitment to build an institution over there on the 
hore Side that responds, and that took a lot of time to do 

at. : é 


Mr. Smith: 
But your residence is elsewhere? 


Mr. Pife: 


I am originally from the North Side of Pittsburgh, Strauss 
Street and Charles Street. I spent 18 years of my life on the 
North Side and when I come out of college I decided to set up my 
home in the Highland Park area. I did not leave the City, I 
stayed in the area. - 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, I am just trying to find out what you have been 
involved in in Highland Park that would give me a sense. I have 
no sense. You are an unproven entity. The other people, we can 
see who they have their history in terms of zoning ideology has 
been with. 


Mr. Pife: 
Which is not good. 
Mr. Smith: 


But, still I am interested in trying to elicit from you 
something that will trigger my security that there is going to 
be, not a following of the letter of the law, as much as there 
is the spirit of the law, and -- 


Mr. Fife: 


At this point in terms of my involvement in community 
development issues, like the Highland Park Community Club, and 
so forth, no, I have not been involved with that, Councilman 
Smith. But, again, I say that it is not a reflection that I am 
not community oriented, it only proves that an institution that 
we have built on the North Side requires a lot of time. And, 
again, I must say that the other time that I do have available I 
feel that I have to spend with my family. 


I am going to be fair. I am a fair man and I think that is 
the reason why the Mayor has come to the North Side and selected 
me. I do take issues, I take them seriously, I try to define 
that issue and find a solution to it and that it be fair when I 
do it. So, that is where it is at this point. 


Mr. Smith: 
The next thing I am going to say is not aimed at you as 


much as it is we now havé a Board of Adjustment to which there 
is nobody and everybody is learning today, do we hold off for 60 
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days to give an opportunity to just sort of review the code? No 
one can learn it all, and I would not, even with your 
background, impress that with you. 


Mr. Pife: 
I am familiar with the Code. 


Mr. Smith: 


We are creating a board to which no one is there for 
continuity of cases, and I think it is an unfair thing to do to 
yourself, along with the other individuals, a whole new board, 
no guidance, no one to turn to. So, there is a major learning 
curve problem that, unfortunately, certain neighborhoods and 
communities who are already scheduled to appear are going to 
face, which I think gives undue pressure but an opportunity for 
yourself, when you are appointed. I know who you are, but you 
are such an unknown quality and my fear is that this is a quasi 
legal board that pays big bucks: for part-time work ‘and we do not 
know whether or not -- at least I do not know, let me change 
that -- I do not know if what I think I am going to get is going 
to be positive, fair and a total person in terms of reviewing 
this, because some of it is the letter of law and some of it is 
the spirit, and I am just trying to get out of you, because to 
be honest, volunteerism I do not see in your background, 
everything you have done, you have done well but you have done 
it for money. Does that lead me to believe that business and 
corporate and capital are -- and there is nothing wrong with 
that, there is nothing wrong with that, I happen to come from 
the poverty struck community service background and so I am 
trying to find people that I think will at least be middle of 
the road and issue by issue oriented. I am asking you a 
philosophical question that cannot be -- 


Mr. Fife: 


Councilman Smith, being on the Board of Adjustment will be 
dedication on my part, as I have dedicated to everything that I 
do. I am not coming in here as a neophyte. I do know some of 
the Zoning Codes. I do know some of the things that the board 
is required to do. It is a learning process, but everything is 
a learning process. 


Because I do not have the community involvement that you 
want to see does not mean that I will not do the best job that 
can be done in that position. I am not money oriented, if that 
was the case I would not be in the City of Pittsburgh. I am 
dedicated here because I was born here, I was raised here and I 
devoted my entire life to helping others that cannot help 
themselves and I think it is appropriate for me now to take my 
ees ane my abilities and put them where I think it is best 
also used. 
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Mr. Smith: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Fife, first of all, congratulations, I think you and 
the other naninees are tremendously capable individuals and I 
know all ‘of you have the wisdom of Solomon and you are going to 
be able to do one heck of a job on the Board of Adjustment. 


Fences may make good neighbors but, unfortunately, when you 
are dealing with that issue before the Zoning Board it may not 
always be the case, depending on how high the fence is, or how 
long it is, or whose property line it sits on, or what the Code 
calls for, and, unfortunately, as you know many of the issues 
that come before the Board are very controversial and very 
important issues involving orderly development. Sometimes you 
have made your disputes involving commercial versus residential, 
but sometimes it is as simple as two neighbors getting along in 
terms of some variance. 


And, I guess, I probably wanted to ask you, have you ever 
been through the Board of Adjustment experience for any reason, 
either professionally or just as a community person? 


Mr. Fife: 


Yes, I have been through it regarding our institution. 
Yes, when we built a 62,000 square foot facility on the North 
Side, naturally it took a lot of adjustments in the district to 
allow that to happen, yes. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


And that is what I am asking you to do, is to apply not 
only your business background skilis but your life skills and 
the kind of wisdom and the temperament and the judgnents that 
you need to deal with before the board, and everything is not -- 
it is not always clear what the issues are. I think you really 
got to allow individuals -- many people that come before the 
board are slick attorneys getting paid, they know the Code and 
they know how to manipulate and phrase things before the board, 
however, they should have no more or any less equal footing than 
your average resident, albeit they are represented hy a 
neighborhood group or just a property owner, who may have just 
as much concern and wants to have just as mich a fair hearing 
before the board. 
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So, I hope yourself and the other members are going to 
treat everybody as an equal partner, whether it is an individual 
person, who is just an individual resident property owner, who 
does not come down with paid professional attorneys ~~ 


Mr. Fife: 


I think that is important, and I think that is what me and 
my colleagues will be about doing, looking at those issues. 


Mr. Perlo: 


And, the only other thing I ask you is, whenever I am in 
front of the board just always agree with me. 


Mr. Smith: 

I think that is what we are all afraid of, Mr. Fife. 
The Chair: 

Mr. Pife, I would just want to congratulate you. I do not 
have any questions. I will just put a little caveat on what Mr. 
Ferlo said, and that is, if he is in front of the board and I am 
on the other side, don't always agree with him, okay? 

Mr. Fife: 

Okay. 
The Chair: 


Congratulations. We will move on. 
Any other questions? Councilman O'Connor has one. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

One quick question. Jesse, I am impressed with your 
background and I am certainly impressed with Bidwell. Again, 
time wise, do you feel comfortable? 

Mr. Fife: 

Yes, I feel comfortable. I assure you, I would not have 
accepted the Mayor's nomination if I did not feel comfortable in 
being able to do the best job possible. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


And the people at Bidwell are willing to sacrifice a 
little? ts 
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Mr. Fife: 

yes, I have brought the institution & long way now and ft 
have 53 staff that I think can move along with me being absent 
for a couple days and wouldn't nothing happen. 


Mr. O*Connor: 


That is certainly a credit to you how well it is run. 
Being a part of that just be very exciting and rewarding? 


Mr. Pife: 
It has been. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


You did mention you knew the Code. I mean have you been 
studying or working on it? 


Mr. Pifes 

Yes, I have been studying it. Since I did receive the call 
from the Mayor for my nomination I began to pick up information 
and data and began to read the Code ang by the time I take over 
I will be just as much familiar as everybody else. 

Mr. Cohen: 

I realize we need the people to be fair to the people you 
will be working with for or against. When do you feel you would 
be ready, I mean today, tomorrow, another month? 

Mr. Fife: 

I am ready to go now. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

You feel that confident? 
Mr. Fife: 

Yes. Yes. I do not know the entire Code in detail but I 
know the thrust, I know the spirit of the law and I feel I am 
capable of administering that. 

Mr. O*Connor: 


Well, I certainly congratulate you and wish you well. 
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Mr. Pife: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Thank you very much. At this time we would like to have 
Clifford Levine come forward, he is also nominated to sit on the 
Board of Adjustments. 


Mr. Levine, good morning, and it is still morning barely. 
You have a few moments to address Council before we ask 
questions. 
Mr. Levine: 

Clifford B. Levine 

6214 Wellesley Avenue 

Pittsburgh, PA 15208 

Well, I am a resident of Highland Park. I ama partner in 
the law firm of Thorp, Reed and Armstrong. JI am married and 
have four children. And, basically I am a litigator, a trial 
lawyer, and a significant part of my practice has been devoted 
to land use and zoning matters. 
The Chair: 

Thank you. Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: : 


Mr. Levine, first let me say that you come from a very 
prestigious and competent law firm. 


Mr. Levine: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

I salute you for that. I believe one of your strengths 
are, and maybe you could expound on it, that you served as a law 
clerk for Commorwealth Court, and it is my understanding, 
obviously from City politics and government, that all appeais 
from the Zoning Board of Adjustment do go to the Commonwealth 
Court; is that correct? 

Mr. Levine: 


That is correct. 
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Pittsburgh, I did not ask for that but you forwarded that ; 
information to me and to the Law Department, and I really think 
that is a reflection on you as a person, seeing the City, either 
in distress or in need and willing on your own to forward us 
some information and giving us the ability to reflect on that 
information you forwarded us. I really think that is a 
reflection on you as a concerned citizen here in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and I thank you for that. 

Mr. Levine: 


Well, thank you, and it was my pleasure. 
The Chair: 

Any other questions? Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 

I just want to congratulate you on your nomination and I am 
sure you will be confirmed just by looking at your experience 
and employment and your background and education. I feel that 
you -~ not only you have gone above the call of duty in a lot of 
community work, and I am glad to see that this Administration is 
looking for people with your type of credentials and skills, and 
I think you will be a great asset to us. 

Mr. Levine: 

Thank you. I will look forward to working with you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

I might want to echo that, I am very impressed with your 
tecord, have checked some of your references and you come very 
highly recommended. And, again, I just think you will be an 
asset to the City, it is time for new blood and to move on, and 
I just congratulate you and wish you well. 

Mr. Levine: 

Thank you very much. 

The Chair: 


Councilman Hertzberg. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Maybe you could just expound or tell us a little bit about 
your role as a law clerk for Commonweaith Court and when it came 
to zoning questions or what type of work you did and which judge 
you served for? 


Mr. Levine: 
I would be happy to. 


In 1962, or so, early 1980s, I was a law clerk to David 
Craig, who is now the President Judge of the Commonwealth Court, 
and Judge Craig had been a City Solicitor and had been the 
author of the Zoning Ordinance back in 1958, or one of the 
contributors to the ordinance. He also was on the Planning 
Commission, I believe, in the early 1960s. He really is 
credited with -- well, he had an enormous zoning practice and he 
was a partner in a law firm before he went on the bench. 


As his law clerk any controversial zoning case would go to 
him, pretty much, and I had a tremendous opportunity in my year 
and a half with him to look at a lot of issues and it was a 
mentor relationship, where he would be able to explain the 
different areas of the law and kind of the legal theory behind a 
lot of the zoning and working with the Municipalities Planning 
Code. 


So, any appeal from the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
typically goes to the Court of Common Pleas and then if it is 
appealed from there, would go to the Commomealth Court, which 
is the court, as you know, that hears the public issues. 


So, that has been a great asset and that experience helped 
me at Thorp, Reed, such that I tended to handle a lot of the 
zoning matters that our firm was involved with. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, I in no way would ever question your skills in zoning 
and I salute you for all of them, and also I think you bring 
something else very important, and that is community involvement 
and community awareness and a love for the City of Pittsburgh. 

I am aware you are very involved with the Highland Park 
Community Club, and also the park that was constructed and also 
the reservoir, a question that is coming before the City, and 
other things you do. 


But, I also want to let my colleagues know that in the past 
we had some dispute on claims by actors that are trying to 
escape the police and the liability of the City. Let me just 
say publicly, I have done some work on that and the research was 
all done by Mr. Levine as a citizen here in the City of 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


hank you, Mr. Chair. Good morning. I take it your | 
yourself, have practiced before our Zoning Board in the City as 
a lawyer? 


Mr. Levine: 
Yes, I have. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Did you have the chance to practice there when Joe Mistick 
was the Chairman? 


Mr. Levine: 


A couple of occasions, I believe. I was not involved in 
any major case. I think an afternoon we'd go over there. Once 
or twice, that is about all, I believe. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I mean do you have any opinion on how he ran that Zoning 
Board as opposed to anyone else? 


Mr. Levine: 


From my experience he was very good, very fair. In fact, 
one case that comes to mind, I believe we lost. So, I disagreed 
with his ultimate conclusion but I thought he ran the meeting 
well. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, I had a lot of confidence in him when he was the Chair 
there myself. 


One of the things that I mentioned to Mr. Fife that I think 
is important there, and there are a lot of important things, but 
at various times I have gone through unnecessary delays over 
there. I think when it comes to -- whether it be development or 
a dispute among neighbors, speed can make or break a thing, 
whether you are going to decide yes or no on it. So, the only 
thing I would ask you to do -~ - 


Mr. Levine: 
Well, I think you are absolutely correct. 
In addition to community work, I have represented a lot of 


developers in my practice, and I believe that was your 
observation, that time delays can effectively kill a project, 
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and I think you are absolutely right, and as a lawyer 
representing developers, it has been those sorts of , 
frustrations, that the process takes so many years sometimes. 
So, I have lived that firsthand and agree with you. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thanks. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chair. 


Good morning still, Mr. Levine, and congratulations on your 
nomination. 


Mr. Levine: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


You certainly have an impressive resume for an attorney and 
come from a fine law firm. 


Let me ask you a question up-front just about the process 
here. Have you been appointed to be Chair of the Zoning Board 
or have you not been informed of that yet? My understanding 
coming into this meeting was that you were appointed to be Chair 
of the Zoning Board. 


Mr. Levine: 

It is my understanding that I would be a member of the 
Board of Adjustment, however, under the City Charter one member 
of the Board of Adjustment must also serve on the Planning 
Commission, and that I would be that individual, and that there 
is no requirement by the Charter that individual be the Chair. 
Mr. Cohen: 

I believe that is true. In the past it has been, but it is 
not a requirement. But, do you know who is going to be the 
Chair of the Zoning Board? 

Mr. Levine: 


Mr. Murrin, Regis Murrin. 
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Mr. Cohen: 

The next naminee. 
Mr. Levine: 

That is right. 
Mr. Cohen: 

fell me a little bit more -~ well, first of all, just going 
into your background a little bit further back in history, and 
that is your being a law clerk to Judge David Craig. I have a 
great admiration for Judge Craig, and I think that there may not 
be anybody in the Commorwealth that knows the Zoning Code better 
than he does. So, you certainly started at the feet of a real, 
real giant, I think. 

Mr. Levine: 

That is true. 
Mr. Cohen: 

But, since then, let's talk about your career a little bit, 
especially in the zoning area. What types of cases have you 
personally brought before the Zoning Board, just categories, 
types of cases or types of clients? 

Mr. Levine: 

Well, actually my cases before the Zoning Board have been 
more limited than my general zoning practice. The cases, I 
represented on a pro bono basis Birth Place, which is the 
mid-wife -~ I do not know how you call it -- a mid-wife -- 

Mr. Onorato: - 

Mid-wifeéry. 
Mr. Levine: 


-- mid-wifery. Thank you, Mr. Onorato. And they were 
seeking a -- I believe a special exception to be located in the 
Friendship District, and that was an occasion before Mr. 
Mistick, and that was turned down, but they have since relocated 
on Baum Boulevard. That was an experience. 

I have represented individuals -- 

Mr. Cohen: 


I know where that is, yes. It is nice and it is beautiful. 
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Mr. Levine: 


and, I have represented individuals for relatively small 
matters, such aS the -- fences and I believe there was an 
instance with a liquor app., there was a question about 
converting to a liquor license, and that sort of thing. 


Most of the more substantial zoning matters ~~ 


Mr. Cohen: 


What was that case with the liguor license? 
Mr. Levine: 


That was an establishment on the South Side at the time 
that Deborah Miskovich, I believe, was the Chair, and there had 
been an issue about a violation and I had represented an entity, 
and to be quite frank with you, I do not recall the -- it was a 
relatively small matter, and we did that in about an hour. 


So, those have been the matters in front of the Zoning 
Board. The more substantial matters have been, early in my 
career I represented Shaler Township and we used to go in and 
have some enforcement actions, enforcement proceedings. I have 
represented Chambers Development Company, the landfill company, 
and we had some substantial zoning matters there, and I have 
Tepresented them from the developer's side of view. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Was that the Monroeville case, or is that -- 

Mr. Levine: 


Yes, I have been involved in the Monroeville case, which is 
still pending before Judge McKay now. 


Mr. Cohen: 

And I won't ask you questions about the case for that 
reason, but was there also a representation of Chambers before 
the Pittsburgh Zoning Board? 

Mr. Levine: 


I did not represent Chambers in that instance, not in front 
of the Pittsburgh Board. 
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The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen, could we just take a break and just 
switch here, I think her fingers are tired at this point. 
you. .

Mr. Levine: 


I represented -- 1 had a number of cases where I want 
represented a gas station or a company where they were building 
gas stations and they would often have to go into the various 
areas seeking variances. On Chambers, I've represented them on 
a number of occasions and I'm involved now in a project 
representing the Fox Chapel Water Authority and they are 
erecting a water tower and that's been the source of substantial 
litigation, so I have been involved in a number of very 
controversial projects in terms of public interest to which you 
were earlier referring and others and then I have had a lot of 
experience in municipal-related cases that weren't specifically 
zoning. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me a little bit about those, just the general 
category. Were those before Courts of Common Pleas or other -~- 


Mr. Levine: 


-- my practice has been in both Common Pleas, Federal 
Court. .My general area would be commercial and development 
litigation. I do construction work, I represent a couple of 
contractors and that’s also included some construction 
arbitrations, so I would say the overall development, I have had 
a number of actions in front of the Public Utility Commission 
representing developers of independent power projects that is 
not involved in zoning per se but involves both federal and 
state utility law. So I've had the fortune of having a varied 
practice and in a nutshell I would say it's 
commercial/construction/land use. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me how you will deal with potential conflicts that 
come up? It happens to any attorney in a law firm but 
particularly one who is being appointed to a board that concerns 
issues that you have worked on in private practice. Have you 
thought that out and come up with a plan as to how you would 

, deal with potential conflicts? 


Mr. Levine: 


Obviously if I represented a client I would not want to sit 
under any circumstances in a case. 





Mr. Cohen: 


Let me ask you about your participation in the Bighland 
Park Community Club. First of all, thank you for your work as 
counsel to the super playground project. Thanks to your wife 
and Councilman Ferlo of course worked so hard on this and it's 
such a terrific project. Have you pad other participation in 
the Highland Park Community Club other than the super 
playground? 


Mr. Levine: ‘ 


I'm on the Board of the club and we've have been involved 
in the the ongoing process. In fact, I worked with Mr. Ferlo 
about seven years ago where there was an effort to revitalize 
Bryant Street which is an ongoing difficult project, I was 
involved with that a little bit and more or less overseeing the 
club because it's a very strong, community~based group and I've 
been involved with that and my other primary involvement has 
been having four small children, I try to focus activities in 
which they are involved. I have been a coach for the Dynamo 
Soccer group and I know one of your members is very involved 
with that group and so I've done that for-about six seasons. 


Mr. Cohen: 
It's probably good preparation for the Zoning Board anyway. 
Mr. Levine: 


And then my children is are in the Sacred Heart League and 
involved with the baseball, but I do make an effort. I'm 
involved with the Highland Park and we do some pro bono work as 
Mr. Ricciardi mentioned and I have been willing to help out on 
legal aspects on a pro bono basis and frankly with four children 
I try to devote whatever extra time I have to activities in 
which they would be involved. 


Mr. Cohen: 


As far as the question that I had asked Mr. Fife earlier 
and that is the wait, and I realize these are difficuit 
questions so I'm not going to give you a specific hypothetical, 
but what kind of wait would you give to a community group 
whether it be the Shadyside Action Coalition or Friendship 
Preservation Group, what wait would you give to that group if 
they had a vote on a given variance proposal or special 
exception proposal and came before the Zoning Board and stated 
their being in favor or opposition as a neighborhood group? 
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Mr. Cohen: 


You would not appear before the Zoning Board. 


Mr. Levine: 


No, absolutely not. I'm not prepared to appear before it 
and I don't think it would be appropriate for me to -- I'm 
reminded of a Woody Allen movie where I believe he 
cross-examined himself and I wouldn't be involved in that 
situation. I believe though I did check the Ethics Act and I 
believe that in a case of a three-member board that what is 
envisioned is that the third participant identify the conflict 
and then in the event that the two individuals are tied that 
there has to be some sort of a majority and I know you as the 
sponsor of the Ethics Bill, there would be questions that 1 
would want to confer with you and the Law Department but that 
was my initial reading of that, that in certain instances if I 
had some sort of a personal involvement, I may identify that but 
that I am still -- it is envisioned that I would at least sit 
there in the event to serve as a tie breaker and I think that's 
a unique situation with a three-member board. That's something I 
would want to get clarification. 


Mr. Cohen: 

That is the problem with a three-member board but I think 
that we can discuss particular instances but I think it's 
probably best in those instances to recuse yourself if you have 
any personal involvement. 


With respect to members of your firm that might appear 
before the Zoning Board, how do you deal with that situation? 


Mr. Levine: 

I don't see that our members of the firm should be in a 
position of appearing before the Zoning Board as long as I'm on 
the Zoning Board. In that case somebody else should handle that 
one. As you know, there's an appearance of impropriety and I 
think the most important thing in any court is that everybody 
has their fair day whether they win or lose and I think that's 
the underlying guideline to any type of ethical decision 
Mr. Cohen: 

Please know that I'm not implying any -- 

Mr. Levine: 


~~ your guestions are quite legitimate. 
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box; right? The other side doesn't have to establish its 
burden. 
Mr. Levine: 

That is true. Legally that highlights the difference — 
between the special exception and the variance in that I think a 
variance the applicant really has all of the burden to show 
hardship. He has to show the five conditions or so that you 
meet hardship, physical, etc-, whereas the special exception is 


slightly different in that once the applicant meets those 
conditions then the objectors have a basis to object to that. 


Mr. Cohen: 

One question that I have always had because I think that 
there is a belief that econamic hardship is not enough to prove 
hardship under variance and that means if a store owner says "I 
will make more money if I have a second floor added to my 
building", and someone refers that as economic hardship, is that 
enough to satisfy the hardship standard? 

Mr. Levine: 

No. I suppose if he's says I'm going to go out of business 
and it's so severe it's going to destroy my business, then in 
some cases it suggests that may be enough. 

Mr. Cohen: 


It's not just saying that but you would have to look and 
see whether that was actually true. 


Mr. Levine: 

That's right. I would have to weigh, along with my 
colleagues, we would have to weigh the evidence and if there's 
two opinions we in the end have to decide whether it was a red 
light or a green light. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Are you familiar with the "Al" zone? 
Mr. Levine: 

Yes. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Rave you done any work? 
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Mr. Levine: 


That is a good question. In fact, I can go back to one of 
Judge Craig's opinions about 14 years ago which has been 4_ 
landmark decision and on a decision he discussed the relative 
burden of proof or burden of persuasion that the various sides 
would have and what he said was that in a conditional use or 
special use or special exception where the applicant must meet 
Six or eight conditions, that that applicant has the burden of 
proof to show adequate parking or adequate whatever. Then there 
are a second set of conditions which are community-related 
conditions. Undo traffic, public health, safety and welfare 
issves, and those are the issues that the objectors have the 
burden of proof going forward with the evidence. So the way I 
would approach these conditional uses and special exceptions is 
it would be first incumbent upon the applicant to set forth and 
introduce evidence in that proceeding showing -- justifying 
those conditions. Then it would be incumbent upon the 
objectors, be it in the form of an organized group or what have 
you to come forward and actually introduce evidence to show that 
there's going to be a traffic problem or just show that 
something causes a problem. Because it is a quasi-judicial 
body, I think that the mere vote of a group isn't enough 
evidence. in other words, if a group doesn't want this project 
and simply says we voted against it, as a board member I don't 
know that that meets the standard of proof that they would have. 
On the other hand, if the group offers evidence and has 
substantial evidence that would show these things then of course 
that means a lot and I think you have to respect a large group 
and a unanimous group. You'd have to respect that as something 
that there's a legitimate concern and I would note it as such. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That would be evidence at least of going towards the burden 
of proof. Not necessarily meeting that burden of proof but it 
would be some evidence. 


Mr. Levine: 
That's right. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I like that description because first of all it's the law 
but also I think that it is a proper way to go about it in that 
the applicant for the special exception or the variance has the 
first burden of proof and I assume it means that I realize we're 
getting into some legalistic discussion here but it's a 
legalistic board. If the applicant doesn't satisfy the burden 
and for example the special exception the burden ~- or let's 
take a variance, the burden that there would be hardship 
involved which is a hard standard to meet, then he's out of the 





Mr. Levine: 


No, I have not appeared before the Board or represented 
anybody specifically with *Al" questions but I‘m familiar with - 
the general concept. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The reason I ask -- I'm very confident that you know zoning 
law. The reason I bring it up though is it is a very important 
issue in my district with respect to Walnut Street which is an 
"Al" zone which as you know means an integrated inner mixture of 
commercial and residential and because it's that it is 
commercial and residential together it makes for a potentially 
very tense area and it has specific requirements different from 
any other zone. Except for some limited uses. Every use that 
is attempted to be brought forward in an *Al" zone has to come 
before the Zoning Board and not for a variance or a special 
exception but just for that use and I'm wondering what 
principles you would bring to bear in determining whether that 
use is an appropriate one for that kind of zone. 


Mr. Levine: 


I guess that there be some cynergy, that when you have -- I 
think the unique aspect about Pittsburgh and part of the reasons 
that I think -- from an ideological point of view I feel so 
comfortable serving under with the Mayor is that I think he 
recognizes that what makes Pittsburgh unique is the interaction 
of some of its commercial districts with its canmunity. I think 
it would be a mistake to try to recreate shopping malls in same 
of these neighborhood districts. I think the East Liberty 
experience 20 years ago showed why that may be a problem, so I 
think you have to have that balance. On the other hand, I think 
barring all development which I think sometimes is the reaction 
once a group is satisfied and somebody's moved into a house and 
to bar all development, I think that's not healthy for the 
ongoing existence in the neighborhood. So what I would say for 
instance with Walnut Street, certain uses that are already there 
that are consistent with those uses, that you would see. 
Obviously some club in a district where there are no other clubs 
that would be open at 2 A.M. and maybe are in close proximity, 
that would raise the question. 


Mr. Cohen: 


One last question, this is obviously a very important 
position for the City of Pittsburgh and that is in the "Al" Zone 
again. I'm sure you are aware that there is a requirement that 
any new development that comes in also has to provide its own 
parking. Parking has been a lifelong problem in the 
neighborhood of Shadyside’and my personal view is that because 
so many variances were given to that requirement that helped to 
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create the severe parking problem that exists there in that 
neighborhood. I think that the parking problem has really 
problem if not solved at least ameliorated by the parking a 
agreement that exists there, the parking garage and the perm. 
parking for the neighborhood, but the next decade or so is very, 
very important and as I said to Mr- Pife, this is our only 
chance to have this kind of discussion with you and this is not 
a question so much as it is an encouragment and that is that if 
variances continue to be granted there then we're going to have 
a parking problem that is untenable and contribute to the demise 
of a very, very strong neighborhood. So I would ask that you 
also abide by the law when it comes to that requirement for "ALT 
zones because right now it's okay and if any more variances are 
granted, then it's going to make that matter much worse. 


Mr. Levine: 


Of course we'd have to decide every case on its own merit 
but I do hear your concerns. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you for and I thank you for this discussion, it's 
been an enjoyable one. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I know this gentleman, he's a great gentleman, he'll be a 
great asset on the board. Mr. Cohen asked all my questions. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. TI wish you well. 
Mr. Smiths 


Just quickly. Dan really grilled you on many of the 
questions I had. You have a background of community service and 
working for some of the most prestigious law firms in the city. 
To me, that gives me a balance to review and believe that you 
understand not only the letter of the law but the spirit of the 
law. This is one of the most important boards to development 
and also resolution of community problems. How will you 
compensate for those individuais who don't have the legal 
expertise when you're discussing burden of proof and so forth? 
What can we do to help those individuals who don't understand? 
They know there's a problem but how will your board address or 
your interpretation when you have someone who has a fourth grade 
education who comes before you who doesn't understand or 
comprehend how to present this in a legal format before you 
against a major developer or saneone from a prestigious law 
firm? I want to hear generally how youn would help the average 
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citizen combat or get through this particular system and get 
everything out? 


Mr. Levine: 


That is a good question and I think what is taking place 
before the Board and the reason it's called a quasi-judicial 
body is that it obtains a body of evidence and that becomes the 
whole story. Whether there may be other factors outside of that 
story become irrelevant. That's the story and when it proceeds 
on a appeal, those are the issues and I think the job of a 
lawyer is to go to his client and say “Your obligation in 
presenting the story is to show Points One through Six and the 
other side's obligation is to show Points Seven through Ten and 
I think when you don't have a lawyer and you don't have the 
sophistication to look at the code, that particular individual 
doesn't know that he must describe and discuss conditions One 
through Six or Seven through Ten and I think it becomes 
incumbent upon the Board in that situation to let this 
individual know that for instance is there any evidence now 
you're complaining about the traffic concerns or the late night 
or sane other problem -- to develop that with the person. That 
doesn't mean you become an advocate against the other side but 
I think you would in effect -- leading questions perhaps and 
helping that person and by the same token I think any judge in 
that situation has to a more critical approach to 
cross-examination of the developer. For instance, if a 
developer has presented conditions One through Six and the 
objector has said nothing, I think it’s incumbent upon that 
lawyer and that situation to say, “Let me ask the Geveloper some 
questions and maybe assume more of an active role than he would 
otherwise event. 


Mr. Smith: 


Bingo ~= because I have gone down with people who did not 
under the system and I watched our last board actually do that 
role. When they realized that the people did not understand how 
to present their information, they assisted in bringing 
information -- not changing anything -- but bringing out of 
these individuals the points that needed to be raised without 
making individuals feel inferior and that is what I'm looking 
for. I'm looking for fairness. I'm not looking for a phone 
call. I'm looking for fairness for each and every individual in 
the City of Pittsburgh that walks before there. Many cases are 
just two neighbors who just hate each other, but many times it 
is individuals who have not been involved in the system who know 
that it’s going to do samething to affect their lives but they 
don't know how to express it but I'm very happy, very content 
and I see a balance and I will be supporting you. 
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Mr. Levine: 


Thank you very much.

Good morning, ladies and gentlemen. The weather changed

Mr. Cohen: 


Oh, that is a good quality in a judge anyway, a raspy 
voice. 


Mr. Murrin: 


All right. I hope you all have a copy of my resume but I 
will give a brief summary. That I have been practicing law and 
living in the City for 30 years, raised a family here. 
Academically, as you will see from my resume, I rather 
specialized in zoning and planning and municipal matters, both 
in law school and in receiving a Master's of Law at Temple, and 
I had the advantage of spending six or seven years kind of at 
the feet of David Craig, too, although not to the extent that 
Cliff Levine did, since I was in his law firm in the early years 
of my practice. 


I am basically here today because as I reach the end of an 
active law career and begin winding down a number of my 
colleagues were gracious enough to suggest that my experience 
and perhaps my knowledge and temperament would svit my serving 
on the Zoning Board of Adjustment and I certainly appreciated 
their comments and it really confirmed my feeling about it that 
I wanted to serve on the Zoning Board of Adjustment. I think I 
Perhaps my major feeling as an attorney sometimes is I have been 
accused of being too fair and I think in a sense that is the 
role that one should be playing on the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. 


And, I think, gentlemen, that is the end of my comments. 
The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Murrin. Now, let's go around the table. 
Mr. Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
IT will pass for right now. Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Mr. Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 
I would just like to make a few comments. 
And, after reading your resume and being very impressed by 
your background a few things stuck out in my eyes, and I have 


always looked at people that graduated from the University of 
Notre Dame as being quite successful and people that are very 


committed to whatever joD they take on, and not only that, that 
he does have a -- he also Was in the United States Navy, which 1 
also share that with you, and I wish you a lot of luck and I an 
sure you will be someone that will be fair with all parts of the 
City when working. 1 hope that you will take into consideration 
that there is no one from south of the rivers on the board and 
it is a concern of mine and I think of my colleagues, Mr. 
Ricciardi and Mr. Hertzberg, and that you will work with our 
community groups and with us in utilizing our skills and some of 
the knowledge that we have of our community in making your 
decision, I hope that you will. 

Mr. Murrin: 


I think that as a role of the board members when a matter 
comes before them should be to visit the site and get a feel for 
the neighborhood, because if Pittsburgh has a unique strength, 
it is diverse neighborhoods, and I think that preservation of 
those is a major role of this board. 

Mr. Cusick: 

Just as I said, one of the major concerns that I know that 
I have is not having representation on the board from south of 
the river, and I hope that as you are confirmed as our Chair, 
that you will take that into consideration. 

Mr. Murrin: 
I certainly will. 
Mr. Cusick: 

Well, thank you very much, Mr. Murrin. 
The Chair: 

Mr. O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

Just to elaborate that, I am from the East End, and we want 
to make sure we -- even though we live there, we do not take 
care of everybody across the river. So, do not forget, you 
still have the East End to worry about. 

Mr. Murrin: 


I shall not do that. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


These guys keep picking on the North Side right now gets 
everything, you know what I am Saying. 


Mr. Murrin: 


I think I am in wr. Cohen's district, but I will remember 
You, too, Mr. O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Are you involved at all, have you followed the Darlington 
Road, JCC, Jco Projects at all> 


Mr. Murrin: 


T am aware that it is there, iet's put it that way. 1 
first put my hat in the ring for this position Probably in 
October, and quite frankly, 1 have intentionally not pursued it 
any further feeling if I was going to be involved in making that 
decision at al) 7 should do it on the basis of the evidence 
which comes up at the hearings and not on what I read or hear 
elsewhere. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

That is very good, because I feel we are making a lot of 
progress with the community and the neighborhood -- not only the 
neighborhood groups, but Jcc, JCO, so we -~ although the Zoning 
Board cannot appeal it again and we hope it does not come back, 
we hope we can resolve it ourselves, so ~~ 


Mr. Murrin: 


Mr. O'Connor: 
Like Joining Council, mediation is half our job, I think. 


But, I was certainly impressed with your tTesume and wish 
You the best, 


Mr. Murrin: 


Thank you, sir. 


The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. O'Connor. Mr- Hertzberg. 
Mr. Bertzberg: 

Thank you, Mr. Chair. 


Like the other two other candidates, your eredentials are 
really exceptional, and I congratulate you for being nominated. 


And, the only question I would ask is the same one I 
mentioned before and that is concerning the speed at which 
things happen there at the Zoning Board, I think it is very 
important. z 


Mr. Murrin: 


Well, hopefully I will have an advantage, as that I would 
plan the active practice -- to discontinue the active practice 
of law after this year, that is in December 1994, and my job on 
the board would be my primary duty thereafter. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: ; 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. President. 


Mr. Murrin, I also am very impressed with your background, 
and I think a couple of things that you did not mention but 
ought to be mentioned, and that is your war record. You were in 
the United States Navy and served in both Korea and Vietnam, 
also that you worked in the Kennedy Administration, to my 
understanding, as the predecessor to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. Those are both very, very fine 
achievements, and I want to say that I admire and respect that. 


I would like to talk just a little bit, as I have with the 
last two nominees, about your background in zoning and how you 
would go about being fair, as you said. 


And, I am glad to hear that, one, that you also worked with 
David Craig; as I said before, I am a real acmirer of his, he is 
a giant in this state in this area, and also that if you had a 
weakness, it would be that you are too fair, but obviously that 
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is the number one criterion for somebody who is the Chair of the 
Zoning Board. 


Tell me just a little bit, though, about your background in 
zoning, and perhaps about your current practice and clients? 


Mr. Murrin: 


I, unlike Cliff Levine, have not been a litigator but I 
have been basically a real estate practitioner, and that has 
generally involved either répresenting developers or maybe 
public -- or, quasi public bodies, such as Action Housing and 
Development, in situations, some major, same small, and most of 
my zoning work has been, shall we say, consulting with other 
lawyers on a team as to how to structure something in order to 
achieve a development. 


I have appeared before the board, oh, maybe eight or ten 
times over my entire career, so I know basically how it works. 
But, it has been generally overall planning as to what is 
needed, is a variance needed, is a special exception needed, is 
nothing needed, what are the parking problems, what are the 
traffic problems, how do we meet this type of difficulty in 
proceeding with development. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me about your work with Action Housing, was that & 
significant -- 


Mr. Murrin: 


It was significant, but it was a long time ago, there is no 
doubt that, Dan. It was probably the first ten years of my 
practice at the firm, that was Baskin, Sacks and Craig then, 
they represented Action Housing, and I kind of became the point 
man for all of the -- I guess these were really the baby 
neighborhood associations that started in Pittsburgh, 
Homewood-Brushton, Bob Pitts, Dick Adams, Jim Cunningham. Those 
are the people I know. So, I kind of lost touch to that extent. 
And, I guess maybe Jay Goggin, I do not know. Who was it at 
Perry Hilltop when it started? 


Mr. Cohen: 

That was kind of a golden period in terms of organization. 
Mr. Murrin: 

And, Jay Nepherson was in South Oakland. So, it was a -~ 


it was really a hands-on there, which was very good, that if 
they had a problem they would call me and we would work it out, 


and I attended the neighborhood meetings and see the -- what the 
problems were and how the organization itself was progressing. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Do you personally represent clients now that have cases 
before the Zoning Board, that you know of? 


Mr. Murrin: 


Do I personally? No. The answer to that is no. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Let me get into the same issue that I had raised with mr. 
Levine, if you would. If you could just address the potential 
conflict issue. Again, not in any way I would never question 
your ethics or your firm's, you are at a veryr very fine firm, 
Reed, Smith, Shaw and MeClay, but how are you going to deal with 
conflicts? : 


Mr. Murrin: 


I think one of Cliff's last remarks -- and he and I are 
good friends -- was that it is not what you do but the 
appearance of what you do has to be the parameters. So, I have 
read the City Code and I know the -- I have read the State Code, 
and I feel that for starters that I should recuse myself from 
any matter wherein Reed, Smith is representing a party before 
the board, and further I should recuse myself from any matter by 
some client who is not represented by Reed, Smith in this matter 
but who may otherwise be represented by Reed, Smith. That is 
where you start and you may go further than that, but that is 
the start. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Right. And, again, you, of course, would not appear before 
the Zoning Board, obviously, that probably shonld not need to be 
mentioned? 

Mr. Murrin: 

Oh, absolutely not. Of course not. In fact, I do not 
think I should appear before the City in any matter that might 
be a matter of -~ a controversial matter. 

Mr. Cohen: 
_, Correct. You had mentioned before that ~~ and I did not 
quite understand -- what your plans are for the future. Is the 


Chair of the Zoning Board going to be your sole practice soon, 
or are you going to continue to have clients? 
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Mr. Murrin: 


Well, that is where this came up. As I said, some of my 
younger partners knew that I was probably planning to retire or 
substantially retire at the end of this year, and so I will be 
in full practice until the end of December 31994, and thereafter 
I may have a few selective clients but I will no longer be in 
the full practice of law and, therefore, the 2oning Board can be 


my primary task. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Well, I am glad to hear that, I really am, because this 
will -- as you know, it is an important appointment, and your 
ability to make it your primary focus would be great for the 
City of Pittsburgh. . 


Mr. Murrin: 


I know there is a backlog and it has to get rolled out. As 
Mr. Hertzberg said, I think speed of getting things out is very 
important. Although I think you have all considered that, this 
morning, as a matter of fact, I think Mr. Ferlo has, that with 
three new people on the board there are going to be a few 
starting pains, I am sure. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. My fellow Council members are probably not so happy 
about the speed at which we are getting the nominations 
confirmed today. 


But, let me ask you the same question that I had asked the 
other two nominees, and that is with respect to neighborhood 
groups. If a neighborhood group were to come in and say that 
they have taken a vote and they take one side or another for a 
proposed zoning change in their neighborhood, how much weight 
wonld you give to that? 


Mr. Murrin: 


Well, let's put it this way, I think the ordinance even 
hints at it now, if their position is based on the failure of 
the developer, shall we say, to meet some of the criteria, 
obviously they should be given great weight. It is not the fact 
that they are a neighborhood group, but it is the fact that the 
position they have taken is in keeping with the ordinance, that 
there is a traffic problem, or there is an adverse change in the 
neighborhood, et cetera. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I had spoken earlier with Mr. Fife, talking about my view 
of special exceptions and variances and how they ares an act, 
exceptions from the law, and I wonder if you had heard that and 
whether you have any thoughts -- 


Mr. Murrins 


Oh, I heard that and, in fact, Mr. Levine and I had 
discussed that while you were doing it. I think that he pretty 
well set forth what my understanding of the law is, too, that 
there is a shifting burden of proof. A variance is a very, very 
strict and tight problem and they are, in fact -~ in essence, 
looking at the cases, it is almost impossible to grant a 
variance, if you get right down to it; however, on the special 
exception, it is the other shifting burden, and as I think Judge 
Craig said in a case, that once the grieved party or if the 
petitioner meets his burden, then unless he runs a file of the 
parking adverse impact in the neighborhood, et cetera, those 
problems, then the burden of proof then shifts as against him an 
order that it has to be granted unless it can be shown that, in 
fact, there will be an adverse occurrence because of the 
granting of the special exception. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, I am glad to hear you say that about variance, 
because I alse agree that a hardship is very difficult to prove. 


On the special exception part, there is very broad, general 
language that is used, saying things like, the establishment 
will not undermine the public, health, safety, morals or general 
welfare of the community, or that the proposed use would be 
injurious to the enjoyment of their property. How do you get 
from that general language into whether or not it is -~ the 
burden of proof is satisfied? 

Mr. Murrin: 

I think it is definitely a weight of the evidence that we 
have to use our reason, and that is why we are on the board, to 
decide the tough cases, the tension between, shall we say, the 
status quo in the neighborhood and development. 

Mr. Cohen: 

So, it is a balancing act? 

Mr. Murrin: 


Yes. 
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Mr. Cohen: 

Mr. Murrin, thank you very much for this discussion. Ir 
very much congratulate you on your nomination and want you to 
know that I will be supporting your nomination for many 
reasons, not the least of which you are a constituent to — : 
District 8 -~ no, that is not it. But, I will be supporting it, 
because I think that you will be fair, and I look forward to 
your serving the City of Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Murrin: 

Thank you, Mr. Cohen. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


What can I say, one of the most impressive backgrounds 
presented to us for any board in this City. 


You have answered, due to Dan's cross examination -- you 
have answered many questions, that I am just a simple, common 
community person, who is fearful of government and feels that it 
does not always serve the interest of the common man, and I 
think you have presented yourself that you will be fair and 
equitable to those of us who do not have the educational 
background and experience as we present ourselves before you. 


Mr. Murrin: 
Thank you, sir. 
Mr. Smith: 

So, I thank you, and I have no questions. 
The Chair: 

Congratulations, and obviously you have a talented 
back ground. I do not like the fact that you work for Reed, 
Smith, I do not like their union busting law firm that they 
represent and I hope you disassociate yourself with them as soon 
as possible. ‘ 

But, notwithstanding that -- 


Mr. Murrin: 


Yes, I was going to do that, sir, even without your 
prodding. 
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The Chair: 


I won't refer to their real name, but other than that, I 
hope you disassociate yourself quickly with them. 


But, notwithstanding that, obviously you would be a : 
tremendous asset to the board, and obviously, given your life's 
skilis that you have acquired, I think you would be able to deal 
with the temperament in terms of the conflict that oftentimes 
arises in the board with frustrated residents, community groups 
opposing each other sometimes, community groups opposing a 
development, and I think you bring a lot of skills that I think 
will help with the process. 


Again, just be fair to all those represented at the board, 
not just those who have legal representation there. Oftentimes 
the Chair is called upon to play the role of mediator and to 
help facilitate some input from people who just do not 
understand, as Mr. Smith refers to earlier, just do not 
understand what the process is, and I feel very confident that 
you are likely the person who is going to very much help put 
that information out when individuals and groups are before you 
at the Board of Adjustment. 


So, I appreciate your willingness to serve, and, if 
anything, I think we should thank you also for agreeing to 
serve, and I think you will be a tremendous asset to the board. 
And, I will be going around the table here, you will be seeing a 
lot of us, we all frequently appear before the board and we will 
have many opportunities in the future to have debates and 
aiscussion. 


3 We do not vote at the Committee Meeting Sessions on these 
appointments. We do have a Recess Meeting and I believe we 
would be inclined to move along in the Housing Authority 
appointments, but at this time a number of Council members have 
asked me for an opportunity to meet individually with some of 
the Board of Adjustment naminees between now.

need of strong financial expertise 
on the board. This is something 
that Dr. Miranda would bring to 
our Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority. 


I would like to move to 
approve Mr. Rowan Miranda to the 
Board. 


The motion was moved and 
seconded. 


Which motion prevailed. 
The Chair: 


Dr. Miranda is confirmed as a 
new member of the Board of the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I had the occasion to 
communicate with Lou Gaetano of 
Pittsburgh Sports Federation 
yesterday. I was going to ask for 
his participation in the Be A 
Sport Program this summer. I 
talked to him about the story that 
appeared in the Post Gazette over 
the weekend, about his resignation 
being requested by the Mayor. 


He confirmed to me that he was 
asked to resign from the 
Pittsburgh Sports Federation, 
although as af yesterday he had 
not actually done that. I was 
shocked to hear that, I support 
Lou Gaetano 100Z as the Director 
of the Pittsburgh Sports 
Federation. and I want to make my 
feelings known. 


He has taken that operation 
and made t what it is today, 
which is a first class operation, 
a big benefit to the City of 
Pittsburgh and the taxpayers. Tr 
am hopeful that the Mayor will 











re-think this request to Mr. 
Gaetano. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I believe Councilman Hertzberg 
raises some very good points. 
When this body decided to fund the 
Pittsburgh Sports Federation, at a 
tune, I believe of Two Hundred 
Thousand Dollars (200,000.00), we 
did it for two reasons. We 
believed that they were very 
successful, and we believed in 
their leadership, and that was Mr. 
Lou Gaetano, who I also believed 
in. 


At this time if it’s 
appropriate, 1 would like to make 
a motion, that you immediately 
convene a meeting with Mayor 
Murphy and his staff concerning 
the issue of Lou Gaetano. All I 
know is what I have read in the 
newspaper, however, I have 
received no information from the 
Mayor's office that they did ask 
for his resignation. 


So again, at this time I would 
like to make the motion, that our 
President convenes a meeting with 
the appropriate members of Council 
and Mayor Murphy to discuss this 
issue. 


The motion was moved and 
seconded. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Just to support the motion, 
and say that my experience with 
Mr. Lou Gaetano has been an 
excellent one. Both when he was 
Director of Public Works and when 
he’s over at the Pittsburgh Sports 
& Festival Federation. I think 
he’s done a terrific job and I 
think that he was there at the 
founding of this organization. 
when City Council funded it. I 
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think we do deserve an explanation 
as to why he has been terminated. 


The Chair: 


Obviously 5: am very 
disappointed and disheartened by 
the action. I think it is 
supposed to be effective April 
25th, if I understand the 
article. JI have not spoken to Mr. 
Gaetano directly since this 
announcement over the weekend. 
But it is very disappointing. 


I believe that Council in 
voting to approve funding for the 
Sports & Festival Federation, as 
Mr. Ricciardi stated clearly, had 
a lot to do with the staff and Lou 
Gaetano particular. No to mention 
the least of which is the NCAA 
activity and a host of other 
sports and festival activities 
that we believe he has brought 
leadership to these events. 


I will look forward to seeing 
if we can get this meeting set 
up. All colleagues will be 
invited, and I guess we should try 
to do that as quickly as possible. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I also, would like to show my 
support for Mr. Gaetano. I think 
Mr. Gaetano has dedicated a great 


deal of his life and time to the 
City of Pittsburgh. He has done a 


fine job at the Sports 
Federation. i would hope that the 
Mayor would reconsider his 


position and be a good sport. 
Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Cohen: 

I would like to give an update 


and ask for a Council vote on a 
motion dealing with the Cable 





Television regulations. As you 
know and as my colleagues know the 
Federal Communications Commission 
announced recently that it would 
be lowering the bench marks that 
are used to determine rates, by 
72%. At the same time they did not 
issue regulations that went along 
with that announcement. That put 
the City of Pittsburgh and other 
cities in a difficult position. 
We had to have a rate regulation 
completed by a certain date, but 
we didn’t have the regulations 
from the Federal Government to be 
able to pursue that regulation. 


We will suspend our rate 
proceedings until the Federal 
Communication Commission hands 
down it’s new rate regulations. 
That will prevent us from having 
to go through it twice, and will 
save taxpayers money. Because if 
we have two evidential hearings, 
that of course is going to cost 
extra money, if in return TCI will 
agree not to implement any new 
rates until that review is 
completed. Mr. Wormser has been 
negotiating with TCI really for 
the last two weeks on this. I am 
happy to announce that just within 
the last hour, they finally got a 
signed letter. 


What it essential says is 
this, The City of Pittsburgh will 
wait until the FCC hands down its 
regulations, before it proceeds 
with the rate review. TCI on the 
other hand agrees it will not 
implement any new rates until that 
review is completed. 


I did want to make sure that 
all of City Council agreed with 


this. so in paragraph five it 
says, this letter shall take 
effect upon the approval of 
Pittsburgh City Council, and it is 
signed by Mr. David Wormser, the 
Consultant for the City of 
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Pittsburgh. and Mr. Shawn McGorry 
who is the General Manager of TCI 
Pennsylvania. 


At this time I would like to 
have City Council approve this, 
because ZI do think it is in the 
best interest of the City of 
Pittsburgh Taxpayers. Also in the 
best interest of the rate payers 
of cable television. 


Mr. Smith seconded. 
The Chair; 


Again. I want to thank 
Councilman Cohen for his dogged 
leadership in the last few weeks 
in particular trying to negotiate 
with TCI. I whole heartily 
support this motion. Obviously 
the new FCC ruling changes the 
bench mark calculations, hopefully 
it will be to our advantage when 
we review the rates. 


Accordingly I think we have to 
move quickly in support of this 
resolution. Councilman, you’ll 
apprise the Chair of appropriate 
meeting times for a joint hearings 
with the Cable Communications 
Advisory Committee, and this 
legislative body. 


Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Onorata: 


I would like to clarify a 
comment that was made last 
Wednesday by an individual, by the 
name of. Mr. Vincent Irene. 
Unfortunately I had to leave 
Council for an issue in my 
district. and this individual who 
happens tc work at a shelter on 
the North Side. came in here and 
made some accusations. He was 
kidding around saying it was all 
in jest, which I wouldn’t have 
brought up today, except he’s 





carrying it a little further than 
that. He specifically lied to 
this body and to the City of 
Pittsburgh. I just want to 
clarify the point. 


He passed around a piece of 
literature, and he said probably 
five times, because I watched the 
tape, that he called my office 
regarding the pan handler 
legislation and that we refused to 
call him back. Well I checked the 
records, and Dorie Lang from my 
office did call him back to give 
him the message to please send 
what ever he wanted to talk about 
it writing and we would set up a 
meeting. We know we did that 
because he has a unique machine 
with a song on it. After the 
hearing on Wednesday, my staff 
went over to him and said isn't 
this your message? Of course with 
the camera off, he admitted, oh 
yea that’s right you did call, I 
forgot about that. 


I also want to make clear, 
when I was talking about 
legislation, it had to with anti 
aggressive pan handling, and the 
other part had to do with 
informational cards, that go out 
to pan handlers to let them know 
what does exist and what we fund. 
To date no legislation has been 
introduced, because two months ago 
when the issue came up, and it was 
in the media, ZI got a call from 
Mr. Pappas from the County. he had 
some concerns and I met with him. 
I also met with a John Michael and 
a Dan Robinson who came to me, 
they are advocates for the 
homeless. They had some very good 
points, so we have been working on 
some changes and we held up. But. 
once again that wasn't mentioned 
in this individuals verbal 
attacks. 


I just think it is another 
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example where individuals feel 
that they can just show up in 
front of a microphone on T.V. and 
in the public and just have verbal 
assaults on anyone and not worry 
about the consequences. This 
individual also sent out fliers 
and really scared a lot of 
shelters. 


I have been receiving a lot of 
calls thinking that this was 
legitimate. both with fund raising 
money which concerns me. I don’t 
know who has been receiving these 
dollars. But some of these people 
really believe that there is a 
trust fund out there, and there 
asking where to send money. I 
sure hope this individual isn’t 
collecting money on my behalf, 
using my name. If he is will 
prosecute if we have to. 


This is ridiculous and very 
dangerous the precedent this 
individual set last week. If he 
thinks this is cute and some kind 
of joke, well I resent it. 
Especially since he is using my 
mame to try to raise money. 1 
wasn’t going to bring it up today 
except the unusual large amount of 
phone calls that have been coming 
in, by good people running a lot 
of .good shelters that are confused 
on the issue. 


I am going to send a letter 
out to one of the local 
newspapers. local rag papers, the 
story happened to come out of, 
those weekly newsletters that 
actually covered the story and 
didn’t bother to get my comments 
on it. 


I did want to clarify that my 
office did respond and we are 
working with advocates for the 
homeless, and this gentleman is 
off base. 





Mr. Smith: 


Very quickly, this Council had 
asked the Finance Department and 
the Personnel Department last 
December or November to clarify a 
policy for part time workers. We 
are now, and I understand it's 
been a change of Administration, 
but we are now three months into 
the new year. There is still not 
a clarification or standardization 
of policy for part time employees, 
and I trust that this 
administration would be a lot more 
lenient as opposed to the last one 
that demanded five days in a row 
off. This is very difficult when 
some one does not get paid for one 
fourth or 25% of your salary for 
that month. What we are looking 
for is for this administration to 
make a decision that would allow 
individuals to miss ten days worth 
of work during their employment. 
But that they would not be 
demanded to be a full week at any 
given moment. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Smith I. think it would be 
appropriate given the change of 
administration to re introduce an 
appropriate motion seeking the 
requested information. 


Mr. Smith: 


I move that we write to the 
administration and that they come 
back with a standardized policy 
for part time employees regarding 
the requirement of taking off two 
weeks vacation during 2 year. We 
hope that that policy would come 
back and not be five days in a 
row. And, that people would be 
able to take one day here and one 
day there during the course of 
their employment. 


Mr. Ricciardi seconded. 
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Which motion prevailed. 


Mr. Ferlo moved to excuse the 
absent member. 


Mr. Smith seconded. 
Which motion prevailed. 


Mr. Ferlo moved to approve the 
minutes 


Mr. Smith seconded. 
Which motion prevailed. 
And on the motion of Mr. Ferlo 


Council adjourned. 
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{BEGINNING - COUNCIL'S COMMENTS ON INTERVIEWS WITH APPOINTEES, 
WEDNESDAY, MARCH 23, 1994) 


The Chair: 


Before we start with our regular agenda, Council will 
proceed with its Confirmation Hearings, and I am just going to 
follow the pre-agenda list in front of us, unless there are any 
objections from the body here? We will start with calling Marva 
Harris to the table, and she has been nominated to be a member 
of the Housing Authority. This is Council's time to ask any 
questions of any nominee and for the naminee to address Council. 


Ms. Harris, have a seat, please. What we normally do here 
is give you a few minutes for an opening comment, if you would 
like, and then we will turn it over for questions. Everyone 
should have resumes, there is a package here, let's make sure we 
have it. Does everyone have the package? 

Ms. Harris, good morning. 

Ms. Harris: 

Marva Harris 

One PNC Plaza 

Pittsburgh, PA 15265 

Good morning. 
The Chair: 

Would you like to say a few words? 
Ms. Barris: 

Do I worry about this microphone? 
The Chair: 

You are okay, just speak into the mike. 
Ms. Harris: 

Frankly, I was not prepared to make a statement, but I 
guess generally what you would like to know is maybe a little 
elaboration on my background. 

I work for PNC Bank, where I manage the bank's lending to 
low and moderate income communities. We have an ll-county 
market throughout Western Pennsylvania and I have the 
responsibility for that area- I am a native Pittsburgher, I 


currently live in the City. I am prepared to answer your 
questions. 
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The Chair: 


Well, thank you, we will go around the table. Councilman 
Cusick, do you have any questions? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Only on your residency and that question was answered, 
because of -- you are using a business address as a mailing 
address, more or less? 


Ms. Harris: 
Right. 
Mr. Cusick: 
Very good. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Do you have any ideas or any view on ownership by Bousing 
Authority current tenants? I mean I -- 


Ms. Harris: 


Let me give you a historical perspective on that one. As I 
said, I grew up in the City. I used to ride a bus to Prick 
School that went through Burrows and Wadsworth and around 
Robinson Court and on down. I have watched some very 
significant changes in terms of what is happening in public 
housing. Many of my friends who lived there in those days went 
on to college and professional careers and for their families it 
was transitional housing. It appears at this point that many 
families find themselves locked in, for a host of different 
reasons, not assigning blame or pointing any fingers there. 


In my role at the bank one of the things that I -- where I 
played a critical role was in helping low and moderate income 
families become homeowners and I think that option should be 
open to residents of public housing as it is to anyone else. 
Oftentimes the idea of home ownership evolves because you have 
seen other people do it, you realize that it is possible for you 
and you attempt to follow suit. I do not think public housing 
residents perhaps have the opportunity to see that happening 
snough to realize that it is an option for them but certainly it 
should be. 


I do not know if that answers your question or not. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


yes, that is the direction, because I have always felt that 
it is certainly worth a try having more ownership in public 
housing, I think it is part of the idea of pride in your 
particular place if you would own it, and I think the rents that 
are being paid, if you would look at a 30-year mortgage, I do 
not know that and the value of these places, I de not know 
that it is terribly different. 





Ms. Barris: 

Well, in many cases the rent, it probably would exceed what 
a mortgage payment would be, where a family is then acquiring an 
egg to nest, yes. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Ricciardi, we were going around the table, and 
since you have joined, if you have any questions, we can start 
from the beginning? 

Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I just want to congratulate you on your nomination, wish 
you the best of luck. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Darkins. 
Mr. Darkins: 


Well, Marva, we are long lifetime friends and as I sat in 
the Heritage place yesterday and watched Council and then when 
they brought your name up, I had to come. I got a pass today so 
I could come down here, and I want it known publicly, there is 
nothing personally that I have against you, you have done so 
much in the City of Pittsburgh but I cannot understand why Tom 
Murphy has thrown you to the pits, I cannot understand it, 
sweetheart. I cannot understand, with the Stadium Authority, a 
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woman of your background, a woman that has made such a great 
contribution to the City of Pittsburgh and our President, our 
President of Council, said yesterday that —- and along with 
Christopher Smith, I was watching you guys ~~ said yesterday 
that you are not the person for that appointment, they said that 
we should have another Mrs. Contrail or one of those type of 
people from Housing, we need someone like Evelyn Patterson, that 
knows about it, not that you have not lived in that area, not 
that you do not know about that, but I just think, with all your 
expertise, you are one of our outstanding African-American 
women. 1 do not know why Tom Murphy threw you to the pits, I do 
not understand it, I do not understand it. We could put you on 
the Stadium Authority, where they do not have nothing for our 
Black folks -~ . 


The Chair: 

Excuse me, excuse me, Councilman -~ 
Mr. Darkins: 

I am saying what I want to say. 
The Chair: 


I am sorry, but she is not appointed to the Stadium 
Authority, this is -~ 


Mr. Darkins: 

I know that, I am talking about the Housing Authority. 
The Chair: 

Okay. I am sorry- 

Mr. Darkins: 

Let me get through now. 
The Chair: 

You have the floor. 

Mr. Darkins: 

And, Marva, you are a beautiful person, honey, so I want 
you to know my objectives. I think that you can serve us in 
government in this City in a better position than in Housing 
Authority. The Housing Authority needs a lot help. 
co-sponsor, Jimmy Ferlo, Gene Ricciardi, you are looking at the 


guy that takes those Senior Citizens to Harrisburg, you are 
looking at the man, on this coming Friday, a week from now, as 


sick as I am, I am going to bring those people, a thousand 
Senior Citizens, to 550 North Homewood Avenue, I am going to 
feed them for Easter, get them ready. You are looking at the 
man that takes care of that crowd, not only Senior Citizens, not 
only Senior Citizens but Mr. Ferlo's people from Garfield, that 
High Rise group up there. I just think they could have placed 
you in a better position. I hope by the time -- if they give me 
another pass I am going to be here Tuesday. I am gcing to send 
a letter to the Mayor and tell him I am sending your name back 
and I want him to re-appoint you to another board. I just do 
not think -~ yes, you helped us, you helped us, honey. Marva, 
you understand where I am coming from, do you understand Duane 
Darkins now? You helped us. PNC would not be what it was if it 
had not been for you, sweetheart. You helped us, you helped us 
get homes, you helped us with mortgaging, you helped us, but I 
do not think they need you there on that Housing Authority 
Board, they need one of those Senior Citizens and that: is what 
they are failing to do, to appoint -~ to re-appoint. We had 
this fight with Sophie, I want to talk about it. I had this 
fight with Sophie because she was going to move those other 
women off that board, and she sent James Sims to their house to 
see them and I told him to go home, and I went and told Sophie, 
don't do that, I said, you haven't seen an outrage in this City, 
and I know the real feelings. 


So, I just want you to know I am not against you. You and 
your husband are fine people, your brother, the whole family, 
but I am opposed to the appointment because you should be at 
another level, that is sending you to the pig pen and I do not 
want you there. 


The Chair: 
hank you, Councilman. Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


Yes. Ms. Harris, what are your opinions on tenant 
management? 


Ms. Barris: 


Well, I guess the one example of tenant management that I 
have seen in the City has been actually in Section 8 Housing on 
the North Side. I have been working with the NTR organization 
since probably 1988, and that is where I guess I have seen 
tenant management realized to its full potential in terms of 
watching people take charge of their own destiny, watching the 
empowerment that occurred there and so forth. . 


I have not honestly, Mr. Smith, seen evidence of a lot of 


tenant management activity within public housing, of course, I 
am limited to what I read in the media, for the most part there. 
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Mr. Smith: 


Well, I guess what my concern is, is that are you open 
minded enough that if the concept was tried, would you be 
supportive of tenant management? All I am looking for -- I do 
not need to know everybody's point: by point opinion, I need to 
know if you are open minded enough to give an opportunity to a 
group of people who have never had the opportunity. And, yes, 
it is scary, yes, it is experimental. Would you be as a board 
member open minded to have tenant management basec on the whole 
area if we could do the training and operate a program, would 
you be supportive? 


Ms. Harris: 


Well, let me answer you this way. I am sitting here, 
first, as a minority, and secondly, aS a woman, I think anybody 
sitting in a seat where they have any kind of authority would be 
very presumptuous to think that you know better what other 
people need than they know for themselves, in many cases. The 
whole concept of empowerment and working things from a grass 
roots level is about the only thing that is going to save our 
society, and that includes public housing. 


Mr. Smith: 
Well, you have answered my question. Thank you. 


The next thing is, you have been packaging loans and 
dealing with housing as a profession for low, moderate and so 
forth, what I do not see in here, and I am very disappointed is 
that -- the finer point is that you have actually worked with 
community groups, and I think that it is very important that 
people understand your grass roots level, you may come from PNC 
but you have been out here on the front lines, and may I say, 
volunteering your time. 


So, I have no more questions for you, and I appreciate you 
coming down for us to ask our questions. 


The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Good morning, Mr. Chairman, members of Council. First of 
all to my Colleague, Mr. Darkins, welcome back, I know you are 
going through tremendous struggle right now and I know all of us 
here wish you speedy recovery. 


I want to try to refrain and rephrase same of the issues 
that have been raised here. I think there is a little bit of a 


debate going on within the public housing community, especially 
with Metropolitan Tenants Organization Jeadership on the issue 
and their appeal to the Mayor on the issue of the overall 
appointments, and I think there was a request for a be wa 
representative of MTO representing the tenant council activities 
within the public housing communities for consideration to the 
board, that is an issue between the neighborhood organizations 
and Mayor Murphy. This Council is being asked to review and 
give consideration and ultimately approve for appointments that 
we have right now, Mr. Rudolph, who will not be able to be here 
today but hopefully he will -be here next week, and yourself, 
Marva Barris, obviously needs no introduction, Candice Henson. 
All of these appointments, as far as I am concerned, being a 
past board member of the Housing Authority, would be tremendous 
assets to what I hope will be setting some new directions at the 
Housing Authority. 


But, in particular, yourself, Marva, I have known you for 
many years and, quite frankly, your work and your activities in 
the community, not only professionally within the area of 
housing, within the area of finance and within the area of 
management and business but equally important your stature in 
the community working with non-profit organizations and working 
with community development organizations, specifically in the 
area of housing, to me would be a tremendous asset to the board 
as a board that needs to begin to grabble with some long range 
policy changes that have to be dealt with at the Housing 
Authority. 


So, I want to applaud you personally for -~ if anything I 
want to say to you, thank you for agreeing to accept the 
appointment because I know how busy you are, I know you juggle a 
lot of priorities, but I hope and I recognize in your acceptance 
of this appointment that you obviously have now made the 
decision to re-arrange your commitments and schedules and I know 
with you coming on the board that with that comes a tremendous 
commitment on your part to really apply yourself and give them 
the kind of leadership that I know you have to give to this 
important agency. 


So, again, I may want to clarify a little bit of some of 
the earlier comments, the issue around a representative of MTO, 
and/or tenant councils, to me is a separate issue and this 
Council being asked to review and hopefully approve for 
tremendous assets. And I am sitting as a member to the Housing 
Authority, I just want to say, thank you and TI know given your 
knowledge of the housing community and public housing, in 
particular, I think yourself and the others that will come to 
he table today will really be an asset to the Authority at this 

ime. 


So, if anything I want to say, thank you. I do not really 
have any questions because I know your background and I know you 
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are going to dig in and really be objective and I know some of 
the philosophical commitment you have about tenant empowerment 
and about individuals within the community making a better 
quality of life for themselves, and that is where I think we 
need to focus the attention and make the Housing Authority 
something that it is not right now. 


The Chair: 

Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you, Mr. Onorato. 


Ms. Harris, I do not know you, however, many people say 
many complimentary things about you. Obviously this board is 
very important to the City of Pittsburgh but also to me 
personally because there are two housing communities in the 
district that I represent, Arlington Heights and St. Clair 
Village, and I apologize that we did not have a chance to meet 
before this; however, I have many concerns and concerns that are 
shared by my colleagues, I am sure a concern of yours, and that 
is security and safety of the residents in all the housing 
communities across the City, and, in this case, I am 
specifically talking about the two housing communities in my 
district. A small segment of the housing communities, or small 
numbers, from both within and without, have totally terrorized 
St. Clair Village, and to a small extent Arlington Heights, 
where law abiding citizens cannot come outside of their units, 
and where children are not able to play freely. Again, I do not 
know your background, but can you give me some of your thought 
or ideas on the safety and security of those in public housing 
that not only expect it but demand it and have a right to it? 


Ms. Harris: 


Well, Mr. Ricciardi, I am not prepared to respond to your 
question explicitly, I mean I do not know the problems chapter 
and verse, presumably that would come with more knowledge of the 
Housing Authority, but when it comes to issues of safety and 
security, it is as I responded to Mr. Smith and to Mr. 
Hertzberg, I do not see why the considerations for public 
housing residents should be different from the considerations 
for anybody else, we all want safety, good schools, nice 
neighbors, the opportunity to increase -~ to have a better life, 
wherever we are, we want to move ahead. I do not see why that 
should be any different for anyone living in public housing than 
it is for any of the rest of us. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


I agree with you, and it should not be different, however 
the reality is it is different. I am not sure if it is 
different because of the Administration's or Council's 
viewpoints or how we allocate resources, I am not sure if it is 
different concerning how the Housing Authority manages their 
units, because in a way when you think about it, since it isa 
private complex almost unto itself, even though it should be 
considered a neighborhood, it is different. Sor since it is 
different, then that must be dealt with, and I am asking you, 
have you had an opportunity to either speak to the police or the 
Administration to see why it is different? Because I will take 
you on a tour, and this is not a challenge, but this is 
something I would like to do today, I would like to take you to 
St. Clair Village and Arlington Heights and show you that it is 
different. So, if it is different it is samething that you 
specifically have to deal with and get back to hopefully this 
Council and this Administration. It is something that I have 
become very frustrated at because it is something that I have 
worked so closely and so hard with not to make it different, but 
it is, Ms. Harris, and I do not think we can run from that. 


When I first ran in 1989, one of my platforms, Ms. Rarris, 
was that I thought it was my responsibility to make all the 
neighborhoods in District 3 part of Pittsburgh's future, and 
unfortunately that has not happened with St. Clair Village and 
Arlington Heights, and I am just looking for new direction from 
the Housing Authority Board, and I think you are going to give 
this from what I am able to see from your resume and talked to 
some of my colleagues. 


And, I missed same of your introductory remarks, but can 
you, please, back up and tell me, what ideas, or what fresh 
approach, or how do you see you serving on the board, and how 
are you going to improve the lot of the Housing Authority 
tenants? 


And, with all due respect, this is a very serious subject 
and I do not find this amusing at all, but what are some of your 
ideas? 


Ms. Harris: 


I am not taking it lightly, my smile, I guess, is more 
frustration than anything else. 


: When public housing was built in this City, it was built in 
isolation, communities were essentially self-contained, it was 
almost like, let's build these communities, set them over here 
and set them in operation, and the problems that you are 
identifying are not problems that have arisen recently or 
quickly, and I do not think they can be resolved quickly or 
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easily. And, again, I do not presume to sit here today and tell 
you I have answers. I have come because I have been asked to 
serve, I have compassion, I have 2 certain managerial expertise. 
As a minority, I think I have an uncommon affinity. Even though 
I may be separated from other people economically, I am black 
and when I walk out that door I am not viewed any differently 
from anybody else who is black, does not matter, take away my 
title, I am still just another black person, and I have never 
lost sight of that. That is what I bring. I do not have 
solutions. 


You mentioned St. Clair Village. I through my bank have 
from time to time seen that we were supporting efforts from 
Frankie Mae Jeters group up there, and I have worked with Ron 
Suber. I have not -~ but I do not come to you, and I think it 
would be presumptuous and naive to say I sit here with 
solutions, I do not, I am simply willing to serve and try to 
help identify solutions, and if that is not good enough then I 
say, don't vote for me. 


Mr.. Ricciardi: 


No, I think that is good enough. I think the part you said 
concerning the compassion is very important. 


Do you see my frustration in having two Housing Authorities 
in my district and seeing no progress made since 1989, or very 
littie progress made by both the Housing Authority and the City, 
and I will take some responsibility of that, obviously, serving 
on this Council? 


What I tried to do and it became somewhat successful but I 
received no support. As you know we have a program called JTPA, 
Job Training Partnership Act, and what I did on a very small 
level was to have small community meetings in St. Clair Village 
and try to get people into the JTPA program, and it worked to a 
certain degree, but I received no support from the past 
Administration and very little support from the Housing 
Authority, and I was always confused why I did not receive that 
support. I would think that the Housing Authority and this City 
Hall would stand up and say, yes, it is important that we 
disseminate that information; yes, it is important that we 
either somehow bring people out who work with the Tenant 
Organization to get people into that program. Because, 
obviously -- and I am sure you know much about the program, it 
is a free program, could really train people to escape from 
housing, public housing, because that was always supposed to be 
almost like a rest stop. 


What became very frustrating to me was, about a year ago 
there was a fire in our Knoxville-Beltzhoover section and the 
woman was in need of emergency housing, so obviously I contacted 
one of the Rousing Authorities, and she stated that she did not 
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want to bring her children to the projects, as she had said, 
because she did not think it was safe, and that really touched 
me, because I thought, if she did not think it was safe and she 
did not think it was safe for her children, someone was doing 
something wrong and samething that definitely needed to be 
changed. And, Mr- Onorato has raised this, when we talked about 
bricks and mortar and how important bricks and mortar is, but 
Mr. Onorato had stated how important safety was, and Mr. Ferlo 
stated it when he said, well, bricks and mortar are important 
but we should look into social service aspects, and I think we 
have made some of those changes, or some of those amendments to 
the bill. 


Again, I think you are going to do a very good job because 
of your remarks to me and especially the remarks about you 
having the compassion, I believe you do. Hopefully you see my 
frustration. And I would hope that either today or sometime 
this week, we can set up an appointment at your convenience, I 
am very flexible, and if you would visit both communities with 
me and meet with same of the people that I have been working 
with, and maybe we can go from there. Would that be okay? 


Ms. Harris: 

That is fine. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Great. Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Ms. Harris, I just want to state that I think you are an 
excellent choice for the board. I am very excited that we are 
having a total shake-up on the board, not including my colleague 
here, who has been trying a lot to shake the board up but has 
been a minority over there, and I am excited to see someone like 
you be appointed, because obviously I know the work you have 
been doing with PNC on the North Side, I have seen you around a 
lot of projects, and I am very thankful that PNC has taken steps 
to recognize that there is an urban center and they are a key 
player and they should participate, and they have been doing 
that along with several other of the banks in this area. 


What I am looking forward to, and I hope you keep an open 
mind to it, is that, as the new board gets up and running, and I 
felt that I did not have this with the old board as much as I 
would like to have with the new board, is that, make an offer to 
you that you utilize the nine of us in our districts in 
cooperation with you and let's work as a team in a lot of these 
areas as opposed to thinking that the Housing Authority is 
totally separate from the City, because we are in this together, 
and I think you recognize that, and I heard that in your 
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comments today in answering the questions, and I appreciate 
that. 


I wish you well, and I think the procedure will be that 
when we recess the meeting later this after, if there are no 
objections from the floor here, you will probably be approved ; 
later this afternoon; if not, unless somebody has a question, it 
might take another week, but hopefully it will be today. I 
think you are an excellent selection. Thank you. 


Any other questions? 
Mr. Cohen: 
Congratulations. 
The Chair: 
Ms. Harris, thank you very much. 


We will now move to Candice Henson, also nominated to be a 
member of the Housing Authority Board. Is Candice here today? 


Good morning, Candice. At this time, if you would like, 
you have a few minutes to say a few words to the Council, the 
body, before we ask you questions. 


Ms. Henson: 


Candice Henson 
1704 Brighton Place 
Pittsburgh, PA 15212 


Good morning. My name is Candice Henson. I live in the 
City of Pittsburgh. I have two small children, ages 6 and 9. 
They are straight "A" students at John Marm. I am 27 years old. 
I am resident of North Side Properties. I have been a resident 
for seven years, and I am the President of the North Side Tenant 
Reorganization. 


Under Ms. Henson's leadership as President of the NTR, the 
NTR completed the 4.5 million dollar, 34 unit Brighton Place 
deal. The NTR is managing general partners and Brighton Place 
Associates and also the owner of the community laundromat. 


Ms. Henson has been an NTR board member since 1987. While 
on the board Ms. Henson was one of many residence that 
participated and graduated from both Phase’1 and Phase 2 of the 
Leadership, Development and Resident Management Training. 


Ms. Henson also has traveled with the NTR graduates to 
Camden, Philadelphia, Chicago and St. Louis to witness and 
observe firsthand resident tenant management in full swing. 
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All the above-mentioned sites have gone into Resident 
Tenant Management Training under the leadership of Ms. Bertha 
Gilkey. Ms. Gilkey has trained the NTR since 1989 and continued 
to train the members of the NTR. 

I am a member of Alan Chapel A.M.E. Church in Manchester, 
and I received my G.E.D. from Connelley Skilled Learning Center 
in 1992. 
fhe Chair: 

We will open up for questions. I will make sure we take it 
easy on you, since you are a fellow North Sider, I will make 
sure they have same nice questions here. We will go around the 
table. Councilman Cusick. 

Mr. Cusick: 

Yes, I was just talking with Mr. Ricciardi, and the 
program, I think it is -~ what is it, North Side Properties, or 
North Side Tenants? 
Ms. Benson: 

What program? 
Mr. Cusick: 

That you are involved in. 
Ms. Henson: 

North Side Tenants Reorganization. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Can you tell me a little bit about it and how you started 
it-- 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Candice, you have to use the microphone. 
Mr. Cusick: 

-~ and what you have done? 

I think it is a credit, I think the public should know that 
we have outstanding individuals im our neighborhoods, such as 


yourself, that do a lot of hard work and do it because that you 
care about the neighborhoods that you grew up in. 
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Ms. Henson: 

What NTR has did, we had purchased in our community, which 
is Brighton Place, we purchased 34 vacant units, we went in and 
renovated them, we had them cleaned out, now we are renting 
them. We have opened a -- a grand opening for our community 
laundromat is today. 

Mr. Cusick: 

I want to thank you for your dedication and your service to 
your neighborhood, and I think that Mr. Murphy made a wise 
choice with your nomination. 
Ms. Henson: 

Thanks. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg, any questions? 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Yes, thank you, Mr- Chairman. 

What part of town did you grow up in? 
Ms. Henson: 

The north side of Pittsburgh. North Side. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Did you go to school around there, or where did you go? 
Ms. Henson: 

Yes, I went to Oliver High School. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

This Brighton Place, the deal that you just talked about, 
where you acquired, I guess, a few units, as the tenants 
reorganization, is that done? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Does that include renovation of the units? 
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Ms. Henson: 
Yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

When did that get completed? 
Ms. Henson: 

December 3lst of 1992. 1993. This is 1994. Excuse me. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

I cannot hear you. Are they all rented out now? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes, they are all rented. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

It is going pretty well? 
Ms. Henson: 

It is going great. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, that is all the questions I have for you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chair. 

I want to congratulate you on your appointment, and I do 
not have guestions, I just want to say to you that I am familiar 
with NTR and all that you have been doing over there, and I had 
an experience that I will never forget involving the Leadership 
Development and Training Course that you had under Ms. Bertha 
Gilkey, and I was fortunate enough to attend the graduation 
ceremonies that took place there on the North Side and to hear 
Bertha Gilkey talk about the need for empowerment, the need for 
tenant management of our public housing communities and I was 


very, very inspired by her, and I assume that you were, too, and 
I think that if you are able to take those lessons that she has 
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been conveying, and what she did in St. Louis, was it, or is it 
Kansas City, do you remember? 


Ms. Benson: 

St. Louis. 
Mr. Cohen: 

It was in St. Louis. To be able to empower the residents 
to take some control over the management of those public housing 
communities, if you can take some of those principles and bring 
them with you on the Housing Authority Board of the City of 
Pittsburgh, then I think that would be absolutely terrific, and 
I just want to hear your thoughts about that. Is that where you 
come from in terms of your background and training? 

Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. And, I would just urge you to push those principles 
when you get on the Housing Authority Board. 


Ms. Henson: 

I sure will. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Because I think that is so very, very important. 
Ms. Henson: 

It is. 
Mr. Cohen: 

And I wish you the best of luck. 
Ms. Henson: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Darkins, any questions? 
Mr. Darkins: 


Yes. 
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I would like to commend you for the work that you have 
done -- 


Ms. Henson: 
Thank you- 
Mr. Darkins: 


-- as a young African-American woman, and you have been 
very courageous and, of course, your work is on the North Side. 
I visit the North Side often, Perry Plaza, all up and down 
there. JI go to all those personal care homes. There is one 
thing about Duane Darkins, I am not a phony, I visit those 
places. Right down there on Sheffield Street, the High Rise, I 
have been there, I put my own money out, supported them in 
parties for those Senior Citizens, I have done that thing, and I 
can honestly elaborate, Councilman Ferlo has been my backup, 
along with Gene Ricciardi, when we carry Senior Citizens to 
Harrisburg fighting for the Mom Bill, various bills we fought 
for, and we won because we are concerned about those elderly 
people. 


Your project that you have erected, is in focus, speaks 
very well for itself. I got a concern about you now. You are a 
very nice looking lady. 

Ms. Henson: 

Thanks. 
Mr. Darkins: 

I want to know, are you going to be the rubber stamp on 
that Housing Authority Board, are you going to be one that when 
Ferlo looks at you and smiles and winks his eyes and squeeze 
your hand and you shouldn't be going that way, you going to go 
that way, are you going to be that kind of lady? 

Ms. Henson: 
No, I am not. 
Mr. Darkins: 

We do not need that stuff. 

Ms. Henson: 


No, I am not. 


Mr. Darkins: 
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We got enough of that around Pittsburgh in government right 
now, the new Administration coming in. See today I am afforded 
the opportunity to come. When they brought on the directors and 
things I was sick, almost in a coma and I could not get here, 
but they were so kind to me ont there at the home to let me have 
a pass to come down here today because these are the things, and 
as you heard me talk about Marva Harris, I love that woman. 

But, Oh, you are going there now, don't you let me down, you 
stand up and speak -- 
Ms. Henson: 
I will. 
Mr. Darkins: 
-- for our people. 
Ms. Henson: 

For our people. I an. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Smith. 

Mr. Smith: 


The reverend stole one of my questions, do you ever get 
angry- You just seem so complaisant. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Don't be fooled. 
Mr. Smith: 

There is a problem on the table right now, and that is no 
one has truly said -- we talked about your scattered site 
housing, the 34 new units, what are they? 

Ms. Henson: 
What are -- 
Mr. Smith: 
In terms of how they are ~- subsidized? 


Ms. Henson: 


They are low to moderate income housing. 
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Mr- Smith: 

Through a particular program? 
Ms. Benson: 

We were funded, yes- 
Mr. Smith: 

But these are Section 8°-~ 
Ms. Henson: 

No, I live in a Section 8. 
Mr. Smith: 

You live in Section 8? 
Ms. Henson: 

Yes. 
Mr. Smith: 

Very good. 


No one has ever been on the Housing Authority Board, to my 
knowledge, who has lived in Section 8 Housing. 


Ms. Henson: 
Not to my knowledge neither. 
Mr. Smith: 


What do you believe -~ do you believe that it is Section 8 
Housing has -~ because the Housing Authority is a pass through 
for this, there has never been representation; do you have a set 
and series of problems you have seen experienced as a resident 
of Section 8 that you believe need to be addressed? 


Ms. Henson: 


Well, with the problems, I feel that there are things that 
public housing residents get that Section 8 tenants do not get, 
and I feel that by me representing my Section 8, that if there 
is something out there for my people and my community for 
Section 8, I want to be the one to take it back and Give it to 
the community and try to help others. 
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Mr. Smith: 


So, where you live the Housing Authority does not have day 
in, day out maintenance and operation; you do not dial a Housing 
Authority number to get a solution? 


Ms. Henson: 
No. 
Mr. Smith: 


I ask you this question and I ask it backwards because I 
have a general problem, colleagues, with what I perceive as 
there is not ~~ and, now, this is absolutely wonderful that we 
have taken the first step to put a major program that the 
Housing Authority has had purview over, for the first time in 
history we are putting an individual to represent chat style of 
public subsidized housing, which is Section 8, and I think that 
Ms. Henson, being so quiet, probably has quite a temper behind 
there and will stand up and defend the rights of Section 8. My 
problem, colleagues, is that this board does not ~- as it has 
been presented to us now -- does not have a tenant who is in 
housing in housing that has day in, day out, operational, 
managerial experience for the housing. So, I applaud you being 
here, but my problem is not Section 8 or yourself, it is the 
fact that we are creating a board that does not have a Housing 
Authority tenant on board. I support you, I have seen what you 
have done, I think that you will represent well Section 8, I am 
happy to know you and have you here, but my argument is a 
greater issue and that is the board -- the total board we are 
creating. We need people like Ms. Harris, who can bring in the 
business sector. We need people who have faced the day in, day 
out problems created by organizations with tons of money, lots 
of staff and they do not live there. 


So, I agree with your appointment and will support you 
wholeheartedly. My next issue is just going to be the fact that 
there is not a tenant and the maintenance and operational. So, 
as I jump up and down, I appreciate you time. Thank you. 

Ms. Henson: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Yes. First of all, good morning, and once again, 
congratulations. My comments for Marva are also included for 
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yourself and Mr. Rudolph, even though he is not here today, and 
the other board members, including Dr. Reed. I think all of you 
have a tremendous track record and bring a lot of expertise and 
talent to the board. 


I just want to put something back into perspective. The 
five individuals that Council by statute must nominate -- must 
approve by way of the nominations offered by the Mayor, that 
still leaves the Mayor two board members to appoint 
unilaterally. I think Mr. Smith's concern is appropriate, it is 
a concern that MTO and other tenant organizations within the 
public housing communities directly affected by the management 
and staff and board of the public housing agency. There is 
still an opportunity and I would expect’ that Mayor Murphy will 
be hearing those concerns and will respond accordingly. I would 
hope that all of us support on Ms. Henson here today as well as 
the other nominees. And, whether or not she has a temper, I do 
not know, but I know what she does have and that is an 
organization. : 


And, I think something fundamental is happening here by the 
Mayor's actions that has not happened on the part of City 
government for an awful long time. Basically there has been 
several decades and several political administrations that have 
engaged in benign neglect when it comes to the Housing 
Authority. Por many years, as far back as Mayor ~~ except for 
maybe the initiation under Mayor Barr, countless Councils, 
previous Councils, not this Council, previous Councils, previous 
Mayors, had pretty much operated that the public housing 
community is somehow distinct and separate, and anything we do 
in the City, albeit police or social services or transportation 
or programs, whatever it is, somehow there is this separation 
that is supposed to exist. In fact, what has been created, as 
far as I am concerned, is a second-class citizenship for 
significant numbers of residents within the City of Pittsburgh. 
I think what you bring, if I know you and the little bit that I 
dor and I attended the same sessions as Mr. Cohen, and I do want 
to say, hello, to Bertha Gilkey, because I think she is a 
tremendous individual, who has not only made a contribution 
Nationally but I think she has helped to provide skills and 
leadership to the leadership that has already come out of the 
reren Side community in the form of yourself and your mom and 
others. 


So, really what is happening here today -- really, in a way 
it is almost as if the public housing tenants and community is 
finally empowered and having some say so on a board. It is true 
in the past that there have been some board members that may or 
may not have come from the public housing community, a lot of 
times those individuals, and I say this respectfully, acted as 
just individuals. I think what is starting to change is that we 
have individuals who are going to be part of an empowerment 
process and I think you pretty much epitomize that in terms of 
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your role in the North Side canmunity and I think what you will 
bring to the board. So, I see you as a tremendous asset. And, 
the other thing is, it is about time we start empowering some 
young people in positions of authority and the Housing Authority 
Board is an important position. 


Just to clarify one thing. One of the reforms that has 
happened is the North Side Tenants Re-organization itself is the 
administrator and handles the contract for inspection services 
and other activities relative to the North Side housing units, 


So, again, I applaud you, but 1 hope we are looking at the 
bigger picture here in terms of hopefully some of the changes 
that are going to happen as established by the Housing Authority 
Board of Directors. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you, Ms. Henson. I raised some of my concerns with 
Ms. Harris, I am sure you had an opportunity to hear them. 1 


realize that everyone's schedules are very hectic, but if after 
the meeting if I could have a chance to Speak to you and maybe 


Ms. Henson: 

I do not mind taking a tour of the housing communities that 
you represent but can we do it next week because this week I am 
Pretty busy? 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

That will be fine, yes. That will be fine. It does not 

really if it is next week or the week after, but especially once 


You are on the Housing Authority Board, 1 really would like to 
ask you and Ms. Harris to visit some of the people i have worked 


Ms. Henson: 


You are welcome. 
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The Chair: 


Ms. Henson, let me just congratulate you on your 
nomination. I think that you as well as the NTR represent 
everything that is good about public housing and about the 
Section 8 Housing. We all know the problems that exist there, 
however, I am excited to see you nominated because you have a 
svecessful track record, and you know the downsides and the 
upsides of trying to take some of these units private and to 
have a group to operate them privately. I think it is the way 
of the future. As you know as well as I do, you just do not do 
that overnight, it takes a lot of training to manage properties. 
Let me just say that I am extremely proud to have you as a 
fellow North Sider sitting on that board and I look forward to 
you serving on there. Thank you. Have a good day. 


Ms. Henson: 
Thanks. Thank you. 
The Chair: 
No other questions, we are going to move on. 


Mr. Jesse Fife, Jr-, been nominated to be a member of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. Mr. Fife. There he is. Good 
morning, Mr. Fife. Like everyone else, you have an opportunity 
to address this body. If you could sit down and speak into the 
mike, and then we will open up for questions, but the floor is 
yours. 


Mr. Fife: 


Jesse W. Fife, Jr.

Good morning. Thank you. 


First of all, I would like to thank Council for having me 
here this morning. I am pretty sure most of you have my 
background sheet. Currently I am the Vice President of Bidwell 
Training Center, which is an institution that is located on the 
North Side and has been around for 25 years. It is the biggest 
501 (c)3 non-profit in Pennsylvania that provides vocational 
training. I have been involved with the overall management of 
that institution for over 20 years. I am basically the man that 


aces the day to day operations, and we can proceed from 
there. 


The Chair: 


Any questions from the floor? Councilman Ricciardi. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. Mr. Fife, if you could just tell me how you see 
the Zoning Board of Adjust, their role and responsibilities in 
the City of Pittsburgh? 


Mr. Pife: 


Well, the way I understand the Zoning Board, the board is 
initially set up to review decisions that might be made by the 
Administrator or the Superintendent, to see if there is sane 
sort of variance or so forth that can be given to owners and/or 
owners in relationship to development. It is -- more or less I 
view it aS a -- more or less like a magistrate. I mean it is a 
situation where an owner might be upset because he cannot build 
or he cannot extend his porch or he cannot build this building 
or he cannot build this building, he cannot expand it, so, 
therefore, he wants to appeal that and see if there is some sort 
of decision that can be made by the board, the Zoning Board, 
that can give him an opportunity to get the value of his 
property, or the owner's property. It is a situation where I 
view it as an overseer to the City of Planning Department. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


And I agree with that concerning the expansion of one's 
property, but it also is the use of one's property, I believe 
that is correct? 


Mr. Fife: 


Yes, the use of one's property, and the protection of City 
property, to encourage development, both public and private. 


The Zoning Board has an important opportunity to make sure 
that the City moves forward in terms of preserving the stability 
of the land, encouraging, again, the development of the land and 
buildings, and I see the Zoning Board as then being that 
important. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I notice several times you have mentioned encouraging the 
development, and I think you mentioned that three times. 
Obviously at the other end of that, and sametimes it does 
parallel that, is also, however, the protection of the 
neighborhood in terms of the quality of life and livability. 

For example, tomorrow at the Zoning Board of Adjustment there is 
a -- and I am not going to talk about the case because you might 
be there tomorrow, but at times, restaurants and bars decide 
that they would like to expand their special exception in terms 
of serving alcohol. When it comes to special exceptions, what 
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goes into your thought process in either granting or denying a 
special exception? 


Mr. Pife: 


Well, I think it is important that one understands the 
Zoning Code and the Zoning Ordinances. I think it is important 
that we take into consideration the welfare of the communities, 
so that development, that expansion, or so forth, will not hurt 
some of the issues that are affecting the community. It is the 
board's decision along with the colleagues that I will be 
working with to attempt to look at the issues and deal with as 
many facts as possible, as much information as possible, for 
them to make the decision that is fair, both to the community 
and to the persons and/or owners, who are. wishing to do 
development or expansion. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Mr. Fife, you have a very impressive resume, very 
impressive background, many accomplishments, and I really salute 
you for that. 


I did see, however, their appeared to be a lack of either 
book knowledge, or even street knowledge, when it came to land 
use and zoning. For example, as you know in the Pittsburgh Code 
we do have a section considered Zoning, and we talk about the 
different zoning districts and zoning text and variances and 
special exceptions. Can you just tell me why we would vote for 
you? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, I think in any decision making process it is the 
ability for a person to think and make logical decisions. Being 
involved with the institution that I am involved with involved 
me interpreting federal, state and local regulations and 
applying those regulations to the growth of our institution, and 
that is what I have been doing for 25 years. I mean if you take 
a look at the volumes of regulations that I have to deal with I 
think you would agree that I do have that proven ability and 
that is what is needed as a Zoning Board member, I mean you have 
to be able to take the Zoning Codes and the Zoning Ordinances, 
apply those Zoning Ordinances to any situation that you are 
going to be making a decision on, and I have that strength, I 
have that proven ability, I have 25 years in managerial. I mean 
I am a proven leader, I am a proven problem solver, and I think 
that is important. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. 
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Mr. Fife: 
You are welcome. 
{MR. ONORATO LEAVES THE MEETING, MR. FERLO ASSUMES THE CHAIR) 
The Chair: 
Mr. Bertzberg. We will go right up the table now. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 3 
Thank you, Mr. President, Chairman. 


I take it then you really have not had as mich experience 
or involvement with the Zoning Board? 


Mr. Fife: 
No, I have not. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


But you correct me if I am wrong. I mean you seem to feel 
comfortable that you can learn new things? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, as I said, I am a worker bee, and I do whatever the 
job takes. If that means for me to sit and learn what I need to 
tearn to make the proper decision, then that is what I will do. 
i do not take any job haphazardly. I think my 25 years at the 
institution that has been built there on the North Side, I do ! 
not know if many of you have been over there, again, it is one 
of the premier institutions in terms of vocational training, 
that takes a lot of hard work, that takes a lot of dedication, 
and that is what I do,- I am dedicated. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


T have a pretty decent background in zoning law as a lawyer 
Practicing. I would agree that if yon put your mind to it you 
should have no problem learning the whole thing. 


One of the things that I noticed with the Zoning Board over 
the years, is kind of troublesome to me, was the speed at which 
things were done, and when you start talking about development, 
Speed or lack of speed can make or break a project, and I mean 
whether you are going to decide yes or no a lot of times on 
projects, the speed at which that decision is made can have a 
great deal of impact on the parties and on the entire area. So, 
that is all that I would ask you to keep in mind, and I believe 
you will be appointed and I would ask you to keep that in mind. 
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Mr. Fife: 


I agree. Well, what I would say is that I hope myself and 
my colleagues on the board will work as expeditiously as 3 
possible to deal with issues that affect the development of this 
City, and I think that is important, and I think that is one of 
the reasons why the Mayor has felt that I could do a very good 
job for him, because I am a paper pusher, I am a very detailed 
person and I like to see things done. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Fife: 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. 
(MR. ONORATO RESUMES THE CHAIR) 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. Good morning, Mr. Fife. 
Congratulations on your nomination. 


Mr. Pife: 
Good morning. Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I would like to just pursue a couple of questions with you. 
First of all, let me just say that I very much admire and 
respect what Bidwell Training Center is doing on the North Side, 
and I think that you have really made your mark in being able to 
train workers and retrain them. So, I am very impresses with 
Bidwell. This, of course, is a very different appointment that 
you are up for, and that is the Zoning Board of Adjustment, and 
given that you do not have the firsthand background in zoning 
issues that the other naninees have, let me just ask you, 
generally, why you want to be on the Zoning Board and maybe a 
little bit of your background with respect to neighborhood 
groups. 


Let me start with the first one first, and that is, why do 
you want to be on this Board? 
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Mr. Pife: 


Because the Mayor of Pittsburgh has asked me. Again, my 
abilities, my Proven abilities, my strengths, my leadership 
abilities, my abilities to analyze situations, my ability to 
interpret regulations and laws, my ability to justifying 
problems and come up with solutions. I think I want to apply 


It is not that I come here not familiar with Zoning 
Ordinances or unfamiliar with Zoning Codes, the institution has 
been involved with a humber of developmental Projects that 
require that I interpret sone things as it relates to doing 
things here at our institution. 


regulations and apply them fairly in whatever situation comes in 
front of them. I am confident. I know I can do the job, there 
is no doubt about it. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. Do you have involvement, specific involvement 
with neighborhood groups -- I just do not know enough about you 
or your background -- on the North Side or elsewhere in the City 
of Pittsburgh? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, I would say, with Bidwell Training Center, not 
specifically neighborhood groups, but specifically Participants 
who have come from a variety of neighborhoods, from the South 
Side, to the East End, to the -~ Bast Liberty, I have seen them 
all, I have talked to most of all of them. I mean I understand 
problems in the community, it might not be related to 
development or zoning issues, but just overall knowing what it 
takes for an individual to survive, and if an individual wishes 
to motivate himself the training institution is there, it has 
always been there, their problems are always handled there. 
And, again, I think that it is time for me to apply some of the 
skills that I do have to help other City departments. 


Mr. Cohen: 


If and when you become a member of the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, what weight would you give toa neighborhood group 
that came in, Say, and opposed a Project, whether that be an 
expansion of a development or whether it be a bar, a special 
exception for a bar, but let's say a neighborhood group came in 


representation? 
Mr. Fife: 


With owners and/or Community groups that Oppose Zoning 
Ordinances, again I would like to have all the facts in front of 


be -- 
Mr. Cohen: 


No. 


Mr. Pifes 


~~ I have to look at the issue, I have to look at how the 
laws and the ordinances apply to that issue and make a 
determination that I think might be fair. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes, and I am not asking you to take Sides, because 1 do 
not think that would be appropriate. 


But, I do want to follow-up on Mr. Ricciardi's Questioning 
alittle bit. you did mention in Your opening Statement a 
couple times about encouraging development, and I just need to 
discuss that with you a little bit as to what You mean by that 
and how that takes Place in the context of usvally commercial 
business districts in neighborhoods? 


I will give you an example from my district. There are at 
least four commercial business districts in my neighborhood and 
they are al} very healthy business districts and I am happy 


about that, Liberty Avenue in Bloomfield, Walnut Street in 
Shadyside, Forbes Avenue in Squirrel Hill, Craig Street in the 


Mr. Fife: 


T understand. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


And, when you say you want to encourage development, we are 
all in favor certainly of jobs and development for the City of 
Pittsburgh, particularly here in the Downtown area, but I need 
to explore a little bit what you mean by encouraging development 
in your position on the Zoning Board, especially with respect to 
the surrounding neighborhoods? 


Mr. Fife: 


Well, one of the things that I have read with the preamble 
and the Zoning Ordinances, the Pittsburgh Zoning Codes is that 
the Zoning Board should encourage public and Private development 
in conjunction with assuring that the morals and the welfare of 
the community groups are taken into consideration when they do 
that. But, again, I know all neighborhoods, rather they be on 
the South Side, North Side, East Liberty, do want same sort of 
development, commercial development in their areas, they want to 
be able to go to a community store and feel safe doing that, 
that is not there, they want it there and the owner wants to put 
it there, if an ordinance says that we cannot be there, then we 
need to take a look at that. I think it has to be a situation 
where you develop relationships with community groups and 
relationships with building owners and people who wish to 
develop and you have to -- there is a fine line there and -- but 
I am for development, I am for creating jobs, as you know, 
coming from a job training background, I want Jobs and sometimes 
those jobs are locally in the community. So, why stop any kind 
of development if there is a congenial relationship between both 
groups. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Yes, but there never is. And, you know that, too. I wish 
that were the case, but usually the case -- well, I shouldn't 
say there never is, there are sametimes. But usually the hard 
cases are before the Zoning Board, and that is why, obviously, 
the Mayor nominated you, for those hard cases. 

_When what exists is, an expansion of a development or 
placing some development in a neighborhood and the neighborhood 
group opposes it because they feel it undermines the special 
quality of the neighborhood -~ 
Mr. Fife: 

I understand that, yes. 

Mr. Cohen: 


~- what do you do in these cases? 


Mr. Fife: 


Look at the facts, Councilman Cohen, and, again, along with 
my colleagues attempt to make a decision that is fair to both 
parties. 


Mr. Cohen: 
That is very fair. 


There are kind of two cpportunities here when we have 
nominees that come before City Council, one of them is for us to 
hear from you and your background and qualifications for the 
job. There is one other, and that is our chance to make a 
little pitch. So, I would like to make a very brief pitch, and 
that is that in the Zoning Code the major decisions that are 
made by the Zoning Board involve special exceptions or 
variances, and one thing I think is often lost is that these are 
exactly what they say, they are a variance from the law, the law 
that is established way back to protect the neighborhoods in the 
City of Pittsburgh, or a special exception from the law. And, I 
think that it is important to make that point, because the 
presumption in my view should be in favor of the law as it is 
written and that if somebody comes in and wants to expand their 
development or put in a bar, a late night bar -- for example, 
Councilman Ferlo and I are involved in one on Negley Avenue near 
Penn, that we are opposing, they are seeking an exception to the 
law, a variance from the law, and I think that it is very 
important to look deeply into how that variance or exception 
would affect the general health of the neighborhood. Under a 
variance it makes it very, very specific that it is only in 
cases of hardship that you can grant a variance, a hardship that 
would actually deprive the owner of any reasonable use of the 
property. That is a very, very difficult standard to meet. 

And, under special exception, that no special exception can be 
granted if the establishment location or operation will endanger 
the publics health, safety, morals or general welfare or will be 
injurious to the enjoyment of the neighbor's property. 


The reason I read that is, there are cases, cases that I 
have been personally familiar with and, frankly, personally 
disappointed with from the Zoning Board where that was ignored, 
absolutely ignored,. in my view; some cases they were not but 
some cases they were, and I think that it is important to weigh, 
not only the developmental interest but also the very, very 
legitimate neighborhood interest, to say, this is a City of 
neighborhoods, we live here, we care about our neighborhood, we 
want to raise our families here, and this parking lot, or this 
late night bar is going to hurt us in living a good life here in 
our neighborhoods. And that is why I think the requirements of 
the Zoning Board are very, very strict, and I would ask that you 
look at them in a strict way. 
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Mr. Fife: 


Well, that is your preamble in terms of that, and, again, 
as a Zoning Board member, if I am confirmed, is to stay in the 
spirit of that preamble, that is for the Zoning Board, and that 
is what it specifically says. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Fife: 

You are welcome. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


Yes. Good morning. I have same problems that I hope you 
can address. It may just be the style or the format of the 
resume, but in terms of community involvement, because this is 
the only paying board that the City of Pittsburgh has, there 
will be cash remuneration for your service. I am looking to see 
some sort of concept of where you have put your efforts for free 
in our community, not your employment, which is extremely 
impressive, but where you have put your efforts, it gives me an 
opportunity to decide, do I think you will be fair, will you be 
lenient with business, or will you lean towards community. 


So, if you conld respond. 
Mr. Fife: 


Well, basically I had previously been on a lot of boards 
that are not on my resume, since then I have resigned from those 
boards. The reason why I have resigned from those boards is, 
one is -- again, I have to talk about the institution that I 
currently work for, I mean it is not an eight-hour a day job, it 
is more than eight hours, it is like 14 to 15 hours a day. 

Those remaining hours I am going to spend with my family. 


But, I have the involvement. ‘The fact that I have been 25 
years with that institution that provides a change for 
individuals to retrain or upgrade their training and get back 
into the work community, I think is a big commitment, and I have 
made that commitment to build an institution over there on the 
North Side that responds, and that took.a lot of time to do 
that. 
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Mr. Smith: 
But your residence is elsewhere? 
Mr. Pife: 


I am originally from the North Side of Pittsburgh, Strauss 
Street and Charles Street. I spent 18 years of my life on the 
North Side and when I come out of college I decided to set up my 
home in the Highland Park area. I did not leave the City, I 
stayed in the area.- 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, I am just trying to find out what you have been 
involved in in BRighland Park that would give me a sense. I have 
no sense. You are an unproven entity. The other people, we can 
see who they have their history in terms of zoning ideology has 
been with. 


Mr. Fife: 
Which is not good. 
Mr. Smith: 


But,. still I am interested in trying to elicit from you 
something that will trigger my security that there is going to 
be, not a following of the letter of the law, as much as there 
is the spirit of the law, and -- 


Mr. Fife: 


At this point in terms of my involvement in community 
development issues, like the Highland Park Community Club, and 
so forth, no, I have not been involved with that, Councilman 
Smith. But, again, I say that it is not a reflection that I am 
not community oriented, it only proves that an institution that 
we have built on the North Side requires a lot of time. And, 
again, I must Say that the other time that I do have available I 
feel that I have to spend with my family. 


I am going to be fair. I am a fair man and I think that is 
the reason why the Mayor has come to the North Side and selected 
me. I do take issues, I take them seriously, I try to define 
that issue and find a solution to it and that it be fair when I 
do it. So, that is where it is at this point. 


Mr. Smith: 


The next thing I am going to say is not aimed at you as 
much as it is we now have a Board of Adjustment to which there 
is nobody and everybody is learning today, do we hold off for 60 
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days to give an opportunity to just sort of review the code? No 
one can learn it ail, and I would not, even with your 
background, impress that with you. 


Mr. Fife: 
I am familiar with the Code. 
Mr. Smith: 


We are creating a board to which no one is there for 
continuity of cases, and I think it is an unfair thing to do to 
yourself, along with the other individuals, a whole new board, 
no guidance, no one to turn to. So, there is a major learning 
curve problem that, unfortunately, certain neighborhoods and 
communities who are already scheduled to appear are going to 
face, which I think gives undue pressure but an opportunity for 
yourself, when you are appointed. I know who you are, but you 
are such an unknown quality and my fear is that this is a quasi 
legal board that pays big bucks for part-time work and we do not 
know whether or not -- at least I do not know, let me change 
that -- I do not know if what I think I am going to get is going 
to be positive, fair and a total person in terms of reviewing 
this, because some of it is the letter of law and some of it is 
the spirit, and I am just trying to get out of you, because to 
be honest, volunteerism I do not see in your background, 
everything you have done, you have done well but you have done 
it for money. Does that lead me to believe that business and 
corporate and capital are -- and there is nothing wrong with 
that, there is nothing wrong with that, I happen to come from 
the poverty struck community service background and so I am 
trying to find people that I think will at least be middle of 
the road and issue by issue oriented. I am asking you a 
philosophical question that cannot be -- 


Mr. Fife: 


Councilman Smith, being on the Board of Adjustment will be 
dedication on my part, as I have dedicated to everything that IT 
do. iI am not coming in here as a neophyte. I do know some of 
the Zoning Codes. I do know some of the things that the board 
is required to do. It is a learning process, but everything is 
a learning process. 


Because I do not have the community involvement that you 
want to see does not mean that I will not do the best job that 
can be done in that position. I am not money oriented, if that 
was the case I would not be in the City of Pittsburgh. I am 
dedicated here because I was born here, I was raised here and I 
devoted my entire life to helping others that cannot help 
themselves and I think it is appropriate for-me now to take my 
skills and my abilities and put them where I think it is best 
also used. : 
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Mr. Smith: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Perlo: 


Mr. Fife, first of all, congratulations, I think you and 
the other nominees are tremendously capable individuals and I 
know all of you have the wisdom of Solomon and you are going to 
be able to do one heck of a job on the Board of Adjustment. 


Fences may make good neighbors but, unfortunately, when you 
are dealing with that issue before the Zoning Board it may not 
always be the case, depending on how high the fence is, or how 
long it is, or whose property line it sits on, or what the Code 
calls for, and, unfortunately, as you know many of the issues 
that come before the Board are very controversial and very 
important issues involving orderly development. Sometimes you 
have made your disputes involving commercial versus residential, 
but sometimes it is as simple as two neighbors getting along in 
terms of some variance. 


And, I guess, I probably wanted to ask you, have you ever 
been through the Board of Adjustment experience for any reason, 
either professionally or just as a community person? 


Mr. Fife: 


Yes, I have been through it regarding our institution. 
Yes, when we built a 62,000 square foot facility on the North 
Side, naturally it took a lot of adjustments in the district to 
allow that to happen, yes. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


And that is what I am asking you to do, is to apply not 
only your business background skilis but your life skills and 
the kind of wisdom and the temperament and the judgments that 
you need to deal with before the board, and everything is not -- 
it is not always clear what the issues are. I think you really 
got to allow individuals -- many people that come before the 
board are slick attorneys getting paid, they know the Code and 
they know how to manipulate and phrase things before the board, 
however, they should have no more or any less equal footing than 
your average resident, albeit they are represented by a 
neighborhood group or just a property owner, who may have just 
as much concern and wants to have just as much a fair hearing 
before the board. 
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So, I hope yourself and the other members are going to 
treat everybody as an equal partner, whether it is an individual 
person, who is just an individual resident property owner, who 
does not come down with paid professional attorneys -- 

Mr. Fife: 


I think that is important, and I think that is what me and 
my colleagues will be about doing, looking at those issues. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


And, the only other thing I ask you is, whenever I am in 
front of the board just always agree with me. 


Mr. Smith: 

I think that is what we are all afraid of, Mr. Fife. 
The Chair: 

Mr. Fife, I would just want to congratulate you. I do not 
have any questions. I will just put a little caveat on what Mr. 
Ferlo said, and that is, if he is in front of the board and I am 
on the other side, don't always agree with him, okay? 

Mr. Pife: 

Okay. 
The Chair: 


Congratulations. We will move on. 
Any other questions? Councilman O'Connor has one. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

One quick question. Jesse, I am impressed with your 
background and I am certainly impressed with Bidwell. Again, 
time wise, do you feel comfortable? 

Mr. Pife: 

Yes, I feel comfortable. I assure you, I would not have 
accepted the Mayor‘s nomination if I did not feel comfortable in 
being able to do the best job possible. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


And the people at Bidwell are willing to sacrifice a 
little? 





Mr. Fife: 

yes, I have brought the institution a long way now and I 
have 53 staff that I think can move along with me being absent 
for a couple days and wouldn't nothing happen. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


That is certainly a credit to you how well it is run. 
Being a part of that must be very exciting and rewarding? 


Mr. Fife: 
It has been. 
Mr. O*Connor: 


You did mention you knew the Code. I mean have you been 
studying or working on it? 


Mr. Pife: 

Yes, I have been studying it. Since I did receive the call 
from the Mayor for my namination I began to pick up information 
and data and began to read the Code and by the time I take over 
I will be just as much familiar as everybody else. 

Mr. Cohen: 

I realize we need the people to be fair to the people you 
will be working with for or against. When do you feel you would 
be ready, I mean today, tomorrow, another month? 

Mr. Fife: 

I am ready to go now. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

You feel that confident? 
Mr. Fife: 

Yes. Yes. I do not know the entire Code in detail but I 
know the thrust, I know the spirit of the law and I feel I am 
capable of administering that. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Well, I certainly congratulate you and wish you well.

Mr. Fife: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

hank you very much. At this time we would like to have 
Clifford Levine come forward, he is also nominated to sit on the 
Board of Adjustments. 

Mr. Levine, good morning, and it is still morning barely. 
You have a few moments to address Council before we ask 
questions. 
Mr. Levine: 

Clifford B. Levine

Well, I am a resident of Highland Park. I ama partner in 
the law firm of Thorpe Reed and Armstrong. J am married and 
have four children. And, basically I ama litigator, a trial 
lawyer, and a Significant part of my practice has been devoted 
to land use and zoning matters. 
The Chair: 

Thank you. Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Mr. Levine, first let me say that you come from a very 
prestigious and competent law firm. 


Mr. Levine: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

I salute you for that. I believe one of your strengths 
are, and maybe you could expound on it, that you served as a law 
clerk for Commonwealth Court, and it is my understanding, 
obviously from City politics and government, that all appeals 
from the Zoning Board of Adjustment do go to the Commonwealth 
Court; is that correct? 

Mr. Levine: 


That is correct. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


Maybe you could just expound or tell us a little bit about 
your role as a law clerk for Cammonwealth Court and when it came 
to zoning questions or what type of work you did and which judge 
you served for? 


Mr. Levine: 
I would be happy to. 


In 1982, or so, early 1980s, I was a law clerk to David 
Craig, who is now the President Judge of the Commonwealth Court, 
and Judge Craig had been a City Solicitor and had been the 
author of the Zoning Ordinance back in 1958, or one of the 
contributors to the ordinance. He also was on the Planning 
Commission, I believe, in the early 1960s. He really is 
eredited with -- well, he had an enormous zoning practice and he 
was a partner in a law firm before he went on the bench. 


As his law clerk any controversial zoning case would go to 
him, pretty much, and I had a tremendous opportunity in my year 
and a half with him to look at a lot of issues and it was a 
mentor relationship, where he would be able to explain the 
different areas of the law and kind of the legal theory behind a 
lot of the zoning and working with the Municipalities Planning 
Code. 


So, any appeal from the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
typically goes to the Court of Common Pleas and then if it is 
appealed from there, would go to the Commomvealth Court, which 
is the court, as you know, that hears the public issues. 


So, that has been a great asset and that experience helped 
me at Thorp, Reed, such that i tended to handle a lot of the 
zoning matters that our firm was involved with. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, I in no way would ever question your skills in zoning 
and I salute you for all of them, and also I think you bring 
something else very important, and that is community involvement 
and community awareness and a love for the City of Pittsburgh. 

I am aware you are very involved with the Highland Park 
Community Club, and also the park that was constructed and also 
the reservoir, a question that is coming before the City, and 
other things you do. 


But, I also want to let my colleagues know that in the past 
we had some dispute on claims by actors that are trying to 
escape the police and the liability of the City. Let me just 
say publicly, I have done some work on that and the research was 
all done by Mr. Levine as a citizen here in the City of 
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Pittsburgh, I did not ask for that but you forwarded that , 
information to me and to the Law Department, and I really think 
that is a reflection on you as a person, seeing the City, either 
in distress or in need and willing on your own to forward us 
some information and giving us the ability to reflect on that 
information you forwarded us. I really think that is a 
reflection on you as a concerned citizen here in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and I thank you for that. 
Mr. Levine: 

Well, thank you, and it was my pleasure. 
The Chair: 

Any other questions? Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 

I just want to congratulate you on your nomination and I am 
sure you will be confirmed just by looking at your experience 
and employment and your background and education. I feel that 
you -- not only you have gone above the call of duty in a lot of 
community work, and I am glad to see that this Administration is 
looking for people with your type of credentials and skills, and 
I think you will be a great asset to us. 

Mr. Levine: 

Thank you. I will look forward to working with you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


I might want to echo that, I am very impressed with your 
record, have checked some of your references and you come very 
highly recommended. And, again, I just think you will be an 
asset to the City, it is time for new blood and to move on, and 
I just congratulate you and wish you well. 

Mr. Levine: 

Thank you very much. 

The Chair: 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, Mr. Chair. Good morning. I take it your 
yourself, have practiced before our Zoning Board in the City as 
a lawyer? 

Mr. Levine: 
Yes, I have. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Did you have the chance to practice there when Joe Mistick 
was the Chairman? 


Mr. Levine: 


A couple of occasions, I believe. I was not involved in 
any major case. I think an afternoon we'd go over there. Once 
or twice, that is about all, I believe. 


Mr. Rertzberg: 


I mean do you’ have any opinion on how he ran that Zoning 
Board as opposed to anyone else? 


Mr. Levine: 


From my experience he was very good, very fair. In fact, 
one case that comes to mind, I believe we lost. So, I disagreed 
with his ultimate conclusion but I thought he ran the meeting 
well. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Yes, I had a lot of confidence in him when he was the Chair 
there myself. 


One of the things that I mentioned to Mr. Fife that I think 
is important there, and there are a lot of important things, but 
at various times I have gone through unnecessary delays over 
there. I think when it comes to -- whether it be development or 
a dispute among neighbors, speed can make or break a thing, 
whether you are going to decide yes or no on it. So, the only 
thing I would ask you to do -- 


Mr. Levine: 
Well, I think you are absolutely correct. 
In addition to community work, I have represented a lot of 


developers in my practice, and I believe that was your 
observation, that time delays can effectively kill a project, 
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and I think you are absolutely right, and as a lawyer 
representing developers, it has been those sorts of 
frustrations, that the process takes so many years sometimes. 
So, I have lived that firsthand and agree with you. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thanks. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chair. 


Good morning still, Mr. Levine, and congratulations on your 
nomination. 


Mr. Levine: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


You certainly have an impressive resume for an attorney and 
come from a fine law firm. 


Let me ask you a question up-front just about the process 
here. Have you been appointed to be Chair of the Zoning Board 
or have you not been informed of that yet? My understanding 
coming into this meeting was that you were appointed to be Chair 
of the Zoning Board. 


Mr. Levine: 

It is my understanding that I would be a member of the 
Board of Adjustment, however, under the City Charter one member 
of the Board of Adjustment must also serve on the Planning 
Commission, and that I would be that individual, and that there 
is no requirement by the Charter that individual be the Chair. 
Mr. Cohen: 

I believe that is true. In the past it has been, but it is 
not a requirement. But, do you know who is going to be the 
Chair of the Zoning Board? 

Mr. Levine: 


Mr. Murrin, Regis Murrin. 
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Mr. Cohen: 

The next nominee. 
Mr. Levine: 

That is right. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Tell me a little bit more -- well, first of all, just going 
into your background a little bit further back in history, and 
that is your being a law clerk to Judge David Craig. I have a 
great admiration for Judge Craig, and I think that there may not 
be anybody in the Commonwealth that knows the Zoning Code better 
than he does. So, you certainly started at the feet of a real, 
real giant, I think. 

Mr. Levine: 

That is true. 
Mr. Cohen: 

But, since then, let's talk about your career a little bit, 
especially in the zoning area. What types of cases have you 
personally brought before the Zoning Board, just categories, 
types of cases or types of clients? 

Mr. Levine: 

Well, actually my cases before the Zoning Board have been 
more limited than my general zoning practice. The cases, I 
represented on a pro bono basis Birth Place, which is the 
mid-wife -- I do not know how you call it -- a mid-wife -- 

Mr. Onorato: 

Mid-wifery. 
Mr. Levine: 

-- mid-wifery. Thank you, Mr. Onorato. And they were 
seeking a -- I believe a special exception to be located in the 
Friendship District, and that was an occasion before Mr. 
Mistick, and that was turned down, but they have since relocated 
on Baum Boulevard. That was an experience. 

I have represented individuals —- 

Mr. Cohen: 


I know where that is, yes. It is nice and it is beautiful. 
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Mr. Levine: 


And, I have represented individuals for relatively small 
matters, such as the ~~ fences and I believe there was an 
instance with a liquor app., there was a question about 
converting to a liquor license, and that sort of thing. 


Most of the more substantial zoning matters —- 
Mr. Cohen: 

What was that case with the liquor license? 
Mr. Levine: 

That was an establishment on the South Side at the time 
that Deborah Miskovich, I believe, was the Chair, and there had 
been an issue about a violation and I had represented an entity, 
and to be quite frank with you, I do not recall the -- it was a 
relatively small matter, and we did that in about an hour. 

So, those have been the matters in front of the Zoning 
Board. ‘The more substantial matters have been, early in my 
career I represented Shaler Township and we used to go in and 
have some enforcement actions, enforcement proceedings. I have 
represented Chambers Development Company, the landfill company, 
and we had some substantial zoning matters there, and I have 
represented them from the developer's side of view. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Was that the Monroeville case, or is that —- 

Mr. Levine: 


Yes, I have been involved in the Monroeville case, which is 
still pending before Judge McKay now. 


Mr. Cohen: 

And I won't ask you questions about the case for that 
reason, but was there also a representation of Chambers before 
the Pittsburgh Zoning Board? 

Mr. Levine: 


I did not represent Chambers in that instance, not in front 
of the Pittsburgh Board. 
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The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen, could we just take a break and just 
switch here, I think her fingers are tired at this point. Thank 
you.

Mr. Levine: 


I represented -- I had a number of cases where I eee 
represented a gas station or a company where they were building 
gas stations and they would often have to go into the various 
areas seeking variances. On Chambers, I've represented them on 
a number of occasions and I'm involved now in a project 
representing the Pox Chapel Water Authority and they are 
erecting a water tower and that's been the source of substantial 
Litigation, so I have been involved in a number of very 
controversial projects in terms of public interest to which you 
were earlier referring and others and then I have had a lot of 
experience in municipal-related cases that weren't specifically 
zoning. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me a little bit about those, just the general 
category. Were those before Courts of Common Pleas or other -- 


Mr. Levine: 


-- my practice has been in both Common Pleas, Federal 
Court. My general area would be commercial and development 
litigation. I do construction work, I represent a couple of 
contractors and that's also included some construction 
arbitrations, so I would say the overall development, I have had 
a number of actions in front of the Public Utility Coanmission 
representing developers of independent power projects that is 
not involved in zoning per se but involves both federal and 
state utility law. So I've had the fortune of having a varied 
practice and in a nutshell I would say it's 
commercial/construction/land use. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me how you will deal with potential conflicts that 
come up? It happens to any attorney in a law firm but 
particularly one who is being appointed to a board that concerns 
issues that you have worked on in private practice. Have you 
thought that out and come up with a plan as to how you would 
deal with potential conflicts? - 


Mr. Levine: 


Obviously if I represented a client I would not want to sit 
under any circumstances in a case. 


Mr. Cohen: 
You would not appear before the Zoning Board. 
Mr. Levine: 


No, absolutely not. I'm not prepared to appear before it 
and I don't think it would be appropriate for me to -- I'm 
reminded of a Woody Allen movie where I believe he 
cross-examined himself and I wouldn't be involved in that 
situation. I believe though I did check the Ethics Act and I 
believe that in a case of a three-member board that what is 
envisioned is that the third participant identify the conflict 
and then in the event that the two individuals are tied that 
there has to be some sort of a majority and I know you as the 
sponsor of the Ethics Bill, there would be questions that I 
would want to confer with you and the Law Department but that 
was my initial reading of that, that in certain instances if I 
had some sort of a personal involvement, I may identify that but 
that I am still -- it is envisioned that I would at least sit 
there in the event to serve as a tie breaker and I think that's 
a unique situation with a three-member board. That's something I 
would want to get clarification. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That is the problem with a three-member board but I think 
that we can discuss particular instances but I think it's 
Probably best in those instances to recuse yourself if you have 
any personal involvement. z 


With respect to members of your firm that might appear 
before the Zoning Board, how do you deal with that situation? 
. ‘ 


Mr. Levine: 

I don't see that our members of the firm should be in a 
position of appearing before the Zoning Board as long as I'm on 
the Zoning Board. In that case sanebody else should handle that 
one. As you know, there's an appearance of impropriety and I 
think the most important thing in any court is that everybody 
has their fair day whether they win or lose and I think that's 
the underlying guideline to any type of ethical decision 
Mr. Cohen: 

Please know that I'm not implying any -- 

Mr. Levine: : 


“7 your questions are quite legitimate. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


Let me ask you about your participation in the Highland 
Park Community Club. First of ali, thank you for your work as 
counsel to the super playground project. Thanks to your wife 
and Councilman Ferlo of course worked so hard on this and it's 
such a terrific project. Have you had other participation in 
the Highland Park Canmunity Club other than the super 
playground? 


Mr. Levine: 


I'm on the Board of the club and we've have been involved 
in the the ongoing process. In fact, I worked with Mr. Ferlo 
about. seven years ago where there was an effort to revitalize 
Bryant Street which is an ongoing difficult project, I was 
involved with that a little bit and more or less overseeing the 
club because it's a very strong, community-based group and I've 
been involved with that and my other primary involvement has 
been having four small children, I try to focus activities in 
which they are involved. I have been a coach for the Dynamo 
Soccer group and I know one of your members is very involved 
with that group and so I've done that for about six seasons. 


Mr. Cohen: 
It's probably good preparation for the Zoning Board anyway. 
Mr. Levine: 


And then my children is are in the Sacred Heart League and 
involved with the baseball, but I do make an effort. I'm 
involved with the Highland Park and we do some pro bono work as 
Mr. Ricciardi mentioned and I have been willing to help out on 
legal aspects on a pro bono basis and frankly with four children 
I try to devote whatever extra time I have to activities in 
which they would be involved. 


Mr. Cohen: 


As far as the question that I had asked Mr. Fife earlier 
and that is the wait, and I realize these are difficult 
guestions so I'm not going to give you a specific hypothetical, 
but what kind of wait would you give to a community group 
whether it be the Shadyside Action Coalition or Priendship 
Preservation Group, what wait would you give to that group if 
they had a vote on a given variance proposal or special 
exception proposal and came before the Zoning Board and stated 
their being in favor or opposition as a neighborhood group? 








Mr. Levine: 


That is a good question. In fact, I can go back to one of 
Judge Craig's opinions about 14 years ago which has been a. 
landmark decision and on a decision he discussed the relative 
burden of proof or burden of persuasion that the various sides 
would have and what he said was that in a conditional use or 
Special use or special exception where the applicant must meet 
six or eight conditions, that that applicant has the burden of 
proof to show adequate parking or adequate whatever. Then there 
are a second set of conditions which are community-related 
conditions. Undo traffic, public health, safety and welfare 
issues, and those are the issues that the objectors have the 
burden of proof going forward with the evidence. So the way I 
would approach these conditional uses and special exceptions is 
it would be first incumbent upon the applicant to set forth and 
introduce evidence in that proceeding showing -- justifying 
those conditions. Then it would be incumbent upon the 
objectors, be it in the form of an organized group or what have 
you to come forward and actually introduce evidence to show that 
there's going to be a traffic problem or just show that 
something causes a problem. Because it is a quasi~judicial 
body, I think that the mere vote of a group isn't enough 
evidence. In other words, if a group doesn't want this project 
and simply says we voted against it, as a board member I don't 
know that that meets the standard of proof that they would have. 
On the other hand, if the group offers evidence and has 
substantial evidence that would show these things then of course 
that means a lot and I think you have to respect a large group 
and a unanimous group. You'd have to respect that as something 
that there's a legitimate concern and I would note it as such. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That would be evidence at least of going towards the burden 
of proof. Not necessarily meeting that burden of proof but it 
would be some evidence. 


Mr. Levine: 
That's right. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I like that description because first of all it's the law 
but also I think that it is a proper way to go about it in that 
the applicant for the special exception or the variance has the 
first burden of proof and I assume it means that I realize we're 
getting into some legalistic discussion here but it's a 
legalistic board. If the applicant doesn't satisfy the burden 
and for example the special exception the burden -- or let's 
take a variance, the burden that there would be hardship 
involved which is a hard standard to meet, then he's out of the 
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box; right? ‘The other Side doesn't have to establish its 
burden. 
Mr. Levine: 

That is true. Legally that highlights the difference 
between the special exception and the variance in that I think a 
variance the applicant really has all of the burden to show 
hardship. He has to show the five conditions or so that you 
meet hardship, physical, etc., whereas the special exception is 


slightly different in that once the applicant meets those 
conditions then the objectors have a basis to object to that. 


Mr. Cohen: 

One question that I have always had because I think that 
there is a belief that econamic hardship is not enough to prove 
hardship under variance and that means if a store owner says "I 
will make more money if I have a second floor added to ny 
building”, and sameone refers that as economic hardship, is that 
enough to satisfy the hardship standard? 

Mr. Levine: 

No. I suppose if he's says I'm going to go out of business 
and it's so severe it's going to destroy my business, then in 
some cases it suggests that may be enough. 

Mr. Cohen: 


It's not just saying that but you would have to look and 
see whether that was actually true. 


Mr. Levine: 

That's right. JI would have to weigh, along with ny 
colleagues, we would have to weigh the evidence and if there's 
two opinions we in the end have to decide whether it was a red 
light or a green light. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Are you familiar with the "Al" zone? 
Mr. Levine: 

Yes. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Have you done any work? 
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Mr. Levine: 


No, I have not appeared before the Board or represented 
anybody specifically with "Al" questions but I'm familiar with 
the general concept. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The reason I ask -- I'm very confident that you know zoning 
law. The reason I bring it up though is it is a very important 
issue in my district with respect to Walnut Street which is an 
"Al" zone which as you know means an integrated inner mixture of 
commercial and residential and because it's that it is 
commercial and residential together it makes for a potentially 
very tense area and it has specific requirements different from 
any other zone. Except for some limited uses. Every use that 
is attempted to be brought forward in an "Al" zone has to come 
before the Zoning Board and not for a variance or a special 
exception but just for that use and I'm wondering what 
principles you would bring to bear in determining whether that 
use is an appropriate one for that kind of zone. 


Mr. Levine: 


I guess that there be same cynergy, that when you have -- I 
think the unique aspect about Pittsburgh and part of the reasons 
that I think -- from an ideological point of view I feel so 
comfortable serving under with the Mayor is that I think he 
recognizes that what makes Pittsburgh unique is the interaction 
of some of its commercial districts with its community. I think 
it would be a mistake to try to recreate shopping malls in sone 
of these neighborhood districts. I think the East Liberty 
experience 20 years ago showed why that may be a problem, so I 
think you have to have that balance. On the other hand, I think 
barring all development which I think sometimes is the reaction 
once a group is satisfied and somebody's moved into a house and 
to bar all development, I think that's not healthy for the 
ongoing existence in the neighborhood. So what I would say for 
instance with Walnut Street, certain uses that are already there 
that are consistent with those uses, that you would see. 
Obviously some club in a district where there are no other clubs 
that would be open at 2 A.M. and maybe are in close proximity, 
that would raise the question. 


Mr. Cohen: 


One last question, this is obviously a very important 
position for the City of Pittsburgh and that is in the "Al" Zone 
again. I'm sure you are aware that there is a requirement that 
any new development that comes in also has to provide its own 
Parking. Parking has been a lifelong problem in the 
neighborhood of Shadyside and my personal view is that because 
SO Many variances were given to that requirement that helped to 


514 








create the severe parking problem that exists there in that 
neighborhood. JI think that the parking problem has really 
problem if not solved at least ameliorated by the parking , 
agreement that exists there, the parking garage and the permit 
parking for the neighborhood, but the next decade or so is verye 
very important and as I said to Mr. Fife, this is our only 
chance to have this kind of discussion with you and this is not 
a question so much as it is an encouragment and that is that if 
variances continue to be granted there then we're going to have 
a parking problem that is untenable and contribute to the demise 
of a very, very strong neighborhood. So I would ask that you 
also abide by the law when it comes to that requirement for "Al" 
zones because right now it‘s okay and if any more variances are 
granted, then it's going to make that matter much worse. 


Mr. Levine: 


Of course we'd have to decide every case on its own merit 
but I do hear your concerns. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you for and I thank you for “this discussion, it's 
been an enjoyable one. 


Mr. Perlo: 


t know this gentleman, he's a great gentleman, he'll be a 
great asset on the board. Mr. Cohen asked all my questions. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. I wish you well. 
‘Mr. Smith: 


Just quickly. Dan really grilled you on many of the 
questions I had. You have a background of community service and 
working for some of the most prestigious law firms in the city. 
To me, that gives me a balance to review and believe that you 
understand not only the letter of the law but the spirit of the 
law. This is one of the most important boards to development 
and also resolution of community problems. How will you 
compensate for those individuals who don't have the legal 
expertise when you're discussing burden of proof and so forth? 
What can we do to help those individuals who don't understand? 
They know there's a problem but how will your board address or 
your interpretation when you have someone who has a fourth grade 
education who comes before you who doesn't understand or 
comprehend how to present this in a legal format before you 
against a major developer or saneone from a prestigious law 
firm? I want to hear generally how you would help the average 
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citizen combat or get through this particular system and get 
everything out? 


Mr. Levine: 


That is a good question and I think what is taking place 
before the Board and the reason it's called a quasi-judicial 
body is that it obtains a body of evidence and that becomes the 
whole story. Whether there may be other factors outside of that 
story become irrelevant. That's the story and when it proceeds 
on a appeal, those are the issues and I think the job of a 
lawyer is to go to his client and say "Your obligation in 
presenting the story is to show Points One through Six and the 
other side's obligation is to show Points Seven through Ten and 
I think when you don't have a lawyer and you don't have the 
sophistication to look at the code, that particular individual 
doesn't know that he must describe and discuss conditions One 
through Six or Seven through Ten and I think it becomes 
incumbent upon the Board in that situation to let this 
individual know that for instance is there any evidence now 
you're complaining about the traffic concerns or the late night 
or some other problem -~ to develop that with the person. That 
doesn't mean you become an advocate against the other side but 
I think you would in effect -- leading questions perhaps and 
helping that person and by the same token I think any judge in 
that situation has to a more critical approach to 
cross~examination of the developer. or instance, if a 
developer has presented conditions One through Six and the 
objector has said nothing, I think it's incumbent upon that 
lawyer and that situation to say, "Let me ask the developer sane 
questions and maybe assume more of an active role than he would 
otherwise event. 


Mr. Smith: 


Bingo -- because I have gone down with people who did not 
under the system and I watched our last board actually do that 
role. When they realized that the people did not understand how 
to present their information, they assisted in bringing 
information -- not changing anything -~ but bringing out of 
these individuals the points that needed to be raised without 
making individuals feel inferior and that is what I'm looking 
for. I'm looking for fairness. I'm not looking for a phone 
eall. I'm looking for fairness for each and every individual in 
the City of Pittsburgh that walks before there- Many cases are 
just two neighbors who just hate each other, but many times it 
is individuals who have not been involved in the system who know 
that it's going to do sanething to affect their lives but they 
don't know how to express it but I'm very happy, very content 
and I see a balance and I will be supporting you. 
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Mr. Levine: 
Thank you very much.

When you 
get to the Bill 305, dealing with Cosmos, I represent the area 
of the City that is mostly affected by the problems with Cosmos, 
and t want to go on the record right now, after reviewing it for 
seven days, that I am in full support of filing on as the appeal 
for this City, and I want to cast my vote early and it will have 
my vote for the final vote on Tuesday, too, and I think that we 
should give party to that appeal and try to get as many 
municipalities as possible, and I will explain my reasons on 
Tuesday. Thank you. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Thank you, Mr. Onorato. 

(MR. ONORATO LEAVES THE MEETING, MR. FERLO ASSUMES THE CHAIR) 
The Chair: 


Mr. Regis D. Murrin, South Linden Avenue, iff you could come 
to the table, please. 


Mr. Murrin: 
Regis D. Murrin

- Mr. Ferlo, you got it right the first time, not many people 
iO. 


The Chair: 


There are a few things I get right the first time, but go 
ahead. 


Mr. Murrin: 


Good morning, ladies and gentlemen. The weather changed 
and I have a cold, so I may go raspy as I go on here. 


The Chair: 


; Mr. Murrin, could you just bring your microphone a little 
bit forward. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


Oh, that is a good quality in a ‘judge anyway, a raspy 
voice. 


Mr. Murrin: 


All right. I hope you all have a copy of my resume but I 
will give a brief summary. ‘That I have been practicing law and 
living in the City for 30 years, raised a family here. 
Academically, as you will see from my resume, I rather 
specialized in zoning and planning and municipal matters, both 
in law school and in receiving a Master's of Law at Temple, and 
I had the advantage of spending six or seven years kind of at 
the feet of David Craig, too, although not to the extent that 
Cliff Levine did, since I was in his law firm in the early years 
of my practice. 


I am basically here today because as I reach the end of an 
active law career and begin winding down a number of my 
colleagues were gracious enough to suggest that my experience 
and perhaps my knowledge and temperament would suit my serving 
on the Zoning Board of Adjustment and I certainly appreciated 
their comments and it really confirmed my feeling about it that 
I wanted to serve on the Zoning Board of Adjustment. I think I 
perhaps my major feeling as an attorney sometimes is I have been 
accused of being too fair and I think in a sense that is the 
role that one should be playing on the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. 


And, I think, gentlemen, that is the end of my comments. 
The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Murrin. Now, let's go around the tabie. 
Mr. Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
I will pass for right now. Thank you. 
The Chair: 
Mr. Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 
I would just like to make a few comments. 
And, after reading your resume and being very impressed by 
your background a few things stuck out in my eyes, and I have 


always looked at people that graduated from the University of 
Notre Dame as being quite successful and people that are very 


committed to whatever job they take on, and not only that, that 
he does have a -- he also was in the United States Navy, which 1 
also share that with you, and I wish you a lot of luck and I am 
sure you will be someone that will be fair with all parts of the 
City when working. I hope that you will take into consideration 
that there is no one from south of the rivers on the board and 
it is a concern of mine and I think of my colleagues, Mr. 
Ricciardi and Mr. Hertzberg, and that you will work with our 
community groups and with us in utilizing our skills and some of 
the knowledge that we have of our community in making your 
decision, I hope that you will. 


Mr. Murrin: 


I think that as a role of the board members when a matter 
comes before them should be to visit the site and get a feel for 
the neighborhood, because if Pittsburgh has a unique strength, 
it is diverse neighborhoods, and I think that preservation of 
those is a major role of this board. 

Mr. Cusick: 

Just as I said, one of the major concerns that I know that 
I have is not having representation on the board from south of 
the river, and I hope that as you are confirmed as our Chair, 
that you will take that into consideration. 

Mr. Murrin: 
I certainly will. 
Mr. Cusick: 

Well, thank you very much, Mr. Murrin. 
The Chair: 

Mr. O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

Just to elaborate that, I am from the East End, and we want 
to make sure we -- even though we live there, we do not take 
care of everybody across the river. So, do not forget, you 
still have the East End to worry about. 

Mr. Murrin: 


i shall not do that. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


These guys keep picking on the North Side right now gets 
everything, you know what I am saying. 


Mr. Murrin: 


I think I am in Mr. Cohen's district, but I will remember 
you, too, Mr. O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Are you involved at all, have you followed the Darlington 
Road, JCC, JCO projects at all? 


Mr. Murrin: 


I am aware that it is there, let's put it that way. I 
first put my hat in the ring for this position probably in 
October, and quite frankly, I have intentionally not pursued it 
any further feeling if I was going to be involved in making that 
decision at all I showld do it on the basis of the evidence 
which comes up at the hearings and not on what I read or hear 
elsewhere. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


That is very good, because I feel we are making a lot of 
progress with the community and the neighborhood -- not only the 
neighborhood groups, but JCC, JCO, so we ~- although the Zoning 
Board cannot appeal it again and we hope it does not come back, 
we hope we can resolve it ourselves, so -~ 


Mr. Murrins 

If I might interject something here, too, which I know: that 
the prior nominees thought but it just did not come out in the 
discussion. My experience, which has not been too great at the 
Zoning Board in the past, has been that half the time they are 
attempting to carry out a reconciliation or mediation process 
and to avoid the confrontation, if possible, and I think that is 
a major role also of this board. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

Like joining Council, mediation is half our job, I think. 


But, I was certainly impressed with your resume and wish 
you the best. 7 


Mr. Murrin: 


Thank you, sir. 
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The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. O'Connor. Mr- Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, Mr. Chair. 


Like the other two other candidates, your credentials are 
really exceptional, and I congratulate you for being naninated. 


And, the only question I would ask is the same one I 
mentioned before and that is concerning the speed at which 
things happen there at the Zoning Board, I think it is very 
important. 


Mr. Murrin: 


Well, hopefully I will have an advantage, as that I would 
plan the active practice -- to discontinue the active practice 
of law after this year, that is in December 1994, and my job on 
the board would be my primary duty thereafter. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Mr. President. 


Mr. Murrin, I also am very impressed with your background, 
and I think a couple of things that you did not mention but 
ought to be mentioned, and that is your war record. You were in 
the United States Navy and served in both Korea and Vietnan, 
also that you worked in the Kennedy Administration, to my 
understanding, as the predecessor to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. Those are both very, very fine 
achievements, and I want to say that I admire and respect that. 


I would like to talk just a little bit, as I have with the 
last two nominees, about your background in zoning and how you 
would go about being fair, as you said. 


And, I am glad to hear that, one, that you also worked with 
David Craig; as I said before, I am a real admirer of his, he is 
a giant in this state in this area, and also that if you had a 
weakness, it would be that you are too fair, but obviously that 
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is the number one criterion for somebody who is the Chair of the 
Zoning Board. 


Tell me just a little bit, though, about your background in 
zoning, and perhaps about your current practice and clients? 


Mr. Murrin: 


I, unlike Cliff Levine, have not been a litigator but I 
have been basically a real estate practitioner, and that has 
generally involved either representing developers or maybe 
public ~~ or, quasi public bodies, such as Action Housing and 
Development, in situations, some major, same small, and most of 
my zoning work has been, shall we say, consulting with other 
lawyers on a team as to how to structure something in order to 
achieve a development. 


I have appeared before the board, oh, maybe eight or ten 
times over my entire career, so I know basically how it works. 
But, it has been generally overall planning as to what is 
needed, is a variance needed, is a special exception needed, is 
nothing needed, what are the parking problems, what are the 
traffic problems, how do we meet this type of difficulty in 
proceeding with development. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Tell me about your work with Action Housing, was that a 
significant -- 


Mr. Murrin: 


It was significant, but it was a long time ago, there is no 
doubt that, Dan. It was probably the first ten years of my 
practice at the firm, that was Baskin, Sacks and Craig then, 
they represented Action Housing, and I kind of became the point 
man for all of the -- I guess these were really the baby 
neighborhood associations that started in Pittsburgh, 
Homewood-Brushton, Bob Pitts, Dick Adams, Jim Cunningham. Those 
are the people I know. So, I kind of lest touch to that extent. 
And, I guess maybe Jay Goggin, I do not know. Who was it at 
Perry Hilltop when it started? 


Mr. Cohen: 

That was kind of a golden period in terms of organization. 
Mr. Murrin: 

And, Jay Nepherson was in South Oakland. So, it was a -- 


it was really a hands-on there, which was very good, that if 
they had a problem they would call me and we would work it out, 





and I attended the neighborhood meetings and see the -- what the 
problems were and how the organization itself was progressing. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Do you personally represent clients now that have cases 
before the Zoning Board, that you know of? 


Mr. Murrin: 


Do I personally? No. The answer to that is no. 


Mr. Cohen: : 


Let me get into the same issue that I had raised with Mr. 
Levine, if you would. If you could just address the potential 
conflict issue. Again, not in any way I would never question 
your ethics or your firm's, you are at a very, very fine firm, 
Reed, Smith, Shaw and McClay, but how are you going to deal with 
conflicts? 


Mr. Murrin: 


I think one of Cliff's last remarks -- and he and I are 
good friends -~ was that it is not what you do but the 
appearance of what you do has to be the parameters. So, I have 
read the City Code and I know the -- I have read the State Code, 
and I feel that for starters that I should recuse myself from 
any matter wherein Reed, Smith is representing a party before 
the board, and further I should recuse myself from any matter by 
some client who is not represented by Reed, Smith in this matter 
but who may otherwise be represented by Reed, Smith. That is 
where you start and you may go further than that, but that is 
the start. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Right. And, again, you, of course, would not appear before 
the Zoning Board, obviously, that probably should not need to be 
mentioned? : 

Mr. Murrin: 

Oh, absolutely not. Of course not. In fact, I do not 
think I should appear before the City in any matter that might 
be a matter of -- a controversial matter. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Correct. You had mentioned before that -- and I did not 

guite understand ~- what your plans are for the future. Is the 


Chair of the Zoning Board going to be your sole practice soon, 
or are you going to continue to have clients? 
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Mr. Murrin: 


Well, that is where this came up. As I said, sane of my 
younger partners knew that I was probably planning to retire or 
substantially retire at the end of this year, and so I will be 
in full practice untii the end of December 1994, and thereafter 
I may have a few selective clients but I will no longer be in 
the full practice of law and, thereforer the Zoning Board can be 
my primary task. 


Mr. Cohen: * 


Well, I am glad to hear that, I really am, because this 
will -- as you know, it is an important appointment, and your 
ability to make it your primary focus would be great for the 
City of Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Murrin: 


I know there is a backlog and it has to get rolled out. As 
Nr. Hertzberg said, I think speed of getting things out is very 
important. Although I think you have all considered that, this 
morning, as a matter of fact, I think Mr. Ferlo has, that with 
three new people on the board there are going to be a few 
starting pains, I am sure. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. My fellow Council members are probably not so happy 
about the speed at which we are getting the nominations 
confirmed today. 


But, let me ask you the same question that I had asked the 
other two nominees, and that is with respect to neighborhood 
groups. If a neighborhood group were to come in and say that 
they have taken a vote and they take one side or another for a 
proposed zoning change in their neighborhood, how much weight 
would you give to that? 


Mr. Murrin: 


Well, let's put it this way, I think the ordinance even 
hints at it now, if their position is based on the failure of 
the developer, shall we say, to meet some of the criteria, 
obviously they should be given great weight. It is not the fact 
that they are a neighborhood group, but it is the fact that the 
position they have taken is in keeping with the ordinance, that 
there is a traffic problem, or there is an adverse change in the 
neighborhood, et cetera. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


I had spoken earlier with Mr. Fife, talking about my view 
of special exceptions and variances and how they are, in fact, 
exceptions from the law, and I wonder if you had heard that and 
whether you have any thoughts -- 


Me. Murrin: 


Oh, I heard that and, in fact, Mr- Levine and I had 
discussed that while you were doing it. I think that he pretty 
well set forth what my understanding of the law is, too, that 
there is a shifting burden of proof. A variance is a very, very 
strict and tight problem and they are, in fact ~~ in essence, 
looking at the cases, it is almost impossible to grant a 
variance, if you get right down to it; however, on the special 
exception, it is the other shifting burden, and as I think Judge 
Craig said in a case, that once the grieved party or if the 
petitioner meets his burden, then unless he runs a file of the 
parking adverse impact in the neighborhood, et cetera, those 
problems, then the burden of proof then shifts as against him an 
order that it has to be granted unless it can be shown that, in 
fact, there will be an adverse occurrence because of the 
granting of the special exception. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, I am glad to hear you say that about variance, 
because I also agree that a hardship is very difficult to prove. 


On the special exception part, there is very broad, general 
language that is used, saying things like, the establishment 
will not undermine the public, health, safety, morals or general 
welfare of the community, or that the proposed use would be 
injurious to the enjoyment of their property- How do you get 
from that general language into whether or not it is -- the 
burden of proof is satisfied? 


Mr. Murrin: 

I think it is definitely a weight of the evidence that we 
have to use our reason, and that is why we are on the board, to 
decide the tough cases, the tension between, shall we say, the 
status quo in the neighborhood and development. 

Mr. Cohen: 
So, it is a balancing act? 


Mr. Murrin: 


Yes. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Mr. Murrin, thank you very much for this discussion. I 
very much congratulate you on your nomination and want you to 
know that I will be supporting your nomination for many 
reasons, not the least of which you are a constituent to _ : 
District 8 -- no, that is not it. But, I will be supporting it, 
because I think that you will be fair, and I look forward to 
your serving the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Murrin: 

Thank your Mr. Cohen. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Smith. 

Mr. Smith: 


What can I say, one of the most impressive backgrounds 
presented to us for any board in this City. 


You have answered, due to Dan's cross examination -- you 
have answered many questions, that I am just a simple, common 
community person, who is fearful of government and feels that it 
does not always serve the interest of the cammon man, and I 
think you have presented yourself that you will be fair and 
equitable to those of us who do not have the educational 
background and experience as we present ourselves before you. 
Mr. Murrin: 

Thank you, sir. 

Mr. Smith: 

So, I thank you, and I have no questions. 

The Chair: 


Congratulations, and obviously you have a talented 
background. I do not like the fact that you work for Reed, 
Smith, I do not like their union busting law firm that they 
represent and I hope you disassociate yourself with them as soon 
as possible. 


But, notwithstanding that -- 


Mr. Murrin: 


Yes, I was going to do that, sir, even without your 
prodding. 
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The Chair: 


I won't refer to their real name, but other than that, I 
hope you disassociate yourself quickly with them. 


But, notwithstanding that, obviously you would be a 
tremendous asset to the board, and obviously, given your life's 
skills that you have acquired, I think you would be able to deal 
with the temperament in terms of the conflict that oftentimes 
arises in the board with frustrated residents, community groups 
opposing each other sometimes, community groups opposing a 
development, and I think you bring a lot of skills that I think 
will help with the process. 


Again, just be fair to all those represented at the board, 
not just those who have legal representation there. Oftentimes 
the Chair is called upon to play the role of mediator and to 
help facilitate some input from people who just do not 
understand, as Mr. Smith refers to earlier, just do not 
understand what the process is, and I feel very confident that 
you are likely the person who is going to very much help put 
that information out when individuals and groups are before you 
at the Board of Adjustment. 


So, I appreciate your willingness to serve, and, if 
anything, I think we should thank you also for agreeing to 
serve, and I think you will be a tremendous asset to the board. 
And, I will be going around the table here, you will be seeing a 
let of us, we all frequently appear before the board and we will 
have many opportunities in the future to have debates and 
discussion. 


i We do not vote at the Committee Meeting Sessions on these 
appointments. We do have a Recess Meeting and I believe we 
would be inclined to move along in the Housing Authority 
appointments, but at this time a number of Council members have 
asked me for an opportunity to meet individually with some of 
the Board of Adjustment nominees between now. So, I would like 
to suggest that later on we vote finally on the Board of 
Adjustment nominees for the final action this coming Tuesday, so 
that each member can feel comfortable in their actions. 


But, at this time, if there are no other questions of Mr. 
Murrin, congratulations and thank you. 


Mr. Murrin: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Thank you all and thank you for your patience, we had some 
very important appointments obviously today to consider, 
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appointments to the Housing Authority, appointments to the Board 
of Adjustment and it does take time to get through the process.

spiritual energy, central to the 
religious practices and history of 
the Apache people; and 


WHEREAS, Mt. Graham is home to 


numerous endangered species 
including the red squirrel, 
Mexican spotted owl, peregrine 


falcon and goshawk, and is also 
home to the federally protected 
Apache trout; and 


WHEREAS, any permanent 
modification of the present form 
of Mt. Graham constitutes a 
display of profound disrespect for 
the San Carlos Apache as well as a 
serious threat to the survival of 
a number of endangered species; 
and 


WHEREAS, the University of 
Pittsburgh is considering 
investing $15 million in the Mt. 


Graham telescope project, 
sponsored by the University of 
Arizona, which was originally 
supported by the Smithsonian 
Institution, the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, Harvard 


University, Michigan 
University. and numerous other 
universities as well as the 
Association of Universities for 
Research in Astronomy, made up of 
22 universities including Yale, 
California Institute of Technology 
and MIT; and 


State 


WHEREAS. all the 
aforementioned universities 
associations and institutions have 
withdrawn their participation in 
the University of Arizona’s Mt. 
Graham telescope project. 
primarily because of environmental 
problems and the religious and 
cultural value of the mountain to 








the San Carlos Apache; and 


WHEREAS, the Mt. Graham 
telescope project is opposed by 
countless Native American and 
environmental organizations 
including the National Congress of 
American Indians, the Native 
American Rights Fund, the National 
Tribal Environmental Council, the 
Sierra Club, the National Audobon 
Society, the National Wildlife 
Federation, and Greenpeace; and 


WHEREAS, the University of 
Pittsburgh’s involvement in this 
project tarnishes the image of the 
Pittsburgh community and $15 
million could be put to wiser uses 
enhancing the Pittsburgh economy. 


Now, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, hereby 
strongly opposes any involvement 
by the University of Pittsburgh in 
the Mount Graham telescope 
project; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the 
Council of the the City of 
Pittsburgh that the Clerk, City of 
Pittsburgh, is directed to 
transmit a copy of this resolution 
to the Chancellor and the Board of 
Trustees of the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I don't know, it could be 
perfectly correct and everything 
in all senses, but I am just 
walking in here reading this, 
advising the University of 
Pittsburgh, my Alma Mater. the 
Dean of the Law School just walked 
out, and I really don't know to 
much about it. So I am going to 
have to abstain.

I think the point is well 
taken. I am sure the 
representatives from the coalition 
as well as others from the 
American Indian movement locally 
would be available to Council to 
further explain the actions. 


I think the resolution is self 
explanatory. There are any number 
of locations, not only in the 
State of Arizona but elsewhere 
where such an economic and science 








project at this telescope could be 
constructed and erected, without 
the result in environmental and 
religious concerns that are raised 
in the resolution. That is 
specifically in Mt. Graham. 


I think the resolution is self 
explanatory, all of the major 
University communities that had 
originally embraced this project, 
have in fact withdrawn their 
support in light of the concerns 
raised not only by the American 
Indians, but by environmentalist. 
So again I would encourage the 
University of Pittsburgh to assess 
the appraisal of its support for 
the Mt. Graham, and direct their 
concerns to possibly other 
locations that would not be 
environmentally a problem as well 
as disrespectful of the rights of 
the Apache rights. 


At this time I would like to 
ask some of the student 
representatives to speak briefly, 
and further explain the 
resolution. 


Matt Peters: 


I lived in this City eleven 
years, I am a student at the 
University of Pittsburgh, studying 
Anthropology. I am very proud to 
stand before you ail this morning 
and thank you for your support on 
this important issue. I 
understand that there are a lot of 
questions, and I would like to 
make myself available to those of 
you, if any one needs to ask me 
anything. The support of this 
mountain is important, it's more 
than an issue of endangered 
species. It’s more than a 
squirrel versus a telescope, it’s 
more than Apache's versus 
Astronomy. 


The scientific community has 
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spoken out, and has not chosen to 
support this particular scientific 
investment. That's very 
important, I am not an astronomer 
and 1 don’t know how they based 
their decision. But, when NASA, 
and the Smithsonian, Harvard and 
Yale all come out and oppose this 
telescope project, it means a lot 
to me, as a student at a 
University who is considering 
investing 15 million dollars in 
this. 


I am very proud to have the 
support of City Council on this 
today. You have made a stand this 
morning to support the trees and 
rocks of Mt. Graham. You have 
made a stand for the squirrels and 
bears who cannot vote. I thank 
you very much.

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MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ricciardi. 


Colleagues I think we have all 
made it a top priority here, the 
Public Safety Department, and 
we've obviously supported it in 
1994 at a tune of $117 million 
dollars out of the $345 million 
dollar budget. 


I believe we all believe each 
component of Public Safety is so 
important, that is Police, Fire, 
Paramedics, and Building 
Inspection. The Paramedics have 
been honored in these Chambers 
several times, and have a great 
track record. Either we have 
experienced them directly or 
indirectly in our neighborhoods. 


Some numbers that have come to 
my attention that I have some 
concern about is that out of a 
total employment of 150 people, it 
has come to my attention that’ 48 
paramedics have taken the last 
police test, and 40 have take the 
firefighters test. Now obviously 
I support people wanting to change 
careers, but that sends a red flag 
out of a possible mass exodus of 
our paramedics from the ranks. 


I have shared this information 
with Mr. Cohen, who Chair’s the 
Department of Public Safety. and I 
am aware that he has had several 
meetings with the paramedics 
beginning in 1994, trying to see 
why there’s any dissatisfaction in 
being a paramedic. I have aiso 
talked ta Mr. Cohen that I believe 
we have to take it a step further 
and let’s talk about the numbers 
and have a formal meeting with the 
Mayor's office. 


My concern is that if the 
paramedics want to switch careers 











they should have every opportunity 
to, but if they are switching 
careers because there’s a problem, 
either with the pay scale or 
working conditions, then we should 
address that. Also, if they are 
switching careers we need to be 
ready, meaning that if 48 or 50 
paramedics, 1/3 of the force 
leaves, we have to be ready to 
fill those ranks. 


Again, I am just bringing this 
up for the information of my 
colleagues, and I want to thank 
Mr. Cohen for the work he has 
done, and the commitment he has 
also given me in stepping this up, 
talking with the Mayor's office 
and see why this number of 
paramedics want to leave the 
ranks. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I just want to support Mr. 
Ricciardi in the initiative he has 
taken here this morning. I agree 
with him that it is something that 
we need to sit down with the 
administration about formally, and 
to look into the conditions 
involved. I think of course the 
major reason is money, the salary 
level and benefits, but there are 
also other conditions that exist 
within the paramedics that need to 
be addressed. 


I look forward to working with 
him and the administration to get 
at those issues and solve them as 
soon as possible. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I just want to give a follow 
up on what was in the paper today, 
dealing with issue of the boot 
camps. You might remember in 
November or December of last year, 
I introduced legislation which 
this, or the previous council 
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unanimously supported, for our 
Department of Public Safety to put 
together a plan for the City of 
Pittsburgh, and to come back 
within six months. I know we went 
through a change of administration 
and I would hope that the current 
administration, I’m sure that they 
will, will follow up on the plan. 


In the mean time I have been 
dealing with the County, and Mr. 
Daugerdas from the Juvenile Court 
isystem. He’s been keeping me 
posted, I told him I would keep 
this body posted on what the 
County is doing with the boot camp 
program. 


Obviously we're part of the 
County, and whatever is best for 
the City and the County I am sure 
we would support. I am happy to 
report they opened a boot camp 
yesterday, which is sub contracted 
out with Vision Quest. It's a 
military style boot camp, with 
military training, but there’s is 
also an educational component, 
which I think is the best type of 
boot camp. They don't just stress 
Jdiscipline they stress both 
discipline and an educational 
component. This boot camp is 
dealing strictly with juvenile 
offenders. 


You read about boot camps and 
are they really successful. one of 
the problems with some of them 
across the country is there was no 
follow up. This boot camp will 
have follow up. when the 
individuals complete the program, 
a 90 day program, they will then 
be required to return for a 
weekend once a month ar however 
frequent it might be. but they 
will return like a reserve unit. 
“They go back and there will be 
check up and follow up from the 
facility. That didn’t exist in 
other boot camps, and it appeared 








when they left the facility some 
individuals would go back to the 
same environment they came from, 
and fall right back into the same 
traps. 


At least we have some 
supervising, some counseling that 
follows after that. It appears it 
has been successful in other 
areas, so I think they are taking 
the best of both worlds and I hope 
this is the first of many of 
alternative sentencing. We all 
know the problems that are taking 
place at the Shuman Center. Also 
I don't think anyone here would 
want to see juvenile’s locked up 
forever and not try to 
rehabilitate at all. This I see 
as a rehabilitation program, it 
teaches the individual to respect 
authority, at the same time we 
recognize there is an educational 
component. 


I hope it is successful and 
that the City moves forward on 
developing our plan. That plan 
might be just to expand and fight 
with the County on these types of 
programs. Not to develop our own, 
but just to look at the issue and 
continue to discuss alternative 
sentencing for juveniles because 
we have an increase in juvenile 
crime that didn’t exist 15 or 20 
years ago, and we have to deal 
with that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


On another Public Safety 
matter, there was a story in the 
Pittsburgh Tribune Review this 
morning about police overtime. and 
a memorandum Mr. Rowan Miranda the 
Budget Director, sent to Chief 
Buford about the overtime in the 
Police Department. Apparently 
based on that article, 192 of all 
police overtime that was budgeted 
for 1994 was already spent in 
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January and February of this 
year. At that rate, by my 
calculations, if it continues at 
that rate we will spend 7.8 
million dollars on police 
overtime, whereas only 6.9 million 
was budgeted. Which means an 
excess of 1.3 million dollars. TI 
would like to ask this Council to 
send a letter to Mr. Rowan Miranda 
asking him to provide us with a 
breakdown of that police overtime 
over the first two months. Also a 
letter to Chief Buford asking him 
to respond to it. I think that we 
really should get his opinion as 
to why this happened, and whether 
in fact it's necessary. That may 
well be the case and if so we are 
going to have to come up with that 
extra money. 


Finally, with respect to Chief 
Buford is to ask him what the 
status is of the federal money 
that we're supposed to be getting 
for police officers. If we 
budgeted for 27 police officers to 
be paid for with federal dollars, 
and if that does come through that 
will certainly relieve us of some 
of these overtime expenses. If it 
doesn't then of course it will be 
an even bigger strain. So I would 
like to send a letter to Mr. Rowan 
Miranda asking for a breakdown of 
the police overtime, and then to 
Chief Buford just to respond to 
those overtime figures. 


The Chair: 
I would ask specifically that 
there be a break down on vascar 


and court overtime.

We at Mellon have believed for 
a long time in kind of the total 
resources approach to community 
involvement and community 
commitment. That is people, time, 
goods, services, and money. We 
like to encourage the giving of 
some of all of those resources to 
the community. Voluntaryism is 
the key component of that, and in 
1993 Mellon employees participated 
in 30 projects, 671 employees and 
those are the activities we 
tracked. I am absolutely certain, 
I know factually that we simply 
can’t capture it all. But those 
are the activities we tracked. 


Councilman Onorato has 
detailed some of those activities, 
but they do range from the Boy 
Scouts to our employees taking 
their lunch hour and going down to 
the Salvation Army to read to 
homeless children at lunch time, 
which 1 think is pretty 
impressive. We're not the only 
ones doing things, believe you me, 
it’s a community wide effort.

The Chair: 


You have heard the reading of 
the nominated appointments, 3 of 
them are Department Directors, 
obviously I believe it would be 
the will of this Council to have 
the individuals come forward as 
well. We have a major turnover in 
the composition of the individuals 
that will serve on the independent 
City’s Human Relations Commission. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I would like to make a motion 
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that all names read into the 
record today, all appointments 
come before us tomorrow at our 
Finance Meeting. 


The motion was seconded. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I certainly support Mr. 
Ricciardi’s motion, and want to 
make a suggestion unless there is 
an objection from Council. One of 
those members is a currently 
serving member of the Human 
Relations Commission, Alma Speed 
Fox, certainly I have no objection 
of her coming before Council, but 
she has served with distinction, 
and has come before City Council. 
If there are no objections I would 
like to move that she be approved, 
since she is currently serving, 
but that we bring all the new 
appointees up before Council. 


Mr. Ricciardi seconded. 
Mr. Smith: 


I think that it would probably 
behoove us to at least have her 
appear in front of us, because 
there are two new members who have 
not been here before. I have 
known her all of my life, but I 
think that it would probably be 
good fellow colleagues that she at 
least present at the table and 
expound on her experience and so 
forth in an opportunity for us to 
be able to recognize her, and find 
out the direction that she 
espouses for the Commission. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I only made the suggestion 
because she has served with such 
distinction that I thought we 
could approve her quickly, but I 
think Councilman Smith makes a 
good point. 
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The Chair: 


The original motion that has 
been moved and seconded is that we 
ask all of the nominees of the 
Human Relations Commission, as 
well as the three nominated 
Department Directors to come to 
the table tomorrow. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I would like to make sure that 
we have in our hands resume’s of 
all of these nominations before 
they come before Council. It 
makes it rather difficult to be 
able to interview them without 
knowing what their backgrounds 
are. 


The Chair: 


I thought we were in receipt 
of some type of bio on each one of 
the nominees, can we make sure we 
get that out again to each 
colleague. 


You’ve heard the nominations 
coming before us tomorrow, it’s 
been moved and seconded to have 
the interviews. 


Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. O’Connor: 


I just wanted to bring to my 
colleagues attention, I’m 
introducing three pieces of 
legislation today, that hopefully 
tomorrow will be sent to the City 
Solicitor & Planning Commission 
for their review and comments. 


The first is creating 
exceptional use for businesses 
engaged in the sale of firearms in 
all designated commercial and 
industrial zones. Right now we 
have ordinances which govern where 
we can locate a number of 





businesses in the City. For 
example pool halls, amusement 
arcades, beer distributors, gas 
stations. This legislation 
basically follows those 
guidelines. 


In other words, you cannot 
open a firearms distributorship 
within 500 feet of a church or 
synagogue, other firearm business, 
elementary or secondary school, 
public playground, recreation 
center, or drug and alcohol 
rehabilitation center. 


of the 
prohibits 
firearms in 


The other part 
legislation expressly 
the sale of 
residential areas. This I was 
shocked to learn, we restrict 
businesses such as beauty shops, 
someone can’t work on their car, 
open a garage in a residential 
neighborhood, but yet we can sell 
firearms, we have no restrictions 
on how many or who sells firearms 
in our residential neighborhoods. 


The third part 

legislation requires that a 
business license for all those 
engaged in firearm sales to the 
public, should be licensed by the 
City. Right now there are 151 
persons or establishments that 
have federal license to sell 
firearms in the city- 
Only 12 of these are store fronts 
in commercial areas, the other 139 
that hold these federal licenses 
are, I think a fair amount of them 
are, persons who use them for 
their own personal use. 


of this 


This legislation is not 
directed at them. I feel it’s 
very important, and the intent of 
my legislation is to create 
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guidelines as to where we will and 
will not allow firearms to be sold 
in the city. This is not an 
attempt to ban or otherwise 
prohibit the sale of firearms, 
instead it is an attempt to bring 
some order to a very chaotic and 
potentially dangerous way we do 
business. 


The Chair: 


These will be introduced, they 
come up tomorrow for our review, 
and I presume they will be 
immediately forwarded to the 
respective Planning Commission. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

In Brookline I think you had 
some problems in a hearing up 
there, and I know it’s a concern 
in my neighborhood, and I 
certainly would like my colleagues 
to have input in what they would 
like to review with this 
legislation before it goes to the 
planning commission tomorrow, I 
will be open for their support. 


The Chair: 


We will move quickly to 
schedule a public hearing, and ask 
that the Planning Commission 
quickiy do their due diligence on 
the bill so we can have some 
discussion and debate, and move on 
the final passage or non passage 
of the legislation. I hope the 
bill gets characterized as an 
improvement to the zoning code, 
which I feel it is, as it relates 
to the quality of residential 
neighborhoods. And not be 
characterized as yet another gun 
bill, because I really don’t view 





it that way. I'm sure we will 
have a lot of discussion on the 
bill. 

Mr. Ferlo moved to adjourn.

The Chair: 

We have an appointment to come in front of Council today. 
Mr. James Rudolph, he has been nominated to be a member of the 
Housing Authority Board. If Council will permit, we will have 
him come to the table now for questioning. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

Mr. Chairman, I have Mr. Rudolph's resume but I did not 
bring it with me, I was unaware of when he was going to be 
appearing in front of us. 

The Chair: 
We will have a copy made while he. comes to the table. 
Mr. Rudolph, good morning. 

Mr. Rudolph: 

Good morning.

The Chair: 

If you would like, we will give you a few minutes to 
address Council and then we will open up for questions. And, 
please, speak into the mike. 

Mr. Rudolph: 

1 welcome the opportunity to come to present myself this 
morning for the nomination to the Public Housing Community 
Committee and I am anxious to start to serve in this position 
and I am here, obviously, to answer any questions or tell you 
more about my background of why I am qualified for this 
position. 

The Chair: 

We will go to questions now, and we have his resume being 
copied and we will have it in a few minutes. Any questions at 
the table? 


Councilman Ricciardi.

Mr. Ricciardi: 


Yes, thank you. Mr. Rudolph, congratulations on your 
nomination. I hope, obviously, that you bring your keen 
business sense to the Housing Authority and I think that would 
be your greatest asset. 


I am just curious why you want to serve on the Housing 
Authority Board? 


Mr. Rudolph: 


That is a good question and I appreciate the -- asking me 
that question. I guess one is, obviously I hope I can bring my 
business sense -- I hope, one, that I can bring my business 
sense, but I think the other reason that I really want to serve 
in this position is that, as you see from my resume, I am 
involved a lot with the community. I have fortunately been 
involved and have seen firsthand the public community housing 
and I am one to try and make a difference of where I serve, and 
knowing that ten percent of the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh, as I, obviously, am a resident, I want to make a 
difference, I want to make these facilities better for the 
people that live in this City. 


I think the other reason ~- I know the other reason is, 
that I was born here, we do business here, I believe that 
probably some of my employees live in these facilities and I 
have a responsibility to give back to this community as well as 
to the City as well as to these people. And that is my purpose. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you very much. Obviously, all of us, and I also am 
very concerned about our housing communities in the City of 
Pittsburgh. As I stated to the past nominees, I have two 
housing communities in my district, Arlington Heights and St. 
Clair Village and I have always been very concérned about making 
sure those neighborhoods become part of Pittsburgh's future. As 
a matter of fact, I was just notified by Counciiman Ferlo 
yesterday that in Arlington Heights over the past week there has 
been shootings, nightly shootings, and that is a concern of 
mine, that is a concern of mine that our police officials must 
realize that they are neighborhoods but also the Housing 
Authority Police and others must get security, because if one 
does not have security within their own neighborhoods, how can 
they ever strive for a better life for themselves and their 
children if people are scared to come out of their homes. I 
have always complimented all of my colleagues, especially Mr. 
Onorato, Mr. Ferlo, who have stated that bricks and mortar is 
fine, but we really have to put a lot into the people aspect, 
the social service aspect. 


I am very confident and comfortable with your nomination 
because of your success in the pusiness world and I think the 
Housing Authority, and I commend Mayor Murphy for this, is 
putting on a nice balance between community activists and people 
who have worked on the community level and people such as 
yourself that have worked on the community level but also have 
that keen business sense, because obviously we need a business 
sense to the Housing Authority in terms of the revenues that are 
being spent, in terms of- the jonies that are being spent, but 
also in terms of making sure that everyone is responsible, in 
terms of even making sure rents are being paid on time. And, 
the management of the facilities, I have been very concerned 
about the management of the facilities in St- Clair Village, for 
example, and I think we could just do better and I think you are 
going to add to that. 


So, I really want to commend Mayor Murphy for the total 
composition of the Housing Authority Board, not just your own. 


And, in respect for my other colleagues, i will give up the 
floor now, Mr. Onorato. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Good morning. I guess I want to congratulate you on your 
nomination, but more so that, is to ask you, what makes you 
stand out from nominees that have been selected this year or 
prior years? 


Mr. Rudolph: 


Unfortunately, I do not know who the other nominees are, I 
can only, again, speak on my own behalf, that as you see from my 
resume I am very much involved in the community, probably more 
than I probably should be, based off the responsibilities I have 
with my business. But, again, I go back to the objective I have 
wherever I sit, whatever involvement I am, I want to make a 
difference, and I am very committed to wanting to be a part of 
this and, more importantly, I want to make a difference, I 
really -- what Mr. Ricciardi just said. These conditions to me 
personally are intolerable, they are not -- to me they are not 
accepted. 


Again, I am probably one of the few business people that 
have seen these housing facilities firsthand and I just -- I 
cannot accept it, I just cannot continue to live in this City 
and know that ten percent of our population is living in these 
facilities, and I have to be there, I just -- I feel it is my 
responsibility, I want to be a part of it. 
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Mr. Cusick: 


I would just like to say, I appreciate your excitement and 
your excitement and your enthusiasm and I wish you a lot of 
luck, this is a big job and it is a big task to take on. 
Councilman Ferlo has been probably one of the hardest workers in 
the public housing community and I hope that we will be saying 
that about you next year. 


Mr. Rudolph: 


I think all of us together can make a difference in making 
these facilities a better place to live. 


Mr. Cusick: 

Thank you very much. 
The Chair: 

Councilman O'Connor. We will go right down the table. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Well, Jim, I certainly do not need your resume, I have 
known him most. of my life and also been a friendly competitor of 
Mr. Rudolph's in the business world, and I certainly admire, and 
{f will teil the public, your involvement in the community is 
fantastic and as you have said, I am sure at times your 
business -- you have good business people running and helping 
your where otherwise you could never be doing it, is a credit to 
you, how you can -~ you and your family can spread yourself in 
so many areas and be so good at it, and we as Pittsburghers owe 
you a debt of gratitude for what you have already done and I am 
sure by just your words before, what you can bring to the table 
to help the Housing Authority, I think it is outstanding, your 
business background, especially since some of the things I have 
talked to President Ferlo and some of the mistakes and I think 
they need some watch dogs, not only to run it better so that the 
money is not wasted and is put in the right areas, whether it be 
recreation, better schools, things like that. 


But, you made a good point in the City most of the things 
that come up we always call US Steel, Alcoa, Westinghouse for 
help, not only checks but how to get involved. I do not know ~- 
I think we are missing somewhere, what you just said, how many 
business people are -- have ever seen these areas, housing, and 
I bet you 90 percent have not. How can you, or we get more -- 
and I want to get away from the top ten corporations and there 
are probably hundreds of businesses like yours, whether a little 
bigger or a little smaller, with a lot of talent, and especially 
I see it in our communities, all the things we do there, and you 
are a big part of it. How can we bring those people -- or get 
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those people more involved, like you are doing? 
Mr. Rudolph: 


I really do not know of a plan yet, Bob, of how to do it, I 
know that I agree with you, I think maybe the number is higher 
than 90 percent have not seen these facilities, but I think the 
place maybe to start is to start to have tours of these 
facilities for people who have never seen it before and I have 
said that to people who have mentioned that and congratulated me 
on being nominated that one of the things I would like to do is 
be able to take people through. I think people who live in this 
City need to be made aware of ten percent of our population is 
living under these conditions and it is not to be tolerated, and 
we as community individuals need to take on responsibility to 
make this better. I think the first thing is, though, is 
awareness. I really believe that the community at large is not 
aware of that situation out there today. I mean I personally 
can tell you, I was not. I have lived here all my life, I was 
not aware of it until I had the opportunity to see it firsthand, 
on a number of occasions. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I think you bring up a good point, how are we going to 
solve a problem if we do not know we have a problem. 


Mr. Rudolph: 

That is right. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

So, if we can get everybody's attention there is a problem 
and admit there is a problem, I am sure, with all our resources, 
can solve it. 

One other thing, I know you have a lot of employees and I 
am sure, I do not know how many employees you have that work 
that live in the City -- 

Mr. Rudolph: 

In the City, I am not sure. Total employees over 2500. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

So, you represent 2500 employees? 


Mr. Rudolph: 


Right, in the Greater Pittsburgh area. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


And I am sure they are from all backgrounds, incomes, 
colors, race, creed. So, you bring a rare quality, I think, 
from your background experience, and although you are a business 
man, I think the housing area should be very glad because of the 
people skilis you bring with that business, and I just 
congratulate you and wish you well. 


Mr. Rudolph: 

I appreciate it. Thank you. 
fhe Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. Now, before I begin, I know that 
we had some previous discussions, in fact, other Housing 
Authority candidates, on the question of whether there would be 
a nominee that is an actual resident in the Housing Authority 
community, and before I begin asking you some questions, I just 
want to see if any other members of Council could clarify that 
for me. Is this going to be the last spot to be filled, if 
anyone knows? 


The Chair: 


I think somebody could address that. I think we solved 
that question of having someone that lives in public housing on 
the Authority, and the Mayor has a few appointments that we do 
not have to approve. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
This is the last appointment. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Ferlo, if you want to explain that there is 
somebody on the board now that lives in public housing. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


There are seven members to be appointed to the Housing 
Authority Board, five of the members need City Council's 
approval, we have already approved all five of those 
individuals -- well, presuming we support Mr. Rudolph. In the 
interim from the last discussion on the Housing Authority 
appointments, the Mayor made an appointment of Linda Brown, who 
is a leader from the Metropolitan Tenants Organization, she 
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resides in Arlington community and she is a very vocal and very 
articulate spokesperson as a resident within the public housing 
community and she has worked with Councilman Ricciardi and she 
is a great asset and addition to the Housing Authority Board. 

fhat action took place following our last debate on this issue. 
Mr. Rudolph, in fact, would be the last appointee to the board. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, President Ferlo, because I did not want to be 
put into the position with your tremendous credentials of having 
to make that kind of choice and I am glad I do not have to. 
Chairman of the Board of Wendy's of Greater Pittsburgh, and 
everything else that is on here, it is very impressive and I 
congratulate you and I support you, and I just want to ask you a 
couple of questions. 


One of the things that I have been talking about, I think 
can help our Housing Authority communities, is more ownership by 
the tenants, is that something you might explore? 


Mr. Rudolph: 


Absolutely, I think-it is important that they have equity 
into where they live and they are a part of the management and 
they have -- most important is, I think Mayor Murphy has 
represented to you, based on the recommendation that came out of 
here, that you do have somebody who is serving on the committee 
that is a resident of the housing plans. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


You mention the fact that you had some personal familiarity 
with some Housing Authority communities, can you elaborate on 
that a little for me? 


Mr. Rudolph: 


Well, my personal experience is that I have personally seen 
three of them over the last 12 -~ 24 months. And, I guess my 
last experience was that I was involved with the United Way Day 
of Caring and’spent the day, I believe, in St. Clair. So, I 
spent the day and then we took about 50 of our employees from 
Wendy's up there to do some work in their gym, we finished it 
about 11:30, 12:00, and I asked a resident, who was really the 
lead person in that community, to give us a tour of the housing 
facility. So, I saw firsthand of all the buildings and got a 
background of what was happening and what was needed. ‘That was 
back in the -- well, last fall, September 1, to be exact. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, that is all the questions I have. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. I do not have any questions for Mr. 
Rudolph, and the reason is that I know him quite wel+. and I am 
very happy to say that I think that he is a terrific nomination 
to the Housing Authority Board. I have known him for years and 
worked on several projects with him and I can say that I have 
always been impressed with you, Jim, and I think that you have 
the integrity and the compassion to serve on this board and a 
real commitment to this community. 


We do have in front of us Mr. Rudolph's resume and I did 
want to just note, for the record, that Mr. Rudolph has made 
contributions outside of his business in really a substantial 
way, including serving on the board of the United Way and 
Vintage and Junior Achievement and Robert Morris College, the 
Sewish Family and Children Services, et cetera. So, you have 
made many contributions, certainly to this community, but If 
think in many ways the position that you have been nominated for 
now will give you the potential to make perhaps your biggest 
contribution to the community, and I just wish you the very best 
of luck. 


We have spoken a number of times about our public housing 
communities, how, as you just said, it represents ten percent of 
our population, how many of them are isolated, they do not have 
the proper security, the proper social services, the need for 
tenant management and tenant ownership, that you just talked 
about, and I know that you will take on this job with a real 
commitment, just like the commitment that you have made in the 
past. 


So, I just want to take this opportunity to wish you the 
best of luck, to say that I very strongly support your 
nomination and look forward to you serving on our Housing 
Authority Board. 

Mr. Rudolph: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Darkins. 
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Mr. Darkins: 


Well, I am not going to bother you, because Dan Cohen is my 
friend. The only thing I want to tell you -- because I was very 
upset last week, very upset -- I do not want you to go there and 
sit and do not do anything on that Housing Authority. I do not 
care what company you Own. 


See a lot of folks do not understand me. I have got plenty 
of money. I mean that. I have been sick. I have had my 
attorneys at the hospital and I have reconstructed my will, and 
I really did not know -- I know I had some money, but when they 
came to the hospital, and my sisters were there, found out I had 
a lot of money, so now ~~ I was going to leave all that money to 
my church, and what I am doing now is, I am going to take 
$50,000.00 and start just remodeling my church. I am not going 
to leave it to the church because I do not want no one fighting 
over my money. And, my sympathy in places like the Housing 
Authority because I have, all my life -- I gave out over 500 
bags of food and the people were not all from Homewood. I gave 
out over a thousand eggs yesterday, a thousand eggs in Homewood. 
It was just amazing to see the kids. So, I am interested in 
poverty. And there are so many things in that Housing Authority 
that does not live up to what it is supposed to be. I know my 
friend, I know my friend, Jimmy Ferlo, he knows, he knows, and 
you are going to be there with him and he is going to make sure. 
I am glad we got somebody from Wendy's that will help us there, 
so you will understand where i am coming from. Jimmy Ferlo 
knows, he knows. I do not care about Mr. Tom Murphy being the 
President, but Jimmy Ferlo knows, he came from Carver Street, he 
came from Larimer Avenue. He and I both came from the same area 
and he knows what the Housing Authority needs. . 


So, I really want you to look at it real good now, hear, 
because we got a long ways to go and a lot of things are to 
desire there. 


And, I do not know, someone called my house, they said, 
what's wrong with you, Darkins? I says, when I was laying there 
in that bed of affliction and I thought about a lot of things 
and I thought about a lot of people and there is nobody else 
around here now. I can only go back to Ferlo, because Ferlo, he 
came from that area and he knows all about it and he is on the 
Housing Authority and I want the Housing Authority, for you to 
take some serious consideration, and let's help them. They keep 
dancing, keep dancing, the board keeps dancing and the dancing 
is over. When you look at all of the Senior Citizens, when you 
look at all those people, have you really been around the 
Housing Authority, have you really, have you, you really have? 
Well, I am going to tell you, man, have Jimmy Ferlo take you. 
Okay? And, I am not talking about the Hill District either, not 
at all. My friend over there, my friend, when we go up to St. 
Clair Village -- you got to go up to St. Clair Village, you got

to go to St. Clair Village and you got to see our friend up 
there on her back, she cannot do what she used to do, but you 
need to see her, Frankie Mae Jeters. Everytime I go up there 
with Gene Ricciardi, that is our first stop. She is flat on her 
back. She is the one who originated all of these things that 
the Housing Authority is not implementing. She is sick now. 
And, there are people like her Councilman, Ricciardi -- it is 
just, you have to go and see. The rest of my colleagues have 
not been up there. They come here and sit at the table, they 
come and hear what the Housing Authority wants, but you got to 
go up there and see that, man. Go to St. Clair Village, go to 
Arlington Heights. I have covered them all. It is a lot, a lot 
to be desired in North View Heights, a lot to be desired. 


j I say to all my folks up around there, don't give me no 
ive. 


So, that is all I got to say. It is nice meeting you. 
Mr. Rudolph: 

Thank you. Nice to meet you. 

The Chair: 
Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 
Good morning. 
Mr. Rudolph: 
Good morning. 
Mr. Smith: 

From your resume, it is very impressive in the background 
of business and you have been very active in your community. 
What scares me, though, is that you have called these facilities 
when they are communities, people live here and their lives 
revolve around what you have called a facility, and it is just 
interesting to me that you would call them facilities as opposed 
to communities. 

The only thing is, that I am going to actuaily quiz, 
because your background in business and your community service, 


do you know anyone who lives in these public housing units, 
anybody from a child on through? 
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Mr. Rudolph: 


Do I know anybody personally, no, but I can tell you, one 
of my initiatives initially would be, one, is to visit each one 
of them, and number two, is start to meet the people that live 
in them. I mean I cannot really help anybody unless I know what 
it is like to live in a community. So, I think those are the -- 
I need to do those two things first. I mean I have seen three 
or four of them, I have met people that live in them but now I 
come from a different position of, I need to know what it is 
like, because I do not live there but I want to know what it is 
like to live there. I want to talk to them, I want a feel from 
them, what do they need, what do they want, what are their 
problems, what can we bring to them that can make it better. 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, that does give me a comfort level that you are 
willing to learn, I think that it is important. It is very 
interesting, when you wake up everyday and look in the mirror 
and society and a system reminds you that you are black, because 
you cannot change your name or have a plastic surgery -~ 


Mr. Darkins: 
That is right. 
Mr. Smith: 


-- hide yourself, it is a much different aspect of what you 
face that many people, and especially white America, do not 
realize when we can drop the "ski" off, drop the "a" off of a 
name, have a nose straightened out and not be identified, and ft 
think it is very important. Because I have where you live, and 
you live in a fine community, that everyone aspires to but it is 
also a very safe community, in which it is off on its own, and I 
am just very interested that you show an interest in learning 
what a day in -- and I have 30 percent of all the public housing 
units in my Council district of the City of Pittsburgh. I have 
the largest single public housing units in this City, and when 
people do not know where they are —- but, see, I can tell you 
where some of them are hidden, and I would love to take you ona 
tour through my district. I am offering that. 


Mr. Rudolph: 
I am going to take you up on that, too. 
Mr. Smiths 
You are on. But, we need to have people who have 


compassion and understanding to the total life picture in these 
communities. And, so, I am offering you that. 
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I believe that one of the problems is the business 
operations of the Housing Authority and I hope that with your 
background you can bring some correction to what I perceive as 
waste in our Housing Authority. But, along with just that 
business aspect, I would love to help open up your eyes to the 
day in, day out lives of these individuals who have to look in 
the mirror and hear, no, or be treated nastily everywhere they 
go. 


So, congratulations on your nomination. I will support you 
because of your business background and hopefully we both can 
grow as I introduce you to the people who really have to live 
this life. 


Mr. Rudolph: 


I appreciate that, and I will take you up on your 
invitation to preview, or to review these comminities with you 
firsthand before we do it. 


Mr. Smith: 

Excellent. Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Rudolph, your good work in the community precedes you 
and, if anything, I just want to say, thank you to you for your 
willingness to make a commitment and serve on the Housing 
Authority Board. iI wish we had a Jim Rudolph or a couple of Jim 
Rudolphs on every board, commission and authority, here in the 
City of Pittsburgh, and I think partly we see an Administration 
that is attempting to broaden out the composition of many of our 
boards and authorities. 


If you have compassion and commitment and you care, those 
are the three qualities that I am interested in in your approval 
for the Board of the Housing Authority. I think part of the 
problem, historically, within the public housing communities is 
a reflection of isolation and I think that isolation needs to 
end at the level of the board and I think that the board needs 
to broaden out. We need not only your business acronym but the 
level of resources and your thinking and sharing of ideas and 
concerns that, I think, together with the tenant representation, 
others that are on the board, others within the staff and mostly 
those within the community, I think we can all become part of 
the solution and not continue to be part of the problem. 
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So, again, I applaud your commitment. I know you are 
juggling a lot of things within the community, your other levels 
of commitment, volunteer wise. I hope that you will move ahead 
as a priority your role and function and activities on the 
Housing Authority Board. But, other than that, I just want to 
say, thank you and congratulations. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Rudolph, I just have a few comments. One, I think you 
will be an excellent addition to the Housing Authority. I am 
excited that someone with your background, the entrepreneurial 
background, is going on the board, and I hope that you bring a 
lot of your lifetime experiences to the problems of the public 
housing community. For example, it might just be a simple 
problem -- and I am talking about North View Heights, which is 
in my district, where we have a major suburban mall complex less 
than a mile and a half away in the North Hills, yet it could be 
500 miles away because there is no transportation and there are 
a lot of jobs, that a lot of these young kids could be employed, 
and you are in the business of hiring young kids with the type 
of resume you have here, but that little problem of 
transportation, these are the types of ideas that we need to 
hear from and how do we get these individuals to where the jobs 
are, so that they can get back and forth, because PAT is not 
doing it and they just do not have the resources to provide what 
we need in certain areas. That is the kind of ideas that I am 
looking for. 


The way I view public housing, and which I hope we have a 
new look on it from the new board, is 1 would like to see the 
board actually start having board meetings in the communities 
and I would like to see them at night and I would like to see it 
with the Council person from the district participating. Here 
is why. You have a very large segment of the population living 
in public housing, a lot of the rules and regulations come from 
the Housing Authority Board, they are not elected officials, 
they are appointed by the Mayor, approved by the body and yet 
these are some of the largest communities in our Council 
districts. We are the only local elected officials, other than 
the Mayor and the Controller, that they really know and deal 
with but we are held accountable, and, historically, at least of 
what I have experienced, the Housing Authority has been too 
separate from this body in working with the problems. Not that 
I think this body should dictate what the Housing Authority 
decides or votes on, but let's work together. We face the same 
problems that the board faces. If there is a crime problem in 
North View Heights, it is the same to me if there is a crime 
problem on Observatory Hill, they are just two different 
neighborhoods that I represent, and the problem we are running 
into is that there is this other layer. I think that we have to 
get beyond those layers and look at it as additional resources 
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and work together, and that is what I am looking for from the 
new board members. 


Mr. Rudolph: 


Your idea of having the meetings there is what I was 
thinking about, and I did not know whether to say it publicly 
here because I have not attended my first meeting. But, since 
you brought it up, I one hundred percent endorse it, I think 
they need to see us, I think we need to see them, I think we 
have to go on their turf, we need to go in their communities to 
see firsthand what goes on and they need to see us. I think it 
is very, very important. 


The Chair: 
Absolutely. 
Mr. Rudolph: 
And, I think also -- I am sorry to interrupt you. 
The Chair: 
No, go ahead. 
Mr. Rudolph: 


-~ I think it is very important that we, as we sit around 
this table, that all of you, as you all have said that you 
represent these communities, that we all work together in this. 
I mean I think we are pretty good. I think personally ~~ not 
that good but I think I can bring a lot to it, but we, or myself 
cannot do this by ourself, it has to be all of us. I mean we 
are the powers and the leaders of this community and we need to 
step up to the table to make a difference and we can make a 
difference, there is no question. 


The Chair: 


And, I think the board has to realize, just because we have 
monthly meetings Downtown, we cannot assume that the people can 
get there that easily during the day, these individuals work, a 
lot of them have children, it is not that easy, but a night 
meeting, it is very easy to show up in their community and then 
we could hear the complaints and deal with the problems, 
and I want to be more friendly to the community. So, I am glad 
to hear that you were thinking that way, and I look forward to 
working with you. 


Mr. Rudolph: 


I totally agree. Thank you. 
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The Chair: 
Any other questions? Thank you, Mr. Rudolph.

Mandamus directing the convening of a Grand Jury to investigate 
and prosecute gang activities and gang members in the City of 
Pittsburgh. ---(SPONSORED BY MR. FERLO & MR. CUSICK) 

Which was read. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Chair, defer to me. 
Mr. Cohen: 

I defer to Mr. Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Motion to amend by substitution. 
The Chair: 

Is there a second? 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Second. 


The Chair: 


All in favor of amending by substitution say aye? Opposed? 
The ayes have it. The bill as amended. 


Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. Members of Council, you have before 
you a revised bill. I will try to be brief because it is 12 
noon and move the discussion along. 


Councilman Cusick and I have offered a substituted amended 
resolution here today regarding the issue of gang violence -in 
the City of Pittsburgh that is clearly plaguing many of our 
neighborhoods and certainly many of our residents throughout our 
city. 


I have offered the amendment for two reasons, one is for 
practical politics, and one is to maintain a vehicle to focus 
the attention of this Council, as well as the U.S. Attorney, as 
well as the County District Attorney, on the gang problem, the 
growing gang problem in our City. The original resolution 
seeking to take legal action, what I characterized last week as 
the inaction of the U.S. Attorney and the District Attorney at 
the county level on the gang problem, would not be supported by 
this Council or Mayor Murphy. So, when I mentioned earlier, 
practical politics, it was clear from last week's pronouncements 
that a majority of Council members would not support taking the 
legal action that was proposed in the initial resolution. 


The revised resolution, if approved, by this body, however, 
would require the City Solicitor and the Chief of Police, along 
with City Council, and I would like to direct this through 
Councilman Cohen, that is Chair of Public Safety, to convene a 
community and law enforcement conference to explore the legal, 
prosecutorial, the community, as well as the police efforts to 
better investigate, better identify, better apprehend and better 
prosecute gang members and gang activities in our City. 


The purpose is to use the legal resources at the disposal 
of the U.S. Attorney as well as the District Attorney at the 
county level to take pre-emptive and pro-active measures against 
gangs before homicides occur. 


Nowhere last week did I criticize the work of the City 
Police Force or any law enforcement in terms of police work. We 
know for a fact that we not only have a hardworking Police 
Department, but we have had success in many instances on 
follow-up of homicides. That was not the criticism, that was 
not the action, nor even suggested action or criticism last week 
at the Press Conference, no such statements were made, despite 
some of my colleagues characterizing that statement following 
the Press Conference. 


The amended resolution also requests Mayor Murphy to 
formally respond to our request for the deployment and an 
evaluation of a need for additional police officers to the Gang 
Suppression Unit to better elevate and demonstrate the priority 
importance of this need for this type of police work, separate 
and distinct from burglary, auto squad, ONI, things of this 
sort, all important work. ‘The Chief knows better than anybody 
at this table that he has multiple priorities, I am saying, 
given the characteristic of what is happening right now with 
gangs, in addition to the work with ONI, there needs to be a 
deployment and a re-evaluation of the number of officers working 
on the’ Gang Suppression Unit. 


I want to make it clear that I am not apologizing for any 


of my actions last week, come hell or high water. I believe 
very strongly that the rap sheets of known gang members and/or 
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individuals who have multiple weapons violations should be 
exposed. I think they should be on the boards of schools, I 
think they should be out in the community, they should be 
circulated at the Zone Safety Council monthly meetings, they 
should be circulated at Block Watch meetings throughout this 
City. I think people in the community need to know who is 
living in their neighborhoods, who is living next door. This 
information should be exposed. One of the issues I am 
attempting to raise with last week's pronouncements is to begin 
to remove this mysticism that we helped to created, myseif 
included, when we keep referring to these gangsters as gangs. 
We have known gangsters and criminals in this City, many of them 
are young people and we need to stop mystifying them with this 
rhetoric about gangs. They are an identifiable group of 
individuals that we should deal with in a prosecutorial way 
prior to them committing homicides. We can take action against 
them, we know who they are, they can be identified, and that is 
the emphasis and the concern that I tried to express last week. 


I am making the point that in the last several years where 
this problem has become clearly evident, the gang problem, my 
concern is that there has not been federal and county Grand 
Juries convened, or if there have been it is news to us, and 
everybody on Grant Street seems to know about Grand Juries 
convening for everything else at the federal and county level, 
so I got to think that if there was some Grand Jury activity in 
this issue that we probably would be hearing about it. My point 
is that Grand Jury activity should be initiated, and I believe 
the RICO Statute should be used against youth gangs here in the 
City of Pittsburgh. In fact, in the past the RICO Statute has 
been used successfully in Chicago as well as New York City, 
there are a couple cases, in particular, some 25 defendants were 
named in a street gang in Chicago in a federal action by the 
U.S. Attorney there, and in Chicago 38 defendants were 
prosecuted and pursued with Grand Jury and the RICO Statute 
indictment of over 250 separate criminal acts of drug 
violations, weapons and drug activity. 


As I stated last night, so called juveniles that use guns 
and commit violent crimes should be prosecuted as adults, but I 
am making the statement very clearly, further, that not only 
should they be tried as adults but they should be tried in the 
federal system and not the County Court System, through Shuman 
Center and through the county judiciary, I believe it to be a 
greater deterrent and it is, in fact, more threatening. If you 
talk to some of these individuals out in the community they will 
be the first to state that they are more threatened by the 
federal activity of the U.S. Attorney and the acts of the 
Federal Court System as opposed to what happens at Shuman and 
through the county system. 


I make a point again stressing, no way did I criticize the 
good work of the Gang Suppression Unit locally, they have a 
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tremendous job, they have been hard working, I have met many of 
them and many of them have attended our Block Watch meetings. I 
am saying that they need to be encouraged and their good work - 
needs to be expanded. That was the theme and that was the 
intent of the resolution's. 


I am very clearly. defensive and I can defend any action I 
have taken on this Council. I explained historically that I did 
not support the notion of curfew legislation, I did not support 
it because I do not believe police should be babysitters at 10, 
11, 12:00 at night. I think a curfew should begin at the home. 
I think we have limited police resources, police officers, 
especially at that time of night, especially on the weekend, on 
Friday night, cannot be out responding to 911 or dealing with 
all these other issues that we are raising if they have to deal 
administratively with the curfew. It sounds like a nice thing 
for us to say that we are doing something but on a practical 
level it does not work. 


I do not support the gun control legislation, and I am 
proud of it, because I think it is a misguided approach. In 
every community across the country, where there are these so 
called gun control bills, homicides and violent crimes have 
actually increased. It is a nice way for elected officials to 
say they are doing something about the crime. We should focus 
our attention, as the Mayor has, on the Gun Task Force to go 
after those individuals who have violated gun laws, we should 
not make legal residents criminals because they want to own a 
particular gun. We should put the emphasis on those individuals 
who should take responsibility for using a gun illegally. 


And, I did not support the Anti-Drug Loitering Bill, and I 
am proud to say I do not support that bill, because I think it 
would have increased racial polarization in this City, I think 
on a practical level it was not a workable approach, and I 
respectfully disagreed at the time with my colleagues who 
supported those measures. We had a principle difference of 
opinion on those measures and I will stand on my record, either 
pro or con in those different measures. 


I was a little bit disappointed that I was attacked, 
nowhere did I attack my colleagues last week, because I took an 
initiative to raise a concern about what I perceived as 
inactivity by the U.S. Attorney or the County District Attorney, 
I did not attack any of my colleagues, and I think it was 
inappropriate. I did not mind if colleagues spoke in opposition 
to me from my stands. JI mean for Mr. O'Connor to call me a 
hypocrite for not voting on the Gun Bill, is that directed also 
at Mr. Onorato, who did not vote for the Gun Bill? I mean let's 
be clear, I do not mind being attacked on the issue but I think 
the way some of my colleagues characterized the Press Conference 
was offensive to me. I think we had a principle difference in 
agreement on curfew, on anti-drug loitering, and this bill on 
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guns was divided in this Council Chambers. With that, I have 
had my say- 


The Chair: 


We will go to the co-sponsor of the bill. Mr. Cusick, you 
have the floor. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Thank you. I would just like to read a brief statement 
that I issued to the media earlier today, and that is that, 
today, that me and Councilman Ferlo have amended by substitution 
the controversial resolution aiming at toughening law 
enforcement and prosecutorial efforts against gang violence. 


The revised resolution directs the Solicitor and the Chief 
of Police in consultation with City Council to convene a 
community and law enforcement conference on the issue of gang 
violence in the City of Pittsburgh. This resolution isn't 
asking the United States and/or the District Attorney to defend 
themselves but to share and to help us defend the citizens of 
the City of Pittsburgh as we as taxpayers deserve. 
Unfortunately, the prior resolution gained more notoriety from 
its presentation rather than from its substance. 


The neighborhoods of Pittsburgh as well as Allegheny County 
are frustrated, we watch the news every night and we see more 
and more senseless violence, we see children and innocent 
members of the community murdered, even as they sit unknowingly 
in their homes. The violence must end. 


We, the leadership of Pittsburgh, in addition to expanding 
the Gang Suppression Unit, must look seriously at the 
alternative method of prosecution, such as utilizing the Federal 
Laws and accessing the Federal Juvenile System when federal 
crimes are being committed. 


I look forward to the opportunity to sit down with the 
United States and District Attorneys to discuss and exhaust all 
legal options on how to end the gunshots on our streets and 
bring these violent thugs to justice. 

The Chair: 

Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you, Mr. Onorato. Obviously all of us, including 
myself, have positions on the Anti-Drug Loitering Legislation, 


proposed curfew legislation and the banning of certain weapons 
here in the City of Pittsburgh. My positions on those issues 
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are clear, I am not going to State them here today, and the 
reason for that is -- obviously, we all have the right to 
discuss them -~ but I hoped that this discussion would not be on 
those issues but the issue in front of us today. 


I support all responsible legislation that addresses gang 
violence here in the City of Pittsburgh, especially when it 
comes to violent crime here in this City, and I think we all 
have taken noble positions on different issues on how they 
should be addressed. 


I think gang violence, obviously, and gangs cross all 
boundaries, all neighborhood boundaries, here in the City of 
Pittsburgh,: including neighborhoods in my own district. I think 
they are black and white, young and old, some are very, very 
violent and some are not, however, we have to address the issue. 


I really want to commend my Council colleagues, Mr. Ferlo 
and Mr. Cusick, because they have done something that is very 
important, and hopefully it does not contradict State Law, and 
if it does, State Law needs to be changed, and that is, we have 
to put a face to these gangs. They are not an unknown quantity 
here.in the City of Pittsburgh, but they are boys and girls, men 
and women who are committing violent crimes here in the City, 
and by giving a face it gives all of us an opportunity, 
especially our Block Watches here in the City of Pittsburgh, to 
be very cognizant on who they are, who needs to be watched and 
who cannot be trusted here in the City, and if State Law 
prohibits that for any reason, either because of the crime that 
was committed or because of age, then we need to address that 
law itself. 


I believe there is cooperation going on, however, in the 
City. JI think we have to be very careful that we do not make 
the good people, men and women, the targets of any legislation 
or any of our discussion or dialogue, and we have to make sure 
we separate ourselves from, who I would consider, bad people, 
the people that are committing these crimes. 


So, obviously, I am very pleased, though, the legislation 
has been changed in such a way that we continue to build bridges 
across law enforcement officials and across different bodies, 
government bodies, we continue to build cooperation and we 
continue to make sure it is not on a confrontational basis but 
one of reaching out. 


I see the frustration of the colleagues that first 
presented the original legislation and I feel as though at times 
that I also am frustrated, because it is a heck of a problem 
that we face, one that I think we would be very tough on the law 
enforcement side, one that I have always supported very tough, 
law enforcement initiatives, but one that I think this Council, 
each and all of us; every one of us, have supported the other 


flip side, and that is to make sure that proper opportunities 
are there for young people to take advantage of, and we 
supported a number of programs, including the Teenage Awareness 
Program in my district with 169 participants. 


But, as I stated before, be assured that there are a lot of 
kids out there and a lot of people at risk that we could help, 
but there is also young people out there and adults that cannot 
be helped, that are terrorists, that are thugs. When people 
talk about putting down their arms, those are some of the things 
we hear in Third World countries. So, we are dealing with a 
very violent group of people. 


And, again, if Mr. Ferlo and Cusick, in this proper 
legislation that is before us today, believe that we should 
reach out in a more of a formal way to bring City Council into 
the fold, I support it, because there has been meetings, there 
have been meetings with the D.A., the U.S. D.A., there has been 
meetings with the Mayor's Office, the Commissioner's Office, but 
we have not been invited to those meetings, and I think that we 
address those issues on a daily basis in these chambers, and I 
believe that is what the legislation does before us. 


Now that it has been reported by the media I feel free to 
bring this up today. I was aware of it last week but I did not 
want to even mention it to anyone, including the media because I 
thought we would put our colleagues more at risk, but now that 
one of the radio stations is reporting it, that both of our 
colleagues received threats, both Mr. Ferlo and Mr. Cusick, and 
that is being reported today. I think we have to stand next to 
our colleagues in this fight against gangs, and we have to 
hopefully support them in this legislation that is before us 
today. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Councilman O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Reading this legislation, to convene a community and law 
enforcement conference, I certainly would support. I think it 
is in the right direction, we have a lot of small meetings going 
on and a lot of times City Council is excluded from these 
meetings. 


So, I think that is very important. Reading it, it says, 
we want to pursue legal ways to be tough with prosecutors and 
the goal would be between the community and the police effort to 
apprehend and prosecute gang members. I certainly support that 
initiative. 
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Section 2, 7 like the way it is worded, the Chief of Police 
4nd the Bureau of Police are directeg to invite, and I stress 
the word invite, the U.s. Attorney and the D.A. and interesteg 
Community Organizations and Community leaders to come to this 
conference, 


And, Section 3 -. and then it does Say about the Mayor -~

Councilman Cusick, 


Mr. Ferlo; 


The Chair: 


Councilman O'Connor Still has the floor, but in Tesponse to 
his request, Councilman Cusick, 7 
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Mr. Cusick: 


Under Section 3, Mr. O'Connor has some concerns on the way 
of the wording of, commit additional police personnel. I just 
want to make it known that, if I may, to the Clerk, the City of 
Pittsburgh is hereby authorized and directed to forward a 
communication to the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh requesting 
a formal response to the need and to commit additional police 
officers. So, I think you need to mention that, that we are 
just asking for a response for the need. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Well, I certainly agree with that. I want to make that 
clear. I agree with the more police officers you can get, 
whether it be a task force -- and the Chief of Police is here 
maybe to help us with suggestions, if we want to go that far. TI 
am certainly supporting that. The word Solicitor, I thought 
maybe should be, the Solicitor should be invited. I just did 
not want to have any indication of last week's suing the D.A. I 
want to make that perfectly clear for the record. I will 
certainly support this and mainly for to support my colleagues, 
but I want to make it very clear that I -- this has very little, 
if nothing, to do with last week's proposal and that I would not 
want to support last week's at all, and I think most members of 
Council, aS Councilman Ferlo said, he did not support it. For 
the record, I want to make it clear, I am not supporting what 
was proposed last week but would support these three initiatives 
by my colleagues. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

I thought I explicitly stated that in the beginning. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


fhank you, Mr. Chairman. And, I will be voting in favor of 
this resolution, only as amended. 


And, I was very embarrassed by what happened last week, I 
will be very honest and open with my two Council members, and 
you are asking why some of the members had the reactions they 
had, I will try to explain it to you, and the issue of whether 
to expose photographs or not is separate for me, that has 
nothing to do with what I am going to say, that is not where I 
had the problem, but what you have to realize is that, when one 
member of Council -- or two members of Council act, that it 
falls upon all of us, and I think what went on last week is 
something that used to go on here years ago and that I am 
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hopeful won't go on in the future, and it is just basic 
showmanship. As far as I know there was never any telephone 
call made to Mr. Colville or to Mr. Thieman, and I have been 
practicing law for over ten years, again, I have done a lot of 
criminal defense work, I have worked against the U.S. Attorney's 
Office, I have worked against the Allegheny County D.A.'s 
Office, both of the prosecutors there, both of those offices are 
excellent offices, I was embarrassed that we were without any 
kind of information -- or members of this Council without any 
information would make accusations against these two public 
officials, and that, yes, you can call that politics if you 
want. If we are going to take a shot at somebody, though, let's 
know what the heck we are talking about, and I was embarrassed 
by that very much. There are telephones around here, you can 
call people, and I realize ~- and I think both members of 
Council that were involved in this realize how law enforcement 
works and how Grand Juries work, they work in secret, we don't 
work in secret, we work in public. Law enforcement cannot 
announce, or should not if they are doing a good job, announce 
exactly what they are doing, who they are studying, what they 
are having Grand Juries on. Grand Juries, by definition, are 
secret proceedings, everyone that is in there is sworn to 
secrecy and is not permitted to disseminate in public what goes 
on before a Grand Jury, and if information gets out of a Grand 
Jury it should not have and the people that have got it out of 
the Grand Jury are subject to criminal penalties. 


What has happened now is ~~ again, the result is we glorify 
gangs, gangs are the focus, the people ~~ the wanna-bes want to 
be that much more. These people are in the headlines all the 
time. Enforcement, which is what we are talking about here, is 
certainly something that we need to work on when it comes to 
gang violence, I do not dispute that, and everybody is 
concentrating on that. There is no doubt in my mind that the 
District Attorney of Allegheny County and the United States 
Attorney are both concentrating on seeing what they can do in 
the enforcement end. We should be concentrating more on the 
root causes, and that is more of our job than worrying about the 
enforcement end of this. 


And, the worse thing I think in the initial legislation on 
this was to file lawsuits, lawsuits to order a public official 
to perform a discretionary act. I think a first year law 
student would know that lawsuit would have absolutely no chance 
to survive, you cannot order another public official to do 
something that they have the discretion to act on or not act on. 
So, this was doomed for failure from day one, and that is part 
of the reason that I was very much embarrassed by it. You can 
file these Mandamus types of lawsuits but only if it is a 
ministerial type of act that a public official is. required to 
do, not an act within their discretion. 
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And, so, I am thankful that this has been amended as it has 
been, I am not thankful that we do not have an apology 
forthcoming, and I do state on the public record my apology to 
the two public officials and their offices that suffered 
unwarranted criticism in this matter. 


The Chair: Councilman Cusick, do you want to respond? 


Mr. Cusick: Yes. First of all, Mr. Hertzberg, I never 
asked you for your approval. As far as what I did last week, I 
am very proud of. I was elected by District 4 people, I do not 
need your approval or disapproval to this for what my actions 
are. 


As far as whether or not my approach was appropriate, that 
is to be seen. I do agree with Mr. Ferlo, when I put those 
faces up, I wanted to identify those people. I think it is time 
that someone had guts on this Council to identify these people. 
I wish that more people would do things like that. And, I am 
very insulted that you would think that I tried to embarrass 
this Council, in no way would I ever do that. 


The Chair: 
Do you want to respond to that, Councilman? 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Well, I just very much appreciate the grade school lecture 
from Councilman Hertzberg, but I respectfully disagree. 


The Chair: 


For now on let's just go around the table. Councilman 
Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr. Chair, I think that is out of order, I really do. We 
are all here trying to work towards the same solution, and that 
is a safe City. So, I think to characterize people's remarks as 
a grade school lecture, or as this or as that, is absolutely out 
of line in this Council. I think that Councilman Ferlo and 
Councilman Cusick are prudent to change this legislation. I did 
not support the original legislation, I will support the 
legislation in this form. But, everyone of us is angry and 
frustrated about the escalation of gang violence in the City of 
Pittsburgh, every single one of us, and we wake up every morning 
and get angrier and angrier because we hear about the innocent 
victims from the previous night's shooting, and this is an 
escalation of violence that is threatening the future of our 
City and we all know that and we all need to be working 
together. 








So, I mean I have to agree that the answer is not -- the 
answer is not to take shots, verbal shots at our prosecutors, at 
our District Attorney and our U.S. Attorneyr the answer is to 
work with them and try to come up with the solutions to this 
problem. And, that is why I think it was prudent that you 
change the bill, that I would be happy to convene this 
conference so that we can see how we can work together to ask 
the U.S. Attorney, the District Attorney what they need from us, 
we can help now in their efforts. 


My understanding is that Grand Juries have been convened 
and are ongoing on this and that they cannot publicly discuss 
who exactly they are going after, but that there are things that 
are happening and we need to learn more about what they are. At 
the same time I agree that we got to escalate our response, too, 
and that means to bolster the Gang Suppression Unit. The Chief 
of Police is here today, which I appreciate him coming here 
today, I want to have a discussion with him about that there are 
an identifiable group of individuals, there are, but it is not 
City Council's place, in my view, to -- we do not have arrest 
and prosecutorial powers, we do not, the U.S. Attorney does and 
the District Attorney does and we ought to be working with them 
to be able to arrest these individuals. There are a lot of 
things that are going on right now that we need to be able to 
work together with the other authorities. 


I will give you just one example. Last Thursday night -- I 
think that all of us were invited -- I hope that all of us were 
invited. Last Thursday night in Allequippa Terrace, in 
Councilman Smith's district, there was a meeting where every —~ 
virtually every law enforcement agency in Western Pennsylvania 
was there to exchange information about gangs, the City of 
Pittsburgh Police were there, the Housing Authority Police were 
there, the suburban police were there, the federal enforcement 
officials were there, and it was a very, very productive 
meeting, where people from different areas of the City and 
different levels of government, all cops, were able to say, hey, 
what's going on in your neighborhood; these are the gangs that 
are working in our neighborhood, they purely have gone from 
yours to mine, and a lot of information was exchanged, and I 
think it was a very, very productive meeting. What 1 would like 
is for us to be involved in that kind of cooperation, to work 
together to find solutions to this problem. 


And, I am going to restrain myself on Councilman Ferlo's 
points about the gun assault weapon ban and the Anti-Drug 
Loitering Legislation indifference to Councilman Ricciardi's 
point that we should not be rehashing those issues here. I also 
do not think it was proper for anybody to bring up those new 
issues when we are talking about gang violence here. 


I will support this bill, I think it is a much better 
effort to bring us all together once again. We did have a 
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meeting five months ago, as Mr- Ferlo has stated, and we need to 
find out exactly what results have come from that meeting 
because we do not know, and I think it is time to reconvene a 
gang conference, a conference to ~- for law enforcement 
officials on gang violence, and I think we should do that very, 
very soon. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Chairman, I want to make it very clear, my acts are not 
acts of frustration, I am not frustrated here today, I am very 
direct and very clear. I believe strongly that the U.S. 
Attorney and the County District Attorney are not doing their 
job relative to the earlier discussion I had at the Press 
Conference and today's discussion. If others are frustrated, 
whatever other comments you want to attribute, attribute them to 
yourselves, don't speak for me. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Smith, any questions, any comments? 
Mr. Smith: 


I am going to support the bill in substitution and I will 
Spare the last week bill that came up, so -~ 


The Chair: 


I just want to make a few comments. One, I am glad to see 
that this bill has been totally amended and changed. I agree 
with Councilman Ferlo, = do not think there was any support here 
on Council of the previous bill passing or being approved and 
upheld by the Mayor. 


Let me just say a few things. I was reading the amended 
bill here, and I will say to Councilman Hertzberg, that I 
thought you spoke very eloquently of the frustration some of us 
might have felt. This has been a very hot issue over the last 
three weeks, and if you look -- and the reason I am really upset 
over all of this, if you look at the amended language, it is 
almost verbatim, if you pull the record, and I have a copy of 
it. When we had the long discussion over the Gang Summit coming 
here, when I spoke there I actually said what we should be 
doing, instead of having a Gang Summit, is be sitting down with 
law enforcement, with tenant councils, with citizen councils, 
and I can go on and on, word for word exactly what is in here, 
and I was crucified up and down. . 


Councilman Ferlo says he does not understand why he was 
attacked, he does not attack people; well, I can pull that out 
verbatim, too, the record, it was one of the worse attacks we 
ever had on me in this body and it was a personal attack and not 
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on the issue, and I still am upset over those types of verbiage 
attacks and calling it politicking and actually being accused of 
being a racist for actually saying I do not want the gang 
looters from other cities, and now Councilman Ferlo is saying, 


.they're gang members, they should be prosecuted, we should be 


putting their pictures up on a board. Aren't these the same 
types of individuals that are coming in here, but because 
they're a leader, we want to sit down with them now. I think we 
all feel the same frustration, and I cannot help wondering that 
this was just a response to the pressure that Councilman Ferlo 
received from the way he attacked me and not supporting it in my 
view. 


I am going to support this because this is exactly what I 
said a few weeks ago. I am going to support this because this 
makes a lot of sense. I, too, last week was very upset that we 
were attacking the D-A. and attacking the U.S. Attorney. I 
remember the meeting that was held here several months ago and I 
remember asking the U.S. Attorney right out, why don't we use 
RICO, and he explained and he had a good answer of why RICO is 
very difficult to use in prosecuting. Anyhow, I do not know if 
my colleagues remember this, but he sat here and explained that 
RICO is very difficult to use on gang members because of the 
enforcement powers and the punishment powers, he thought he 
could actually go up to gang members using different laws, and 
to me it made sense because he knows the Federal Laws a lot 
better than I do when it comes to prosecuting gang type 
individuals. But, if RICO can be used, he assured us he would 
use it in the work. 


But, they are the types of meetings and working meetings, 
which I thought were very helpful, we had representatives from 
the D.A.'s Office, we had the U.S. Attorney, we had State 
Senators, we had State Representatives here, we had local 
officials from all different departments, it was a healthy 
meeting; as a matter of fact, it was an all day affair here, and 
I thought that was very productive. So, I do not see this as 
much different than what I brought up a couple weeks ago. 


And, I think that all gang members, what Councilman Ferlo 
said, should be treated as gang members, these are organized 
crime individuals and they should be prosecuted. Tf just do not 
understand why there is a change of heart over the last ten days 
but I am glad there is and I will support this piece of 
legislation. 


But, Councilman Ferlo, I, too, was one of the individuals 
that attacked you in the paper, I know you pointed at Councilman 
O'Connor, I am the one that used the word, the height of 
hypocrisy and bogus legislation, and the reason I said it was 
hypocritical because I could not understand why you had the 
verbal attacks on me ten days earlier when I basically was 
saying the same thing about gang leaders that you are saying 
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right now, except you went a step further and put the pictures 
on the wall and pointed to them, yet I do not see the NAACP come 
down on you, I do not see the local Courier put a nasty headline 
about you. I resent all that, I am fighting this as much as you 
are. But, for me to be characterized by my colleague ~- 
Councilman Ricciardi -- that we're racist, that was ridiculous. 
I feel very strongly about gang members coming here for a so 
called peace conference, these are the same individuals that are 
reeking havoc across the country in all of our cities, the same 
people you are saying we should prosecute, put them behind bars, 
put their pictures up, show everybody who they are, that is 
twice as bad as what I suggested to do, but I am going to 
support it because I agree we need to go after these 
individuals. 


Stating that, I will support the legislation, 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. First of all, let me respond 
because I think you presented some apples and oranges discussion 
and I want to be clear. 


First of all, I hope you are not saying that I accused you 
of being a racist because I have never made any such accusation, 
nor characterized any -- 


The Chair: 
You accused me of playing pure politics with you. 
Mr. Ferlos 


Fine, but please do not accuse me of accusing you of being 
a racist, because nothing happened, there was no such discussion 
or a debate at the table during that time. 


The Chair: 
Your comments went to a lot of it. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Well, in response, let me make clear again, and it may not 
be a popular view around this table, and I still continue to 
disagree with Mr. Onorato, I have never opposed, nor would I 
ever oppose, when Mr. Onorato made a mention an argumentation 
over this notion of a motion on the Gang Peace Summit, he made 
reference to that we should be meeting with Block Watches and 
other groups, I sayr God Bless them, I do that, every night I am 
at Block Watch meetings. I would never oppose any initiative 
and any initiative brought to this table I would support, 
period. 
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As far as this so called Gang Peace Summit or the 
activities over a week ago on the North Side in some homes of 
individuals within the community, it may not be a popular view 
at this table and some may view it as in violation or in 
disagreement with my actions on gangs here, I said in the debate 
on the Gang Peace Summit that I believe in the carrot and stick 
philosophy. I support and express cautious optimism towards any 
initiatives within the community at the gang level or within the 
neighborhoods to bring about peaceful resolution of any conflict 
that exists, whether it is the activities this past weekend in 
the homes of North Side residents or whether it is the so called 
Gang Peace Summit meeting, which is presumably happening here in 
che City of Pittsburgh, I do not see one contradicting the 
other. 


There is a difference between demanding more pre-emptive 
legal action against known gang activity, I support that, but at 
the same time there is killing, there is carnage on the street. 
If people within and indigenous in the community want to come 
together and deal with whatever creative framework, mediation, 
conflict, resolution, laying down weapons, whatever, I think we 
should express cautious optimism to that. 


And, I made the example, if the Arab-Israelis came to town 
and wanted to sign a peace accord, we would roll out the 
Presidential red carpet, and I think the same holds true here. 
I do not see a contradiction here. I am saying, let's go after 
individuals who are known gang leaders and at the same time if 
activists within the community, especially within the 
African-American community, want to deal creatively with the 
problem in a manner which they see an ability to address it, I 
express cautious optimism and I am very supportive of that 
effort. I do not see a contradiction. 


The Chair: 

__ Mrs President, if you want to compare apples and oranges, I 
think you just brought it in again, and you ended with, if the 
leaders of the African-American community want to do that. If 
that isn't implying that I do not want to deal with the 
African-American leadership, I do not know what is, and there is 
an under-current of racism in that comment that is ridiculous. 
What I said, and I will say it again -- 

Mr. Cusick: 
Point of order, Mr. Chairman. 
fhe Chair: 


Tt have the floor. I did not interrupt you, Mr. Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 

Point of order. 
The Chair: 

Point of order. What is your point of order? 
Mr. Cusick: 


I would like to vote on this bill and you and Mr. Ferlo can 
have your argument later. 


The Chair: 


I never, never stopped anyone from talking on this body. I 
am going to have my word, I was the last one to speak, unless 
you want to vote on silencing me, call the vote, but I never 
once silenced anyone today or on any issues. As Chairman of 
this meeting, I want to continue talking. 


Mr. Ferlo: 
I am not interrupting you. Speak. 
The Chair: 


What I wanted to say, what happened on the North Side last 
week, I was in full support of. And, let me stress, that peace 
agreement on the North Side was done without bringing in 
national gang leaders from other cities. That was done with 
North Siders sitting down and talking, which I fully support and 
I will continue to support. In no way did I say I was against 
anyone talking about laying down guns and a cease fire, that is 
not what we heard what was coming here. And, I think that when 
you accuse me of a politics -- last week's legislation was pure 
politicking in response to the pressure you received. The bill 
in front of us is 110 times better than what was in front of us. 
I will support this, because, for whatever reason it is here, it 
is a good bill and we will continue to fight it as a body, 
regardiess of why, your comments and comparing apples and 
oranges of what we were trying to do a few weeks ago, that is 
fine, but now we can all go on the same page. And, you 
reiterated what I said a few weeks ago and it is in writing, now 
let's go forward with the vote. 


Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Respectfully, we are not on the same page. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Mr. Chairman, I will be very brief, and my comments will 
not be used emotionally as charged at some of my colleagues. 
But, I think something important came out on this and that is 
that the citizen, the taxpayer in the City of Pittsburgh 
realizes the responsibilities of different elected officials. 
For example, it is very important for the residents of the City 
of Pittsburgh to realize that, Pittsburgh's City Council, yes, 
we are advocates, and, yes, we could pass legislation only 
within the frame work of what is given to us by the state, and, 
yes, we part belief we could fund and we could pass budget, but 
now what we have done is we have showed the City taxpayer that 
City Council, we are limited in what we could do, and I think 
Mr. Cohen was bringing this out, is that other people have the 
expertise in the prosecution and the arrest. 


I guess, in conclusion what I am going to say, what is very 
important to the City taxpayer is, not only do you need to put 
us on the hot seat but now you have to realize that, yes, we can 
fund the budget, we can fund the police, yes, we could pass 
legislation only within a very limited frame work, but now you 
have to look at others, you have to look at the Mayor, you have 
to look at the Commissioners, you have to look at the D.A., you 
have to look at our federal officials, you have to look at our 
U.S. Senators, our U.S. Congressmen, our State Representatives 
and our State Senators. aAm I throwing rocks now at these 
officials; no, I am not, but am I saying that now the taxpayer 
out there should not only call Gene Ricciardi and others at this 
table but should cal] Congressman Bil] Coyne, Senator Specter, 
Senator Wolford, and others, and I think that is a very 
important point that I really want to send out to the viewing 
audience today. 


The Chair: 


On the bill as amended, all in favor? Opposed? The ayes 
have it.

No. 419 WHEREAS, Project DARE 
is a national drug and alcohol abuse prevention 
program which originated in Los Angeles, and is 
offered by the Pittsburgh Bureau of Police to 
Pittsburgh public, private, and parochial schools; 
and 


WHEREAS, the President of the 
United States through the United States Senate 
has proclaimed Thursday, April 21 National 
DARE Day; and 


WHEREAS, the DARE program has 
been in existence in Pittsburgh for approximately 
eight and one half years, employs seven full- 
time officers under the direction of Sgt. Regina 
McDonald, and reaches approximately 42 
schools per year; and

building self-esteem, managing peer pressure, 
drug use, and resistance techniques; and 


WHEREAS, a new program has 
been instituted this year to reach middle school 
students which focuses on conflict resolution, 
prevention of violence, as well as substance 
abuse. 


WHEREAS, on the national level, 
DARE is sponsoring a Kids Convention to 
establish a platform of issues about which 
American children are concerned; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby commend the Pittsburgh 
police officers who administer the DARE 
program and joins the President of the United 
States, through the United States Senate, by 
proclaiming April 19, 1994 DARE Day in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 


MR. COHEN moved to adopt the resolution. 
MR, RICCIARDI seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, members of Council. 

DARE, by the way, stands for Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education. The two officers to 
my left are doing a terrific job in administering 
this program. [ would like to present this to 
Sergeant Regina McDonald and have her say a 
few words. 

Sergeant, congratulations. 
Sgt. McDonald: 

Thank you. 

I would like to thank Councilman 


Cohen for taking the time to recognize the 
DARE program and fellow Council members for 





your support of DARE over the past eight years, 
as well as our Chief Earl Buford and Mayor 
Murphy. 


We could not have continued the 
Program without your support. We currently 
have seven DARE officers assigned to the 
program and they could not be with us today 
because they are in the schools teaching. I 
would like to mention those names because they 
are not often recognized publicly for their fine 
work. 


In addition to Officer Ron Franz, we 
have Officer John Snyder, Officer Brenda 
Cunningham, Officer Sue Lippert, Officer 
Peggy Rose, Officer Mildred Boyd-Johnson, and 
Officer Amanda Thomas, and without their fine 
work their program would not be the success it is 
today. 


I would also like to inform you that 
we are going to be introducing a revised 
curriculum for DARE in the elementary 
schools in September which addresses not only 
the problems with substance abuse but with 
violence. 


So, we are dealing with two major 
issues, two major problems that face our City 
and country, and we would welcome your 
continued support and encouragement of our 
efforts. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Thank you very much. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you very much, Sergeant. 

Officer Franz will speak with his 
actions and not his words this morning, but he is 
doing a terrific job, too, and I just want to 
commend you and ask you to keep up the good 
work. 

Congratulations. 

The Chair: 


Thank you, Councilman Cohen. 








At this time I would like to call on 
Councilman Bob O'Connor. 


Mr, O'Connor: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


Would our guests, the organ and 
tissue donor, I have a proclamation here. 


With us today we have Ted Struk, 
the Chairman of the Board of Family House, Dr. 
John Fung, the University of Presbyterian 
Medical Center, Pat Siger from Family House, 
Sonya Shumway from Family House, and a 
special surprise guest, my Aunt Helen Truxel 
came out to see us today. 


MR. O'CONNOR PRESENTS 


NO. 420 WHEREAS, up to three 
hundred people may benefit from the organ or 
tissue donation of a single person, yet only 
an estimated 4,500 people donate annually; and, 


WHEREAS, someone dies every 
four hours while waiting for a transplant, and 
someone is added to a transplant waiting list 
every thirty minutes; and, 


WHEREAS, the demand for organ 
transplantation among African-Americans is 
even greater because of the higher incidence of 
diabetes, high bload pressure, and heart disease - 

all of which can lead to organ failure; and, 


WHEREAS, the Center for Organ 
Recovery and Education, Family House, and the 
University of Pittsburgh Medical Center all play 
vital roles in raising public awareness of organ 
donating, calling attention to the thousands of 
people who have benefited from organ 
transplants, and leading the way in organ 
transplant research; and, 


WHEREAS, the hundreds of local 
organ donors, and their families, who have given 
so many people a second chance at life, are 
deserving of very special recognition for their 
courage, faith and generosity, and are being 
honored by a National Organ and Tissue Donor 
Awareness Week. : 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby commend all past and 
future organ donors, and their families, who 
have acted with such compassion and given the 
gift of life to so many. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh does hereby 
declare April 18, 1994 to April 25, 1994 to be 
“Organ and Tissue Donor Awareness Week" in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and encourages citizens to 
observe this week with appropriate activities. 


MR. O'CONNOR moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


I know we have events going on all 
over the City, I know we will be signing up 
people. I signed up a couple years ago. 1 
would like Ted Struk just to tell us a little bit of 
what isgoing on and all that you can talk about 
it. Then last I would like my aunt to tell her 
experience, I know she waited a year and a half 
and we are glad to have her here. 


Mr. Struk: 
Thank you, Bob. 


Good moming. On behalf of Family 
House, our Board of Directors, our executive 
staff, who are here representative by 
Pat Siger, who is the Executive Director, and 
Sonya Shumway, who is in charge of 
Community Relations and Public Relations, and 
on behalf of the many volunteers in this 
community that work at Family House in our 
three facilities and work with us as volunteers in 
our events in the community, as the golf event 
and the polo event, we are proud to be a 
participant and involved in the transplantation 
programs as part of our Family House protocols. 
We are also thankful that City Council will 
recognize the involvement of this activity and 
recognizes it as such, and so we commend its 
leadership, Bob, you for sponsoring this 
proclamation. 
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We want to also encourage the 
people of this community to come forth and 
work with us in an exciting program that is 
constantly involving for Family House as a 
participant in this program. So that we thank all 
of you for having this proclamation here and 
recognizing this event for the community, 
which is so important for many people, as you 
will see. 


‘We have many distinguished 
members on our Board of Directors and it is my 
privilege to introduce one of them, Dr. 

John Fung, who is Director of the 
Transplantation Program at UPMC. Dr. Fung, 
will you come forward, please. 


Dr. Fung: 
Thank you. 


On behalf of the transplant 
professionals and the health care, on behalf of 
the transplant institutions, of which we have 
four very excellent programs in Pittsburgh, and 
on behalf of the patients who are awaiting 
transplantation, 1 would like to thank 
Councilman O'Connor and City Council for this 
proclamation. 


National Organ and Tissue Awareness 
Week is one that we get a lot of publicity in this 
during this week, but it is something, the 
principles, the enthusiasm, which we hope will 
extend throughout the year. 


T would like to, again, thank you all 
and hope to see you involved in some of the 
activities that we have in transplantation and 
donation. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. 
Ms. Siger: 


I am Pat Siger, the Executive 
Director, and I speak on behalf of a whole 
community, actually, that have for a decade 
has supported Family House and we in turn 
support the many families awaiting 
transplantation and post-transplant. Thank 
you. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


Sonya, come on up. Come on up 
and say a few words. 


Ms, Shumway: 


I wilt just say, thank you again for 
helping Family House and helping the many 
families who have traveled to Pittsburgh for 
medical treatment. Thank you. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Thank you. Tell them how easy it 
is. 


Ms. Truxel: 


Oh, yes. I am Bob's Aunt Helen, 
and I was one of the fortunate people to get a 
lung transplant a year ago December, and I am 
here to thank all the donor families for myself 
and all recipients. Thank you. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I know my Aunt Helen waited a 
year and half and the first thing she did after she 
got back from the hospital is went out and 
bought a convertible. So, I tell her to be careful 
and slow down but she doesn't. We really thank 
everybody for all you do for so many families. 


Doctor, 1 know I almost was a 
match for a bone marrow and it was surprising to 
me how many people, friends, said, oh, don't do 
it, it's so dangerous. Do you want to tell them in 
30 seconds, one minute, how easy it is to be a — 
especially on a bone marrow. Come on up here 
so they can -- 


Dr. Fung: 


‘Well, I think the donation of bone 
marrow are -- as you are still alive, organs and 
tissues, when you pass away, are considered gifts 
of life, and one thing good about being a bone 
marrow donor is you can enjoy and see what the 
fruits of your donation have been. 


Recently we had a reception, where 
Stat Lenders was a sponsor at bringing together 








recipients and donors of bone marrow transplant, 
and you talk to the people who have been the 
donors and it is amazing, they say they would do 
it again. It is really not a hard procedure, and we 
would hope that everybody here who would 
donate blood could be a potential bone marrow 
donor. So, it is really not morbid at all and it is 
really quite convenient to do. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen, 
Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


I just want to commend Councilman 
O'Connor for bringing this issue up. This is the 
first time that I can recall, I could be wrong, that 
we have congratulated the people who are — 
not only the doctors who are doing the 
transplantation but also the organizations like 
Family House, who are so, so important in 
supporting that role and it is long overdue. 
When we think about our assets as a City, one of 
them at the very top is that we bring people from 
around the world to save their lives and to 
benefit their families who are there supporting a 
loved one. 


So, I just want to commend 
Councilman O'Connor and Pat Siger and Family 
House for doing such a terrific job, and the 
good Doctor, of course. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. 

I have two nephews that have had 
kidney transplants, and for anybody who knows 
about the struggle, it came about as a result of a 
lot of hard work by volunteers in the community 
really educating people. So, ] want to thank you. 
Mr. Strak: 


Thank you very much, sir, we 
appreciate the opportunity to be here. 





The Chair: 


At this time I would like to call on 
Councilman Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 
Good morning. Thank you. 


This is a resolution that affects the 
City of Pittsburgh and its residents for the next 
50 to 100 years, so I think that it is extremely 
important. 


MR. SMITH PRESENTS 


No. 421 WHEREAS, The 
Pennsylvania Tumpike Commission is 
proposing a multi-lane limited access toll road 
connecting I-68 in West Virginia to 1-376 in the 
City of Pittsburgh, and has issued a final 
environmental impact statement (EIS) for the 
portion of the expressway from I-70 to Route 51 
which is now before the Southwestern 
Pennsylvania Regional Planning Commission 
(SPRPC); and 


WHEREAS, the Turnpike 

Commission has requested inclusion of 
the project by SPRPC on the transportation 
Improvement Plan for the region, and SPRPC 
will act on the Transportation Improvement 

Plan for this region pursuant to SPRPC's 
responsibilities for allocating federal funds under 
the Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficiency 
Act of 1991; and 


WHEREAS, the total cost of 
this expressway will be in excess of two billion 
dollars and will use up federal funds available to 
the region for at least ten years. This will 
prevent many major improvements in the urban 
transportation such 
as the proposed east-west SPINE Line; and 


WHEREAS, the expressway 
would be a massive taxpayer subsidy for jobs 
and homes moving out of Pittsburgh and the 
lower Mon Valley; the "Economic development" 
promised to desperate people in the Mon Valley 
is imaginary. This Highway will not attract 
families and jobs from outside the region, but 
will move them from one part of the region to 
another; and 
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WHEREAS, the expressway will dump 
thousands of additional cars into Oakland, 
Squirrel Hill, and/or other fully developed 
(and congested) communities; and - 


WHEREAS, there are many negative 
environmental impacts along the proposed route 
of the expressway, including the destruction of 
homes, farms, wetlands, and wildlife habitat; and 


WHEREAS, commitment to building 
the middle portion of this expressway will create 
tremendous traffic problems, not apparently 
solvable except by completing the highway to 
Pittsburgh regardless of financial and 
environmental costs; and 


WHEREAS, given the design of the 
expressway and the limited amount of federal 
funds, Pittsburgh cannot afford to allow the 
middle portion of it to be built, from 1-70 to 
Route 51, and rely on Jater study of alternatives 
for the portion connecting Pittsburgh; and 


WHEREAS, considering only the 
less controversial middle portion of the 
expressway prevents rational review of the total 
expressway; and 


WHEREAS, the partial 

Environmental Impact Statement is subject to 
legal challenge both because of this 
"segmentation”and because the Turnpike 
Commission has not adequately considered 
alternatives such as using comparable public 
dollars to improve the existing roads, bridges, 
and public transit system; and 


WHEREAS, consideration of the 
entire expressway from I-70 to Pittsburgh and a 
complete Environmental Impact Statement is 
possible only if the Environmental Impact 
Statement and TIP inclusion of the partial project 
are rejected; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the City Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh opposes approval by the Southwestem 
Pennsylvania Regional Planning Commission of 
the Environmental Impact Statement which 
considers only the art of the entire expressway, 
and the inclusion of the incompletely evaluated 
project in the Transportation Improvement Plan; 
and, 





BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
City Council urges that the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh to join in the opposition and 
urges that the City’s representative on SPRPC 
oppose approval of the partial Environmental 
Impact Statement and oppose inclusion of the 
partial project in the region's Transportation 
Improvement Plan. 


The Chair: 


We are going to depart a little bit 
from the regular order of proclamations, which 
as we all know are non-binding resolutions. I 
would like to suggest that we entertain a motion 
to approve for purposes of discussion. 


Mr. Cohen: 
So moved. 
MR. O'CONNOR seconded the motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


1 believe Councilman Smith may 
want a couple of the representatives to come 
forward to speak to the resolution. I will just 
kick it off by saying two things. 


First of all, I sympathize with 
many of the concerns that are raised in the 
proclamation; however, from a procedure and 
legal point of view I question whether or not we 
should be doing this in the format of a non- 
binding proclamation. We have a legal status as 
it relates to the SPRPC and given the nature of 
this issue, I think we have to work -- whatever 
our position is going to be — work in concert 
with the Mayor, who independently has a legal 
Status as it relates to approving or disapproving 
of plans under the ISTEA Legislation and the 
mules of SPRPC, and clearly this type of an issue 
touches the actions of both the Planning 
Commission, the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority, SPRPC, this Council and the actions 
of the Mayor. 


I think, having spoken to a number 
of colleagues, as well as Mr. Smith, there is 
unreadiness on the motion in terms of wanting to 
have some fuller discussion. 








So, ] am raising two things 
procedurally. One, what is procedurally the 
correct manner in which this Council would 
actually take a position, and we would like some 
ruling on that; and, two, when and if we do take 
the position, could it not be as a result of some 
further dialogue and discussion with the 
other levels of government, including the 
Administration. 


So, | would suggest to Mr. 
Smith, with your permission, that we allow some 
of the debate to be initiated today in explaining 
the resolution further and that possibly we could 
hold this for two weeks to facilitate a meeting 
with the Administration regarding this posture. 


Mr. Smith: 


And, members of the general 
public. 


Ihave no problem. The object 
is to raise the consciousness of what is going to 
affect the City of Pittsburgh over the next 50 
years, That was my intent to bring this issue to 
the table. If we must do it as legislation, I have 
no problem with submitting that. I have no 
problem with leaning the Administration's stand 
and position on this, nor helping my colleagues 
comprehend the impact that this expressway will 
have on the City and its economic status for the 
next 50 years. 


So, I will be happy if we wish to 
hold this to allow a meeting to come through. I 
would not object to a motion to hold to schedule 
either a public hearing or a post agenda to 
address the issue. 


We must take a stand, pro or 
con, early in this game because this is 
construction season, they are marching onward. 

However it is pointed in the middle part 
determines how it comes into the City and we 
have to be pro-active instead of reactive. 


So, if there is a motion to place this 
on hold while we call either a public hearing or a 
post agenda, 1 would -- 
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The Chair: 


Prior to acting on the hold motion, Mr. 
Smith, with your permission, if you have a 
couple representatives who did take the time to 
come down here today, I think it would be 
appropriate -- 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, actually there is in the audience 
a number of individuals and a number had to 
leave, but I would call upon Mr. Robison, if he 
would come up and just give us 30 seconds. 
Jonathan, 30 seconds. Come on up. 


The Chair: 


In the delegation of the audience, are 
there any elected officials or representatives of 
other municipal bodies, by any chance? 


Mr. Robison, could you please come 
forward. 


Mr. Smith: 


I think you will have to come 
up here because that mike is not prepared. 


I really want to thank my 
colleagues for addressing this issue, it is 
extremely important about the economic impact 
that this will have in our community and we 
need to be realistic how it is also going to affect 
the daily lives of our citizens. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Robison. 


Mr. Robison: 


Thank you very much. Thank 
you for considering this. Thanks on behalf of 
the number of — on short notice, we have Dave 


- McGuirk, who is head of Jefferson United, we 


have had several people from different groups in 
Oakland, including Carolyn Boyce of Oakland 
Planning and Development, we have Jay 
Rolling from the University of Pittsburgh.

A growing concern about this and 
the immediate concern is "foot in the door” 
financing. There are some serious problems 
of the connection to Pittsburgh, serious 
alternatives and question whether the money is 
available, the two and a half billion dollars, for 
the entire project, as well as how much 
devastation this will bring to Oakland or Squirrel 
Hilt or Homestead or South Side or a 
combination. 


Now, what the Tumpike Commission is 
trying to do is get approval for funding part of it 
through Southwestem Pennsylvania Regional 
Planning Commission, then they are going to get 
that part under construction this fall. According 
to their own estimates it will put 7,000 additional 
cars on Route 51, which they say is not a 
problem, their consultant says the traffic will 
dissipate. Anyone who has driven Route 51 
knows how the traffic dissipates on Route 51. 
This will leave us with much fewer options. The 
Turnpike Commission is saying, we don’t want 
to shoot you, we just want to put a loaded gun to 
your head. 


So, this matter got increasing concern 
among citizens in Pittsburgh as well as people in 
Jefferson and the other communities that are 
directly affected by the middle portion. 


T appreciate Council and Councilman 
Chris Smith giving this consideration and a 
hearing, so that we can take a position and so the 
Mayor can take a position before the 
Southwestern Regional Planning Commission 
votes this summer on the long-range plan. The 
Mayor has five votes on the Commission. Thank 
you, 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. Robison. 


Councilman Smith, with your 
permission, I think, given the nature of the issue 
and the need for a number of parties to come 
forward, both from the community as well as 
various governmental agencies, I think a formal 
public hearing would be the best 
opportunity to have the kind of discussion and 
dialogue and still afford an opportunity. We 
could have that public hearing be televised in 





order to begin to make the community much 
more aware of the issues involved. 


If it is appropriate, I would ask that 
there be a formal motion at this time to hold for 
purposes of conducting a formal televised public 
hearing on this issue. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
So moved. 
MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 
Councilman. 
Mr. Smith: 
Dave, would you like to say a word? 


I think that it is important. When 
we hold this public hearing, this place should be 
filled, because this will affect thousands of lives, 
pro and con. So, I want the general public 
to be fully aware of that date. 


The Chair: 


Could you please identify again 
yourself, sir. Excuse me. 


Mr. McGuirk: 


Yes. On behalf of Jefferson 
United, my name is David McGuirk. 


I want to thank Council for the 
opportunity to make a presentation, and I will be 
brief, but I want to emphasize that it is important 
to the City of Pittsburgh. 


Mayor Caliguiri had a vision. 
When the East Street Valley took out 1200 
homes, he made a promise that would never 
happen again, and when the Mon Valley 
Expressway was coming through in the late 
1980s, he put a letter out to the high levels of 
government, along with Commissioner Foerster, 
that we are opposed to a highway, we are for 








upgrades 837. We do not want to devastate our 
neighborhoods as we did with the East Street 
Valley Expressway. Today the Mon-Fayette 
Transportation project is going to accomplish the 
destruction of many communities and 
neighborhoods. Across America they are 
finding that highways create suburban sprawl, 
and a prime example to that is, right 
now in Cranberry Township the population is 
increased by three percent, compliments of 279 
and 79. Out in Westmoreland County, 
in Murrysville, it is increased. The Penn- 
Trafford School District has gone from double 
"A" to quad "A", compliments of 376, the 
Parkway East and 22. 





If this road is connected from I-76 
out to Washington County, Route 70 is 
dissipated, and the southem beltway 
connects to it. This is another green area of 
fields and open skies. This is going to be the 
third growth area in this region and the loss is 
the City, in homes, in economic growth. The 
City of Pittsburgh used to be the central core for 
marketing in the 1960s, in shopping, then you 
had the Ross Park Mall, South Hills Village, 
Century IJ, the next one is going to be out in 
Washington County and the City again will lose. 


As far as loss of industry, when they 
opened up the Cranberry Township connection 
through 79, Allegheny County loss 
Sysko Distributing, which is a subsidiary of 
Kraft, and also Kraft Beer House. Again, jobs 
left Allegheny County and they will leave the 
City of Pittsburgh to go. 


So, our point here is just to try to 
plant the seeds and have a vision for the next 50 
years that the City is strong, to preserve the 
central core. If you preserve the central core you 
also have the ability to get people off the roads 
through mass transit. As you read in the Post 
Gazette articles, the Port Authority numbers are 
down and the reasons are, according to the 
Director, Millar, the new highways, Cranberry 
Township you build out here and Murrysville, 
Washington County, you destroy the 
basis of the central core and you have no mass 
transit, you have a cutback in ridership, a 
cutback in funds, a cutback in services. 


So, a long-range picture is 
preservation of the central core with the suburbs 
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connecting to Pittsburgh. That is our purpose, a 
larger agenda, not just to oppose a road in our 
backyard but to preserve the region. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. I appreciate 
all of you coming down today, this is an 
important issue. 


The reason why I asked my earlier 
question about what action we would take, 
whether it be a non-binding proclamation 
or a formal legal resolution of this Council, 
which conceivably could be vetoed by the 
Mayar, is, historically, in the East Street Valley 
Expressway experience we had as a municipality 
limited powers because of the State's eminent 
domain powers, and things of this sort. If I 
understand some of the legal issues 
involving municipal sign-off under the Ice Tea 
Legislation, I would suggest to this Council that 
we have a little more power this time to control 
what the outcome of this product is going to look 
like, that was not present in the East Street 
Valley debate. 


So, those are some of the issues I 
would like the Solicitor to respond to pursuant to 
Councilman Smith's resolution, _ giving 
us some guidance on our exact powers 
legislatively as a municipality. 


Thank you very much and thank 
you for your patience in the process but | think 
the public hearing will be a helpful vehicle to 
better educate ourselves about the impact, the 
tremendous impact this issue will have affecting 
our City, our jobs, our neighborhoods. Thank 
you. 


At this time, hearing no other 
proclamations or guests in the audience, I would 
like to move to unfinished business.

The Chair: 


You have heard the reading of the 
various nominations, all of whom were present 
Jast week for interview and discussion, is 
there any discussion or points to be raised? Mr. 
Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


Colleagues, as a member of the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority and also 
as the Chair of the Water Department, I am 
very interested, obviously, in the new Director of 
our Water Department. 


I want to commend Mayor Murphy 
for his strong nomination in John Hanna, and I 
think the last three months shown by this 
gentleman should lead the Water Department. 


First of ali, I think Mayor Murphy 
was correct in appointing an engineer to the 
Water Department, and that is for obvious 
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reasons. We have had a record number of water 
breaks because of this past season, 285. In the 
past, up to 20 percent of those water breaks were 
contracted out, that means that we had to go 
outside the Water Department and obviously 
increase our cost. Out of 285 water breaks only 
three went to outside contractors, I believe that is 
less than one percent, and I think Mr. Hanna 
should be commended for that. 


Also, in the past, as a member of the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority, we had 
an annual contract at $250,000.00 that went out 
to outside contractors in order to replace large 
meters that would actually measure thé amount 
of water that we sell to outside communities. It 
is not going to happen any longer, Mr. Hanna 
has stood up and under the direction of Mayor 
Murphy and a strong leadership by Mr. Hanna 
and others, we are going to do that in-house. 
That has never occurred before, and that is a 
savings of $250,000.00, and I think Mr. Hanna 
has to be commended for that. 


Also, he is going to continue the 
practice, and the practice is, those that do not pay 
for the water, should pay because those that are 
not paying are actually subsidized by those that 
are paying, but he is moving into more 
innovative initiatives, and that is working with 
those that are not paying in terms of 
conservation of water and also a more flexible 
but firm payment program. Again, I think that 
needs to be commended. Obviously those 
initiatives are handed down by Mayor Murphy to 
the Water Department and John Hanna is 
carrying those out. I am very supportive of Mr. 
Hanna and hopefully this body will approve him. 


On Deborah Miskovich, I think this 
really says it all. I attended a neighborhood 
meeting by Mayor Murphy in the Arlington 
neighborhood and a woman stood up and said, 
you know, we had some problems but you had a 
strong person in the past in the Housing Court, 
and that was Deborah Miskovich, who did an 
outstanding job, and Mayor Murphy said, well, 
she's back on the team as the Director of General 
Services. I think that compliment coming from a 
taxpayer really shows that we continue to have 
strong appointments in City Hall.

So, again, I am supporting all 
nominations. I think they are ail good quality 
people, but in terms of Deborah Miskovich 
and John Hanna, I definitely support those two 
and I commend and salute Mayor Murphy for 
those appointments. Thank you.

The Chair: 


Please, and I believe Mr. 
Hertzberg also had his hand up earlier on another 
issue that he has. Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. The Federal 
Communications Commission did come out with 
its new regulations on the cable company, TCI, 
of course, nationwide regulations, governing our 
cable company, and I had a long talk with 
Council's consultant, Mr. David Wormser, 
yesterday. As with everything that comes down 
from the Federal Government, particularly the 











Federal Commission‘s, they are long and they are 
complicated. I can tell you this much now, and 
that is that the new rules essentially will take 
effect on July 15th, unless, in this case, TCI, the 
cable operator for the City of Pittsburgh, tries to 
rearrange its tiers in advance of that. If they do 
that, then the new mules would take effect earlier. 
‘We do not anticipate that they will do that. That 
means that TCI will have its new rates submitted 
to the City of Pittsburgh on or before June 15th, 
amonth before that. The good thing about these 
new regulations is it does look as if they require 
rates about seven percent lower than the old 
regulations did. 


The Chair: 
On the basic service? 
Mr. Cohen: 


That is right, on basic service. The 
old regulations just were not appropriate for the 
City of Pittsburgh because they allowed rates to 
be as high as they are now. These new 
regulations we are hoping will force TCI to 
lower its rates, and they will submit those rates 
on or before June 15th. 


I will give you another update once 
we go through all the regulations and have a 
better handle on exactly what they require. 


The Chair: 


Please, we would want to schedule a 
formal evidentiary hearing, a joint public hearing 
of Council as well as the Cable Communications 
Advisory Committee. We do have, J believe, at 
least a 10-day notice on that. So, please advise 
the Chair of when the appropriate hearing date 
would be. 


Mr. Cohen: 
. Yes. Mr. President, I do not think 


we can do that until we get the new rates from 
TCL, but as soon as we do — 
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The Chair: 


Presumably it would be between 
June 15th and the July 15th action by this 
Council. 


Mr. Cohen: 
That is right. 
The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Any 
questions to Mr. Cohen regarding the update on 
this committee report? 


Mr. Hertzberg, I believe you 
had another issue. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
Yes. Thanks, Mr. President. 


We had a public hearing the 
week before last on the Downtown agenda. 1 
thought it was an excellent hearing. I 
appreciate Councilman Smith and, I believe, 
Councilman Ferlo, who both set this hearing up, 
and there were a lot of topics discussed. One 
that I have had some follow-up communications 
from a lot of people on is horses, the law 
enforcement people on horseback Downtown, 
and I have not taken any initiative on that 
because I wanted to check and see whether, Mr. 
President, you or Mr. Smith are aware of 
anything on that topic? 


The Chair: 


The only way I understand it is 
we have been communicating regularly, at least I 
have and J am sure others have, to Mr. 
Kroner. The Superintendent of the County 
Police is responsible, and as well, following the 
closure of that hearing last week, we did ask that 
Mr. Leeper convey to the Mayor that he do a 
few things, specifically, one would be, get on the 
phone and specifically inquire about reinstituting 
the horses Downtown. I do not have a report yet 
at this time but we could follow up on that. Or, 
if you want we can collectively sign a letter and 
send it to the Commissioners and to 
Superintendent Kroner on that horse issue.

Mr. O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


I missed the meeting of it. I think 
the main person to be involved with it is Pat 
McNamara in this City. Originally that was 
only a test and the County was certainly willing 
to lend us the horses and the officers. I think the 
direction we want to go now is -- we 
preliminarily said that we could share the 
stable and transportation and everything, but I 
think it is important that the City of Pittsburgh 
Police Officers would man them from now on 
then, since the test looked very successful. I 
think the Mayor's Office is inclined to be doing 
that. I think we should sit down real fast, 
though, to ty to get it in place. It is not as 
expensive as we originally thought, it can be 
done very cheaply, reasonably, I think. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Cohen, 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President, I 
appreciate Councilman Hertzberg bringing this 
up. Everybody at that public hearing spoke to 
how that was really a positive for Downtown, 
and Councilman O'Connor took the original 
initiative on it. Having mounted police 
Downtown, really, if not the reality, at least 
creates the perception that there is more security 
there. 


So, I think what we need to do is get 
firm numbers, though, as to how much it will 
cost to keep them there year round, of course, 
depending on the weather. I think it should be 
year round. Let's find out exactly how much it 
would cost per year and if we have to share the 
cost, let's share the cost but I think it is necessary 
to keep them Downtown. 


The Chair: 


We will follow-up on both strategies, 
either the County  reinstituting its previous 
actions during the holidays and/or the City 
establishing its own horse brigade or purchasing 
the services from the County, whatever the 
strategy would be. So, we will follow-up on 
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that, notwithstanding Councilman Smith's 
concer as he expressed last week regarding the 
environmental concems associated with horses 
in the middle of the summer.

1 want to thank Mr. Sirabella for 
providing us with a breakdown of the bond 
issue, which includes $7,000,000.00 for 
street resurfacing. Our office did an independent 
survey of the streets in Council District 8 a week 
and a half ago and we compiled the results of 
that survey and gave the results to Director 
Kraszewski of the Public Works Department on 
Friday. 


So, I look forward to this money 
being used for that purpose and being used to fill 
the potholes and resurface the streets in Council 
District 8. Thank you, Mr. President. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 


¥ I am probably the only person who 
is going to create a problem on Bill 397. I need 
streets, we need the program. My objection is 
still to the manipulation to avoid MBE-WBE 
component in this deal. I cannot support it as I 
see it as a manipulation. I understand the 
concept of borrowing the money as opposed to 
floating the short-term bonds. 1 think that we 
need to address this issue in some way, shape or 
form for the future. It will pass this Council, the 
monies will be available, they will proceed with 
the work that they say, that I am sure of, but I 
have a major problem without an MBE-WBE 
component or a consistent attempt to include 
other entities. 


So, I will be abstaining on the bill 
because we need the money but based on the 
procedure, then process that I saw, I cannot 
support it. 
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On Bill 382, which is the bill permitting 
the City to go into agreements with the County, I 
still am very leery of this, as I would like to see 
all future agreements. There was a list of, I 
believe, 20 areas, and I am just slightly 
apprehensive about the fact that we are giving 
this amount of power to the Administration 
without a reviewability. I do not know how my 
colleagues feel at this time but it came up at the 
table, the fact that we are allowing them to 
proceed, that I do not see an 
amendment to this piece of legislation -- 


The Chair: 


Well, actually there is an amendment 
on the table which Iwant to present. 


Mr. Smith: 


Here is it. It needs to be amended in 
order to guarantee that we still have some input 
or purview or review of the decisions made by 
the Administration to contractually obligate 
us to the County. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Smith. I concur. 
Obviously I raised last week the concern. 1 am 
all in favor and appiaud the initiative of this 
Administration to work in new ways with 
County Government. 


I would specifically ask that this 
Council consider amending Bill 382. 1 have 
Suggested some wordings here that would 
basically move ahead the process but make it 
limited to the tentative agreements that were 
recently outlined to Council in a joint session of 
Council and the Pennsylvania Economy Leagues 
and the Administration, and that any future 
agreements would then come back to us for any 
formal consideration. 


T believe you have the amendment 
on the table before you.

The Chair: 


I think Mr. Onorato characterized it 
correctly last week when he said the three 
priorities for the bond issue should be 
streets, streets and streets, and I am pleased to 
see that a good portion of the bond issue raises 
the amount of the overall dollars that would be 
spent on actual asphalt work and not crack 
resealant and not any other cosmetic but the hard 
work and the more expensive work of doing the 
streets in a more adequate way and not the 
cosmetic way that will pass as characterized in 
previous Administrations. So, I want to applaud 
that initiative. 


The point that Mr. Onorato raises 
and others have raised, myself included, on the 
Senior Citizen rents. I want to make it clear, 1 
sent a letter to the Mayor, since we have spoken 
about Beechview, I am not happy about the 
senior rent in the Lawrenceville Senior Center. 
As well, Mr. Onorato and others pointed out, that 
we have to be out of the building at 4, 4:30 and 
we have no use of the facility in the evening. In 
the Lawrenceville community we have a great 
opportunity with a vacant site referred to in the 
neighborhood as the "Homes" site, it is a large 
parcel owned by the Forbes Foundation. I have 
sent a letter to the Mayor asking him to intervene 
and see whether or not we could not acquire that 
land free or at no cost or at little cost and took at 
the long-range capital expenditure of building 
some type of community center that would host 
the Senior Center, but in the evening it could be 
used to deal with some of the recreational needs 
that we have in the 10th Ward Lawrenceville 
community. I believe over a long-range period it 
would be cost effective. We are paying upwards 
of $30,000.00 rent for a building that is 
absolutely inadequate and is not really meeting 
the community needs. 


So, that is an issue we would want 
to work on in the future. I know Mr. Cusick has 
already talked to me and is working with 
department directors on the Beechview situation. 


If there are other issues involving 
the Senior Center -- especially, Mr. Hertzberg, as 
you know, the interim move would be too quasi- 
hot, but longer range there may be some need to 
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relocate that center. We really need Council 
members to be active in helping to decide some 
of these issues with the community. 


Having said that, I just want to make 
one last point, indifference to Councilman 
Smith's comments, I think he has characterized 
this wrongly as some shenanigans or somehow 
something is being circumvented regarding the 
MBE. I think the issue here is a little bit 
different, notwithstanding the fact the 
Administration and this Council is not able at 
this time to go out on a larger bond issue which 
would, based on that contract, necessitate some 
MBE-WBE participation. J think what is here is 
a major commitment from local banks to pull 
their resources at a very low rate, to facilitate the 
need for the City to have some up-front capital 
dollars, to the tune of 15,000,000. 1 think the 
standard here, at least in my view, should be 
whether or not the participating banks have 
complied or have fared well on the Community 
Reinvestment Act criteria as opposed to the 
criteria that we would apply to a traditional 
contractor for purchase of services. In that 
respect, if there is not any disagreement with the 
performance of the three financial institutions as 
relates to the CRA report card, I would argue 
that, indeed, that should be the standard that we 
apply in the resolution that is before us today. 


So, I respectfully disagree with you 
in terms of how you characterize the action, 
hopefully, that this Council will take. 


Having said that, is there any other 
discussion on any other bill, or response from 
Mr. Smith? 


Mr. Smith: 


Yes. It is not this Council that I 
have the problem with, Mr. President, it is, I find 
it highly suspicious that I raise the issue that at 
that Council table it was said, the more 
minorities you involve the more expensive this 
becomes, and this alternative approach, while I 
think that it is very good for the City, just has a 
little scent of stench to it, in that 1 believe it was 
done in retaliation to my insistence on MBE- 
WBE raising of the portion set aside and that it 
just came too quickly behind and appears to me 
= and 1 think that it is very important that we 
question everything that comes across this

table, there's pro and con on absolutely every 
one of these points. The fact is, we need the 
money, I understand that. I just do not 
appreciate the fact that it was not discussed, that 
they did not address the MBE-WBE, as though it 
was not even an important issue to raise in this 
particular deal. So, I am just fearful that a 
pattern will evolve, and that is my point. 


The Chair: 


Just in response. I think it is imperative, 
I mean you are characterizing some comments, 1 
believe not made at the last 
meeting but a previous meeting by the Budget 
Officer, I believe. 


Mr. Smith: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


If that is the case, I would ask that we 
review that record and if what you are 
characterizing is accurate, as 1 am sure it is, then 
I think we need to formally meet with that 
budget Officer and explain to him and remind 
him and make it clear emphatically what the 
policy is as it relates to any future negotiation of 
any financing of bonds or entering into contracts 
and things of this sort. 


So, we need to clarify that and not let 
that fester.

I would ask that the City 
move immediately, too, and we can worry about 
the liability later, so that we can stop any further 
damage. 


I would like to point out that the 
landslide that took place in Millvale, you noticed 
the County stepped in to help out that Borough. 
That we should look at the County and the City, 
since we have a large municipality and we 
probably have the resources to help out. Even 
though this is on private property, it is a disaster 
that could possibly wipe out certain families’ 
entire savings, and if we cannot pull together and 
help our own, then what good is government for. 
I would ask that we move immediately, under 
Councilman Cusick's leadership, do whatever 
we have to do and whatever has to be done up 
there. That he has my full support and I would 
hope this bodies’ full support to do it 
immediately. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Onorato. 


—SEIE~—l—laoaoIoEaEEaEaE—— 


Mr. Cusick, do you have a site visit 
today with the Mayor? 


Mr. Cusick: 
Yes. 


I would like to commend the Mayor 
and the Administration, Building Inspection, 
Public Works, they all have been out there, 
we are doing daily on-site examination of the 
structure to make sure that these people are safe, 
If at some point the structure starts to deteriorate, 
they will ask them to move from those, and 
hopefully that won't happen. 


The Mayor will be coming out to 
the site at 2800 Pioneer today to examine it 
himself and he has asked his Directors also 
to be there. 


J also would like to commend the 
media. I think they have done an outstanding 
job in reporting what has happened to these 
people, If you see what is going on you can only 
feel for these individuals. If there is anybody 
from the State -- and I have talked to 
Representative Frank Gigliotti because we do not 
have a Senator at this time. Mr. Gigliotti is 
exhausting all efforts to help these individuals, 
too. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much, I would ask 
that you keep this Council abreast. If there is 
need for any interim approval, as Mr. Onorato 
spoke about, regarding any liability issues of the 
City entering private property, all of us are here 
throughout the day and keep in touch with the 
Solicitor and I am sure we are all available to 
sign and act accordingly given the gravity 
of the situation. 


Any other comments regarding this 
issue? 


Just one other footnote. We have a 
history in this City of intervening in a number of 
instances, the Bryn Mawr Road experience many 
years ago, when Mr. Irvis was Speaker of the 
House on mine subsidence involving a larger 
number of homes, 16 homes. We also had the 
history of this Council intervening of 





Haverhill Street in the East Hills-Homewood 
area, involving some properties that originally 
were helped to be financed by the URA and a 
private developer, and there are several other 
instances. 


So, I would ask the Law 
Department, review those and again clarify to 
this Council how we may be helpful to these 
individuals. 


Allin favor? Opposed? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 
Mr. Cohen, on another issue. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you very much, Mr. President. 


According to this week's Pittsburgh 
Business Times, a company called MK Rail 
Corporation, which is a locomotive manufacturer 
based in Boise, Idaho, is considering relocating 
its headquarters to. the City of Pittsburgh. It 
already has some offices here on the City's North 
Side, where its Motor Coils Company Division is 
located, and also has a plant in Braddock, which 
has increased its work force from 200 employees 
to 500employees. Apparently MK Rail is 
considering Pittsburgh, keeping _their 
headquarters in Boise, Idaho, or moving their 
headquarters to Chicago, Ilinois. This is a great 
opportunity for the City of Pittsburgh because it 
will mean jobs. So many of our young people 
are leaving the City because they cannot find 
jobs and this will involve job creation, because 
they will need to fill administrative positions, 
engineering, technical and international sales 
positions. 


That company and that industry 
really is a growing industry. MK Rail has had 
sales jump from $129,000,000.00 in1992 to 
$218,000,000.00 in 1993, really a terrific jump, 
and their net income went from 1.8 million to 
3.6 million. Basically their profits have reaily 
skyrocketed. They have new contracts, 
including an overhaul of 278 locomotives for the 








Sante Fe Railroad Company and 133 
locomotives for the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
In the industry as a whole, rail companies 

have ordered 49,800 new cars in 1993, as 
opposed to 31,181 cars in 1992. My point being, 
this is an expanding industry and I think we 
should do everything in our power to bring MK 
Rail's headquarters to the City of Pittsburgh. 


What I would like to do is make a 
motion, Mr. President, to ask the Mayor, first of 
all, to physically send a delegation to this 
company, a delegation of its choice, to make a 
sales pitch to bring them to Pittsburgh. We have 
a new airport, we are centrally located, we have 
so many terrific assets here, there is no reason 
why we cannot bring them here. Secondly, 
asking the Mayor what we can do to help bring 
them here. And, finally, a letter to the President 
of the Company, Mr. Mike Farrell, who is the 
Company President, saying that we would very 
much like to have MK Rail locate its 
headquarters here and asking what we can do to 
help. 


I would like to make those motions, 
please. 


MR. HERTZBERG seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 

It has been moved and seconded. 1 
think it is a point well taken. Any other 
discussion on this matter specifically? 

All in favor? Opposed? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


Any other comments under Motions 
and Resolutions? Mr. O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
One briefly, Mr. President. 


J was very happy to learn last week, 
as we all are, that the City of Pittsburgh has gone 
one year without suffering a loss of a child's life 
in a fire. This is great news, but normally there 
is an accident. There were so many people 





involved to thank. As Chief Dickerson 
mentioned in his Press release, the landlords, 
parents, teachers, children and community 
groups and neighborhood safety programs, but I 
think that it is very appropriate that the men and 
women of our fire department stand up and take 
a bow, especially in the area of fire prevention. 1 
was pleased to learn that they visited over 

2,000 homes and replaced or installed smoke 
detectors. Over 5,000 adults and children attend 
the Fire Safety Program at the Carnegie Science 
Center and they conducted over 37 special 
events that touched 2500 children by visiting 
schools and working with teachers. I think it is a 
fantastic job, and I would like to make a motion 
that we can send a letter to congratulate them 
and thank them for a job well done. 


MR. COHEN seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. O'Connor. 
All in favor? Opposed? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED.

{BEGINNING —- MR. COHEN'S COMMENTS ON APPOINTMENT OF DEBORAH 
MISKOVICH AS DIRECTOR OF GENERAL SERVICES, WEDNESDAY, APRIL 13, 
1994) 


Mr. Cohen: 


Good Morning. I'm very, very happy about your nomination 
to direct the Department of General Services. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I thought you did an excellent job with the Housing Court. 
In fact, when Mr. Simmons comes up to be nominated for 
Magistrate I'm going to ask him if he can be as tough as Deborah 
Miskovich was because I think that you were fair but you were 
also tough and I hope that you bring those same qualities to the 
Department of General Services because I think that’s necessary 
as a director of any department but I'm very happy that you have 
been nominated. You have a history of public service which is 
really one of distinction and I'm glad that you have agreed to 
come back to the city. And you also do have a background in 
this area because of your position as Deputy Director of 
Supplies back in the early 1980's, so congratulations. 


I do want to get into a couple of areas. One is and no one 
has asked yet and I want to give you the opportunity to tell us 
what you are goals are for the department assuming that you are 
confirmed as Director? 


Ms. Miskovich: 


If confirmed as Director, my goal would be to streamline 
the bidding process as much as possible in order to ensure that 
we are paying the lowest dollar and receiving the best value for 
our money. We are not in a position as Council and as our 
Administration recognizes to be spendthrifts. We are not ina 
position to be frivolous in any way and as Councilman O'Connor 
pointed out, the Department of General Services has a rather 
hefty budget accessible to it and there is absolutely no reason 
why we can't look to lower that budget. 


It's difficult at this point in time not having been in the 
department for a few years as you can appreciate the various 
directors who have occupied the position over the past eight 
years have somewhat reorganized and restructured the department. 
I would need first to spend a couple of weeks familiarizing 
myself with the various divisions, the individuals in those 
positions and then hopefully what I frankly envision is that I 


“would be meeting with each of you again. I had the pleasure 
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with speaking with all of you prior to today's proceedings 
including the Councilperson assigned to my department, Mr- 
O'Connor, and I believe that I'm going to be looking to all of 
you for much direction and assistance. 


With regard to the comments you made earlier, it was my 
pleasure. I enjoyed my position as the Housing Court Magistrate 
tremendously. I enjoyed seeing areas that were blighted, 
cleaned up. I enjoyed seeing people who were frustrated with 
the system walk away satisfied. It was a special part of my 
life and I'm honored now at the prospect of working with this 
administration with Mayor Murphy and with this Council. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Great. When we have these hearings it's kind of a double 
opportunity. It's an opportunity for us to hear from you and to 
hear what your goals and aspirations are for the department. 
It's also an opportunity for us to have a chance to tell you 
about some of the issues that we're concerned about so I'd like 
to take that opportunity if I could just ona few issues. 


The contract bidding area has already been discussed in 
some detail with Mr. Ricciardi and Mr. O'Connor. I agree with 
them both and I do think that in many cases our RPP or our bids 
have been so narrowly drawn that often only one or two companies 
will be able to comply with that bid, so i'm glad to hear that 
you're willing to look into the whole area and make sure that 
our bids are well tailored so that we can get the best product 
for the lowest price so it sounds like we have a commitment from 
you to be able to do that. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


I won't merely look into it, we will ensure that it 
happens. That's not only fundamentally unfair if in fact there 
are bids that are going out to the public that are directed to 
an individual distributor, company or dealer, it's simply 
unacceptable. 


Mr. Cohen: 
I'm glad to hear it. 


One issue that comes up periodically here in City Council 
is the gas card issue and that is where there are some employees 
who have a credit card that they can use at private gas 
stations. Now the City of course also has its own pumps, it has 
several of them around the city and it’s always a difficult 
policy decision to make because the fuel at our own pumps is 
much cheaper than it is at the private gas stations but at the 
same time we don't want to have police officers in particular to 
have to go to the fuel pumps that the City has and leave their 
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own area at a time of course when we have serious public safety 
problems in the city. But the price that we pay for gas card is 
too high and I have always felt that it is too high. I do want 
to commend Mr. Dale Perrett because he did negotiate a lower 
price just a couple of months ago, but I'd also like you to be a 
tough negotiator when it comes to gas card because we should be 
able to get a greater volume discount certainly than any 
individual and certainly more than any other company in the City 
of Pittsburgh because we have so many cars out there and we have 
so many gallons of gas that are pumped every year, so that's 
another area that I'd like you to look into if you could. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


No problem whatsoever. In negotiations I have no 
difficulty whatsoever holding my own and the last thing I would 
do is fold. In fact, I had the pleasure of speaking with Mr. 
Perrett on Monday of this week and we addressed that issue. 
With the exception of the emergency personnel who such as the 
police who need to be able to obtain gasoline whenever necessary 
and not have to worry about running out of gas as opposed to 
doing their community service. There are a few areas where 
apparently some departments have gas cards where it may not be 
necessary and that is something that I have already discussed 
with Mr. Perrett that we're going to have to look into. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I'm glad and last because I know that we have a lot of 
other nominees up here is the Cable Bureau and rather than 
getting into a whole discussion, what I'd like to do is offer 
you an invitation to meet with myself and the consultant that 
City Council has hired to regulate TCI of Pennsylvania. I know 
that you are coming in very open minded and I want you to be 
open minded but at the same time TCI of Pennsylvania has been an 
abusive monopoly in my view and I think in this Council view and 
they have raised their rates well over 100 percent for both 
basic cable and expanded basic cable over the last six years far 
in excess of the inflation rate. The City of Pittsburgh now has 
some authority to regulate basic cable rates and we're moving 
ahead pretty quickly to be able to do that, so what I'd like is 
at least one of your first duties when you're confirmed because 
I know you will be is to meet with myself, Mr. David Wormser 
who's the attorney that City Council has hired and Mr. Ashley 
Schannauer from the City's Law Department who is very, very 
knowledgeable in this, just to give you a briefing and to hear 
your thoughts to make sure that we are all moving in the same 
direction to try to keep cable rates as low as possible for City 
of Pittsburgh residents. 
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Ms. Miskovich: 


Dan, you have never known me to be very politic about 
making promises. I do assure you that I will meet with you and 
that it will be a priority. In fact, the individual that I was 
referencing when I indicated that I was anxiously going to look 
for some assistance from Miss Morrow was in fact Ashley whom I 
understand has been assisting the Department of General 
Services. Ashley also when I had the pleasure of working with 
him when I was with the Department of Law, handled the utilities 
and the federal regulations. He's a very knowledgeable and very 
fine bright young man. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Great. He's very, very helpful and we'll make sure that 
he's a part of that. The City of Pittsburgh has sued TCI and we 
filed a complaint against TCI with the Federal Communications 
Commission so we are no longer in the kind of situation where we 
are going to allow them to continually raise rates and finally, 
the United States Congress has given us some authority to 
regulate them and I think we need to go after that with 
aggressiveness so I look forward to working with you on that. 
Congratulations on your nomination and I will certainly support 
you. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you very much.

The Chair: 


I have a question or a comment. The first question, this 
money, is that for the continued leases and is this the only 
piece of legislation this year or does this come up quarterly, 
annually? 


Mr. Mancuso: 


This year normally you get it just once but earlier in the 
year we had an appropriation that we asked for $70,000.00 and 
this the balance of that appropriation and the money for the 
leases. The first appropriation was really to cover salaries in 
the Senior Citizens Trust Fund. So the two of those combined 
equals the amount in the line item that is annually transferred 
into the Senior Citizens Trust Fund. 


The Chair: 


In no way in approving this piece of legislation are we 
renewing a lease today. 


Mr. Mancuso: 

Yes. 
The Chair: 

We are renewing leases today? 
Mr. Mancuso: 


There's another piece of legislation, I believe it's Bill 
No. 375 which authorizes us to enter into -- 


The Chair: 


-- let me tell you where I'm going with this because maybe 
I'm misunderstanding it. Since I have been on Council there 
have been a few sites that we have been criticizing, a majority 
of the members here, because it's my personal belief that the 
amount of the lease expenditures that we can buy property and 
have an asset for less than what we're paying for the lease. I 
thought we're paying this because we're contractually obligated 
based on a lease that we approved years ago. If you're telling 
me we're renewing leases, this is the time we should be 
evaluating this. 
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Ms. Gallo: 

It's $75,000.00 that renews the leases. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Can t clarify something? It's the same way of asking the 
earlier question. We are in multi-year agreement relationships 
with a number of centers including Beechview which this Council 
has had a concern about and as well Lawrenceville which I have 
had a concern about, so this appropriation and the resolution 
will continue the current arrangement for this year. It does 
not preclude during the course of this year if we want to 
resolve something else for next program year with Lawrenceville, 
Beechview or anywhere else; we still have the ability to do 
that. So I want to make sure that whatever we sign lease-wise, 
whether it's a multi-year, it's still a one-year condition based 
on the Council authorizing the resolution. That is the case. 
Mr. Mancuso: 

That's right. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So this year if Mr. Cusick from the Beechview area and Mr. 
Onorato or any member of this Council wants to meet with you 
regarding lease arrangements at a senior center, we have the 
ability to discuss that and the impact on it next year- 

Mr. Mancuso: 

That's correct. 
The Chair: 

I disagree with Councilman Ferlo. If you are telling me we 
have a multi-year lease and what Councilman Ferlo is suggesting 
is that next year if this body doesn't want to fund it because 
we have a new place to go, aren't we .contractually obligated? 
Mr. Mancuso: 

No, we are not. 

The Chair: 

What does our lease say? 

Mr. Mancuso: 


tf believe there is a cancellation clause given in writing 
to the landlord and I can't remember the specific terms. It 
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differs in different pieces of leases based on what the landlord 
required but it was in there specifically for the purpose that 
Council President mentioned which is the fact that if Council 
failed to appropriate the money for any given site or for all of 
the leases that they would have to be cancelled so that is in 
the legislation and Council annually appropriates the money for 
the leases even though we're in a multiple-year deal. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Point of order. Can we make Bill No. 375 companion bill? 

KS 

BILL NO. 375 

Resolution authorizing the City to enter into a Lease or 
Leases and/or License Agreement or License Agreements and/or 
Management Agreement or Management Agreements for the purpose of 
Senior Centers. Said agreements shall be in form approved by 
the City Solicitor and shall contain such terms as she may 
require. The total costs of such agreements shall not exceed 
$193,374.00, and shall be paid from the Senior Citizens Program 
Trust Fund (SCPTF), Index Code 254250. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

This is all part of the same thing. Bill No. 374 is just 
authorizing the transfer of the money needed to pay past rents 
and this Bill No. 375 is authorizing us to enter into future 
lease agreements. 

Mr. Smith: 
Can we get the bill on the table? 
The Chair: 
We just read both bills. 
Mr. Smith: 
Maybe I'm confused. 
The Chair: 

Is there a motion to approve the second bill? 

Mr. Ferlo: 


Second. 





Mr. O'Connor: 

Second for discussion. 
Mr. Smith: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 


On the first bill the $243,000.00. Is that for 1994 or 
1993 services that are provided? 


Mr. Mancuso: 

It's 1994. 
The Chair: 

Phe bill for $193,374.00, what was that for? 
Mr. Mancuso: 


It's for leases for 1994 and in part early 1995 because we 
attempt to get them off of the calendar year. 


The Chair: 


The leases that we have on the sites. Do we sit down and 
resign them every year or are these continuing? 


Mr. Mancuso: 
They are muitiple-year deals. 
fhe Chair: 


1 don't know when this body is going to step up to the plate and 
take some action but this is the third year now that I've been 
talking about this with a lot of my colleagues and we said we're 
going to do something about it and every year we approve it with 
the same leases. When are we going to address this issue? 


Mr. FPerlo: 


Just on this point again and we have to clarify. Because 
we make substantive changes to these structures and because we 
have multi-year relationships, whether it be Beechview, Butler 
Street or any of the other senior centers, we have to have 
multi-year agreements or we'll never have viable senior centers. 
The conditions of that actual multi-year lease are contingent 
upon a yearly authorizing resolution of this Council 
substantiating the money, otherwise it doesn't mean anything and 





secondly, unless something changed, at any given time if this 
Council working with the Administration through the course of a 
program year in the future wants to change an arrangement with a 
senior center, either going to rent somewhere else or build a 
building or whatever arrangement we have, nothing in approving 
these things today precludes this Council or a Councilmember 
working with the Administration to making that arrangement come 
about. I believe I've expressed an interest relative to Butler 
with the Administration, I know Mr. Cusick and as well all of us 
have expressed an interest regarding what we thought was an 
unreasonably high rent in Beechview and there may be other 
concerns that other Councilmembers have that I'm not aware of. 
So it's a multi-year situation with the caveat of yearly funding 
and with the agreement that if Council or the Adninistration 
wants to alter that relationship we still have a prerogative to 
do it. 


The Chair: 


I agree with everything you just said but what we're doing 
today if we approve both of these is that we are authorizing the 
Administration in giving you authority to spend money for the 
next 12 months at these sites if you prefer to do that? 


Mr. Mancuso: 

Right. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

However, if we want to make sure that they come back a year 
from now with a different lease arrangement then we should 
attach it as an amendment. 

The Chair: 


I'm saying we have been asking that for three years and 
here we are again approving it for another year. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


To be fair to the Administration, we have a new 
administration, I don't want to get into the politics of some of 
these leases but I think clearly now we can work with this 
Administration to address some of the concerns that this Council 
has raised over the last five years about certain leases. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you Mr. Chairman. Mr. Ferlo is correct certainly 
that we have cancellation clauses in every one of our leases and 
we can today action if we want to. At the same time what Mr. 
Onorato is saying is if we're renewing their lease because there 








are leases that actually expire in 1994 and we are renewing 
their lease, that does put at least in an awkward position to 
then cancel their lease shortly thereafter for whatever policy 
reasons the City of Pittsburgh wants to do that. So I guess my 
question is, of the many leases that these bills cover, are 
there any that will expire in 1994 that we are renewing by this 
action of Council? : 


Mr. Mancuso: 


yes. The West End lease with the Diocese of Pittsburgh 
which has been renegotiated to put them into a new facility 
within the next few weeks. We're moving them out of the 
basement of the Saint James Church and that is the only one. 
All of the rest are in the middle of multiple-year terms. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That gets to the essence here I believe and I think at 
least with respect to the West End lease we should ask the 
Councilperson for that district certainly whether he would have 
any objections to us renewing the lease but other than that it 
makes sense for us to go forward realizing that we can move 
ahead to change an arrangement or cancel a lease at any time. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


you're looking for alternative sites, correct me if I'm 
wrong, in cases where we view leases as overly expensive and you 
would be willing to accept input from Councilmembers on those 
alternative arrangements; am I right? 


Ms. Gallo: 


My understanding is that particularly in Beechview they 
have looked at other sites and are looking at a church but there 
are problems with accessibility getting into the church. My 
understanding is they have looked at that pretty seriously and 
are on an ongoing basis. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Relative to the West End, I heard quite a few complaints 
about their current facility and I’m happy to hear that we're 
being moved. I wasn't aware of that. Where are you going? 


Mr. Mancuso: 


The church has agreed because of their consolidation of 
three parishes.out there, they have agreed with us that the 
conditions of that. center were really not the best and have made 
available the activities building for our seniors and are 
currently making the renovations necessary to comply with the 
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terms of our contract with the County Department of Aging and we 
have to make sure before we can actually finalize that deal that 
it will meet the qualifications of both the County Health 
Department and the Department of Aging. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I'm sure most of Council is familiar with that in the West 
End and I would say it's certainly large enough to accommodate 
any senior citizen group in the city. 


Mr. Mancuso: 


It is also viewed as a interim temporary move it is not 
viewed as a permanent relocation. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


It came about as a result of the vigilance of this Council 
asking that Saint James be reconsidered.. 


Mr. Mancuso: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


I'll end by stating that we have some leases that are 
between $30,000.00 and $40,000.00 a year. If that was being 
applied to a debt service we could be building these buildings, 
we could own, we'd have an asset and it would probably cost us 
less than the debt service to have a building of our own. That 
is a lot of money to pay for a year to put up a building go out 
on one of our bond issues and actually put the structure up, 
$40,000.00 annually on debt service -- you could build several 
of these and what we're doing is paying for space for 12 months 
and that money is gone. We don't have anything to show for it 
except the use of the space. 


Ms. Gallo: 


IT agree and we've discussed that. One thing that is a 
little misleading in there is about $10,000.00 annually of those 
leases goes for maintenance, so it isn't quite as much as it 
appears. 


The Chair: 


Even $20,000.00 for a debt service still could build a 
significant building which would at least equal or not be 
greater space than the space that we already have. I think we 
should seriously think about that because then we would at least 
have an asset to show for it and we could always sell a building 
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down the road and if times get tough we'll get our money back. 

So we have been making a suggestion for many years and I would 

hope finally that we would have some changes throughout 1994 to 
reflect that type of money. 

Mr. Ferlo: 


gust to clarify, was is the current lease with the Wagner 
family on the Beechview site? 


Mr. Mancuso: 

It terminates 6/30/95. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

What is the amount? 
Mr. Mancuso: 


The annual amount of rent is $26,700.00 and this is 
$10,200.00. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


It's $10,200.00 for maintenance on top of $26,700.00, so 
it's $36,900.00. 


Mr. Mancuso: 
: Right. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Any other questions? 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

What is the square feet on that? 
Mr. Mancuso: 


It's 3,675 square feet and it works out to about $10.05 a 
square foot. 


Mr. Ferlo: - 


Basement. 
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Mr. Hertzberg: 


How does that compare with the square foot arrangements for 
leases city-wide? Is that somewhere close to what we're paying 
elsewhere? 


Mr. Mancuso: 


It's one of the highest per square foot of costs that we 
have 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


I'd like to end by saying a lot of people might think this 
is nitpicking but I don't know if my colleagues know this but 
for the significant amount of money that we're paying at several 
of these sites, we don't have access to this building 24 hours a 
day. We only have it just for the senior part of the day and 
we're trying to open up structures for kids at night. If we 
were building these buildings they'd be ours and we could open 
them up anytime we want. I don't know if you know this but we 
lose access to these buildings at 5 P.M. for the price that 
we're paying and this is very frustrating and that's what really 
bothers me. If we could own the buildings, control the 
buildings and have it 24 hours a day for less than what we're 
paying I believe that.

AS DIRECTOR OF WATER, WEDNESDAY, APRIL 13, 1994) 


Mr. Cohen: 


I will be brief as well. Mr. Hanna, I want to congratulate 
very much on your nomination. I think that it's particularly 
good to see someone who has advanced through the ranks of city 
government really through dedication and hard work from 
everybody that I've spoken to, that is how you got to this table 
and I think it's a good example to set for other employees in 
the City of Pittsburgh is that you're not somebody who was 
brought in from the outside, you're somebody who really rose 
through the ranks and has worked for the City close to 19 years, 
so I congratulate you for that. I also was very impressed with 
your opening statement. You covered a lot of the issues that I 
wanted to touch upon and I don't need to ask you at all about 
it. I'm very happy also’ to hear that the Water Department under 
your leadership is doing a lot of contracts, a lot of jobs 
in-house. Councilman Ricciardi who is the Chair of this 
committee on City Council and also a member of the Water and 
Sewer Authority Board told me that out of the 80 or so emergency 
water breaks that we had over the winter whereas in the past 50 
percent of them had been contracted out and only two were 
contracted out this past winter. 


Mr. Hanna: 

We had 230 and we contracted out three. 
Mr. Cohen: 

That is great. 
Mr. Hanna: 

Part of my winter initiation I guess. 
Mr. Cohen: 

you deserve to be commended for that because it sounds like 
we are bringing so much more of this work in-house and our city 
employees can do it. 


Mr. Hanna: 


I agree with that and I'm happy that you have that same 
feeling. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Let me ask you a couple of questions on the Highland Park 
Reservoir issue that has been before this Council a number of 
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times and Mr. Ferlo has taken the leadership role it. Has the, 
Department of Environmental Resources contacted the City of 
Pittsburgh recently about our activities on the reservoirs, how 
closely are they monitored? 


Mr. Hanna: 


They are monitoring them close enough that we can feel 
their breath on our necks. Glenn Cannon was recently at a 
seminar and there was a guest speaker there from DER and he 
talked genericcally about many topics, one of which was 
reservoir covers and he couldn't proceed with his little speech 
without pointing to the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority and 
the task that they face and pointed out that the deadline was 
December 31, 1995, 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


I'd like to interject. We have less than two years to 
cover our reservoirs. We have known about this since 1984 and 
there are both civil and criminal penalties attached to this and 
we have been informed several times by the department that's 
building a paper trail that if we don't cover that soon your 
colleague, Gene Ricciardi, might be spending some time in a 
courtroom, so those are very good questions Mr. Cohen and we are 
persuing it and taking it very seriously and we're very proud of 
the fact that Mayor Murphy has taken this very seriously and we 
are working very closely with him. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I look forward to seeing the results of this report but 
obviously we have pushed the past administration to do something 
about it and now the time is short so I look forward to seeing 
that report. 


Mr. Hanna: 
You won't need to push us. 
Mr. Cohen: 


On billing a number of questions have been asked about 
billing but do you feel that the billing is under control now 
with respect to having accurate bills for the City of Pittsburgh 
water customers? In the past there have been occasions where 
people have been over billed and they haven't gotten accurate 
bills. I believe it's under control now but I want to hear it 
from you. 
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Mr. Hanna: 


That's not my strong suit, the billing end of the 
department, so I put an extra effort into trying to learn that 
in my few months as acting director. There are still some 
problems that exist. The billing system that we currently have 
is not prehistoric but it's dated. We're currently looking at a 
new billing system, something that would serve our customers 
much better and be easier on our employees who often times are 
frustrated by the billing system itself. There's so much 
technology that has happened. The system, although it's been 
installed only six or eight years ago, it was ten years old when 
we bought it so it's one of those issues. The system is 
basically a 20-year old system and we hope to move further 
technology into the future so we can help eliminate and 
hopefully going into monthly billing will help this if we decide 
to do that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I would like to see you modernize the billing over there 
and it's your expertise so if you could present certainly to the 
Administration but also to us what your plans are for 
modernizing our billing techniques, that would be very helpful. 


Mr. Hanna: 
we can do that. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Last, are there major capital improvements other than the 
reservoir covers, are there major capital improvements that are 
coming up soon that we need to know about? 


Mr. Hanna: 


There will always be major capital improvements. We have 
many weaknesses within the system, we have addressed many of 
them over the past ten years and we've spent over $200 million 
which is a lot of money. We have a good idea that our largest 
lines are in excellent shape right now. The smaller 
distribution mains that go through the neighborhoods, we're now 
pinpointing some of those for replacement. Dinwiddie Street 
happens to be one and Larkins Way on the Southside. We had 27 
breaks on Larkins Way in the past two years. We have probably 
spent more money on repairs there than it would take to replace 
the line, we intend to replace that line. There are many 
smaller projects we will probably handle in-house, small relays 
maybe 100 feet but we'll use our own staff to do that. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


How about the metering outside the homes, is that 
completed? 


Mr. Hanna: 


All meters have been remoted in one way or the other. 
There's four generations of remotes however and some are not 
compatible with others. In order to move along technologically 
we have to try to take the oldest meters which were first 
remoted, some of them are now approaching 15 years and the 
industry standard is to change those meters 10 to 15 years so 
we're approaching that upper limit so we will be approaching the 
Water and Sewer Authority with some kind of an idea as to how to 
accomplish that work. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, from everything that I have heard and seen in your 
background and seen from you today I think you're the person to 
do it and I wish you well. I support your confirmation and one 
last thing and that is that in the last several months when you 
have been acting director of the department, we have had a 
number of complaints in my Council district and every time that 
we have contacted you you've worked well with us to solve the 
problem quickly. I thank you for doing that in the past and at 
the same time hope that you continue to do that in the future. 


Mr. Hanna: 
We will, thank you.

Members of Council and members of the 
audience, I am very honored to read the 
following proclamation for Race for the Cure 
for breast cancer. 


MR. COHEN PRESENTS 
No. 445 WHEREAS, breast cancer is the 


leading killer of women between the 
ages of 35-54; and 








WHEREAS, breast cancer 
research and awareness is a national health care 
priority; and 


WHEREAS, The Susan G. Komen Breast 
Cancer Foundation RACE FOR THE 
CURE, a nationwide 5 kilometer run/walk 
benefiting breast cancer research and 
awareness, has raised over 19 million 
dollars in 12 years of races; and 


WHEREAS, The National Council of 
Jewish Women has organized a 
local race as part of this important national event 
on Mother's Day, May 8, 1994, in 
Schenley Park; and 


WHEREAS, last years RACE FOR THE 
CURE in Pittsburgh was a phenomenally 
successful event, in that over 3000 people 
participated and over $190,000 was raised locally;

Thank you very much, members of 
Council. This really is an extraordinary 
event, to find a cure for the leading killer, as 
the proclamation says, of women between the ages 
of 35 and 54. There are 180,000 cases of 
breast cancer diagnosed each year in the 
United States, but one and a half million women 
have survived breast cancer. So, there, 
indeed, is hope. 


This race began last year here in the City 
of Pittsburgh and the people to my left 
organized it and are organizing it again 
this year, and as the proclamation said, over 3,000 
people Participated, they raised a lot of 
money, $190,000.00, and hopefully they 
will raise even more this year. 


Three quarters of that money stays here in 
the City of Pittsburgh for local programs 
like mammography voucher system and 
educational forums and research. So, it is very, 
very important, and the other thing is that 
this even brings together hospitals, health 
care foundations, businesses, civic 
organizations, in a way that ] have not seen many 
other benefits do and they have really 
done a terrific job of building a coalition. 


Even though this is, of course, a very 
serious subject, it is not a serious event, 
i is a fun event, and I encourage 
everybody to come out for it. You do not have to 
be an accomplished runner like you 
would in the Marathon, although we 
have an accomplished runner here, I happen to 
know that Robin Freedman is an 
accomplished runner.

1 want to thank you for this proclamation 
and the recognition that this is an issue 
whose concern you also share and I think 
through this proclamation show that it is an 
important item to be on the agenda and in the 
consciousness of the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


I want to thank Dan, who not only 
initiated and sponsored this proclamation 
but really has said it so well what this race 
is all about. 


1 also would like to acknowledge and 
thank the various departments of the City 
of Pittsburgh whose help and assistance 
has been invaluable in ensuring that we run a very 
good and safe race. 


1 also want to thank each of you 
individually because you all have 
expressed your willingness to personally endorse 


this race and be among a group of 
distinguished honorary co-chairs and join 
the Mayor and his wife that day. 1 think that 


endorsement shows that you do share this concern. 


This is a race not only about success in 
terms of numbers, in terms of the number 
of participants that came out and the 
amount of money we raised and the very fact that 
last year it was the biggest first time 
event of its kind in the City and, in fact, 
was the third largest foot race in the City after the 
Great Race and the Marathon, but this is a race that 
also has a very human face, because I 


think all of us, and think for a 
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moment about that mother or sister or daughter or 
friend or co-worker, who we all know, 
who has been touched by this disease,

I just would like for 4 moment to 
introduce someone who is very critical to 
this race, who has been an inspiration, who is 
also a tong-distance runner and a breast cancer 
survivor, my friend and co-chair, Gloria 
Moser.

This is unprepared. It is a delight to be 
here today and it is very important to me 
to be a part of this race. 


Six years ago J was diagnosed with breast 
cancer and went and had surgery and had 
follow-up radiation and never questioned 
how much it would cost, because | had such fine 
insurance and I assumed that every 
woman in America had the same coverage that I 
did and what a surprise it was to find out that they 
did not. The race is, therefore, that much 
more important to me because I know

Would the people from the Center for 
Victims of Violent Crime come up, 
please. Members of 
Council, I have one other proclamation that | am 
very honored to present this moming, and that is 
for the Center for Victims of Violent 
Crime, and the resolution goes as 
follows:

No. 446 WHEREAS, public opinion polls 
clearly indicate that crime is the number

Far too few victims are 
served in our system but there are groups 
out there who are serving them and the most 
prominent in my mind in the City of 
Pittsburgh is the Center for Victims of Violent 
Crime. 





When we talk about victims we obviously 
think about people who are physically 
assaulted victims of violent crime but Nancy 
Wells will certainly tell you that victims run the 
whole gamut, it is not just people who 
are physically assaulted, but what about 
that young child who witnesses a shooting, who is 
not physically assaulted himself or 
herself but has to undergo the 
psychological trauma of witnessing a crime.

WHEREAS, Bishop Darkins was always 
first and foremost a shepherd among his 
flock, distributing food to those in need, 
visiting the sick and elderly, and championing the 
causes of those who had no other voice 
in government.

Mr. O’Connor: 


Well, yesterday we had a kickoff. as you 
know, this will be our third year for the 
“Be a Sport” Program. What it is, a lot 
of us have old sports equipment in our basements 
or garages and somehow we —- 
fortunately we never throw those things out. We 
are asking all Pittsburghers to pick those up and 
deliver them to the fire stations, all the 
local fire stations from May 11th to May 
15th, or on the North Side at the Children's 
Festival, Any kind of sports equipment, 
there is a big need, especially in our little 
leagues for gloves and bats, balls, things like that 
and especially in the lower income neighborhoods. 


Also, last year we collected over 100 
bikes.

34, WEDNESDAY, APRIL 26, 1994.) 


The Chair: 

Is there a motion to approve? 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Motion to approve. 
Mr. Cusick: 

Second. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Second for discussion. 
The Chair: , 

Second for discussion. Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mr. Chair. 


I am going to ask my colleagues to vote against this bill, 
and the reason is, first of all I would like to thank Councilman 
Smith for holding this bill for several weeks so that we could 
try to reach an accommodation, a resolution in the neighborhood. 


This is a bill to rezone from residential to commercial 470 
South Atlantic Avenue in the neighborhood of Friendship. The 
process of changing from residential to commercial, of course, 
is not one that any neighborhood takes lightly, and this 
neighborhood certainly is not. I have attempted over the last 
month to mediate between the commercial entity, in this case, 
Don Allen Chevrolet, and the neighborhood surrounding it, and we 
have had four meetings altogether and unfortunately I have to 
come back and report to my colleagues that we did not reach a 
resolution; however I do think that there is a positive plan to 
move forward on it. ‘ 


There have been a number of issues between Don Allen and 
the neighborhood that have yet to be resolved, frankly, before I 
would recommend to my colleagues that a rezoning be done, and 
those issues I have outlined for all of you in a memo that I 
distributed to all of you yesterday. They include a number of 
things, including employee parking on South Atlantic, the 
speeding of test drive cars, a loud PA system, et cetera, and I 
think the positive thing that has come out of this is that there 
now is a communication process between this company and the 
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neighborhood. 1 would like to see that communication process 
continue. A subcommittee of the neighborhood group is 
presenting to the President of Don Allen Chevrolet a list of 
items that they would like to see moved upon and I think if 
those are moved upon in a positive way, then Don Allen Chevrolet 
can come back for the rezoning. 


But, at this time I would like to encourage my colleagues 
to vote "no" on this bill. We do have Mr. Jim Brown, our Zoning 


Administrator, here this morning if anybody has any questions. 
1 thank him for coming for this special session, and if anybody 
has any questions, I would be happy to answer them. 
The Chair: ig 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I have a question of Mr. Brown. 
The Chair: 


Mr. Brown, would you please come to the table. Good 
morning. 


Mr. Brown: 
Good morning, members of Council. 


First, let me say that Director Hirsh apologizes for not 
being able to attend this morning due to previous engagements. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


There are no previous engagements when we have a Council 
meeting, just remind her of that, okay? 


Mr. Brown: 

I will. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

The effect of voting this down, when would Council be able 
to deal with this issue again, and depending on that issue, what 
would be the. process in terms of the public hearing and the 
Commission action? 


Mr. Brown: 


There is no limitation on refiling, so the Voelkers, who 
are the operators of Don Allen Chevrolet, could file a petition 
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with the Planning Commission at any time to do the same type of 
rezoning or whatever they feel appropriate, Or Council could 
introduce, if Council wishes, an ordinance to rezone in whatever 
manner. 


Mr. Perlo: 


So, the City Charter relative to Council's voting down 
legislation and not being able to bring it up within the 
respective session is not relevant to —- 


Mr. Brown: 


Well, I am speaking to the Zoning Code and there are no 
provisions in the Zoning Chapter of the City Code anyways. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I guess what I am asking is, I want to make sure, if we 
vote this down today and Mr. Cohen is successful in working out 
some resolution with the community that within this year or next 
year, within this legislative session, we are able to deal with 
this -- 


Mr. Brown: 
To my knowledge, you can. 
Mr. Ferlo: 
I just want to be clear on that. 


On the issue itself. The Zoning Code is not a sacrament 
document, I mean it changes, it reflects zoning land use policy. 
The only concern I have relative to this site is the condition 
of the house. If at some point Friendship Development were 
successful with our help in acquiring the property and 
developing the house, I would be supportive of that and less 
inclined to support the rezoning, but given what is going on 
right now in terms of the negotiations being initiative by Mr. 
Cohen, I will vote "no" for purposes of today; however, between 
now and the end of the year, I really think we need to resolve 
this property issue. This is a very large piece of property 
that is in disrepair, and if I understand the owner, Don Alien, 
I am sure they are going to just leave it andsiet the property 
deteriorate. At some point, even right now, notwithstanding 
this vote, they have the right to demolish the residential 
structure. 


Mr. Brown: 


They can. 
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Mr. Perlo: 


I just hope that between now and a short period of time we 
can try to resolve this with the neighborhood folks. 


Mr. Brown: 
Sure. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Briefly, thank you. 

I think Councilman Ferio raises an important point, and 
that is the state of the property. There has not been any 
formal communication between the Friendship Development 
Associates and Mr. Voelker at Don Allen about buying that 
property, but I think that obviously is an important issue that 
we have to continue to monitor. 

This is very difficult actually for me to recommend to all 
of you to vote against this, because Don Allen Chevrolet, and 
many other kinds of cars, is an important business in our 
community and one that we never want to say "no" to a business 
that employs a lot of people, but at the same time I think that 
we could turn this into a positive by having a better 
communication between the business and the neighborhood, so that 
hopefully several months from now they will be able to come back 
together and support a use for that property. 

The Chair: 

Councilman Hertzberg. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. Brown, refresh our memory, what did the Planning 
Commission do on this, was it an affirmative recommendation -- 


Mr. Brown: 
Yes. Yes, there was an affirmative recommendation on it. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


And, was there sane brief explanation for the affirmative 
recommendation from Planning on this? 





Mr. Brown: 


Don Allen agreed to limit the height of the building, and 
what he wants to do is put up a —- extend his used car sales lot 
and raise the present residential building and with the rezoning 
he would install a new sales office for the used car facility. 
So, he agreed to limit the height of any new building to ~~ I 
believe it was one and a half stories. He agreed to provide 
landscaping between the residential property and his property, 
and I believe he agreed to allow the abutting property owner to 
use a driveway, or to share a driveway, or whatever the case is. 
I believe there is a common driveway there now -- 


Mr. Cohen: 
Yes. 
Mr. Brown: 


And I am not sure if he would sell them that driveway or 
give them a -- record an easement to continue to use it, or 
whatever. But he did make same concessions to that nature. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


But there were additional concessions sought by community,r 
or they just never communicated, Mr. Cohen, what -- 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, as I laid out in my memorandum of yesterday, there 
were a number of issues there, yes. con 


And, remember, this is an attempt to expand the commercial 
corridor into the residential neighborhood, that is not 
something I think that should be taken lightly at all, because 
there is a tenuous balance between residential and commercial 
there. 


But, the issues raised included employee parking on South 
Atlantic that is congesting that street, the speeding of test 
drive cars along that street, a very loud PA system that they 
have there, that I think can be turned down and still be able. to 
accommodate the business without having to disturb the 
neighbors, a deteriorating retaining wall along Celia Place, 
which is right behind the business, and aiso the purchase by Don 
Allen of other properties in the neighborhood, including a 
particular property behind CoGo's on Baum Boulevard. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thanks, Mr. Cohen. This is a difficult decision because of 
we want to look after the best interest of both the residents 
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and businesses in the City, we need both to be thriving. But I 
am sure you are looking after the best interest of both and I 
will go along with you on this “no” vote. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


I want to ask Mr. Cohen a question. During the public 
hearing it was very unclear to me what exactly the canmitment 
was from Don Allen relative to what they actually were planning 
to build or not build. I mean the sense I got from the attorney 
was not a specific commitment to build the proposed new sales 
office and I got the feeling that I was getting a pig anda 
poke, that we were going to allow the rezoning, they would 
demolish the house, and probably we would just end up with a 
surface parking lot. I do not know if there is other 
verification of what the intent was, but the hearing did not 
exactly leave me with a comfortable feeling about what was going 
to happen with the property. He gave a very nebulous 
explanation about, well, if the market is good, and if the -- 1 
mean either they are going to build something and they have 
plans and they have something they can share with the adjoining 
property owners and the resident or they don't, and I did not 
get a sense that they actually were sincere, at least at this 
time, in clearly wanting to build the proposed sales office. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, I think that is right as of the public hearing on 
March the 2nd. One of the things that did come out from these 
meetings is a clearer view of exactly what he wants to do there. 
Richard Voelker, the President of Don Allen, did meet with the 
neighbors on March the 31st at his place of business and laid 
out a little more specifically and clearly what he intends to 
put there, and it is a one and a half story office building, as 
well as making changes in the parking lot, so that he can have 
more room for cars that are being sold there, it included an 
architectural rendering and showing vegetation, et cetera. So, 
I think that he was more specific in his meeting with the 
neighbors, the problem really are the other issues that surround 
the relationship between Don Allen and the neighbors there. 


Mr. Brown: 


Yes, and the other item is that the ordinance includes the 
statement that the amendment, would not take effect. If Council 
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approves the ordinance, the amendment would not take effect 
until the Voelkers would file a plan of subdivision with the 
Planning Commission that would specify a landscape easement and 
would specify that the height of any new buildings would not 
exceed one and a half stories. So, he is at least committed to 
do those two things, limit the height of the building and 
provide a landscape buffer along the abutting property and along 
the North Atlantic frontage, and if he would not do that, then 
the ordinance would not take effect. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 


Just procedurally, back to Mr. Cohen. Is there a reason 
why you are pushing to vote "no" as opposed to approving this, 
recognizing that the effect of the ordinance would not take 
place until there is a resolution with the community and the 
adjoining property owners? 


I am asking Mr. Cohen to respond on the policy, and then if 
you could respond on the procedural issue. 


Mr. Brown: 
Sure. 
Mr. Cohen: 
I will take a shot at the policy reason. 


The problem is not what was laid out by the Planning 
Commission, because you know what it means when you have to 
submit a site drawing, that just means they submit it and the 
Planning Commission approves it. The problem here are a number 
of issues that need to be resolved between this business and the 
neighborhood before a rezoning should go through, in my 
judgment; you may conclude a different opinion. But, I am not 
in a position to approve this thing because it is an increase of 
the commercial business section into the residential corridor 
without resolving a number of problems that exist in the 
neighborhood, and until those problems get resolved, which I 
think they can be, I do not think we ought to approve this 
rezoning. 


So, that is why I am not suggesting that we approve it or 
table it, but that we actually defeat it, realizing that he can 


come back in a few months after steps have been taken to resolve 
these problems. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

And, on the procedural, Mr. Brown. 
Mr. Brown: 

The procedural problem is that the hearing was held by 
Council on March the 2nd, and the ordinance states that Council 
may approve the Zoning Ordinance within a 60-day period, so 
Sunday of this week is the 60-day period, beyond that you will 
not be able to approve it unless you have another public 
hearing. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to clarify, we are meeting today at the special 
committee session and we have a final vote today. Today is the 
Jast day, I believe. So, we are accommodating the 60 days. 

Mr. Brown: 
Right. 
The Chair: 

Councilman O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


Very briefly. We cannot hold this for a month or anything? 
Are we going through the whole thing anyhow? 


The Chair: 
You would have to have another public hearing? 
Mr. O'Connor: 


I mean it is so close, I wish they had more time, that is 
my point. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Again, he can come back at any time and reapply. I do not 
think that we should go through another public hearing because, 
frankly, we have had two public hearings in the neighborhood 
since the public hearing on March 2nd here in City Council 
Chambers. © 


Mr. O'Connor: 


But, by voting "no" do we send him a clear message that he's 
a loser, no matter what he does? 
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Mr. Smith: 

What do you mean, he's a loser? 
Mr. Cohen: 

Let me jump in, if I may. 

The Chairs 
Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

I do not think so. I have been in touch with Richard 
Voelker, obviously he is not happy, he would not be happy if 
Council turned this down, at the same time, now, I have been 
encouraging him and I think that he is receptive to it, to take 
what the neighbors in writing have given him and take action 
about those issues that I raised earlier and that if he does 
that in good faith, which I think there is a very likely chance 
that he will, then he can come back and let's go through this 
rezoning at that time. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

There is no chance he is looking at other property 
Somewhere else? I am concerned about the jobs, that is what I 
am worried about. 

Mr. Cohen: 

I-am concerned about the neighborhoods and the jobs. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

And both.

Since the Planning Commission recommends approval and

Ladies and gentlemen, we are very pleased and 
honored to have many, many guests in the 
audience that are here for various resolutions and 
proclamations. At this time I am pleased to call 
upon Councilman Dan Cohen. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 
The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

I would also like to ask Councilman Gene 
Ricciardi and Councilman Joe Cusick to come up, 
please, for are co-sponsoring this proclamation 
with me, and the officers from Zone 3 and the 
folks here from Carrick, if you could come up as 
well. Come on up. 

The Chair: 


I would like to say, hello, to Mr. Readshaw this 
morning also. 





Mr. Cohen: 


Members of Council and members of the 
audience, I am very proud and honored to be able 
to read this proclamation. This is a story about 
how citizens working with the police really can 
help in fighting crime. 


In March of this year a cold-blooded criminal 
terrorized many of the neighborhoods in our City, 
particularly Oakland, Carrick and Mt. Oliver, and 
this criminal robbed many of our Senior Citizens 
and assaulted and terrorized many of them. The 
police had a huge manhunt on and on March 22nd 
there was a 20 minute, mile and a half chase in the 
City's South Side, particularly in Allentown and 
Beltzhoover, and that foot chase resulted in the 
capture of the suspect. This probably would not 
have happened had it not been not only for the 
terrific work by our police officers, all of whom 
are here today and their commander, Commander 
Mullen, but also by individuals, pedestrians, who 
were walking on the streets, citizens; there was 
even one case where the suspect ran into a beauty 
parlor and the owner of the beauty parlor ran out 
and locked the door to try to keep the suspect 
inside. So many people helped to be able to 
capture this suspect that I wanted to give a 
proclamation with my colleagues, Councilman 
Gene Ricciardi and Councilman Joe Cusick, to say, 
if citizens and police work together we really can 
solve this public safety crisis and we really can 
fight crime. 


So, I would like to read this proclamation, then 
introduce the people who are here today. 


MR. COHEN PRESENTS 


No. 480 WHEREAS, during March 1994, 
senior citizens in Oakland, Swissvale, Carrick and 
Mount Oliver were beaten, stabbed, tied, terrorized 
and threatened with death as they were 
robbed in their homes; and 


WHEREAS, each succeeding robbery was more 
violent than the Jast; and 


WHEREAS, the people who lived in these 
communities became very frightened and 
concerned as the suspect eluded capture; and 


WHEREAS, on March 22, 1994, under the 
leadership of Commander William Mullen of zone 
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3 in the Southside and Officers Verna Adams, 
Joseph Arroyo, Susan Keasley, Walter Kozolowski 
and Robert May, citizens and police alike 
cooperated in the capture of said suspect, 
culminating in a foot chase through Beltzhoover 
and Allentown; and 


WHEREAS, due to the extraordinary 
cooperation and teamwork between police and 
citizens, an accused felon will be brought to trial. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh does hereby 
commend Commander Mullen, his officers, and 
citizens of the community who choose to remain 
anonymous, for their fine work; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh declares May 3, 
1994 We Get Results When We Work Together 
Day in the City of Pittsburgh.

The individuals, particularly the ones who 
helped in the foot chase, did not want to come 
down, they wanted to remain anonymous and I 
respect that and I do think that says something 
about the state of the public safety in the City of 
Pittsburgh right now. 


But, we do have a number of people here who 
are very much involved in working with our police 
on a daily basis, and that includes Eileen Grentz, 
who is here from the block watch. Eileen, thanks 
so much for being here. Caroline and Bernie 
Majeski, thank you so much for being here. 
Everybody knows, I think, Harry Readshaw and 
his wife Carol, from the Carrick Community 
Council, and also Joe Herman, from the block 
watch there in Carrick. So, I want to thank you all 


for coming down. And, I would like to introduce 
my colleagues, Joe Cusick and Eugene Ricciardi, 
to say a few words, then we will hear from the 
Commander. Counciiman. 


Mr. Cusick: 


1 just want to congratulate not only the police 
officers but the residents.

I did want to report and also make mention, we 
have Lucy Sproul in the audience today from

years; she is a great individual who I think is going 
to provide a lot of leadership to City government 
regarding the issue of barriers.

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specifically and hopefully by the end of the year 
we can look at these Council chambers. She is 
specifically looking at a plan with our Engineering 
and Construction that deal with the front door, the 
podium, the chair and this podium up here.

As long as we are on issues relating to making 
the City County Building more accessible, we also 
do have to complete making our elevators 
accessible. We have moved partway in that 
direction, but if you recall we had a public hearing 
here a couple of years ago where blind and visually 
impaired people came down to try to get audible 
traffic signals in the Craig Street corridor in North 
Oakland, and | think that made us aware, it 
certainly made me aware, that we need to make our 
elevators accessible, too. We have not yet 
completed that task, and I think this might be a 
good opportunity to say, we've got to complete that 
task to make sure that people who are visually 
impaired can come into our City Council Chamber. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. Cohen. Mr. O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


1 just want to real quickly congratulate Bill for 
coming down, and I visit the Independent Living 
facility quite often and it is a wonderful place; and, 
Bill, you are certainly an inspiration, I know 
everywhere I go in the area he is there, so 
sometimes I think you are running for office, but 
he certainly does not let anything keep him back, 
and I think you are quite an inspiration to all of us 
and just please keep up the good work.

One, to be accepted within 
the Association, and the other, to receive ice time, 
but the second year when they were accepted and 
received the ice time, they won their divisional 
title, and I think that says a lot about these young 
people before us today. 


So, John, I would like to ask you to come 
forward.

Mr. Zemecki: 


Thank you very much. I would like to thank 
City Council for this resolution and for inviting us 
here today. Central Pittsburgh Hockey 
Organization was formed in 1990 at the old South 
Side skating rink that was reopened due to City 
Council's efforts. You guys should be aware that 
this is a result, an end result of what happens when 
our youth have a positive environment and a place 
to go instead of hanging out on the comers. 


Our girls here are outstanding this season and 
‘we are very proud of them and we are very grateful 
that they are playing in our organization. 


Central Pittsburgh Hockey started in 1990 with 
60 players and is now the second largest amateur 
hockey team in Western Pennsylvania, with 14 
teams and 224 players. 


1 would like to introduce Ron Lutka to tell you 
more about the girls, he has been their team 
Manager and he deserves great recognition for his 
dedication to the girls and the sport. It took a long 
time to -- and I a lot of work on his behalf to get 
the girls, but they were introduced into the PHL, 
and we had an 18-league, which is one of the only 
ones in a [3-state district. So, I would like to

introduce him and let him speak on behalf of the 
girls.

I want to really thank the 
girls and also their parents. It really requires a 
large amount of devotion on the parents. These 
girls practice the same hours as the boys. That 
means that they are out there practicing many 
times at 5 a.m. in the morning on both Saturdays 
and Sundays. So, a large amount of time and effort 
had to go into being successful this 
year. 


We would really also want to thank John 
Zemecki and Central Pittsburgh Hockey. This is 
only one of three teams in Western Pennsylvania.

Ms. McLaughlin: 


We are very pleased to have this proclamation 
moved by Mr. Ricciardi and approved by you this 
moming. It really does and I can say, as a 
volunteer mediator and volunteer board member 
with the center, it means a great deal to continuing 
the work 
and the energy of many people that work together 
to provide the services of the Pittsburgh Mediation 
Center, and as the proclamation says, basically, 
two strands of activity at the Center of education, 
where we do have committed trainers who develop 
curriculum and conflict resolution skills and 
mediator certification training to provide that 
education to the community, and we are very 
proud of the great attendance we have 
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been having at those trainings, and those people 
that are trained in these skills then volunteer with 
the Center and provide our dispute resolution 
services directly to the community, and we get 
many referrals from yourselves, from the DJ's 
Offices, from D.As, who work in the 
neighborhood field offices, from the Housing 
Authority communities, and many other sources, as 
well as individuals who have a problem and are 
looking for a low cost efficient way to resolve the 
problem, and those volunteers then do work with 
those disputants to help them resolve the problem 
by using the process of mediation primarily. It is 
an empowering process, it is a process that not 
only resolves the problem but also teaches people 
how to resolve their problems in the future, by 
managing conflict, by communicating, by 
ultimately resolving conflict. 


So, we are very proud of the work of the 
Center, it happens because of many of the people 
here this morning and others that could not be here. 
We have volunteer board members, Susie Blocker 
is here and Paul Foreman and Rosemary Duffy, 
who is also a trainer and a volunteer mediator. 
Paul Foreman also being a mediator. Susie also 
being a mediator. And, David Price, who has been 
a long-time committed volunteer mediator/board 
member. We also have our Urban League staff, 
who comes through the Urban League Senior 
Program and lends a great deal of support to the 
work of the Center. Ralph Koger and Maureen 
Brown and Ellis Jefferson, our outreach person. 
We also have our staff, very committed staff, low 
wages, long hours, of Mike Nash and Deidre 
Levdansky, our Executive Director, and Johanna 
Roszner.

That is Senate 
Bill 917, that's just passed on April 25th and is 
going to be considered by the House when 
they reconvene on the 16th of May.

Would you like to elaborate on maybe who 
would call you, like what type of mediation, 
whether youth, domestic, just — 

Ms. McLaughlin: 

Yes. Basically we can take all kinds of 
problems, everything from landlord/tenant issues, 
to neighbor/neighbor disputes around property 
issues, to family matters, to -- 

The Chair: 
Public policy. 
Ms. McLaughlin: 
Public policy issues, certainly. 
Ms. Levdansky: 
Multi-party cases, disputes between youths, 
Ms. McLaughlin: 

Yes, the multi-party cases would involve any 
kind of neighborhood disputes, where there's many 
different parties and interests. 

The Chair: 

And Council members. 
Ms. McLaughlin: 

Council members can call, too. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

What's that number again? 
Ms. McLaughlin: 

Yes, so we can take all kinds of issues, and 
there is no forfeiting of anyone's right to go on to 


the litigation process, but by people coming 
together and working through a process of

Councilman Smith's issue. 


I would like to first ask my colleagues, in light 
of our Mayor's statements and actions announced 
yesterday, I think we need to have a little bit of a 
discussion about what is going on 
and what needs to go on. 


1 would respectfully request that this Council 
consider a formal motion under Article 5, Section 
507 of the Home Rule Charter asking that we 
communicate to the Mayor for the purposes of 
reopening the operating budget here in City 
government, and I would like to suggest that we do 
this for a number of reasons. 


First of all, 1 want to applaud Mayor Murphy 
and his Administration, coming in as new 
administrators in City government; it is true that 
they did work for a few months prior to their 
taking office January 3rd to try to ascertain from 
the previous Masloff administrators what was fact 
and fiction regarding the operation of various City 
departments. 1 think they tried to do that to the 
best of their ability. 


To the public and to my constituents, I think we 
should clearly state that when this Council 
formulates a budget, it has to rely heavily on not 
only good faith but the accuracy of administrators 
in various City departments to formulate what they 
feel are proper spending allocations, and that is 
during the annual budget proceeding. Obviously 


ee eee 
with the announcement from the Controller's on what actually is potentially collectible, given the 
Office of the consolidated annual financial report, six-month period. 


which came out on May Ist, it is clear that not only 
revenue projections, but expenditure projections 
were not accurate as being prepared and presented 
to this Council by various department directors 
during the November/December 1993 budget 
proceedings. 


I think really the amount and the magnitude of 
the proposed budget deficit would suggest to this 
Council, and that is why I am asking you to 
consider this formal motion to the Mayor, it 
really throws off a lot of the methodology used in 
this Council deciding on what the various budget 
appropriations shall be department by department 
by department. 


J applaud the Mayor for taking the bull by the 
horns and coming forward with some bold 
initiatives but I think we need to look further at 
some of these issues, and I just want to try to 
quickly go through a few concerns. 


First of all, in the pronouncements of yesterday, 
there was an indication or a hope that somehow by 
collecting maybe up to 18 million dollars in 
uncollected water bills, and that figure 
still seems to be questionable about what that 
actual figure is, that somehow that is going to 
translate into dealing with the deficit in the City's 
operating budget. I do not think that is accurate. It 
is true that we need to collect that money and we 
should be doing that. This Council has been on 
record of trying to resolve that for the last many 
years, going back to even the Caliguiri 
Administration. The fact of the matter is, that 
revenue does not come back to the City operating 
budget but would rather appear in the financial 
sheets of the Water and Sewer Authority. So, that 
issue might be good P.R. but it has nothing to do 
with trying to resolve some of the problems. 


That, again, I applaud the Mayor for coming out 
yesterday and making some of the 
pronouncements, trying to deal with a 
difficult issue. The pronouncement yesterday 
regarding the receipt of potentially three million 
dollars from parking tickets with a proposed 
amnesty program and/or as a result of 
last week's post agenda coming up with additional 
collection methods for parking fines and fees. I 
think that is really an unrealistic figure, given some 
of the information we received from Judge Machen

The five percent decrease across the board, to 
me cuts disproportionately against already lean 
departments. That goes back to my earlier point, 
which really is that the budget is not only out of 
whack financially but the whole methodology that 
this Council improved in terms of the budget is 
also out of whack, and I think we need to ask for a 
reopening of the budget so that we together with 
the Mayor can have some say so on what 
types of budget cuts we need to be engaged in. 


I would strongly suggest that the court system is 
already bare bones and there is really not a lot to 
cut, including, I believe, the Department of 
Finance, where many of those jobs are involved in 
actually collecting revenues. The individuals 
working in Finance and the courts are responsible 
for the actual collection of a lot of the revenue. So, 
just having a blanket five percent cut across the 
board, again, | question. I applaud the initiative, I 
support the initiative of the five percent but I think 
in terms of the actual cut by department, we need 
to look realistically and not view all departments as 
the same because they are not. 


In terms of city Council's budget, | think, with 
the cooperation of this Council, we can meet the 
Mayor's request of the five percent cut. We went 
through this very quickly between 
the 50,000 budgeted for legal counsel, a Clerk 
Typist position, a reduction in the printing of the 
City Code, which we hope to achieve, and some 
reductions in the Workers' Comp budget in 
Council because of a computation that the 
Administration supported of a former employee 
here, we can meet a 101,000 reduction, meeting 
the Mayor's request at five percent, and I 
would certainly urge our colleagues to support that. 


The issue of the three percent cut for all non- 
union, management and supervisory staff, only 
affects approximately eight percent of the overall 
City work force. Non-union employees already -- 
historically and consistently, have received less 
pay increases than the bargaining units, the 
police, fire, ACME workers, and the like. In the 
five years that I have been here, and I think two 
years prior to my arrival on Council, it is those 
group of employees who, at least on two 
occasions, already took a hit by not getting a cost 
of living increase. I think it is very unfair and 








actually counterproductive to single out a very 
small fraction of the overall work force for a three 
percent cut. It may be symbolic but I think in 
terms of an Administration building a customer 
friendly work force, I think we need to rely on 
those workers and I think it is unfair and 
counterproductive to pick on those 4 or 500 
employees who have already beared the burden in 
the past and I think it is disproportionate and unfair 
and actually counterproductive. I would ask that 
the Mayor, prior to June 1st, reconsider that issue, 
that would generate hope for a $300,000.00 
amount of money. 


The reason why I think we need to reopen the 
budget is that this Council is supportive of a 
number of actions requested by the Mayor and his 
new Administration early on and we took him on 
good faith and we proceeded to institute a number 
of budget changes because I think there was 
definitely a strong feeling of cooperation and 
wanting to allow the Mayor broad prerogatives in 
defining and restructuring what he thinks he needs 
to do in terms of operation of City government. 


But, in light of the budget issue, I do not think 
we can just leave to executive caveat the financial 
affairs of the City government. I think this Council 
is vested and has a responsibility to deal with a 
balanced budget and so far the 
proposed cuts and the strategy, it is a one-way 
street. I think this Council needs to reconvene and 
reinvigorate and reassess our position on the 
budget and I think we need to do that ina 
cooperative spirit with a Mayor and Administration 
that is coming to grips with a real problem, but I 
think that needs to be a two-way street. 


So, again, that is the sense of why I think we 
need to ask that the City budget be reopened. 


I want to just close by just very quickly 
capsulizing some concerns. This Council 
supported a 30 percent increase in the 
budgeted number of salaried positions in the 
Mayor's Office. 


Again, that 30 percent -- excuse me, a 30 
percent decrease in the Mayor's increased staff 
position, would more than generate the 
$300,000.00 that would be achieved rather than the 
three percent cut of going after the non-union 
employees. : 
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The Administration has added a significant 
number, I believe at least 10 or 12 new 
automobiles to the Mayor's Office and key 
department directors and managers. 





Again, that alone, the addition of those cars, 
financing out of City budget, gasoline, and the sort, 
is a significant amount of money and I 
think again we should look at that and call that into 
question. 


I think an immediate practical financial issue 
that maybe we could support and should be 
encouraged, as opposed to the three percent cut 
attacking the white collar workers, would be 
to institute an across the board immediate freeze on 
any hiring of all City positions, except for police. 1 
think that is something that we should consider, but 
I would rather consider this within the context of a 
formal budget proceeding where the budget is 
reactivated and opened. 


There are a number of other issues that I could 
bring up regarding cost savings on 
intergovernmental cooperation agreements that we 
could pursue. 


Another issue that has come up is the issue over 
the recycling routes. 1 know many families -- but 
in my household there is one little blue bag out 
every week. If we had bi-weekly or monthly 
collection of the blue bags, you could 
alone save a significant amount of money. 


So, again, I think we need to sit down with this 
Administration once again, and I would ask that 
this body consider a formal resolution to the Mayor 
asking that under Article 5, Section 507 of the 
Home Rule Charter, that we sit down and we work 
as partners to grapple with and deal with this 
budget crises and that we do it in cooperation with 
the Administration. 


So, my motion, and I would ask that there be 
consideration of it, is that we formally ask to be 
partners in this process and that we ask the Mayor 
to reopen the City budget for the 
reasons stated. What is the pleasure of the body? 
Councilman O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I certainly think that should be considered, and I 
would just like to cover a few points that we 


eee 
covered in our March 15th post agenda. One was he is going to do, but I think it is two to tango here, 


that we would receive quarterly reports from the 
Controller's Office to our Budget Office to 

make sure we do not run into this same problem 
next year and the year after. 1 would like a report 
on that. 


The Chair: 

That is following the May Ist capita report. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

Right. 
‘The Chair: 


We said following the May Ist we would have a 
quarterly. : 


Mr. O'Connor: 


And the other thing, we wanted to streamline 
the computers between the Mayor, Council and the 
City Controller. If that is being done. 


The third item we discussed there was to have 
an earlier budget, if that is not illegal, but 1 think 
we should be starting the budget process much 
earlier, which we all I thinkagreed with at that 
meeting, and I am looking at us starting 
meetings in September for next year's budget. 
What you are calling for, opening the budget, we 
may be able to kill two birds with one stone; if they 
can cut five percent now, that should be leading up 
to next year's budget. I am not against opening the 
budget but I think we ought to be doing it - as we 
are doing it, we might as well be looking at next 
year, so that we are not cramming in November. 


The Chair: 


‘Well, my point on reopening the budget is that, 
under the Home Rule Charter, this Council has the 
responsibility, a moral responsibility, let alone a 
fiduciary responsibility, to approve a balanced 
budget. In light of the actual capita report, I would 
suggest that is not the case and that under the 
Home Rule Charter it is the obligation of this 
Council to deal with the 
financial dilemma. 


1 applaud the Mayor for taking the initiative and 
whatever unilateral actions he feels he needs to do 
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and I think we need to work cooperatively. So, my 
concem is about the existing 1994 budget. 


As you know in our meeting with the Mayor J 
did express that they need to change the M.O., the 
way they have operated in the past, albeit the 
previous Administration, and I would like to see 
Council involved, as you just stated, in next year's 
budget proceeding prior to the annual report of the 
Mayor two weeks after the November election. 
We should do that much 
sooner, as you suggest. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


When you say opening the budget -- no, 1 do 
not agree, that I think five percent is a good goal. 
Some departments might be only able to do three, 
others might be able to do six or seven. The 
number five percent I am sure is very feasible, 
except in some departments. 


‘The Chair: 


1 am not disputing that. But, if we are going to 
look at the financial problem and if we agree that 
this Council ultimately is the body that approves or 
rejects a budget, ! would suggest that in light of the 
capita report and in light of the Mayor's actions, 
that it is the responsibility of this body legislatively 
to suggest a reopening of the 1994 budget for the 
purposes of coming to grips with determining what 
will be a balanced budget. 


Obviously many of the suggestions that the 
Mayor has initiated, I would hope that would be 
supported by this Council; the five percent, I 
already indicated I thought that this Council could 
meet our share of that in terms of the operations 
and spendings of this Council staff and budget. 
But, I think there are a number of issues that we 
need to look at and I do not think we should just 
leave this to administrative prerogative. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
If this is open, how long would it take? I just 


did not want to — I think these actions have to take 
to start today? 





The Chair: 


It can only be open after the first five weeks of 
the new fiscal year, as Council is aware, can only 
be reopened if the Mayor agrees to reopen it. So, 
my motion is to respectfully request that we 
become partners in trying to resolve some of the 
financial issues; that he appreciate the fact that this 
legislative body has a responsibility under the 
Charter to have a balanced budget, and that he 
further appreciate that this Council operated with 
information from previous administrators that I 
feel was inaccurate, and it is that context. That 
would happen as soon as possible. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I agree we should be working as a partnership 
because we have to face the problems on a day to 
day basis, too. 


The only thing 1 applaud the Mayor on what he 
did, the only thing I disagree with the Mayor, as 
you do, | think that three percent pay cut for a 
small 400 employees is not fair, it is not good 
morale and it only only represents $300,000.00. 
So, I do not like that. 1 would request him to 
reconsider that, especially with millions of dollars 
savings, and one of the things that may happen if 
we reopen the budget, I think, and I approached the 
old Administration, who I think was very narrow 
minded, we are being ripped off millions of dollars 
by our insurance companies, we are paying much 
higher than people on the street. I went out to buy 
some extra life insurance on my own and I can get 
it cheaper on the street than I can through our life 
insurance if we would add on. I looked at that, I 
opened our Workmens’ Comp, and I met with 
some people in the Mayor's Office on this, and the 
Mayor alluded to doing it now, I know he is 
waiting to work with the unions in that direction 
because no one wants to face pay cuts, but I think 
there are millions and millions of dollars savings 
there, the sooner we open the budget, I think these 
insurance companies should be called to task soon 
so that -- I think you can open theirs, they will 
renegotiate right now if they know they are going 
to lose in January. 


The Chair: 
Well, there is a laundry list of suggestions that 


have come out of this Council and previous 
Councils regarding cost savings. I would call and 





point out, however, that the three task forces that 
the Mayor has convened, and I applaud him for 
convening them, dealing with Workers' Comp and 
the health care and operations, I do not believe any 
Council members have been 

invited to participate on those task forces, and 
again, I think we need to be a part of those 
initiatives, 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Well, basically that was my point, if we cannot 
be a part of it, whether one or two of us join in in 
some of these things, we can bring them in as 
budget because there is a lot of money 
being wasted. I applaud him for taking a look at it 
right now. 1 know he has some good task force out 
there but I do not-think we can wait till January, I 
feel if these people are called in, they will give us 
cuts right now. 


The Chair: 


Others? Councilman Ricciardi, Councilman 
Cusick, Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I support your 
initiative in reopening the budget. My position is 
very clear and it is very simple, and that is that I 
believe I have a responsibility to present the 
taxpayers in the City of Pittsburgh a balanced 
budget; that is, honest numbers that make sense. 


Again, and following your lead, I also applaud 
Mayor Murphy and his initiatives; however, I do 
not believe I am a part of that partnership and I do 
not have the responsibility to balance the budget; 
that is, that there are difficult questions or difficult 
matters that need to be solved, it is a very difficult 
time, and I am willing to step up to the table and if 
need make these difficult decisions on a line item 
basis, that is where I believe the priorities of City 
government should be. Now, obviously those 
priorities could differ from my own colleagues and 
the Mayor's Office. My priorities have always 
been stated, and that is public safety, maintaining 
the streets, picking up the garbage, and after that 
we could talk about what we could afford. 


But, I am willing to enter into a cooperation 
with the Mayor in order to get a balanced budget. 
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re 
‘The easiest position for me would be is, well, let offering Mayor Murphy is, that we have a very 
Mayor Murphy handle it, and I do able and very experienced budget staff, probably 


not have to take any political hits or hits in the 
neighborhoods that if something needs to be cut or 
drastically cut or if some very difficult decisions 
have to be made on personnel, but that has never 
been my process and I will continue not to go on 
that, People would remember, I believe in 1992, 
when I came after the 1991 budget was closed with 
the reduction of $1,600,000.00 in reductions, and I 
took ~~ 


The Chair: 
Assistant Administrators. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 
Excuse me? 
The Chair: 
Assistant Administrator positions. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Yes. And I took a lot of hits off of that, but if 
one looks at those amendments, nearly 50 percent 
of those amendments have come true. So, that 
means, | believe, I was on the right path there. 


Again, | would support a motion to reopen the 
budget in order to work cooperatively with the 
Mayor to make those difficult decisions, and 1 
think we should send that message over. If we do 
not open up the budget and all the decisions are 
made by Mayor Murphy, obviously he is going to 
have to accept that full brunt responsibility and I in 
no way will take responsibility for any of the 
decisions or any priorities that will be set here in 
this City. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. Councilman Cusick, 
then Councilman Cohen. 


Mr. Cusick: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 
I just want to state that I, too, support your 


initiative here today. 1 just also wanted to state, 
and I think it is something that we should be

more so than the Mayor's, as far as experience 
goes, in dealing with the budget. I think that we 
ought to offer, nt only our help but our budget 
staff's help to the Mayor, to the Administration. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Frankly, I do not 
know how, under the Home Rule Charter, that 
these changes that were unveiled yesterday by the 
Mayor can be made without reopening the budget. 
I support that effort and I support Mayor Murphy 
taking the initiative to put the City back on a firm 
financial footing, but he spoke about eliminating 
150 positions, for example; those are positions that 
are in the budget, and the only way those positions 
can be eliminated is by taking them out of the 
budget. So, I think that is one reason that we need 
to reopen the budget process. I also absolutely 
agree that we have to become partners in this 
enterprise because it is so important to the future of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


A couple of cautionary notes, one is, on the 
Public Safety budget, they have been asked to 
decrease their budget by five percent, as well as 
every other department budget. | think we 
ought to examine that very, very closely because of 
the public safety crisis that we are in to make sure 
that these cuts are not cuts that undermine the 
public safety of the City. That is something 
obviously that we need to examine. 


The other, perhaps, condition, though, Mr. 
President, is, I think we ought to, if we are going to 
reopen this budget, make it very clear that we are 
reopening it only for the sake of making cuts, not 
for the sake of making any additions. We all 
should work together in making those cuts, but I 
think we should have at least a verbal agreement 
here that nobody will be introducing any bilis to 
add to this budget but rather to cut our expenses. 


The Chair: 
Well, Jet me clarify my motion. Obviously my 


motion is pursuant to major announcement from 
the Controller's Office regarding the actual 











revenues and expenditures. The intent here is to 
reopen obviously for the purpose of approving 
specific cuts, not in anyway for additions to any 
budget. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Well, we know, Mr. President, that there is 
some skepticism out there of some Council actions 
and | think if we make it clear up front that if we 
move to reopen this budget it is solely for the 
purpose of making cuts, that would make 
themessage very clear. 


The Chair: 


T have no problem with that, obviously; that is 
the intent of the motion, it shall so be stated. 


Mr. Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


Thank you, Mr. President. Let me just start off 
by saying, I appreciate your comment at the very 
béginning when you stress the point that the staff 
and the number of bodies that actually prepare 
these budgets year after year are really on the 
Mayor's side of the hall. We only have two to 
three staffs in our offices and ] think our budget 
staff has a total of three, as opposed to hundreds on 
the Mayor's side, and I think that point should be 
made clear, and that is the way the City 
government is set up, that the Mayor's Office 
Prepares the budget and has the resources to 
monitor the numbers, and to Mayor Murphy's 
credit, they are doing that now with the help of an 
independent Controller downstairs that showed us 
the numbers, and I do not 
think anyone disputes now that we have a problem. 


I think the basic strategy is to cooperate, 
regardless if the budget is open or it isn't open, 
regardless of what happens there, we are going to 
be cooperating with the Mayor's Office. 1 think we 
all agree there. 


The other issue, and I am not speaking for 
everyone here, but 1 know my position is that I do 
not want to support any tax increases at this point 
because I think that would be devastating, and I 
think that would be a knee jerk reaction to a 
problem that has been developing over the year, 
and that if you would try to raise taxes to solve that 
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problem you would only exasperate the problems 
and probably have more of a flight out of the City 
and in the long run it would hurt us. I think that if 
we recognize that this problem has developed over 
the years and that we have a 20 plus million fund 
balance deficit, it is not that we are out of balance 
now, that was just if we had to pay everything 
today, which we don't, that we would not have 
enough assets to cover our debts. 1 just want to 
make that clear for the people that are listening. 


We have the luxury of addressing this problem 
over the next several years and we should make 
that very clear, we do not have to solve this in the 
next six months, it does not have to be equalized 
and the deficit has to be eliminated by the end of 
the year. What we have to do basically is get the 
trend of the deficit going the other direction, so 
that over the next three, four, five, ten years, that 
the deficit is down to zero. It does not have to be 
resolved in six months. 


So, by having the time on our side we can start 
doing what the Mayor suggested yesterday. We 
might not all agree with every item he suggested 
but I think we all agree, and you stated 
it well, Mr. President, that he is making a good 
faith effort to address the problem, and now the 
discussion starts. 


So, regardless if the budget is open, if the 
Mayor wants it open, or if he wants to do it without 
trying to open it, I think that | want to participate in 
the discussions and that we look at all the options, 
well, without raising taxes, and that I believe there 
is plenty of room for cuts, and the other thing that 
we have to stress, and that I am going to stress, is 


.the priorities are public safety, maintenance and 


garbage pick up. Those three are the top priorities, 
and once we can handle those, then we will look at 
anything else, but until we can handle those, I think 
everything that is up on the table for discussion 
should be looked at very thoroughly and determine 
what is needed and what isn't needed. We are 
living in very lean times and it is going to require 
all of us here to make some tough decisions and I 
am sure everyone here recognizes that and we are 
ready to do that, and I think what is -- the one thing 
that came out of this discussion today from the 
President to all of my colleagues is that no one is 
fighting, everyone is agreeing that there is a 
problem and that we have to sit down and work 
together to solve this problem and I am looking 
forward to doing that over the next few weeks.

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Onorato. Councilman Smith. 
Mr. Smith: 

Just quickly. 


In terms of legality of opening up the budget, 
the legality of changing what we authorized, I 
would like to have from an independent source, 
someone to quantify the ability to change 
the budget. Presently based on your 
recommendation, we are passed the five-week 
period. 


The Chair: 


Under the Home Rule Charter, just so we are 
clear, Council by its own authority, five weeks 
after January 1st has the power unilaterally to 
change the previous approved budget. That is 
very clear in the Charter. Also, very clear in 
Article 5, Section 507, is that past the five-week 
period, with a resolution of Council and with the 
consent of the Mayor, the Mayor obviously would 
have to agree to this, that together the two bodies 
can reopen the budget for purposes of looking at 
the issue of other cost cuttings and obviously 
wanting to have a balanced budget. That takes the 
agreement of the Mayor to agree to that. 


Mr. Smith: 


My point being that if we need his permission 
. to open the budget and to make changes to a 
budget, he does not have to fill the positions or 
expend the money, but to reduce what we 
authorize should require the act of this Council, 
and it is my understanding that a spokesperson on 
behalf of the Mayor's Office said we had no 
approval rights for these changes. 


The Chair: 
Well, think we need to clarify this. 
Mr. Smith: 


lam asking -- 





was 


The Chair: 


Well, I asked for a formal legal opinion 
regarding the issue of a pay cut for white collar 
workers, which I already obviously stated my 
position on that, and I would seek obviously 
a formal written statement. I asked for that 
yesterday, I do not think we have received it yet. I 
would like a response from the Solicitor on that 
issue. 


As you know, regardless of what we formulate 
by way of a budget, it is always the prerogative of 
the Administration, the Mayor in particular, who is 
the C.E.O. of all the employees, to deal with 
whether or not the hire or fire or not fill positions. 
It is always the case that the Administration is the 
propeller of spending. We can sit each week and 
either approve or reject a potential contract, but the 
person that guides the actual spending is the Mayor 
and the department directors. 


So, really the onerous responsibility legally and 
administratively is on the executive branch to deal 
with the actual payroll and the budget. 


Where there is not the legal prerogative of the 
Mayor, that would be the three percent reduction in 
the white collar workers of Council staff and the 
Clerk's staff and in the Controller's Office, and I 
am making it clear right now, as President of 
Council, 1 am not instituting that three percent cut 
for personnel on Council's staff. If the Mayor 
perceives and does not reconsider, | personally, as 
an elected official, will take the three percent cut. 
That is a personal matter. But, as far as the, 
employees who have worked very hard, 1 do not 
agree with that policy, I think it is mean spirited, I 
think it sends a wrong message, I think it is 
counterproductive and I will not institute that, and I 
would hope that our City Controller, likewise, wil! 
not institute that. It will take a Council member to 
introduce a formal resolution to have that done, I 
am not doing that. 


Mr. Smith: 


Mr. President, my initial request was that we get 
an outside, independent confirmation as to whether 
it is legal to reduce a budget that we had to have 
final approval. That is all I am asking for, is that 
we not depend upon the Administration's Solicitor, 
but that we go to our own for a legal interpretation. 
That is all I am asking for. 


The Chair: 


Well, again, I think, why don't we first ask for 
an opinion from the Solicitor and review that and 
then take the matter up. I think we need to allow 
the Solicitor and the Administration an opportunity 
to address the issue. 


‘Mr. Smith: 


T will not debate that with you. I will let that 
course go through, 


Here is my next point -- 
The Chair: 


Mr. Smith, with your permission, could we try 
to focus in on whether or not there is support or not 
support for the reopening of the budget and then 
deal with other related motions and/or resolutions, 
including the Solicitor or other matters. 


Mr, Smith: 
Fine. 
The Chair: 
Is your next suggestion a separate motion? 
Mr. Smith: 
No, sir. 
The Chair: 
Go ahead, 
Mr. Smith: 


It is dealing with the budget freeze, and one of 
the problems is, who is going to suffer, and 
unfortunately ] think I have sat at this table with 
the MBE-WBE and the monitoring mechanisms, 
asked for positions to be filled, they are not being 
filled. In this budget cut minorities will suffer 
once again. There is another $425,000.00 contract 
going out to which .65 percent is going to a female 
and there is no minority participation, and we are 
going to have to be careful as we open this budget 
and begin to slash, that we do not destroy the 
purpose or have any one group bear a burden of 
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this major mistake that we have made in reviewing 
and monitoring our own budget. 


I will present these at the table, but my point is, 
let us be very careful as to where we begin to slash 
to save money, that we do not destroy the intent of 
government as being the providers to the general 
public who pay and support this system. 


I will save most of what are my comments for 
the day we get an opportunity to address this, but ] 
really think that we must be careful as we open up 
this budget that we do not destroy or end programs 
that are beneficial to the citizens of the City. 


The Chair: 


One suggestion that was from the 
Administration yesterday would require legally 
action of Council, and I believe that is any notion 
of an amnesty program, or anything like that, I 
believe would require a formal resolution of this 
Council. In fact, in years past, I think Michelle had 
introduced some notion 
to that effect. 


So, again, I think some of those issues of what 
is legal or not legal need to be reviewed. 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr, President. I would support this 
motion to reopen the budget, and I think we need 
to send that request over to the Mayor and see what 
he does before we worry about anything else, he 
may very well say, yes, and then all of these other 
questions are moot. So, I am in favor of your 
motion.

The Chair: 


Thank you, colleagues. 


Other matters under Motions and Resolutions, 
Summer Youth Employment. Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr, President. I would like to bring 
up that matter. I want to thank my Council 
colleagues who attended yesterday's post agenda 
meeting that was sponsored by Councilman 
Hertzberg and myself. 1 was, frankly, 
disappointed, Mr. President, that this summer there 
is only enough money available for 1,000 jobs as 
opposed to 1600 jobs, which we had last year, and 
that is a significant decrease. I had respect the 
Administration's desire to strategize and develop a 
long-term plan for summer youth employment but 
today is May the 3rd, and at the same time we have 
to have a short term plan for this summer. So, 
what I would like to suggest is that we pick up the 
ball and run with it as best as we can. All of us 
agree, I know, that it is critical that we provide job 
opportunities this summer for low income, at risk 
youth, who want to live by the rules and who want 
to stay out of trouble, and we have got to provide 
those youth with hope in the short term as well as 
in the long term. So, if we do not step up this 
Summer Employment Program, I am very 
concerned about the effect on public safety in this 
City this summer. 


Do we need a long-term strategy? Absolutely. 
And should we develop a transition from school to 
work for year round employment? Absolutely. 





bigger Summer Employment Program, I am 
concerned about the public safety here in the City 
of Pittsburgh. It was very well stated yesterday 
that we have got a good network of community 
based organizations out there who can provide the 
jobs and the supervision for these kids but we need 
to be able to get more funding. That is what it 
comes down to. 


Felicia Lynch, who is the head of the Allegheny 
Policy Council on Youth and Work Force 
Development was here yesterday and she 
expressed the belief that there is a chance that the 
foundations in the City will be able to provide us 
with extra funding. I know the Administration was 
pessimistic on that, they do not think that the grant 
makers will, but why don't we pick up on Felicia 
Lynch's optimism. 


And, that meeting takes place on May 12th at 9 
a.m., which is all the major foundations in the City 
of Pittsburgh will meet and will present their 
answer to the Allegheny Policy Council's 
application for more funding for summer youth 
employment. 


So, what I would like to suggest, Mr. President, 
is that we send a communication from this Council 
to the head of that organization, it is called the 
Grant Makers of Western Pennsylvania, I believe 
that is Karen Feinstein, asking her and the other 
foundations to provide as much funding as they 
can for this summer's summer employment. 


And, also, if I may be authorized, Mr. President, 
to call her and any other individuals to make the 
best pitch. 


We need a better Summer Employment 
Program, and it is now late in the game but I think 
we still have a chance of getting 
more funding. 


The Chair: 


Very good. And could you help draft the letter, 
and I think it could be signed by each and every 
Council member to add to the significance of the 
issue that we are dealing with. And, 1 would also 
ask that you consider just framing the issue that 
there are many viable community based programs, 
as you have stated, that are working year Jong on 





the issue of employment for young people as an 
educational work experience. So, it is not a 
question of just having money for an entitlement 
program for a few summer jobs doing lot clean up, 
I mean many of the programs now are working 
year long, building relationship with that young 
person, tying it in, networking with the schools. 


And, I think, if I understood Deputy Mayor 
Cox's suggestion, if he is accurate, I would suggest 
that many of these foundations are talking out of 
both sides of their mouth. On one hand they are 
saying they don't want to just give money for the 
sake of an entitlement, they want a meaningful 
program; on the other hand, we have meaningful 
programs that have changed over the years and 
provide an educational work experience with 
potential college placement, things of this sort. So, 
I think those programs that they find meaningful, 
they should consider funding. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes, and we are not just going to them with our 
hat in our hand, I mean the City is putting up a 
significant amount of money, too, albeit, most of it 
federal money but it is coming through the City, 
and that amounts to about 2.2 million dollars, we 
have got to be partners in this, and that should 
include the corporations as well. Let's at least 
make sure that we make our best pitch for that 
foundation meeting on May 12th. And I would 
like to make that in the form of a motion, just so 
that --

Yes, what this really allows us to do, this is one of two 
places that we are looking at right now, the Murphy 
Administration is looking very hard at removing any leased -- 
major lease facilities that we have into City-owned facilities. 
The one that is most available at this point in time would be 
the old Public Safety Building, naturally we would have to do 
some build-out on that, but that is also depending on the 
present occupancy being removed, that is the Allegheny County 
and the jail portion of it. 


So, the jail being built, when that is completed, the 
occupants being moved from the Public Safety Building into that 
locale and then we would get in, do the renovations and then 
ultimately move this department out of here. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Presently there is nowhere else for CIS to move, into 
City-owned property right now? 


Mr. Perrett: 

It would not be financially prudent to move from where we 
are now, with the high tech equipment, the environment that is 
for CIs. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

So, your long-range plan when the new Public Safety 
Building is built, to use the old Public Safety Building, 
operate it for computers and et cetera. 

How much is the rent there we are paying now? 

Mr. Perrett: 

We are paying 252,000. What we are doing is, the first 
year of this new lease, the square footage price remains the 
same. There will be an increase of 50 cents per square foot in 


the second year, and we are negotiating right now to have minor 
improvements performed at that site this year for our term.

Mr. O'Connor: 
How much is that a square foot? 


Mr. Perrett: 


$13.00. That includes all the operating, maintenance fees, 
taxes, and things like that. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


And we already have -- in other words, this isn't just a 
bare walls office, where you can -- because of the computers, 
you have special lines, electric lines and all that? 


Mr. Perrett: 


You have that also. With any type of moving there is a 
substantial cost to actually moving, setting up phone systems, 
data lines, voice lines. That is all cost that goes into this. 
We certainly do not want to move out into some place else and 
then move two years again. So, we are trying to provide some 
schedule and we have been in contact with the Engineering and 
Construction Department to help coordinate that move. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

How long have they been there? 
Mr. Perrett: 

I believe since 1987 or 1988. 

_ Mr. O'Connor: 

"Just before the final vote, I would like to see what we 
have been paying over the last -- since we have been there, just 
to see whether the scale has gone up or stayed the same. 

Mr. Perrett: 

Yes, actually there was a built-in square footage price in 
the previous lease that was much higher than what we negotiated 
here. So, we sort of threw that option out and created our own 
new one here. So, we maintained that rate, but I certainly can 
provide all that information to you. 

Mr. O'Connor: 
That is good if you did it, because there are deals out 


there, especially in Downtown real estate, that may, as you say, 
May not be profitable. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I am sorry, I did not hear, how many square feet are we 
talking? 


Mr. Perrett: 

19,400 square feet of office space and 1,000 storage space. 
Mr. Cusick: 

So, the total cost is 265,000. 


“I want to let you know, I really believe -- at any time 
last year did you look for another facility? 


Mr. Perrett: 


I think the game plan ail along has been, with the jail 
being built, we knew that ultimately the County was going to 
leave that facility, and that is the -- without actually 
building a new facility that would be City-owned, that would be 
the most likely move that we would have in the future, which is 
coming soon.

What is the square footage of the fire station building 
that we own that is now empty on the boulevard?

Matters under Unfinished Business. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
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The Chair: 


The Chair would like to present an issue to this 
Council for your consideration involving the 
vacancy, albeit, the untimely and tragic death of 
our colleague, Councilman Bishop Duane Adrian 
Darkins. 


It has been a couple weeks now, and I know it is 
still a delicate matter, but I think we need to move 
on and begin to talk about the filling of this 
vacancy. 


I would like to ask this Council to consider 
several matters, and I am bringing this up under 
Old Business, or Unfinished Business. First of all, 
is the issue of the filling of the vacancy itself by 
way of a Special Election. I would ask that this 
Council consider three things. One, that we 
instruct the City Clerk, under the powers assigned 
to her, the legal action to file formally a Writ of 
Certification Declaring the Seat Vacant and 
communicating to the Board of Elections. Two, 
I would ask that this Council consider a resolution 
asking for a formal legal opinion from our City 
Solicitor regarding the manner in which and the 
timeliness of which a Special Election will be held. 
And, three, depending on that legal opinion, which 
I believe I have some sense of the law based on my 
reading of the matter, I am asking that this Council 
adopt a policy matter regarding the actual 
timeliness, or the timing of the Special Election 
itself. What we have is a little bit of an unusual 
situation because of the timing, the unfortunate 
timing of the passing of Councilman Darkins in 
terms of the time frame. 


We have a Home Rule Charter, which, as you 
may be aware of,under Section 309 under 
Vacancy, and I will read it quickly: A vacancy on 
Council shall be filled at the next 
available primary, general or municipal election. 
The person elected shall take office as soon as 
possible after certification of election and shall 
serve the unexpired portion of the vacated term. 


If we go by past practices, the presumption 
would be that the Special Election would not be 
until the November Fall General Election, 
however, the State Law, which, depending on one’s 
view, supersedes the Home Rule Charter, and I will 
read Section 2778.1: State Law Special Elections 
for the members of Council's Legislative bodies, 
cities, boroughs, towns and townships, now or 


hereafter in conducting a Special Election 
is required to fill any vacancy in office of the 
member of Council in Legislative body in any city, 
borough, town or township, such election shall be 
held on day fixed on other such day as 

otherwise provided by such Jaw, which day shall 
be within 60 days after the issuance of the writ or 
after the happening of the vacancy, as the case 
maybe, notwithstanding any provision of such law 
acquiring Special Election to be held on earlier 
date, 


in a nutshell, State Law is explicit and emphatic 
that this Council does have the ability to declare 
formally the seat vacant and to call for a Special 
Election within the 60-day time frame. 


There was a Court decision by the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court in 1978, you may remember when 
Dick Caliguiri was aCounci] member, an 
individual, actually a woman from Highland Park, 
named Joan Shalimar, who, I believe at the time 
probably worked for Frank Lucchino, but, 
nonetheless, there was a court action, and in that 
decision Justice Flaherty ruled that the State Law, 
which I just quoted here is the permissive 
action, not necessarily mandatory. In other words, 
we sort of have a double-edged sword here. I 
believe the gist of that ruling by the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court, Justice Flaherty, the reading of the 
Home Rule Charter, would suggest the following: 
that ifthis Council wants to move ahead on the 
issue of a Special Election, I believe it is within our 
power to do so. 


So, I am asking, as part of the third resolution, 
not only that we declare the seat vacant formally, 
issuing the Writ of Certification; two, that we ask 
for a formal jegal opinion, but, three, I am asking 
this Council to consider as a matter of faimess and 
as a matter of public policy that we 
move expeditiously to fill this vacancy. 


We have in the latter part of the year, as this 
Council and colleagues are aware, a lot of 
activity regarding the budget situation of this City, 
as well as the budget affecting the residents of 
Council District 9; we have a Council that is not 
racially representative at this time of the population 
of the voters of this City. I think in terms of 
the tremendous problems that are faced by all of 
our districts, that I think we would have to admit, 
especially as it relates to public safety issues, that 
Council District 9 is -- particularly be set with 
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public safety concems and 
constituent services. 


need for 


Obviously this Council has pledged to keep 
staff working, they are doing a tremendous job, 
they are hard at work, but ultimately I believe that 
the voters and the residents and constituents of 
Council District 9 would be more 
adequately served by having an officially elected 
public policy decision maker, and that is, a 
member of Council from that district. 


Accordingly, I would ask that this Council 
consider the following resolution: One, that we 
ask for the formal legal opinion; two, that at that 
point we ask for a formal declaration from the City 
Clerk on this issue of a writ declaring the 
seat vacant, and, three, I would ask that each 
colleague consider this matter, and also I am 
inviting the public and the residents of Council 
District 9 to speak up on this issue. 


There is a financial matter involved, it may cost 
20 to $25,000.00, as required by the Board of 
Elections for a Special Election, but 1 think in 
terms of the overall expenditures ofthe office, 
which is funds that we have already allocated, 
it would basically be a revenue neutral issue. I do 
not think the issue should be the 20 or $25,000.00 
that it would cost for the Special Election. I think 
the main issue here is the issue of formal, legal and 
elected representation, and, accordingly, I would 
ask that this Council give consideration to this 
matter. 


Is there discussion or interest on the 
resolution? Councilman Ricciardi. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I thank you for 
bringing this subject matter before us today. 
Obviously 1 support the firsttwo resolutions. 
Concerning the third, I will, as you stated, consider 
the matter. At this point I do not have a position 
onit. The way you did read it, I believe you just 
stated that you are asking us to consider having a 
Special Election. We have seen in the past in 
another highly publicized case that State Law can 
override our City Charter, if our colleagues 
remember the last case that was before the courts. 
So, obviously I would support all three.

I think you bring up a very important matter, The Chair: 


that each and every district has certain concems 
and certain issues that need to be addressed, and 
that Councilmanic district especially has a grave 
concern that needs to be continually addressed and 
to have someone who is really looking over it, and 
that is the issue of public safety and the safety of 
the residents of Councilmanic District 9. 


J would support al) resolutions, including the 
third thatsays for us to consider having the 
election before November but it really does not 
explicitly state that this Council at this particular 
time supports that. 


The Chair: 


Yes, I want to clarify, ] am not asking Council, 
given the general outline of what I presented, to 
formally vote on thatissue. I am personally 
offering my opinion, and that is, Ithink it is 
democratic and fair that election be held as soon 
as possible, within the constraints of the law. That 
is my own view. I am asking respectfully, though, 
that we consider all three issues and that possibly 
at the next meeting or the future two weeks from 
now, we would have a fuller discussion on 
this issue. But I think that really the ball, I think, is 
in Council's court. 


Councilman Cohen. I think Mr. O'Connor had 
his hand up. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President, and thank you for 
bringing this subject up, it is something that I think 
we have all been thinking about and struggling 
with. 


I guess I would like to just ask you a couple of 
questions if I could first, so 1 can completely 
understand it, and then give you my thoughts on it. 


As you know, what has happened in the past for 
Special Elections is that the committee of each 
party would select a nominee to place on the ballot 
for each party. Would your proposal include that 
selection of the nominee and then to have the 
election within the -- whatever, the 60 or the 90- 
day period? 





No, it would be a Special Eléction. The fact 
that there would be an endorsement process would 
be the same whether the election is July 10th or in 
the November General. It still enables people to 
write in as an Independent, but, as we 
know, obviously, the Democratic endorsement -- 
Mr. Cohen: 


But the endorsement process would be the 
same. 


The Chair: 
-- would be favored. 
Mr. Cohen: 


The other is, if we had it, say, 60 days from a 
couple of weeks from now -- 


The Chair: 


It would be from the time that we formally 
declare by writ the seat vacant. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The certification. We would fall somewhere 
around the end of July, early August? 


‘The Chair: 
July 10th to July [5th, maybe. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Is that what you would be thinking of in terms 
of - 


The Chair: 

Tam guessing, yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 

There may be issues to think about in terms of 
having an election in the middle of the summer. 1 


do not know if that has been done before, but at 
least it is something to think about. 





The Jast issue that comes to my mind is, I do 
think that we should formulate, and I think you are 
moving in that direction, a general policy for every 
time a vacancy occurs. Tragically, we have had 
two vacancies occur in the last year and a half, 
andI do agree that we should try to set forth a 
precedent that will reconcile both the Home Rule 
Charter and the State Law for all future cases. 


Two, as far as moving ahead with the election, I 
will definitely consider it. I think you do make a 
good point that this Council district should not go 
unrepresented for longer than it has to, and ] think 
that is the point you are bringing up. On the other 
hand, I do think that candidates need to have an 
opportunity to get their message across, so that 
people can make an informed decision. 


So, both of those I think need to be taken into 
account, and I will certainly consider it. 


Would you want this to come up for a vote a 
week from today? 


The Chair: 


I would say, let's consider it over the next 
couple of weeks. 


Also, obviously, your concerns are well taken, 
and I would like to hear from the residents and the 
constituents of District 9 as to what their feeling is, 
that is why I am bringing it up today for 
consideration, but I would hope that we would 
not actually act on it for a couple weeks, pending a 
review by the Law Department and hearing from 
the community and those concerned, as well as 
potential candidates, I think we need to hear from 
them. 


Councilman O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Mr, President, I think you are absolutely right, 
as far as,we should be hearing from the 
constituents and people in the City. But, I think we 
talked about this before, that possibly maybe you 
would want to set up some commission or set 
some really standard guidelines for the future how 
we were going to do this. 


And, my other question -- especially with -- 
there’s a lot of things in that Home Rule Charter 
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that are very old and outdated, especially since it 
does not -- since the By-District Council members 
changed everything and I do not think that 
is adapted to it. 


But, my other question is, would this be similar 
to on the North Side, like I know the legislators 
picked, if it is in 60 days or 90 days, or whatever it 
may be, would it be like a normal primary, where 
anyone who gets 200 signatures can have their 
name on a ballot, or would it be by committee, 
the committee people put a nominee and he or she 
is the only name on the ballot? 


The Chair: 


As we know -- maybe Councilman Smith can 
speak to this since he went through it. J believe the 
party would nominate. The Republican Party, that 
would be the nominee, the Republican, the 
Democrat, and I believe, however, that there would 
be the power for an individual to do a write-in. 
But, Councilman Smith, could you speak to this, 
having been through it. 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, having been through it and getting here 
because of it, it is mandated that each party put up 
a nominee. So, no, it would not be a free for all, 
other than those who felt that they could run a 
write-in campaign. 


I think that what we need to do is, it is just a 
matter of changing the wording of the Home Rule 
Charter to meet the state mandate that within 60 
days of a vacancy there would be a Special 
Election held. Back in those days there was a fear 
that it would cost money, so that is why they 
pushed it to the next election, but we did not have 
district elections at that time. 


I think that it is very important that we address 
this. In my circumstance, having been a resident in 
the district that hada vacancy, we were very 
fortunate that it did not run through the budget 
time. But, I think that it is extremely 
important that someone be sitting at this table with 
us as we begin to prioritize and extend the City's 
resources into each and every district. Without 
someone sitting there, I would not dare say that we 
would not be fair and just, but it is better to 
have someone looking over our shoulder to see that 


every citizen gets equal redistribution of the City 
resources. 


I think that there is a possibility that -- many 
candidates are not born overnight, they are a 
combination of activity andservice and public 
service to a district. So, I think that we can waylay 
the fear of, does someone have time to prepare; 
some people achieve greatness, others have it 
thrust upon them. Let's thrust it upon someone, fill 
that seat and address the problems of Council 
District 9 and the lack of a fellow Council person 
at the table.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 


Under Motions and Resolutions, any comments 
or concerns or issues to be brought up? Mr. 
Ricciardi, 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President and colleagues. 
Unfortunately, many residents in the City of 
Pittsburgh throughout —_ several neighborhoods, 
mostly in the East End, are experiencing 
water difficulty; that is, they are experiencing 
either low pressure, that can continue for the next 
two weeks, 


Several weeks ago there was a sewer that 
needed to be repaired in that area, at that time there 
was also a water line, a 42-inch water line of the 
old concrete style that was also in the area. 


Let me just say that this is government at its 
best but I believe contracting at its worse. That is, 
that different departments are coming together to 
do their very best to provide safe drinking water to 
those neighborhoods, either through atank, a 
reservoir -- unfortunately, another reservoir of ours 








is down that usually feeds into that area -- and also 
through using our own fire equipment, and that is, 
our fire apparatuses, to make sure enough water 
pressure is pumped into those lines. 


I feel confident that our City workers are 
working very diligently and will make sure that the 
communities have decent water pressure and 
hopefully not have to be shut down again. 


What | am bringing before this board, and 
hopefully for your support, as I stated, my own 
personal view, I believe this is contracting at its 
worse. That is, that I believe deep in my heart and 
from the information I have gathered, that we 
must look at this situation very clearly, because it 
is going to cause not only an inconvenience to our 
water rate payers, but also there is going to be a 
grave cost, a very big cost to the Pittsburgh Water 
and Sewer Authority in order to replace 150 feet of 
this old concrete line. 


By having discussions with several different 
departments, Iam finding, even within City 
government and our consultant, Chester Engineers, 
that there is some, either discrepancy, or some 
disagreement on some of the facts, and what I am 
asking this Council to do is to support a resolution, 
that I would liketo be put before us, that 
immediately that our City Solicitor begin 
interviewing the contractor, the different 
departments, Department of Water, Department of 
Public Works, Department of Engineering and 
Construction and Chester Engineer, including 
the Executive Director of the Pittsburgh Water and 
Sewer Authority, because while work is 
progressing, some important data and facts are 
actually covered, that is, removed or covered with 
dirt, because obviously we have to make sure 
people have safe drinking water. 


Again, in summary, the resolution is that our 
City Solicitor immediately contact all those 
involved, both inside and: outside City Hall, to 
immediately gather the data and the facts for future 
consideration or future action, both by 
the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority and City 
government. 


MR. SMITH seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 


It has been moved and seconded. 


And, let me just add to this, since it is my the hole and you construct actually a house within 


Council district, I believe you are talking about 
Hampton Street in Momingside, and if I 
understand what went wrong -- this whole thing 
does not wash with me -- I understand a company 
was hired to do a sewer job. Now, somehow a 
sewer job ended up being amajor break of the 
water line because of either what 
was incompetence on the part of this contractor, or 
-- actually I am partly wanting some explanation 
from the Department of Public Works on what 
went wrong. 


My understanding is Chester Engineers' 
equipment, and specifically a television system that 
T.V.s the line, actually got stuck and caused the 
problem in the first place, and then when water 
erupted, it caused the sand and the other 
material around the water pipe to give way, then 
causing the water pipe to break. Now, I want to 
know who's out of the money; is Chester Engineers 
culpable in this matter, do they have a financial 
obligation, and who is this Tedesco Company, I 
have never heard of them doing work before, are 
they competent to do the work; who's being called 
on an emergency basis, and why do residents in my 
district have to put up with-this? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, Mr. President, you have mentioned some 
very important facts, facts that 1 have also 
gathered, and there are some other facts that you 
did not mention here today, I am not sure if 
you know what they are. But, I do not feel 
comfortable in presenting this, because in no way 
do I want to cast my feeling or my position on 
what is happening. That is the reason, I am sure, 
you are going to support the resolution before you 
today. 


The Chair: 
J absolutely support it, but independent of -- 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. And, absolutely right, a camera 
‘was caught in the sewer line, it was down there for 
Chester, another contractor was called in to dig. 
The Director, who I really commend, from the 
Water Department, showed up on site a week 
ago and mentioned to one of our departments and 
the contractor to shore the hole, that is, you build 
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it to make sure no dirt is moved. None of that took 
place. But, again, 1 think that is why we need -- 
our City Solicitor needs to move today, because 
not only are ourtaxpayers and our water rate 
payers inconvenienced, but | believe that we need 
to find out whose fault, if any, is at hand and who 
is going to pay the bill. 


The Chair: 


Right. Again, I support the resolution, I am 
only further making the point that I would hope a 
confident, qualified contractor, who has an 
established track record, either with sewers or with 
water, is hired to fix it immediately and these other 
issues can be sorted out. 


I also question what went awry with Public 
Works, they started the job, they seemed to botch 
the job, and then now the Water and Sewer 
Department has inherited the problem because 
of the water break. There are a lot of questions 
that need to be answered. I have been trying all 
day to get a response from Public Works, to no 
avail. Director Hanna did call me back 
very quickly and | got some sense of the picture. 


But, I support the resolution, but { think we may 
have to go further, and I would ask, since you chair 
the committee and also are on the board, that you 
help provide some further background and 
leadership on this point. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 
Well, thank you. 
The Chair: 
Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

| will defer to my colleague. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

1 was just going to say, thank you, Mr. 
President, and I will. That is the reason I stated 
that once the emergency happened, I think right 
now it is government at its best, because I think the 


departments all are pulling together to make sure 
that we have —

The Chair: hazard, and despite being put on notice by City 


Well, when Public Works digs up a sewer line, 
they know where the water line is. That is my 
point. So, why didn't they do their work on this 
respect? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Well, absolutely, and that is why I had 
mentioned, Mr. President, that I feel it is so 
important that now, an independent investigation, 
and I am not using that word very lightly, but an 
independent investigation begin 
immediately, because while the work is being 
performed, we are losing valuable time in, number 
one, taking pictures, in number two, interviewing 
all those on site, and number three, if 
needed, going within our own departments or an 
outside source in terms of an engineering study, 
because there is going to be a big bill to pay, let 
alone our residents are being very 
inconvenienced. And, I do realize, Mr. Ferlo, and 
you did call me over the weekend concerned about 
your residents being inconvenienced in terms of 
the water pressure. But, I would hope that 
this Council would support the resolution and I get 
a feeling we will. 


The Chair: 


As part of the resolution, while we research 
these other issues, I want a confident and qualified 
contractor that has an established track record to be 
hired yesterday to fix this upand we go after 
Chester Engineers, or Public works, or 
whoever botched this thing in the first place and 
we get some answers. 


Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I first want to 
commend Councilman Ricciardi for staying on top 
of this issue ever since the water break occurred on 
Saturday night. As Chair of the Water Committee, 
I think he has really done a_ very 
thorough investigation himself in a very short 
period of time. 


The part of this that really concerns me is that it 
seems as if, and I do want to say, it seems as if, the 
contractor was put on notice about this potential 
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officials, it appears as if, and I say, appears as if, 
the contractor moved ahead anyway and did 
exactly what the Water Director asked not to be 
done, and for that reason I do think there is enough 
evidence here to have a fullthorough and 
independent investigation, because there is 
enough reasonable suspicion here that there were 
wrongdoings. 


Also, the point that Mr. Ricciardi brought up 
about the evidence, us not losing the evidence, is 
very, very important, because of the amount of 
work that is being done there. 


So, I support a complete and thorough 
investigation. Councilman Ricciardi said the 
Solicitor should initiate that. I think that is very 
appropriate to have the Solicitor do it. 


At the same time | do want to say that, as Chair 
of the Public Safety Committee here, the Pittsburgh 
Bureau of Fire, in particular, other departments as 
well, but the Pittsburgh Bureauof Fire, in 
particular, has done extraordinary work over 
the last two days to try to get water back to these 
residents. There are now three pumper trucks that 
are in operation to tryto pump water from the 
Highland Park Reservoir No. | to the water lines to 
be able to get water to these residents. 
Chief Dickinson just told me that there is a fourth 
pumper that is about to be put on, and those are 
really extraordinary emergency efforts by our 
firefighters to make sure that they receive water. 
That line that was broken, as Mr. Ricciardi said, 
that is the only line that feeds the Garfield tank, 
and that tank provides water for many, many of our 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh. It is a 20-inch 
concrete line, and that is a very large line and one 
that our water employees are not able to 
fix without sending out for a contractor. So, it was 
a critical line that was broken. That is just another 
reason why we needan investigation, and if 
wrong-doing occurred, then I think a penalty 
should be assessed, because at least a thousand 
homes went without water yesterday, and there are 
some homes that are still either without water or 
that have low water pressure. So,1 support the 
resolution and think we ought to move 
ahead quickly. 








The Chair: 


Well, again, 1 applaud the efforts of the Fire 
Bureau to pitch in, but the engine pumpers were 
not meant to pump water 24 hours a day for the 
next two weeks. So, I would hope that a contractor 
is hired that could remedy the situation while we 
goon with the intent of the resolution for a 
further investigation. 


All in favor of this motion and resolution? 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


Motion carries, and, Councilman, we will need 
a report back from you at next week's meeting. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Yes, thank you, and I will also take your advice, 
Mr. President, and start that today. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. Any other comments under 
Motions and Resolutions? Mr. O'Connor. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Well, 1 would like to make one motion. I see — 
read inthe paper today that the famous 
Pittsburgher, probably one of our most famous 
Hollywood stars, is in the hospital, Gene 
Kelly, from East Liberty and 1 know he had a 
dance studio in Squirrel Hill. I would like to send 
a letter that he gets well, from Council, that he has 
a speedy recovery. 


The Chair: 
Very good. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


One other issue I had. On Thursday I spent a 
couple hourswith a representative from 
Harrisburg, Ivan Itkins' Office, myself and people 
from the Jewish Home, not only the hospital, and 
we have Senior Citizens on Brownsville Road, 
concemed about the speeding there and the traffic 
accidents we have had. We have had about three 
deaths over the last two or three years. It is a major 
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intersection for the residents, who take the 
bus, most of them are Senior Citizens, take the bus 
to, whether it be Squirrel Hill or Downtown, get 
off and try to cross the highway. We have done a 
lot of things, and Engineering, Mr. Reginella, was 
there, he helped us. In the past we have delayed 
the lights, but just standing there with a police 
officer, one ofthe things we have to do 
immediately, and I sent a memo requesting 
VASCAR, it is really like a highway and the 
police recommended that. I sent a request Friday 
requesting VASCAR, but yet over the weekend, 
before we could do anything, there was another 
tragic accident and a woman was killed in a car. 


So, tomorrow Mr. Itkin and myself are meeting 
at 2 o'clock with the residents down there and the 
business owners to see what long term initiatives 
we can do. But, I am requesting that VASCAR, 
and for the people who travel that road, 1 hope to 
senda calvary down there to slow things down, it 
is the only thing we can do with it to save, it is 
very dangerous and getting worse. So, I just 
wanted to make people aware that are traveling 
Brownsville Road, I hope our police officer is 
there quite often and slowing them down and if it 
takes ticketing, that may be the only solution we 
can. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mr. O'Connor. 
Any other comments? 


Two brief announcements. One is, there is a 
public hearing before the Planning Commission 
this Tuesday, May 17th, at 2:15, this regards 
fegislation I have submitted with 
Councilman Ricciardi on the proposed Riverboat 
Gambling Legislation allowing for community 
jnput and the public to have some input into where 
and what manner these Riverboat Gambling 
operations would operate, providing for a 
Conditional Use process through this Council and a 
required public hearing. If people are concerned 
about this issue, the public hearing is Tuesday, 
May 17th, 2:15, at the Planning Commission. I am 
sure Councilman Ricciardi will be there to speak. 


Secondly, we will be receiving some legislation 
regarding the Villa De Marrillac Nursing Home in 
Stanton Heights, which is proposing a major 
expansion, it is badly in need of additional beds for 


individuals, primarily elderly individuals. The 

zone change will be required as well as a text 
change in the ZoningCode. Originally the 
commission was going to create an "IC" Institution 
Civic, "IP" Institution Planned District, at the site 
of the nursing home, I asked them rather to make 
an "RP" Zone, Residential Planned Unit Zone, so 
that there could be a complementary activity to the 
residential character of the Stanton 
Heights/Morningside neighborhood. They have 
done that, there will be a public hearing in the 
Planning Commission. | will move quickly to have 
a public hearing here. It will mean some additional 
jobs for the East End residents and a new 
and improved nursing home. 


Any other comments? We need a motion to 
approve the minutes.

Mr. O'Connor: 


I am concerned -- I just want to bring it to your 
attention, maybe. I understand there is -~ I do not know what 
part of this is landscaping services but I am Sure we do a lot 
of that. 


I have been contacted by some landscapersy especially City 
landscapers, who are licensed and they pay a $150.00 license fee 
to operate in the City and to take leaf -~- to remove leaves, and 
do that, and they are very concerned that, not only operating in 
the City, but doing some City or government work, that there are 
non-licensed -- they may be a legitimate company, but they are 
not buying our license. I know it is not a major thing for BBI 
and police maybe to inspect it, but the people who are paying 
this $150.00 fee, I feel -- and probably most of them are City 
contractors, landscapers. Do we have a way to cross check 
before we give out a bid? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Well, first, let me clear up the fact that this particular 
resolution is for consulting professional services, it is not 
for landscaping services, in terms of work performed, or not 
actual landscaping work, but the design effort. 


For instance, in the renovations of the Davis Playground, 
if we had not been able to do the engineering in-house, we would 
have had to go out to hire a consultant, and that is what this 
is for. 


Now, with regard to your question about contractors that do 
landscaping work. I was not aware of the fact that there are 
registered landscaping firms with the City, that. is, that pay 
out a $150.00 fee for it on an annual basis, nor do I know what 
the requirements are. is it simply a matter of registering, or 
is it they have to be subject to a test to determine their 
capability? 


Mr. O'Connor: 


No, I do not think so. I just think they have to be 
registered, it is a $150.00 fee, they get two stickers for their 
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trucks, if they want additional stickers they pay $10.00. it is 
more for the leaf hauling and things like that, and the 
contractors that are doing it are very upset, when they are 
doing the work and they see somebody who does not have the 
sticker, basically, and especially when it is City work. 

Mr. Reginella: 

But the work that we put out is bid competitively, anyone 
that meets the requirements, anyone who is bondable, can, in 
fact, bid on the job and so on.

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The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Director, Mr. Ricciardi had to take leave. Would you 
explain what iS going to go on with the Mission Street Bridge, 
and probably Councilman Rertzberg would like to know what is 
going on with the Shaler Street Bridge. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Recently we have undertaken an intensified maintenance 
program, it happened a few years back when the federal dollars 
began to dry out for rehabilitation of bridges, so we felt that 
we would emphasize and concentrate on Maintenance to extend the 
life of a bridge. This particular year most of the monies that 
we appropriated for this purpose goes toward the replacement of 
the expansion dams, that I am sure you know what they are, at 
the end of each structure, or sometimes in between, depending on 
the length of the span. There are provisions made for the 
structure to expand and contract due to weather changes, 
temperature changes, and these expansion dams have always been a 
source of problems, maintenance problems, and consequently 
periodically they are required to be replaced. 


And, that is essentially what we are doing with two 
structures this year, the Elizabeth Street Bridge and the Herron 
Avenue Bridge, also, the two of them requiring the replacement 
of the expansion dams at a cost of about $250,000.00. The 
Mission Street Bridges, we have some steel members that 
exhibited some distress and we want to get in and reinforce 
them. The bridge is supposed to have -~ $50,000.00 to be on the 
Mission Street Bridges, there are two of them. The Shaler 
Street Bridge work is basically almost complete and, again, that 
was expansion dams replacement. And, that just about covers the 
amount of monies that we have available here. 


_ Other things that we do with this money is we clean all the 
drainage systems on the bridge, that needs to be done every 
couple of years, of the ones that clog up and cause the flooding 
of the structure and other damages as well. And other minor 
repairs. 

Mr. Cusick: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 


Councilman Ferlo. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


A couple things. First of all, Director, I realize the 
Heths Run Bridge is a State bridge, or I believe the plan 
ultimately is to not have it be a bridge but just make it an 
overpass. When is that going to be done, and have we — 
prioritized our communications to the State to try to get them 
off the —- 


Mr- Reginella: 
We actually -- 
Mr. Ferlo: 


We have a ten-year commitment on that bridge, all the 
decorative design is all but falling into the river, the vases, 
it is in terrible condition, it is unsafe, it is a lawsuit, it 
js a liability waiting to happen. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Everything that you stated is correct. A few years back it 
became evident that the ownership of the bridge was PennDot's, 
not the City's, so we transferred the structure to the State. 

At that time we had completed the design for the replacement of 
the bridge, which, as you stated, would be to take away the 
existing concrete arch and build an embankment, if you will, so 
that the road will be on a hearth, would not be on the bridge. 
At that point when PennDot took over ownership and we, again, 
turned over all the documents to them and, of course, the City 
was reimbursed for the cost of the design effort, we sort of 
lost control of the project. We have communicated with PennDot, 
they are aware of the conditions of the structure, they are 
fully cognizant of the fact that it is their structure, their 
responsibility, no longer the City's. Whether or not we can 
impress upon them the urgency of moving quickly is something 
that -~ 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Well, how about this, how about if we put a sign up to make 
it clear to everybody who is traveling that is not the City of 
Pittsburgh's bridge and that we have been struggling for ten 
years to get the State to deal with it. I think we should put a 
sign up clearly stating who is responsible and if there is any 
liability claims because the condition -~- and I am sure my other 
colleagues are familiar with the bottom of the zoo area and near 
Butler Street, it is referred to as the Heths Run Bridge, I 
think we should have some sign there making it clear who people 
should call. They should not call my office and they should not 
call Engineering and Construction or the Mayor, they should call 
PennDot. We should move that along.

Mr. Reginella: 

I agree. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Just two things, though. I do not know the name of the 
bridge, but it has bugged me for many years. It is a little 
bridge as you are approaching Shadyside Hospital, maybe 
Councilman Cohen can help me out, just past Morewood, but the 
span is so bad, and I think it is our bridge because I remember 
voting about five years ago for some money for one of those 
bridges. It sits at Centre past Morewood as you are approaching 
the light towards Shadyside Hospital, there is.an expansion 
bridge there and the span there is in such disrepair and it is a 
real problem for automobiles, they have to brake. I am sure 
over the years there has been rear end accidents. Is that our 
responsibility? 

Mr. Reginella: 

That is our bridge, yes.

Thank you, Mr. Chair. 

Since we are on bridges, Mr. Reginella, could you give us a 
status report on the two Schenley Park Bridges, one that is 
being worked on now, and one later, please? I get an awful lot 
of inquiries about them. 

Mr. Reginella: 

I am sure you do, and most of the people that normally use 
that route are exasperated by the continued closure, but the 
contractor is operating within his contractual time table, so 
there are no delays. The work is to be completed for the 
Schenley Park Bridge over Boundary Street by this June, not 
later than July, it should be reopened by July. That is the 
expiration -- this year. That is the expiration of the 
contractual time table. However -~ 
Mr. Cohen: 


I am sorry to interrupt you, Mr. Reginella. I forget, are 
there penalties for going beyond that deadline? 


Mr. Reginella: 

Definitely, yes, liquidated damages are always specified 
and if the contractor does not complete on time those damages 
will be applied. 

Mr. Cohen: 
You think they are on track? 


Mr. Reginella: 


They are, July, yes. 
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Mr. O'Connor: 


I was just there, Mr. Cohen, it is almost done. I was 
checking. 


Mr. Cohen: 


All right. Now, how about the next line? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Unfortunately, the -- that is the good news, the bad news 
is that as soon as we open that one, the Panther Hollow Bridge 
will be closed. So that we are finalizing the design documents 
on the Panther Hollow Bridge and we will be bidding it later 
this summer. 


Mr. Cohen: 
I am really worried about that Panther Hollow Bridge -~ 
Hr. Reginella: 


That is in much worse shape than the Boundary Street 
Bridge, yes. 


Mr. Cohen: 


It is in terrible shape. Even with pedestrians, I realize 
that there is a fence there and I won't get into the whole 
fencing issue, but I think it is dangerous even for pedestrians 
right now. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Yes, fortunately, or unfortunately, as the case may be, 
depending on your point of view, what we see on the surface of 
the bridge is not necessarily reflective of what is underneath; 
that is, the structure is not in that bad of a shape. That is 
basically your sidewalks and your curbs that are totally 
deteriorated, and it appeared to us that it will be foolish to 
go in there and spend money to make temporarily repaired when, 
in fact, we are looking at total replacement within a matter of 
months here. 


Mr. Cohen: 


What is the time frame, Mr. Reginella, for the Panther 
Hollow Bridge? 





Mr. Reginella: 


Again, it will be more than one construction season- So, I 
think we are looking at this year and all of 1995. 


Mr. Cohen: 


and, again, there is no way to begin construction, begin 
that process while the Schenley Park Bridge is being completed? 


Mr. Reginella: 


That is correct. That was our scheme and we did not want 
to have the two of them closed at the same time. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you. 
The Chair: 

Councilman O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 

Thirty seconds, while we are on bridges. And I know this 
is not our bridge, but the Glenwood Bridge, I mean I get more 
calls on that and that is a State bridge. Is there a problem 
with the State and PennDot, because I mean they are talking 
about all these new highways and new projects but, my God, that 
is the worse pothole road in the whole area? 

Mr. Reginella: 

Yes, the Glenwood Bridge is a County bridge that carries 
the State route. The City has minimal responsibilities, 
strictly the navigational lights and the streetlights are the 
responsibility of the City, everything else is either County or 
State. They are talking about re-decking the bridge. What 
their schedule is, I am not sure. They are also talking about 
potentially modifying the approach to the bridge on the Second 
Avenue and Hazelwood side, right. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


So, PennDot, if I contacted them, they would at least give 
us an answer? 


Mr. Reginella: 


They should be able to give you an answer, right. 
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The Chair:

The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen, I heard you first. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Thank you, and I will be brief, Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Reginella, whenever this bill comes up every year I 
always ask this question and try to get a status report on it. 
Il have seen so many instances recently where emergency vehicles, 
particularly ambulances, have been trying to go through -- had 
to go through intersections, crowded intersections, and had to 
navigate around cars, and I think the solution is to have a 
system, an automated system, whereby the emergency vehicle can 
have the light change from red to green SO that there is not a 
chance of accidents while the emergency vehicle is trying to get 
through. I just remember one of the companies is named Opticon, 
I believe. 
Mr. Reginella: 

That is correct. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Does this bill include money for that system —— 


Mr. Reginella: 
No, it does not. 
Mr. Cohen: 


-- and if not, what is the status of our program? 


Mr. Reginella: 


We had been looking at the feasibility of having such a 
system, or a similar system, for that matter, that will enable 
emergency vehicles to go through an intersection. There are 
problems connected with a concept, of course, nothing comes 
free. But, however, in major downtown areas, that sort of 
concept is doable, and we have taken steps to include the 
necessary conduits and such as maybe required during the 
reconstruction of, let's say, Grant to Liberty, and so on and so 
forth, so that we could come in at a future date and install a 
prehension system, I believe that is what they call it. To 
think that we could do that throughout the entire City is 
problematic, at best. I do not know that we have the finances. 
These things are not inexpensive. And, of course, as I said, 
you may be looking at solving one problem, certainly we want an 
emergency vehicle to get wherever it is going as quickly as 
possible, but when streets are -~ particularly during the peak 
hours, when streets are jammed, dreadlocked, essentially, the 
ability to change the light from red to green does not 
necessarily help the emergency vehicle in all cases. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Why not? 
Mr. Reginella: 

Well, because, as I said -- 
Mr. Cohen: 

I understand there are other costs involved, where the 
people who are waiting for the light will have to wait yet 
another turn, I realize that is a cost, but certainly wouldn't 
it be easier if they had a green light? 

Mr. Reginella: 

2 Well, we rely on the prudence, if you will, of the, for 
instance, the Fire Department, the Fire Bureau, to advise us as 
to where such things are needed. It all depends on the 
logistics of the matter, location of the firehouse, generally 


speaking, what response time they are able to achieve without 
the benefit of a prehension system, and so on and so forth. If 
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they do not request Such an application, we are not likely to 
propose it. We have had discussions with Chief Dickinson with 
regard to installing a prehension system for the Downtown areas, 
and then we are taking steps to accomplish that, can't tell you 
exactly when it will be a reality, but there is the need for 
equipping the vehicle with an emitter that sends a signal to the 
traffic signal, then you have to install a receiver on the 
signal that receives the signal then changes the light. It has 
been found that this can cause accidents because people crossing 
the intersection in the opposite direction, they are not going 
to be aware of the fact that you are changing the light on then. 
But, that is besides the point. I think your point is weil 
taken. And, yes, we are looking at it, but my sense is that do 
not expect this to occur throughout the whole City because it 
just is not going to happen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


No. Can we do this, Mr. Reginella? It is not as if this 
is new technology, it is actually quite old technology; in fact, 
the City of Erie, Pennsylvania has had this installed for many, 
many years. What about a pilot project at one intersection so 
that we can see, the Fire Chief and the EMS Chief and the Police 
Chief can also see how useful it is? What if we work together 
to choose an intersection, I do not care if it is Downtown, I 
mean Downtown makes sense, and try it there. If you could 
provide Council with what the cost of that would be to do it at 
one intersection and then have an opportunity to ask the Public 
Safety personnel whether this would help them or not. 


Mr. Reginella: 

Sure. And that would be the right approach, to do one or 
ae on a trial basis to see what kind of results 
Mr. Cohen: 

Would you let us know what the cost of that is? 

Mr. Reginella: 

Sure, 

Mr. Cohen: 

And, whether there is any hope for reimbursement or 

up-front funding by the County, State or Federal Government? It 


may well be, and I do not know, that even the private contractor 
will give a reduced fee for one trial intersection.

their intake of iron, vitamins, minerals and protein;

WHEREAS, the WIC program actualizes 
the public policy that our nation’s children need 
good nutrition to grow healthy bodies and strong 
minds, and WIC emphasizes nutrition education, 
health assessment,- breastfeeding counseling and 
referral to other healthcare programs; and

concern of nutritionist Linda Evans and Dorothy

No. 564 WHEREAS, the Centre Avenue 

YMCA has always been an historic landmark in 

the hearts and memories of the Hill District 

community, for it was founded as the result of 

expressed needs of the African-American 
7 community; and 


WHEREAS, the Centre Avenue YMCA 
was the fast African-American YMCA in 
Pittsburgh; it was organized as an independent 
group in August 1893 at 228 Wylie Avenue, one of 
Pittsburgh's oldest and historic neighborhoods; and 
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of African-American males from the Hill District 
community were inspired to purchase a three story 
building at 1847 Centre Avenue to plan program 
activities for African-Americans, modeled after 
"the white only" YMCA in Pittsburgh. The Centre 
Avenue YMCA was called and known as the 
"Colored 'Y"'; and 


WHEREAS, because the "Y" flourished 
and met the needs of citizens, a new and larger 
building was constructed at Centre Avenue and 
Francis Street. The new brick building was 
constructed to accommodate 2200 African 
Americans. It was the result of a generous 
donation of $250,000 by Julius Rosenwald, a 
Chicago Jewish philanthropist; and 


‘WHEREAS, the Centre Avenue YMCA 
served as a recreational facility for African- 
Americans in the City of Pittsburgh. It was a 
dormitory for students who attended the University 
of Pittsburgh and the residence for the Railroad 
Pullman Porters, for they were not permitted 
accommodations in "white only” facilities. It was a 
cultural and social center where culture of African- 
Americans was shared. The Great Metropolitan 
Opera Star, Miriam Anderson, shared her gifts of 
song and George Washington Carver, Adam 
Clayton Powell and countless others have visited 
this place; and 


WHEREAS, the history of this building 
and its service to the African-American community 
must be preserved for posterity. All African- 
Americans in the City of Pittsburgh are honored 
that Preservation Pittsburgh is committed to 
preserving landmarks and the culture of ethnic 
groups. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE iT 
RESOLVED, that Preservation Pittsburgh bestow 
historic status on the Centre Avenue YMCA, and 
declare it as an Historic Landmark for all of

And just the other night a 
couple nights ago I was in lower Greenfield and I 
saw a paramedic truck turn in with his lights, and 
he was turning around, and I thought, well, gees, 
he's lost, and I ran over -- I parked my car and 
jumped out and said, are you lost? He said, no, I'm 
just -- I saw within 30 seconds another -- 1 think 
you were in the van, or the big emergency thing. 
In other words, what he was doing was meeting, 
and he jumped out and helped, one of the doctors. 
So, I do not think people realize that you actually 
have doctors that will jump into a -- on the way to 
the hospital. So, it was just outstanding to watch it 
done and the timing and the teamwork you have 
besides all the just normal calls you make. So, I, 
just on behalf of al] the residents, want to thank 
you and congratulate you for an outstanding job.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 


Does anyone have motions or resolutions this 
moming? 


Lhave one, and that is that we read in the paper 
this morning that the Mayor is going to be acting 
on his own regarding the Youth Initiative Trust 
Fund, and I have to tell you that I was disappointed 
in some of the remarks that came out of the 
Mayor's Office yesterday, at least those that were 
reported in the Post Gazette, and that is that they 
were, quote, irritated at six weeks of delay by City 
Council, and then later in the article it said, 
"Administration officials have grown increasingly 
frustrated as the weeks have dragged on and 
Council members have gotten into protracted 
debates over whether the money should be spent 
on summer jobs for youths rather than long-range 
planning as the foundations intended.” 


That is not the recollection that I had 
about the Youth Initiative Trust Fund Bill; in fact, 
we pulled the resolution this morning and it was 
not a six-week delay at all. The bill first came 
before Council on April the 13th, and that was held 
at that time, but at the same time as it was held, my 
recollection at least, is, that we asked the 
Administration whether this would in any way 
jeopardize this money, we were told that it would 
not. 


And, the reason that bill was held, to my 
recollection, is that we asked how this $210,000.00 
was going to be used, and we did not receive a 
clear answer as to how that money was going to be 
used. What we were told at that time was that it 
was thinking money, and I think ] even moved for 
it to be held, and the reason is, I do not know what 
thinking money means, and we were not given a 
full explanation as to how this money was going to 
be used, and it was held. 


We did then have a post agenda hearing 
on the whole issue of youth initiatives, with 
Councilman Hertzberg chairing, as well as myself, 
that included the Youth Initiative Trust Fund and 
the Summer Youth Employment Program, as well 
as the After School Program that was initiated by 
Councilman O'Connor and he is working with 
Councilman Hertzberg on. Once that post agenda 
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was completed the bill came back up, I said that I 
was ready to support it at that time; I do not recall 
any Council member, tell me whether I am wrong, 
but I do not recall any Council member saying that 
they were opposed to the foundations granting this 
money to the City; in fact, we were very 
welcoming of that money, but rather we wanted to 
know how it was being used. 


At that time the Administration, not Council, 
the Administration asked for the bill to be tabled, 
and now apparently they plan to ignore Council 
and move ahead. I do not think that is right, I think 
that the characterization of the root of the bill was 
inaccurate and false and I think it ignores what the 
function of Council is, and one of our functions is 
an oversight function. When any money is spent 
by the City of Pittsburgh, Council has a role in 
approving that expenditure and in overseeing it, to 
see whether that money is spent well. All we 
asked for was, how is this money going to be 
spent, and we did not receive a clear answer to that 
question. So, if the Mayor's Office does not want 
City Council asking questions, then ] am sorry to 
hear that, but that is our role, we have an oversight 
role. 


There are two branches of government here, 
and I do not think that it is proper for them, instead 
of pushing this bill forward, to just pull the bil] and 
decide to do it on their own. There are serious, 
serious issues at stake here, that includes what the 
programming should be for our youth, that 
includes providing hope for our youth at a time 
when there is a public safety crisis, and I do not 
think that it is in the best interest of both branches 
of government to ignore Council's function, and I 
think that is what happened here. 


Let me just finish, if I may. As far as the 
Summer Youth Employment Program, and they 
are connected, both of these deal with youth 
initiatives, and as far as the Summer Youth 
Employment Program, I attended a Grant Makers 
meeting of the foundations and many community 
based organizations last week and they announced 
at that meeting that four foundations would be 
putting forth $455,000.00 for summer youth 
employment for the summer of 1994, and I do 
want to-take a moment and thank the foundations 
for that money. That is money that -- they have a 
limited amount of money, and for them to put that 
forward for the City's Summer Youth Employment 
Project, I think is terrific and I think that they 


should be congratulated, and I think there has been 
a strong misunderstanding about what Council's 
Tole in this process has been. Somehow or other 
the foundations think that Council criticized them 
for providing this money. That is absolutely not 
the case. I do not remember any Council member 
opposing this money, either the Youth Initiative 
Trust Fund money or the Summer Youth 
Employment money; in fact, I think that we 
welcomed it. 


The problem is that our Summer Youth 
Employment Program is too small. Last year the 
City was able to employ 1600 youths, through 
what I think now is a good network of community 
based organizations that are hiring those youths, 
this year we are only going to be able to afford 
approximately a thousand. That is the root of the 
problem, and we are going to have to move 
Stronger next year to make sure that we get more 
jobs available to our youths. Because at that 
meeting a couple people stood up, from 
community based organizations and said, I have 
the ability -- we have the ability -- like 
Breachmenders in West Oakland, for example, in 
Councilman Smith's District, or the Bloomfield- 
Garfield Corporation, stood up, and they said they 
had a number of positions, a number of jobs that 
they could fill, Breachmenders, 1 think, was 40 
jobs and the City is only able to provide 15. That 
is 25 kids that go without an opportunity this 
summer and go without a chance for hope, and, | 
think that is what the real issue here is. 


Mr. Ricciardi, 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. Chair and colleagues. Mr. 
Cohen I think your ending remarks really hit home, 
and that is the most pressing issue this summer will 
be doing our very best to work with our youths to 
make sure they are properly placed in summer 
jobs, not just for that extra few doliars but for the 
expertise and skills, hopefully, they learn for their 
future. 


I did not have a chance to read the Pittsburgh 
Post Gazette, so I do not know the contents or the 
context of those remarks, and I did not attend any 
press conference yesterday. Only from my point 
of view I am saying that I in no way feel slighted 
that we are not going to be part of the spending of 
the $200,000.00, which is not tax dollars but really 
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foundation dollars, they were contributed to the 
City of Pittsburgh. 1 

believe that the Mayor of this City, by the position 
he holds, that he has certain discretionary powers 
and discretionary responsibilities, and I believe that 
the foundations have entrusted him to spend these 
dollars, that I feel comfortable in that happening 
and I will not criticize that move. 


Obviously, again, I do not know the dynamics 
of all this and how the foundations have 
communicated with the Mayor's Office in terms of 
the Youth Trust Initiative, 2 fund being set up 
through the City, or what information the 
foundations were receiving probably through the 
media of our position. As you have stated, Mr. 
Cohen, I am just mentioning this, that their 
perception might have been that maybe Pittsburgh 
City Council is belaboring or slowing down the 
process and maybe the dynamics were that they 
asked the Mayor's Office to move more readily on 
this or quickly. 


Again, I do not know this, I am not speaking for 
the Administration, just from my point of view. I 
am just pleased that there is $200,000.00, that we 
have a chance to look at some long-range 
programming and just not every year do a shot in 
the dark, 


But, I think, Mr. Cohen, your remarks are well 
taken,especially your ending remarks that we do 
have an objective before us, a goal, and that is 
hopefully to place as many kids on the Summer 
Program as much as possible. 


I am very happy to see that other issue, 
however, giving preference to gang members for 
summer jobs, has been put on the back burner, or 
hopefully even thrown out the window, because 1 
do not believe in any preference for any gang 
members having summer jobs over kids that are 
really pulling the line and doing a good job here in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


Thank you, Mr. Chair. 
The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. Mr. Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I was prepared to 


vote in favor of the Youth Initiative Trust Fund 
Legislation from its inception, My recollection, 
though, of what happened, and I would have been 
prepared to vote for it at any point, but what 
happened is, other members of Council had 
requested some additional information from the 
Administration, particularly an application for the 
grant and instead of producing it, we were asked to 
table the legislation. That is how I viewed the 
whole thing. But, to repeat, I was prepared to vote 
in favor of that. 


The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Hertzberg. Any other 
discussion? Mr. O’Connor. 


Mr. O’Connor: 


Yes, I think there was some miscommunication 
on that money, too. The way I see it, after -- and, 
again, I agree with almost everyone here, we said 
different things, though. I think that money came 
to us looking like — at first and even some of 
today's paper indicated that this money was going 
to be to hire gangs and we -- certainly I do not 
think anyone supports that initiative right now. 


The way I read this money, it was a gift from 
the foundations for long-range plans, what to do 
about some of the youths, whether it be good 
youths or troubled youths. But, I am hopeful that 
this money is not going to be to hire any gang 
members, and that type of thing, which I would 
like to get that clarified. 


And, the 450,000 you are talking about is 
additional money, the foundations are hiring 
people, so to add more youths on, so we have -- 
generously the corporations have the last two or 
three years given extra money to hire youths, and, I 
think, as you have said, the neighborhood initiative 
to hire them; we certainly could use more money, 


whether it be federal money or corporate money, to” 


bring more on, and it is a good tool. 
is 


But, I do believe if the Mayor uses this money 
properly, and I hope he does, to look for long- 
range plans. 1 think some of the Council, we were 
questioning when we first saw it was, just like the 
$150,000.00 we gave to the Youth Commission, 
they were going to go out and hire staff, 
computers, et cetera, and none of that money was 
going to really trickle down. 1 think that the 








concem of Council was, how this money was 
going to be spent. 


I do not know that the Mayor has an initiative 
or a plan right now, but I am hoping and my belief 
is, as Councilman Hertzberg just said, that this is 
going to be long-range studies and what can we do, 
and also to make better jobs, whether it be summer 
jobs or what, how to do it better in the long range. 


A lot of this is -- when this $400,000.00 comes 
in from the corporations now and to throw jobs out 
there, usually they are not trained, supervised, with 
all due respect to the organizations, they are doing 
it well, to get a lot more money and a lot more jobs 
this quick within 30 days, is not good planning, 
and J think we need planning to solve the long- 
range goal, and I feel the Mayor is going to use this 
money to do that and hopefully he does a good job 
of it, and for the long range, because the short term 
initiative job, some are very good but some are 
putting ten kids in a parking lot to clean it up and 
no supervision, is not the long range answer. So, I 
hope this money is going to solve a long-range 
problem. 


The Chair: 


Well, let me clarify one thing because it 
has come up twice, and that is about jobs for gang 
members. This money is not being used to provide 
jobs for gang members, which I fervently oppose; 
in fact, it is not being used to provide jobs for 
anyone. It tums out it is going to be used for 
consultants, and that is fine, as long as we were 
told up front what it is going to be used for, but the 
Administration asked for this bill to be tabled, they 
asked for it to be tabled, not us, all we did was ask 
some questions about it and that is our role as 
Council, to be able to ask questions about how 
money is spent. And, I do disagree about pulling 
the bill because I think it sets a dangerous 
precedent, and that is that if bills in the future are 
pulled, just because Council asked some questions, 
then that is going to cause serious problems. 


Any other discussion? Hearing none, is 
there a motion to excuse the absent member?

1 would just like to thank the Administration for 
providing me with a list of the anticipated 
expenditures out of this $15,000,000.00 short-term 
loan that we received. My comments that I had 
made last week were only made in regards to 
the priorities of these projects and not to at all stall 
any type of construction that may be going on in 
the City. 


The Chair: 


Well, I think we know, all of us on this Council, 
as well the public should be aware, that the capital 
budget listing is a prioritization but it is a floating 
document, at any given time it will change based 
on the priorities and the needs. With the initiation 
of the Downtown Management Corporation 
getting underway, I think this is clearly a great shot 
and a good communication that we send to those 
property owners and merchants and retailers in the 
Downtown corridor, that we want to be a partner 
with them. We have anted up not only with 
the $100,000.00 to support administratively the 
Downtown Management Group but here as a major 
commitment to do some badly needed upgrading 
of the Fifth corridor. 


So, we want to be partners and we want to work 
together and we know that at times the capital 
budget has to be readjusted, it just has to be that 
way, 


Councilman Cohen?

Mr. President, I respectfully disagree with you. 
1 voted “no” on this bill on Wednesday and I am 
going to be voting "no" today. Certainly there is 
room to disagree agreeably on this issue. I think 
that given the financial condition of the City that 
this is a project that we just cannot move forward 
with as quickly as the Administration would like to 
move forward with. 
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Trecall, and 1 am sure you recall, when in 1991, 
the Masloff Administration unveiled this whole 
project at a luncheon with the Golden Triangle 
Association, and it was unveiled with alot of 
hullabaloo, but it never went forward, and the 
reason it never went forward was because the City, 
frankly, did not have the money to go forward with 
it. We sought to get federal money, we sought to 
get state money but that actually did not happen. I 
think that we have to be making the tough 
decisions here, and given the City's financial 
condition, something that we could not go forward 
with in 1992, or 1993, we certainly should not be 
going forward with in 1994, given the 
City's financial condition. 


Also, in a dialogue with the Budget Director 
last Wednesday, he made it clear that the 
Administration would be embracing the debt 
service policy and maybe even becoming 
more restrictive than the debt service policy of the 
past. Our current debt service, that is, the interest 
on the loan that we are taking for this project, is 
144 percent of our entire operating budget, this is 
going to increase that, given that it is such a large 
project. Mr. Miranda said last week that he wanted 
to have that decreased substantially, maybe even to 
12 percent of our operating budget, and I think 
given those conditions, as much as we would like 
to move forward, and I agree with you that this 
would be a great project, I just do not think we 
have the money right now.

Office had made a comment in regard that I did not know what: was 
‘ going on as far as the capital budget goes. I didn't think the 
comment was necessary and I don't think that my request was much 
to ask for. 


I did ask for if there was a list that the Mayor was 
prioritizing capital projects and I asked that because I think 
at one point the Mayor sat down with most of Council and said 
that he would be cutting back or if not eliminating certain 
capital projects. I think it's important that if he was going 
to do that and I very much admire him for telling us that at 
that time because there were some tough decisions that needed to 
be made, but all I was doing last week was asking for Mayor to 
share that list if there was one. There was comments being made 
up that, "Hey, we're going to go out on a $45 million bond later 
on or a $60 million." That may not be the case; we may not have 
to, that plan may change if this Council doesn't see it 
necessary to go out on a $45 million bond. This Council may see 
it necessary to go out on a $30 million bond issue and that we 
do cut back on some projects. I think it's very important 
considering our debt service. 


Also, I am in no way trying to hold up any type of 
projects. I know the Fifth and Fourth Avenue Project is a very 
important project but I am concerned about our fiscal situation 
here in the city as much as the Administration. 


I also would like the Administration to know at this time 
that I'm willing to work with them and that is why I'm asking 
for the information. I hope that Mr. Miranda and Mr. Reginella 
and Ms. Lawrence are here to tell us if there is a plan or if 
there isn't because we did not receive information. Now I'm 
going to tell you right now that I'm going to abstain today in 
hopes that we will receive that information by Tuesday. The 
reason I'm abstaining is that I did talk to Mr. Sirabella and I 
let him know why I was requesting the information and he told me 
that would be forwarded. You may be here to explain that or not 
to but that will be all that I have to say. 
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The Chair: 
Any questions? 
Mr. Cusick: 


I would like to know if that's what you came to the table 
for. : 


Mr. Miranda: 


, We didn't receive a request in writing from the City Clerk 
which we normally do because I just wasn't in front of the TV 
that Tuesday so I didn't know about this request. 


Mr. Cusick: 


Ms. Lawrence was here at the table and I do have other 
requests that weren't answered from that day too. 


Mr. Miranda: 


What I do have an answer for is some of Councilman Cohen's 
questions on the cost of debt service and so forth. 


A couple of issues. First, when we came up here requesting 
approval for the $45 million in bond proceeds, we did as 
Councilman Smith reminded you all last week, we did come up with 
a list of projects which everybody here agreed are things that 
we want to do. We have not departed from the 1994 Capital 
Improvement Plan that City Council approved late in December of 
last year, so we haven't postponed little league fences, we 
haven't postponed street resurfacing. What we may be doing is 
rearranging the projects as some of them come later in the fall 
to maximize our cash flow needs. For example, we have to pay $6 
million in salaries for engineering and construction per year 
out of the capital budget and we have to keep those salaries 
going. We've blitzed on the Street Resurfacing Program so we 
have rearranged the projects. Short~term timing but nothing 
that I would say is a drastic change from the capital 
improvement plan that you've adopted. 


Mr. Cusick: 


The reason I think it's important for this Council to know 
what projects that are being rearranged or reprioritized is for 
example, if the County does something with the new jail and 
we're talking about going from Ross to Smithfield Street in this 
particular phase of the project, doesn't it seem like we should 
be working in cooperation with the County so it does not affect 
what we're trying to ultimately -- our ultimate goal is make 
that corridor nicer? -Maybe we should be doing something else? 
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Mr. Miranda: 


I think what I need to do is resurrect that list and we 
need to meet with you on that but again, I want to assure you 
that we haven't departed from our original intention, the 
capital budget, of doing the kind of things we had planned for 
1994, the jist of which was presented to you already but I'd be 
happy to go over that. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I don't recall seeing a list and if you could send me 
another list. 


Mr. Miranda: 


Sure. When we came up here for the $45 million we did give 
you a list of proposed uses for -- 


Mr. Cusick: 


-- remember, the $45 million went away. It was after that 
we had the briefing from the Administration saying we're going 
to pull back on certain projects, we're going to eliminate 
certain projects if we have to but we're going to get our 
fiscal life in order here and there are going to be tough 
decisions. I understand that the Mayor is going to make a lot 
of tough decisions in a years ahead but we too are a part of 
that process and especially when this Council is asked to go out 
on different bond issues. 


Mr. Miranda: 


I can see that we will make a list available to you 
prioritizing those projects. 


The Chair: 


I want to make a quick comment on a procedural matter here 
and I realize you're fairly new to the Administration but 
anytime a Councilmember asks for information and we take a vote 
to hold and there's at least five and there's representatives at 
the table, that is our notice to the Administration on a 
Wednesday meeting, we don't send it over, so I would hope in the 
future that when a member asks for some information that the 
Administration would take the lead to sit down with that 
individual before the next Wednesday meeting regardless if 
anyone thinks it's a silly request, a dumb request I think 
that's irrelevant. It’s an important request that a member 
brought it to the table and that at least five members thought 
it was important enough to hold the bill that we should have a 
response before Wednesday. I want to put it on the table 
procedurally that's how we handle it here. On a Tuesday meeting 
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when we have a motion and a resolution but we ask the Clerk to 
send something over in writing, we actually take a vote on that 
to put it in writing. But when we have representatives from the 
Administration on a Wednesday, that is our correspondence taking 
place right there. Stating that why don't we go around the 
table. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I think in defense of my colleague Mr. Cusick, I think he 
was very clear and he brought up an important and clear message 
and he also ~~ we held it for one week and you assured us that 
it would not jeopardize the program. We certainly didn't want 
to do that and I thought that was very clear. Basically what 
we're asking and I think we've had so much public pressure and 
news media and fiscal problems and we are looking to show fiscal 
responsibility and I'm sure are. I think to answer to my 
question the capital budget is the mortgage, the long-term debt 
and we were under the impression or at least we heard in some of 
our meetings or through the media too that if we keep charging 
and charging we're going to get in trouble. Every one of these 
projects is very important especially Fifth Avenue but we want 
to be assured that if Fifth Avenue is done and all the other 
projects on this list are done that we are not putting ourselves 
in poor, long-term debt problems and I'm going to ask you that 
question so you can publicly tell us it's okay. 


Mr. Miranda: 


Projects like Fifth and Forbes are meant to stimulate 
economic development and growth of the city tax base so in that 
sense while you don't have certainty as to the revenues that 
we'll ultimately bring in, this project is a developmental 
project, it's meant to increase business vitality in the 
Downtown and.I would say that those projects standard across 
cities are worthwhile projects to pursue and while these 
projects have a cost. They increase our debt service in the 
short run but we think it's a worthwhile project to pursue and I 
guess so did the past administration and the City Council when 
they approved us going forward with this project. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Again I think we all agree on it that it's vitally needed 
and it's a good investment but to answer the question is it 
financially responsible to do that right now? 


Mr. Miranda: 
We need to ei because it is a mortgage type of project as 
you say the immediate cost to this will be spread over a period 


of years so as the project stands, it's currently budgeted about 
$3 million and $2 million of it which will the corporate 
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responsibility of the City of Pittsburgh and that amounts to 
about $200,000.00 in debt service per year to do that project so 
that's the trade-off. You're increasing budgetary pressures of 
about $200,000.00 


Mr. O'Connor: 

Is that a yes or no? 
Mr. Miranda: 

This is what City Council has to decide to prioritize. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


We are asking you as our -~ and we put a lot of trust and 
faith in you and I think we're looking for a safe that it’s yes 
it's a good way to spend our capital dollars or it isn't. 


Mr. Miranda: 
It's an excellent way to spend our capital dollars. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Then the operating budget that we have problems and the 
cutbacks, the $18 million, we won't get out of it in one year 
but the course you're taking in the next two or three years we 
can get that even; they don't interact. 


Mr. Miranda: 


Yes. We need to count on revenue growth helping us with the 
$200,000.00 in debt service. We need to manage better to come 
up with the $200,000.00 but this is a project of long-term 
growth which I really think most of you agree that Downtown 
development is important and I don't think we should be 
deferring it. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


I don't think anybody questions that but I want to make it 
clear because I think Mr. Cusick made it very clear that we all 
support this because we need the Downtown because it's our 
highest tax base and it pays for all the other benefits we get 
whether it be a park fence or a ballpark, so by doing this 
you're saying it's not going to interfere with any other capital 
programs that we've had. I mean, if it takes another month or 
we delay it two or three months it may be good fiscal 
responsibility, I'm not questioning that. 


Mr. Miranda: 


No, it won't interfere with other programs that we have 
planned in the capital budget. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


I think what you see here is frustration at the denial of 
Council's request to the Mayor to open the budget, but as I see 
things we're stuck under the City Charter with the Mayor's 
decision and I voted no to hold this all together. I don't see 
what business we have in holding this up. All this does is 
reallocate how the funds are going to be encumbered on this 
particular project which has already received all of the 
approvals, it has been a long-time item, but in my particular 
neighborhood we have had another long-standing project, the 
expansion of our senior center which is a result of all this 
budgetary and fiscal concerns has been put on hold, it was 
scheduled to start a couple days ago. Are you familiar with 
that particular project? 


Mr. Miranda: 


I don't have the specifics of that project but again we 
have juggled some projects, delayed them for a couple of months 
at times just to meet our cash flow need so I want you to bear 
with us on this. We did the $15 million in financing which we 
received the cash last Friday from the financing so even that 
can move ahead now that we have that financing but until then we 
were really bare to the bone on our cash needs on capital 
projects. 


As far as your earlier comment, this issue has very little 
to do with or has nothing to do with opening up the budget. 
This is a capital budget which is really financing as you go 
along. Each of these capital projects does include Council. 
Council has to give its authorization before they move forward 


so City Council does have input in every one of these projects 
in that sense. 


Mr. Reginella; 


. You're speaking of the Sheraden Senior Citizens. Project 
which was delayed temporarily pending the procurement of capital 
funds on the part of the City. Now that it has occurred we will 
be reactivating the project and in fact it's ready to go to bid. 
The drawings are completed, the specs are completed so it's just 
a matter of receiving. the authorization from the Budget Office 
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to proceed so we are there and it will be advertised I'm sure. 
The delay was only temporary. 


Ms. Lawrence: 


Our concern was holding back on projects until the cash 
came in last Friday. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
That's going to get going. 
Mr. Reginella: 
Exactly. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Let me say a couple of things up front if I could. First 
of all that I very much support this project. I think it's a 
very important project for Downtown and also for the city has a 
whole but that’s not the question on the table. The question on 
the table is whether .it makes sense to move forward now given 
the current financial conditions of the city and I do think that 
there has been some lack of cooperation on this issue, one with 
respect to Councilman Cusick who I supported very strongly in 
holding this bill. I don't think that responding by saying that 
he doesn't understand the budget is a way to respond, I think 
it's completely an inappropriate way to respond because he asked 
some very legitimate questions and I happen to know that he 
knows the budget guite well. 


Mr. Miranda: 


Nobody at this table has implied that so I think it's 
unfair that you can't -- 


Mr. Cohen: 

~- it was quoted in the newspapers, maybe it was wrong. 
Mr. Miranda: 

Yes. 
Mr. Cohen: 

The other thing is that when we do ask for information, we 
do expect especially financial information, to have it. writing 
prior to the meeting just so we can study it especially when 
it's on a complicated subject like the debt service. What I 


asked for last Wednesday, what is our total debt service right 
now for the City of Pittsburgh in our capital budget, what it is 


as a percentage of our budget and how this particular project 
will increase that actual dollar amount in the Percentage dollar 
amount of our debt service. 


Mr. Miranda: 


Our total debt service outstanding is $560 million. That 
includes the ELA, the Stadium Authority and one-half of the 
Auditorium Authority's debt service which we're responsible for. 
As a percentage of the operating budget our debt service in 1994 
will be 14.4 percent. 


Mr. Cohen: 
You were talking about the general obligation debt service. 
Mr. Miranda: 


That's right. Lastly, we're looking at -- again, the rule 
of thumb is $100,000.00 per million dollars as annual debt 
service and we're looking at for a project like this since our 
cost will ultimately be about $2 million, about $200,000.00 in 
debt service per year. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I think I need some clarification as to what the size of 
this project is at least in both bills it says a $5 million 
project and you said $3 million and $2 million so Mr. Reginella, 
maybe you can give us some clarification on that. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Yes. I stated at the table last week that the $3 million 
to $5 million quoted in resolution is the range that we are 
required to stipulate based on some city legislation that was 
passed some time ago that was sponsored by former Councilwoman 
Michelle Madoff which prohibits us from stating the exact amount 
available for a given project. The cost of the project -- now 
I'm violating that requirement of course by telling you this but 
the cost of the project is estimated at $3.1 million, so the $5 
million figure is certainly way above the actual cost. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Director, do you need for us to approve a $5 million 
project? 


Mr. Reginella: 


As we talked about last week, the legislation for moving 
ahead with the project has already been approved. All we're 
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doing is easing the crunch on the cash flow if you will. That 
is the only purpose for submitting this legislation. 


Mr. Cohen: 

You're asking our approval today. 
Mr. Reginella: 

Yes, we are because we certainly want to move ahead with 
the project. The actual cost to the City for this project is 
approximately $2 million. As Mr. Miranda stated, the reason for 
that being that there is a significant reimbursement coming from 
the Water and Sewer Authority. We stated last week that we have 
improvements to the water and sewer lines in the street and that 
reimbursement is significant along with a summary reimbursement 
from the local merchants particularly Kaufmann's for our doing 
work on their vault under the sidewalk. 

Mr. Cohen: 

What is the Water and Sewer Authority reimbursement? 

Mr. Miranda: 
It's $600,000.00. 
Mr. Cohen: 


It says and I may not have it right but it says in our own 
capital project that it's $250,000.00. 


Mr. Reginella: 
It's. an error. 


The Chair: 


Could it be scattered at other locations in that capital 
budget? 


Ms. Lawrence: 

I think that is what we estimated. We have better 
estimates now that the project has been advertised and those 
costs are up to $600,000.00. 

Mr. Cohen: 

So the $250,000.00 should go up to $600,000.00? 1 guess 

there are two issues then. One is how much money is actually 


being spent on the project and you're saying it's about $3.1 
million instead of $5 million and then the other is what the 
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debt service is. If it's $100,000.00 per million of capital 
costs then wouldn't the debt service be about $300,000.00? 


Mr. Miranda: 


Yes. We're assuming that the $1 million gets paid back 
fairly quickly so we're talking about bond funds of $2 million 
over the life of the project. 2 


Mr. Cohen: 


How does this increase the 14.4 percent debt service as 
part of our entire budget? 


Mr. Miranda: 


The 14.4 percent assumed we would be spending I think about 
$28 million a year on the capital budget so I think it would 
keep it fairly close to that amount. That includes our capital 
expenditures for 1994. That is a projected percentage of the 
budget that goes to debt service, 14.4 and it would include a 
project like this. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The last debt policy statement that I could find and it may 
not be the most recent one but it was from November of 1991 and 
what it says there is under Number Three, that the total general 
obligation debt service to the City of Pittsburgh will not 
exceed 15 percent of the total operating budget of the City of 
Pittsburgh for any given year and then right under that "the 
total of the grossed bond debt of the City of Pittsburgh and the 
authorities for which it has direct responsibility will not 
exceed 30 percent of the assessed evaluation of the City of 
Pittsburgh for that same year. Do you plan to abide by that 
past policy or develop a new policy? 


Mr. Miranda: 


We plan on developing a new policy and we plan on providing 
opportunities for City Council to have input into that new 
policy. The problem with the current debt policy is that it 
keeps those at twice the modese median per debt, per capita. I 
think the modese median is about $770.00 and we're at about 


$1400.00 per capita on debt. What we would like to see is over 
time -~ 


Mr. Cohen: 


: -- what does per capita mean? Per resident of the City of 
Pittsburgh? 
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Mr. Miranda: 


ves. It's $770.00 but I'll provide you with the exact 
modese figures but roughly $770.00 versus $1400.00 for 
Pittsburgh compared to the national average. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Which figure refers to what we have now? 
Mr. Miranda: 


It's $1400.00. So what we would like to do is see that 
figure go down over a period of years. The problem is you need 
to fund the City for growth at the same time you are trying to 
deal with these budgetary problems. It's very easy for all of 
us to agree we could save money if we didn't do developmental 
projects but where does it leave us in terms of the future of 
this city. What I'd like to see a debt policy that would take 
us back down from 14 percent closer to the 12 percent range over 
a period of three years but we are working with our financial 
advisor and our Director of Finance to put forward a draft of a 
debt policy to then get input from City Council especially the 
Finance Chairman on that. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you for those figures. So the future policy will 
probably be at least as a debt service percentage of the total 
budget about 12 percent and not 15 percent. 


Mr. Miranda: 


We haven't gotten a consensus on this but that's the type 
of debt policy we'd like to see over a period of years for it to 
go down as a percentage over the budget because let's face it, 
debt service after awhile does detract from the normal services 
that city residents expect. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Absolutely, just for people who are watching that means for 
every $100.00 the City of Pittsburgh spends whether it be for 
police or street paving or water or whatever that $14.40 goes to 
pay off our debt. How about the part that I read about the 
gross bonded debt and what percentage that is of the assessed 
evaluation of the city? 
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Mr. Miranda: 

I don't have figures on that at this point. Ideally as you 
move toward the 12 percent there will be an affect on that ratio 
as well but at this point I don't have anything right now.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you. Is all this money unrestricted cash now or will 
we have to go out on a bond for part or all of it? 


Mr. Miranda: 
All of which money? 
Mr. Cohen: 


The money for this Fifth and Forbes project, the 3.1 
million, or the 5 million, whatever you are -- 


Ms. Lawrence: 


When we receive the 15 million in cash in the City last 
Friday, that money is now in unrestricted cash, as we view it, 
waiting to be spent on planned projects. 


Mr. Cohen: 
Including this one? 
Ms. Lawrence: 


Right. In cash is -- cash is restricted when a contract is 
signed, so when we receive the low bids on the Fifth and Forbes 
project, whatever that turns out to be, that is what cash will 
be restricted, not the 5 million, not the 3.1, but whatever the 
bid comes in at. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The only other question that came up last week was what our 
chances were of getting money from the federal government for 
this, and I had asked for any documents, whether that be 
letters, or applications to the federal government for 
‘reimbursement for this. Were you able to get that information? 


Ms. Lawrence: 


I think, Councilman, the first question is that to have 
federal funding for construction, a project needs to be designed 
and reviewed based on federal standards, and we did not meet the 
federal requirements for designing it and going through the 
paper work process to apply for and receive federal funds for 
this. So, for Phase 1 of this project that will not be an 
issue, because we wanted to pursue this project and federal 
funds at the time were not available for this project. That 
does not mean that the other phases won't be prioritized in 
terms of their availability for federal funding. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


Is it because we did not qualify for it, according to the 
judgment of the past Administration, or that we just decided not 
to seek it? 


Ms. Lawrence: 


Again, the project history on this that it started out not 
being a street reconstruction project and only a public space 
improvement project, which at the time would not have been 
eligible for federal reconstruction. By the time the scope of 
it had changed to a full reconstruction project, other 
priorities were identified and prioritized for federal -- for 
the limited federal funding that we have for streets. 


Mr. Reginella: 


There is only a limited amount of monies that are available 
to the region from the federal government, this is through the 
Federal Highway Administration, and the City identifies a number 
of projects each year that for which it wishes to receive 
federal reimbursement and, of course, you go through a lengthy 
process of having the project programmed under the 12 year 
program, which is under the jurisdiction of the PennDot, as well 
as the SPRPC, Southwestern Pennsylvania Regional Planning 
Commission. This project obviously did not qualify, but I use 
the word advisedly, didn't get any federal funding for the 
simple reason that other projects took precedence over it. 
Again, no more, no additional federal funds were available at 
the time this became a project, consequently we proceeded with 
the engineering, the design effort, without going through the 
federal requirements, the federal steps that are needed to be 
able to be eligible for federal the reimbursement. 


Mr. Cohen: 
That is the answer that I wanted. I appreciate it. 


For this particular bill, it says that it provides partial 
front funding for the project. How much does this bill front 
fund the project? 


Mr. Reginella: 


It goes back to the answer that Ms. Lawrence gave earlier. 
It depends on what type of bids we receive, that will determine 
the amount of monies that we need to restrict in order to get us 
to start the project, and what we try to do is to allocate 
sufficient funds to take us through the initial, say six months 
of the project. Now, this is a year and a half time table for 
the complete construction, the remaining part of 1994 and all of 
1995. My sense is that for us to operate during the initial six

months or so, that the amount of monies that need to be restrict 
would be in the range of one-third of the project, perhaps. So, 
we are looking at possibly at a million dollar encumbrance 
initially. 

Mr. Cohen: 


If we approve this, Director, won't that provide the full 5 
million dollars? 


Mr. Reginella: 


You already have done that by virtue of the previous 
resolution, yes. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Then tell me why you are in front of Council today? 
Mr. Reginella: 

Because we do not -- at this point we would have to 
encumber. Without this piece of legislation, we would have to 
encumber the entire bid amount, the entire 3 million dollars. 


Mr. Cohen: 

So, Council approved the 5 million in general to put in the 
capital budget, but you want to encumber a certain percentage of 
that? 

Mr. Reginella: 

Correct. 


Mr. Cohen: 


And, this bill encumbers the full 5 million, though, 
doesn't it? 


Mr. Reginella: 

-No, it does not. 
Mr. Cohen: 

How much -- 
Mr. Reginella: 


Well, partial funding is whatever amount we decide is 
needed to -- 





Mr. Cohen: 


Well, that is why I want to try to -- so that we know what 
we are voting on, I want to try to get specific as to how much 
money this bill encumbers in a dollar figure. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Again, at the cost of repeating myself, I need to tell you 
that you have already approved -- Council has already improved 
the funding for the entire project -- 


Mr. Cohen: 


I understand that very much, but if we have already 
approved this whole thing, then we don't need to have this 
discussion, or Council doesn't need to vote on this. You are 
asking for us to encumber a certain amount of it. 


Mr. Reginella: 


I think you do need to vote on it, because otherwise we 
would be compelled to encumber the total amount, whatever the 
bid might be. 


Mr. Cohen: 


So, how much does this bill encumber, that is what I am 
trying to understand? 


Mr. Reginella: 


We do not know but, again, my guess would be that a million 
dollars would suffice. 


Mr. Cohen: 


So, I would like to move to amend this bill then, so that 
we know exactly how much money we are providing for this, not in 
any way to tie the hands of the Director of Engineering and 
Construction, but given the City’s financial condition, 
obviously we don't want to give the "blank" a check for 5 
million dollars for this right now. If it is a million dollars 
or a million and a half dollars, Director, or whatever you Say, 
I think we should amend the bill to include that amount. Do you 
have any opposition to that? 


Mr. Miranda: 
You understand the encumbrance has very little to do with 
the City's current financial condition. I really think that we 


ought to stop playing these cat and mouse games. We are coming 
here and when you hold this bill you are stopping Downtown 
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progress, that's what you're doing. We have already borrowed 
the money, I've told you the amount in debt service, you already 
approved this bill as part of your capital budget, and I think 
it is very illusory to sit here in front of the T.V. set and act 
like that we're saving money by only encumbering one million. I 
am asking City Council, all of which think this is a worthwhile 
project, to approve this bill, let's move forward on it. That's 
what we're doing. Playing games with encumbrances, doesn't help 
anybody. 3 


Mr. Cohen: 


Director, I resent you saying that we are playing games, or 
that I'm playing a cat and mouse game. This is a 5 million 
dollar project, it was unveiled in 1991, I was there; I was 
there at the Golden Triangle Association luncheon where it was 
unveiled. We could not move ahead with construction on this 
project in 1991, in 1992, or in 1993, because of the City's 
financial condition. Now, based on your numbers, your numbers, 
we have a 20 million dollar negative fund balance. This is the 
capital budget, that is true, but to Say that there is no 
relation between that negative fund balance and this project is 
illusory, it is false. Let me finish. 


Mr. Miranda: 
Sorry. 
Mr. Cohen: 


We have a debt service for 5 million dollars, that is 
extremely high. I don't know of any other project before the 
City Council of the City of Pittsburgh right now that is 5 
million dollars, none. Our debt service for this project, which 
means operating budget dollars, is high. What you just said 
was, before, is that our debt service as a percentage of the 
budget is 14.4 percent, that's dangerously high, dangerously 
close to the 15 percent limit that is in our iast debt policy. 
What you said was, we want to bring that down to 12 percent. 


Mr. Miranda: 
That is right. 
Mr. Cohen: 
This will raise that over 14.4 percent. I think it is very 


legitimate for us to ask the question, is this in the best 


financial interest of the City of Pittsburgh and to make a 
policy -- 


Mr. Miranda: 
Sure. 
Mr. Cohen: 


-- decision as to whether it is. Do I think this is as 
important as police, or as important as paving of our streets, 
which is also in our capital budget, absolutely I do not. 

People Downtown might complain about that but I don't think it 
is as important as that. So, the question is, this is not a cat 
and mouse game, this is a game of policy and whether or not this 
is in the best financial policy of the district -- of the City, 
and I resent you saying that it is a cat and mouse game. 


Mr. Miranda: 


When you voted to pass the 1994 budget, ycu knew the debt 
service was 14.4 percent of the budget, it is in the budget, 
there's a nice little part in the executive budget that does 
that, and you also voted -- I shouldn't say, you, in 
particular -- City Council approved the bill, as Director 
Reginella says, to go ahead and move forward with this project. 
We have to come to an understanding that it is wasting 
everybody's time to play games with encumbrances, either we have 
to -- we all agreed this project should be done, deferring and 
Playing, you know, little tactics with encumbering only one 
million, amending this, amending that, is only going to waste 
everybody's time, it is going to add more paper work to it, 
because encumbering things does not affect the level of debt 
service. So, I am just asking you for a little bit of patience 
and to bear with us, it is project you approved. We're trying 
to move things along, and I would like to see your vote to move 
this project forward. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I would move to move this project forward but not for a 5 
million dollar level. I am sorry, I think that is a reasonable 
position to take, which is that we move this forward in phases, 
which is how this project is going to be moving forward anyway. 
Director. 


Mr. Reginella: 

May I say something. We have been always, as you know, 
most cooperative with members of Council, we want to work with 
you, we are not here to incur your rut, as the saying goes. 

But, let's suppose for the moment that the resolution is 
blocked, that it is not passed, it is defeated; we simply go 


back to the original resolution, which empowers us to move ahead 
with the project. So, what you will have done is simply this, 
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you will have required us to encumber 3 million dollars instead 
of one. That's the only difference. So, I want to make sure- 
that you understand that. 

Mr. Cohen: 

That is why I think we should make a decision together, 
working together, the Administration and Council, as to how much 
you want to encumber at this time, and I am deferring to you as 
to how much that should be. 

Mr. Reginella: 

And, as I said, my estimate and my guess at this point is 
that it would be in the range of one million dollars, which 
would take us through approximately 30 percent of the cost of 
the project, then sometime in early 1995, we will come back 
to -- well, we don't need to come back, actually what we will do 
is encumber additional funding as we go along, as we need the 
funds, the money. 

Mr. Cohen: 

Well, why don't we say, one and a half million, so that 
you'll know for sure that will take you through the end of the 
year? Is that fine? 

Mr. Reginella: - 

I do not have a problem with that. 
Mr. Cohen: 

Mr. Chair, I would like to amend this bill then to encumber 
one and a half million dollars of the 5 million dollar amount 
and to have the department then be able to encumber the 
remainder. 

The Chair: 

Is there a second, at least for discussion here? 
Mr. Cusick: 

Second for discussion. 

The Chair: 
Councilman Cohen still has the floor. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I am just making the motion. 
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The Chair: 

Do you have any comment, Mr. Cusick, on the amendment? 
Mr. Cusick: 

Yes, I guess I do, and my only question is, we're asking 
here that you only encumber 1.5 million but you will come back 
to us in 1995, am I correct? - 

Mr. Reginella: 

My sense is that we don't need to come back, because the 
resolution that empowers us to move ahead with the project is 
already in place. We can actually spend up to 5 million 
dollars. 

Mr. Cusick: 

So, the amendment means nothing then? 

Mr. Cohen: 


The amendment means how much you will be able to encumber 
in 1994, 


The Chair: 


Councilman O'Connor, this is discussion on the amendment 
right now. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Yes. I see where Mr. Cohen is coming from, but I do not 
know that I want to tie the hands of management that much. 
Again, if it becomes 2 million or 1.3, or 1.7, I mean we'll be 
back here again. So, I don't know that it is necessary. I 
think -~ the questions that I think Mr. Cusick and I had last 
week and the reason for the hold and the discussion was, is this 
the proper thing to do, is it fiscally responsible, I think Mr. 
Miranda has answered that. We're all for the project. I would 
just prefer letting the management handle it. I don't know that 
it's necessary. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Ricciardi, on the amendment. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 
Thank you, Mr. Chair. On the amendment, obviously I 


supported the project with all of my colleagues and this body as 
a whole. Director, you had mentioned that encumbering a certain 
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amount of the 5 million, albeit a million and a half, might, 
number one, increase the bureaucracy or paper work in coming 
back to this table, and I did not understand your reasoning 
behind that. 


Mr. Miranda: 

No, I mean encumbering only a limited portion of the money. 
Once we decide to dedicate this portion of the money to this 
project, encumbering only a portion of the money does not save 
anybody any money, I mean it can only be interpreted as 
Councilman O'Connor did, it is just going to-create a need for 
us to come back, I think. But I think we already have a 
previous authorization allowing us to encumber the whole thing 
if we need to fall back, and I would just appreciate that the —- 
if you guys want to amend it, that's fine, but it doesn't save 
any money and I don't think it's -~ I think it is just clouding 
up this whole issue. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


However, the cap on the project cannot exceed 5 million, no 
matter how much encumbered; is that correct? 


Mr. Miranda: 
That is correct. 
The Chair: 
Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 
We have already said the project is about 3.2 -- 
Mr. Reginella: 
3.1 is our current estimate. 
Mr. Cusick: 


So, I mean the other monies can be used if there are costs, 
more costs in addition? 


Mr. Reginella: 


No. No, when we encumber the money for this project, 
assuming that this bill is not in place, we will encumber only 
the amount of the bid, that is all we are permitted to encumber. 
Now, usually there is a 5 percent contingency over and above the 
amount of the bid that we tend to encumber for the purpose of 
ensuring that if and ‘when we exceed the contract, the initial 
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contract amount, we do not have to come back for more money. 
That 5 million dollar figure, again, is a range that is required 
by the current City Legislative requirements, if you will, but 
we will only encumber the total amount of the contract, not a 
penny more. And, as I said, again and again, the purpose of 
this bill is simply to enable the Administration to have to put 
aside a lesser amount initially, period, no other purpose, as 
far as this bill is concerned. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I am convinced that you intend to 
do this project in the most fiscally responsible manner that you 
can do it in and that is why you came to us to begin with. I 
appreciate all of my fellow Council member's concerns about our 
fiscal condition, but I do not see the need to amend this, I 
just see the need to get it going. So, that is where I an. 


The Chair: 

Councilman Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 

One last comment, because I can see where this is going. 

I think this Council can either choose to oversee this 
project, which I believe is one of our primary functions, or not 
to, and I think what this amendment does is it goes along with 
what the Director said the amount of money that needs to be 
encumbered this year is, I did not come up with that dollar 
amount myself and not give a blank encumbrance for 1994 of 
either 3 million dollars or 5 million dollars, whatever that 
project amount is, and I do think that we should be able to 
continue to oversee this project by doing it in phases and not 
just giving a 5 million dollar blank check, and that's why I 
made my motion. 
The Chair: 

Go ahead, Director, if you want to respond. 
Mr. Reginella: 

If the Chair will permit. 

As far as doing it in phases, if we're speaking from a 


financial point of view, fine, but when you solicit bids and you 
enter into a contract with the low bidder, you are contracting 
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for the entire amount; we are not contracting for a million 
dollars or a million and a half, whatever the low bid is that 
will be the amount of the contract. Again, this is simply our 
way of easing the crunch on the cash flow, if you will, by 
having to set aside only a minimal amount so that what other 
monies do exist in the unrestricted cash fund can be utilized 
for other purposes until the City acquires other funding in the 
future. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Smith. We are going to take a break while we 
switch stenographers, then Councilman Smith is up next.

We have lots of stories like that, where children 
are now beginning to look around and say, yes, I 
know good people, I don’t have to believe what I 
see on T.V. and the negative things that I read in 
the newspaper. So, hopefully if nothing else 
we are giving them hope for the future.

Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you very much, Mr. President. 


Mr. President, members of City Council were 
briefed by the Administration last week regarding 
the financial package that is being put together for 
the Pirates. I appreciate the session that I had with 
Tom Cox and Mark Pollock and Steve Leeper, 
I think it was informative and I think we had a 
positive dialogue on the subject. Our vote on the 
Pirates alone will be one ofthe most important 
votes that this Council has taken in recent years, it 
involves eight and a half million dollars of 
taxpayer's money, with expected lease 
concessions, 14 and a half million dollars, plus the 
future of our major league baseball team whose 
history cannot be separated from the history of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


My concer is that by the time the legislation 
is introduced in City Council, we will have very 
little time to get the information we need to make 
an informed decision. My understanding is that the 
City is committed to presenting this financial 
package to the Pirates, including lease concessions 
by July, and given that tomorrow is already June, I 
am concerned that there will be a very short fuse 
when the bill actually gets to City Council. For 
that reason 1 would like to begin seeking formal 
information from the Pirates now. 
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Essentially the City is being asked to be a bank 
for the Pirates with tax payer's money. Anyone 
who applies for a loan to a bank knows that they 
have to present a great deal of information before 
the bank. will approve that loan. If you area 
company you certainly would have to provide 
financial statements, especially income statements 
and balance sheets. [would like to ask, Mr. 
President, for the income statements and balance 
sheets for the Pirates going back to the last time 
that the City loaned them money in 1986. We 
should also formally request that Mr. Mark Sauer, 
the President of the Pirates, be prepared to appear 
before Council to answer any questions that we 
might have about the Pirates and the loan. A 
required personal appearance is also standard 
practice for somebody who is seeking a loan from 
abank. 


Mr. President, I am truly undecided on the issue 
and honestly I do not know how I could decide this 
issue until wereceive the Pirates’ financial 
statements and, of course, see the actual wording 
of the contract between the City and the Pirates. I 
love the Pirates and I am an adamant Pirates’ 
fan, but I am not prepared to vote for a huge tax 
payer subsidy without seeing the loan agreement 
and also seeing the Pirates’ financial statements. 


So, I would like to make a motion for us to send 
a letter to the President of the Pirates, Mr. Mark 
Sauer, asking for -- 


Mr. Smith: 
Second. 
Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Councilman Smith. -- asking for 
the income statements and balance sheets from 
1986 through 1994. 1986, of course, being the last 
time the City loaned money to the Pirates. And, 
also, just asking for Mr. Sauer to be prepared 
to appear before Council to answer any questions 
that we may have once we have reviewed those 
statements. 


The Chair: 


Motions moved and seconded. 
discussion? 


Other 





Mr. Onorato: 


Discussion on the motion. I think that 
information would be very helpful. I only have a 
question on -- I was at one of the briefings, and I 
am not sure if the Administration already has that 
information and they are going to bring it to 
the table. I think the motion was to send it to Mark 
Sauer to request financial information, 


The Chair: 


Well, 1 think the first thing, let's put the bill on 
the table. We have no bill on the table. There is 
no resolution, at least to my knowledge, unless the 
Clerk can -- 


Mr. Onorato: 


Mr. President, 1 am only making reference to 
the motion that we are ready to vote on. I agree. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 


And, that was my point, before I vote on this 
motion, I am not sure what the Administration is 
willing to bring to the table already before we go 
outside of that loop and dealing directly with Mr. 
Sauer, maybe they already intend to bring him or 
the financial records in front of us, J just don't 
know at this point. 


The Chair: 


Well, I think part of the resolution should be, 
when is it expected that the Administration will 
forward to this Council some formal resolution or 
action for this Council to consider and when and if 
that happens, and I believe that supposedly it will 
be shortly, what information, packet or justification 
will be supplied. So, I think Mr. Cohen's motion is 
akin to the process itself. Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Mr, President, I agree that it is difficult to 
address legislation that we have not received yet, 
but at the same time, you know that in the past -- I 
am not just talking about this Administration, 1 am 
really talking about the prior Administration -- we 
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would often get legislation at the last minute and 
then have very litile time to be able to consider 
itand reach an informed decision.’ That's why, I 
think, because the time frame, in terms of the 
package that has to go to the Pirates, is short, that 
we need to start now. 


IT have had preliminary discussions with Tom 
Cox, the Deputy Mayor of the Administration, and 
I think that this can be worked out in terms of 
providing financial statements to the City Council. 


The Chair: 


Well, I trust the Administration in presenting 
this resolution is certainly prepared and able to 
supply whatever information or individuals we 
request. I want to make it clear to this body, before 
any of us votes on this, we're not voting on this in a 
vacuum without a public hearing. Let's make 
that clear right now. So, the Administration should 
be clear with their time table that this will require, 
as far as I am concerned, a public hearing. So, the 
sooner they get this information over relative to 
Mr. Cohen's point about a July time frame, the 
better off we will be. 


Mr. Onorato, did you want to conclude your 
point? 


Mr. Onorato: 


Let me just ask, is the motion to send a letter to 
Mr. Sauer or to the Murphy Administration to have 
the information in front of us? 


Mr. Cohen: 


The motion is to send a letter to Mr. Sauer and 
to “cc" the Murphy Administration. They already 
know about it. But, I do think that we need to open 
up a line of communication -- the City Council 
needs to open up a line of communication with 
the Pirates as well, they are coming to City Council 
as well as the Administration to ask for this money, 
and I think that is a proper thing to do. 


The Chair: 


As a friendly amendment, Mr. Cohen, 
recognizing yourrequest is for the Pirate 
organization to supply financial reports, I believe 
the Administration also hired 
independent contractors, consultants to do some 





analysis, and I would like obviously those reports 
as well, not just the Pirates’ reports but the reports 
from the financial legal firm _ that 
the Administration hired a few months back. 


Mr. Cohen: 


I do not care if it comes through Buchanan 
Ingersoll or through the Mayor's Office as long as 
we see them. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Mr. Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. I think Mr. Cohen's resolution is a 
valid one. I think his remarks and his position has 
merit and is very clear. Obviously we have an 
important decision to make, Mr. Cohen, and we 
should have all the information, as much 
as possible to review, at the same time I think it is 
very important for us to review the studies from 
CMU and the Pennsylvania Economy League 
showing that tons of millions of dollars are 
pumped into the private sector because of 
the Pirates being in town, but this is more 
information that I would enjoy reviewing. 1 think 
we have to be very careful, obviously, and work 
very closely with the Administration on this call, 
or on this vote, and the reason is, hopefully all that 
information will be released. If any of the 
information is confidential for any reason, we 
should still be privy to that information, sitting 
down with the Administration to review that. 
Because, obviously, as Mr. Cohen had stated, we 
are in a form a bank making a loan; however, I 
think we have to be very careful on the position we 
take that the information -- that the 
Pirate organization realizes that the information we 
are looking for is for us to make a clear and 
intelligent decision on the vote that will be before 
us and not one that we will be exposing them, 
or exposing the organization to any, any type of 
issue, one thatcannot come before the public, 
being a private matter. 1 am not an attomey and I 
do not know what would be private and what could 
be made public, but I hope hopefillly we could find 
out what information is public, what information 
can be made private, but hopefully working very 
closely with the Administration on those matters. 
Thank you. 
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The Chair: 


Well, with 21 million dollars into this deal so 
far, there better not be too much that is private. 
Councilman Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 


Yes. 1 would like to add to your motion, and 
that because it was discovered after we lent the 20 
million that they had borrowed another 30 million 
from someone else and we had not been informed 
of that, just as you were mentioning, 
Councilman Cohen, about the banking institutions 
and that is what we are playing, that role, one is not 
permitted to take a mortgage outand then go 
borrow money once again and not have the ability 
to pay the debt service. 


So, what I am asking for, and this gets down to 
players' long term payments, which is a system, 
and someone help me if I say this incorrectly, that 
when you pay a player two or three million dollars 
a year, you spread that out over the next ten years, 
as to the debt of the Pirates' organization paying 
their salary into the future, even if they are not still 
a contracted player, and not that 1 want to know 
names, but 1 would like all listing of future 
obligations of the Pittsburgh Pirates in terms of 
numbers, to both our loan, the 35 million dollar 
loan, andthe other outstanding loans and any 
contract that has taken anannual expense and 
stretched it out into the future, where we may find 
out they owe another 40 or 50 million dollars in 
future monies to players under these contracts, and 
it is my fear that we will discover that they have 
done this to keep solvent and that there is probably 
a very large debt ratio owed to many of these 
players, even though we sold many of them off. 
So, I would like to add that, as every debt, future 
indebtedness of the Pirates, either from 1986 all the 
way through to the future. 


Mr. Cohen: 

Mr. President. 
The Chair: 

Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Cohen: 





Mr. Onorato is the accountant and also member 
of the Stadium Authority, so I may have to defer to 
him, but on the balance sheet under liabilities that 
would be included, but Mr. -- Councilman Smith's 
point is very well taken, and that is that those 
should be broken down so that we know what the 
future obligations of the Pirates are, but I believe 
that would be in the liability portion of a balance 
sheet. 


So, let's ask for a breakdown, is what I am 
saying. 


Mr. Smith: 


Well, I think it would be interesting. This is the 
same breakdown that we looked at and never found 
the 30 million dollar additional loan, and so I -- not 
that I am accusing anyone of anything but through 
various types of accounting people can present the 
picture that they want to present, and Iam just 
asking that we ensure that the picture that we are 
given includes this new technical way of paying 
off baseball player's contracts into the future. 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes. And that is also -- I'll stop. But that is also 
why we would want to ask Mark Sauer to be here, 
too, so we can askhim those questions, but I 
consider that a friendly amendment. 


The Chair: 


Well, I think we need to be fair to the Mayor 
and his Administration. I think many of you 
certainly know my view about this eight million 
dollar loan, I am not excited about it, and it is 
probably very unlikely that 1 would vote for it, 
but to the Mayor's credit and to his staff's credit, I 
mean they worked hard and I believe have done a 
lot of due diligence on the actual financial picture 
that the Pirate organization is in,all of that 
information has been independently verified 
and obviously that would include the liabilities that 
Councilman Smith has spoken about and obviously 
we would expect that information to be forwarded 
to this Council when and if the Administration 
presents a formal resolution. 


Mr. Onorato. 
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Mr. Onorato: 


‘Yes. I am glad to hear you say that, Mr. 
President, because as I am sitting here, I'll support 
the resolution, but I know I was in there with 
Councilman Hertzberg, and I've asked -- during 
our briefing I asked for this information before we 
voted on anything and I was assuming they were 
going to get it for us, and I would also just like to 
point out to the Murphy Administration's credit, 
this is the first time I have ever been called over to 
the Mayor’s side of the hall and been briefed on the 
numbers of the Pirates, and I think they are doing 
exactly what we want them to do and that is to 
brief us beforehand before legislation gets here. 
And I know I made it clear in my briefing that I 
would like to see certain numbers, specifically the 
economic impact of having the Pirates here versus 
what the cost is to keep them here, and these types 
of numbers that Councilman Smith is asking for.

1 would just like to say I agree very much 
with Mr. Cohen on this motion. I do not think Mr. 
Cohen in no way is accusing the Administration of 
not sharing information. I believe he is asking for 
them to share that information if they have it, if 
not, then we may have to involve others. 


The Chair: 
Nobody needs to be defensive from this motion.

So, 
you are also taking a building that has been an 
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eyesore for many years’ in our area and we have 
been looking for someone to take over a building 
of that size. So, I am glad to see that and hopefully 
I can make the ceremony, and keep up the good 
work. 


Mr. Smith: 


] just want to point out that these are our youth, 
the ones that the media says are so terrible and yet 
look at them and their participation. This is what 
youth are. That one percent that the media dwells 
on does not give the praise and 
the acknowledgement that these young people 
should get because of their willingness to volunteer 
to help other people. 1 am very proud that you are 
here and I want to thank each and every one of 
you, this is the right thing to do, and it really does 
make a difference in peoples’ lives. 


Judge McLaughlin: 


Yes, as a Judge in Housing Court, so many of 
the people that appear before me as Defendants 
simply have not been able to take care of the 
situation that has been confronted to them through 
the Bureau of Building Inspection or the 
Allegheny County Health Department, and the 
Pittsburgh Project has justbeen a tremendous 
resource for the Court to be able to refer these 
property owners to the Pittsburgh Project, and we 
have gotten tremendous reports back on the 
wonderful work that's been done and then ! can 
abate the case, which is wonderful. We basically 
work through our Housing Clinic, which is the arm 
ofthe Court that does investigation and 
probationary work aroundcases that are 
particularly difficult, and Elaine Womiak is 
our Probation Officer there and coordinates these 
referrals. So, she is a tremendous resource to the 
Court as well. 


And, I would like to introduce Saleem Ghubril 
as Executive Director of the Pittsburgh Project, and 
J think he will introduce the young people that are 
with us today. 


Mr. Ghubril: 


These are the cream of the crop, folks. This is 
as good as they get. They represent colleges across 
the United States andaiso in our area. These 
young people, there are 20 of us, I think, here right 
now, they make up our summer staff. These are 





the men and women who will coordinate the 
service projects that will take place all over the 
City. 


Our conviction is basically this for 
opportunities: That our young people today are 
dying for opportunities in which they can make a 
difference, places through which they can appear 
to be heroes and heroines, where they can impact 
the world around them. 


This summer we will have 1200 high school 
and middle school students who will come from 
every comer of the City, also every corner of the 
country and Canada, to spend one week at a 
time living with us in that school building, the old 
Annunciation School on North Charles, which we 
have converted into a camp. They will live there 
for one week at a time. They will spend their days 
scraping paint, painting, cleaning, doing yard 
work, hanging drywall, repairing porches, pouring 
cement, replacing roofs, fixing, all sorts of things 
that a home owner may not be able to do on his or 
her own for reasons outside of their control. They 
will do that voluntarily; they do not get paid for 
that. They will put in nearly a million dollars 
worth of volunteer hours this summer into the 
homes of Pittsburgh home owners. It gives them 
also an opportunity to live out the faith which they 
profess, these are folks who profess Jesus Christ 
as their Lord and Saviour, to put their faith into 
action and live out those things which they believe 
to be true. 


We are having our building dedication this 
Thursday night; we are having a pig roast, and for 
non-pig eating guests, we will have other kinds of 
meat, And, also, Roger Humphries and the R.H. 
Factor, one of our local jazz bands, will be doing 
aconcert. The whole thing is free; you are all 
welcome to come, just call our office and we will 
gladly hold a spot for you and a slice of meat and 
some cool jazz.

Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. President. 1 also thank you for 
that legal opinion because I think that is necessary. 
The reason we have to approve it is, because in our 
ordinance, our Code of Ordinances, and also in the 
franchise agreement with TCI, it does say that if 
there is a change of ownership of five percent or 
more, then we have to approve it. 


We received a huge packet, this is it, from the 
General Services Department, and I think we need 
-- 1am glad we did not waive Rule 8 this moming, 
because I think we need time to be able to study 
this packet. The bottom line, of course, is whether 
or not TCI can use this merger with Liberty Media 
as ameans of hiding increased costs or raising 
tates for our customers, for TCI's cable customers, 
and I think that should bethe focus of our 
attention. 


Just on another front on the same issue, Mr. 
President. TCI is expected to file their new rates 
any day now, and those, of course, are the new 
rates under the regulations that the FCC just came 
out with. So, any day now we should be getting 
those rates, hopefully they will be considerably less 
than the current cable rates, and then we will be 
able to set a schedule for our evidentiary hearing 
and our decision. 
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The Chair: 


Well, there are specifically two issues I would 
like the Solicitor and Director Miskovich focus in 
on relative to the bill that will come up next week, 
you touched on a little bit, but I want to know 
whether or not the Justice Department has already 
approved this or are we creating one big cable 
company in this country? 


Secondly, as you know, Mr. Cohen, part of the 
methodology used in determining the increased 
rates has to do with the amount of purchasing of 
the programming. If that programming all of a 
sudden becomes owned entirely by TCI or 
TC\Liberty, they will pass those costs on to us, 
much in the same way thatthe gas companies 
purchase their fuel and mark it up and pass the cost 
on to us through the utility and PUC approval 
process. 


So, again, those are issues that I would like to 
have be addressed by Director Miskovich and the 
Solicitor in time for next Wednesday's deliberation.

You have heard the reading and title of the bill, 
is there any discussion on the bill? 


Mr. Cohen. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


‘This is the bill on City-owned cars, I think that 
everybody is familiar with it. Let me just briefly 
say that I think that this is a very reasonable bill; it 
is based on the principle that the City should not be 
buying cars for Administrators who use them 
almost exclusively for driving to and from work. 
Wecan no longer afford it, given the City's 
financial condition,and 1 pointed out last 
Wednesday that this bill could save anywhere 
between $360,800.00 and $852,800.00, depending 
on how many cars exactly City Council wanted to 
eliminate, but just if it wanted to eliminate those 
that are in the first section ofthe bill, that is a 
savings of $360,800.00. 


It is not much to ask, I don't think, Mr. 
President, for employees to be reimbursed for City 
mileage. That's the way itis done in the private 
sector. I pointed out last Wednesday that most 
major employers now are not providing cars to 
their executives, instead they are reimbursing them 
for mileage, and instead of being looser, we should 
actually be tighter with our money because this is 
taxpayer's money that we are talking about. 
Everybody goes to meetings late at night. We had 
right in front of us here members of the Boy 
Scouts, and the Troop Leader, I'm sure, goes to 


Boy Scout meetings late at night and he doesn't get 
a free car to do it, And, whether it be a 
church function or an organizational meeting, 
whatever it might be, everybody else in the world 
goes to those meetings and uses their own car to go 
to those meetings. In this case what I am saying is, 
they should use their own car and be reimbursed 
for mileage, which is much, much cheaper than 
actually buying the car. 


Although some people have said that City 
Council does not have the authority to do this, it is 
well within our authority to do this. The Home 
Rule Charter could not be clearer. Section 510 of 
the Home Rule Charter, under “Contract” 
says, "every contract relating to City affairs shall 
be authorized by resolution of Council.” There is 
no question that these are contracts; they are 
contracts between the City and the 
Equipment Leasing Authority to purchase these 
vehicles and then to leasethem from the 
Equipment Leasing Authority back to the City. 
So, it is well within our authority. 


The Administration said on Wednesday that 
they want time to develop their own policy. I did 
not get the support for this last time, I would like 
Council to support it this time. I particularly want 
to thank Councilman Christopher Smith for 
his support on this bill. And, if it does not pass 
today and if the Administration does not eliminate 
cars, because that is what this bill is about, then I 
will bring this whole issue up again at budget time.

Thank you. | think Councilman Hertzberg has 
been somewhat misleading on that, and I want to 
clarify this. This bill does not take away all City- 
owned cars that are provided to employees to take 
home at night; in fact, it is not even half; in fact, 
it is not even a third. There are 98 take-home cars 
that are given to City employees right now, this bill 
only asks that 22 of them actually be sold and that 
all the rest of them, we ask the Administration to 
provide written justification for those and then 
Council take a vote on that. We have the authority 
to do this, whether Council wants to exercise that 
authority or not is another question. 


The Chair: 


Well, I do not support the legislation, as I stated 
last week, because of a number of issues J raised; 
however, I do support the intent of the bill, and if 
the Administration is confused or waylaid in any 
way, let it be clear to them today, while that this 
bill does not have support, I think the majority of 
Council members want scrutiny and wants the 
Administration, come budget time when we sit 
down in just a matter of a few short months and 
review the spending and the expenditures of each 
City department, we want clearly a reduction in 
automobiles provided to employees. Regardless of 
what the rational is, we know very clearly that 
some employees working for the Administration 
do not need, do not deserve and we cannot 
afford for them to have an automobile. That is 
very clear. I did not support the bill because I 
think it is misdirected in getting tothe central 
issue. 


As far as any notion of whether or not Council 
has the power, unless the Administration is 





confused, once again, this Council clearly has the 
power to dictate what the automobile situation is 
going to be, and let's not have any confusion 
about that. 


So, I look forward to some lively debate. I trust 
that theMayor and his staff and the 
Administration, in preparing and looking at the 
hard numbers through the summer going into 
next year's budget, are going to come to the 
realization obviously that a number of cuts have to 
be made, and there are areas in terms of vehicles 
that are provided to certain staff people which can

The reason why I asked, for the first thing, for 
five years I voted against the consultant fees for the 
psychological testing in relation to hiring and 
training recruitment because Ithink it was 
culturally in class and race biased, and ] am 
not going to vote in favor of it. 

I do support the consultant fees for Public 


Safety and the Police Bureau, who is in need of 
hiring consultants to assist individual police 
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officers, who, from time to time, need assistance at 
the -- you know, when you have a murder scene, 
orthe death of a child. I mean police officers 
oftentimes will obviously deal with things on a 
daily basis that we do not have to deal with, we 
want to be able to provide them services. That is 
something substantively different than the issue of 
how psychological testing is used in relation to 
hiring, which I have been opposed to in the past. 
So, that is the only reason why I asked the 
question. 





Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. President, that may have come up when 
you were out of town, the former, the hiring stage. 


The Chair: 

No, I was in town; it was last week. I left the 
meeting.

You have heard the reading and title of the bill, 
is there any discussion on the bill? 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 1 would like my 
comments from last week's Standing Committee 
Meeting brought forward. 

(REMARKS -- SEE ADDENDUM) 
Mr. Hertzberg: 

I would also just like to call on Mr. Ricciardi 
because I do not believe he had any comments last 
week because he had this recommitted. 

Is everything in order now, Councilman? 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Yes. Thank you. If I could just have the floor. 
‘The Chair: 

Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 

First I just wanted to thank my colleagues for 
their support in recommitting this bill. I wanted to 
make sure that the proper, necessary paper work 
and funding was in place onbehalf of the 


Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority. It was 
in place, it was put together by the leadership of 











Alan Hertzberg, who represents this district. But 
let me also state for the record, I have had some in 
depth conversation with Alan Hertzberg, who 
Tepresents these people, that if there is 
any movement by the City of Pittsburgh and/or the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority, to assess in 
any way these people, that I will not support that 
and use all my efforts to block that type of 
assessment through the Pittsburgh Water and 
Sewer Authority. The work was necessary and put 
together, and Alan Hertzbergneeds to be 
commended for his fine work in his district. 
Thank you. 





Mr. Hertzberg: 
Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. 
The Chair: 


Does that mean the next time somebody has a 
broken sewer line we're going to pay for it? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


Excuse me. Who's going to pay for it? What 
was your question, Mr. President? 


The Chair: 


Are we now paying for sewer lines from 
peoples' houses out to the middle of the street? 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


No. When you look at this bill, Mr. President, 
this bill parallels, parallels other construction 
efforts throughout the City of Pittsburgh, including 
projects in the South Side and Crawford-Roberts 
Development. We owe these people the same 
typeof services that we perform for new 
construction. So, if there's a line broke, from by 
your statement, they'll fali under emergency work 
and the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority 
will pay for that also.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 


Under Motions and Resolutions, Councilman 
Onorato. 


Mr. Onorato: 


I just want to remind everyone that there is a 
post agendatoday immediately following this 
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meeting. We will take a five-minute break. That is 
regarding the train derailment on the North Side 
and just dealing with re-routing of 
trains throughout the entire City that are carrying 
hazardous materials. 


The Chair: 
Very good. Mr. Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. President, I have been getting a lot of 
correspondence and also read in the Post Gazette, 
where there seems to be some controversy about 
the Vintage Grand Prix this year, and I see that we 
have a few Council members that are on there. I 
do not know how things are progressing or whether 
I could ask for areport from the other Council 
members that are honorary board members or 
whether we could ask for a report from the 
Mayor's Office on how things are progressing, but 
I know there has beena dispute brewing over the 
issue of paying for the City services that are 
involved there. 


The Chair: 


The only thing I know is, one, that Mr. 
Walko, unfortunately, has resigned from the board, 
which is unfortunate because he has been -- 
personally, he has been the cement andthe glue 
and the leadership of that organization, probably 
since its inception. That is Mr. Don Walko. So, 
that is a little bit disappointing. I hope he would 
reconsider. However, obviously the event is well 
on its way, it will be well organized. I know there 
have been a couple of meetings with the board of 
that organization and representatives from the 
Mayor's Office, including Ms. Kelly and Director 
Miranda and others regarding the issue of cost 
recovery and reimbursement, possibly. 


But, I think what the Administration's tact is, is 
to look at, what are all of the in-kind services that 
are provided by the City, albeit Public Safety, 
EMS, Public Works, things ofthis sort, and 
whether or not the leadership of the Grand 
Prix organization could find other ways, and more 
cost effective ways, to bring some of these services 
to the event. Those are some of the issues that 1 
believe this committee has been working on. I do 
not believe the Administration, because I asked 
explicitly, they did not in any way offer any 








ultimatum regarding any immediate fee that must 
be paid to the City inorder for the event to 
proceed. 


I think it is fair that the Administration, in light 
of the budget situation, meet with all of these 
special events groups and begin to plan out what 
the expenditure or what the in-kind and direct and 
indirect resources are going to be from 
City government. 


But, I do not believe any bill has been presented 
to the Grand Prix, I hope that would not happen. It 
is a tremendous event, unlike the Regatta, Arts 
Festival and others that generate lots of money 
from concession fees and monies are made, which 
is good, we like to see entrepreneurs benefit, be 
they individual artists or concessionaires. The 
Grand Prix is a little bit different, it is an entirely 
volunteer organization, no paid staff, all of their 
generated revenue excess over expenditures goes 
to two very important non-profit organizations that 
provide a tremendous service to City residents. So, 
it distinguishes itself a little bit differently than the 
Regatta and some of the other events. So, I hope 
there is not going to be any last minute problems. I 
would encourage every colleague to speak to Ms. 
Kelly and the Mayor and others about 
how important that we feel this event is. 


I do not know if that helps answer your 
question. Mr. O'Connor, I know you have been a 
supporter for many years. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Yes, I have been involved with it and I think 
they are committed to have the race run and I know 
the Schenley Park organization is all for it. 


But, I think you brought up a good point, 
maybe Judy Kelly should keep us informed instead 
of everybody lobbying everybody. I think we all 
support it, and if Judy Kelly would keep 
us informed of where they are at so it would make 
sure the race goes on. But, so far I understand that 
everybody is committed to make it happen. 


The Chair: 


‘Well, I just want to remind Ms. Kelly and 
the Administration that they should not only be 
enthralled with the once in a lifetime or once every 
20-year event at the stadium for the All-Star Game, 
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that it is important that we have these yearly 
events, we want them to be just as excited, 
enthralled, with all these other yearly events that 
we put out, including the Regatta, the Children's 
Museum, the Arts Festival, all these different 
events, and we are hoping that as part of 
her responsibility she is taking seriously the issue 
of our coordination, cooperation in working with 
these important organizations. They bring -- 1 
know the Holiday Inn is booked entirely for the 
period in which the Grand Prix is working, it is an 
all volunteer event. They really cannot and do not 
wantto have it in any other place other than 
Schenley Park, which is a beautiful setting for the 
Grand Prix, and it is a tremendous event that is a 
big boost to our City. We will forward 
those concerns to the Mayor's Office. 


Other matters. A couple things very briefly. 1 
would ask as a follow-up, we have scheduled 
hearing on the issue of the eight million dollar Joan 
to the Pittsburgh Pirate organization.] must say 
that we do not have -- this Council has not 
yet received any formal resolution or legislation 
involving the Pirates or the proposed eight million 
dollar bond issue. I thought it was going to come 
this morning, apparently that's not happening. 


Accordingly, I would schedule the public 
hearing for the Pirates' agreement on Monday 
morning, June 20th at 10 o'clocka.m. We do not 
have a bill number but I would like to move ahead 
and schedule that time, because 1 know Council 
members need to get their schedules together. I 
had originally picked a date that conflicted with the 
Stadium Authority Board meeting. 


So, it is going to be Monday, June 20 at 10 
o'clock. We are going to advertise that date, I am 
not changing it. So, one way or the other we 
would like to see the bill from the Administration 
come over; if it comes over next Tuesday, or 
the following Tuesday, it should not be a problem, 
but I would like to move this along. Obviously the 
Administration contends thereis an urgency 
regarding this money and we would like to lock 
ina public hearing date. So, it will be Monday, 
June 20 at 10 o'clock a.m. 


In addition, obviously, we have asked a number 
of individuals to be at this hearing. At the earlier 
meeting last week we asked Mr. Sauer and/or other 
representatives of. the Pirates’ organization to be 
available that day. So, we would like to have the 





Clerk notify them of the formal hearing; as well, 


certainly we would like to hear from the public, be 
they in support or in opposition or whatever 
concems they have regarding this expenditure. 


And, I have two other specific requests. When I 
was first briefed with other Council members about 
this proposal J specifically asked that the Mayor 
personally make an overture and communicate to 
Commissioner Foerster and the Board 
of Commissioners regarding this eight million. I 
do not know that there has been any progress to 
date on that specific request. 


So, my request to the Mayor is to communicate 
back to this legislative body what progress, if any, 
or what response, if any, came from Commissioner 
Foerster and the other commissioners regarding my 
request, which I think others also spoke about, 
was the involvement of County government in the 
actual eight million dollar indebtedness. I am not 
talking about other third-party arrangements 
involving infrastructure of the stadium, or 
road access or parking lots, or anything like that. I 
am talking specifically about the issue involving 
the eight million. 


As well, I raised tactically the issue that, if we 
are going to go to the County, I do not think we 
should go hat in hand, I think we need to look at 
and put on the table for discussion potentially new 
arrangements in the future that could be worked 
out regarding not only the financing of the 
Pirates' organization, but the future arrangements 
regarding the operation of the stadium itself and all 
of the burdens that it represents. 1 think we should 
lay on the table those various options where we 
may want to obviously involve the 
commissioners in a decision making way on the 
stadium board. 


So, I would like to see those issues discussed by 
the Mayor with the commissioners and 1 would 
like to see a report back to this body in time for our 
deliberation on the 20th public hearing. 


I also would like to direct our staff, Mr. 
Keller, specifically, to prepare a financial report on 
any and all expenditures and obligations and actual 
revenues that we receive both direct and indirect; 
for instance, how much parking lot revenue comes 
from the parking lots in Councilman Smith's 
and Councilman Onorato's district when there is a 
Pirates’ game. I would like to know what all those 





878 


revenue issues are in addition to the report that 
CMU did, which was kind of more general, about 
the multiplying effect of the economics. I would 
like to know directly into the City operating budget 
what are the direct and indirect revenue sources. 


So, if Mr. Keller and others from the Council 
staff could begin to work on that, I think it would 
help frame the discussion and the debate that we 
need to look at when we have the public hearing. 


Ihave a few other announcements regarding our 
summer schedule and some other public hearings, 
but before I speak on that, Councilman Cohen, did 
you have a comment on this? 


Mr. Cohen: 


Yes, on the Pirates. Mr. President, thank you 
for bringing up the subject again. 


I would hope that we would have the Pirates’ 
financials well in advance -- financial statements 
well in advance of the public hearing on June the 
20th. My understanding is they are being 
prepared, and I would hope that we would have 
them well in advance. 


I support your request about information 
relating to us trying to get the County to step up to 
the plate on this issue, too. Clearly the Pirates are 
a regional asset and, therefore, the County should 
participate in the funding. There is just 
no question about it. Frankly, it should be the five- 
county areathat participates in this funding 
because the Pirates draw spectators from the five- 
county area, not just Allegheny County. But, 1 
would like to see all written -- particularly 
written correspondence between the Mayor's 
Office and the County Commissioners regarding 
this issue. 


And, finally, just one other request to add to 
yours, Mr. President, and that is, about these lease 
concessions. The Mayor's Office is supposed to 
provide six million dollars in lease concessions to 
the Pirates as part of the same package, plus the 
eight and a half million dollars in loans. 1 
would like to ask for a written legal opinion from 
our Solicitor as to whether or not Council has to 
approve lease concessions at the stadium. I know 
that issue will come up and we should have a legal 
opinion on that. 


The Chair: 





Thank you very much. We would like to direct 
that question, additional questions, to the Solicitor 
in time for the hearing on the 20th. 


Councilman Hertzberg. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. President, I want to commend you on your 
initiative relative to the County and this proposed 
loan, I know that was probably your first reaction 
when we were all briefed on it by the Mayor 
almost a couple of months ago now, I think. 


Would it be inappropriate to invite a 
representative of the County Commissioners to 
come to the public hearing and comment if they 
would desire? 


‘The Chair: 


T have no problem with that, Obviously we 
would like toextend invitation to anyone, 
inchiding our commissioners, but clearly these are 
delicate negotiations and I think we have 
aquarterback, not a baseball player, but a 
quarterback, and that is the Mayor, and I think we 


want to rely on him to negotiate and speak directly * 


with Commissioner Foerster and that body, I think 
they need to do that and in whatever delicate way 
they need to begin to do it. 


But, I think we want to put him on notice that 
we want these issues explored and we would like 
to hear back from him directly to us prior to our 
deliberation on the eight million dollar issue. | 
would hope that is actually happening. I do not 
know that it is at this point. And, I do not think 
that J am speaking alone about this issue of inviting 
the County's participation. 


In response to Mr. Cohen, I do not think we are 
talking about going hat in hand, [ am talking about 
their involvement inthe decision leadership way 
on any future board or some other type of entity 
that might actually operate the stadium or involve 
themselves with the loan to the Pirates. So, J am 
not looking for a hand out, | am asking that the 
Mayor consider not only approaching them for the 
money, or part of it, but that we look at other 
arrangements where they can have some 
decision making input into the stadium. 1 don't 





think they are just going to write a check without 
having some input or some say so. And, | think 
those are some of the issues that I would like to see 
the Mayor negotiate. 


But, I agree, we will provide -- 
Mr. Cohen: 


I wasn’t suggesting -- especially, a hat in hand 
analogy, I think, is not an appropriate analogy 
when this is an asset that provides a great deal of 
revenue for them. It is not as if we are asking for 
money for something for ourselves, it provides 
agreat deal of benefit, economic benefit to the 
County as well as to the City. So, I do not think 
we are going hat in hand, and I agree, a negotiation 
process should include control issues as well. 


The Chair: 


And, two other things I think clearly we would 
like to have, so that we can vote intelligently on 
this in time for the public hearing on the 20th. One 
is, I would like a specific legal memo from the 
Solicitor or whoever the consultants are working 
on this, regarding this issue of the favored 
tenant status. To the extent that we do something 
to better the financial health of the Pirates, albeit 
direct loan, renegotiation of the lease, concessions, 
what have you, those are issues that will also affect 
our relationship with the Rooneys and the Steelers’ 
organization. So, I do not know that we can vote 
on this in a vacuum. I would like to have 
an understanding when we do this what else will be 
kicked in interms of a requirement of local 
government to assist with the Steelers because at 
some point that is going to come up and I do not 
think we should be voting in a vacuum on this 
issue, and I think the public needs to understand 
that. 


And, secondly, if I understood the commitment 
initially from the Mayor, it was that this money 
would actually leverage the contributions from the 
current owners in the private sector. I would like to 
know, do we have that letter of commitment or will 
we have it in conjunction with our vote or is it 
asituation where we are being asked to approve 
something without having that letter in place. If I 
go to the bank for a loan I got to show collateral 
and anybody else would have to have the same 
thing. 


So, either that is real or smoke and mirrors; if it 
is real, then I think this Council would like some 
formal letter from the Pirates' organization 
regarding their commitment to -- the Mayor had 
suggested a significant amount of money which 
they must generate to kick in this loan on the part 
of the City eight million. Well, I would like to see 
that commitment letter, I do not know if we have 
it, or if it exists, but I would certainly be asking 
some of those questions during the public hearing. 


Mr. O'Connor. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Just to elaborate on one of your questions. 1 
asked, and I was told that we were to receive, what 
are the direct benefits,as you said, from the 
parking tax, amusement tax, and I have been told 
that is roughly two million dollars. Mr. 
Keller, would you please follow-up to -- we have 
requested that -- I requested it actually a couple of 
months ago and have not received it and in the 
meeting last week J requested it again, That makes 
it a lot easier sale, if it is an actual two 
million dollar cash for us that we see every year 
that we would be losing if they left. 


And, the other -- 
‘The Chair: 


Recognizing in January that five percent 
amusement -- thatthe 10 percent amusement is 
going to be cut to five percent. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Yes, that will be cut. That is going to be cut in 
January, too, and that is a part of it. 


The other thing. I know we are looking at two 
aspects here, I think, at short term, but I know I 
was criticized from the Administration maybe six 
months ago to bring this up, or four months ago 
that we should be addressing this as a 
regional problem, and I was told that I was too 
soon and to sit back, and I think it is time that we -- 
our backs are against the wall when we probably 
have to make a short-term decision, but I do not 
believe it is too late, that we better start addressing 
-- even the State, the State should be involved with 
this. If this was a factory that produced a regional 
asset of 80, 90 million dollars, believe me the State 
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would be involved very heavily here, and they are 
involved in other stadiums, in Ohio and 
in Baltimore. So, I think we are missing the boat 
by not including them. I do not know if we can do 
it on this short term, two, three-week answer that 
we need, but the long-range answer, there should 
be some subsidy there from them. 


The Chair: 
Very good. Other comments? Mr. Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you, Mr. President. I support your 
request for additional information. 1 would also 
ask Mr. Keller, while he is researching the tax 
revenues that are pumped into the City Treasury, if 
he could also critique the CMU study and 
the Pennsylvania Economy League study and the 
monies that are also pumped into the private sector, 
I think that is very important information and it 
needs to come forward. Obviously I 
hope Allegheny County, and as Mr. O'Connor had 
stated, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and 
others step up to the tableand realize their 
responsibility in saving the Pirates; however, let 
me state for the record that my support, which I 
have already stated, my support for this loan does 
not rest upon Allegheny County's decision to 
become part of the process. If they decide not to 
become part of the process I am still willing to 
move forward. 


Concerning the cut in the amusement tax, which 
obviously comes about because of the one percent 
sales tax, I hope the cutin the amusement tax 
specifically or directly translates into a cut in ticket 
prices for all sporting events and it is passed on to 
the consumer. That is something 1 am hoping that 
the sporting events and others do not decide to just 
put into their own treasury. 


On another note, if I could just state, Mr. 
President, that in order to be in compliance with 
the Pittsburgh Code, I supported and spoke in 
favor of the piece of legislation that you drafted on 
the conditional use for riverboat gambling. Can I 
ask, have you decided or have you yet scheduled 
the public hearing?

The Chair: the post agenda. But, we really want to make sure 


Yes. Very quickly. On two public hearings 
coming up, first of all, we have a number of public 
hearings. We're goingto have a busy month 
because of a lot of zoning bills. Public hearings 
are required for the business improvement 
district along Highland Avenue and other pieces of 
legislation that have been introduced affecting 
some of the neighborhood —zoning. 
But, specifically on the two bills relative to 
Tiverboat gambling, the public hearing is on 
Wednesday afternoon, July 6 at 2 o'clock p.m. 
That will be on Bill No. 355. That is the ordinance 
actually creating a conditional use procedure, 
and Bill 117, which actually lists and stipulates in 
each one of therespective zoning codes the 
particular uses along the riverfront, albeit in light 
industrial, commercial, special, et cetera, that 
riverboat gambling would be allowed in 
the conditional use.

Mr. Ricciardi:

The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Ricciardi. Very quickly. I was 
also contacted recently by folks from the Film 
Office and I have asked that Council have a post 
agenda meeting Wednesday, June 22nd, 11:30 a.m. 
immediately following Council's regular order of 
business. As you know with Mr. Cohen's initiative 
a year ago -- I think it was a year ago ~ we 
provided some stop-gap funding, as well we should 
have, for the operation and continued funding of 
the Film Office. 


As you know the director has left the area just a 
few months ago, the board is being reorganized, 
the board isactively doing recruitment and 
searching out a new executive director, however, 
they are really down to just a few thousand dollars 
in funding. I know Representative Kaiser has a bill 
in the state legislature, we have invited him also to 








that there is no disruption in the good work and the 
important work of the Film Office.

(BEGINNING - MR. HERTZBERG'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 569, 
WEDNESDAY, JUNE 1, 1994) 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Discussion. I very much appreciate you sticking with us 
throughout the morning and afternoon. It's unfortunate this one 
came last especially since it has been before us one time and it 
was recommitted. 


My questions relate to the area of the potential assessments 
here. This legislation includes a Section 2 that would permit 
the property owners to be assessed for the sanitary sewage there 
and I'm aware that when you provide the sewage service these 
people that are on private septic systems are going to be 
required to tap into the system. They are going to be required 
to pay a plumber already just to hook into the public system. 
These 15 homes are not in a very wealthy section ‘of Sheraden, 
it's an average area and the homes aren't particularly 
high-priced and I don't believe that the people are capable of 
paying a large assessment and that's my concern here if there's 
a need to have this Section 2. 


Mr. Reginella: 


I can tell you that we did the very same legislation in the 
past on several occasions and they all read likewise as you see 
here. . 


As I stated at the table last week the City wishes to 
reserve the right to implement the assessment proposal in the 
future if it so desires so by eliminating it from the 
legislation I think it would mean that the City would not ina 
position to carry out the assessment. However, I also stated at 
the table last week that during my ten years with the City I 
don't recall a single case where we've actually assessed the 
residents. All I can tell you is that we're doing this in a 
fashion consistent with what we've done in the past and I doubt 
very much that the people will be assessed. 


As you stated the public sewer along with the main trunk 
line and the appropriate laterals are carried up to the property 
line or thereabout within the private property, then it's up to 
the property owner to pick up at that point and have a plumber 
continue the lateral into the house or connect the dwelling into 
the public sewer system. So yeS, they will incur some expenses 
but I think it bears pointing out that the construction of the 
sewer line vastly increases the value of the property and I 
think that's where the City is coming from. The Stadium and the 
Water and Sewer Authority, jointly they have the obligation of 
coming out with an assessment formula. We had made proposals to 
the Authority in the past but for whatever reasons the City and 
the Authority have not taken action on it. It would not mean 


that the entire cost of the construction, in this case 
$250,000.00, would have to be borne by the residents but it will 
be a matter of perhaps their picking up if in fact the City was 
through with the assessment at some point in time in the future, 
it would be a matter of their picking up maybe 50 percent or 40 
percent or 60 percent at the most of construction costs and the 
costs were to have been allocated on the basis of front footage, 
the frontage of the property. If you had a 30-foot lot versus 
someone who has a 50-foot lot, obviously the 50-foot lot will 
pay more. That's basically the concept that we have advanced 
but again I say to you that in the last ten years there has been 
no such effort to assess the property owners and my sense is 
that the practice will continue. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


So you know of no specific plans that the assessments are 
going to help pay for this particular thing. * 


Mr. Reginella: 
That is what I believe, yes. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 
Thank you.

The Chair: 


Miss Kraus, a question which is my standard question, who's 
this contract with again? 


Ms. Kraus: 


It's with the psychologist named Doctor Jerry Massaro who 
has been the police psychologist since the early 1980's. 


The Chair: 


The question of possibly dealing with our medical neighbors. 
Have we approached them to provide this service to us as a good 
neighbor that has tax exempt property within the City of 
Pittsburgh, and I know we have an excellent psychological 
department in some of these institutions. 


Ms. Kraus: 


The remainder of the year we're going to evaluate this 
whole contract whether we're going to put it out with bid or on 
bid in the future. © That's something we're going to be looking 
at. We have to think of issues of continuity and care and trust 
because they are providing therapy to police officers. 


The Chair: 


There's no reason why a Western Psyche couldn't get this 
contract and do it for the next ten years and have the 
continuity. My frustration is all we hear all the time is that 
they are non-profit and they provide a non-profit service which 
is great. I see bill after bill opportunities where they can 
give something back to the city that's bearing the burden of not 
having a tax on property and we're not trying to tax them. 
We're saying we're giving you the tax-exempt property, here's 
what we need in return for city residents -— to me it's so 
logical and why are we even having this conversation? Here's 
another $60,000.00 we could be saving. It's the third time I 
brought this up today on three different bills. 


Ms. Kraus: 


As I said, this is something we're going to look into for 
next year and that's something we will give consideration to. 


The Chair: 


Not you personally but that answer is the same answer I 
hear year after year and I think it's because we don't have a 
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unified front addressing this issue. I would hope that we talk 
to all departments and deal with any item that goes for medical 
services that we're paying cash out for. I think it’s a logical 
move and I think something they should provide to us because we 
do bear the burden of the tax-exempt property.

Mr. O'Connor: 


Motion for -~ purposes of discussion and I'd like to refer 
to Mr. Cohen. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
Second for discussion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. O'Connor who is Chairman of that committee. 


First of all I want to make sure that everybody has a copy 
of the ordinance because I have copies here. 


Mr. Chair and Members of Council, my involvement in this 
issue began when we on City Council received a memo from Deborah 
Miskovich the Director of General Services on May 13th in 
response to a request by Councilman Smith regarding city-owned 
cars. This is first time since I have been on Council that I 
have seen such.a-list and honestly I was shocked to see that the 
City provides 98 cars to employees to take home at night. As 
looked through that list I noticed that some of the cars that 
are on it are being used by administrators primarily just for 
travelling to and from work. Others on thelist are clearly 
used for visiting multiple job sites at least during the day and 
a few for emergencies late at night. The third category on the 
list as I see it are public safety employees who are really 
always on call for emergencies both day and night. All of these 
cars are for employees to take home at ‘night and given the 
City's current financial condition, we can't afford to purchase 
cars for so many employees to take home at night. 


In the legislation I have tried to eraft it in a way as to 
account for these three categories of cars. One, cars that are 
used almost exclusively to take to and from work; Two, public 
safety cars that are exempt; Three, cars that are used for 
visiting multiple job sites. 


In the legislation itself, for cars that are used primarily 
for traveling to and from work, it proposes that those cars be 
soldé within 60 days of enactment of this bill and that is Item 
Number One in the bill. ‘These are cars for all Directors, 
Assistant Directors and staff to the Mayor. It of course does 
not include the Mayor himself who as leader of the city 
obviously needs a car, and it also does not include the 
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Directors of Public Works, of Water and of General Services 
because they are regularly called for emergencies late at night. 
It also includes the Director of Public Safety but we do not 
have a Director of Public Safety right now. 


1 realize that some of these cars in that first category 
are used to attend meetings at night, but my view is that the 
people who use those cars to attend meetings at night should be 
reimbursed for their mileage as long as they submit a mileage 
report and the reimbursement section of this bill is Section 
Four, as long as it is used for city business then they should 
be reimbursed. That is certainly much cheaper than buying a new 
car for these employees and it is what most companies are doing 
right now and I'd like to get into that in a couple of minutes. 


The second category, Public Safety cars. They are excluded 
because of constant emergencies. In fact, Mr..Chair what I 
would like to do is make one minor amendment and that is public 
safety employees are excluded now under the phrase "uniformed 
public safety employees". And after speaking with some 
employees in the Public Safety Department, it became clear to me 
that it should be al] public safety employees for two major 
reasons. One is the Bureau of Building Inspection. They are 
not uniformed but nevertheless they are called late at night for 
emergencies and that includes everything from fires to building 
collapses to building slides like in Councilman Cusick's 
district and the second reason why I'd like to amend just to 
take out the word "uniformed" is uncover police officers and 
obviously they should have cars too. So Mr. Chair, I would like 
to make that motion to everywhere the term "uniformed" appears 
to take that out so that all public safety employees are 
excluded. - 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
Second on the amendment. 
The Chair: 


All in favor of the amendment? Opposed? The ayes have it. 


Mr. Cohen: 


The third category is all other cars and those are cars 
that it's not immediately clear whether or not they should be 
eliminated. They are used for visiting multiple job sites but 
at the same time as far as I am concerned there is no reason why 
they should not be reimbursed for mileage or use motor pool cars 
as long as they're not called for emergencies late at night and 
for those cars, which is the majority, what I have in this bill 
is that the Director of General Services ought to provide 
written justification for those take~home vehicles and it 
includes a number of factors "A through K"™ in the bill and that 
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includes everything from the city employee who's the operator, 
the year, make and model and license number of the automobile, 
whether the automobile is assigned with a gas card or other 
credit card for purchasing fuel. Really the most important one 
is "J", where is says whether the automobile is used regularly 
after hours Monday through Priday or on weekends for emergency 
city business. And it defines regularly as more than eight 
times per month. Emergency city business of course is city 
business that is not scheduled in advance. So for those cars 
what the legislation proposes is that the Administration provide 
written justification and then Council to make that decision and 
that is a key part of this. Is that I think Council ought to be 
involved in this decision because we have not been in the past. 
And unless these cars are used for emergencies late at night 
then I think those cars should be eliminated as well. 


The last part and I appreciate Council's indulgence here. 
The last part of the bill is for all future cars that are to be 
purchased and what the bill does is it gives Council authority 
to approve or disapprove any cars purchased for or assigned to 
any employee to take home at night. 


I think all members of Council know the relationship 
between the City and the Equipment Leasing Authority but just 
for people who are watching or listening, The City doesn't just 
buy cars out right. What we do is we send a letter to the 
Equipment Leasing Authority asking them to purchase certain 
vehicles. The Equipment Leasing Authority purchases those 
vehicles and then enters into a lease with the City of 
Pittsburgh to pay for those vehicles including by the way the 
interest rate or debt service on those vehicles. 


What this last section says is that prior to submitting 
that request for approval, a request of ELA to purchase or prior 
to leasing these vehicles from the Equipment Leasing Authority, 
that City Council would approve that request. And also of 
course there would have to be written justification. All of 
this is to save taxpayer's money and it is difficult to put a 
precise figure on how much taxpayer's money would actually be 
saved. But I asked the Budget Director, Mr. Dave Keller, to put 
together the best estimate and I would like to pass this around 
Mr. Chair and discuss it briefly. It is based on a couple of 
assumptions and those are up front. 


First of all the cost of the vehicle. For ail of these 
assumptions we use very, very conservative figures. These 
vehicles include, particularly the ones that are proposed to be 
eliminated immediately, include Mercury Sables, Pontiac 
Bonnevilles which are much more than $15,000.00 per car but use 
the conservative estimate of $15,000.00 per car. 


Miles per year,.we assumed 10,000 miles Per year and the 
standard number for average for ail Americans is 10,000 to 
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12,000 miles. The cost per mile, that's the IRS approved cost 
and that is 28 cents. So to eliminate the cars that are 
included in Section One, 22 cars immediately would have 
$330,000.00 for just the purchase price of the car. If we add 
in there of course the amount that would be not reimbursable, in 
other words the amount that is used for personal usage, the 
total savings for those 22 cars would be $360,800.00. To 
determine that we used a 50 percent figure. Frankly I think 
it's more than that but we used a conservative estimate of 50 
percent of the miles that are being accrued are actually 
personal miles for those cars. By the way, to and from work is 
not considered city business or any business under the IRS. 


Now for the remainder we don't know how many cars Council 
would disapprove, how many cars Council would try to eliminate 
but. there is a schedule there for how much savings we would have 
depending on how much we propose to eliminate. ..If we propose an 
additional ten, that would be $524,800.00; an additional 20 is 
$688,000.00 and an additional 30, $852,800.00 of savings of 
taxpayer's money. 


We did some research also and again I thank you for your 
. indulgence -- some research on what other major employers in the 
City of Pittsburgh do with respect to cars and what we found is 
that every major employer that we contacted has a much more 
restrictive policy on cars than the City of Pittsburgh does and 
let me give you three examples. The University of Pittsburgh is 
the largest employer in the City of Pittsburgh; it has nearly 
6,000 employees. Of all of those employees only three people 
get cars. That is the Chancellor, the Provost and the 
Vice-Chancellor Por Business. Even the Public Safety Director 
doesn't get a car to take home at night. Hé does get a car but 
he does not use it after hours. What the University of 
Pittsburgh does is they have a motor pool. We have motor pool 
here in the City of Pittsburgh and there's no reason why these 
employees can't use that. 


ALCOA, ALCOA has 850 employees and not one executive has a 
company owned or leased car and that includes the CEO of the 
company and the Chairman of the Board. 


Giant Eagle. I don't exactly how many employees they have 
but obviously it is a very large and distinguished company in 
this city and no corporate executive, not one, has a car. Not 
the CEO, not the President or any of the officers. The only 
people who have company cars are salespeople who spend a minimum 
of four days per week visiting store locations. Now here's what 
they do, they do the reverse and I'm not suggesting we do this 
but what they do is those salespeople who visit stores for more 
than four days a week, they have to reimburse Giant Eagle. They 
have to reimburse them for all of their commuting mileage to the 
first store and from. the last store that they visit that day and 
also for their personal mileage. So those employees have to 
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reimburse Giant Eagle. What I am proposing here is that the 
City of Pittsburgh reimburse employees for business mileage that 
they incur. ¢ 


The Administration has said that City Council approved 
these vehicles and I want to say very strongly that is 
absolutely not the case. City Council did not and never has 
approved these take-home vehicles. 


I'd like to pass this out too, this is the page in the 
budget. The only line item in the budget that covers these cars 
and of the thousands upon thousands of line items in the budget 
the only one that deals with these cars at all is Code Account 
1154-1 Rental of Motorized Equipment and as you can see in 1993 
the appropriation was $6,025,000.00. The reason the 
appropriation was so large was that includes all vehicles that 
are purchased by the City of Pittsburgh. What-Z'm talking about 
here is only take-home vehicles; those 98 take-home vehicles. 
This includes hundreds of vehicles that are purchased including 
police cruisers, firefighter vehicles, et cetera. Vehicles for 
paramedics, all of those. I am not proposing those being 
included in the bill but we never voted on the individual cars 
for people to take home. 


I think we need to change the system so we know what 
take~home cars are being bought and how they are deployed. 
Members of Council, I urge my colleagues to support this bill. 
The Chair: 


Thank you, Mr. Cohen. Other discussion, Councilman 
Hertzberg. ; 


Mr. Hertzberg: 
Is there anyone from the Administration? 
The Chair: 
We have the Director of General Services. 
Nr. Hertzberg: 
I would like to hear from the Director. 
Mr. Ferlo: 
Mr. Cohen, is it your intent that in addition to 


automobiles be they pick-up trucks vans or jeeps, the actual 
fleet is not necessarily automobiles; is that right? 
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Mr. Cohen: 


I'm being fairly narrow here. I'm only talking about cars 
that are taken home at night by city employees. Those that were 
included in the memo that Deborah Miskovich sent to us. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


I believe those people on that list do not own an 
automobile per se. They may have a van, a pick up or a jeep. 


Mr. Cohen: 
It would include those people on that list. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Director, you don't have to have a position on this if you 
don't want to but if you do I would like to know it. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


I do have a position regarding this bill. I have been the 
Director of General Services now for approximately one month. 
During that time period I believe you all have been recipients 
of a number of memorandums issued by my department which should 
make it painfully clear to all members of the Administration, 
all employees in particular of my department that we are going 
to maintain a good department and that I am in control of the 
department. 


This legislative body, our City Council, has given me the 
guidelines which I must follow which outline the duties and 
responsibilities and in particular I believe Section 127 of the 
City Code of Ordinances makes me responsible as the custodian of 
all city property, makes me responsible for maintenance of that 
property and makes me accountable both to our mayor as well as 
to this legislative body. 


Those of you with whom I have had the pleasure of working 
for in the past know that assumption of responsibilities is not 
something that I take lightly nor do I pass to another. I 
understand and truly do appreciate what Councilman Cohen is 
concerned with. The difficulty is that what you are being asked 
to do as part of the legislation directly impacts on my duties 
and responsibilities effectively handcuffs me and does not aliow 
me to make the decisions that I believe I'm qualified to make. 
If at any point in time you believe that a decision that I make 
or a failure on my part to fulfill any of my duties and 
responsibilities does not adequately serve the citizens of this 
city then I believe it would be appropriate for you to take 
control of that particular duty or responsibility and to make 
things right so that the citizens' interests are protected. 
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You all may recall that on or about May 4th approximately 
four days after I had been sworn into office I received a memo 
from Councilman Christopher Smith, a copy of which I did bring 
with me here today and I'd like to provide to you all. Before I 
pass it out I would point out that in Councilman Smith's 
memorandum he requested that I forward to him certain 
information regarding the City's fleet. In particular he asked 
that I identify the number of vehicles which are assigned to all 
non-union personnel that were taken home on a 24-hour period, 
that I identify how many of those vehicles were signed to each 
department for the City of Pittsburgh, that identified the names 
of the employees to whom each of the vehicles were assigned, 
that I identify whether or not these vehicles were currently 
equipped with telephones, that I identify the amount that the 
City currently charges for the car telephone and that I identify 
whether or not the drivers of the vehicles were assigned a gas 
card or were permitted to obtain gas at any city owned or 
maintained fueling station. 


Councilman Smith also imposed a deadline for receipt of the 
information to May 12th and I will add as a courtesy to 
Councilman Smith that I did not ask for an extension of that 
time. I felt that I could accumulate the data necessary and on 
May 12th as directed by the Councilman I had hand delivered to 
him as wells as to every member of this Councilmatic body and to 
the City Clerk's Office and to the Administration a listing 
identifying all information requested by Councilman Smith. I 
also was very careful to make certain that the information that 
I supplied to you was not in any manner confusing. That with 
little effort if any each one of you can identify every city 
vehicle, every individual assigned a vehicle and every response 
to make the information that Councilman Smith was requiring 
adequately known to each and every one of you. I have with me a 
copy of my cover memorandum that each of you received as well 
and with the permission of the Chair I'd like to pass it around. 


The Chair: 
Give it to the City Clerk. 
Ms. Miskovich: 


I did this, not because you passed a resolution amending 
the City Code of Ordinances but because as I work for the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh, as I work for my Mayor, I 
too work for each and every one of you and a mere letter of 
inquiry, a mere telephone call to my office is sufficient to 
generate a response and sufficient to generate a response that 
fully informs you of each and every piece of information needed. 
You all may recall that you received from me a chart identifying 
all the non-union personnel, the 98 vehicles that Councilman 
Cohen properly. identified when he made in precatory remarks 
regarding this legislation and identified. whether these vehicles 
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were equipped with a phone, these drivers were issued a gas 
card. This memorandum with response to Councilman Smith was an 
asset. . 


I believe on February 22, 1994, more than two months before 
I was sworn into office, a memorandum had been issue from the 
Director of the Office of Management and Budget directed to 
each and every city director requesting and I quote, "I would 
like a listing of all employees by name and title who use a city 
vehicle on a 24-hour basis. Please distinguish by marked or 
unmarked vehicle. Please send this information by March 1, 
1994." A copy of which I've also brought with me today with 
your permission. 


The Mayor's Office unbeknownst to myself had already taken 
an interest in the 24-hour vehicles and wanted to obtain 
adequate information so they could make a decision. When I came 
into office when I was approved by this Councilmatic body and 
sworn in April 29th, one of the first issues that I addressed in 
my department were the 24-hour vehicles and this was without 
having been issued a copy of Director Miranda's decision, 
without having been issued a letter four days later from 
Councilman Smith and I pulled all vehicles that I thought were 
unnecessary in my department. And my department is the 
department that owns 1400 vehicles to the City of Pittsburgh. 

My department has 300 employees, is one of the three largest 
departments in the City of Pittsburgh. My department manages in 
excess of 200 facilities throughout the City of Pittsburgh where 
I could have readily justified why a 24-hour vehicle should be 
vehicle but in my department there are three 24-hour vehicles 
that are issued. One is issued to myself, one is issued to my 
Facilities Manager who is on call on a 24-hour basis and in fact 
is called out regularly and in light of Councilman Cohen's 
legislation and is called out more than eight times per month. 
And the third vehicle is assigned Mr. Michael Plaks who is my TV 
Manager in the Bureau of Cable Communications. He is called out 
as he was this weekend because he is the only individual in the 
City of Pittsburgh who is not an electrician, not a carpenter, 
not any specialist can manage the TV equipment which I have on 
the Ninth Floor of this building and which I have invested 
literally millions of dollars and which must be attended to ona 
regular basis and those are the only own three 24-hour vehicies 
that were in place within a week after I took my position, prior 
to Councilman Smith's inquiry, prior to Councilman Cohen's 
legislation and prior to my having been issued a copy of the 
Director of Management and Budget's memorandum that had predated 
my being sworn in. 


It is not that I think that this Councilmatic body is not 
entitled to the information that Councilman Cohen is asking for. 
What should be clear to all of you is that you need only ask me. 
Prior to today's proceeded I had already issued a memo to each 
and every city director asking them specifically to confirm all 
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of the vehicle identification that I had provided to Councilman 
Smith pursuant to his May 4th memorandum because my figures and 
my statistics can be only as good as those people that have 
provided them and confirmation by the city director s who are 
responsible for their individual departments tells me that my 
statistics and my figures are accurate and they are being asked 
to respond. I certainly would have no difficulty whatsoever 
supplying each and every one of you Whether you are concerned 
with the individual department which you have now been assigned 
to manage or if you want a copy of every city department that 
there is. None of this is secretive to me but I do need the 
ability to be able to manage the Department of General Services, 
I do need’the ability to exercise some measure of intellect 
coupled with experience on my part and if I falter then I 
certainly would understand amending legislation which would 
remove any of my powers or duties, but to remove the power or 
duty at this period of time I believe is premattre. What I 
would respectfully request is that you consider not taking 
action on this legislation at this time to deny this legislation 
and that at a future time that you may revisit the issue if you 
do not believe that I'm adequately performing. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I appreciate your availability 
and the fact that you have shared the amount of information that 
you've shared. I also appreciate your ability and your 
experience and agree that you should be given a lot of latitude. 
t think though it's possible and I'll wait to hear from the rest 
of Council on this to amend this legislation. As I view it now 
it would basically work a forfeiture on a whole bunch of 
vehicles right off the bat and then later on we'd go into these 
justification concerns and I don't like that procedure but if 
the rest of Council seems inclined to amend it where we wouldn't 
have a quick sale of a whole bunch of vehicles that may be the 
route to go. I think your recommendation if we would go through 
a procedure where Council is going to examine all these 
vehicles, your recommendation would carry a heckuva lot of 
weight with me. 


i think what we have to be careful that we're doing and not 
doing with our vehicle policy, we don't want to be imposing on 
city personnel a condition that must make extensive use of their 
own vehicles even if they are reimbursed. I mean, is that what 
someone asked for they applied or when they were hired by the 
City. Did they say they are going be depleting their vehicle on 
behalf of the City even if they are being paid? Maybe they 
weren't counting on having to buy a car so quickly because of 
the amount of use they are giving to it and that's why I like 
the pool concept and I think I expressed to you during your 
confirmation hearing, I know I have expressed to Assistant 
Director Perrett my concerns with the pool that at times when 
we've needed a pool vehicle that there hasn't always been one 


available and I'm hopeful that this legislation may relieve that 
problem a little bit and make all of us a little more reliant on 
a pool where it can be done and where it should be done. 


I think the bill is a good government type of bill. I like 
the idea that Councilman Cohen is comparing us to non-government 
‘entities but you can only take the comparison so far. I don't 
see how we can compare our directors or our assistant directors 
with your top executives at some of these corporations. I think 
the disparity and the salaries makes that comparison 
inapplicable when you are looking at people that are making $1 
million a year. They can afford a little bit more to purchase 
their own vehicles. We don't need to be penalizing people that 
choose to serve the public. You hear a lot of complaints about 
the quality of government people sometimes and we do have to be 
careful we're not penalizing people because they have chosen 
government service and a lot of times their responsibility is 
far greater than the responsibilities of similar situated 
private employees yet their pay scale is much lower for 
government service. So some of the movement that we see today 
takes away any and all perks from government employees I think 
we have to take a hard look at it and maybe sometimes we have to 
bite the bullet and take a little bit of flack because just to 
make up for the disparity and the earnings that people will get 
when they choose to work for the City of Pittsburgh as opposed 
to a private employer doing work which a lot of times involves 
greater responsibilities. 


With respect to selling all of these vehicles of all the 
@irectors other than those specifically named here being Public 
Safety, Public Works, Water and General Services. I know that 
the Director of Parks and Recreation, the committee which I 
Chair, I am not exactly sure whether it's a good idea or not. I 
would like to hear a lot more on it. I know that the Director 
of Parks and Recreation has an extensive amount of travel and an 
extensive amount of duties at all hours for special events, for 
any kind of problems within the parks, so I have a problem with 
this legislation as it is written and if it be the will of the 
rest of Council I could amend to it a position where I am happy 
with it. Thank you, Mr. Chair. 


(AT THIS POINT I WAS TEMPORARILY RELIEVED BY CHERYL L. WILDS) 
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The Chair: 
Councilman Ferlo. 
Mr. Ferlo: 
Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I will try to be brief. 


First of all, I appreciate Mr. Cohen's efforts on this 
initiative, and generally speaking, I am in support of same type 
of effort to have this Council take control and effectively 
decide, on a policy level, what the policy should be regarding 
vehicles throughout the City. 


I think part of the issue we need to address, though, is 
what is a perk as it relates to a vehicle, versus what is a 
necessity or an integral part of one's job assignment and duties 
and responsibilities. I do not know that the bill necessarily 
does that. I think it attempts to in part of the bill ask for a 
justification and an administrative determination of that. I 
would like to see that before there is a final act on this bill. 


Generally speaking, I am in favor of looking at it asa 
budgetary issue in terms of the predicament that we are in 
regarding our City finances. I have a concern on a tactical 
level and that is, I wish this would be done as part of an 
overall evaluation assessment of each one of the department 
budgets during the annual budget proceeding as opposed to doing 
it right now. : 


For instance, I think 1 made it clear, I've talked to the 
Mayor privately and personally, I've spoken to the 
Administration, and I think I've made it clear to the Council, 
I'm very upset with the three percent cut in the pay of many 
white collar workers, I think we have singled out unnecessarily 
and it is counterproductive to attack just a small group of City 
workers for a three percent cut, starting, I believe, June l. 
Now, some of those same individuals are also going to be 
affected by this issue of the vehicle. I have a problem with 
that in light of what is going on now with the salaries of these 
particular workers. I do not want to do something that is 
penny-wise and pound foolish in terms of the effective 
management of and the efficiency of the employee, be they 
administrative level, assistant administrative level or what 
have you. . 


I guess what I am generally saying is, I am in support of 
looking at the whole issue of who has vehicles in the City, what 
is its dollar relationship to the overall City budget and is it 
an area which this Council needs to control, which I directed to 
the Administration. 


I also find it interesting that the Controller's Office is 
not included in this, Mr. Cohen's comment was that they, 
technically, are independent, that's true, but if we are 
deciding a policy, we're going to decide a policy for the 
overall City work force and the overall City budget, which would 
affect the Mayor's Office, the City Council, where I 
unilaterally already eliminated the vehicle for the previous 
City Clerk and the Controller's Office. 


I would prefer that we modify this bill and that we proceed 
with this bill in such a way that we first receive some type of 
justification memo from the Administration outlining what are 
all the vehicles and why is it in the Administration's opinion 
they want to continue the exercise of having a vehicle assigned 
and what is the justification, what is the rational, what is the 
cost, why should some employees have them and some not. I would 
feel more comfortable voting in support of Mr. Cohen's bill if I 
would first have that information from the Administration for us 
to evaluate. 


Mr. Cohen: 


That is what the ordinance calis for is a written 
justification. 


Mr. Perlo: 


Well, the ordinance already immediately on a blanket level 
eliminates a number of vehicles and then makes it ~- it is sort 
of backwards a little bit. You are eliminating carte blanche -- 


Mr. Cohen: 

I am eliminating those cars, because you know and I know 
and everybody here knows that those cars are political perks. 
We call them whatever we want but that is what they are and they 
are used to go to and from work. And, that is why I am 
eliminating those cars up front and the other cars we are asking 
for an explicit written justification from the Director of 
General Services, who was mentioned ten times in this 
legislation, because this legislation is a collaborative 
proposal with the Director of General Services. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


Maybe I am not clear. For instance, a key administrator in 
the Parks Department, if I read this correctly, who I know uses 
the vehicle on a 24-hour basis, would have their car eliminated? 
It is actually not a car, I think it is a work van of some sort. 
If I read this correctly that car would be eliminated by the 
passage of this bill? 
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Mr. Cohen: 


I do not know who you are referring to, Councilman, but it 
does say -~ 


Mr. Ferlo: 
I am not mentioning names. 
Mr. Cohen: 


And I don't think we should mention names, I agree with 
you. 


But, it does say, Directors, Deputies and Assistant 
Directors and staff persons of the Mayor, that's right, they 
should be reimbursed, as I see it, and we may just disagree on 
policy, I don't know. As I see it, they should be reimbursed 
for mileage rather than getting free cars. 


Mr. Ferlo: 


What I am saying, just to be very clear. Let's lay the 
issue out. First of all, the Post Gazette does a very big 
expose of the County, beats up on the County about their 
vehicles, now everybody is hot to trot about looking at the 
vehicles, that is all well and good, let's start looking at the 
vehicles but let's look at it in relation to what the overall 
City budget is, let's look at it in relationship with what this 
Council wants to establish by way of a policy, recognizing that 
we are now involving ourselves in something we have not in the 
past, which I am all for doing. 

I mean if we are going to start looking at some hard 
decisions regarding the budget and the issue of the overall cost 
in vehicles, I will be the first to step up to the plate and 
let's start looking at it but let's look at it in some kind if 
rational way that evaluates how bad the administrators and the 
staff, that we are asking to perform some duties and 
responsibilities, how does that relate to them fulfilling their 
duties and responsibility. 


I would feel more comfortable voting after first reviewing 
this information from the Administration, hearing their -- we're 
asking them to manage effectively the work force. Part of that 
is -- and I will use an example. If I am asking the 
Administration to effectively manage the work force and let's 
say, in the Parks Department, that involve some assistant 
supervisor or some supervisor person having a vehicle, who I 
know is out there at 9 o'clock at night dealing with a little 
league balifield complaint or some other problem over the 
weekend, if that is an integral part of that person's job 
performance, I don’t want to make the issue be one of a cheap 


shot, let's just get rid of cars for the sake of getting rid of 
cars, let's have some rational and some justification. 


I am saying I am generally supportive of what you have 
developed, I think it is a need for this Council to step in, 
step up to the plate and begin to look at these costs. I think 
there clearly are some vehicles and some individuals on the 
payroll who do not need a full-time assigned vehicle to them but 
I would prefer that we do it in such a way that we can look at 
this information, hear a justification from not only the 
Director of General Services but she in communication with the 
on-line managers of these various City departments. And, the 
only thing tactically on a budget level is, I think we are doing 
this a little bit backwards, because if Council is going to cut,’ 
I would like to have some input at where I would rather see some 
of these dollars go and we are doing this in such a way that we 
are sort of creating some income without the ability to barter 
with the Administration on a budget level of other things that 
we want funded. 


The Chair: 
: Councilman Cusick. 
Mr. Cusick: 


Thank you very much. I would just like to say, I think the 
bill is right on-target, I think that the work that you, Mr. 
Cohen, and your staff did, was excellent, but I do think that we 
need to at least give the Director of General Services the 
opportunity and the Mayor the opportunity to address some of the 
concerns that you have in this bill. 

I have been working with the Mayor for the last couple 
weeks on a few different issues. The Administration has asked 
me to give them the opportunity to work some of these problems 
out, as far as the cars and the pool goes. Director Miskovich 
has assured me she will be doing that. I would like to see that 
if we could put a hold on this or give them a fair amount of 
time and come back and see what they have done as far as the 
cars and the pool goes, and I would ask that you give them 60 
days to do that and then at that time bring it back to this 
table. 


Mr. Cohen: 
I am sorry, are you directing that to me? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Yes, because it is your bill. 
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Mr. Cohen: I thank you for the suggestion, Councilman 
Cusick. I have to respectfully decline, and the reason is, this 
pill is a collaborative bill. The Director of General Service 
is named ten times in this bill and it asks specifically for the 
Director of General Services‘ judgment, which, by the way, is a 
judgment that T respect, and I would congratulate the Director 
of General Services for what she has done in her department in 
terms of eliminating cars, and I would like to see that done in 
other departments as well. 


But, what it comes down to is, it says, whether in the 
judgment of the Director of General Services the automobile is 
necessary for City business to be assigned on a 24-hour basis. 
That is reading from the legislation, and that applies to cars 
we currently own and that applies to cars that we would own in 
the future, and the reason that is in there is exactly the 
reason that you stated, is that we should work together on this, 
and that judgment of the Director of General Services, I think 
would weigh heavily in our decision as to whether or not to 
eliminate these cars. That should be our decision because it is 
a budgetary matter and the Home Rule Charter requires us to 
approve all contracts and I think this is one that we ought to 
step up to the plate and approve or disapprove. 


Mr. Cusick: 


I believe that we all have the deepest confidence in our 
Director of General Services. I do not think there is any 
question there. I think that we need to give her the 
opportunity to make some of these hard decisions that have to be 
made. I do not think that we should be demanding her to do 
that. She understands that is her job. She has already told us 
that she is going to do those things and let's dive her an 
opportunity to do it. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Ricciardi. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you. Colleagues, Director, first let me state that I 
feel comfortable talking about this issue of cars because this 
body had three cars under its jurisdiction. We had two cars 
that were available for the use of all nine members and there 
was a collaborative decision to forego those two cars because of 
budget restraints, and the third car that we had was appointed 
to our City Clerk and our President, Mr. Ferio, made the 
decision that car was not needed and it was respected by all of 
these colleagues. So, obviously I do not feel as though we do 
not have a right to talk about who is assigned City cars and who 
is not. 
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The question that I have, Director, is that you mentioned 
that there are now, I believe, three cars in your department 
that are assigned to employees on a 24-hour basis and I 
understand the reason for that because of the discussion you 
have had here. 


Before you arrived May lst, how many cars were assigned to 
your Department? You didn't mention that. Not assiqned as 
responsible, because as you know, all vehicles are 
responsible ~- or, you are responsible for all vehicles. I am 
talking about how many employees in your department had 
take-home vehicles? 

Ms. Miskovich: 

About 14. 

Mr. Ricciardi: s 

Pourteen? 

Ms. Miskovich: 
Yes, sir. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


And you are.telling me -- you are telling our colleagues 
you eliminated 11? £8) ste 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Yes, I did. I felt it was necessary. ie 

And this was -- as I did point out, this was prior to any 
inquiries being made of me. I simply felt it was an appropriate 
action to take. 

Mr. Ricciardi: 

I understand, and I salute you for that decision, because 
obviously that gives me a-comfort factor that the three that are 
assigned in your department now are well needed, if you were 
able to step up to your own employees and eliminate 11. 

Ms. Miskovich: 


I do want to point out that those -- that my vehicles 
included both union and non-union personnel. 
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Mr. Ricciardi: 


Let me go back, and I listened very closely to your 
presentation, and I did not have the ability to see you before 
the meeting or the Administration officials that were discussing 
this bill, but it appeared in your presentation that you believe 
the responsibility of assigning cars was more of an 
Administrative responsibility action, not a legislative one. 

Was that the substance of your presentation that you presented 
here today? 


Ms. Miskovich: 

yes, I believe I referenced Section 127 of the City Code of 
Ordinances, in particular, I believe it is 127.02. I think it 
is Subsection C, but it may be H, I don't recall offhand, which 
makes me responsible for maintaining and being the custodian of 
all of the City property. . ie 

There is a separate inguiry that I have and, frankly, it is 
a dilemma that I have not been able to satisfy for myself, which 
will be a peculiar concern to both Councilman Cohen and to 
Councilman Hertzberg, inasmuch as all three of us are Licensed 
Practicing Attorneys, and -~ 
Mr. Cohen: 

Councilman Onorato, by the way. 
Ms. Miskovich: 

Oh, I'm sorry. And Councilman Onorato. Tf apologize. 
The Chair: 

That's okay, Director. 
Ms. Miskovich: 


This is what happens when you don't prep for a meeting and 
you speak extemporaneously —~ 


Mr. Cohen: 


I actually think Councilman Ferlo ought to be named an 
attorney. An honorary degree. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
There are two sections of the code, that I ‘believe we need 
to take a look at, one is Section 204 of the City Code of 


Ordinances, which delineates the powers and duties of the Mayor, 
which specifically allows the Mayor to supervise all of the City 
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employees, but there's a companion section, 310 of the City Code 
of Ordinances, which identifies the powers and duties and 
supervision abilities -- 


Mr. Ferlo: 
You're wading into some murky waters now. 
Ms. Miskovich: 


-- and Council, the reason —- you're absolutely right, 
Councilman Ferlo. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 
I have the floor. 
The Chair: ‘ . - 
Councilman Ricciardi has the floor, so why don't we —- 
Ms. Miskovich: 


In response to what Mr. President said, you are absolutely 
right, there, it is a very murky area but it is one that I think 
that both the Administration may want to make a decision 
regarding and one that the Councilmatic body, from my 
perspective, which is what I was asked at the beginning of this 
inquiry, was, what was my position. My position is that I 
believe under Section 127.02, I believe it is H, I am 
responsible for these vehicles, and I do not deny my 
responsibility to answer to each and every one of you, and I do 
not deny my responsibility to answer to my Mayor, but the 
initial. responsibility falls here, and I cannot do that if you 
do not allow me to do everything that has been assigned to me, 
which includes assignment of property. 


Again, what I did not have a chance to point out to you all 
is, I have already asked in writing for justification, even of 
the union vehicles, union employees that have been assigned 
vehicles, marked our unmarked. 


And, I will point out, Councilman Ricciardi, the two 
vehicles in my department that are assigned to the two other 
people other than myself, are marked vehicles, which means they 
are white vehicles with striping and you would have to have less 
than a two digit I.Q. not to figure out it is a City of 
Pittsburgh vehicle. So, nobody is going to be taking them for 
their own little picnics. 
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The Chair: 
Councilman Ricciardi. 
“Mr. Ricciardi: 


Thank you for all of those comments. But, if I could just 
take it back, and that is the reason I wanted to understand what 
you saw the difference was between a legislative and an 
Administrative act. And, I am one of the few that is not an 
attorney on this Council, but I think you would agree that 
obviously the City Charter needs to be changed, of course, 
mandated, that its change goes before the voters. And, I 
respect those sections that you quoted from the Pittsburgh Code, 
but this body also has every right and every ability, obviously 
the Administration has the right to veto legislation, but to 
change the code through legislative action, and I think that is 
what Mr. Cohen proposes today. - 


I do recall last year the body and Mr. Cohen, in 
particular, was supportive of a piece of legislation that I put 
forward, and that was changing the so called private license 
plates to municipal plates at that time. So, we have made 
changes in the past. 


Let me state, Director, and I mean this in all sincerity, 1 
think you are one of the best directors that this City of 
Pittsburgh has witnessed for many, many years and for many, many 
years to come, but legislation is -- when I have proposed 
legislation in the past, legislation is directed towards a 
position in an office and not a particular person. 


I believe you. When Director Miskovich stands here and 
says that she can take the responsibility and make the right 
decisions, I believe you; however, in the years to come you 
might not be the Director of General Services, and I think that 
is the reason Mr. Cohen obviously has put forth legislation. 


On that note I would like to keep the floor and state that, 
I believe the legislation before us is very well crafted and as 
Mr. Hertzberg has pointed out, I think it is a good government 
bill and the reason I believe it is a good government bill is 
because it demands accountability, it demands accountability 
that ‘we need to stand up to and justify. 


I would also thank Mr. Cohen for talking to me about the 
bill today and in the past. It is a very detailed bill, Mr. 
Cohen, obviously, it covers three pages, but I would like to 
point out what I support in the bill and where I have 
problems and then briefly touch upon that problem, and if you 
can maybe discuss that. 
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I support the bill, for example, on 161.26, I support Point 
2, which is written justification, because I believe it is part 
of an academic act or action, that Director Miskovich has 
already begun and started. I also support continuation of the 
bill on Page 2, A through K. I support all that, Mr. Cohen. 
And, also, Council approval, with a few changes in that wording, 
I could even support that. I supported Number 4. On Page 2, 
Mr. Cohen, I support your B, your purchase request and lease, A 
through B, and I support all of Page 3. 


The problem I have with the bill, Mr. Cohen, is obviously 
the sale and, one, because it appears that we are using that old 
cliche that, we've put the cart before the horse; that even 
before we go through our academic exercise, and in this case, a 
policy exercise, Mr. Cohen, we are already stating that we are 
comfortable in the elimination of 22 cars. At this point I am 
not comfortable in that until the Director of General Services 
and the Mayor of this City come forward and live up to their 
Administrative responsibility, and that is -- and not that -- we 
will pick just positions. For example, I know that the 
Assistant Director in Public Works, which there are two, one 
under the Public Works and one under the new program of the 
Maintenance Department under Public Works, I am not sure if it 
is wise to pay per mile when I know those two individuals are 
constantly on the road, especially in the evenings, especially 
during the winter months. I also know a gentleman in this room, 
who is the Director of Engineering and Construction, because I 
visit all the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer sites when we are doing 
work, I know that gentleman, the Director of E & Cy is on those 
jobs also in the evenings because I have seen him in the 
evenings. 


So, what I am saying, Director, I differ from you, that I 
believe that Mr. Cohen has the right to make this a legislative 
action and change the Pittsburgh Code, I believe it is a good 
bill, because it forces all of us to constantly be on our toes 
and stand back, almost like zero base budgeting, and say, do we 
need these cars, don't we need these cars, is it better to pay 
mileage, and this is all the information that this Director can 
put together, I can't, I don't have the expertise, I don't have 
the staff and it is not at my disposal, I think this Director 
can. And, I think and I believe that Mayor Murphy himself, and 
the memorandum of February 22nd from the Budget Director, shows 
that he and the Administration has already begun either 
reviewing the process or the policy or at least looking at it. 


But, I still want to give credit to Mr. Cohen because he 
put it to the forefront where decisions need to be made. 


So, I will give up the floor now just saying, Director, 


thank you for your fine work, I think you have led by example 
going from 14 cars down to three. 
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Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


I differ that I believe this can be a legislative act. I 
would never tell Mr. Cohen to amend the bill or delete a certain 
section, it is his bill, he has always respected the bills that 
I put forward, but I hope, Mr. Cohen, that you either address or 
you at least see same of my concerns. 


Why not let the Director go forward, we could either do it 
through a policy decision, which I think the Director has agreed 
she is already doing now, or we could even do it through a 
legislative decision, but I do not feel comfortable removing 
cars without the justification, and I am always going to keep in 
mind that this Mayor is the administrator of the City, we are 
the legislative process, we have to strike that fine balance, it 
either can be through legislation, where Mr. Cohen can meet with 
the Director and Mayor Murphy and others and come to this body 
with the proper balance or it could be just unilateral that this 
body will take action. 


I must say I do not see abuse of the cars. I do not 
picture these cars as being political perks here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I really believe that they are part of the tools 
that Mayor Murphy has given his staff to do a fine job; 
however, until I see your report, Director, I am going to hold 
off on giving my final position on them, meaning that untii T 
see your report, I might disagree or change that statement that 
I have just made. 


But, again, I have to say it is a bill well put together. 
That is the reason I first moved on putting municipal plates on 
cars, Dan, because I always thought that if there was an ability 
to abuse cars, it would be difficult to abuse a car with a 
municipal plate, if someone was out at midnight with a municipal 
plate, that would rein them in. 

The Chair: 


Hold on, we're taking a break while we switch 
stenographers. 


(At this point, Ms. Hruska resumed stenotyping the meeting) 
(Continued on next page with no loss of context) 
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Ms. Miskovich: 


The junk and the vehicles that I believe no longer have a 
useful life to the City. Not everything that we auction is no 
longer desirable. It's just no longer desirable for our 
purposes. As you can appreciate the mileage put on by a citizen 
versus the mileage put on by a city employee travelling putting 
on an average of 200 miles per day makes it much more harder on 
the car. : 


Mr. O'Connor: 
How many cars are in our motor pool? 
Ms. Miskovich: 
In our motor pool we have 1400 vehicles. + 
Mr. O'Connor: 
That's counting police cars? 
Ms. Miskovich: 
Correct. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
How many are available right now if nine of us wanted to -- 
we had to go to a meeting so instead of using my personal car 
which I think we all do most of the time, we requested ten cars 
and we had to go somewhere to a meeting, how’ long would it take 
to get the car? 


Ms. Miskovich: 


I have one motor pool that is the Department of General 
Services Motor Pool. In that motor pool I have 15 active 
vehicles. In addition to that each department that has, such as 
the Department of Engineering and Construction, the Department 
of Public Works, they have assigned to them a motor pool with 
cars that are utilized only by their department but it is on an 
ongoing basis. They require them daily and to have them sign 
them out of my motor vehicle pool only adds paperwork to the 
process. I have 35 vehicles in and about motor pools assigned 
to various departments. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
I£ someone comes to work and they take the car and they go 
somewhere on the job. Do you know —- for example there is 22 


cars in the Mayor's Office and if ten of them needed a car to go 
to a meeting, would they be available on a ten minute notice? 
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believe most of them are in city cars. We might want to analyze 
how much that is going to cost that person. When he uses his or 
her car for personal or business use his insurance will go up 
and I think we ought to analyze all these things before we just 
pull them out. 


Mr. Cohen: 


May I respond to that? ‘The City provides insurance for 
those vehicles. For many of those vehicles the City goes out to 
a private insurer to insure those vehicles even though the City 
is self insured. The others are of course insured by the City 
in the sense that if any accident occurs then the City would pay 
for that. But we go out to a private insurer for many of these 
cars too. Everybody outside of government who goes to work 
every day uses their own car. Their insurance does not go up if 
they have to use their cars. - 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Let me make it clear. Someone who in fact ~- Mr. Ricciardi 
and I learned -~ I agree here, you have something here. You ‘ 
opened Pandora's Box which we should and take a hard lock at all 
these cars. Mr. Ricciardi and I found out about eight months 
ago that someone on Council payroll actually had a car and we 
weren't aware of it who just came and went back and forth to 
work which Mr. Ferlo corrected that. So I sat there two years 
and didn't even know it so I think there's probably a lot more 
like that. Deborah cut ten or eleven cars out of her department 
and that's an 80 percent savings right there so out of those 22 
cars in the Mayor's Office one-half of them may be totally 
wasted. If someone is driving back and forth to work I 
certainly agree that they are not needed. My concern is that 
people, whether they be in the Mayor's Office or our staff or 
any staff in the city, especially Parks. I know Parks on the 
Fourth of July I had my kids at a pool and there was one of the 
Assistant Directors was going around on the Pourth of July to 
hit the pools to see what was going on and I respect and admire 
him for doing that. So again does that justify a car? I don't 
know but it might especially if his wife and kids wanted to 
say ~- "Hey, we're going on a picnic and we're taking a car™ and 
he says he'd like to go and check on some pools, I feel they all 
should be analyzed. 


Also now the insurance issue. If I'm going toa 
neighborhood meeting now and I have an accident am I insured? 


Mr. Cohen: 
Not if you are doing it on city-owned business which is 


what we do with all cars anyway. As you know, we have a lot of 
judgnents that come before Council that we pay for accidents if 
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well and I looked at the figures. If you need it I can provide 
it to you. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Mr. Cohen is on the right track because I personally think 
there's at least ten percent. We've talked about the budget and 
I think we can cut ten percent out of the city budget tomorrow 
if we all roll up our sleeves and do our homework. It is easier 
said but it can be done with a change of attitudes. Now this is 
one approach we should be looking at very carefully. 


1 would support this only if I like Councilman Hertzberg's 
amendment, I think we Ought to consider it because we should. 
You're only asking for 30 days to analyze the 22 cars over there 
and possibly if they do as good a job as Deborah did, 80 percent 
of them will be eliminated but I think we ought-to analyze the 
use of them. So I would support everything here but I question 
the first part and I think he has a good amendment to it for 
now. 


The Chair: 
I'd like to have few comments then I will turn it over. 


I agree with 90 percent of this legislation and what 
Councilman Ricciardi said I agree with and I've read everything 
and I have a hard time just with the first section; the sale and 
the removal of the cars. But I want to bring up Director, 
Councilman Cohen passed this around, a Copy of this page from 
the budget and the $6 million. I can remember going through 
budget deliberations last year and the year ‘before. if I’m not 
mistaken a majority of this line item the $6 million is for debt 
service and the issue that I brought up 24 months ago is that 
the Equipment Leasing Authority might have been a good idea when 
it was originated but my concern was the increase in the debt 
service on this line year after year and iff you look here you 
can see how it's jumping up and we're paying a yearly debt 
service -- this is for this year -~ for cars that have been 
purchased in prior years -and my concern then and it is now is 
that our out-of-pocket cash flow is going up while our fleet is 
getting older and we're paying for previous purchases and I was 
afraid that we were going to get to a point where our debt 
service is so high and we're paying for five-year old cars and 
we don’t have the money to upgrade anymore. The original 
intention behind the Equipment Leasing Authority was to go out, 
get control of the fleet, raise money and upgrade the police 
cars which is a great idea but I think now with Councilman 
Cohen's legislation this might be the time to re~think the 
policy of the Equipment Leasing Authority and just cars in 
general because for a debt service, and I think we should make 
that clear -- $6 million, we're not buying one new vehicle with 
that money. That's for all prior purchases and that's a pretty 
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The Chair: 


Mr. Perrett, let me clarify the question. I'm not talking 
about police cars, I'm not talking about those vans in Public 
Works. I'm talking about cars that are unmarked that might have 
a municipal plate that are given to employees. Have we 
purchased any cars? 


Ms. Miskovich: 


No, we have not. I knew that we had purchased some dog 
vehicles for our Animal Control officers. 


The Chair: 


I want to'stress this because it's very frustrating when -- 
the one problem that I have in ny district and I‘m sure my 
colleagues have in their districts are dealing with the image 
that the Mayor's Office has been increased tenfold and that cars 
are being purchased to be given out everywhere. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
That's absolutely false. 
fhe Chair: 


I know but I want to make something clear here because I 
sat through the deliberations last December when there was a 
transition team between administrations and we agreed that an 
incoming administration has the prerogative to redesign his 
departments the way he sees fit and all of the departments are 
under the control of the mayor when it comes to the executive 
branch. If that mayor wants to decrees an Urban Redevelopment 
Authority or decrease the Planning Department and increase 
another department that was fine with the majority of this body 
as long as he wasn‘t asking to bump up the total numbers. And 
if I'm not mistaken the net effect was actually a small minimal 
decrease in expenditures. So it is true that the Mayor's 
Department staff did increase but at the same time this mayor 
decreased other departments; it was a net wash so we are not 
just building up departments and hiring more people into buying 
more cars and I think the perception out there ~~ that's what 
the perception is out there, I want to make that clear. If 
anything, over the last four years this city has been so 
streamlined because of the finangial conditions we all face soit 
want to make that clear. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
To clarify one point that you had raised, the debt service 


that we pay is not just on prior vehicle purchases. You had 
seemed to suggest that we were paying money on vehicles that we 
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Ms. Miskovich: 
Are you only giving me one week? 
The Chair: 


I was talking about a week or two regarding those 22 but I 
have no problen working through the budget season on all 98 and 
just the issue in general on the cars and the policy that should 
be in place. I'm not ready at this point just to remove 22 and 
sell them. However, this is Councilman Cohen's bill now and I'm 
going to turn it over to him. I'm sorry, Councilman Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 


I want to thank you Director for responding to my initial 
request with such detailed information. I think it's very 
important that this information as you have pointed out is 
public information. We all share in protecting the expenditure 
of taxpayer's dollars. If had never expected this single request 
to spark such a debate. What I want to quickly say is that even 
though I believe there are a couple of flaws in this bill that 
is before us, I am supportive because I believe that what it is 
doing is creating a policy and a direction that would be beyond 
your scope in the future i£ you should move on to become the 
mayor or whatever that it would set a mandate for whoever holds 
your position in the future. So I will be supportive of it but 
i really want to say thank you because I had a problem earlier 
in receiving the information that I had requested. Yours was 
timely, it was concise and it answered all of my questions. So 
I appreciate your effort and your staff's effort in pulling this 
together in the time frame that I had asked for. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I also want to thank Director Miskovich for coming here and 
speaking to us candidly. - You and I talked before I even 
introduced this legislation. I have had a number of discussions 
since but we have a difference in policy that's all. 


I also want to thank my colleagues for their positive 
remarks about this bill. I hope they translate into votes but 
even if they don't I do want to clarify a couple of things that 
you said. I am not questioning 22 cars here, 1 want to make it 
clear. I am saying those 22 cars should be eliminated but I am 
questioning 64 cars, meaning all those cars that are not public 
safety vehicles and the questioning process that's laid out in 
this legislation is for the Director of General Services to 
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written justification but I can't in good conscience do that. 
My bottom line is that these cars should be eliminated, they 
aren't necessary. I do think that given the City's financial 
condition that it's not a proper use of taxpayer's money. They 
aren't provided for in the private sector and they certainly 
shouldn't be provided for the taxpayer's sector. Instead we 
should be reimbursing them and we should save them money so for 
that reason I would like to put this bill to a vote. 


The Chair: 
Roll Call vote please. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a motion to amend the 
bill at this time. - 


The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen, are you going to accept any friendly 
amendments? I know we can still have the amendment and seconded 
- on the floor without your support. 


Mr. Cohen: 


With all due respect I have to keep the position that I 
have feel strongly about and that is this was supposed to be a 
bill to eliminate unnecessary cars. Taking away that section 
would reduce the bill to paperwork and would gut it so I can't 
in good conscience do that. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I think to leave Paragraph One in may be economically worse 
for taxpayers. If we re going to confiscate and sell vehicles 
including maybe 1993 vehicles, 1992 vehicles, 1994's even and 
some of these positions you may be 100 percent correct Mr. Cohen 
and we may be able to do a lot of good for the taxpayers but in. 
some the harm may be worse and for that reason I'm going to make 
a motion to amend this bill as follows and I'11 provide the 
Clerk with a copy of this. We would delete under Sub-paragraph 

. A, Subsection 1 -- "Sale" and under Sub- paragraph A, Subsection 
2 where we have already amended to delete *uniformed", in that 
same line delete the words included in Sub-paragraph 1 above and 
in place of that put in there "Assigned to the Mayor and the 
Directors of the Departments of Public Safety, Public Works, 
Water and General Services" and then in under Sub-paragraph A 
Section 3, the final line of that we would delete the words, 
"Shall be sold according to the terms described in Paragraph 1.* 
And in front of the beginning of that sentence which begins all 
we would insert "The Director of General Services shall direct 
the Equipment Leasing Authority to sell.” Then we would move 
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Mr. Cohen: 


I will be very brief. I want to thank Councilman Hertzberg 
for putting it forward. I worked very well with you and I know 
I'll continue to do that. Mr. Chair, I think that the amendment 
in my judgment would gut the bill and for that reason I can't 
support it. I don't know what the harm is that Councilman 
Hertzberg said in eliminating these cars. There is no harm. TI 
don't know of an emergency meeting that the Director of 
Personnel would have to go late at night to be able to need a 
car. All we need to do is reimburse that person for a use of 
their own car. Everybody else in the world does it and I think 
we shouldbe doing it too but I would appreciate it if my 
colleagues would not support the amendment. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

1 offered the amendment in the interest of trying to get 
things done. That's been my Number One goal here as a member of 
City Council to try to get done what I think is best for the 
City of Pittsburgh and I did not consider whether the 
ramification on Mr. Cohen for being the sponsor of this bill but 
Gf that be the will of Council I withdraw my motion to amend. 
Mr. Cusick: 

I withdraw my second.

Briefly, and I know that does not occur often 
with me. What you have before you is a re-written 
piece of legislation; we must at times make tough 
decisions for tough policy that affects the future 
generations. It is sometimes the good of the many 
-- well, it should always be -- that the good of the 
many is outweighed by the desires of the few, and I 
think we need totake our time to pay close 
attention to decisions that will affect the next 
hundred years of this City and this region. I would 
ask my colleagues for support in this resolution, it 
has addressed many of their issues that they 
initially had problems with, and I hope and trust 
that we can get this on the board so that there will 
be an opportunity to be an integral part of 
the future of this region. 


The Chair: 


There is a motion on the floor, further 
discussion?

Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


First of all let me just reiterate that this is a non- 
binding resolution, that City Council has no legal 
authority over this issue, but at the same time it is a 
very difficult issue, and the reason is that -- good 
arguments, J believe, have been made on both 
sides, and I want to commend Councilman 
Smith for raising this, and I agree with him about 
many of the aspects of his resolution. 


¥ do agree, of course, that we have to have 
rational planning of the portion of this highway 
project from Route 51 to the City of Pittsburgh, 
and we have to ensure that segment of the highway 
does not disrupt any of our City 
neighborhoods, whether it be the Oakland 
neighborhood or the Nine Mile Run area in 
Squirrel Hill or any neighborhood. So, we have to 
address the impact of the project on the entire City 
and have a strong measure of control over that 
impact. The entire highway, but especially the 
portion into Pittsburgh, obviously, because we are 
the Pittsburgh City Council, but also that is the 
most populous section of the highway, also has to 
be environmentally sound. 


And, I also support the aspect, which I think 
was taken out in the last version, but the aspect that 
supports the spine line and MAGLEV. The spine 
line, of course, which would relieve a great deal of 
congestion, particularly in Oakland, and 
hopefully would go from the North Side through 
Downtown, all the way through Oakland. But, also 
MAGLEV, which we have discussed in this 
Council Chambers many times. MAGLEYV, I think 
is so important to the Pittsburgh area, not only for a 
pilot project between the City of Pittsburgh and the 
airport, but more importantly we can have 
Pittsburgh be the construction point for MAGLEV, 
for us actually to bring manufacturing back into 
the City and have Pittsburgh be the location where 
we construct MAGLEV trains for the entire 
country and for the entire world. 


But, my understanding, as Councilman 
Ricciardi mentioned, my understanding is that 
supporting or having the Mon Valley Expressway, 
the Mon-Fayette Expressway, does not preclude 
other federal projects, we have to aggressively 
work for all of them. 
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That having been said, those are the aspects of 
the resolution that I support, but I do believe that 
the resolution sends the wrong message at this time 
and I think that the message is inconsistent with 
two very important principles. One is that we act 
together as a region, and Western Pennsylvania is a 
region that has to work together and to be able to 
improve our conditions. Somebody once said that 
arising tide lifts all boats, and I think that is true of 
Western Pennsylvania. The other is that economic 
development really has to be our number one 
priority. Since 1980, the Pittsburgh area has lost 
more jobs, more per capita income and more 
population than any of the other top 25 areas in the 
United States of America and for that reason we 
have got to bring jobs back, we have got to 
bring investment back, particularly good, solid jobs 
that can spin off many jobs in the service sector 
and that this project, | think, will mean many jobs. 


But, there is, as Councilman Ricciardi said, a 
public process for each segment of the project and 
that will include several public hearings. I think 
we all have to work zealously, including testifying 
and lobbying to make sure that the project does not 
disrupt our neighborhoods, but I would like to do 
that within the public process that is set out. So, I 
do not consider this the end, 1 consider this the 
beginning, the beginning of this City Council 
working hard to make sure that the impact on the 
City of Pittsburgh is minimal and that it does not 
disrupt our neighborhoods, but at the same time I 
do not think we should be disrupting the process.

| just wanted to agree with Mr. Cohen, I 
think he eloquently stated almost all our concerms. 
1 won't be supporting the resolution but I will -- 1 
do commend Mr. Smith for bringing up a major 
‘issue, especially facing my end of the City, the 
whole East End. 1 think, outside of maybe jobs 
and crime, the number one issue there is traffic. 
Between Oakland and Monroeville, we're kind of 
caught in the middle. We cannot wait, even no 
matter if this is planned and perfect to everyone's 
satisfaction, neighborhood, residential, we -- I 


citizens throughout the City and the business 
community.I do not think we have really 
formulated that agenda. We havenot really 
actively been involved in defining or deciding 
what kinds of expenditures we want under the 
Federal ISTEA Legislation. This Council has not 
been actively involved, and I think if we are going 
to have an articulated voice on the SPRPC, which 
ultimately will sign off on some of these issues, } 
think we need to act, not only as a City but I think 
we need to act asa county. I think whatever our 
agenda is, my understanding is the Commissioners 
now have some major reservations about 
the Southern Beltway. 


I think because of the economic issues we really 
should be working out and hammering out a joint 
policy with our County Commissioners and the 
Mayor and City government regarding what our 
agenda should be for the region. We built a multi- 
million dollar airport that probably has benefited 
Beaver County morethan it has inner City 
neighborhoods here in the City of Pittsburgh and I 
think we have to be honest about that. 


So, 1 applaud Councilman Smith for moving 
this debate ahead, and I think it would be ashamed 
if this is just a simple vote "yes, no” on a resolution 
that does not have a direct legal impact. I think 
rather we should try to refocus in on the process 
and start establishing some collaborative effort 
with the Mayor and the Commissioners on what 
our City and county policy should be regarding the 
major expenditure of these federal dollars. So, I 
hesitate to vote on the resolution because I do not 
think it is the appropriate action that we should be 
focusing in on at this time.

I do not know what the problem was down there, 
but it appears that in the last two weeks there has 
been an unusually high number of incidents 
where the smell has been out of control. 


1 would just like to send a notice from this body 
at the request of Councilman Onorato, and then 
with the support of my colleagues here, to ask the 
Executive Director to explain what happened the 
last two weeks and what are the plans to 
resolve the problem.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

This is a project that I am 
extremely familiar with. We have held at least three meetings, 


possibly four meetings, on this topic and it is a very 


worthwhile project. I hope all of City Council will support it. 
It is something that we can't get done fast enough. 
With this particular project, we will be putting in a road 


that will run from West Carson Street to the rear of the 


Lawrence Paint Building. With the completion of this road, 
there is a commitment to then start, finally, the renovation of 
the Lawrence Paint Building, possibly the biggest eye sore in 
the entire area, but nonetheless, a beautiful building once it 
is rehabilitated. There is a $1 million grant in place to 


rehabilitate the exterior of that building, and that will 


commence as soon as we finish this road, and then the total 
renovation of the interior into condominium residences will then 
start after that. Then once that all falls into place or at 
least our segment here of the road, we are very optimistic that 


the balance of this road running from the Lawrence Paint 


Building to the Sheraton Hotel will be constructed, and with 
that, we are looking at large scale development -- possibly two 
hotels, three office buildings, entertainment complex, festival 
center, arena -- with projections of up to 5,100 construction 
jobs, 2,500 permanent jobs and a tax revenue of up to $7 million 


a year. 


So this is the beginning and I hope everyone supports it. 
In fact, there is already some work going on that we committed 
to I guess last year, which is the intersection itself of West 
Carson and this new road. The construction is ongoing today; if 
you drive by, you will see the orange cones there. 

So I feel comfortable voting on this right now as soon as 
we can. If anyone has any questions, I am pretty confident I 


can answer them.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


One item I neglected to mention regarding the Lawrence 
Paint Building and some of the plans for that, the developer is 
the Sanbrano Corporation, 100 percent union construction, but 
not only that, the financing is 100 percent union; I believe it 
is the AFL/CIO pension fund development money that is being used 


both to do the interior renovations and it will also be 


available for purchasers of individual units. 
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Big union job. 





Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Ricciardi: 


I differ that I believe this can be a legislative act. I 
would never tell Mr. Cohen to amend the bill or delete a certain 
section, it is his bill, he has always respected the bills that 
I put forward, but I hope, Mr. Cohen, that you either address or 
you at least see sone of my concerns. 


Why not let the Director go forward, we could either do it 
through a policy decision, which I think the Director has agreed 
she is already doing now, or we could even do it through a 
legislative decision, but I do not feel comfortable removing 
cars without the justification, and I am always going to keep in 
mind that this Mayor is the administrator of the City, we are 
the legislative process, we have to strike that fine balance, it 
either can be through legislation, where Mr. Cohen can meet with 
the Director and Mayor Murphy and others and come to this body 
with the proper balance or it could be just unilateral that this 
body will take action. 


I must say I do not see abuse of the cars. I do not 
picture these cars as being political perks here in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I really believe that they are part of the tools 
that Mayor Murphy has given his staff to do a fine job; 
however, until I see your report, Director, I am going to hold 
off on giving my final position on them, meaning that until I 
see your report, I might @isagree or change that statement that 
I have just made. 


But, again, I have to say it is a bill well put together. 
That is the reason I first moved on putting municipal plates on 
cars, Dany because I always thought that if there was an ability 
to abuse cars, it would be difficult to abuse a car with a 
municipal plate, if someone was out at midnight with a municipal 
plate, that would rein them in.

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Ms. Miskovich: 


There waS a singular issue. On the sale of the vehicles 
and this is something I apologize and I should have said at the 
onset. What I do know only having been a month on the job is 
that if for instance we were to pull -- if it were within my 
discretion or within the discretion of the Mayor's Office or 
felt with this body if there was a determination to pull "x" 
number of vehicles, I can tell you that what I have learned so 
far is that the last thing I would want to do is to sell those 
vehicles. I would take my Bonnevilles for instance, the last 
purchase that was made of Bonnevilles was in 1992. We paid -~ 
although those vehicles sold at that time over $22,000.00, we 
buy them direct from the factor and I paid $15,500.00 for those 
vehicles. We then add the radios in-house rather than having 
all the additions put on in the factory. I would not take a 
1992 Bonneville that was removed from an assignment to an 
individual and sell it. I would move that into my motor pool 
and I may take a 1983 vehicle that I have presently that 
requires a lot of service and I would put that in the auction 
but I apologize and -- frankly I see Councilman Cohen's 
occupied -- I would want to point out to each and every one of 
you -- I apologize in advance. That is sanething that normally 
I would have said at the outset. That the information that only 
I would reasonably have, but no matter what you do with this 
legislation you don't want to sell those vehicles. - 


My apologies to you Councilman Cohen because you and I 
chatted briefly before I was called to the table and I frankly, 
as you know, I don’t play poker for a good reason. It's much 
easier for me to be candid than it is to hide shells. I did not 
if Councilman Cohen had heard me. No matter what Councilman 
Cohen, I would not recommend the sale of these vehicles. Even 
if this legislation were to pass, I would much prefer, it would 
be by far more economical to the City that any vehicles that ~ 
have a useful life remaining with them to stay in the motor pool 
and that I pull out vehicles that now require a great deal of 
maintenance and upkeep and put those in the auction. That may 
be something that you may want to consider. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

What did you do with the cars that you eliminated? 
Ms. Miskovich: 

I put them in the motor pool the ones that were active and 
I pulled the vehicles that what I have indicated to Councilman 
Cohen for an auction that I have scheduled this summer. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


So you're going to auction the less desirable junkers. 
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Ms. Miskovich: 


The junk and the vehicles that I believe no longer have a 
useful life to the City. Not everything that we auction is no 
longer desirable. It's just no longer desirable for our 
purposes. As you can appreciate the mileage put on by a citizen 
versus the mileage put on by a city employee travelling putting 
on an average of 200 miles per day makes it much more harder on 
the car. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
How ‘many cars are in our motor pool? 
Ms. Miskovich: 

In our motor pool we have 1400 vehicles. - 
Mr. O'Connor: 

That's counting police cars? 

Ms. Miskovich: 

Correct. 

Mr. O'Connor: . 

How many are available right now if nine of us wanted to -- 
we had to go to a meeting so instead of using my personal car 
which I think we all do most of the time, we requested ten cars 
and we had to go somewhere to a meeting, how’ long would it take 
to get the car? 

Ms. Miskovich: 

I have one motor pool that is the Department of General 
Services Motor Pool. In that motor pool I have 15 active 
vehicles. In addition to that each department that has, such as 
the Department of Engineering and Construction, the Department 
of Public Works, they have assigned to them a motor pool with 
cars that are utilized only by their department but it is on an 
ongoing basis. ‘They require them daily and to have them sign 
them out of my motor vehicle pool only adds paperwork to the 
process. J have 35 vehicles in and about motor pools assigned 
to various departments. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

I£ someone comes to work and they take the car and they go 

somewhere on the job. Do you know -- for example there is 22 


cars in the Mayor's Office and if ten of them needed a car to go 
to a meeting, would they be available on a ten minute notice? 
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Us. Miskovichs 


Technically if nobody else is using the cars then they 
would be available but I have a limited number. If I ended up 
getting two requests from Parks and Recreation and one request 
from General Services and even one request from Council, I may 
not have the vehicles available. I don't maintain the type of 
fleet that we did in the past. In the prior years we had a 
fleet of up to 1700 vehicles. What we did was pare them down 
where we did not have an excess of vehicles and we increased the 
number of auctions so that those vehicles which no longer had a 
useful life to us but still would serve a useful purpose to 
other persons were still marketable, that we weren't just 
putting out scrap. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

Do we have a history or would you have this of say five 
years ago how many cars versus vehicles al] together, police 
cars, et cetera et cetera, Public Works? 

Ms. Miskovich: 

Would I have access to those statistics? 

Mr. O'Connor: 


You wouldn't have that on top of your head but could we see 
a chart like that how we have scaled back? 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Yes. 
Mr. O'Connor: 


Hopefully we have more police cars now than we did three 
years ago because we have more officers. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


Yes, you may. That information is all accessible going 
back five years. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Also, I would be interested to know what the insurance 
versus a person using their private car what the insurance cost 
will be to them. I am talking mainly about people in the 
Mayor's Office, Assistant Directors and the people who really go 
to meetings; I am concerned. I have been to a number of the 
neighborhood meetings where the Mayor brings his staff there, 
the key people. Now are they in their own car and right now I 
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pelieve most of them are in city cars. We might want to analyze 
how much that is going to cost that person. When he uses his or 
her car for personal or business use his insurance will go up 
and I think we ought to analyze all these things before we just 
pull them out. 


Mr. Cohen: 


May I respond to that? The City provides insurance for 
those vehicles. For many of those vehicles the City goes out to 
a private insurer to insure those vehicles even though the city 
is self insured. The others are of course insured by the City 
in the sense that if any accident occurs then the City would pay 
for that. But we go out to a private insurer for many of these 
cars too. Everybody outside of government who goes to work 
every day uses their own car. Their insurance does not go up if 
they have to use their cars. - 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Let me make it clear. Someone who in fact -~ Mr. Ricciardi 
and I learned -- I agree here, you have something here. You ' 
opened Pandora's Box which we should and take a hard look at all 
these cars. Mr. Ricciardi and I found out about eight months 
ago that someone on Council payroll actually had a car and we 
weren't aware of it who just came and went back and forth to 
work which Mr. Ferlo corrected that. So I sat there two years 
and didn't even know it so I think there's probably a lot more 
like that. Deborah cut ten or eleven cars out of her department 
and that's an 80 percent savings right there so out of those 22 
ears in the Mayor's Office one-half of them may be totally 
wasted. If someone is driving back and forth to work I 
certainly agree that they are not needed. My concern is that 
people, whether they be in the Mayor's Office or our staff or 
any staff in the city, especially Parks. I know Parks on the 
Pourth of July I had my kids at a pool and there was one of the 
Assistant Directors was going around on the Fourth of July to 
hit the pools to see what was going on and I respect and admire 
him for doing that. So again does that justify a car? I don't 
know but it might especially if his wife and kids wanted to 
say ~- "Hey, we're going on a picnic and we're taking a car“ and 
he says he'd like to go and check on some pools, I feel they all 
should be analyzed. 


Also now the insurance issue. If I'm going to a 
neighborhood meeting now and I have an accident am I insured? 


Mr. Cohen: 
Not if you are doing it on city-owned business which is 


what we do with all cars anyway. As you know, we have a lot of 
judgnents that come -before Council that we pay for accidents if 
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they occur as a part of city business. I would not discontinue 
that policy. 


Mr. O'Connor: 

There's a fine line between city business. On my way to 
church I might stop at a community event and I see directors 
doing that all the time. There's a fine line here of what city 
business -- so I thought they were all self insured. 

Mr. Hertzberg: 

It's also going to depend on what coverage you're talking 
about, whether it be medical payments, whether it be property 
damage -~ 
Mr. Cohen: « 

-- exactly what the City does now. 

Mr. O'Connor: 

I think it's something we should look at. I think you have 
a lot of potential here and we should open up and I want to be 
very careful who we cut. I don't think the three percent 
elimination of certain employees’ salaries was fair. If we do 
it we should analyze everyone using these cars. 

Ms. Miskovich: 


Mr. O'Connor, in response to your initial question to me, I 
only insure 25 of 1400 vehicles. 


Mr. O'Connor: 
The rest are self insured. 
Ms. Miskovich: 


That's correct. I only pay insurance on 25 vehicles of the 
1400, 


Mr. O'Connor: 

Even these 98 who go home, they're all self insured? 
Ms. Miskovich: 

Yes, unless they are one of the 25. I have the Bonnevilles 
under an insurance policy, one blanket policy and curiously 
enough I do have that figure in my office available because 


although nobody asked of me I am doing a review of all of the 
insurance for the City since it runs through my department as 
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well and I looked at the figures. If you need it I can provide 
it to you. 


Mr. O'Connor: 


Mr. Cohen is on the right track because I personally think 
there's at least ten percent. We've talked about the budget and 
t think we can cut ten percent out of the city budget tomorrow 
if we all roll up our sleeves and do our homework. It is easier 
said but it can be done with a change of attitudes. Now this is 
one approach we should be looking at very carefully. 


’ 2 wonld support this only if I like Councilman Hertzberg's 
amendment, I think we Ought to consider it because we should. 
you're only asking for 30 days to analyze the 22 cars over there 
and possibly if they do as good a job as Deborah did, 80 percent 
of them will be eliminated but I think we ought-to analyze the 
use of them. So I would support everything here but I question 
the first part and I think he has a good amendment to it for 
now. 


The Chair: 
I'd like to have few comments then I will turn it over. 


- T agree with 90 percent of this legislation and what 
Councilman Ricciardi said I agree with and I've read everything 
and I have a hard time just with the first section; the sale and 
the removal of the cars. But I want to bring up Director, 
Councilman Cohen passed this around, a copy of this page from 
the budget and the $6 million. I can remember going through 
budget deliberations last year and the year ‘before. If I'm not 
mistaken a majority of this line item the 56 million is for debt 
service and the issue that I brought up 24 months ago.is that 
the Equipment Leasing Authority might have been a good idea when 
it was originated but my concern was the increase in the debt 
service on this line year after year and if you look here you 
can see how it's jumping up and we're paying a yearly debt 
service -- this is for this year -~ for cars that have been 
purchased in prior years and my concern then and it is now is 
that our out-of-pocket cash flow is going up while our fleet is 
getting older and we're paying for previous purchases and I was 
afraid that we were going to get to a point where our debt 
service is so high and we're paying for five-year old cars and 
we don’t have the money to upgrade anymore. The original 
intention behind the Equipment Leasing Authority was to go out, 
get control of the fleet, raise money and upgrade the police 
cars which is a great idea but I think now with Councilman 
Cohen's legislation this might be the time to re-think the 
policy of the Equipment Leasing Authority and just cars in 
general because for a debt service, and I think we should make 
that clear -- $6 million, we're not buying one new vehicle with 
that money. ‘That's for all prior purchases and that's a pretty 


scary number when you look at that number considering how cars 
age. 


Another point I want to make clear and this is because of 
the media and just the way they covered this whole issue. We 
have 98 cars listed here and Councilman Cohen is questioning 22. 
Obviously I'd like to have your response within the next week or 
so of what you think of those 22 either justifying their 
existence or your improvements over the next several months 
leading into the budget deliberations. But there are 98 cars 
and 22 are being questioned at this point for the Mayor's 
department. I think this body can discuss this and this body is 
objective for the fact that we don't have cars here and I want 
to make that clear for the listening public in that we're not 
debating this worried about protecting the cars that we might 
have. We do not have city cars and I think it's important we 
stress that point. We're discussing and debating the issue of 
which city employee should have cars and is it important and 
there are a lot of good issues that were discussed here. 
Councilman Hertzberg made a good point in that one of the 
negatives about working for the public sector is that usually 
the salaries are a lot lower than in the private sector. Does 
that mean you should compensate for a car? It all depends on 
the position and what those individuals are doing. 


I would like to see a written justification and the other 
items that Councilman Cohen has in this bill in the future 
because I think it will then keep everyone honest because 
there's going to be a day. when you're not sitting in that chair, 
when I'm not sitting in this chair but it's a protection process 
that we put in place for future councils, future directors, 
future mayors so that the City of Pittsburgh taxpayers have some 
faith in the system. 


There's another point I want to stress here. There has 
been no cars purchased under this administration; is that true? 


Ms. Miskovich: 

Have we taken delivery of vehicles? Yes. I don't want to 
use -- the term "purchase" when you take delivery is technically 
when you purchase in a legal sense and I'm —- 

The Chair: 


-- you received new cars purchased from the administration, 
I understand that. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


Have I gone out and bought any vehicles in calendar year 
1994, no. Prior to my coming were any vehicles purchased? 
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The Chair: 


Mr. Perrett, let me clarify the question, I'm not talking 
about police cars, I'm not talking about those vans in Public 
Works. I'm talking about cars that are unmarked that might have 
a municipal plate that are given to employees. Have we 
purchased any cars? 


Ms. Miskovich: 


No, we have not. I knew that we had purchased some dog 
vehicles for our Animal Control officers. 


The Chair: 


rt want to‘stress this because it's very frustrating when -~ 
the one problem that I have in my district and I'm sure my 
colleagues have in their districts are dealing with the image 
that the Mayor's Office has been increased tenfold and that cars 
are being purchased to be given out everywhere. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
That's absolutely false. 
The Chairs: 


I know but I want to make something clear here because I 
sat through the deliberations last December when there was a 
transition team between administrations and we agreed that an 
incoming administration has the prerogative to redesign his 
departments the way he sees fit and all of the departments are 
under the control of the mayor when it comes to the executive 
branch. If that mayor wants to decrees an Urban Redevelopment 
Authority or decrease the Planning Department and increase 
another department that was fine with the majority of this body 
as long as he wasn‘t asking to bump up the total numbers. And 
if I'm not mistaken the net effect was actually a small minimal 
decrease in expenditures. So it is true that the Mayor's 
Department staff did increase but at the same time this mayor 
decreased other departments; it was a net wash so we are not 
just building up departments and hiring more people into buying 
more cars and I think the perception out there -— that's what 
the perception is out there, I want to make that clear. If 
anything, over the last four years this city has been so 
streamlined because of the financial conditions we all face sol 
want to make that clear. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
To clarify one point that you had raised, the debt service 


that we pay is not just on prior vehicle purchases. You had 
seemed to suggest that we were paying money on vehicles that we 
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had purchased several years ago so we're paying for old 
vehicles. That the debt service also covers the new vehicles 
purchased as well. ; 

The Chair: 

The $6 million is cash that will be coming out of our 
coffers in 1994 not to buy one car, it's to pay for previous 
cars purchased. 

Ms. Miskovich: 

No. 

The Chair: 


That's what I was told at budget time, that this was debt 
service. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


That is debt service. How much money of the bond is 
sitting around to buy new vehicles? 


Ms. Miskovich: 

I believe approximately $1.4 million unencumbered. 
The Chair: 

And that's in the Equipment Leasing Authority; correct? 
Ms. Miskovich: 

That's correct. 
The Chair: 

And you do sit on that board; correct? 
Ms. Miskovich: 

I chair the board. 
The Chair: 

in closing, I think this legislation is heading in the 
right direction but I'm willing to have you discuss the 22 cars 
that are in question and just the policy in general to get back 


to us on all 98 basically providing us with a written 
justification of those vehicles. 
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Ms. Miskovich: 
Are you only giving me one week? 
The Chair: 


I was talking about a week or two regarding those 22 but I 
have no problem working through the budget season on all 98 and 
just the issue in general on the cars and the policy that should 
be in place. I'm not ready at this point just to remove 22 and 
sell them. However, this is Councilman Cohen's bill now and I'm 
going to turn it over to him. I'm sorry, Councilman Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 


I want to thank you Director for responding to my initial 
request with such detailed information. I think it's very 
important that this information as you have pointed out is 
public information. We all share in protecting the expenditure 
of taxpayer's dollars. I had never expected this single request 
to spark such a debate. What I want to quickly say is that even 
though I believe there are a couple of flaws in this bill that 
is before us, I am supportive because I believe that what it is 
doing is creating a policy and a direction that would be beyond 
your scope in the future i£ you should move on to become the 
mayor or whatever that it would set a mandate for whoever holds 
your position in the future. So I will be supportive of it but 
i really want to say thank you because I had a problem earlier 
in receiving the information that I had requested. Yours was 
timely, it was concise and it answered all of my questions. So 
I appreciate your effort and your staff's effort in pulling this 
together in the time frame that I had asked for. 


Ms. Miskovich: 
Thank you. 
Mr. Cohen: 


I also want to thank Director Miskovich for coming here and 
speaking to us candidly. You and I talked before I even 
introduced this legislation. I have had a number of discussions 
since but we have a difference in policy that’s all. 


1 also want to thank my colleagues for their positive 
remarks about this bill. I hope they translate into votes but 
even if they don't I do want to clarify a couple of things that 
you said. I am not questioning 22 cars here, I want to make it 
clear. I am saying those 22 cars should be eliminated but I am 
questioning 64 cars, meaning all those cars that are not public 
safety vehicles and the questioning process that's laid out in 
this legislation is for the Director of General Services to 


. provide us written justification for those cars, so I want to 


clarify that point. 


On the aspect about whether this is additional compensation, 
a perk or whatever you want to call it, I disagree with that 
too. These vehicles that are proposed to be eliminated are for 
people who have salaries and I didn't want to get into this but 
who have salaries between $65,000.00 and $73,000.00 a year, I 
think that is a lot of money. 


As far as the reimbursement is concerned whether or not 
it's cheaper or more expensive than purchasing the cars, I want 
to make a point there and that is we reimburse now in the sense 
that we paid for -- we don't just purchase these cars, we pay 
for the gas, we pay for the insurance -- the City does so 
obviously it's going to be a lot cheaper not to purchase the 
vehicle because we're going to be reimbursed either way and we 
will save a lot of money by getting rid of these vehicles. 


I don't think this legislation handcuffs the Director. I 
think it works very cooperatively with the Director. The only 
thing it does handeuff and we should make this very clear, it 
does handcuff the City's ability to keep cars for a certain 
group of administrators who do not need them and that is what I 
strongly believe and I know that I disagree with some of my 
colleagues on that. 


The elimination of those cars will save over $300,000.00. 
The actual number is $360,800.00. The three percent salary cut 
for all non-union employees will save $300,000.00. This will 
save more and as far as I am concerned, I do think it's a 
reasonable policy to get rid of cars before 'we actually take 
people's salary. 


On the question of whether we have the legal ability to do 
this, I very much respect the Director of General Services and 
the fact that she's an attorney but Counselor, you mentioned a 
number of ordinances. I go to the Home Rule Charter. The Home 
Rule Charter is the City's constitution and it overrules every 
ordinance that the City has and in Section 510 of the Home Rule 
Charter makes it very clear. "Every contract relating to city 
affairs shall be authorized by resolution of Council.” As far 
as I'm concerned that overrides every ordinance and this is a 
contract. We enter into a contract with the Equipment Leasing 
Authority to buy these cars. 


I know that a number of colleagues have suggested 
eliminating Section One of this bill and I respect their opinion 
but I disagree with them and the reason is that I think that 
would gut the bill and it would reduce the bill to paperwork and 
would not save a dime of taxpayer's money and for that reason, 
although this bill itself is a compromise, I originally wanted 
to eliminate all the cars; this is a compromise and ask for 
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written justification but I can't in good conscience do that. 
My bottom line is that these cars should be eliminated, they 
aren't necessary. I do think that given the City's financial 
condition that it's not a proper use of taxpayer's money. They 
aren't provided for in the private sector and they certainly 
shouldn't be provided for the taxpayer's sector. Instead we 
should be reimbursing them and we should save them money so for 
that reason I would like to put this bill toa vote. 


The Chair: 
Roll Call vote please. 
Mr. Hertzberg: 


Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a motion to amend the 
bill at this time. s 


The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen, are you going to accept any friendly 
amendments? I know we can still have the amendment and seconded 
* on the floor without your support. 


Mr. Cohen: 


With all due respect I have to keep the position that I 
have feel strongly about and that is this was supposed to be a 
bill to eliminate unnecessary cars. Taking away that section 
would reduce the bill to paperwork and would gut it so I can't 
in good conscience do that. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


I think to leave Paragraph One in may be economically worse 
for taxpayers. If we re going to confiscate and sell vehicles 
including maybe 1993 vehicles, 1992 vehicles, 1994's even and 
some of these positions you may be 100 percent correct Mr. Cohen 
and we may be able to do a lot of good for the taxpayers but in. 
some the harm may be worse and for that reason I'm going to make 
a motion to amend this bill as follows and I'll provide the 
Clerk with a copy of this. We would delete under Sub-paragraph 

. Ay Subsection 1 -- "Sale" and under Sub- paragraph A, Subsection 
2 where we have already amended to delete "uniformed", in that 
same line delete the words included in Sub-paragraph 1 above and 
in place of that put in there "Assigned to the Mayor and the 
Directors of the Departments of Public Safety, Public Works, 
Water and General Services" and then in under Sub-paragraph A 
Section 3, the final line of that we would delete the words, 
"Shall be sold according to the terms described in Paragraph 1." 
And in front of the beginning of that sentence which begins all 
we would insert “The Director of General Services shall direct 
the Equipment Leasing Authority to sell.“ Then we would move 
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down to Sub-paragraph B Automobiles and there's a reference to 
Paragraph 1 which we would have to delete. 


The Chair: 


Councilman Hertzberg, if I could make a suggestion. I'm 
afraid that people maybe asking you to repeat it again and what 
we could do is have it in writing by Tuesday. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 


Let me finish real briefly and any other place where 
numbering: would have to be changed to conform with this. What 
the result is that in 30 days the various items marked "A 
through K", types of justifications would have to be provided 
for all these 98 vehicies, again subject to the exceptions of 
the Mayor, Directors of Department of Public Safety, Public 
Works, Water and General Services. That would be the result 
that we're seeking here and in the event that Council 
disapproves this 24-hour use then the Director of General 
Services shall direct the sale of the vehicles. 


The Chair: 


Is there a second on the amendment? There is a motion for 
an amendment, is there a second on the amendment that was read? 


Mr. Cusick: 


Second for discussion. I don't think that we should be 
amending this bill because of the hard work that Mr. Cohen put 
into it. Mr. Cohen did not accept the amendments and I believe 
that we either vote it up or down and Mr. Hertzberg, you can 
re-write the bill if you choose. But the sponsor of the bill 
has said that he does not want to amend it and I think we should 
respect that. 


Mr. Ricciardi: 


For the record I'd like to thank Mr. Hertzberg for trying 
to get this off center. .I do agree with the amendment, however 
I know how difficult it is to draft legislation and all the time 
and effort that goes into it and at this point I would feel 
uncomfortable amending someone's bill. Let me say though I 
agree with the amendment and even if the bill fails I believe 
the Administration is going through all this work and from what 
Director Miskovich has stated here so even if the bill fails I'm 
not saying that we're not doing anything. Mayor Murphy and 
others and Director Miskovich is going through the exercise and 
I don't want to put Mr. Hertzberg on the spot because when he 
spoke about the amendment I initially said I agree with the 
amendment but I was hoping it was going to be proposed by the 
sponsor but I can't support it for that reason.

Mr. Cohen: 


t will be very brief. 1 want to thank Councilman Hertzberg 
for putting it forward. I worked very well with you and I know 
T'1] continue to do that. Mr. Chair, I think that the amendment 
in my judgment would gut the bill and for that reason I can't 
support it. I don't know what the harm is that Councilman 
Hertzberg said in eliminating these cars. There is no harm. I 
don't know of an emergency meeting that the Director of 
Personnel would have to go late at night to be able to need a 
car. All we need to do is reimburse that person for a use of 
their own car. Everybody else in the worid does it and I think 
we shouldrbe doing it too but I would appreciate it if my 
colleagues would not support the amendment. 


Mr. Hertzberg: 

I offered the amendment in the interest of trying to get 
things done. That's been my Number One goal here as a member of 
City Council to try to get done what I think is best for the 
City of Pittsburgh and I did not consider whether the 
ramification on Mr. Cohen for being the sponsor of this bill but 
if that be the will of Council I withdraw my motion to amend. 
Mr. Cusick: 

I withdraw my second. 

The Chair: 

The bill as it stands in front of us.

Mr. O'Brien:

This is the second time I have 
been so acknowledged, once before 
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by Councilman Regan, when I did books on the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, he being, of course, the 
unofficial Mayor of the North Side, he was 
particularly interested in books about the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 


To have Councilman O'Connor bring me to the 
forum today is particularly significant because it is 
not often that a guy from Greenfield boosts a guy 
from Hazelwood for anything. So, it is nice to 
have him do this, but he has always been a fan. 


Yes, I am a Pittsburgher, I am very proud to 
have these products. They were done by Ed Lutz 
at Cold Comp right on Penn Avenue and by Geyer 
Printing on Bigelow Boulevard in Oakland. These 
books are first class products, they are done as well 
as anything that has been done in Chicago or New 
York. { think it is a wonderful tribute to a man, 
Roberto Clemente, who graced this City with his 
presence for 18 seasons, and now his sons are here 
to carry on with the Roberto Clemente Foundation. 
They want to get the kids of Pittsburgh out of 
gangs, out of mischief, into productive activity. 
They want to help them learn, not just how to play 
baseball but how to be perhaps the kind of man 
their father was. 


Roberto Clemente, he represented this City 
well, it is my obligation as a writer and publisher, 
and this is my sixth book, “Remember Roberto” 
about Pittsburgh. There is a campaign going on 
right now called "Look at us Now" endorsed by 
Mayor Tom Murphy, and I am privileged to have 
been invited by Major League Baseball to 
participate in the Fan Fest and to offer lectures 
at the Diamond Theatre, at the David L. Lawrence 
Convention Centerand all those names I am 
mentioning are all Pittsburgh. 


I plan to be writing these books until I am 70 
and I hope I get an opportunity to come back to 
City Council with more books that promote 
Pittsburgh and call attention world wide.

This book is being circulated all across the 
nation. 1 saw orders in Honolulu, Hawaii, because 
these books are not just about sports, they are 
about the streets of Pittsburgh, they are about 
special people, like Dick Caliguiri, who I had the 
pleasure of knowing.

At this time I would like to call forward Ed 
Evans, if you could come up here, Russ Wagner, 
Pius Raw, John Fredley and Bill Yost.

MR. ONORATO PRESENTS 
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No. 675 WHEREAS, on June 14, 1777, John 
Adams introduced through Congress a resolution 
stating that the flag of the United States shall be 
thirteen stripes, red and white, alternating, with a 
union of thirteen white stars on a blue field; and 


WHEREAS, Flag Day was first observed in 
1877 on its 100th anniversary and is only a legal 
holiday in Pennsylvania. It has since been known 
as "A time to honor America"; and 


WHEREAS, on Tuesday, June 14, 1994, The 
North Side Veterans Council will commemorate its 
Fifty-Eighth Annual Flag Day Celebration, 
marking the 217th anniversary of the adoption 
of the flag; and 


WHEREAS, the North Side Veterans Council,

think we need totake our time to pay close 
attention to decisions that will affect the next 
hundred years of this City and this region. I would 
ask my colleagues for support in this resolution, it 
has addressed many of their issues that they 
initially had problems with, and I hope and trust 
that we can get this on the board so that there will 
be an opportunity to be an integral part of 
the future of this region.

I appreciate the way this resolution has been 
amended, particularly the provisions that were 
previously in this resolution that dealt with the 
concept that if you build more roads in and out of 
Pittsburgh, it gives people more of an incentive to 
move out of the City, which was a concept that 
Idid not support at all. But, that was what first 
brought this in here and that was the main concept, 
and I think this thing is a -- it is almost a slippery 
kind of resolution, I mean it -- certainly in the end 
result we're trying to say the same thing, we're just 
trying to shift how we are getting there now, and 
I don't support this resolution. 


The provisions in here about the division into 
three separate segments for this particular roadway, 
IT think they were explained in a satisfactory 
manner by the people from the Turnpike 
Commission, that this is the normal procedure 
rightnow. We were also told that this will not 
preclude other regional transportation projects. I 
think City residents willbe involved in the 
planning of this road. I don’t think the end result is 
going to be more congestion, I think the end result 
is going to be less congestion. 


And, I was very much influenced at the public 
hearing by the people from the Mon Valley who 
favored the immediate approval and construction 
of the next phase of this project. Thank you. 

The Chair:

Obviously I appreciate Mr. Smith's hard work 
on this bill, then also bringing so many issues to 
light; however, I will be opposing the resolution 
today. 


If you look back on the history of the Mon- 
Fayette Expressway, you will see that many public 
hearings have occurred before each segment has 
taken effect, and obviously a project of this 
magnitude, I believe needs to be done in segments 
and eventually discussed by the City of Pittsburgh, 
where then we could raise the concerns that Mr. 
Smith has raised. 


Thave a goal and my goal in mind is to remove 
the truck traffic from Carson Street; I have a goal 
and the goal in mind is to relieve some of the 
congestion in the Oakland District that I represent, 
and before those can be properly addressed, 
we have to get on with the next segment, Segment 
3. And, also we have to look at a regional aspect. 
I have been critical in the past of the county and 
some of the municipalities and suburbs, who do not 
recognize us as neighbors and work with us to -- 
for our benefit, however, this is a time that I think 
they arestepping up and saying that they 
appreciate if we in no way criticize the present 
project and how it is going to help them. And, also 
we have to recognize that many state officials 
stood up when we needed the regional asset district 
and stood up and gave us that vote. I feel very 
uncomfortable in setting any type of obstacles in 
their way. 


That said, though, I think, again, Mr. Smith 
Taises some very important issues and issues that 
we will have to address in the near future before 
the expressway enters the City of Pittsburgh 
proper. Thank you. 

The Chair: 


Councilman Cohen. 





Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


First of all let me just reiterate that this is a non- 
binding resolution, that City Council has no legal 
authority over this issue, but at the same time it is a 
very difficult issue, and the reason is that -- good 
arguments, I believe, have been made on both 
sides, and I want to commend Councilman 
Smith for raising this, and I agree with him about 
many of the aspects of his resolution. 


I do agree, of course, that we have to have 
rational planning of the portion of this highway 
project from Route 51 tothe City of Pittsburgh, 
and we have to ensure that segment of the highway 
does not disrupt any of our City 
neighborhoods, whether it be the Oakland 
neighborhood or the Nine Mile Run areain 
Squirrel Hill or any neighborhood. So, we have to 
address the impact of the project on the entire City 
and have a strong measure of control over that 
impact. The entire highway, but especially the 
portion into Pittsburgh, obviously, because we are 
the Pittsburgh City Council, but also that is the 
most populous section of the highway, also has to 
be environmentally sound. 


And, I also support the aspect, which 1 think 
was taken out in the last version, but the aspect that 
supports the spine line and MAGLEV. The spine 
line, of course, which would relieve a great deal of 
congestion, particularly in Oakland, and 
hopefully would go from the North Side through 
Downtown, all the way through Oakland. But, also 
MAGLEV, which we have discussed in this 
Council Chambers many times. MAGLEV, I think 
is so important to the Pittsburgh area, not only for a 
pilot project between the City of Pittsburgh and the 
airport, but moreimportantly we can have 
Pittsburgh be the construction point for MAGLEV, 
for us actually to bring manufacturing back into 
the City and have Pittsburgh be the location where 
we construct MAGLEV trains for the entire 
country and for the entire world. 


But, my understanding, as Councilman 
Ricciardi mentioned, my understanding is that 
supporting or having the Mon Valley Expressway, 
the Mon-Fayette Expressway, does not preclude 
other federal projects, we have to aggressively 
work for all of them. 
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That having been said, those are the aspects of 
the resolution that I support, but I do believe that 
the resolution sends the wrong message at this time 
and I think that the message is inconsistent with 
two very important principles. One is that we act 
together as a region, and Western Pennsylvania is a 
region that has to work together and to be able to 
improve our conditions. Somebody once said that 
arising tide lifts all boats, and I think that is true of 
Western Pennsylvania. The other is that economic 
development really has to be our number one 
priority. Since 1980, the Pittsburgh area has lost 
more jobs, more per capita income and more 
population than any of the other top 25 areas in the 
United States of America and for that reason we 
have got to bring jobs back, we have got to 
bring investment back, particularly good, solid jobs 
that can spin off many jobs in the service sector 
and that this project, I think, will mean many jobs. 


But, there is, as Councilman Ricciardi said, a 
public process for each segment of the project and 
that will include several public hearings. 1 think 
we all have to work zealously, including testifying 
and lobbying to make sure that the project does not 
disrupt our neighborhoods, but I would like to do 
that within the public process that is set out. So, I 
do not consider this the end, I consider this the 
beginning, the beginning of this City Council 
working hard to make sure that the impact on the 
City of Pittsburgh is minimal and that it does not 
disrupt our neighborhoods, but at the same time I 
do not think we should be disrupting the process. 
Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Councilman Cohen. Others? 
Councilman O'Connor. 

Mr. O'Connor: 


| just wanted to agree with Mr. Cohen, I 
think he eloquently stated almost all our concerns. 
1 won't be supporting the resolution but I will -- 1 
do commend Mr. Smith for bringing up a major 
issue, especially facing my end of the City, the 
whole East End. I think, outside of maybe jobs 
and crime, the number one issue there is traffic. 
Between Oakland and Monroeville, we're kind of 
caught in the middle. We cannot wait, even no 
matter if this is planned and perfect to everyone's 
satisfaction, neighborhood, residential, we -- 1 


am not going to sit by and wait five or seven years 
for something to come and help us -- although I 
think this, if it's done correctly, will, as Mr. Cohen 
stated -- economically. 


But, I will be calling for a post agenda. As far 
as our traffic planners and PennDot, we have to do 
a lot of major things in the East End because our 
quality of life there, the traffic is -- it is just 
terrible. From 3 o'clock on it is just a bumper to 
bumper, all through Squirrel Hill, 
Hazelwood, Greenfield. 


So, I thank him, I think he is bringing on a 
delighted issue, although I do not agree with the 
resolution, I think it can wake us up and we better 
start planning and doing something for the future 
of this City. 


The Chair: 
Councilman Onorato. 
Mr. Onorato: 
I will keep it brief, Mr. President. 


I just want to say that Councilman Smith did 
bring the issues to the forefront, and I think if there 
is anything that comes out of this resolution being 
proposed today is that the discussion is on the table 
and everybody is put on notice of some of the 
traffic problems throughout the City 
but particularly in the East End and a major 
highway that could possibly be coming through the 
City. 


However, I do disagree with the resolution and 
the image that it sends out, it is non-binding, 
however, actions that we take in this body here in 
this Chamber, sends strong signals through the 
entire region, and ] agree with Councilman 
Cohen that this is a great opportunity for us to 
show that we are part of the region, not just the 
largest municipality within the county but a 
neighborhood to the other municipalities around 
us and the other counties. So, I look forward to 
dealing with the City issues in the future, however, 
I just disagree with this particular process and I 
will be voting against the resolution. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much. Others? 
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I just want to state very clearly, 1 think the 
worse thing we can do right now from a point of 
view of promoting economic development not only 
in the City but as our City relates to the economic 
area outside the City, as well the major 
transportation issues that we have to deal with, be 
they issues of bricks and mortar and concrete, vis- 
a-vis major highways or some of the other 
transportation issues, such as mass transit, I am 
not going to support anything that would be 
characteristic of an ostrich policy, and that is, 
having our heads in the sand. The only reason why 
I do not support this resolution at this time is 1 
think it is somewhat misguided. 


I think, unfortunately, we are throwing this 
resolution out, it is either going to pass or fail, it is 
obvious that it does not have the majority support 
here, and | think, unfortunately, it is somewhat not 
focusing where I think we needto have our 
attention on and that is not just on a non- 
binding resolution that really has no clout but the 
process itself. I have to admit, and I think many in 
this room and many in the public, do not fully 
understand all of the transportation issues that are 
now being debated by the SPRPC and other 
governmental forums. 


I think rather than either approve or disapprove 
of this resolution, which, even in reading it, I do 
not think it would have any net effect. 1 think, 
rather, I think what Councilman Smith has helped 
us do, as well as some of the advocates I see out in 
the audience, is say that City government has 
the responsibility to start leading, and I think, 
unfortunately, on this issue of transportation, it is 
not clear that we have done that. 


I am the first one to be parochial when it comes 
to representing my Council district, I always fight 
for it, I am concerned about any major highway, if 
it goes through and tears up neighborhoods or loses 
the tax base or wipes out commercial corridors or 
Tuins our riverfront, as much as any other 
Council member, but I think we are talking about 
multi-million, if notseveral billion dollar 
expenditures, and 1 think what we need is to really 
define first, which I do not think we have done, 
what is the Pittsburgh agenda, what is our agenda 
as a City, what isthe URA, the Planning 
Commission, the Mayor and this 
Council cohesively and collectively decided what 
is our parochial agendaand have we developed 
that agenda based on input from grass roots 


Citizens throughout the City and the business 
community.! do not think we have really 
formulated that agenda. We havenot really 
actively been involved in defining or deciding 
what kinds of expenditures we want under the 
Federal ISTEA Legislation. This Council has not 
been actively involved, and I think if we are going 
to have an articulated voice on the SPRPC, which 
ultimately will sign off on some of these issues, I 
think we need to act, not only as a City but I think 
we need to act asa county. J think whatever our 
agenda is, my understanding is the Commissioners 
now have some major reservations about 
the Southern Beltway. 


I think because of the economic issues we really 
should be working out and hammering out a joint 
policy with our County Commissioners and the 
Mayor and City government regarding what our 
agenda should be for the region. We built a multi- 
million dollar airport that probably has benefited 
Beaver County morethan it has inner City 
neighborhoods here in the City of Pittsburgh and I 
think we have to be honest about that. 


So, 1 applaud Councilman Smith for moving 
this debate ahead, and I think it would be ashamed 
if this is just a simple vote "yes, no" on a resolution 
that does not have a direct legal impact. I think 
rather we should try to refocus in on the process 
and start establishing some collaborative effort 
with the Mayor and the Commissioners on what 
our City and county policy should be regarding the 
major expenditure of these federal dollars. So, I 
hesitate to vote on the resolution because I do not 
think it is the appropriate action that we should be 
focusing in on at this time.

And, secondly, we did specifically ask, and I 
asked this personally in meetings and also at this 
Council table, I do believe that we should formally 
ask, and [ believe it should bethe Mayor's 
responsibility, who is negotiating this matter, 
to ask the County Commissioners, Commissioner 
Foerster, in particular, to assist specifically on the 
eight million dollar issue, not the saving an 
infrastructure, 1 am all for that, I applaud that 
expenditure, as well, if Governor Casey 
is supportive as he was in Philadelphia. I am 
talking about the approach to the County, not hat in 
hand but allowing the County participation in the 
stadium affairs, albeit on the Authority Board, a 
seat on the Pirate Organization Board, things of 
this sort. 


1 would like to see the County become a full 
partner in the future, not only immediately on the 
eight million dollar issue, but into the future on the 
stadium and what we are doing regarding the debt 
service, it should not be bom solely by 
City taxpayers. I do not know if that has happened 
yet, I know there has been discussions around the 
stadium expenditures but my specific request had 
to do with the County being supportive right now 
regarding the eight million dollars.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Chair: 


Under Motions and Resolutions, Councilman 
Cohen, would you update us on cable, 


Mr. Cohen: 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


Mr. President, members of Council, yesterday 
afternoon we received the announcement from TCI 
regarding its new rates, although the letter is dated 
June the 8th, we did not receive this until yesterday 
afternoon, and I am pleased that for the first time in 
TCI's history the company has lowered the 
price for both of its rate tiers, the basic tier and the 
expanded basic tier. The basic tier is down about 
6.2 percent, as I calculate it, the expanded basic is 
down approximately 2.7 percent, and the total for 
people who have both tiers would be down about 
4.25 percent. As far as I know this has 
never happened before in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and I think that it is a direct result of rate regulation 
by this Council and by the Federal Government. 


It has been a tough fight against TCI but I think 
it is beginning to work. Since 1986 TCI has raised 
its rates more than 100 percent for both tiers, that's 
an outrageous increase and far in excess of the 
inflation rate, and I think because of our 
aggressiveness in becoming certified by the 
Federal Government and moving to regulate TCI, 
the rates are not only not going up but they are 
actually coming down, 


That having been said, 1 think we have to keep 
the heat on TCI. We need to analyze these rates 
against the bench marks that have been set up by 
the Federal Communications Commission to see 
whether the rates have been reduced as much as 
required by law. 
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I spoke with our consultant, you may have 
also, Mr. President, David Wormser, yesterday, 
about his initial reaction to these rates. I think we 
have a lot of work to do to see whether they 
comply with the bench marks. Mr. Wormser will 
be here tomorrow to discuss the other issue, and 
that is the merger between TCI and Liberty Media. 


But, as far as rates are concemed, I look 
forward to getting together with you, Mr. 
President, hopefully today, toschedule an 
evidentiary hearing with TCI present at that 
hearing to answer questions. Now, of course, that 
does not include just rates, it also includes many 
service issues, and as I read TCI's correspondence 
here, they have raised prices for installation and 
also for having an additional outlet put in your 
home, and that is unacceptable as far as I am 
concerned, and I think we need to get into that 
issue. 


The FCC in its announcement about its new 
regulations several months ago, said they expected 
the rates to drop seven percent, and these rates, 
although they have dropped, have not dropped 
seven percent, as I read them initially, and 1 hope 
that we can get the rates down even more than 
what TCI has announced, even after that point I 
think we have to be vigilant to make sure that 
TCI's rates continue to come down, until, 
frankly, there's meaningful competition in the 
industry. That looks like that will be coming with 
Bell Atlantic getting into the cable business, that 
means there will be true competition 
which hopefully will reduce rates under market 
conditions, but I donot think that is going to 
happen for several years. 


So, I look forward to scheduling an evidentiary 
hearing and keeping the heat on TCI to try to bring 
these rates even lower and to be on top of them 
with respect to service issues. 


The second issue, which, Mr. President, you 
have done a lot of work on, is the merger between 
TCI and Liberty Media, becauseit involves a 
transfer of more than three percent ownership 
of TCI, we, the City of Pittsburgh, have to approve 
that merger, or we'll be asked to approve it. That 
will be coming up tomorrow. That will be coming, 
up tomorrow in our committee discussion. 
We have received voluminous documents about it. 
Mr. Wormser, the City's cable consultants, will be 
here, as will Shawn McGorry, who is the General 





Manager of TCI, as will Deborah Miskovich, the 
Director of General Services, and Mr. Ashley 
Schannauer, the lawyer in the Law Department 
who has been working on this issue. So, I look 


forward to a fruitful discussion on that 
issue tomorrow. 
The Chair: 

Thank you, Councilman Cohen. We will 


schedule the hearing. In relation to the folks 
tomorrow that we have asked to come in, I would 
have to ask cooperation, permission from 
Chairman Onorato of Finance, the plane flight was 
such, in order to save money and not have this 
gentleman be here last night, it would be nice if we 
could hold the bill to the last bill on the agenda, 
rather than spend the extra money to bring him in 
here the night before. Councilman Onorato? 


Mr. Onorato: 


Well, on the spirit of fiscal cooperation, 1 have 
no problem with doing that, Mr. President. 


On a different matter, I just want to put them on 
notice. Last weekend, or two weekends ago, 
Alcosan set out an odor across the North Side that 
was unbelievable, it was one of the worse I can 
remember, and it reached further into 
other neighborhoods outside of Brighton Heights. 
I do not know what the problem was down there, 
but it appears that in the last two weeks there has 
been an unusually high number of incidents 
where the smell has been out of control. 


I would just like to send a notice from this body 
at the request of Councilman Onorato, and then 
with the support of my colleagues here, to ask the 
Executive Director to explain what happened the 
last two weeks and what are the plans to 
resolve the problem. 


It is the beginning of summer, but I think it is 
important that we get this on the record, so if I 
have to pull it up in afew months and this 
continues, | want to keep track of it. 


So, I would like to make a motion that we send 
a letter to the Executive Director to explain what 
happened in the last two weeks over at Alcosan, 
that the smell continued for about a day and a half, 
and how they are going to solve it, and if it was 
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aone-time incident, I would like to have the 
explanation in writing to this body. 


The Chair: 


Motion to communicate to the Alcosan 
Executive Director for the purpose as so stated. Is 
there a second?

Just very briefly, [ would like to ask for a report 
from the Finance Director regarding why so many 
PGH-40 tax retums are going to be late. I have 
been trying for several months to get somebody 
paid who filed, they are owed several 
hundred dollars, they filed very early in the year, 
my understanding is we may end up paying interest 
rates and interest fees on thousands of the PGH-40 
retums. This is where individuals are owed, some 
as little as 5, 10, 20 bucks, some are owed 2, 
3, $400.00, and unfortunately, I do not know what 
the problem is, but there very well may be a 
situation where a large number of these tax returns 
are going to be late. I think June 30th is the 
deadline. 


I would like to ask that the Finance Director 
communicate to us and give us an update and a 
listing of how many retums have been completed, 
why so many are outstanding, how many 
he anticipates will not meet the June 30th deadline 
and will require an interest payment to be paid and 
why we cannot get a quicker system of retuming 
individual tax returns. I filed my taxes on April 
15th with the Feds, I got my check I think 
five weeks later. 


I have individuals from my Council district who 
are complaining to me that have waited for three 
months, and I do not understand what the problem 
is. 


Any other discussion? Councilman Smith. 


Mr. Smith: 

Yes, I would just like to apprise my fellow 
colleagues that we did some billboard legislation 
that limited the size of billboards in the Manchester 
community, one billboard snuck through, it is 40 
by 40, in the community, I have written letters, 
asking from both Mr. Brown and Mr. Cimino if 
there are any other billboards that are on deck that 
are of this size. | think that it is just very important 
that I apprise you that this slipped through after we 
had changed the legislation mandating a size limit. 
And, if you get an opportunity, it would be greatly 
appreciated if you would take a quick run across 
the river and take a look at what I think is probably 
avery unsightly billboard in a community. I do 
not know what we can do because of the process 
was in place, but I just want you to be aware that 
we now have a new 40 by 40 billboard sign in the 
City of Pittsburgh.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. This is a project that I am 
extremely familiar with. We have held at least three meetings, 
possibly four meetings, on this topic and it is a very 
worthwhile project. I hope all of City Council will support it. 
It is something that we can’t get done fast enough. 

With this particular project, we will be putting in a road 
that will run from West Carson Street to the rear of the 
Lawrence Paint Building. With the completion of this road, 
there is a commitment to then start, finally, the renovation of 
the Lawrence Paint Building, possibly the biggest eye sore in 
the entire area, but nonetheless, a beautiful building once it 
is rehabilitated. There is a $1 million grant in place to 
rehabilitate the exterior of that building, and that will 
commence as soon as we finish this road, and then the total 
renovation of the interior into condominium residences will then 
start after that. Then once that all falls into place or at 
least our segment here of the road, we are very optimistic that 
the balance of this road running from the Lawrence Paint 
Building to the Sheraton Hotel will be constructed, and with 
that, we are looking at large scale development -- possibly two 
hotels, three office buildings, entertainment complex, festival 
center, arena -- with projections of up to 5,100 construction 
jobs, 2,500 permanent jobs and a tax revenue of up to $7 million 
a year. 

So this is the beginning and I hope everyone supports it. 
In fact, there is already some work going on that we committed 
to I guess last year, which is the intersection itself of West 
Carson and this new road. The construction is ongoing today; if 
you drive by, you will see the orange cones there. 

So I feel comfortable voting on this right now as soon as 
we can. If anyone has any questions, I am pretty confident I 
can answer them.

Mr. Hertzberg: 


One item I neglected to mention regarding the Lawrence 
Paint Building and some of the plans for that, the developer is 
the Sanbrano Corporation, 100 percent union construction, but 
not only that, the financing is 100 percent union; I believe it 
is the AFL/CIO pension fund development money that is being used 
both to do the interior renovations and it will also be 
available for purchasers of individual units. Big union job. 
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Mr. Cohen: 


Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I also want to commend Councilman 
Hertzberg and the URA for this bill, which I support 100 
percent. I think that, as Councilman Ricciardi said, Station 
Square already has a track record, so there really isn't really 
much risk involved here with these moneys. So to extend the 
incredibly successful Station Square project down to the 
Lawrence Paint Building I think will be fantastic. 

A couple years ago this Council put in money for design for 
the read, but this is the much-needed shot in the arm to 
actually make it happen. I think that Councilman Hertzberg’s 
announcement today about the Lawrence Paint Building and how it 
is going to be residential condominiums and how it is funded 
through union funding is just terrific. That is a wonderful 
place for residential housing. It is going to have one of the 
best views, there are so many great views in our city, but that 
will have a great view. And I hope that just a couple years 
down the road we will see residential condominiums there, plus 
commercial enterprises leading up to it. Y think it will be 
fantastic.
